favorable to the peace, thpugh not to the civil liberties of man kind, A,D * 
that in most instances, the foundation of a new dinasty should be 
ordained by providence to be laid in blood: since to this it may 
be on inp that, in general, the best and wisest men shall be reconciled 
to labour on under the more endurable evils and inconveniences of 
despotism and arbitrary power, rather than encounter the horrors and 
atrocities of revolutionary madness. But whatever lessons we may 
derive from such an example, the elevation of the house of Abbas 
w ould appear to have hern attended with circumstances of sangui¬ 
nary ferocity, and deliberate cruelty, that have been seldom surpassed 
in the records of history; and as it commenced in blood, so it will be 
found, in the sequel, to have terminated its career in the most dread¬ 
ful scenes of lutvoc and massacre. 

Ally, or as lie is very frequently denominated, Abdullah, and 
surname*) Abu I Abbas Sedan h, Abiti Abbas the sanguinary, was the 
sou of AUhoinmcd, the son of Ally, the son of Abdullah, the son of 
Abbas, the brother of Abut mi leb, and sou of Abduhntiilcb. The 
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events which in our former volume we attempted, however inade¬ 
quately, to trace, having seated this prince with sufficient stability at 
the head of the MuUommedan empire, lie laboured of course with 
suitable diligence to secure the submission, and provide for the tran¬ 
quillity of the several cities and departments of his extensive domin¬ 
ions. To his uncle Abdullah the conqueror ofMerwaun, lie assigned 
the government of both the provinces of Syria and Egypt ; and to 
another uncle, Dim ml the son of Ally, that of Hejauz and the sacred 
cities of Mckkah and Medeinah. The troops destined for the siege 
ofWaussit, where Yezzid the son of Aniru Uobnirah had been long 
preparing for a formidable defence, were entrusted to the manage¬ 
ment of Abu Jauli'er, betwixt whom and liis elder brother, there 
appears to have ever subsisted a confidence and cordiality, in similar 
circu in stances, not often paralleled, Abii Jautb-r was accompanied 
on this service by Hussuu Kohthah, in conjunction with whom he 
proceeded in due time to the reduction of Waussit; which had heen 
for some years considered the capital of Irak, and contained within 
its walls perhaps the last hopes of the house of Ommeyah. When 
he had, however, by a gallant resistance, for eleven months protracted 
the fate ofthe place, the grandson of Hobairah received intelligence 
of the death of Merwaun,~ and determined to capitulate with his 
besiegers. On a solemn promise from Abu Jauffer, of indemnity tor 
himself and his garrison, he accordingly put that prince in possession 
of the city, and was with other chieftains of his party, enrolled 
among the troops of the house of Abbas ; but being soon afterwards 
detected by Abu Jauffer in a clandestine: attempt to excite revolt 
against the reigning government, it was not difficult to obtain from 
Abul Abbas, an order to authorize his destruction ; and he was 
accordingly put to death with the greater part of his principal asso¬ 
ciates to the number of forty persons ; of whom Ahdurraihman the 
son of Bushir, and Miieyen the son of Zaydah, were indeed the only 
individuals suffered to escape. 

Ahul Abbas had in the mean time, at an early period of his govern¬ 
ment, signalized his unsparing vengeance against the vanquished 
race of Ommcyah. At Damascus in particular, his uncle Abdullah 
proceeded by his instructions, to cut o If every distinguished member 



of that now unhappy family, that he could lay his hands on ; and it 
is stated that, on one occasion? the mutilated carcases of seventy of 
these chiefs who had been beaten to death with clubs, were laid one 
upon another, covered over with a slight carpeting, and thus 
constructed into a kind of platform, on which, with a barbarity truly 
savage, the governor of Damascus seated himself to partake of a 
sumptuous repast, and to celebrate the triumph of his party. 
When there were no further living victims to satiate the spirit of 
revenge, he proceeded to violate the repositories of the dead. The 
sepulchres of all the princes of the house of Omiueyah, that of Omar 
the son of Ahdulasezis alone excepted, were immediately broke open, 
and their content* burnt to ashes and scattered to the winds. The 
both of Hashaum the son of Abdulmekk, which had not yet suffered 
dissolution, was treated with particular and unavailing indignity ; 
after which it was burnt like those of the rest, and the ashes con¬ 
signed to the winds of heaven. The same vindictive scenes were 
also exhibited at Mossul, where an in discriminate slaughter of the 
friends ami adherents of Merman n was carrying on under the direc¬ 
tions of. Ya hey a the son of Ally ; another of the relatives of Abu 1 
Abbas, who may therefore be considered to have established ample 
claim to the appellation of sanguinary. 

Neither was this prince disposed to forget the designs originally 
entertained in favor of the descendants of ['autima, by Abu Selin a fi 
Jellauly, and the consequent delay to his own elevation, which 
those designs were supposed to have produced. This personage he 
therefore also determined to destroy on the first Pair occasion. But 
a* it was a measure which might be attended with some inconveni¬ 
ence, unless it were sanctioned by the previous concurrence of Alui 
Mosslciu, the Khalif resolved on dispatching his brother Abu Jnuffer 
into Khorassauu ; at the same time to receive that powerful chieftain's 
pledge of allegiance, and to sound Ids inclinations on the subject. 
On his arrival at Merii, A Ini Jauffer experienced from Abu Mossletn 
the reception which was due to the representative of his sovereign : 
and obtained from him without difficulty, the paishkesh, or customary 
presents, in testimony of allegiance. After the interval ofa few days, 
Abfl Jauffcr explained, at a private interview with Abu Moaslem, 
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A. li. isa. the further objects of his mission* and obtained from him the 
A.ft.tai. declaration, that both he and Abfi Selmah being each of them the 
X!j<>U nique jj^ves of Abul Abbas* there could he no question, that for any trans- 
eWkiibour, g r( , as|on dtity| cither would be equally liable to the punishment of 
death. Having thus successfully accomplished every necessary 
object of iiis visit, Abu Jauffer returned to Kufah, AV hen, accord¬ 
ing to the oriental phm«0, his arrival and the execution of Abu 
Selmah, a ero the business of the wine instant of time. Other?, 
however, state that Ahul Abbas put a period to this obnoxious per¬ 
son’s existence, previous to the arrival of his brother. 

It is perhaps of little importance to be told, that in the regular 
order of events, tlie journey of Abu JaufTer into Khorassaun should 
properly have preceded the fjiegc and reduction of W missit, Bui it 
is something material to observe, that while Abu, Jauller resided at 
Merit on this occasion, Abh Mosslem on smue slight pretext or 
other, caused SMiman Ivesheir, one of Ins oldest and most faithful 
associates, to be put to death in the very presence of Ids princely 
visitur■ who did not fail to derive from the circumstance an impres¬ 
sion of resentment and displeasure, which was never old iterated. 
And it is further said,* that when on his return to KAfah, his bro¬ 
ther demanded, what lie had remarked in Abu Mosslem, he replied 
that lie had found in him the haughtiest of tyrants ; and that be had 
reason to suspect that, while Abu Mosslem lived, he must submit to 
lead but a contemptible and abject sort of existence, lie cautioned 
him at the same time to bulge these hints in his own bosom, until 
he should have an opportunity of judging, from personal observation, 
of the character of that able ami warlike chieftain. 

On the death of Daoud the son of Ally, in the course of the year 
A j> ’ one hundred ami thirty-three, the government of flejauas was con* 
ferred by A bid Abbas on his maternal uncle Z< i and, the son of Obai- 
dulluh; and in the course of the year following, he removed 
bis court from Kufub to Ambaur on the Euphrates, the ancient store 
house of the kings of S’crsia ; and there laid the foundation of Medci- 
liuli Hashmiab, the city of the Maftfaemite?.

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In the Year one hundred and thirty-five* a revolt against the

authority of Abu Mossiem took place in the provinces beyond the 
Oxus, under Zeiaud the son of Sa]ah j but Abh Mosslem iu person 
conducting an army against the insurgents, their general disappeared, 
mid taking refuge in the cottage of one of the native peasantry, the 
hitter to ensure himself against tire resentment of the victorious 
party put his guest to death, and conveyed his ..1 to the con¬ 

queror. Soon after he had re-established his authority on this occa¬ 
sion, A bit Mosslem, during the year one hundred and thirty-six, 
proceeded towards Arabia, on the design of a pilgrimage to Melik ah. 
Repairing first to the court of Abftl Abbas, he there experienced the 
most favorable and distinguished reception, although Abb Jauffer 
exerted all the infliljence in his power to persuade his brother to put 
him to death. But refusing to confer upon Abb Mosslcm the appoint¬ 
ment of general of the pilgrims, on the plea of a previous application 
from Abu lauffer, the Khalif incurred, notwithstanding*,the resent¬ 
ment of Abb Mosslem to a very violent degree ; the latter complain¬ 
ing to Ills friends, that A bill Abbas and his brother, generally 
residing on the spot, or near it, were never without a convenient 
opportunity of performing their devotions in the sanctuary of the 
Kanubah ; and that it would have become them, for this year nt 
least, to assign to him the charge for Which he luid solicited. Tins 
produced, however, no alteration in the arrangement; and both Abu 
Jauffer and AbA Moss Inn departed for Mekkali with impressions 
mutually unfavorable towards one another. But as Abu Moss I cm 
had provided two hundred camels for the conveyance of his kitchen 
equipage alone, and lie took care to precede his rival a days journey 
during the whole of the march, most of the convoy of pilgrims availed 
themselves twice a day of a plentiful repast, to which they were pub¬ 
licly invited by the officers of that general. By a similar course of os¬ 
tentatious liberality at the close of the visitation, i n dothi ng great num- 
bert of the pilgri ms fromdista n t q uarters, a u d the whole oft hose cm pi oy ed 
in the ministry of the sacred places, and by other proofs of i in mi li¬ 
cence beyond all ordinary precedent, Abu Mnsalem acquired on this 
occasion the title of A me ir in iact, while they bestowed on A hi 
Jauflwr that only of Ameir in name. 
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A, H. 130 . However, while his brother was engaged in the pilgrimage to Mefc- 
- A : l>- k&h nil this occasion, the Khalit' Abul Abbas sickened and died. 

‘^Ihlrm r dt * Hth a PP t!ara to been hastened by the following very 
trilling circumstance, which otherwise than as a record of God s dis¬ 
pleasure against the indulgence of personal vanity, would be scarcely 
worth the relation, lie was, it seems, reckoned the handsomest man 

otthe age in which lie lived : and one day contemplating the graces 
of his person ns he stood before a mirror in one of his apartments, he 
could not forbear exclaiming, that he was indeed, as Su liman the soil 
of Abdulnu lck had once pronounced him, the very prince or paragon 
oi youth and beauty; and as he concluded with a fervent eja¬ 
culation. that heaven might give him health and length of days in 
the enjoyment of all his singular advantages, he had scarcely closed 
the sentence, when he overheard one of his domestics observe l<> 
another, l - there remains betwixt tltee and me only the period of two 
“ months and five days.” These words were immediately applied by 
the Kind if to his own destiny, and he expressed Ida humble resigna¬ 
tion to Gods providence. In a few days afterwards he. sickened of 
a fever, which breaking out in a pestilential or putrid eruption over 
his whole body, caried him off, at the age of forty-two, on the thir¬ 
teenth of the month of Zillmdje ;* precisely sixty-five days From the 
period at which lie had noted the observation of the slave. 

Calculating from the period of his nomination and election hy the 
inhabitants of Kutah, this prince may be stated to have tilled the 
throne of the Khalifa for four years, seven months, and eleven or 
twelve days : but from the death ofMerwaim his reign would appear 
to occupy an exact period of four years. 11 is character, if we are to 
credit the representation of sonic his tartans, f was that of a liberal, 
benevolent, and able prince, although the dreadful effusion of blood! 
which preceded his accession to the sovereign dignity, hath acquired 
for him the odious appellation of Selfimh. in the early part of his 
mgn l tie functions of the vizzaumt, or ministry of state, were dis¬ 
charged by Abb Selmah Jellaul; but when this person was put to 
death, the office was consigned to Ynheya the son of Khated, of the

establish the sanctity of his authority, Abu l Abbas procured the man* 
tie of the prophet for the sura of four hundred dinaurs;* and this precious u " ' 

relique became, as might have been expected, in after times, one of 


the most venerated articles in the regalia of the Khalifa.

By a stretch of confidence which, adverting to recent circum¬ 


stances, may appear perhaps extraordinary, lie urged the expediency of 
his proceeding without delay to K Utah, there to exert his influence 
in preserving the tranquillity and securing the attachment of that 
part of the empire \ and with a dispatch, which on his side at least

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A. II. m. cus, was no sooner apprized of the death of Abui Abbas, than lie 
ix ?:»l. proceeded to assemble the inhabitants of that city and territory ; anil 
X.hi<lsiii»iit- to them declared, that at the period when Abut Abbas proposed to 
al Alibaur. gen( j an arroy j n pursuit of Mervvatm, he publicly unuounedd that 
whoever of the descendants of Abbas would undertake to conduct 
the entorprize, to the final destruction of the fugitive monarch, should 
be considered after himself, the next in succession to the empire ; 
that he was the person by whom such enterprise was undertaken 
and achieved to its consummation:, was a circumstance too fresh ki 
their recollection to require on his part any further argument to dc* 
monstratc; but at all events, when coupled with the previous 
formal declaration of the deceased prince, that it was sufficient to au¬ 
thorize the assertion which he now made, and was deter milled to main¬ 
tain, that the Khelaufut was in justice devolved to himself. The 
Syrian nobles, and such of the troops of Kbprassatm ;ls were present 
nt Damascus at this period, did not hesitate on hearing such a de¬ 
claration to idodge their allegiance to Abdullah.; who was enabled 
soon afterwards, at the head of a powerful army, to proceed to Hamm 
in upper Mesopotamia, the governor ol w hich, he prevailed upon to 
enter into a treaty* At that place, however, lie put no less than 
seventeen thousand of the natives of Khorassaun to death, from au 
apprehension, that, on the first opportunity they would not fail to 
go over to Ain't Mosshmu From Hu ran lie hastened shortly after¬ 
wards to N issebt i n i in the neighbourhood of which, in a camp which 
he immediately surrounded with in trench incuts, he determined to 
abide the decision of his claims with the troops of l ! Munsftr, by 
this time in motion from nil quarters to oppose him. 

In effect, Abb Mosslem, though already doomed to perish the 
moment his services were no lunger considered necessary, had been 
dispatched by L 1 Mu user, at tile head of a numerous force, to give 
battle to Ids uncle. Appearing accordingly in due time before the 
iutrenchincuts of Abdullah, and after experiencing a resistance of 
five months, the fortune of that invincible general was once more 
triumphant. Towards tile end of the last month of.! imimatuly of live

Mnnttflr^ intelligencepenetreting to lit? retreat, lie was ultimately sent 
for by that prince, and confined to a building, the foundations of which 
had been laid in salt. At the expiration of a few days the Khalif 
caused the site of the building to be inundated in the course of the 
night, and the foundations giving way on the dissolution of the salt, 
the walls suddenly fell in, and the unfortunate Abdullah was thus 
buried in the ruins. 

As soon as he was apprized of Abu Moss lends victory, an agent 
had been employed by l T J Munsur to Ttikc charge of the booty which 
had been thus acquired by the success ofliis general; a circumstance 
which, though conformable to the usage of the most flourishing 
periods of the Khetaufut, gave to that general the highest offence ; 
and he did not scruple to declare very publicly, and with the strongest 
expressions of indignation, that after having had the blood of so many 
thousands so tong at his disposal, he was at a loss to conceive what 
could have happened to render his integrity suspected, where their 
mere property tvas concerned. This, in addition to former arguments 
of displeasure, contributed to hasten the crisis of those jealousies 
which had for some lime subsisted between this haughty and power¬ 
ful chieftain, and his sovereign; who is also affirmed to have been long 
on the watch for an opportunity to destroy the acknowledged 
instrument of his elevation. However that may be, the irritations 
which continually arose, on the subject of the booty at N'isse.bein, at 
length determined Abu Mossfem, w ith intentions which could not 
well be misunderstood, ami without the Khalif* permission, to with¬ 
draw into Khomssatm, The departure of his general seems to 
have awakened at the same time, in l‘l Munsur some very alarming 
apprehensions: and be immediately scut letter* to him, toannounce that 
he had conferred upon him the government of Syria and Egypt, ind to 
urge him to proceed without delay, to take possession of those im¬ 
portant provinces. To such letters, however, lie paid but little 
attention, continuing his journey without halting until he came tri 
tile city of Rai: where he was overtaken by Abu Hsineid Merurou.

Tor at such a crisis, gained over by the 
promises or threats otfU l Mansur, Abu IMoud, whom he had so recently 
left hi charge of Khorasssum, also wrote to him to suggest the expedi¬ 
ency of submitting to the Khalifs authority, in terms which clearly 
indicated, that, if he persisted in his present design, he slipuld oppose 
his entrance into that province with all his force; so that embarrassed 
on every side, Abu Moss Lem was at last constrained to reconcile himself 
to the alternative of repairing to the presence ofUl Munsur, rather than 
confide to the dubious purposes of an ungrateful dependant. But 
before betook his final resolution on this subject. AbCi Is shade the 
Mcmzitc, one of his friends, was dispatched to the court ofL'l Mun- 
sur, to discover as far as possible, how that prince was disposed to 
treat him. The messenger returned in a short time, and assured 
him that he could not perceive in the Khali Us demeanor, any 
circumstance that did not bespeak the kindest and most favorable 
disposition towards him. On which, in spile of the pressing and 
Urgent solicitations of many of his more discerning friends to ihe 
contrary, he took his final departure for llunviaU of Medayein, 
at tins period the residence of Ul Munsur. 

On his arrival in the neighbourhood of Rfimiah, a mime roils assem¬ 
blage, consisting of every distinguished individual of the race of 
llashem, that could be collected on the spot, hastened by the direc¬ 
tions of Cl Muusur to do honor to Abu Mosslem ; and by these lie 
was conducted with extraordinary pomp and ceremony to the 
presence of that monarch, by whom he was embraced with every 
appearance of cordiality, and with every expression of favor and 
benignity.

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precarious claims of the house of Abbas, Every apology, every 
argument, which Abh Mosslcm made use of, cither to justify or 
excuse himself, seemed to aggravate-rather than assuage the resent¬ 
ment of 11 MttnsGr; until at last, ns if his indignation had carried 
him beyond nil bounds, the Khalif struck his hands together, when 
at this preconcerted signal, Gthman the son of Nelieik and three other 
captains, who had lain concealed for the purpose, suddenly rushed 
upon AM Mosslem, mid as lie was totally unprepared for defence, 
very soon dispatched him with their scimitars. The body was then 
wrapped up in a coarse mantle, and left in the corner of the apart¬ 
ment, where it was exhibited by VI Muns&r to his courtiers, as they 
alternately entered ; and the greater part of whom, either from appre¬ 
hensions of Ids power, or from the austerity of his temper, and ( lie 
imperiousness of his manners, had long since conceived so great a 
dislike for the fallen chief, that they appeared rather disposed to 
rejoice at, than lament hta premature destruction. 

This, on Wednesday the twenty-fifth of the month of Slisbaun, in 
the year onehundred and thirty seven,* was the, fete of Abfl Mosslom, 
at i lie early age Of thirty-seven, and when he had held the government 
of Khorassaun fora period of eight years and some months ; neither 
the magnitude of liis past services, nor the contemplation of future 
advantages to be derived from his acknowledged talents and valour, 
being sufficient to serfeen him from the jealous fears, and ultimate 
v< ngciince of a despotic sovereign. But it seems to be without 
question, that hi* power was already far too extensive for any sub¬ 
ject . and that he had designs in meditation subversive to that author¬ 
ity. which he had so long and successfully laboured to establish. 
This last consideration alone, will form with many a sufficient 
apology for that adt of severe and anticipated vengeance under whieh 
he fed, I ii other r< speets, if. as is generally supposed,blood must have 
blood, the life of Abft Mosslem could not have been expected to have 
terminated otherwise than in a violent death. Exclusive ofthose 
who perished in the field of bottle, the number of whom, according 
to our author, can alone be estimated by hint who knows all secrets, and 
who is the infallible judge of truth, not less than six hundred thousand 
perrons are positively stated bo have hem put to death by this cele-

1 here resided at this period in the province of Kborassaun, a person 
of t he Magian superstition, whose name was Senbad, originally of 
Neyshsipur; iiuii who, notwithstanding his seal and attachment for 
the worship of fire, had been long enrolled among the followers of 
A bu ilosslem,of w hose favor he appears to have enjoyed so great a share 
as to have rendered himself of considerable importance among the 
natives of that province. On intelligence of the death of his patron, 
this person availed himself of the circumstance, to promote hi* own 
ambitious designs ; and having seduced a great multitude not oulv of 
Ins own, but of the Mahommedan religion, to join his standard, he 
proceeded at their head to give battle to Abu Obaidah i an officer 
who then commanded at Mi on the part of Ul Munsfir.aud whom he 
defeated, making captives of vast numbers of .Mussulman families 
unit tell into his hands in consequence of his victory. This success¬ 
ful outset gave encouragement to the idle mid disaffected to join him 
torn all quarters, and his force was soon augmented to one hundred 
thousand men V\ Munsnr did not however delay to employ a power-

der til by the Sepahbed, with all the associates of his flight, and their 
lipids wore transmitted to L I Munsir, 

.A n incalculable booty, consisting of a great part of the treasures of 
Abu Mosslcm, and of others who had been the partners of his victor¬ 
ies, having, however, on the defeat of the magian, fallen into the 
hands of .humhour* tile successful general of VI Munsur's troops, 
that monarch, impelled cither by his necessities, or avarice, once more 
put the tranquillity of his government to hazard, by demanding that 
the captured property should be surrendered to his agents. Such a 
demand was in this instance again considered injurious and oppres¬ 
sive, and Jumliour immediately prepared lo resist the authority from 
whence it had proceeded. But Ui Muustir being early apprized of 
these hostile designs, endeavoured by the most vigorous measures to 
crush them in their birth, in the year one hundred and thirty-eight, 

Mahommed. one of the descendants of Aiahaiitli the son of Kevss 

- * 

was appointed to chastize the author of this fresh rebellion, and 
accordingly hastened towards Rai. Jumhour had however aband¬ 
oned that place, and fled towards Isfahmin, of which lie obtained 
possession ; but being thither pursued by a detachment of M idiom- 
med's troops, he continued his flight, taking the direct inn of Azorbay- 
juti ; during which, some of his associates tired at Iasi with these 
unprofitable and distressful peregrinations, seized the person of their 
leader, and cut him to pieces with their swords. 

In the course of the year one hundred and thirty-nine, Abdurraih- 
* * 

man. one of the sons of the Khali F Hashaum effected Ids escape into 
Muglireh; the coast of.\ flic a, west ward of l-gy r pt, so called ; and hav¬ 
ing obtained possession of several cities in that territory, succeeded in 
creating for himself an independent sovereignty, which in defiance of 
the power of the house of Abbas, continued in his family for nearly 
two centuries afterwards. 

U1 Munsur had now re-established bis court at Med email Ililsbe- 
miah, the city founded by ids I trot her, c i liver on the site of Anbaur, 
or immediately in the neighbourhood of that place: when, iu the year 
one hundred and forty, be became exposed to considerable danger 
from the insurrection of the Houndiah, of whom, our nan a live 
furuislies us with the following brief particular*. Their founder, 
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whose name was Abdullah Rn wend alt, and Rom whom of coursa 
they derived the designation by which they are here distinguished* 
w;is, originally, one of the agents employed in Khorassaun, to pro¬ 
mote and vindicate the claims of the house of Abbas ; but engaging 
in some violent dispute with Abb Mosslom, he was, with the major¬ 
ity of liis followers, put to the sword by that sanguinary chief. 
Great numbers of the party escaping, however, to different quarters, 
and having been subsequently relieved from their apprehensions by the 
death ol their most formidable adversary, they issued about this period 
from their hiding places, and rendered themselves singularly conspi¬ 
cuous at Medeinah Htishemiah, by an impious attempt to obtrude 
upon VI M unstir the assumption of divine honors. Tor this purpose 
passing in procession round the Khali Vs palace, they audaciously pro¬ 
claimed that lie was “the Lord and preserver of the universe/* 
IItit l I Munsur, on mformation of the blasphemous proceeding, 
having seized the persons of about one hundred of the ringlead¬ 
ers, and conveyed them to prison, the remainder of these infatuated 
miscreaDts, became ^ exasperated by the measure, that they iinnii-- 
diately rushed into the opposite extreme; they announced that since 
Ul Munstir disdained the honors which they bed offered him, they 
would destroy him, and exait for themselves another deity. With 
this impious resolutton they appeared before the prison gates in 
great crouds, preceded by an empty Tabtit, or shrine, or coffin ; and 
having enlarged their chiefs, proceeded in the same tumultuous army 
towards the palace, in order to carry into execution their future; 
design against th epererm of VI Munsur, That prince hud, however, 
received intelligence of the danger; and throwing himself on the hack 
of a mule, hastened at the head of a very slender escort to oppose 
the insurgents. In the mean time, Mueyun the son of Zuvdab, 
formerly noticed to have escaped from the siege ofWaussit’ and 
whose courage and liberality rendered his name as proverbial with 
his contemporaries, as those of R Datum and JJmitem, most unexpect¬ 
edly assailed the fanatical multitude, and compelled them to disperse 
in every direction ; and being also attacked from the other side by 
the guards of the palace, they were for the moat part finally cut to 
pieces. An exertion oi courage so seasonable on the part of a pro- 
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scribed Individuat, such ns M^eyitn, 'made tlic decpest impression oh 
the Khalifs gratitude; and of this he gave a solid and distinguished 
proof in the government of Yemen, which was immediately conferred 
upon the object of that gratitude. 

In this place wc are called upon to observe, that an attempt to 
detail, in a regular series, and under their respective dates, such a 
multiplicity of events, as distinguished the reign of Ul Mutisiir, 
would swell what was originally designed as an abridgment to the 
most tedious prolixity. The author announces therefore, his inten¬ 
tion to confine the narrative, in future, to such circumstances as 
may appear essentially important, or worthy of record. To this our 
readers will probably subscribe their cheerful concurrence. But if, 
after all, the selection should not always prove the happiest, we can 
only urge in apology, modes of thinking and acting widely different 
from our own ; and that diffusion of light, which has subsequently 
contributed to enlarge the conceptions of mankind.in climates more 
congenial to the growth of a just, though frequently fastidious criti¬ 
cism ; of that criticism, which in the absence of intuitive judgment, 
will sometimes lead us to discriminate, and seize on such ohjects 
alone as are best calculated Fur the instruction and example of future 
ages. 

A disposition decidedly hostile, had, it seems on many occasions, 
betrayed L T ] Munsur into acts of severity ami violence, towards the 
descendants of Ally and Fautima ; and the slightest suspicion being 
with him sufficient to justify the seizure and confinement of their 
persons, his prisons became ultimately crouded with the most distin¬ 
guished individuals of that ever persecuted and unfortunate family. 
By these accumulated injuries goaded beyond forbearance it was 
that, in the last month of J ummaudy,* of the year one hundred and 
forty-five, Mahommed the sou of Abdullah, a grandson of Imauin 
IIus9un J s, and one of the most exalted in reputation among the stock 
of the Seynds, at length displayed the standard of revolt in llejaiiz ; 
and having put to death all the officers of VI Munsfir’s government, 
and made himself master of the sacred cities of Mckkah and Medei- 
nuh, his authority was immediately acknowledged by the family of 
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A, H. 137, the prophet, and generally throughout the whole province. But 
A ~ D » Eissa the son of Mfissa, a cousin german of U1 Mttnsftr’*, hastening 
Khoknwuit- (,j intelligence of the insurrection, by orders of that prill c, at the 
ul-ukiilwur, ol a j^p^, table force, towards Mcdeiimh, a series of hostilities 

commenced under the walls of that city, between him and Ma- 
hummed the FautUnite, and continued with equal destruction to 
both parties, until the fourteenth of the month ofRamscaun,* on which 
<ky, having been abandoned by liis followers, the leader of the insur¬ 
gents sought and obtained, what appears to have been the peculiar 
lot of his family, the crown of martyrdom. The authority of l I 
Munsur,was hence re-established without further difficulty or opposi¬ 
tion, But on the first day of the same month of Rumaauu,t Ibrauhim 
the brother of Mahommed had also appeared at the head of a formid¬ 
able insurrection at Basso rah, which for some time seemed to threaten 
the most serious consequences, Sofleyan the son ofMauweiah, who 
presided over the province on the part of UlMunsur, at first secured 
himself in the palace of governmentbut being ultimately compelled 
to capitulate, the affairs pjf Ibrauhim obtained such an ascendancy, 
that the force which assembled round his standard, soon accumulated 
to a total, which was little short of one hundred thousand men. 

The alarm of 11 Mansur, on intelligence of this formidable revolt, 
was not diminished by the knowledge that his armies were at the 
same period distributed through the different provinces of the empire, 
at no small distance from each other; and though the report of \m 
brother's fate, which reached ibrauhim on the twenty seventh of the 
month, for a moment seemed to stagger the expectations of that 
insurgent, it was nevertheless boldly resolved in a council of Avar, 
to advance directly towards Judith, at this period the abode of Ul 
Alnnsiir. Such a movement was not calculated to allay the appre¬ 
hensions of the latter i but Eissa the son of Mikisi, and llamcid the 
sou of Kobthuh, both returnin'; at the very crisis of his fate, with the 
troops which had been engaged against the insurrection in Hejjnuz,, 
they were immediately dispatched to oppose Ibrauhim, In an action 
which shortly afterwards took place with the insurgents, the troops

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of l’l Munsur were however defeated ! hut those of Ibrauhim too 
fatally intent upon plunder and the slaughter of the t Lying enemy, 
were themselves unexpectedly attacked in the rear, by .laufler, and 
Mali mil mod, both of the race of Abbas, and in their turn thrown 
into irretrievable confusion : ami that pan of the in my of l'l Mun- 
stlr which had apparently lied from the field of battle, suddenly 
turning upon their pursuers, completed the consternation; during 
which, 1 bran him having received an arrow-shot in the throat, lie 
immediately 1**11 ; and his head being-ns usual struck oiF by the 
conquerors, they returned in triumph to the presence of 11 
M Hindi r. 

In the mean time the insurrection of the RoundUth had long since 
given to ! I Munsftr an entire aversion to continue his abode at 
Medcinah Miishvininh : and he had in consequence directed his 
architects, in the course of the year one hundred and forty-five, to 
find out some convenient spot lor the construction of a new city. 
On a very minute and careful survey, their eduction ultimately fixed 
on the place now occupied hy the pity of peace,” the present 
metropolis of Baghdad: a spot which is at the same time observed, 
to have been covered with habitations,* at a period of very remote 
antiquity. U 1 Munsfir having in person approved of the situation, and 
the astrologers having chosen an auspicious period for the commence¬ 
ment of their lalroui s, the architects proceeded without delay to trace 
the foundation of this celebrated capital. The attention of the 
Khidif being, however, rather seriously attracted by the hostilities 
in which bis troops were about the same time engaged with the 
descendants of Ally and Fauti'ma, the progress of the work was cou- 
sidernbiv retarded this year. But ids mind was no sooner relieved 
by the triumphant termination of those disturbances, than he resume*] 
the execution of his favorite design, and in the course ot the year 
forty-six, brought it to a conclusion. 

The site of this renowned metropolis is perhaps already too well 
known to require from us a more particular specification* \\ e shall 
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only remark here, that although originally erected on the Mesopota¬ 
mia, or right side of the Tigris, we may in the course of the narrative 
be sometimes hid to think that the imperial residence, with the principal 
part of the popniation*.was occasionally shifted to diiferent sides of the 
river, as the approach of danger or insult from east or west might 
render such a transit expedient. From the report of modern travel¬ 
lers, wc however find that, in the year 177+ tit least, the citadel aud 
the far greater part of the town, with the seat of the government, 
continued about four hundred miles* above Bassorah, on the left 
hank of the just mentioned river, where it is from two hundred to 
two hundred and fifty yards wide* according to the lesser or greater 
curvature of the bridge; and where, in the middle of the month of 
June, when it is supposed to be at the highest* it gives a depth of 
forty-six feet, with a current of seven miles an hour, at the centre 
of the bridge of boats; and fourteen feet six inches* with a current 
of one mde and a half an hour, from the thirtieth of September to the 
twentieth of October, when the river is considered at the lowest , f 
With inspect to the name, if that indeed were of any importance, 
there appears to exist some difference of opinion among etymologists ; 
according to one set of historians, there hud been of old in the neigh¬ 
bourhood* a garden or cultivated ineInsure, called Baghdad, the 
garden of justice * while others, allege that Hugh, or liagh. was the 
name of an idol worshipped hv the ancient inhabitants, ami that 
Baghdad there lore signifies “ Dcddata,** the gilt of Hugh, Between 
these two opinions we are left to determine for ourselves, as to that 
w hich accords the nearest with truth and probability. 

We learn at the same time from the narration of another historian,^ 
that the materials of the ancient metropolis of Mcdayoin* situated 
from eighteen to twenty miles low er down the Tigris, were employed 
by U1 Munsur in the construct ion of his new capital; contrary to the 
advice of his minister Sulitnan the son of Khaled, of the race of

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ft nr met, wild urged every argument to dissuade him from tlie impolicy 
of destroying om; city, for the mere selfish gratification o< having it 
recorded to posterity that he had built another. And that in truth 
discovering when too lute, that he had exhausted his materials, and 
incurred a prodigious expence, without making any considerable 
progress towards the completion ot his design* the Khalit came to a 
sudden resolution to abandon the undertaking altogether. But the 
same minister representing, that having once engaged in the work, it 
would he injurious to his fame to leave it unaccomplished, since it 
would then he objected to him as a reproach, that a former monai< li 
had constructed, what he* with nil his boasted power* was unable to 
demolish ; he resumed the execution ot his plan. lv evert fit? less ft t the 
imreaty ofS&Uman, the palace of Medayein, or at least a part of il, 
was left entire, to serve as a memorial to posterity of the divine mis¬ 
sion of the prophet, his illustrious relative ; l he dome ot it having, 
according to the belief of the Ma^onimcdans, been cleft asunder on 
the very night which gave birth to that extraordinary person. And 
there can be little difficulty in pronouncing tie lofty and magnificent 
ruin, still, or very recently, fro wiring in solitary majesty in the neigh¬ 
bourhood of the Tigris, below Baghdad, and culled the 1 auk-c-Kt> 1 '- 
ra, or arch, or portal, or perhaps hall of Noushirvaitii, to be a remnant 
of the once gorgeous abode ol the ancient Persian monarchs. 

Although, from the work before us, it miglit appear, that the next 
twelve years of the reign of Li Muusur* passed with the intervention 
of few circumstances worthy the record of history* a reference to col¬ 
lateral information,* will teach us nevertheless that this was a pen.nl 
by no means deficient in those materials which usually engagi the 
attention of the historian. On the eastern extremity of the empire 
in particular, the government of Khorraasaim was involved in a series 
of arduous hostilities, with the Tartars of Transoxiana, ami with the 
followers of the impostor Mokinma* who had recently disseminated his 
opinions with alarming success, along the fertile vale ot Snghd. 
But as this is a subject which will claim some share ot consideration 
under the succeeding reign, we may venture to attend the author to 
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the year one hundred and fifty-eight, which terminated that ofUl 
Mud#. 

Towards the dose of that year we are informed, on the most res¬ 
pectable authority, that the attention of the Khali)' l'l Muus&r was 
forcibly arrested hv an inscription on a wall, which, in two Arabic 
couplets, pretty clearly indicated that he was to prepare for the stroke 
of death. Under the impression of melancholy which took posses¬ 
sion of his mind, in consequence of this mysterious warning, he deter- 
wined to avail himself of the approach of the month of Zillmdje, to 
proceed on a religious visit to Mckkah, either to dispel Ids apprehen¬ 
sions or to meet his fate. On his arrival at the well of McymCm,* 
one of the stations on the road to Mckkuh, lie was however seized by 
Ills last illness, and there expired on the night of the sixth of 
Ziihiidje,fof the year one hundred and fifty-eight, at the age of about 
sixty-three : and calculating fmm the death of his brother, after lie 
had possessed the throne of the Klmlils for a period of twenty-one 
years and four months. The event was concealed until the ensuing 
morning, when, as the nobles and principal members of the court 
hastened, according to custom, to attend their sovereign's pleasure, 
they w ere called upon hv Rabbets the HajeH, of chamberlain, to 
pledge their allegiance to Mehedy, who was already considered as 
heir apparent to the imperial dignity: to which as they assented 
without difficulty, they were then permitted to discharge the last 
solemn duties to llie now lifeless remains of the departed mon¬ 
arch. 

Of the character of UJ Muus&r, we derive from the KhoJaussut- 
ul-akhbaur but little information, further than, that his original name 
was Abdullah, and that by his extraordinary penury and avaricious 
qualities he acquired the unpopular appellation ofljowauneky and 
Abu Dowaunek, or father half-penny; daunefc being the sixth part 
ofa dirhem. Whereas, when unaccompanied with extortion, in a prince 
who holds the property of bis subjects at command, a parsimonious 
disposition is perhaps, in the catalogue of human infirmities, that 
which possesses the strongest claim to be transplanted among the 
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virtues } in Cl Muiw&r however* from the motive of disinterested / 
paternal tender ness to which it is Scribed, even the odious a£com r „ 
pammeut, seems.by the auilior of the Tarikb gtygifeht to be com¬ 
memorated with a sentiment ot applause. 

Having called upon Ins ministers to declare without diagpise* 
what it was that they perceived to b e the most defective in the 
character and disposition of his son and successor Mehedy, he. learnt 
front them, in reply, that Me lady, with every other possible virtue, 
was however deficient in one very essential quality; that which impels 
us to cultivate the love and approbation of our follow creatures, 
l pon this, IT Muiisur is said to have immediately and designedly 
abandoned those just and liberal maxims of government by which 
be had hitherto secured the affections of his people, and to have had 
recourse to such measures of rapacity and exaction, as by the inva¬ 
sion of their property, soon rendered him as much their aversion, as 
he had formerly been their delight* M lun he found, however, that 
his dissolution was approaching, he sent for Mehcdy, and told him, 
that for his sake ho had so long submitted to incur the odious impu¬ 
tation of tyranny, so foteign to the natural disposition of his heart; 
that he had deposited among the records of the treasury, correct 
vouchers of the several exactions, which in the prosecution of tins 
singular plan he bad been led to practice ; and he now therefore 
solemnly charged him, when his father should lie no more, to make 
to the rightful and injured owners the most scrupulous restor¬ 
ation of the whole of their property. Thus, by exposing himself to 
the temporary reproach and hatred of his subjects, affording to his 
son an unfailing expedient to win and secure their lasting applause 
and affection. And we are further informed, that by an implicit 
concurrence with these his tather’s dying instructions, Mehedy 
deservedly enjoyed the entire accomplishment ot this perhaps unex¬ 
ampled scheme of parental solicitude. 

The last person that exercised the functions of the ^ izzaurut 
under U Munsur, was, according to some authorities, the above- 
mentioned Kebbein, here stated, to be the son of \ uness, and cele¬ 
brated as a second lluutem Tai, tor his unbounded munificence and 
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liberality of spirit. The same distinction is, however, by others, 
assigned to a certain Abu Ayfib, of whom we know nothing but 
the name. And we are finally told, that LI Muds fir had, by differ- 
ercnt wives, eight sons and two daughters ; the latter by a lady 
of the race of Omtneyab. It was during the Khekufut of U1 
Mutism that linaum Abu Uaneifalt, because he declined the oJticeof 
Kauzy which had been proposed to him, or, as it is elsewhere im¬ 
probably represented, because he denied the doctrine of predestina¬ 
tion, was detained in that imprisonment, to which he ultimately 
fell a victim. 
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U L Mehedy fin. law* AbiiAbdullah MahommeH,snoofUlMun- A T i 136i 
shr, third Khalif of the house of Abbas, repairing to Baghdad a. 1), 77 a. 
tin mediately on the death of his father, was there acknowledged in the Khiiluu^ia- 
latter end of the month of Ztlhudjc, with prompt and unanimous zeal nl-ahliUwr. 
by every class and description of its inhabitants. Determined to 
merit the attachment of his people, and the applause of posterity, 
this excellent prince bestowed his earliest exertions to revive the 
obsolete and neglected laws of impartial justice, anil to abolish those Ll EtE ’ 
corrupt and arbitrary practices, which, by generating discontent, 111,1 Klmiif 
resi nance, ami revenge, among the oppressed and injured, have so often ,|0,lsC 
terminated in the destruction of the oppressors. With these wise ' * 

end benevolent views he caused, in the very commencement of his 
reign, every prisoner in Ids dominions to be set at liberty, excepting 
such only as were under confinement for the guilt of blood, or for 
some infringement on the rights of individual property. 

We have already adverted to the imposture and insurrection of 
Mokennin, who is here said however to have commenced his revolt 
in the course of the year one hundred and iiily-niuo. The true name 
of this extraordinary impostor is represented to have been llukkcim 
the son of Aittau ; but being in person of n diminutive stature, with 
some disgusting deformity of countenance, he usually wore a mask 
of gold to conceal the deformity \ and became known in the world 
indiscriminately by the appellation of Berk in, and Mokcnnia, the 
man with the mask, though his disciples conferred upon him the 
more honorable appellative of 11unshorn. Having probably travelled 
in India, Mokcnnia presumed to usurp to himself the character of the

of mankind ; that he had since become repeated) v visible in the 
persons of the prophets and philosophers, and of those exalted sover¬ 
eigns who had rendered themselves illustrious either by their exploits 
or their virtues; that he had recently animated the frame of the heroic 
and invincible Abti Mnsslcm ; and that at the present period he had. 
condescended to inhabit his own trail and perishable carcase. 

Mokeimia made his appearance as a legislator first at Merit; hut 
finding probably that his imposture experienced no very favorable 
reception in that quarter, he removed in process of time into the 
territory eastward of the Ox us, where, in an impregnable fortress, not 
far from the city of Kcsh, he fixed his abode, and succeeded in 
engaging a multitude of proselytes of all descriptions ; but more par¬ 
ticularly among a class of people, cither then or subsequently, 
denominated the Scfi'aidjamahga.n, from the w hite vestments in which 
they affected to clothe themselves. In order to confirm among his 
disciples the impression of his supernatural powers, he is said, by 
his extraordinary skill in the magic art, to have framed a U-lesscm, nr 
talisman, by means of which he produced either from, or above a cer¬ 
tain well or deep pit, a luminous orb* in resemblance like the full 
moon,and which, for the space of two whole months continued every 
night to east its lust re to the distance of five fursuogs, or Persian h agues, 
in every direction. This was the moon of Nakhsheb sufficiently fiimi- 
linr to the oriental reader, and so frequently apostrophized by the 
Persian poets. 

T»rikh Prom other authorities we are further informed, that Mokennin, 
guiitiJuli. ivho pretended to divine inspiration at least, if not to a participation 
in the divine nature, was a native of Haudgh.-iss ; had been employed, 
fisiccretury to the diwaun, or council, of Abu Mosslem ; and having 
been woumh-d in the eye by an arrow, was therefore constrained to 
wear the golden mask or visor. lie is acknowledged to have been a 
man of extraordinary scientific acquirements ; and having possibly 
made considerable progress in natural philosophy, and more particu- 
1 Prutluciril, h li siijtjjQsciJj by ilie skilful qf u inixror or ink run 
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lart v in chymistry, to have availed himself of those advantages, to A. il. 
impose upon an unenlightened multitude.. W hen he hud possessed ” fi ’ 
himself of Saum and Siijud, two fortresses-in the neighbourhood of the 1 itT ^' 
cities of Kcsh and Nakhsheb, Ins tenets dilated with great rapidity 
through the surrounding territory : and if the compiler of these pages 
has not been m i sin form ed, they continued to prevail until very lately 
in some of the countries adjoining to the Oxus. 

Ikit, to resume our unrrat ive. the Khali f Mehedv, on intelligence of 
this revolt against his authority and religious principles, dispatched “1 aUilwur. 
one of his generals, Abu S&u id the Jcrshite, at the head of a power- 
fit l army into Maworunneher, the coutitries of Transoxiana so called, 
in order to exterminate the dangerous innovation. Having withdrawn 
into ids principal fortress, the impostor was there besieged by the 
troops of the khekiufut. In a short time, finding that one of his 
hs st captains had hern assassinated in an extraordinary manner, in 
his own quarters by three of Abu Sauidhs soldiers,* and that another 
with three thousand of his people who guarded the exterior fortifica¬ 
tions, had surrendered to the enemy,| he became convinced 
that the besiegers must soon be masters of the place; and immedi¬ 
ately determined to execute a design, to which Ins imagination had 
probably been tong familiar, and by which he calculated that 
be should completely elude the scorn and vengeance of his 
adversaries. In short, he ml ministered a mortal poison to the 
whole Of those who remained about his person and in the inter¬ 
ior of the Ibrt, a single female alone excepted, who, aware of his 
purpose, contrived to conceal herself and escape. When he perceived 
that his people no longer exhibited any symptoms of life, he con¬ 
sumer! their bodies to ashes ; and that not a vestige might remain to 
disclose the cireuinstances of the horrid catastrophe, he concluded 
this tragedy bv plunging into a large caldron of distilled liquid, of n 
property so exquisitely subtile, that no part his body was h it 
unresolved, the hair of his head only excepted, which floated on the 
surface of the liquid. Tin fcmde who hid escaped this scene of 
murder and self-destruction, perceiving that nil was now closed in 
the silence of death, ascended the ramparts of the fort, and announced 
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to the besiegers, that if they would engage to respect her person and 
spare her property, she was ready to opm the gales to them. Abu 
Saoicl very readily acceded to terms so advantageous, and the gates 
being accordingly thrown open, his troops entered to take possession ; 
when they received, to their equal horror and astonishment, from the 
solitary inhabitant of this scene ot death, a faithful relation oi all she 
had witnessed. It continued however long afterwards the belief of 
the SeflhidjSinmhgan, or Seffaidpdsban, which signifies the same thing* 
that Mokeimia and his faithful companions were gone to heaven, 
and thal he should yet at no distant period be restored to them, and 
make his rt -appearance on earth. 

in the course of the year one hundred and sixty, Etna the son of 
Miissa the Abhaside, after long resisting the importunities'of Me- 
hrdv, was at last prevailed upon to abdicate his claims to the suc¬ 
cession, to which he had been presumptively appointed by the dying 
instructions of VI Munsur, This obstacle being removed, Mehedy 
experienced no further difficulty in completing his arrangement in 
favor of his son Miissa Handy, who was now ac cordingly declared 
heir apparent to the KhelaUfixt, Soon afterwards lie determined on 
a visit of devotion to the temple of Mekkah, and to the sepulchre of his 
prophet at Meddoah, But as mortification or penance, neither of 
them constitute any of the requisites of the pilgrimage, he took care 
to provide for his journey across the arid sands of Arabia, by an 
equipment of five Hundred camels, loaded with ice and snow, Jlis 
other preparations are probably to be calculated on a corresponding 
scale; and several thousand pilgrims who would otherwise have been 
compelled to perform the journey on foot, were conveyed, and also 
subsisted at the Khali fs ex pence. His. stay at Mekkah was further 
distinguished by numerous proofs of liberalitv, bestowed on the 
various classes engaged in tlm care of the sanctuary of the ICanubah, 
for the ordinary covering of which, he caused to be substitned a magni¬ 
ficent canopy of gold embroidery. 

The narrative is now carried forward to the year one hundred and 
sixty-six, during which Mehedy settled the succession next after 
Miissa, on his second son f Inrun, whom on this occasion lie digni¬ 
fied with the title of Base hid, the prudent, and in ratification of 
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whose nptwintmcnt he exacted the solemn assurances and engage- A. H. too, 
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rnents ot Ins court, __ 

Ihe only act of severity, of which the reign of this beneficent Khui**u»tit- 
prinet seems to furnish an example, happened about this period ; and 
is contained in the following statement, which, as it may serve in 
some measure to relieve the tediousness ot the narration, we shall 
claim the indulgence of our readers to introduce. 

Demit! tlie sou of Tubman- though employed at* one oi the secre¬ 
taries of the celebrated N ussit Sevnur, maintained, nevertheless a 
very intimate correspondence with Y alley a the son ot Y ezz'ul the 
■Pauli mite, of whom wo have formerly spoken ; and indeed with the 
whole family of the Soy ltd*, to whom ho evinced on a variety of 
ctTctsioirs a disposition most zealous and friendly, When that 
unlbrtnante person had been defeated and killed, and punishment was 
inflicted on Ins destroyers, on the subsequent victorious progress of 
Abu Moss lent, Dnofcd was not the last to join the standard of a 
revolution, which he conceived to assert the claims 01 his favorite 
family, without however experiencing from Abu Mosalcm any of 
that encouragement, which he had probably been induced to expect. 

On the death of Dfcriul, Id* son Vakftb, the most intelligent of his 


children, and the subject of this article, attached himself with all his 
brothers* and with undiminished zeal, to the family of the Fatiraites; 
and joining ibfauhiiu the sou of Abdullah ot that race, in his ibruiili¬ 
able revolt against the authority ot l 1 Muns&r, became on the defeat 
mid death of his chief, a captive to that princet who sent him 
to ruminate on the follies ot ambition, io the wholesome solitudp ot 
a prison, 

Uu the accession of Mehedy, it was, however, the lot ol Y akub 
with many others to lie released from his confinement : and being 
admitted into the service of that benevolent prince, became in a 
short time, iq consequence of his social qualities and hiscii rating 
conversation, a very distinguished favorite, oi which he received trout 
his sovereign the most conspicuous ptool. in his exaltation above his 
competitors to the dignity of president of the diwaun, or council of 
*t«tv and finances. In the full period of Ids prosperity it unfortu¬ 
nately happened, that Yakub should have had his thigh broken, by 
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the kick of a horse ; an accident; bv which lie was constrained to be 
an exile from the presence of his sovereign for some days; long 
enough indeed to furnish the envious minions of a court, and parti¬ 
cularly tiie Yezzeir Obuidulltth, with an opportunity to produce a 
considerable change in his master’s opinion. 

When he recovered the use of his 1 g. as it was subsequently related 
by his son Ally, Yakub was sent for to attend bis sov t ign ; and 
obeying the summons with ids usual z'al, h ■ observed on entering 
the presence chamber, that it was furnished and decorated with more 
than ordinary splendour; and what appeared further singular, he per¬ 
ceived a young female of exquisite beauty seat'd by t lie IvLi.dii s 
side. The monarch demanded of Ins favorite on his appearance, 
what kind of impression li ■ felt from the emit m pi u ion of the splen¬ 
did scene; and when he replied, that this world could furnish 
nothing parallel to it, be was perhaps agreeably surpri/ed, when the 
K hiilif told him, that including the gorgeous furniture, magnificent 
decorations, and that most lovely female, he was to consider the whole 
his own. Yakhb was proceeding to express Ids acknowledgments, 
when the Khalif further observed, that be bad occasion for his assist¬ 
ance ; on which, placing himself in a more submissive posture on bis 
feet, before Me Uedy, Yakhb humbly disclaimed, 04 Ids part, any 
pretensions to require from his sovereign an expression of his will in 
language so condescending ; that he had only to issue his commands, 
and it would be the glory of bis life to carry them into execution. 
* l By thy creator,” said Mehedy, “ wilt thou engage to execute what 
“ 5 shall enjoin thee ?" ■* Most truly," replied the minister; liL place 

“ thy hand upon my head and swear it,” added Mehedy ; which 
being complied with, and n donative of one hundred thousand dir¬ 
hems bestowed by the Klialif, as a further incentive to stimulate ills 
zeal, he proceeded to explain, that the piece of service for the per¬ 
formance of which be appeared so anxious, was to rid him of the 
continual agitation of mind which lie experienced, from his know¬ 
ledge of the ambitious designs of one of the sons or descendants of 
lirumm Jliissim ; whom lie should therefore entrust to his approved 
fidelity to put to death, in such a manner as to be unknown to all but 
himself. 1 lie llussenite was then shewn to him in bonds, the Kind if 
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at the same time telling YakAh that the prisoner should he conveyed a. It- ino. 
to his; house in the course of the evening, by a confidential eunuch, A ,3 ’ 
Accordingly, when the night came, the Khalil"* magnificat pre- 
sent, with its accompaniments having already found its way to the 
house of Yakfib, the unhappy prisoner Was also conveyed thither in 
the maimer that had been agreed upon. In the mean time it 
appears that the bondmaid had received the Khalit's instructions to 
watch tike conduct of Yakub towards his prisoner; and to commun¬ 
icate to him what she should be able to discover, by the eunuch 
whom, with herself lie had bestowed upon the suspected favorite, 

V. hen the lady had resided some days unde r the protection of Yakuln 
the latter received® request from his prisoner that he might be admitted 
td m »» interview before he put him to death. In compliance \v it.li this 
request, the i i ussetiitewas accordingly introduced alone to I lie presence 
of Yakub ; of whom appealing to the religion which he professed, he 
demanded, whether he could reconcile himself to appear in the presence 
of his maker, covered with the guilt of his blood, whom he knew to be 

the Unciildescendrtkitofttiedaugliterof his prophet. tl God forbid [’replied 

Yakub, « 1 am on the contrary, seeking for the means of dismissing 
<* thee from Baghdad, and setting time at large." Only forbear to 
•* molest me,” said the Uusscnite, “mid 1 well enough know the way 
“ to get out of Baghdad/' lie then explained the method by which 
he proposed to escape, which was by the road to Uassorah, whither lie 
designed to fly for protection. “ Take the hum In d thousand dirhems 
“which 1 have received from Mchedy,” said Vakfib, “ and make 
“ the Lest of thy way ; but bast thou no one w hom thou wouldst 
“desire to accompany thee.” The Uusscuite acknowledged Unit 
there were two friends, whom he named, whose attendance would be 
agreeable to him. “ Send for them immediately,” replied \ akfib ; 

“and leave Baghdad this very night; the money with which 1 have 
“supplied Hue, will be sufficient tobear thy ex pence* ; be however 
“ advised by me—remain not at Bassorub, but throw thyself ior 

** protection into the hind oi H&besh- 

Tlds conversation was overheard from behind the hangings oi the 
apartment, hy the bondmaid, who communicated the whole to Mebe- 
dy without delay, by the Eunuch who bad been assigned her for tin* 
purpose. The following morning Yakub repaired as usual to the

observed Melied\ ; tl most truly/’ replied Yakub," “ thy luiud," said 
the Khalit*,“and swear it by my head/’ \ aktih accordingly svvoio 
by the litc ofMcludy, and by his Ylaker, that he had put the Uus- 
senile to death. 

Mi huh now called to the atteiidants to bring in the three men 
who had been intercepted the night before by his orders ; and the 
doors of an adjoining apartment being thrown open, the Fitiitiinite 
anil his two companions were ushered into the presence, Yakub sunk 
to the floor in an agony ot confusion and astonishment. The kin lit 
however spoke to him no more, but beckoning to his guards, they 
conveyed him to prison ; and as he himself related at a subsequent 
period, lie was thrown on this occasion into a dark and narrow 
dungeon, in which horrible situation he continued so long, that bis 
visit.d powers ut bust entir ly failed him, and his body became, like 
that of the most savage quadruped, over-grown with long and 
shaggy hiiir. 

At the expiration of sixteen tedious years, however, Yakub found 
himself unexpectedly released from this abode of misery, and brought 
once more to the cheering light of day, Being ted by his conductors 
to the presence of the sovereign, he was directed to make his obei¬ 
sance, and having so dope, they inquired if in* was aware to whom 
Ids salutations were addressed, lie replied, that he supposed them 
CO he directed to Mt-hedy. “ Mi lledy,” said they, “is lung since 
“ taken to the mercy of his God,” “ Am 1 then in the presence of 
“ 1 litudy >” demanded Y akult, “ neither 13 Jlaudy among the Jiving," 
replied those who attended him; “ perad venture it is llarunurrnsli- 

1 hi/’ “even so," said tiny; “ thou art required to make known thy 
"wants" 11 My only wish,” replied the hoary suppliant, -is to 
" pass the remainder of my days at Mekkab/* » In that thou art 
“ said tin; atteudauts, « ask again/' “ Alas,” observed 
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Y»fc(ih, “ my V intvs have been tong since closed to the solicitation A. If. 1fl». 
*; of further favors. ” He was then, according to bis desire, conveyed A * p ' TO& * 
to Mekkali, where he did not long survive his enbtrgement; an 
enlargement which is ascribed to the gratitude of tlarim, for the 
favorable terms in which, (hiring the period of his prosperity, f akub 
hud spoken of him to his lather. 

If them was any amusement to which Mehedy was particularly de¬ 
voted, it was that of thee hace; and to enjoy this favorite pursuit w ithruit 
interruption, it was his custom to retire once in the year to a village 
beautifully situated in the territory of Bansprmdim, about midway 
between Baghdad arid Mossfll, hi tSiis village, to which he hud 
given the name of the gardens, and the village of delight, lie had 
erected a magnificent country palace, or kiosk, of u number of stories, 
surrounded with balconies, or galleries, for rhe enjoyment of the 
diversified beauties of the neighbouring rural scenery. Thither, 
accompanied by ids household, Mehedy had, as usual, repaired in 
the season of one hundred and sixty-nine; and hud resided there 
for somedavs. When one day, as he was taking Ins repose at noon, 
in an apartment of the pavilion, his guards and domestics watching 
at every entrance, he was suddenly awakened by a person throwing 
open the door ; and from thence, repeating in u voice sufficiently 
audible to have attracted the notice of his guards, three couplets in 
the Arabian dialect, which are, hpwevi r withheld in the relation. 

The Klmlif immediately calling to his attendants, and demanding 
who it was that uttered these sentences, they united in declaring 
that the expressions were sufficiently distinct in the repetition of 
their sovereign, but denied having seen any one. “ Whoever it 
i; was," said Mchedv, “ his business seems to have been to forewarn 
44 me, that my concerns with this world are come to a conclusion.” 

At all events the circumstance occasioned considerable distress of 
mind and depression of spirits; and ten days afterwards he perished 
by an accident equally melancholy and unforeseen. 

Nothing however can be more contradictory than the circumstances 
of his death, as related by different historians. According to some of 
these, it is stated, that in the a tier noon of the day on which he 
perished, about the third hour of prayer, lie was on horseback 
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watching for game ; when an antelope bring ‘tarlcd. his dogs were 
let loose upon it, and giving his horse the reins at the smut time, he 
pursued with his usual eagerness and spirit. The antelope took to a 
ruined building, the entrance of which was so low, that the slightest 
reflection might have convinced Meltedv, that it teas impossible to 
clear it on horse hack. 11 e persisted however in the pursuit, and 
laying his breast close to the pummel of the saddle, endeavoured in 
that postal- to force the entrance; and his hack being thus broke by the 
violent pressure against the architrave, he fell Irani his horse, and 
expired on the spot. J lis lifeless body was immediately conveyed 
to the palace, amidst the loud atul almost frantic lamentations of Ids 
family and domestics, by whom, for his mild and amiable <juu|itics, 
he appears to have been deservedly adored. One of his dearest 
friends however, in lamenting the untimely fate of M-dtedy. is made 
to acknowledge on the occasion, that he had long foreseen that, one 
time or other, this inordinate passion lor the eluice would terminate 
in his destruction ; for in studying the records of ancient history, it 
could not escape hint that such princes as had resigned themselves 
without reserve to the impulse of any violent propensity, had, with 
few exceptions, ultimately perished in the indulgence. ^ 

Ou the other hand, we arc instructed to believe dial the death of 
Mehi dv whs produced in the following manner. Among the women 
of his 11 amm, there were two for w hom he a ppears to have enter¬ 
tained a pretty equal degree of affection ; but as mm of them seems 
to have possessed an advantage in his esteem, he had assigned to 
her a superiority in ihc Zermatt nab. The other whose name was 
llassanah, conceiving from this preference a violent jealousy against 
the fevered lady, determined to destroy her; and in order to accomplish 
her diabolical purpose, she prepared a dish of confectionary, or mar¬ 
malade, into which it was not difficult to introduce sonic poisonous 
ingredients, which she sent, by one of her attendants, as a present 
to the person whom she supposed tube Ha- only obstacle to her undi¬ 
vided control]! over the affect ions of her lord. Unfortunately as the 
maid was proceeding on her errand, a little before sun set, she hap¬ 
pened to puss under one of the balconies of the palace, from which 
Mchedy was at tile moment looking down ; and the confectionary. 
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tihicb was uncovered, attracting bis attention, he became desirous a. U. v&. 
of tasting, and called to the girl to bring it up to him. Having A - u - 7jia - 
iearnt from whom, and to whom she was conveying her charge, he , ^ rifctl 
told her to lay the dish down before him ; “for Hassaaah will, I am ^n* 
sure," said he, be far better pleased that l should partake of iier 
present than any one else.” And having accordingly indulged 
without scruple or suspicion in the treacherous repast, the benevo¬ 
lent Mebedy, before the sun bad well disappeared below the horizon, 
was a corpse. The fatal present is however, at the same time, other¬ 
wise described, to have consisted of pears, the best and largest ot 
which having contrived to impregnate with poison, Hassanah placed 
uppermost in the dish, and which being selected by Meliedy, pro¬ 
duced bis almost immediate death. 

But whatever might have been the occasion of it, the death 
of Mehedy is generally allowed to have taken place either on 
Thursday the sixth of Zilhudjc, of the year one hundred and 
sixty-eight,* or early in the mouth of Mohurrcm't oi the year 
following, at the age of forty-three, and alter a prosperous reign ot 
nine years ami eight or nine months. He was buried under a 
favorite poplar in the gardens of his hunting seat in Bauspcndauit, 
above described, the last solemn rites being performed, in the absence 
of M&ssa, by his second sou llaniuraschkL 

In his person .Mehedy is described to have been of a sallow com¬ 
plexion, in stature tall, and of the happiest proportions. He was 
however red haired, and had a white spot or blemish in his right eye. 

In many of the qualities of his mind, lie far surpassed the whole suc¬ 
cession of the nice of Abbas, In justice, clemency, and liberality, 
lie was not excelled by any of them. As a proof oi the latter quality, 
if indeed it was not profusion, might be instanced Ins speedy 
circulation of his father’s accumulated treasures, amounting to the 
almost incredible stun oi six hundred millions oi dirhems,J mill four¬ 
teen millions of diuaiiis.§ Neither was he by any exceeded in true 
piety, in purity of Lift-and manners, and in humanity and mildness o| 
disposition, though inflexible In severity against heresy or innovation

“tST we aTC irresistibly led to dwell something longer upon the subject, 
than may perhaps be thought strictly necessary. 

His zeal to redress the wrongs of the injured, and in general to 
investigate the complaints of his people, was so active and sincere, 
that he uniformly presided in person in the hall of justice, a custom 
which had probably been for some time discontinued ; and it was 
his particular charge, that his presence should, on those occasions, 
be open without exception, to every professor ot law and theology, 
not only that they might assist bis memory t and rectify h s mistakes, 
but that he might be restrained, by a sense oi shame and propriety, 

from the guil t of an unjust decision. 

As a proof perhaps that this, his love of justice, was not less ardent 
when his private interests were affected, than in matters wheio he 
was entirely indifferent, we are informed, that a person having one 
day brought before him a complaint against one of his own agents, 
for unjustly dispossessing him of an estate ; the Khalif affirmed that 
the estate i u truth belonged to himself and had been longi n lit- possession; 
nevertheless that the complainant, however he denied his right, was 
bound to produce every proof that was attainable, to establish the 
grounds of his chum. The man requested that the Khalif would be 
responsible in his own person, in order that if he established bis 
claim, lie might appeal directly to his own justice. « Let Kauzy 
« Abdullah tile son of U Hay ah," said the man, decide between us." 
u x agree to abide by his decision,” replied the Khalif; and immediately 
descending from the tribunal, he seated himself on one of the benches 
with the plaintiff by bis side, calling upon the Kauzy tojudgo 
impartially between them. The Kanzy demanded of the complain¬ 
ant accordingly what lie could allege in support of his claim. The 
man rested hts cause on the simple and positive assertion of his right 
to the property. Mehedy was then desired to state what he had to 
offer on his part, and contented himself with repeating his former 
declaration, that the estate was his by right, and by possession ; and 
that lie was an entire stranger to the grounds of the man's pretensions. 
The plaintiff now requested that the Khalif might be asked to 
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declare, how long lie had been in possession of the estate, and whe¬ 
ther before or subsequent to his accession to the Khehiufut ? 
** That,” said the Kauzy, “is not at all incumbent on him to answer: 

he denies thy claim, and with thee it entirely rests to establish 
“itby the proof. If thou hast any, let it be produced; otherwise 
** thou art the best judge in thine own concern, ami aware oi what 
“ must follow/’ Relinquishing the contest, the man now quitted the 
bench on which he had been sitting, and retired among the by¬ 
standers. But Mehedy, communicating without delay with the 
Kuttzv, acknowledged that the estate had indeed come into his pos¬ 
session, since Jiis accession to the throne, (and peradventnre by means 
which lie was not prepared to justify.) At all events the Kauzy was 
now desired to attest that lie resigned it to the claimant; and 
accordingly a deed was drawn up, and executed on the spot, confirm¬ 
ing the transfer in all the requisite forms; the Kauzy further 
pronouncing that one such net of voluntary justice, was of more value 
in the sight of Omnipotence than the distribution of a million of 
dirhems to the poor. 

Another instance, which, though in itself not particularly striking, 
yet, as it serves toillustrate the character of a preceding monarch, whose 
virtues tinder a nobler dispensation, Would probably have enrolled 
him among the most distinguished benefactors of mankind, se can¬ 
not prevail upon ourselves to omit, A descendant of the well- 
known '/olaur, complained to Mohedy,that an estate in Syria,which he 
described, had been usurped from his family by WaJld the sou ol 
Abdul me tek, with circumstances of arbitrary cmeltv, which had 
deeply aggravated the injustice j and that although he had subse¬ 
quently hud hi* complaint before every succeeding Khalit, he had 
never been tilde to procure either reply or redress. Mehedy 
demanded why he hud not preferred hi* complaint to Omar the son 
of Abdukizisiz, that virtuous exception to the tyrants of the race oI 
() m may ah. The man alleged that he had done so, but that his 
application hud b en jtist a* unavailing as in other quartets* 
“ Surely,” said Mehedy. “ Omar was lttmum among the Ben nr 
Qmtncyah.” “ Sovereign of the true believers,” observed the sup¬ 
pliant, “ the son of AhduUzm did many things which he ought not 
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A. ff. t«B. “ to have done." “ Produce mo a single* instance,” replied Mehedy, 
A .i>. "*k>. 4i on tli-e* birth of every infant to the race of Ommeyah," observed tins 
Tanklt man, “an assignment was immediately made for its subsist since on 
tt t |, e pul^Iic treasury of, from three to five hundred dirhems : whereas 
in the same circumstances, the allowance to the illustrious race of 
44 Jlnshem never exceeded sixty dirhems ;* this is a sufficient proof 
** of his unjustifiable partiality, towards those of his own blood. Inde- 
41 pcndentlv of which, it is equally notorious that he never cancelled 
“any of the ordinances or decisions of the monarch* of the house 
41 ofOmtneyah, however unjust in their operation." “ Is this true r” 
demanded Mehedy, addressing himself to his minister Obaidulluh ; 
u with respect to Omar it is perfectly su" replied the minister; 
“ the partiality of Omar for the iniquitous race of Ommoyah was 
“ never questioned.” Let the estate he restored to this man,” said 
Mehedy; at the same time ex pressing his regret, that after having so 
long looked to the virtuous Omar, although of a race tv horn lie 
detested, as a bright example of integrity and justice, the knowledge 
of such a e iron instance should have dispelled the fluttering illusion. 

Of his singular clemency and placability of temper, we are at the 
same time required to receive the following as an example. One of 
his principal commanders, w ho had been more than once pardoned for 
bis misconduct, was again found guilty of some aggravated crime, 
end brought to receive the judgment of his sovereign. Mehedy 
demanded if lie was lost to every sense of shame ; and how long ho 
proposed to persist in his profligate practices. The reply was per¬ 
haps more remarkable than the question. 44 If 1 am not ashamed of 
4 ‘ my offences,” said the delinquent, “ neither let my sovereign be 
41 ashamed of his clemency ; and may heaven bestow upon him a 
14 hundred years of life, that while a hundred such as I am commit ;t 
“ hundred crimes a day, an opportunity may never be wanting for the 
41 exercise of that glorious attribute.’* It is perhaps needless to add, 
that either through compassion, or admiration at the readiness and 
singularity of the reply, Mehedy again forgave him. Of his liberality, 
which was perhaps not very remotely akin to profusion, something 
has been already spoken. Our author proceeds to add, that until 
Mehedy set the exanaplv, it was never said that a reward of My 
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thousand dirhems had been in any instance bestowed upon poetical 
merit. Ilk munificence towards an Arabian poet, of the name of 
iMerwauu the son of Hefstah, extended however on one occasion to 
seventy thousand dirhems * In bis celebrated visit to Mekkah, to 
which 'Vc have also formerly adverted, his liberality was so unbounded 
that no sovereign in the annals of Isslim has in that respect been 
ever placed in competition with him; since, exclusive of one hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand paj&malis, or pantaloons, which lie distri¬ 
buted to the poor, he gave in charitable distributions on that single 
occasion, no less a sum than thirty millions of dirhems.f 

In Ins piety, the amiable Mehedy is described to have been no less 
exemplary than in his other virtues, with this further ad .vantage, that 
in him it was not a mere ostentatious punctuality in the performance 
ol the duties ot his religion, but the source of sin core and active bene¬ 
volence. ()t this we are. also furnished with one or two instances, 
sufficiently striking to merit our attention for a moment. On.one 
occasion, during the severity Ofa hurricane, he was heard while pros¬ 
trate on the floor, to supplicate his creator in tile following impres¬ 
sive language. “ Lord God ! in the government of this thy prophet’s 
<l people whom thou hast committed to my charge, I have doubtless 
“ been guilty of manifold transgressions; yet [ implore thee, let not 
41 that people be responsible for any guilt of mine, but by the never 
“ fading remembrance of Mahommed’a virtues, do thou listen to their 
“prayers.” In these supplications he continued until the storm 
subsided. 

On the authority of Itebbtin, who had once held the office of chant- 
berlainjof the household to this prince, vve are further informed, that 
among the apartments of the imperial palace of Mehedy there was 
one, the walls and ceiling of which being of stucco of the purest 
white, without sculpture or painting in any shape, it had been called 
the Daur-ut-beyza, or mansion of light. This apartment, in the 
discharge of his office, the chamberlain had occasiun to eutei one 
evening while the Kind if was engaged in his private devotions. The 
moon happened to shine at the moment with foil splendor, and shed 
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Its stiver lustre to every corner of the chamber. And to render the 
contrast more striking to the eye, tlie iloor was covered with a crimson 
carpet, and a sofa of the same colour lay in t lie room, be fore which 
stood Mi liedy in linen robes of the purest white, absorbed it! medita¬ 
tion- A pillar intervening between the Sofa and the entrance, Iteb- 
hoia silently approached unseen and unobserved, and placed himself 
behind the Khalif; the latter proceeding in his devotions without 
i u t cm iptio n, oc cas ion ;t i I y rec iting some of t j u* c li apters of t lie fv uran, 
with a modulation so harmonious, as in n manner to fascinate the 
hearer, Such indeed were the sensations of the narrator, that be 
described himself equally at a loss to determine, whether his admira¬ 
tion was most excited by the spotless elegance of the apartment, the 
mild splendor which was slwd through it by the moon, the snow 
white form of the Khalif, wrapped in meditation standing before his 
find, or the sacred sthiins of revelation, which flowed in such melo¬ 
dious accents from his lips. The Kimlif-continued with an audible 
voice to repeat several Sflrails, or sections of the inspired volume, 
until he came to that passage, which in meaning and substance, 
expresses the following denunciation. « Whoever among you shall 
“ commit «Vil; whoever shall cut off another from his kindred in the 
“ [ * wl ot m . v inheritance, upon that man hath God Almighty pro- 
“ notinced his ci-Trial malediction. The ears of the understand in «r 
“ are I income deaf, and tire eyes blind. VV by do ye not attend to that 
passage oi revelation in which the Almighty declares, that there is 
“ !l U P 011 tiieir hearts, which hath rendered them in capable of 
11 instruction or conviction.” * 


W hen the Khulif came to this passage, continues the relation of 
ftchbeiii, he repeated it twice over, the tears streaming from his 
eves to the sofa which lay before him. Cut in order to make the 
circumstance more intelligible, we arc now told, that a few days

attendants answering, lie desired that Rebbeia might be immediately 
sent for. That person now spoke, announcing to his sovereign that 
he was already present, having, as he said, been attracted by his 
recitation of the Koran. Mehedv directed him to go without delay 
aiid bring Miissa to his presence. Rebbeia went away accordingly, 
-and returned soon alter wards, accompanied by Miissa, to the pre¬ 
sence of Mehedv, w hom they found seated on the sofa, his eyes still 
swimming in tears. “ Son of Jauffer,” said the Khalil, addressing 
himself to his prisoner, u God Almighty has pronounced his awful 
41 curse against the man w ho shall dissever the ties of consanguinity. 
4 ' It is a guilt which, for mv part, 1 am determined not to incur ; 
“and it will behove thee to profit by iny example.” Then con Li riuiiig 
to address him, he oh served, that it was not ids intention to lay any 
fort her restraint upon his conduct than an oath, that while he lived 
he would not appear against his authority ; but that when he was no 
more, In* would be at liberty to pursue tin* dictates of his own judgment. 
And having received from him the engagement which he required to 
this e fleet, he set him entirely at large the very same night. 

Wo shall conclude the character of Mehedv with the hind obser¬ 
vation, that of all the monarch* of the house oi Abbas, lie is said to 
be the onlv one who totally abstained from the use ot wine, or in tox¬ 
ica ting liquors ; but it seems to be objected to him. that he was 
much devoted to the pleasures of music and song, in which every 
one that professed to he skilful, was admitted to frequent his pre¬ 
sence with unrestrained freedom. 

There is, however, one further anecdote of Mehedy, which we 
cannot forbear adding to the above ; and this is we believe to be 
found in the Tankh guzeidah. He had incurred some degree ot 
censure for having treated one of his relations with a neglect, which 
was inconsistent with his ordinary generosity of spirit. S u order 
however to prove that his conduct in this instance had been rashly 
prejudged, without attending to lib motives, he made choice of the 
following expedient, Jle caused a valuable piece of gold to be 
placed on a conspicuous part of the bridge of Baghdad, or of some 
other city, at which he then happened to reside ; and desired this 
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particular relative to puss over, on some trifling errant! or other, on 
ivludt lie pretended to employ him. When lie returned,as it appeared, 
without noticing the precious metal,, which had been thus placed in 
Ins way, he was desired to explain hi* reasons. His reply wnU to 
state, that both in going and returning, it had occurred to him as a 
matter of curiosity, to try how he should he able to pat* the bridge 
it lie acre blind ; and in the prosecution of this hopeful experiment, 
hv ImU accordingly on l*oth occasions dosed kis eyes* On which 
Mchedy thought fit to observe, that those to whom we were bound 
by the ties of consanguinity, were in general to be treated like the 
huir Upon our persons; some of which it was the custom to decorate 
mid perfume with the nicest attention, while there was some w hich 
it was convenient to extirpate sad cast a nay from us. it will possi¬ 
bly occur to the reader, that the experiment In-re resorted to, for the 
purpose of proving the incapacity of an individual, is said to have 
been once put in practice with success, to prove the incredulity of 
the volatile and inconstant inhabitants of a celebrated metropolis in 
the western w orld. 


l i- 11 aitov Biluii* (or rather 1/Wab) Abft Mahomqwsd, Mibsa 
the sou of MeJiedy, fourth Khalif of the house of Abbas. At the 
period of his fathers premature and unlooked for death, Mussa u! 
Maudy was absent near she somhem shores of the Caspian, engaged 
in hostilities against Shervein, the yet independent prince of IVbris 
num. Mis younger brother I Tar fin had originally proposed to claim for 
1.1 Handy the allegiance of the troops who were immediate^ po the 
spot, and to convey the remains of the departed monarch for sen,,] 
turc to the Metropolis ; but from this he appear* to have been dis 
suaded by the counsels of Yaheyu the son of Khaled, mid the 
consideration of the donative, which the military had already imn, 
diic-d the practice of demanding on the accession of every » 
sovereign. A point which if was therefore thought prudent fo post- 
pone for adjustment at Baghdad ; and Ilprifo contented him Jf for 
the present, with transmitting to his brother, 1>yl*u^ir,the then chain - 
beihiin of the household, (perhaps the chief of the eunuchs) the ring,

1= is v observed that the late kind if, oh his departure fur Bans- 
pen da iin, had deputed the government of Baghdad, and the numerous 
body of troops which it contained, to llcblieia. ; the officer, perhaps, 
of whom we have so recently spoken. Encouraged by the unsettled 
state of affairs, unavoidable to an interregnum, these troops mutinied 
against the authority of their governor, declaring that they should 
engage their allegiance to no one until they had received, not only 
the inauguration money, but a gratuity of two years subsistence, 
which they clamorously demanded on the occasion. Rebbcia, Cm 
his part, desired to remind them, that he alone who possessed the 
power and authority of satisfying their demands, was yet absent from 
the spot ; and lie therefore requested their patience until the arrival 
of El Handy, the legitimate heir to the succession, who might, as 
he thought proper, adjust their claims. That at any rate, without 
his instructions, he should not comply with their demands. The 
seditions soldiery positively refused to suspend tin ir chums, pro¬ 
ceeded to plunder the palace of their governor, and would have put 
him to death, had lie not seasonably contrived to secrete himself from 
their fury. Soon afterwards, I i ivrdn reached the capital, accompanied 
by his faithful counsellor Valieva, of the race of Bannek ; who 
appears to have been immediately authorized in conjunction with 
Kebbcia, to accommodate the demands of the soldiery : the treasure 
and jewels of Mehedy being in the possession of Kbeizraunah, one 
of his women, the common mother ofMussa and Karim* \ alley n 
taxed Bob beta of erroneous policy in creating such an unseasonable 
agitation among the troops ; that he should have yielded to tlu-ir 
demands, rather than endanger their attaining to a magnitude, ia hich 
by the time that LI Handy should arrive, it might he difficult, if not 
impossible, eh her to satisfy or contrail I . Yataeya undertook how- 
ever to mediate with the soldiers; and succeeded in bringing them to 
at1 accommodation, on engaging to make good to them their eubsist- 
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A, Tf. ina. aftce for eighteen months ; ffllch was accordingly paid them on tho 

1- spot* 

TnrJMi of this measure, L'l Handy received an account some time previous 
Til r ' * to his arrival at Ikighdud. and he did not delay to communicate to 
Ynheya by letter, his entire approbation of what had been done. 
Shortly afterwards he entered his metropolis in person, accompanied 
bv the principal officers of his court, having performed the journey 
from Tebriataun, in the comparatively short space of twenty days. 
The city was immediately restored to complete tranquillity ; the 
sovereign authority become irrevocably established in Hi I laudy; 
the Yizzauret, or office of Yizzeir, was conferred on ltehhcia ; 
Ally the son of Kbsa ben Mahan was appointed captain of the imperial 
guards: and a treaty of peace was definitively concluded with the 
prince of Tebmtaun. H’e arc further informed, that the new Ivha~ 
iif made his entry into Baghdad, on this occasion, on the eleventh 
day of Sutler ;* a month and some days subsequent to the demise of 
Ids father. 

KFiuhu^tit Among the events which distinguished the short reign of UI 
uJ-akiikiur. llaudy, that which earliest claims onr notice, is an insurrection ex- 
cited in Hejauz by I Ifisseync the son of Ally, the Hussenite: to 
which it would appear that he Was the more easily provoked, by the 
disputes in which he was perpetually embroiled, with Omar the sou 
of Abdulnzztz, the governor of Medeinah, and grandson of Abdullah 
O mar, i 1 living however at last openly declared against t he an tlmri ty 
of l l llaudy, the I liissrnitc proceeded to solicit the support of the 
people in favor of his own rights; and being joined by a sufficient 
body of followers, he was enabled after several conflicts, to expel the 
governor, and make himself master of Medeinah. On the twenty 
third of Zilknudidi.t eleven days after he had been in possession of 
Mcdcinah, he quitted that place and proceeded towards Me k kali ; 
and on his arrival in the neighbourhood of that city, issuing a pro¬ 
clamation that every slave who joined his standard should be free, ho 
procured a considerable augmentation of force, by the number of 
men of that description, who immediately hastened to his camp,

Mahommed the son of SftUman, of t he race of Abbas, proceeded by 
his orders with a competent force to punish the insurgent, and re¬ 
establish Us government in Hejauz. At the station of Zit&i, a short 
distance from Mekkah, and on that day in the early part of Zillmdjc, 
when the pilgrims array themselves in fresh apparel, an action took 
pl flce between the troops of the hlithulut and those of the im-uricc- 
tion, in which the latter abandoning themselves to a shameful flight, 
left their lender to perish on the field of battle. 1 he body ot (1ns- 
sevue was found where he had fallen, by one of the family oi Abbas, 
who immediately struck off the head and laid it before his comman¬ 
der : bv " lioni it was conveyed as usual to the metropolis of the 
Jteniii Abbas, as the surest attestation of Ids triumph. 

As the advocates of Zendieism, a class of schismatics equally 9tig- 
matized for its atheistical and other detestable doctrines, appear to 
have acquired i^t the same time their greatest ascendancy, and to have 
been generally, if not finally extinguished, under the reign of l l 
Handy, ive cannot perhaps introduce in a better place, the account 
which is here given of that veiy obnoxious sect, on the authority ot 
the Tebrian chronicle. 

Their leading, and distinguishing principle seems to have been an 
entire secession from the doctrines of Mussulman ism; the precepts and TiHJdiTc.ry, 
ordinances of which, they publicly held in equal contempt and ridi¬ 
cule. The prophet they admitted to have been a man of consummate 
abilities; through the exertion of which, and his extraordinary pow¬ 
ers of language, he found means to establish the prevailing religion, 
and to compile the much boasted pieces exhibited in the volume of 
the Koran; claiming, as they said, no small degree of merit from 
his prohibition of incestuous intercourse, with mother, water, and 
daughter. And yet to any other human being of equal talents and 
intelligence, i t would be easily practicable to introduce a similar system 
of legislation, For their part, they adtvow lodged that, like the Magians, 
tla y cohabited with equal freedom, with mother, daughter, and sister. 

They equally set at nought, and cast into ridicule, as absurd impositions, 
those fundamental precepts of Mussulmauism in particular, which 
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inculcate the necessity of prayer and fast inf, alms and pilgrimage. 
When they observed, for instance, the zealous Mossfems associated 
in decent order for their devotions, they would scoff at them as so 
many camels preparing to receive their burthens; and when they 
knelt, and went through the routine of their prostrations, they failed 
not to incur the homely reproach of setting their faces to the earth, 
while they presented the oppose extremity to him who ruled the-skies. 
In tlie same strain when, at Met bah, they witnessed the processions 
round the temple of the Kautihah, the zeudi cists would demand with 
a scornful grin, whom it was the enthusiasts sought in that antiquated 
building; and w hen they observed the sacrifice of sheep on the great 
festival of the Korbaun, they would ask with utfoctcd pity, and 
indignation, of what mischief these mild and defenceless quadrupeds 
had been guilty, that their innocent blood should be thus brutally 
spilt in all directions. Thus also, when the pious multitude tra¬ 
versed the hills of Sofia and Mcruah, in the neighbourhood of the 
sacred city, they would inquire with equal scorn and derision, 
what these men had lost, feat they run in such wild extravagance, 
about the rocks and mountains, for thus it was, that uuall occasi¬ 
ons, they perpetually derided every circumstance that related to the 
laws and observances of IssUmi. 

lu other respects, we are not to he surprised if we find it stated, 
that among all the various systems «f faith, which had hitherto pre¬ 
vailed in the world, that of the Zeudeiks was the most detestable, 
aud the feast productive of moral good ; it being the opinion of the 
Ulema, or thcologists, that their doctrines were far more pend nous 
than those of Magiau, or Jew, or Christian, or Idolater of whatever 
denomination; since, observes our author, with a reasoning not dis¬ 
tinctly obvious, there is not an advocate of either of the systems to 
which we have alluded, who does not allege, when he exchanges 
one merle of faith for another, that he has relinquished error for the 
sake of truth; nor is there *4 opinion, or proposition advanced in 
either of them, which their respective professors would decline to 
support by such proofs and arguments as they have it in their power 
to produce. The very source indeed of their doctrine seems to lay 
jq the grossest incredulity and sophistry, considering, as they do, tha 
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jnrtst n sc red law* and observances, whether of Mussulman, Jew, or A. H, 109. 
Christian 1 , as founded in error andabsurdity, 

As to the nature of their belief, if b'ciifef that can be (‘filled which l rtr ’^ [j 

Tebry, 

denies nil revelation, they hold both the existence of C*oiI, and the Jl 

legation of his prophet* to he equally erroneous atul mi necessary. 

That this world, since it has been in existence, has existed in its 
present form ; and snrh as it is, it will mm hum. as long as it shall 
on dure. That the whole animal creation is generated and perishes 
tike the vegetable; u Inch springs from the earth, is dried up, and 
restored to the elements in the course of the year, none being able to 
conceive whence it cmne, or whither it is disappeared'; the produc¬ 
tion and destruction of animals and vegetables being, at the same 
times both ascribed to the influence of the heavenly bodies, and par¬ 
ticularly to the sun, moon, and stars, perceivable to human vision. 

In other respects, it would appear, that they agreed in reprobating 
those actions which the w isest men of all professions have generally 
proscribed as disgraceful, and injurious to society ; lying, for instance, 
and tyranny, or unjust violence towards our fellow creatures. 

Th ey we re 1 no reover scrupu 1 a us to avoid th e com itt isshm of a ny of 
those things, which arc, in their nature, either scandalous or inde¬ 
corous ; being studious in particular, to appear in such dresses only 
as were graceful and becoming in the eyes of the world. This there¬ 
fore includes the whole theory and pract ice of the sect, tor in religion 
or law, they professed nothing further: and their system, as far as 
we have been able to define it, Inis received from Oriental writers, 
among other denominations, that of Mundanism : probably as limit¬ 
ing our existence and expectations to the confines of this perishable 
world. Such, at any rate, is the most obvious interpret.ition which 
the author of these pages has been aide to assign to the terms, 

** Kaiattm-e-ffcArnmn, doctrines of the Miindanists." The other 
terms are omitted in the manuscript. It will at the same time, possi- 
bly occur to the reader, that this odious and persecuted sect might 
have been led, by a perusal of the works of the Grecian philosophers, 
know n to have been long since translated by the princes of the house 
oi Ommeyah, to adopt the principles of Epicurus, 
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A, H. if®. It is at the same time affirmed, that its professors were, for the greater 
A, n. nw, composed of the most distinguished mem hers of society ; equally 

T-.irikk distinguished io all the learning of that age, in eloquence, and in 

■ WjT -' their genius for Arabian poetry. For such, it is admitted, was 

Abdullah the son of L’l Mukellia, not less celebrated for the purity 
and eloquence of his language and writings, thuti for his masterly skill 
in Arabic, which has classed him among the most sublime and elo¬ 
quent, in that copious and impressive dialect; and of which his 
beautiful translation into that language, of the Kaleilah*vvo-Diun- 
Dull, (llm ox and the wolf, the apologues of Bald pay or Pilpai, so 
called) is adduced as a splendid and imperishable monument. And 
to him has accordingly been assigned the first place in the records of 
the sect. Such also is described to have been Ally the son of Net- 
tein, one of the chief commanders of the army, during the reign of 
1‘1 liaudy ; an officer of the highest military reputation, and among 
those most immediately employed about the person of the sovereign. 
His father, Neftcin, had been the favorite slave, or domestic, of Ul 
Munsur, and held the office of keeper of the great seal of the KhAaufut 
under that monarch, by whom he is said to have been honoured above at) 
mankind, lie continued to hold the same distinguished trust, both 
under the benevolent Me I tody, and his successor the reigning prince. 
Ilis son Ally, together with his eminent command in the army, 
possessed the superin ten dance in chief of the department of intelli¬ 
gence ; the various occurrences which took place in different parts 
ol the empire, being conveyed to him in detail by the proper agents, 
and by him digested and communicated to the sovereign : for, observes 
our author, like \ ezditu the son of Hadim among the genuine Persi¬ 
ans, Ally the sou of Neffein waa extolled as the most skilful penman 
of the age in which he lived. Another of these worthies, was 
Abdullah, the soil of Obaidulhih the Yczzcir of Mchedy, who occa¬ 
sionally officiated as the deputy of bis father, under the government 
of that illustrious monarch. Others were Abdullah the sou of 
Damn!, of the race, of Abbas, and nearly allied to the sovereign outlie 
throne; and Yakub the sou of ,Auk kail descended from ll&reth the 
son of Abdulmfktlub, at this crisis the acknowledged Peir or presLv - 
ter oj the prophets family, and head of the illustrious race of 
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ITaushem : neither of whom were to be restrained from embracing 
the tenets of thi s obnoxious ami persecuted sect. 

Kecommended by these distinguished persons, the dogmas ofZeii- 
rltcisin were received to a surprising extent among nil classes and 
descriptions of men ; among the most illustrious for their learning 
and talents, ns well ns the superiors of religion, and the heirs and 
representatives of the noblest families. In the time of Alehedy, 
those in particular to whom the austerities, the observances of .Mus- 
su [maoism were become laborious; to whose Indolence and luxuri¬ 
ous habits the task of early prayer, of frequent ablution in the rigors 
of winter, and of lasting in the oppressive heats of summer, had 
become burthen some, or intolerable; to all those, in short, who con¬ 
sidered it a hardship to dispense with a small proportion of their 
wealth in aims, or to restrain themselves in any shape in the indul¬ 
gence of their apetites and inclinations, as required in the sacred 
volume of the law, the tenets of the Zcmlicists became a welcome 
and convenient relaxation. 

It remains to be observed, that when, under the same reign of 
Mehedy, their proselytes became thus numerous and formidable, the 
chiefs atrove mentioned consulted together on the means of giving to 
their doctrines a permanent ibmt ; by reducing them to a code of 
institutes, similar to that which governed the system, which it 
appears to have been their principal object to explode. “ In the 
“ whole design of his religion,” said these innovators, “ nothing that 
“ Mnhrnnmed introduced, has been more powerful irt its influence, 
11 than what he has dictated in the pages of the Korin ,* that boast of 
“the Mosstems for sublimity of language, for the closeness and per¬ 
spicuity of its periods, and the infinite variety of its mysterious 
“allusions; which it is their pride to extol, as having baffled every 
“ effort of the orators, poets, historians and rhetoricians, from the 
“ period of its descent to the present day, to produce ill the whole 
“ Arabian language, a single section equal in sublimity and beauty of 
“ style. For,” continued they, ** is it not proudly asserted by his 
“ followers, that if the language of men and genii were combined 
14 together to effect such a purpose, it would be found impossible to 
44 compose any thing parallel to it ? for how indeed should it be possi- 
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« hie to speak as God hath spoken, ami to perform what ho, in his 
“infinite power, is alone capable of accomplishing!” l*pon such 
considerations, the loaders of the sect resolved that it was incumbent 
upon them to produce a book in com posit ton more exquisite, and in 
matter more sublime than the Korin; to be exhibited to their follow¬ 
ers as what had been invented, through the powers ol his own con¬ 
summate eloquence, hv Jd a hummed himself, I leie we are constrained 
to confess that this passage, unless indeed it be an error in the man¬ 
uscript, appears totally inconsistent with what we are taught to 
expect from tin* premises; which had led tis to suppose it was the 
object of these men to prove that by the mere exertion of human, skill, 
thev were capable of producing what should be superior to the 
boasted performance of that celebrated impostor. 

Be this, however, as it may, the following four persons pledged 
themselves for the execution ol the undertaking; l In* already Men¬ 
tioned Abdullah Mukeffia ; Abdullah, the son Gbaidullah the Yez- 
zeir; and Abdullah the son of Dioud, of the race of Abbas; with 
Salah the son of Abdul kudus, now first introduced to our notice; and 
altogether, in talents and eloquence, the most distinguished among 
Arabians, But sis the most eloquent and accomplished men ol that 
age, had long since acknowledged the superior talents of Abdullah 
Mukeffia, his collogues united in assigning to him the task of diction 
and composition ; which he accepted on the following stipulations. 
That he should be allowed an entire twelve-month to complete his 
undertaking; that he should be furnished immediately with so many 
thousand dirhems in specie, and such a supply of parchment and 
writing paper, as he should require ; the paper to serve him in the 
preparation of the draught; and the parchment, for the finished copy 
to be fairly transcribed by his own hand, as host calculated to admit 
of such erasures as might he found further necessary, in giving to the 
performance its utmost perfection, before it was committed to the 
world. He moreover required, that, during the period in which lie 
should 1m thus employed, all his expcnces should be punctually 
defrayed ; that be should he dstily supplied with that species of 
aliment which he described, mid knew to suit best with his consti¬ 
tution, and to augment the powers of invention w ithout impairing 
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either the health nr the faculties; and, that he might be entirely 
relieved i'roin every species of' anxiety, he further required that a 
person should he particularly entrusted with the care of providing 
for these cxponces, and oi supplying all his wants. finally, in 
order that his mind might he perfectly at ease against every appre¬ 
hension, either of detection or arrest, or of being even suspected to 
be engaged in such an undertaking, he demanded that no person 
should he allowed on any pretence to enter his presence, excepting 
the attendant employed to receive his orders. On these conditions 
he pledged himself, at the end of the year, to produce a complete 
performance, in every point superior to the Korin ; and each of the 
party, engaging respcclively for one or oilier oi ihese stipulations* 
the son of l hrtftkcJfk proceeded without further delay to the execu¬ 
tion of hiS design. 

At the expiration of six months out of the twelve, in which he was 
pledged to complete his work, no person having hitherto been suffered 
to intrude upon his meditations, his friends became anxious to 
b arn what progress he had made towards a conclusion; and no longer 
to be restrained from the gratification of their curiosity, they met 
together and hastened to his apartment. There they beheld him sit¬ 
ting pen in hand, deeply absorbed in study* a sheet of paper laying 
unfolded before him ; and on each hand of him, heaps of paper, writ¬ 
ten over on all sides, and torn to fragments. “ 'V ell friepd,” said 
lus visiters, “ how hast thou employed thyself for these last six 
,t months ? M “ Al«s v answered he, M 1 have employed myaelt in vain,; 
«' for l have done nothing." u How so,” demanded they. “ The first 
a day on which I entered upon my undertaking.” replied Abdullah, 
n 1 fipplied myself, with the sheets of the Korin laid before me, to 
i* select from it all those particular passages, which i conceived to be 

the most remarkaWe for beauty and sublimity, ami which l riu rc- 
*‘fore thought the most difficult to emulate or excel ; it being my 
“ design to employ myself in the refutation of such passages, while 
« jpy faculties were yet fresh and undisturbed, anti before the fatigues 
if of study should have blunted or impaired the powers of composition. 
» For tins purpose 1 commenced reciting them over ami over to 
“myself, in order to be the more completely master ot the subject, 
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A, H. iftfl. 11 nnd the better able to discriminate their imperfect ions. Yet during 
A. d. ib/j,- v 8 lx whole months that I have thus employed myself, have I been 
“ foiled by a single passage ; neither in ail that I have invented, 
“ dictated, and written, obliterated and destroyed, have I vet suc- 
“ cccded in discharging myself of one sentence that has either met my 
“own approbation, or that, in the judgment of others, will bear a 
“ com pari son with the passage which it was designed to excel,“ His 
friends desired to know what that formidable passage might he, which 
had thus on the very threshold, defeated his exertions; lie told 
them it was a certain sentence, which he repeated to them, from 
the story of Noah, as related in the Koran, They then requested 
that lie would explain to them what lie might have committed to 
paper on the subject; that on a more deli berate inspection, somethin" 
might bo yet discovered that hat! possibly escaped Ilia own obser¬ 
vation. The son of l l Muk cilia communicated to them accord in sh¬ 
all that he had composed and transcribed, than which it required 
nothing further to convince them of the truth of the statement which 
he had just given them; for in the whole of the enormous mass of 
papers, in which lie had almost buried himself a live, they could not 
discover n single line or sentence, which either in composition or 
argument could bear the slightest comparison with the sacred text, 
which for six months he had, in one instance only, attempted to 
surpass. An occasion is here taken to repeat, that ibis man was 
acknowledged to he possessed of talents and genius, not inferior to 
.any one of ilie age in which he lived. “ It in six months,” observed 
lus friends on this mortifying discovery, “thou hast failed to produce 
“the refutation of one solitary passage in the Korftn, in wlmt rea- 
“ sonahlt* period dost thou conceive it possible, either to controvert 
“or parallel the numberless ordinances, decisions, mysterious and

Jit all events tlieir proselytes continued to multiply, with consider¬ 
able rapidity, until, under the reign of Me he dy, too openly aspiring at 
p redo mimt nee, the Almighty in line need the councils of that prince 
to destroy them by the sword, in a manner so effectually, that of alt 
their leaders, few survived. Two chiefs of the illustrious race of 
ll&shem, the great grandfather of the prophet, were however suffered 
for a time to escape the destiny of their associates. These were 

akub, here called the son of 11 Fuzasul, perhaps of Auk kail already 
mentioned, and Abdullah the son of Daoud, of the house of Abbas, 
both indebted for their preservation ton vow of Mehedy’s. Torso 
many of that distinguished rare had been already cut off by the san¬ 
guinary vengeance of 1 I Mnnsur, that Mchcdy began to apprehend 
the entire extinction of the family ; and lie had therefore sworn 
never to put anv of them to death, lie was accordingly satisfied 
with immuring these two noble persons for life within the enclosure 
of n prison. When I lady ascended the throne of the Khalifs, they 
wore however commanded to his presence, in order that they might 
be prevailed upon to abjure their pernicious principles. They con¬ 
tinued, notwithstanding, unshaken in their prejudices: persisted in 
their declaration, that the religion oft ho Mnssh'ms was nothing, ami 
that the Koran was neither the word, nor M&hommed the apostle of 
tied. * k At any rate,” added these men, “ produce to us the proofs 
t4 ol your system, that wo may examine and convince ourselves, 
“ before we embrace it.” On which the whole body of Ulema 
learned hi the l ivv, with the readers and expounders of the sacred 
code, entered into a public and solemn disputation with them, and, if 
'vc may credit the assurance of our author, established their chums 
to orthodoxy on the clearest proofs. Their arguments were however 
lost upon these misguided fanatics, who persevered wall inflexible 
obstinacy, in rejecting the wholesome tiutbs of Isshhn. And a 
daughter of Yakub, being found on her own avowal, pregnant by her 
hither, the incestuous intercourse became an aggravation of his 
crimes and impieties, and he was, together w ith the same daughter, 
and the wretched associate of his errors, condemned to terminate his 
existence on a gallows. This is said to have extinguished, for the 
present at least, every remnant of n sect, which for some time appears 

Korin, no inconsiderate 
A, li. “foi, airtem tor the stability of the orthodox religion, 
iviirv Resuming the narrative the history proceeds to observe, that the 
*’ Kbaiiful Hady had for some time lived on terms of great displeasure 
with the dowager Kheizrhnah, the common mother of himself and 
Huron. This princess had, it would appear, during the life of Me- 
hedy, experienced an indulgence without bounds, her-husband with¬ 
holding from her nothing that she desired, even to the marks of 
public honor usually reserved for the person of the sovereign ; the 
general and great officers of state being Jong accustomed to pay 
homage at her palace, before they proceeded to the presence of Me- 
hedy ; thus in appearance at least, fixing the precedence in dignity at 
tlu- gate of Khetzriinah. She possessed herself, moreover, of what 
does not exactly seem either becoming or expedient in the system 
of oriental manners, the channel of every application to royal favor. 
On the accession of l'| I lady, she continued to conduct herself, as if 
she expected to retain this specks of influence unimpaired ; hut her 
son finding himself considerably embarrassed, soon determined to 
retrench that influence, by treating all her applications with a steady 
and mortifying refusal. I'nder these circumstances, a female at ten- 
dimt, who was the bearer of such communications as occasionally 
passed between the Khalif and his mother, had conveyed to him an 
application from the same quarter, in lie ha If of Abdullah the son of 
■Miilek, Captain of tin- guards, or household troops, in tlk< time of 
Meliedy, which lie. ns usual, rejected. The application was repeated 
by the mother in person, who implored that her son would spare her 
this one mortifying refusal, as her word had iiteii particularly pledged 
on the occasion ; and she assured him it would be the last time t h.it 
he should suffer from a mother’s importunities. To this U Uidv 
demanded in si tone of indication, who she conceived herself to be, 
mA wllHt authorized to promise, or engage her influence 

to promote the views of any mat); neither did lie comprehend the 
object of that concourse, which, as if it were the mansion of royalty* 
thi.ly resort-d to her gate. It would become her far I.cl ter to confine 
herself to domestic occupations ; to her spindle and Cotton : to the 
study ot her Koran, ami the discharge of her religious duties. Tor 



tv hat purpose encourage that useless resort of applicants at her gate? a. II. m 
Henceforward* it'he found that a single individual frequented her bn.Tnft, 
palace with any such design, she might rest assured of his highest T ‘ ,riki i 
disapprobation and displeasure. Oil which, Jvhejir&iiih quitted his lct '^' 
presence m tears and sorrow, 

'Hi is was followed by a stem charge to his courtiers to discontinue 
nt their peril, that species of intercourse with hit mother, which, when 
their own mothers were concerned, they lmd acknowledged to be so 
gross a violation oi decorum* ’l his succeeded in banishing the 
resort of suitors from the palace of Kheizraunah; hut the attempt 
which he made about a month afterwards to destroy her by poison, 
under the mask of pjoffered kindness, would be sufficient, without 
any further proof, to brand with infamy the memory of 11 llaudy, 
were h not in some degree surpassed by the implacable cruelty of a 
mother’s vengeance, to which he ultimately fell himself a victim, 
i or the present, lion over, the altercation termin ated in a solemn vow* 
on ttie part of K hoizraunah, t hat sh e wou 1 d never m ore hold either 
converse or communication with this unnatural son.

a nature that no palliative could remove or appease. 

Such a state of mind could not, perhaps, long continue unproduc¬ 
tive of some violent result. Accordingly Uhretlimah the son of 
Ey£m, one of the principal ministers of U1 f I&dy is introduced to 
re hue, that lie was summoned by his master to attend him one duv 
contrary to custom, in hi* private cabinet. When he repaired to his 
presence, he was desired to secure the door, and be seated; and that 
when, in some degree of perturbation, he bad obeyed these com¬ 
mands, the Kind if addressed him in the following terms. “Thou 
" doubtless witnessed the manner in which this dog of n schis¬ 
matic, Yaheya the son ot K hid led, presumes to comport himself 
14 towards me,in bis undisguised intrigues, to bias the affections of the

“ me the head of 1 larun.” Trembling in every limb at these por- 
t< iikius words, the minister implored bis master, with the deepest 
humility, to consider that It ash id was his own and only brother, and 
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tliat ifi without Berime, he should put him to death, he, (he minister, 
Wf'tilfl forever incur, bmli here him! hereafter, the reprobation of God and 
Timii, ‘‘Ifmy ordersnredisnheyetl,” observed 11 lludy, “th> own head 
™ be the forfeit/' On which, Jiarcthmah feeling himself constrained 
to express his compliance, the Khaltf proceeded further to direct, 
that when im hod dispatched the business of Ilarijn, he was imme¬ 
diately (o visit the prisons, and banish to another world, every indi¬ 
vidual whom lie should find thcr% belonging to the race oFAhtktau- 
M>. And he was last of all, to take a division of the troops and 
march towards Kurldi; which city, after withdrawing from it all the 
posterity of Abbas, with their dependants, he m ils to consume to 
ashes. J hi ret lima h again endeavoured to remonstrate on the magni¬ 
tude of the task thus imposed upon him, when ids master put an 
end to all argument, by assuring him that there was"no alternative! 
and that he was not to stir from the spot until he received his final 
orders to proceed to the execution of the several duties, which ho 
was now selected to discharge, 

l ] JI fitly then withdrew to some other part of the palace, leaving 
Jlaiclhinnh to meditate in silence and alarm on what had passed; 
the hitter not a little aggravated by the apprehension, that having 
discovered his unwillingness to he the instrument of his cruelty, the 
iv h;dit w as about to devolve the odious service to some other person ; 
mid that on his return, he should infalliby be made the sacrifice of 
liis vengeance. At all events lie determined, if it was Lis destiny to 
escape the present danger, to seek some distant abode, where 
unknown and undistinguished, ho might pass his days in peace and 
obscurity, lu this state of painful incertitude lie continued until 
midnight, when a domestic appeared and told him that the Khalif 
required his attendance. On which, having solemnly repeated his 
profession ol faith, as if about to die, he followed the domestic until 
he found himself in a part of the pa Lice where his ears were assailed 
by the voices of the women. 1 lore lie made a resolute stand, declar¬ 
ing, that he should not advance a step further, unless lie was directed 
to approach in the Khali Is own voice. At tins moment he heard 
liims If addressed by one of the females, w bn called out that she was 

K h e i zia u nah, and w h o desired him to en ter, u nd b ehold w h at had be&licn 
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tlirm. lie accordingly ventured into the apartment, where TCheiz- 
rstunah informed him from behind the hangings, that God Almighty 
had delivered himself and all mankind from the tyranny of Mussa; tor 
he was dead. “ Go,” said she, “ «ud con vince thyself," On which, 
removing die linen cover, which had f+een thrown over the face of 
l I I lady, he found indeed, ns she had represented, that the tyrant 


was no more, Khvi/raninth then proceeded to relate, that coming 
to the apartment where lie now la}', pile had cast the veil from her head, 
and implored l l ffinly to spare the life of his brother; and that, con¬ 
tinuing to resist ail her intr atics with unrelenting obstinacy, he was 
suddenly seized with a lit oi c* ugliing, of which, as every expedient 
to relieve him proved unavailing, he expired. She concluded, by 
charging H&rethmah to repair without delay to Yahcya the son of 
Ki lled, and announce the .ev, nt, with her desire that he should 
immediately secure for [(arunraslv.d, the entire allegiance of the 
people. In compliance with her instructions, E I.trcthmnh hastened 
accordingly to apprise \aheya of the unexpected catastrophe, and 
to make with hin> the arrangements necessary to the inauguration of 
Iinrun. Abdullah Mainun, the eldest son of H art hi, by a concubine, 
was horn, it would appear, the same night, which has therefore 
received from historians, the appellation of Leylut-e-1 [ftshemtith, the 
ldgln of the J Ushemires ; being distinguished by the denth of one 
KhidH, the enthronement of another, and the birth of a thinl. 

1 lie death of 1 i Handy has however been ascribed by histori¬ 
ans to a variety of causes. According to the statement of one of them. 


a worm was generated in his bowels, which prevented I dm alike 
from rest and sustenance, and in three days, after producing the 
most cruel aufifering, put a period to his existence. This was pro* 
nrnmeed by his mother a judgment for his crimes. Another state- 
mentis introduced to allege, that bis women were hi i bed by the 
money oi Khuizraunail, to smother him with bolsters, while over¬ 
come With wine mid debauch* By a third, it is ascribed to an 
immediate manifestation of divine justice, for an act of wanton 
aad ddibemte «*%■ Some days previous to hi* ^solution, while

amusing himself in the neighbourhood of Eissa-ahad, a Ferfish, or car- A. II. nrl* 
pet spreader, was employed in unfolding some hangings to intercept '*■ 
the view of the multitude from UJ Ilaudy, when the latter suddenly 
demanded of his courtiers whether they thought he had sufficient ^ ^baur. 
skill to lodge an arrow in the heart of this man. At the same time 
that they gave him full credit for his skill, they honestly represented 
the atrocious inhumanity of imbruing his hands in the blood of Ids 
unconscious and unoffending attendant. The Khalif was, however, 
not to be dissuaded from his rash experiment, and the unfortunate 
and unsuspecting I'crash, receiving the arrow through his body, 
expired on the spot. The toul deed immediately struck the wretched 
monarch in all its horrors. He scut for all the relatives of his 
murdered domestic, and % ndcavoured, by all the sacrifices in bis power, 
to satisfy and appease their resentment. But the just vengeance of his 
creator waft not to be averted. An eruption made its appearance on 
the upper part of bis foot, in the shape of a small pimple, which 
though it was the employment of four persons to rub, or chafe it 
without intermission, never sutiered him to enjoy a moment's repose* 

It at last produced a mortification, the odour of which was so offen¬ 
sive, that it became almost impossible to approach Hie apartment 
tu which In* lay. In this state be languished to the third day, when 
lie sunk into the arms of death. 

[ his event, whatever were the circumstances bv which !t was Tarikh Tetny, 
occasioned or attended, is stated to have taken place at Eissa-ubad, a 
dependency of the district of Mosstil, oil the eighth day of the first 
ltcbbcia, of the year one hundred and seventy ;* Ul lludy being m 
yet no more than six and twenty, and having reigned but thirteen 
months anti some days, calculating from the demise of bis predecessor. 

He was buried in one of his gardens at Eissa-idmd, his brother 
Hu run performing the funeral obsequies over his grave. In his per¬ 
son be is described to have been tall: in Ids countenance handsome^ 
and in complexion fair. His lower lip being, however, shorter than 
the upper, and his upper teeth longer than the lip, were so protruded 
as to give to his visage an appearance rather ludicrous, ami to pro¬ 
cure him the nick-name of Alussa Ettcbaka, Mussa shut youi;

by Ins troops war the bridge of the Tigris, related to bis minister TWli 
Yaheyu that be bad received from bis father, a ruby, tbe value of Tebry, 
which bad been estimated at one hundred thousand dirhems,* This 
beautiful jewel, as he wore it on one of his visits to til I lady, had 
unfortunately excited the cupidity of that prince, and be was sur¬ 
prised on his way home, by a message desiring that it might be 
immediately sent to him, When this unexpected request was 
communicated to him, he happened to be on that part of the bridge 
near which they now stood; and feeling himself not a little provoked, 
he drew the ring from Ids linger, and immediately cast it into the 
river. He acknowledged at the same time, that a period of five 
months had elapsed, since the circumstance had taken place. 
Nevertheless lie now desired that some divers might be immediately 
employed to try whether they could not recover his ring. These 
men, not withstanding their representations of the impracticability of 
succeeding in such an attempt after such a lapse of time, were accord¬ 
ingly directed io plunge into the stream of the Tigris; and having 
sufficiently explored the bottom of the rivers they at last, contrary 
to all expectation and probability, brought up tbe ring; which, ns an 
omen auspicious to tb> reign, was received by Harbn with abundant 
satisfaction. Such a circumstance may perhaps, bv many of our 
readi es, he considered too romantic tbr serious history; nevertheless 
finding it almost immediately oa the threshold, we have not been 
aide to repot it entirely. We shall now proceed to the more 
important events, such as they stand recorded in the manuscript 
before us, of Lite reign of this celebrated monarch, whose name and 
private history are already so familiar to our earliest recoil ecrions. 

Although the seals of his government had, in the manner already 
related, been consigned by Jflarun to his minister Valieva, of the race 
of liannek, the dowager Kbcizrnnnall bad. in a great measure, 
resumed the iifflnonce which she had been seen to exercise, during 
the reign ofMehodv, Nothing was therefore, fora long time, earri d 
into execution by the minister, without (lie previous consi (era ion 
Slid sanction of that princess. In the mean time, Hajrjn, who 
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a . H. nn, seems to have embarrassed Iiiinsc-If as little 1 ns possible with the care* 
A. U. 7t<7. ot - sovereign^ w as engaged about this period on a visit to the ancient 
tX^ C ' ( ' V of which he r (.peopled, and restored to a state of repair. 

In the commencement of the year one hundred ami seventy-three,* 
on her return front a pilgrimage to Mckkah, Kheizraunah reposed, in 
the arms of death, from the anxieties of ambition, An event which 
lodged the delegated authority of government, without an associate* 
in the hands of Yaheya. Tlic latter being then employed iu Khor- 
ERsaiiii, was immediately recalled, ami his grandson, Abbas the sou 
of ./suffer, appointed to succeed him as governor of that province. 

In the course of one hundred and seventy-five,f Mahommed ul 
Amem, the sou oflb'iruu by Zobaidah, then only in his fifth year* 
was declared heir apparent to the Klielaufut, to the exclusion of his 
elder brother ul Mimfin: an arrangement with which, as it was 
expected there might be some dissatisihetion among the people of 
Khorassapn, on account of the minority of Amcm, Fazzel the son of 
\aheya, the governor of the voting prince, mid the foster brother of 
Uarim, was deputed to preside over that province ; instead of Abbas 
the son of Jauffer, who was now recalled, until the allegiance of that 
important part of the empire should bo secured for the heir apparent 
elect. This object Wing however completed at the expiration of a 
twelve-month, l'azzel was himself recalled; and the government of 
Khorassauu transferred by UfrAn to his own maternal uncle Otreif, 
the couziu german of Kjiejznmnah, here stated to have been origi- 
mdly of 'S emeu ; but being removed by the vicissitudes of war and 
fortune* to Mossul, and ultimately to Tebristaun* site there fell into 
the hands ot Mebedy, and became his favorite mistress. The address 
OlT’nzzel was next employed to secure for his pupil the allegiance of 
Iriik; and being equally fortunate in his exertions in that province, 
his services were immediately remunerated by the government of all 
the territory tying to the westward and northward of Khorassauu ■ 
including the dependencies of Mi, Koumiss, Tebristaun, (the mini.’ 
rut Ilyreaniu) and Robestaun, ilamadaun and Nihawend to the 
borders of Irik, together with tlm whole of Agerbayjau, and part of 
Armenia, 

* Juuc« JjIj, a. d. 7 B 0 , j a, d. 731, 
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TV<? are now Brought to the year one hundred and sernntv six. in 
Tv hirh Y a hey a the son of Abdullah ul Hflsseyny, the Fatimite, 
revolted against the authority of Hirfln, and made himself master of 
the inaccessible province of Tetristatio. The late of Hflsseyne, who 
h ll near Mekkali, in the reign of LJ Hilly, has already occurred to 
the* attention of the render. He left two cousins, Yaheyaand Idris, 
brothers of the Mahommed and 1 bran him. who revolted, the one at 
Medeinah, aud the other at Basso rah, in the time of Ul MunsOr, 
On the death of their relative near Mekknh, Y a hey a and Idris con¬ 
trived to escape from the field of battle, the latter to Tiiijah, sup¬ 
posed to be Tangier on the coast of Africa, where he successfully 
proclaimed the rights of h is family, and was acknowledged by the 
people. Hut he was subsequently reached by the emissaries'of Ul 
y* ' ^ lestroyed by poison. \ nlieya, on the contrary, directed 
liw flight into Uuilan, where he was cordially received by tiie natives, 
who recognized his authority, and soon enabled him to appear at the 
liCiid of a numerous army. 

The adjoining province of Tehristaun being under the authority of 
FazzH Ihirmekkv, an army of fifty thousand men was allotted to him 
by Ilarun, for the suppression of this revolt against lik government* 
Mith this force Fastzel proceeded to the city of llii’ where be 
remained stationary At a twelve-month, engaged in a negociation 
with the insurgent Yuhcya. At the expiration of that period, he 
prevailed upon Yidieya by various promises to lay aside his hostile 
views, and to throw himself on the clemency of JIarim. Before he 
finally consented, however, to place himself m the hands of his enemies, 
Yaheya transmitted to Fazzel the schedule of a treaty, to which lie 
required the signature ol the Khalil’, as a guarantee for the perform¬ 
ance ol the conditions. The treaty was accordingly conveyed to 
fInrun ; and returned by faint soon afterwards, with His own ratifica¬ 
tion, attested by the hand w ilting of many of the principal members 
ol his court, and of the most respectable citizens of Baghdad, Ya- 
heya no longer hesitated to commit himself to the protection of 
Fazzcl, w ho proceeded without delay to conduct him towards the 
metropolis; andllar&o, on Ids part,appearingiufinitely gratified bv this 
attainment of his object, without the hazard of a conflict, ordered 
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A, IT. 170. tlic streets of the city to be splendidly decorated for the reception of* 
A. 1>. 7M. Yaheya, wliq was treated on the occasion with a distinction beyond 
TuiAii his most flatten tig expectations, lie continued to experience the 
same liberal treatment for about five months; but at the expiration 
of that period, on the pretence that some letters had been intercepted 
coming to him from the refractory Devlemites, he was thrown inu> 
prison. The sequel of his story will appear in due lime. 

In the course of one hundred and seventy-seven,* the government 
of Khorassaun was transferred, on the removal of Otreif, to Ilamxah 
the son of Miilck. That of Egypt was about the same time bestowed 
upon Jaufl'er Bammkky, the son of the prime minister, and the parti¬ 
cular favorite of 11 arum Hamzah enjoyed his authority for about 
a twelve month, when he was recalled, and the noble and extensive 
province under his jurisdiction, consigned to the able and accom¬ 
plished Fazzel. This latter took possession ofliis government in one 
hundred and seventy-eight,! and during the period of seven years, in 
which it is here said to have continued under his authority, although 
v e do not exactly comprehend bow this is to be reconciled with (lie 
appointments and removals, which wilt immediately appear, rendered 
himself not less distinguished by his exemplar)'justice and integrity, 
than by his consummate prudence and abilities. The following year 
Jauflcr was sent for by 11 arum, to appease the commotions ivlnch are 
acknowledged about this period to have arisen in Syria : such indeed 
as to have required the services of some of the most distinguished 
captains in the empire ; and among othcis of Hurethmah the son of 
Eyun, who was w ithdrawn on the occasion from his command in 
Africa. Supported, however, by the presence and exertions t>f this 
able commander and his associates, Jaufter succeeded in a short 
time, in restoring the tranquillity of Ins province ; and an the course 
of the year consigning it to the charge of a deputy, repaired to Bagh¬ 
dad. Notwitlistandiitg the circumstance just related, with respect to 
his brother Faxzel, the government of Khorassaim was now conferred 
upon Jaujffer, that of Syria, with probably that of Egypt, being 
assigned to his son hissa. ‘In the course of the same year, having 
contracted some disli ke to the metropolis of Baghdad, because, as he 
alleged, tiie air ol the plnoe did not agree with his constitution, 
llaruu transferred his residence to Rakkah on the Euphrates, (the 
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tmeimt NieophdHmn) here stiller) to be a dependency of Moss file, 
Jtftving established L'l Aim in in tile government of the capital. From 
11 a kk ah lie removed. however, in n >ln.n?t lime to Memib; but receiv¬ 
ing some offence or other from the inhabitants, he quitted that f l u'c 
niter adding considerably to it* buildings, and returned attain to 
Uukhnh, which appears hence forward to have become his principal 
and favorite residence. 

During the year one hundred and eighty, we are informed that 
J Inrun was engaged at the head of n great annv, in si religious expe¬ 
dition against the territories of the Greek empire; of which, however, 
tin- author him furnished ns with no other circumstances, than that 
he reduced and bid in ruins, the city of Sefcauf, (t lie city of willows): 
hut whether this refers to.the subsequent hostilities in the time of 
Nicephoros tin- first, during wdiich, it is said, that lie destroyed the 
city ofHemdea, on the Euxiue, it is not at present easy to determine, 
li' the date is at alt to he relied on, this invasion is, however, to be 
assigned to the reign of the ambitious Irene, whose contests with her 
son may have encouraged the hostile designs of Ilarun, On his return 
from this expedition, I larun conferred the government of Khomssaun 
upon Ally the son of Eissa ben Mahan. But a charge of malversa¬ 
tion being conveyed against thatclnef, lie was recalled at the expir¬ 
ation of n twelve month, being directed to leave his province under 
the administration of a deputy. The governor of Khomsaun ap¬ 
pointing his own son Yaheya to command in his absence, hastened 
to vindicate his conduct, loaded with a profusion of presents for the 
Klinlif, whom he found means to conciliate without great difficulty; 
and in short, to convince that he had been unjustly calumniated. 
Me was in consequence sent back in triumph, to wreak bis vengeance 
cm his accusers. About the same period an insurrection broke out in 
the territory of Nissa, on the border of Kborassiiun towards Ivh.irezm, 
of which, a certain rebel, of the name of Ebenul Rlutteih, was at the 
head, But Allv the son of Eissa, being directed as the lieutenant 
of l’l Mam Cm, now associated wdth his brother as co-heir to the em¬ 
pire, to oppose the insurgent, their chief was soon afterwards killed 
by that ctmiiuauder, and the insurrection entirely suppresed. 
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A. it. m During the year one hundred and eighty sis, TIarun, accompanied 

A. U. wux ijy t j (e t;v0 young princes, his sons, proceeded on a religious visit to 

Shw! the tH '° SaCrcd Citit3 - While at Yathrch, (Medeinah, formerly so 
called) he distributed to the inhabitants three separate and magni- 
ikom largesses, one in the name of himself, and the others in those 
of his two eons. Similar proofs of his liberality were exhibited at 
Mekfcah; so that the charges occasioned by these disbursements, and 
other ex peaces of his pilgrimage, are said to have amounted to the 
sum of one million of dinaurs ,* and fifty thousand dirhem®.f it has 
been already noticed, that U1 A mein stood nominated as sole succes¬ 
sor to the throne of the Khalils, as far back as the year one hundred 
and seventy-five ; but as ho and Ids elder brother grew towards man¬ 
hood, their father sought to obviate the jealousies and hostilities 
which might too probably ensue, by an equal division of the empire 
between them. For tilts purpose he had recently caused U1 Maorin 
to be publicly announced as heir to the Khelaufut, next after U 
AmcitJi on which occasion the empire appear to have been appor¬ 
tioned betwixt the two princes, in the following manner The pro¬ 
vinces eastward of the ridges of Ilfthvaun, comprising the various 
territories ol Kermmshahan, Nihaweml. Kom, and Kaahfin, hfahaun 
Fares and Kermaun j R5i, Koumiss, Tebristaun, Khor^mm, with 
Mauwerunneher, the country beyond the Ox us so called, ZibflL 
and Kabil, and tile territory on the Indus, including a part of 
H.nd 0 B l a l ,n, wore alloted to Ul Mimfin. White Bagh.lid, Wmnu*, 
Kuhdi and IWomh, with all western Mk, the two provinces of

Itejuuz and Egypt, to the remotest boundaries of the west, became 
share ci U Atnem. I„ the instrument by which Martin had tlxis 
disposed ot this splendid mhetitence, it was further stipulated that 
-Wm should fix the seat of his government at Uaghdhd, and Ul 
Maniun at Merit i and that on the death of either, the whole of liia 
allotment should devolve to the survivor. When i, was however 
understood that, in tins magnificent distribution, the Khnlif had 
entirely excluded u younger son of the name of Knussen,, who« 
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education hm) Won entrusted to Abdula&lek the son of&riuh, of the 
raceofVbbas, the latter wrote to ihmm soliciting that lm pupil 
mi^ht not be left so totally destitute of all participation in hi* tiivor. 
Seme or the towns of Ji-jsmmli, with Mobile, and the territory 
adjoining to the frontiers of Rum * and the defiles of Mount Taurus, 
wen-accordingly assigned to that prince, with thetitleof M item men, or 
trust worthy, which was conferred upon him at the same time by hi* 
father. To add the last solemnity to these arrangements, it is further 
said, that the two princes, H A mein and U Alamun, were publicly 
sworn in the sanctuary ol the Kaaubuh by their fether, on this occa- 
sirm, never to engage in hostilities against each other ; all the nobles 
of the empire on the spot wort-called upon to bear witness to the 
engagement: and the stipulations of the instrument of succession 
thus solemnly ratified, being then publisher] aloud from the vestibule, 
Ibirim finally directed that a copy of it should be suspended at the 
floored the Kami bah. But as the paper happened to drop from the 
bands of the person employed to suspend it, the by.slanders drew 
IVom the circumstance, an omen inauspicious to the conclusion. 

1 Ir \ v elifi not hesitate to predict that the expectations founded upon 
it, would never be realized ; mid that the harmony of the two bro¬ 
thers was not destined to be of any duration. These important 
arrangements dispatched, Ifarun returned soon afterwards to Rakkah, 
sending L’l A mein to take uphU abode at Baghdad. 

Hitherto the character ot llarim, if it exhibits nothing peculiarly 
attractive. may nevertheless be contemplated, if not with approba¬ 
tion, certainly without aversion ; but it is said that one of the inse¬ 
parable properties of arbitrary power, is to pervert and vitiate tho 
noblest propensities of the heart. At nil events the story which now 
claims Out attention, ot his unrelenting cruelty to the illustrious 
race of Barmek, who had so Jong served him with such distinguished 
proof* ol zeal and fidelity, would lead us to infer, that in a period 
ot set cutyen years, from si prince of moderate, if not amiable tjnal- 
ities, be was become n detestable and sanguinary tyrant. 

Ol this illustrious family, long known to the western world un¬ 
der the designation of the Barmecides, the oriental writers have to 
general united to consecrate the memory, to the esteem and applause 
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A. H. iflfl. or ponton tv. To Yaheya the prime minister, exclusive of bis trana- 
A. I>- nn_. ^gjuippj wisdom, mid the most exulted mental at tain incuts they 
d^UiLjur' llilvc ‘ n P9f*' cu hlf ascribed every laudable and virtuous quality tint 
can aspire to, or command the Jove and admiration of mankind. 
His sun Fazzel, together with the most unbounded liberality of dis¬ 
position, they have endowed with the most exemplary ami ardent 
zt-n| to promote the ends of justice. For Jnulfer, another of the sons 
of Valieva, in addition to all these qualities, which he also possessed 
in a very eminent decree, they claim an mi rivalled excellence in skilful 
penmanship, and elegance of composition ; the former an acquire¬ 
ment nl no trilling value, before the inestimable discovery of the art of 
printing had superseded its importance. ToMahommedthe third,they 
have assigned the most exalted magnanimity; and on Mussa, the fourth 
sou of (hk enviable parent, they have bestowed the wreath of prowess, 
and intrepidity of mind, in which he is said to have surpassed all 
parallel or competition. 1 n short, suclt was the influence implanted 
in the bosom of Haniti by this unrivalled display of talents and 
virtue, that from the earliest period of his accession* to the year one 
hundred and eighty-seven, when bis disposition towards them un¬ 
derwent a fearful change, the entire administration of his exten¬ 
sive dominions, in all its departments, was entrusted to the sole 
and exclusive management of Yaheya, and the admirable hand of 
brothers whom we have just described; with this only distinction, 
that imzzcl, and .lander, but the latter in particular, enjoyed a 
more unreserved and intimate share in the confidence of their sover¬ 
eign ; which they nobly justified by the brightest example of liber¬ 
ality and beneficence. 

When their father became advanced in years, Fazzcl and Jauffer 

T ikLT I Werealtenwte, .V employed, at the discretion of Jfarnn, a* his depu- 

e ties in the civil administration of the empire ; that being a branch of 

the service from which, by their military designation, the two other 
brothers, Mahommed and Mussa, both Amdix, or generals in the 
army, appear to have been excluded. Yaheya had at the same time 
Other -children; and each of the sons was the parent of a numerous 
family, which promised to continue the name to a remote posterity. 
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Eacli was distinguished by the highest employments of the state, 
fhher civil or military ; and all grew great under the influence of 
their father’s acknowledged talents and superior abilities. 

It lias been already intimated that of the two elder brothers, Fazzd 
and 'hinder, the latter enjoyed a more distinguished share in the 
Khalit's fevor; tins is, perhaps* to be accounted for by the following 
circumstance. \\ e have seen it stated on a former occasion, that 
Fazzcl was the foster brother of llarun, nursed at the same breast. 
A tie which produced betwixt them, as might have been expected* 
the closest intimacy and affection. Hence in process of time, Fhzzc! 
became the associate of his master’s most private pleasures, from 
which a liberal indulgence in wine was not excluded. But as these 
scenes of indulgence passed in the midst of the women of the Kha¬ 
lit's family* and were heightened by all the charms of poetry and 
music, bazzel found it extremely difficult to close his eyes against 
the fascination w hich surrounded him. He therefore prudently with, 
drew him. idf from tin- spell, and above all things, ever afterwards 
abstained from the use of wine. Whether this was considered as 
u tacit condemnation of tin: debauched mid effeminate life of his so¬ 
vereign, w e are left to determine. The favor of llarun was, horv- 
ever, soon afterwards transferred to Jimffer, who became then, to his 
misfortune, the inseparable companion of those pleasures, from 
which his hruilier had, to all appearance, so prudently withdrawn. 

Broken with age, and the cares and anxieties of his important and 
laborious trust, Yaheya had long since besought his master’s perm is. 
sion to retire from oflice, end pass the remainder of bis days at Mek- 
kali. In this, however, he hud tint been able to .succeed; llarun 
alleging from lime to time, that as his sons Fazzel and.1 ;uitier were both 
eminently qualified for the Vizaurut, he might appoint either of 
them that lie thought proper, lo officiate in his room: that he would 
be always prepared to attend to such measures as they were disposed to 
submit lor the sanction of Ids orders. li e should only require of them 
still to avail themselves of thy matured counsels and experience of 
their tat her, bv subjecting such orders to his consideration, previous 
to their final execution. At the same time, though he forbore to 
acknowledge it* the inclinations of llarun were already disposed in 
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ft. H. me. favor of JnuHHer. Rut ns Yaheya does not appear to have been mvare 
A - 1 ). ftirj. of the p re fort'it ce. ho made choice of J'azzel, to whom in- accordingly 
Tnuklj entrusted the seal of his sovereign ; and Fstzzcl continued for a period 
of two years to exercise the functions of the Ylzg&unit, or prime 
ministry, as his father's Jocum-tcncus; flaruti all this time tacitly 
acquiescing in the choice. At the expiration of that period however, Inj 
conferred the ministry' upon his favorite Jsuffer ; and taking the seal 
from Fazzel, lie sent it to Y,they a with the following message. tl As 
** thou art the best judge of tlieir qualifications, it is of course at thy 
“option to lodge my seal with either of thy sons, as may heat accord 
“ with thino own discretion. Nevertheless l would remind thee, 
“ thut for my part, it is far from ray intention that it should bo disposed 
« of to either, contrary to thy indications,- Yahcya now retained 
the seals in his own hands, and continued to discharge the duties of 
the Vizzaumt without a substitute until that period in which his 
fortiinos were destined to experience a dreadful and memorable 
reverse. For continues the author, in this world is there that man 
who will venture to affirm, that, either among the ancient Persians, 
or the more recent sovereigns of Isslam, any monarch hath ever 
assigned to minister or peer that influence over his government, and 
the domestic concerns of his family, which was enjoyed by Yaheva, 
and his sous; and after all, that it should have terminated so deidor- 
ably ? 

A variety of reasons have, how ever, been assigned for the disgrace 
- an! ^ ^dn oi this celebrated family. And first of all, the protracted 
period of their ascendancy ; for, when a person has continued long 
in the management of affairs, it is observed, that he will unavoida¬ 
bly have created a number of enemies, because it is impossible to 
pic use 11 ic w hoi e WOr Id, A wa re Of this result, Y * h eya beso u ght bis 
discharge from office, and was disappointed. As another circum¬ 
stance which contributed to the fall of the race of Ibtrmek, it is 
Mated, that there lived at Itakfcah, a person called Mahommcd the 
so ol Faith, so rimmed Aim llnbbeia, delated to the family of the 
prophet, ami not less distinguished for his pious and blameless life, 
than for Ids capacity and literary attainments. % such considers 
tions he W become u kind of oracle with the people; but uufbr- 
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naUly receiving some offence from Yaheya, ho resented (be injury 
by impeaching him to the Khalif, as -/profligate and abandoned 
/endicist. “ JJow,” said he in the letter which he addressed to

“of Yaheya the son ofK haled, his sons, and the other branches of his 
“ family, deeply polluted as they are by the principles of Ztndicism, 
* 4 and infidelity in its most pernicious form ?*’ To this malevolent 
accusation \ a hey a was no stranger, a [though lie seemed to treat it with 
silent contempt, until one day that Martin pointedly interrogated 
him, as to what he thought of the character of Mahommcd the son of 
Laiib. “ Me is my lord," then replied Y a hey a on his part, -‘an 
" hypocritical miscreant, not less to he reprobated for the depravity 
“ol his principles, than for the pernicious doctrines by- which he has 
“contrived to seduce the minds of the people ; a base and malignant 
“slanderer, without faith and without religion in any shape." In 
the same strain he proceeded further to delineate the character of his 
accuser, until he produced at last, in the inind of Martin, that impres¬ 
sion to Ins disadvantage, which terminated in the confinement of his 
person. 1 lie accusation cun tinned to operate, nevertheless, in the 
recollection of the Khafif; the religious persuasion of the family of 
Bannck became with hint from henceforward the subject of perpetual 
inquiry ; and the impressions w hich were already accumulating in his 
mind to their prejudice, derived additional force from the information 
which ht received on that subject from such as were unfavorably 
disposed towards Ids minister. 

Another circumstance which is described to have ini penciled the 
attachment, or integrity, of Yaheya and his family in the opinion of 
their sovereign, is the following. We have already noticed the 
manner ' n u 'hieh ^ nheya, the son of Abdullah the JIiisseynitc, w r In> 
had revolted in IVhristan against the authority of Martin, was pre¬ 
sided upon through the intervention of Fazzel, to commit himself 
to his protection ; the reception of that insurgent at Baghdadi, and 
his subsequent seizure and imprisonment,' Hamit, not possessing on 
Utis occasion su ill cieitt confidence in any one but Jaud'cr, committed 
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a. If. im. tlie nnfortuuntc captive to lus custody, with o particular charge to 
A. D. ana. adopt the strongest precautions against the possibility of lib escape. 
TtmUi Yaheya comilined under this species of restraint for some time ; until 

one evening that he contrived to interest in his favor the compassion 
of his keeper. “Alas Jaufler/* exclaimed he, “knowing whose 
“descendant I am, independent of any other claim to thy respect, 
“ canst thou thus consent to he an accomplice in mvdeath ? .Reflect 
“ also on the solemn treaty, by which alone I was persuaded to lav 
“ myself at the mercy of those, who have so basely violated their 
“engagements with me.* 1 “ 1'rom this moment," replied Jalifter, 

41 thou art at liberty ; go where thou wilt: and 1 will be responsible 
“to Rashid.” Yaheva accordingly made his escape; but as the 
circumstance became known to Fazzel, the Khalil’s chamberlain, be 
immediately reported ir to Ida master, whose patience on discovering 
the truth of the report is something remarkable. The next day, 
w hile engaged at his repast, l iic Khalif, with an appearatice of indif¬ 
ference, demanded of Jan Her how matters stood with his prisoner. 
Jim Her replied that he was, as lie had been directed to be, in close 
and rigorous confinement. “By ray bead and existence is it so/* 
*iaid 11 ariln. with a serious air: after a moment’s pause, Jauftbr ven¬ 
tured to acknow ledge that he could not presume to stake the sacred 
person of lus sovereign to a falsehood. That knowing him to be a 
just and innocent man, the descendant of his prophet, and the kins* 
man of his master, bis heart had melted for .lie unhappy prisoner; 
arid in short, that lie had suffered him to make his escape. Disarm- 
Wing his indignation, liar tin professed- to approve of what he hid 
done; telling him that he had only anticipated his own intentions 
and that it was a proof that their minds were true to the same 
impulse. But though he concealed Jus displeasure in silence, it 
only sunk the deeper into his heart. 

That which however appears to have sealed the destruction of this 
highly distinguished family was the follow mg circumstance. Harftn had

.he had never failed to soften by her intrwtics, whom she had ft/ 

fluently withheld from urging Ho* extremities against his declared 
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mireeasor, which she equally dreaded to contemplate whatever might 
be the result. These good offices, so essential to his preservation, 
were not forgotten by l inrun on bis accession to the throne. He 
distinguished Abbasah by tbc highest marks of favor; she became 
the deposi tary of all his secrets, the associate of Ida convivial enjoy¬ 
ments j and in short, of all the world, the most intimate in his confi¬ 
dence and regard. Of that social circle, to which the Khalit's 
sister, with many more of the loveliest females in the imperial family, 
w-ere generally admitted, Jaufler, on the voluntary seclusion of his 
brother, had become a constant attendant, lint finding himself at 
length considerably embarrassed by the presence of Abbasah, he 
began to apprehend that some time or other, cither by words or looks, 
he might be betrayed into some error fatal to hrs peace. He there¬ 
fore, like bis brother, determined for the future to decline these 
dangerous interviews. The Khalif was not long a stranger to his 
motives, and he surprised him one day with a proposal to make 
Abbasah his wife, cm condition that lie would engage never to see 
her but in his presence: never to come in contact with her person, 
or to claim any of those privileges usual with man and wife ; that 
alone excepted of sitting in the same circle with her. To these con¬ 
ditions J null'cr submissively subscribed, and Abbasah became accord¬ 
ingly his bride. They met as usual, mid at a respectable distance 
conversed together in the presence of llnnm. But Abbasah happened 
to be one of the most beautiful women in the palace of the Khelau- 
fut, and J an tier was himself a very handsome and accomplished man. 
The result is not diliicolt to foresee. They contrived to meet where 
llaruii was not an associate of their interviews, and Jauffer s wife 
became the mother of a boy. The infant was privately conveyed to 
Mckkah, there to be brought up in charge of two faithful female 
attendants, lint about a twelve month afterwards, in a quarrel with 
one of her maids, Abbasah, without adverting to consequences, struck 
her; and the girl in a fit of resentment, found means to disclose the 
dangerous secret of the child, to him, of all the world, from whom it 
was most necessary that it should be concealed. HanVn removed the 
revengeful female from the service of Abbasah, and placing her 
immediately among the women of his own hStrain, charged her to 
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Ah M* ina forbear from cftBYcftincr on the subject with any one* adding 
- r [>J ltfi ~ : lilts circumstance to tlie other argute cuts of displeasure with which 
J-lnMi hilI miijj was now become sufficiently exasperated against the 
’ wKole family. In the mean time _be contrived to ascertain the- 
retreat of Yaheya, the Hu$seynite, who had sought an asvlum in 
Khofassaun; where Ally the son of tissareceived timely instructions 
to adopt the necessary measures for seizing and Securing his person. 

The aversion of Moran was by this time immovably confirmed 
against every individual of the family of his once favorite minister- 
Hoth he and his son Jauffer, in particular, were become equally 
odious to their sovereign. And the aged statesman receiving in his 
intercourse with the Khalil, daily proofa of this unfavorable change 
tu his prejudice, in vain attempted to address him, to iutreat his jut- 
mission on the subject of retiring from office, Marin continued to 
temporize with him, until Yaheya the llhsseyi.it. , being torn from 
his retreat in Khorassaun by Ally the sou of Eissn the tyrannical 
governor of that province, was conveyed under proper security to 
liukkali, and there in. mediately put to death: mid the apprehensions 
of Harfui being thus laid at rest on that j-oi.it, he no longer defaced 
to bung ins account w ith the race of Uarmek to a dose, h, the fat 
ter end of one hundred and eighty-si y* he was engaged on another 
pilgrimage to Mckkah, in which he took care that Yaheya the minister 
mnl his four sons should ail of them attend him. At '.Mekkah „ hen 
be had absolved himself of the obligations connected with timbered 
visit, he caused the infant child ofAbbapah to be brought before him. 
Ife was struct with the singular beauty of the little innocent, and 
wit], the strong resemblance which it bore tu item other. Nevertlre 
less he determined that it should die. But considering 0 n calmed 
reflection that this helpless innocent was unconscious of offence it 
wan for the present spared* 


On Im Return from Mekkah, Mamn availed lumselfof some oeea 
StOU 0r ° tlier a l»It Of three days at a station near Anbaur 

on t ,, rtvt-r EupblWcs. On the last of those days, he invited the

h.uing caressed them with an appearance of extraordinary- cordiality

the customary dresses of honor. Similar marks of extraordinary kind¬ 
ness wrre bestowed upon their father Y alley a; so that the alarms 
which had been recently awakened in their minds were, by these 
means, >n a great measure dispelled. When they assembled at 
afternoon prayers, Martin observed to Jauffer, with his usual famili¬ 
arity, that he was determined that night to enjoy himself without 
restraint in the society of his women ; and that he should only dis¬ 
pense with his attendance on the express condition that he should 
be similarly employed, Jauffer retired to his quarters, and the 
Khalil'withdrew, ns he said Jie should, to the apartments of Ins 
women, and betook himself to his habitual indulgence in wine. In a 
little time he sent one of his domestics to inquire if Jauffer was 
engaged in the same harmless dissipation. Finding that such was 
not the case, the attendant appeared again with a message from 
Hanoi, urging him by the life of his master, to imilate his example 
without further delay ; for that liis wine seemed deprived of all its 
Zi-st, until he knew that Ids faithful Jsniffer partook in the same 
enjoyments, Jauffer felt himself, at the same time, unaccountably 
alarmed, and averse to such it gratification; anil reluctantly with¬ 
drawing to his chandler, called for the exhilarating beverage. It hap¬ 
pened that he was attended by a favorite blind minstrel, of the name 
of Bouzgaur, to whom, after a few goblets, he could not forbear from 
communicating his apprehensions. The minstrel treated them as 
merely imaginary; roused his master to banish them from his thoughts, 
and resume Ins usual cheerfulness. But Jauffer further declared, 
that he found it impossible to dispel the uneasiness which seemed to 
haunt him. About the hour of evening prayer, another messenger 
arrived from If trim with a present of nuts and sweetmeats for Jauffer* 
ns n relish to his wine, from his ow n table. 

When midnight eninr, Martin quitted the apartments of his women, 
and withdrew to his own. Calling tor Messrour the eunuch, 
his favorite and confidential domestic, he directed him to convey 
Jauffer to bis tent; where he w as, without further preliminary, to 
strike off the head of that distinguished minister, and lay it in his 
presence. Mcssrour proceeded accordingly, and catering the apart¬ 
ment while Bouzgaur was singing some Arabic verses, stood sudden- 
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A. H. tflfi. \y at the bead of Jauffer, who started involuntarily at hh apprarane<?i 
f• Pi The eunuch told him that he was summoned to attend the Khalit*. 

TunUi Juuffer requested to know where he was to find him; and was 

t ' r ^* informed that he had just left the apartments of the women, and 

retired to his own. He then in treated that he might he permitted to 
withdraw for a moment to speak to the women of his family ; this 
last indulgence was withheld, Messrour observing, that any instruc¬ 
tions which he had to communicate, might as well lie delivered 
where lie was. This lie was accordingly constrained to do, attar 
which he accompanied Messrour to his tents, on entering which) 
the latter immediately drew his sword. Jan tier demanded that the 
Khalir s i nstructions might be exp Ini nod to him; and when this was com¬ 
plied with, cautioned the eunuch to beware how he carried into ex¬ 
ecution an order, which had evidently been given under the influ¬ 
ence of wine and inebriety, lest when their sovereign should be 
restored to his recollection, it might be followed by unavailing repen¬ 
tance and remorse, 1 le further implored, hy the memory of their 
past friendship, that ue would return to the KhnJtf’s presence, and 
squire his final commands. Messrour yielded to these in treaties, 
and appeared before Harun, whom he found in the situation in 
which lie had left him, expecting his return, “Is this the head of 
“ J suffer ? demanded Mamin, “ Jauftcr is at the door, my lord,” 
replied Messrour with some trepidation; “1 wanted not.JaufFer,” said 
the tyrant sternly, “ 1 wanted his heath” Thu was conclusive of 
the fate ot the unhappy favorite. Messrour immediately withdrew, 
nml returned with the head ot J suffer, which was now bid at ike 
fuel ot Ill'll ungrateful master. lie was then directed hy Harun to 
keep that head hy Idm, until he should receive his further orders. In 
the mean time, he was enjoined to proceed without delay andsecy re the 
persons of V alieya, his three sons, Fazzel, Mahommed, and Mnssa, 
and his brother Mahommed the son of K ha led ; all of whom he 
was immediately to convey to his quarters, and place under res¬ 
traint, seizing, without distinction, every article of property which 
v onged to them. These vindictive commands were carried into 
immediate and rigorous execution. The head of Jauffer was dis¬ 
patched the next day to be suspended to a gibbet, on the bridge o£ 
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Baduhul, as a memorial perhaps to the licentious inhabitants i after A. H, liar, 
v hich Karim continued his journey to Uakkali, A, 1 ?. «ua. 

Stripped of all tlieir wealth and honors, Yahcya and his brother 'l^rikli 
M .illumined were condemned to languish under all the severities of 
the most rigorous confinement, until the former perished in his 
prison: when the survivor, whose estimable qualities were not inferior 
to those of any of his family, and w hose irreproachable mid blameless 
life was proof against every accusation of guilt, received his enlarge* 
merit. The oilier members of the race of Barmrk remained in 
custody, under every ciifcurn:-tanec of distress and deprivation, until 
the whole of tlieir agents and dependants were properly secured ; 
not one who had ever, in any shape, been concerned with them 
being suffered to escape. The three . arriving sons of Y a hey a, 
lutyzi-I, Mahoinmed, and aIussb, were then conducted to the presence 
©fHarun, when he ordered them to be butchered before his eyes. 

The infant children ofFaxzel and Jauffcr, with all their kindred, 
were condemned to share their fate ; nor was a single individual of 
the whole family, Muhontmed the sou of Khaled alone excepted, 
destined to escape this furious and exterminating sweep. 

The execution of Jsuffer Huiinckkv, which commenced this 
memorable mariitestation of the effects of a tyrant's displeasure, and 
which has been described wii.li some variation by different authors, is 
Stated to have taken place, near AnUiur, on Saturday night, the first 
©f Sulfur, of the year one hundred and eighty seven.* He this however 
as it may, the cold blooded and deliberate cruelty of HarCm on the 
occasion has deservedly exposed Ins memory to the odium and execration 
of posterity. And vet those w ho reproach him the most, appear to 
allow that, if the story of his sister had not been interwoven in the 
piece, there were some circumstances to be considered, by which he 
might perhaps have been justified in alt he did. But, say they, 
when that melancholy fact intrudes itself into the relation, every 
circumstance connected ■with it, scetus to recoil to his own dishonor. 

Had he conducted himself with a common degree oi patience or 
moderation, the story would have been forgotten with the ordinary 
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A, IT. iB7. occurrences of ilir day: it would have been known, perhaps, only 
A ' to a few of Ills contemporaries, Whereas by the self-degradation 

'Ltriiili which attended the art, and the extreme rigor to which lie carried 
IVLi-j, vengeance, it will be propagated from one to another to the end 
of time; it will be read and recognized as something the very 
reverse of what should distinguish the conduct of the man of prudence 
and sound discretion. And in truth, it is observed that, on the 
ex term) nation of the Barmecides, the affairs of Jlarun fell into 
immediate and irretrievable confusion. Treason, revolt, and rebellion 
assailed him in different parts of the empire. Me felt himself from 
disease unequal to the cares of government; and he expiated, by a 
tardy end unavailing regret, his unfeeling cruelty to the lamented 
race of Barmck. 

KliolauMut- To conclude this sketch of the splendid career, and miserable 
ulnililidur. catastrophe, ofu family so celebrated, perhaps we may be permitted 
to introduce, without an apology, the following observation derived 
from another sourc- * Among the extraordinary occurrences which 
it has fallen to my lot to transcribe, says the author of the work to 
which we refer, that which lam about to mention Is perhaps, not 
thfe least singular, or deserving our consideration. On some occa- 
fiion or other, a certain historian relates, that he had an opportunity 
of consulting a register or memorandum of Hanbo rash id's expenditure. 
In this, under a single date, he found recorded an article of that 
monarch’s munificence to Jenifer the son of Y alley a, that patron of 
excellence alone, which in gold and sliver, in rich apparel and car* 
petins:, spices, and perfumes, amounted to the value of thirty million a 
ol dirhems.* This may enable us to form some conception of the 
extent of HarAu’s liberality to this distinguished family, while they 
enjoyed the sun-shine of his favor, Alas! continues the same his¬ 
torian, in the very next page, I could not but remark, that the 
comparatively trilling sum of fourteen dinaurs, anil half a dauukah.t 
* 8 lJ di ccd to prov i de the bitumen and com bu s t i blcs, uecessary to cons 11 me 

the bones of the same Jauifer, so long and ignominiousiy suspended 
to a gibbet at Baghdad. 

•At lilt cnlcuJmlgri, 1 ) 87 , 400 /, 
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Wf- arc already apprized of the method adopted by Ally the 
Jdaliamte, to avert the punishment due to fits tyranny and exactions 
in the government of K borassaiin. The variety and splendour of the 
presents with which t on that occasion, he contrived to disarm the 
justice of Ilarfin, seem not loss to have excited his astonishment. 
Of his minister, Y alley a, some time Imfore Ids disgrace, he had accord¬ 
ingly demanded with an air of reproach, where they had hitherto 
contrived to conceal the wealth of K horassaun; of that province which 
hod been committed for so many years to the management of his 
sons? That virtuous statesman told him, without disguise,that the 
riches which appeared to dazzle the attention of Ms sovereign, were 
the property of his subjects, wrested from them by the violence of 
their governor; and that if fie could conceive his master so dis¬ 
posed, it would not he difficult to produce him twice as much from the 
opulent inhabitants alone, of any single city in his dominions. 
The hint however produced no impression upon Hard ft, Ally was 
sent buck to bis government with uu diminished powers ; and re mov¬ 
ing the seat ofhis authority to BJdkh, he proceeded to decorate tlmt 
city with his numerous palaces: and on the lands in the neighbourhood^ 
1V Inch he had forcibly taken from the proprietors, he laid the foun¬ 
dation of the extensive and contiguous village of Ally-abad, A 
conti riu a nee oi the same oppressive and arbitrary proceedings, 
produced troni the inhabitants of Khorassaun fresh complaints 
against the tyranny of their oppressor: their agent representing to 
Jlurun on this occasion, that his lieutenant had accumulated such 
enormous wealth by Ids exactions, as to make it a serious question, 
w bet her he would not even treat an order of recal from his sovereign 
with contempt anti defiance. Inconsequence of these representations 
the Khalit proceeded in person to Itey, or Ksti, having previously dis- 
dispat died.in order to require the attendance of the go vernorofKhoras- 
sann. The latter again put in practice the expedient from which he 
had before derived so much advantage. He hastened to meet his 
sovereign at Rey, and by sacrificing to the monarch, and the principal 
members oi his court, a part of the fruit of bis numerous exactions, 
once more succeeded in eluding the punishment due to his crimes : 
and he was again suffered to return to his government with impunity. 
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A.H.m-iM. Subsequent to his journey to Rey on this occasion, according to 
A. i>. aoa-aos. the authority, which at present serves to guide us, we are to notice 
Turilih t ] ie hostilities in which Haruti was engaged with the Greek emperor, 
Icbr_>. ^Xicepboriisl.) who probably took advantage of his absence, to make 
some threatening movements towards the territory of the Mosslems. 
With an army of one hundred thousand men, II a rim advanced to 
oppose and punish the aggression; and in a triumphant campaign, 
during w hich he is said to have reduced no small number of the 
principal towns of his antagonist, he succeeded in compelling him to 
a treaty of peace; by which the representative of the Caesars engaged 
himsdf to pay to the Mussulman an annual tribute of three hundred 
thousand dinaurs,* and to abstain for the future from encroaching on 
his frontier. On the faith of this engagement, Haruu had withdrawn 
Into western Irak; but the cold season setting in with unusual 
severity, and the Greek emperor conceiving unfortunately that the 
troops of the Khclaufut would be unable to brave the w inter snows 
of Mount Taurus, perfidiously broke the treaty, and again assailed 
the Maliomtncdan boundary. Nevertheless, on intelligence of this 
wanton violation ofengagements, 1 Unin immediately retraced his steps; 
anti In the territory of the Greek, signalized his vengeance by the 
Capture and destruction of many of his noblest cities. The aggres¬ 
sor was compelled to renew the treaty not improbably on terms of 
aggravated humiliation, while the victorious Martin was thus enabled 
to revisit his capital of Rakkali, with additional triumph. But 
wherefore he received the appellation of l.ejftje, or litigious, which 
is conferred upon him on this occasion, we do uot immediately com¬ 
prehend ; unless indeed, as would better accord with circumstances, 
the term might he equally understood to imply the cotifoundrr. 
The hostilities thus transiently noticed, have, at the same time, 
been referred, by oilier authorities,! to the year one hundred and 
ninety; when the revolt of Rauflia the son of Lai th, the grandson 
of Nusser Scyaur, at Samarkand, threatening to extend itself into 
Khorassaun, seemed in that quarter to have created sufficient 
employment for the attention of Haniti. At all events, this is a 
' subject to which the course of the narrative now conducts us,

£ul person, this man, the descendant of so celebrated a grands ire, is 
accused of having devoted himself for the most part to the seducing 
society of women, and the no less enervating indulgence of a habit 
of drinking, hi his intercourse with the other sex, he happened to 
contract a violent attachment for the wife of Yalieya the son of Aishs 
auth, whose father was the Moulai, or freed mail of Horun, The 
lady, as an expedient to absolve herself from her present connubial 
engagement, was prevailed upon, bv the advice of her paramour, to 
profess a temporary apostacy from her religion ; and having thus 
qualified herself for a divorce, she again recanted, and was iinmedi* 
ately espoused by the son of Laith, An account of the scandalous 
transaction being however conveyed to Harun, that prince transmit¬ 
ted his orders to the governor of Khorassaun, to inflict some ade¬ 
quate punishment upon Rauffia the son of Laith; to commit him to 
prison ; and to separate him from his adulterous wife, whom he was to 
expose through the streets of Samarkand, with her then blackened, 
and riding upon an ass. The execution of these orders devolved 
upon Suit man the sou of Nam id, the subordinate governor of Samar¬ 
kand, who accordingly imprisoned RanIRa, and took from him the 
woman ; but forbore to indict any further punishment or disgrace 
upon the offenders. Shortly afterwards Rauffia escaped from his 
prison, and dime to BulkU ; where he contrived to conceal himself. 
Until Ally the son of Eissa w'as prevailed upon, by some means or 
Other, to gram him his pardon, lie then returned to Samarkand ; 
hut finding that he could not, otherwise, openly contract himself to 
the object of his passion, he entered into a conspiracy with some 
persons clandestinely disaffected to the government, and putting S ft li¬ 
man the soil 11 km id to death, became complete master of the city; 
the whole of the inhabitants immediately uniting in support of the 
usurpation. The revolter availed himself of the earliest moment of 
power to announce his reunion to the woman of his affection. 

The lieu tenant of Khorassaun, whose intolerable tyranny, together 
with the multiplied extortion of his agents, had greatly contributed 
to hasten the insurrection, first dispatched his son iiissa, with a 
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com potent force to ml nee the Samarkandians to their duty i but tut 
those troops were defeated* and their commander killed by Itauliia 
at the head of the insurgents, he found it at last necessary to march in 
person into Tran sox ian a, where lie experienced a similar discomfiture 
though he contrived to escape with disgrace and loss to Merft. The 
insurrection had by this time extended to Bilk h, where the inhabitants 
had risen, and massacred the deputy of the Malmn ite, and plundered his 
palace, with that of his father* The insurgents declared at the same 
time, that although they disclaimed, And would oppose the author¬ 
ity of Ally the son of tissa, their attachment to liar fin continued 
unimpaired. 1 hey accordingly dispatched an express to announce to 
that prince the situation of affairs, and to explain to him without 
disguise, that, though they conceived the rccal of his lieutenant 
indispensably necessary, he was become so formidable in his resources 
oJ men and treasure, that the most dangerous resistance was to he 
expected; unless the measure was brought about with as much 
mildness, and as little appearance of violence as possible. 

When these advices were communicated to Harun, he was 
immediately convinced of the necessity of at once guarding against 
such an untoward contingency, and of affording redress to the injur¬ 
ies* oi his people; and lie appears to have proceeded on the occasion 
with unusual and singular ciremuspetftion. lie scut for the veteran 
ilarethnuih, and announced to him that ha was about to employ 
him on a service of great importance; the success of which depended 
so much on inviolable secrecy, that if he suspected even the shirt 
tijxm his body to be aware of it, he was immediately to cyst it off. 
After awaking his attention by this curious preliminary, the Kbalif 
proceeded to inform him that, though it was for cogent reasons 
to be kept a profound secret, he was going to send him at the head 
of an army to take possession of the government of Khorassatm : and 
as there existed some apprehension, if the design transpired, that 
Ally the son of Eissa might be induced to forsake his allegiance, 
mid oppose his march, he was to circulate among the army a°report 
that he was proceeding to the assistance of that chief, in the war in 
which he was engaged, with Rauffia the son of L&th, and the 
insurgents in Soghdiium; that he was to write to Ally the sou of 
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F.issa a letter announcing, that such was the design? and that lie H, ino, 
was not to furnish the slightest inti motion of the truth, until he 
arrived at Merii. lie iv as then to secure the person of this obnoxious 
governor ; to seize all oifiiis property that he could lay hands on, and ‘" 
send it to court. After which he was to detain him with fetters on 
Ilia logs, while proclamation was made that all those who had suffered 
by his exactions might have an opportunity, by the necessary proofs, 
to establish their claim to restitution ; which, if he presumed to 
withhold, he was to be further put to the torture, until the fruits of 
his unjust and inqititons spoliations, should have been taken from 
him to the very last article. 

Further to disguise the object which he had in view, the Kind if 
summoned an assembly of the people, to whom lie explained in 
detail, the si tuition of Samarkand, and the rebellious proceedings of 
the sou of Laith ; and that in consequence of this rebellion, and of 
an application front Ally tlie Mahan i to, fora reinforcement of troops, 
he was about to dispatch to his assistance a powerful division of his 
army, the eommnnd of which be destined for his servant Hlrethtnab* 

Tie next auihomed that general to make a selection of twenty thou¬ 
sand men from the flower of his troops, which, by the letters to the 
Malianite, lie gave him to understand, were 1 in mediately to proceed 
to bis assistance. In the inrun time, fn order that the circumstance 
might continue to all but themselves an entire secret, the Kbaiif 
drew up for Hatethmab >n his own hand writing, his commission for 
the government of Khorassnnn, With the commission he also wrote 
three letters. One addressed to the troops of tlie province, railing 
upon them to put themselves under the orders of Jlaretlimah ; ano¬ 
ther to the inhabitants in general, to the same purpose ; and the third 
to Ally the son of lAssa, charging him to resign his authority, to the 
person whom he had sent to supersede him. The latter was conceived 
in the following terms. “ Thou sou of a profligate mother I after all 
41 that 1 have done for thee; alter raising tlrefe from an obscure soldier 
“of my guards', to authority and eminence; after conferring upon 
“ thee the important government of Khorassaah, contrary to the 
4 4 united declaration of my ministers, that it was an employment,

*mf* to a strict account of their conduct. To demand fooui’thce 
“ that properly of which thou hast unjustly despoiled the Moslems, 
‘‘ aiid to compel thee to restore to the audefers, all th.it to which 
** they shall he able to establish tlieir claim. To him therefore thou 
“wilt resign thy authority, and him at thy peril thou art to obey in 
‘■all I hut lie shall tell thee." i'hcse letters, together with ids com¬ 
mission, were put into the lands of HuretLined,, who proceeded in 
due lime on Ins march into K horasaaun. liut to prevent the possi¬ 
bility of connivance, or of collusion between these two powerful 
generals, the expedition was accompanied by Aim in, or as he 
has been otherwise called, Redja, one of I Iaiin’s confidential domes- 
tics; who was employedusabridle, or check, upon the proceeding 
of Uareilimah. 

flaving advanced to the other side of JU>y, or Rai, llirethmah no 
longer delayed to write, ashe Imd betu iustyjctcd to do, to apprize 
the Mali spite that lie was coining, by the orders of their sovereign, 
w ith a powerful reinforcement to his aid. On his arrival at Noyeha- 
phr, he stationed one of Iris oil leers, with a eousidembl- garrison, in 
commandof that city, instructing him however to give it out in the 
neighborhood that lie was immediately to follow his general; never- 
the less he was not to quit that station until he was assured that he 
had entered Mcrfl. Iltothmah proceeded pext to Serklics 
and ultimately to Meni, without experiencing the smallest 
opposition; the Mahauite very peaceably appearing at the o,itcs of 
that city to receive him. The two chiefs entered the town together 
tm.st amicably, vying with each other in mutual concessions of pre¬ 
cedence and respect: and in this friendly kind of contest they 
con tinned until they reached the palace of government, into which 
they both retired ; the troops of U&rethmah remaining however on 
^orn im-k, without quitting their saddles. When they had partake 
togctbiT of the repast which bad been provided for them, the Ulhnu 
aCCt>Stetl kl$ * ucst w,lh » proposal that, uuw they were in a con- 
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Teiiiont place, they might as well enter upon the business which had 
brought him to Alert. « The commander of the faithful," observed 
Haretlimail, “ hath charged me with a letter which 1 am to deliver 
** thee.” Then calling him on one side, with his secretary * he drew 
from his bosom the letter of lliirun, Which ho now presented to him. 
1 he Mahanite unclosed the important packet, apparently without 
P‘ rt urbaition ; but when he cast his eyesi n the appellation of Rbeu 
id/milrilull,offspring of an impure mother, by which he was addressed 
at the head of the letter, a sudden tremor seized his hands. He 
summoned hnwevcrstifficjent resolution to peruse it through; only 
remarking, with some bitterness, that the opprobMous epithet applied 
to him was hut too justly merited, since he had suffered himself to 
bo thus tamely surprised, under his own roof, in a milliner that was 
done worthy of the most profligate and abandoned Has* of society ; alter 
" ^ ^signed hims( h without thcslightest resistance to. his bonds. 

The person.of his predecessor thus qutetiv secured, Hfcrethmah 
proceeded without delay to execute the further commands of his 
sovereign; which, with titled cheerfulness and gratitude, both the 
tn»ops cuul inhabitants of the province hastened to obey. In the 
cathedral foosque of Mcrft, day after day, was the Mahanite com* 
polled before the whole people, to attend with fetters on his legs, 
until entire restitution had been made to every individual who had 
suffered from Ins unjust mid tyrannical exactions. After all, there 
remained, as we shall see by and by, a prodigious surplus, to he con¬ 
veyed to the imperial exchequer. in the mean time, while 
Harethmah was empJoyed in enforcing justice against this degraded 
proconsular, the affairs ol Run Ilia acquired at Samarkand a most 
formidable ascendancy ; the whole of M&uwerunneher, the country 
beyond the Ojtua so called, having now united to acknowledge his 
authority. 'I he new governor ofKhornssauu tbcrelbte conceived tt 
imprudent to adventure beyond the Jeyhuu, where Ids orders were 
set at nought; and he contented himself accordingly for the present, 
with writing to acquaint his master, with this adverse posture of 
things. It was on such a report, that ILirun cow determined to 
proceed in person into Khorassaun. 
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A W, im im. We sire now brought to the concluding year of the reign of this

in the course of one hundred and ninety-two, is stated to have occa¬ 
sioned an extraordinary degree of perturbation In the mind of 
llarun ; and winch the author of that history professes to Mute ill 
the words ofJebreil the soil of Yekshua, or Joshua, the chief physi¬ 
cian of that ]H Slice, The physician was in attendance at Rakknh on 
the person of his sovereign; and repairing our morning as usual to the 
presence, to make the customary inquiry into his health, found the 
Khalif labouring uiukr evident and extreme discomposure of mind, 
Tckjhsh.ua, with the necessary submission, proceeded to hi treat that the 
cause of this apparent disquietude might be explained to him, in 
order that, if it arose from bodily ailment, all the skill ;of which 
he was master, uji.aht be exerted to remove it; but if it was occasi¬ 
oned by any circumstanve of public misfortune 035 disappointment, 
lie culled upon him to divest himself of an over anxious solicitude; 
for that heaven would doubtless vindicate him against all the 
malicious designs of his enemies. The Khalif told him in reply, that 
the uneasiness which had attracted his observation was not occasi¬ 
oned by either of the rircuinstances to which lie alluded, but by a 
fearful dream which had occurred to him the night before. The 
physician then, embracingt he tectofh is master, endcavou red to con? i nee 
him of the inutility, or absurdity, of suffering himself to be so much 
depressed, by that which could be nothing more than an ordinary result 
of the fumes of indigestion," “ Whatever was the cause" said I lurun, 
41 1 u HI describe to thee what presented itself to my imagination, 
** Me thought I perceived an arm suddenly extend itself from beneath

osWp, hiis thoughts w ere engaged on the state of KhoraBsacm, and kbfirii.i* M |. 
the rebellious proceedings of Rauffia the son Laith ; the Khalif uUktll,,lirj 
acknowledged that so far, he was not mistaken in hi* conjecture 
1 In- physician then prescribed to him, to devote the day to mirth and 
pleasures assuring him that these melancholy impressions would by 
such ait expedient, lip possibly dispelled. Uaritn availed himself of his 
nth ire ; gave directions lor some splendid entertainment, and after a 
short time the dream was altogether forgotten. 

The dispatches of Haretbmah, to which we bare recently luid 
occasion to allude, had amounted to Hariin that, after possessing Tarikli Teliy, 
hi nisei I of the whole of Mauweruuncher, the jus urgent ItnuJha had 
since advanced front Samarkand, and established himself at Bokhara ; 
which seems to have ultimately decided the K hah fin his resolution 
to proceed in person intoK horassaun. For that purpose, about the 
middle of one hundred and trinity.two, he left Kakkah, and came to 
Baghdad. Here he disclosed liis design oflenving Mnhomnied A mein 
in the government; furnishing him with abundant admonition to 
administer strict justice to the people, and to the army, which ho should 
consvin to his care. His other son Kaussem, entitled Miitrmmen, 
he dispatched to AlossAl, to superintend the territory allotted to him 
m that quarter, in his former distribution of the empire. But with 
respect to MamAu, his first born, though not his favorite son, that 
young prince had created for himself a most able and prudent coun* 
sellor, in his Muwiai, or freedman, Faxzel the son of Solid ; whom 
fiom origitud magi an ism, lie had, by his own exertions converted to 
tin doctrines ot the Korku. By this person, wli© was become the 
secretary of Ins master, Mamun was ur^cd to solicit his father’s per¬ 
mission to accompany him ; “if once yon suffer your father to 
“ depart without you, I can venture to predict,” said Fazzel, “that 
*■ lie will exclude you from jour inheritance.” In concurrence with 
these suggestions, MSmulu solicited and obtained his father’s consent 
to accompany the expedition. 

At this period Harftn had been attacked by some lingering 
disorder, vv hick appears to have baffled the skill of his ablest physil 
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A.H. insist, elan, the Yekhshua recently mentioned, who was: probably * 

A. 1?. n.:"4so». j eWt j n these circumstances lie is sail to have f lisp, itched from 
Tuikli Neherwaun, and by the Arabian or sea ofOnunnn, an envoy, accoin- 
panied with numerous presents, into I lind&staun ; to represent lo the 
monarch of that country, with whom he was probably in correspon¬ 
dence, that with a distant journey to perform, he was afflicted by 
a cruel and painful malady; and to request as a particular favor, that 
his physician Munch bah* (or Rome such name) mkrht be sent to 
attend him into Kbontssauu ; promising, on the faith of a prince, 
that he should he permitted to return to his country, iifi mediately 
on his arrival at llalkh. In due time the Indian physician arrived 
in compliance with this request; and having prescribed to his tin peri¬ 
od patient, with considerable success, the latter ton ml himself 
sufficiently recovered to proceed, through the passes of 1 fiihvaun» 
to the station of Kcnmmsbrihan, From this place, after causing 
the army to acknowledge afresh their allegiance to Mam fin, ho 
sent that prince with a considerable part of his force, on towards 
Khorassaun; with instructions to proceed to Meru, in which ho 
was to establish ids head quarters; and from thence to detach 
llaieflhmab across the Jevhun. to give battle to Kauffia and the 
insurgents of Mauweninneher. fie, at the same time, gave his ser¬ 
vant Fnzzel, the son of Sbhel, the appointment of Vomrit to the 
young prince, Mumiin accordingly hastened to Meru, and in con¬ 
formity to his father’s commands, sent Harethmah to combat the 
enemies of his authority on the other side the Ox us. 

Not long afterwards Hu run proceeded toRcy ; from thence to Kou¬ 
miss, and ultimately to (*urgnu,or.) urjan j where his complaint, though 
by no means entirely removed, is still represented to have assumed 
a favorable appearance. At the same place the iniquitous and de¬ 
graded governor of KJiorassaun was conducted to Ids presence, with 
the fruits of his accumulated extortions; amounting in specie only, 
and gold and silver plate, to the sum of of eight millions of dirhems,* 
exclusive of the con tents of his wardrobe, and Other repositories, which 
iu linens, and rich brocade or cloth of gold, were calculated at fifteen

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hundred enrod-loads, lie was convoyed 1 >y tlm Kludif’s orders, 
tinder the same circumstances of disgrace and degi^dutiou, with tetters 
on iii' lfjrs, to Baghdad. where Mahpmmed Amejji ivjts further di- 
rectedto keep him iu close coufiDement. And hi that .state he eon- 
tin noil, until at a subsequent period, as will he seen hereafter, U 
A me in thought proper to set him at large, in the moan time the 
disorder of liarun relapsing upon him with aggravated severity, it 
Wfw recommended to him, as early as possible to remove to the city 
of Tusse, or Toosse, as possessing a more salubrious air than that 
o) (iorgan; and he accordingly arrived in the former place, iu the 
course of the month of Sufi'ur.* 

About the same period that llaruu left Gurgan on this occasion, 
Ilarethmah crossed the Jeyliim, and advanced to the gates of Bok¬ 
hara, In the neighborhood of that city he engaged nod defeated 
the insurgents, under Besbeir the son of Laitb, liio brother of their 
c 1 iH', who fell a prisoner into the hands of the conqueror. The 
unfortunate captive was immediately conveyed to Mkimu at Merfi, 
and by him forwarded to Tnsac, to receive his doom from i Inrun, who 
wlis now hastening to the concluding scene of life. When the pris- 
oner was brought into the presence of that monarch, lie Was addressed 
by him in the, bitterest terms of reproach, for the pain and incon¬ 
venience to which he had been driven by the malignant conduct of 
himself and bis brother. “Thou adversary of God,” said the Khalif, 

*■ by thy malice and of that Khaumil of a brother of thine,” whoso 
mime be thus inverted, Khauitut implying i«#r. in opposition to 
limiflk, which significs exalted, “in subverting my authority in 
*' Khoinw&iin, have 1 been compelled in the lust state of sick m ss 
"aod ilcbility, to under take this distant and painful journey, tiy 
“ him, that created Harfm, thou shalt perish by a death so dreadful 
“and exemplary, that in its agonies it shall infinitely surpass all 
“ former precedent," lie then called tor the executioner, and ordered 
him to take bis knife ami dissect the wretched prisoner, limb from 
limb. Which was accordingly done, every member and joint of his 
body being thus alternately separated, and piece by piece, to tho 
itutubm of fourteen, kid before 1 Inrun.

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The physician Yekhshua, is here again introduced to relate, that 1 
when the execution of Beatmir was over, Ilarfin foil into a swcKfla!; 
but recovering shortly afterwar's, h ■ addressed himself to that phy¬ 
sician in extreme apparent agitation, and asked him if he did not re¬ 
collect the dream which had occurred to him at Hakkah ; for his 
own part, it could not escape him, that he was now at Ttllfese; the 
very soil in which it had been predicted to him that be should find 
his grave. With this he desired his favorite domestic Sfessrour to 
bring him n sample of the native earth of the country. The faithful 
attendant brought him accordingly ivbat lie demanded ; but presenting 
it to his sovereign, with his naked arm extended, the monarch imme¬ 
diately exclaimed 11 behold the aim and the earth, preciselv ns 1 hey 
“appeared in my dream !” And the circumstance adding considerably 
to the agitation which had already taken possession oi'lii> mind, he 
survived this period only three days. 

At such a crisis his two physicians, Yekhshua and the Indian 
M&nckbah, unfortunately disputed as to the method of treating his 
complaint; and it is stated, that the consequence was some fatal mis¬ 
take, which is not explained. At all events the monarch had con¬ 
demned Yekhslitin to immediate death, but was prevailed upon by his 
mtreaik’s to spare him until the morrow. The Indian who happened 
to be present on the occasion, immediately left the apartment, anil 
told some of the attendants, with a sarcastic smile, that the monarch 
had suffered himself to he outwitted by the man of medicine : since 
as he could not survive the night, there was little to apprehend from 
the execution of tomorrow. This foreigner was at a subsequent 
period, according to promise, allowed to proceed to Balkh, mid from 
thence returned in safety to his native country. 

The death of Hartnmshid is recorded to have taken place at mid¬ 
night, on Saturday the third of the hist Junimmidy of the year one 
hundred and ninety-three* at the age of forty-five, and after possessing 
the throne of the Khalifa for a period of two and twenty years, six 
months, and seventeen days. He was buried on the spot on which 
he breathed Ids last, the same that was afterwards distinguished by 
the mausoleum oflmaum Ally Huzza- his sou Sal ah performing 
the last solemn duties over his grave,

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In his person Harun is described to have been of a fair complex ion, 
nith an engaging countenance; his hair growing in natural ringlets, 
and at the period of his dissolution beginning to turn grey. Of his 
character, the preceding pages must furnish our best illustration ; 
though his praises have been the theme of many a poet. He is 
said to have had by his different wives and women, thirteen sous 
and either four or fourteen daughters. Of his sons, three of 
whom successively swayed the.sceptre of the Khelaufut, Zobaiduh 
Was the mother of A mein, Merjan of Mantun, and Mauredalt or 
Muraudah, that of Mutaussem, After the disgrace of the faintly of 
Bamek, he had conferred the dignity of the \ izzaurut upon Fazzcl 
the son of Rabbeia, and Issmuil the son of Sebbeiah served him ;is 
private secretary. 

Of his consorts, it is almost superfluous to add, that the favorite 
and most esteemed was the celebrated Zobaiduh, the grand daughter 
of the Khalil' ul Munsur; whose transcendent graces of person and 
mind, appear to have established on unbounded influence over the 
aiJi’f 1 1 oils ot liiirni), •''lie is said to have founded, or perhaps more 
pmperlv, to have rebuilt the city of Tebreiz, otherwise Tauris. 
And, although vvr cannot immediately trace from w hence we derive 
such a tribute to her memory,* she is represented to have elsewhere 
erected numerous charitable and useful works, which she left as 
monuments ot the liberal and benevolent purposes, to which she hud 
applied the unlimited bounties of her husband ; but best of all, she 
left the imperishable fame of her virtues, as a permanent inceutivc 
to the women of the east, to emulate her glorious example.

minister FazzeL In that which ho destined for Id Mam tin, he called 
upun him to require in his behalf the allegiance of the province, and

monarch's treasure and effects, without exception. Having: ingeni~ 
ously concealed these letters in The bottom of a chest, IT Amcin 
took the person, a hom lie proposed to employ on this occasion* into 
the ret ired part of his palace, and there communicated the nature of 
the trust which he was about to confide to his discretion, lie in¬ 
struct ti liint that he was to repair to the presence of Mariln, to whom 
lii- was to represent, if interrogated on the subject, that he had been 
deputed by his son. to convey to him a daily report of the state of 
his father’s health; but that lie was in h6 circuit stance of extremity 
or coercion, to acl: now ledge that he was in charge of any letters, while 
1 Inrun was alive. 

On bis orriv.il at Tits*, where the late Khalif was then languish¬ 
ing under the disorder which terminated his existence, the agent of 
l I A mein had, as was foreseen, been rigorously scrutinized as to the 
object of bis journey; and had successfully resisted both stripes and 
the torture without a disclosure of the secrets of his trust. Being 
however set at largo on the death of llaruu, he then produced his 
letters, that for Mamun being immediately transmitted to Mem ; 
while Fazzd the son of llahbefa hastened, without loss of time, to 
secure for l l Atnritt the allegiance of the army on the spot; after 
which he dispa tchrd one of the domestics of the deceased monarch 
w ith iiis st.i if and ring, to announce to that prince at the same time 
the death of Ids lather, and the measures winch had been taken to 
establish his interest in that quarter. This intelligence was commu¬ 
nicated to IT A mein on n Wednesday* although it was not thought 
convenient to make it public until the Friday following; when he 
announced it to the assembled pcopl", inviting them at the same 
time to do him immediate homage as the sole successor to the throne 
01 the Khalits. He was seconded in this application by his uncle 
Suliman with all the desired effect; the whole of the troops and the

It Mam l'i n on his part, although sufficiently apprized of the reernt 
events, and of the measures pursued by his brother in order to appro¬ 
priate to himself the whole of what had been left by their common 
father, forbore for the present to oppose any obstacle to Ids designs; 
his attention being, to all appearance, more immediately directed to 
hasten the termination of the war, in which Uirethimh was still 
actively engaged with Kauffia and the insurgents in Soghdiana. 
Hut ilaretiimuli having carried bis victories to the gates of Samar- 
hand, the rebel chief was there, soon afterwards, closely Invested; and 
being in a short time compelled to accept of such terms as his besieger 
thought proper to dictate, was by him securely conveyed to tho 
presence of 1 J Maraiin. Studious in the mean time to establish Ill'S 
power on the firmest basis, that prince availed himself of every 
occasion, to diffuse to every part of Khorassaun the benevolent 
influence of a just and impartial government; and to set in his 
own person an example to the delegates of his authority, it was 
his daily practice, seated on a coarse carpet, to give public audience 
to liis people in the cathedral mosque of Meru ; where, surrounded 
by the most skilful lawyers and divines, he directed a considembfo 
portion of time and attention to redress the injuries and heal the 
differences of those whose destiny had been committed to ti» charge. 
In short, whether in the distribution of justice, in the regulation of 
his expenditure, or in the exercise of any other branch of administra¬ 
tion, every thing was conducted under his own personal inspection 
and con trout. He finally secured the permanent attachment of 
Khorassaun, by remitting to the inhabitants a whole year’s revenue. 
Neither was it omitted on his part to cultivate a friendly understand¬ 
ing, ip appear i nee at least, with Ul Annin; to whom hr dispatched 
*U embassy, with splendid presents in horses, arms and slaves, and all 
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that wag rare and costly, to convoy to him every outward expression V IJ. iivj, 
of repaid, if not of submission to his authority. -A- D. aw, 

Hm white his brother was ex hi hi ting this laudable texample of pood TariUl 

government in K horassaiin, l'l Amt-in at Baghdad, entirely devoted ,cUlJ '' 
to.hisamusements, and an inordinate rage for building, bad long 
?meo committed the concerns of bis people to the management of 
his minister Fazzel* from whom he had recently received such sub¬ 
stantial proofs of attachment. Of himself, L'l A mein was, however* 
little disposed to proceed to the extremity of depriving L I \lfimnu 
ol the province consipiled to him by bis father; this being a measure 
to w hich lie was only impelled by the suggestions of bis minister, 
whoso views were perhaps directed with no slight solicitude to 
screen himself, by till the methods he could devise, agmnst the 
resentment of that prince. For he had good reason to apprehend 
that, ijl I Mam iVii should ever arrive at supreme power, strict account 
won It! be required of the treasure and effects, which, contrary to 
the dying instructions of I Inrun, he had undertaken to convey to 
l 1 A mein ; and which had, it now appears, been estimated at the 
sum of one hundred millions of dirhems.* To avert therefore this 
dreaded contingency, Fazzel contrived in the first place, in the 
1\ hothah, to confine the title ol Amnir ui Mmtmi ttrl/t, nr 
sovereign of the faithful, separately to 1*1 A mein; while that 
of simple Ameir and presumptive heir to the Khehiufut* was thought 
sufficient for 1:1 Mamuu and his brother Mfttuminen; n distinction 
which was studiously extended to the legends on the coinage, 
and to the mottos usually attached to the imperial equipage. 

Having secured these preliminary arrangements, bis influence was 
next exerted to persuade bis master that since providence had be¬ 
stowed upon him a child of his own, in the infant Miissa, at this 
period only two years old, the succession ought, in natural justice* 
to descend to him in preference to all the world; because where there 
is a son, however under age, a brother's claims become as nothing. 

He therefore urged the immediate and positive exclusion of I t 
Mamin. Ll A mein objecting however the repugnance which he 
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A. n. m felt to cancel the arrangements of bis father in this respect, Fazzel 
’ <mLl . contended, that although in a moment of injudicious liberality the 
SE departed monarch miglit have been led into such an arrangement, 
it was to be recollected, that long before Mamii n had been declared his 
associate in the empire, the allegiance of the people had been required 
Jor l l A mein ; and that this previous engagement was paramount to 
all others. By these and similar arguments Ul Amein was ultimately 
brought to coincide with the views of his minister, and to adopt 
the final resolution of degrading both his brothers from authority. 
It appears to have been carried into immediate execution against 
Mutuinmcn, who was removed from Moss die to Baghdad without 
difficulty, and his government assigned to another person, in the 
early part of the year one hundred and ninety (bur.* 

A si arc of such a proceeding, it required no extraordinary sagacity 
on the part oi l l Mimun to form a pretty accurate conjecture of 
what was in agitation against himself; and lie accordingly stood 
prepared (or the event, lie was however not suffered to remain 
long in suspense. A letter w as transmitted to him in (lie name of L’l 
Amein, in which in terms which could not be misunderstood, it was 
intimated, that as the military force, for which lie was expecti d 
to provide the means of subsistence-, was comparatively small, any 
extraordinary accumulation of revenue must be to him entirely 
superfluous; while on his (L'l A mein's) side, on the contrary, with 
ft numerous army, and the splendor of the imperial dignity to 
maintain, his ex pe rices were of a magnitude which needed no exag¬ 
geration. On such grounds, lie theretore proposed that l’l Maninn 
should immediately cede over to the agents of his brother, the terri¬ 
tories of KAi, Koumiss, T«hri«teuu, and Gorgan, for the purpose of 
remitting to him the revenues of those dependencies. Furthermore 
it w as required that a person should be allowed to reside at Merit on 
tile partol l 1 Amein, in order to preserve his interests in the pro¬ 
vince unimpaired, and to keep him daily apprized of the state of 
affaire in khornaaim, To these several propositions Ul Maraiiir 
returned a decided negative; on which his brother proceeded w ith-

out further ceremony to exclude lum formally from his right to the 
succession. ' j 

On the subsequent Friday, accordingly, during the performance of 
divine worship, the name of Cl Muttum was publicly declared to he 
struck out of the K hot hah, by l l A mein; alter which, when that 
prince, with the infant Mussa on his knee, had seated himself in the 
Mcheraub, or sacred niche in the wall near the pulpit, the minister 
Jazzet arose; and with ample commendations on the character of his 
master, proceeded to state, that having openly disobeyed his brother's 
commands, and frustrated the objects of his father’s will, in with- 
holding the revenues of Kborassaun; in refusing to admit of the 
residence of ail agent at Merit ; and in usurping to hi dwell* the tilleof 
Imaum, (he sovereign of Hie faithful had for these reasons found it 
expedient to degrade l | Mnmun from ail Ids honors, and to transfer 
the right of succession to his own son Mthssa; who, with the title of 
{ l Xattiek hilhnkki (he who speaks through the power of eternal 
t uth, though he had not yet acquired the faculty of speech) was 
now proclaimed heir apparent to the throne of the Khalits ; and in 
tint quality, before they withdrew from the assembly, he demanded 
and received for the infant prince, the allegiance of the people. The 
name ot Muss a was at the same time substituted for that of 1*1 
Miimun, in the public orations, on the coinage and imperial equi¬ 
page throughout the dominions of l.sslam. Lastly, the instrument of 
su< ( essiou vi Inch llarun hud caused to he executed with so much 
solemnity at Mekkah, and suspended at the entrance of the Ivaau- 
l» di, was now sent for and torn to pieces by the directions of L I 
A mein. All which being punctually communicated to Cl Mtunfln, 
he retaliated by adopting the same formalities against his brother ; 
and totally rejecting tor himself the remoter title of heir apparent, he 
openly assumed that of iiuaum, or supreme pun lid', with all its 
sacred functions. 

in the mean time, apprehensive that in these circumstances, Cl Ma- 
nmn would not long delay (he execution of some hostile enterprise 
against the metropolis of the empire, Fazzel the son of Rabbeia omitted 
no importunities with his sovereign to urge him, by hastening the 
the march ut <ui army towards the borders of Kborassaun, to autici- 
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A. H, Wi. pate such an event: and for this service tie intimated that no mad 
was so eminently qualified as Ally (lie son of Eton* the Maimnite* 
Telr>! formerly imprisoned for his iniquitous and arbitrary abuse of author* 
Ity. Accordingly, frith a bdiiy of fifty thousand horse selected from 
the flower of the army of Irak, that chief was held in readiness to 
enter Khorassaun with all convenient expedition. The gates of the 
treasury, and of the imperial arsenals, were thrown open for his 
accommodation, and he was allowed to supply himself to the 
utmost measure of his wants. Of his three sons, however, JIusscyne* 
the younger, was detained at Baghdad, to superintend the education 
of the infant Mussu; the other two, Y a hey a and Abdullah, were 
permitted to accompany their father; who, after sufficiently providing 
for their sulwistance and equipments, now conducted his troops to 
Nelterwaun ; about two leagues or farsangs from the metropolis, on 
the road to llulwaun. I o this place he appears to have been ac¬ 
companied by lil Am* in; who, the d iy subsequent to their arrival, 
when the army for the last time defiled before him on their march* 
standing upright on the hack of hit charger^ addressed to the general, 
who attended by his side, his final inslructions. in these he 

is stated to have apprized him, that as soon as he should be master 
of the province, he designed to invest him with the government of 
all Khornssaun, from the passes of llulwaun eastward, with the 
same powers as lie had formerly enjoyed under the authority of his 
father; in return for which he should require that, in all the places 
through which he passed, he would on his part acquit himself with 
a scrupulous regard to the principles of strict and impartial justice. 

In other respects, before he entered the country* he was instructed 
by letters circulated to the inhabitants, to promise them the most 
liberal and equitable treatment; and particularly the remission of one 
fourth of the annual contributions to the state, in the same manner 
as had been done by U1 Mamin. To all sueb as came over tram 
the enemy* he was to give the most favorable reception, and to 
ms pi re them on the part of his sovereign with the most encouraging ' 
expectations. And be dosed his instructions with a charge, in the event 
that l I Mamfln should be disposed to surrender his person, that he 
was to convey him in fetters of silver to Baghdad, under sueli 
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instrumental to his death. The Mahanite then proceeded without 
further delay to tile execution of his orders. It would appear at the 
same time, that (lie preparations for the invasion of K ho rasas mn must 
have occupied the greater part of the year one hundred and ninety 
four, since the departure of the troops destined for Persian Irik on 
this occasion, is not stated to have taken place before the coimucnce¬ 
ment of ninety five.* 

Aware on the other hand of approaching danger, l-l Mimun pro¬ 
ceeded to expedite those measures of defence against aggression, 
which it would have been inconsistent with common prudence any 
longer to delay. He availed himself on this emergency of the cour¬ 
age and abilities of Taher the son of L'l Musseyne, the founder of the 
Taherites, at a subsequent period eminently celebrated in Khorassaun ; 
on whom wi th the command of twenty thousand men, he now confer¬ 
red the government of Irak A.jem, from R&i westwards, to the gates of 
Hul waun. This general, who is noticed by the way as blind of his 
right eye, being directed to march with the* utmost expedition in order 
lo secure the city of Hit before it should he occupied by the enemy, 
fortunately succeeded in his. object, and encamped bis army in front of 
that place just in time to anticipate the arrival of l he ilahamte ; who 
finding his views thus defeated, immediately took up his ground in 
the pri soner of Taller. Ill these circumstances the hitter received a 
message from the Mnhniiite calling upon him, if he wore disposed for 
hostility, to arrange his troops for battle in nmanner to bring the contest 
to a speedy decision ; if otherwise, to secure for himself <111 honorable 
peace, by submitting to the authority of L'l A mein. To which Tiller as 
briefly replied, that as the breach of treaties and allegiance lay with 
those whom he served, the guilt of hostility must also rest at their 
door; and this was the only answer which he must expect, cither for 
himself or 11 A me in. Both armies shdrtlv afterwards drew out for 
action, and Ally the son of Kissa having called aloud upon Taber to 
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A. n. attempt to repair by fraud, the losses which he had sustained 
A, D. fill, through the superi or progressor good fortune of liis antagonist. He 
Taiikii therefore communicated the letter, which he had just received, to 
Ifbry. jgulyemncm, nn< i offered, on obtaining the general’s permission to 
visit their Camp, to bring over the whole of the detachment to join 
the standard of Ul Mainfiu. The vigilance of Zulyenutein was com¬ 
pletely laid asleep by the insidious proposal ; and the Anbiinrite was 
accordingly suffered to depart, with such terms as he pretended could 
not fail to produce the desired impression, lie was, however, no 
sooner beyond the reach of his guards, than hastening to join the 
troops ol' Ul A mein, he immediately [proposed to them to surprise 
the camp ot the enemy. The proposal was acceded to without 
hesitation, and lie accordingly marched under cover of a very dark 
night, to carry bis design into execution. Tim troops of Zhlyenuiein 
were entirely off their guard ; and before their chief could recover 
them from their astonishment, a considerable slaughter had taken 
place. But Abdurrahman falling early in the conflict, the hopes of 
the onterprize perished with its author. Victory again declared in 
favor of Zulyemnein, who advanced upon this without further oppo¬ 
sition to lk'Jnshmm ; a village of that name at the head of the passes 
of Hulwaun, where he now encamped. 

These repeated successes having rendered the name of Ul Main (hi 
and of his victorious general, equally formidable to the iroups at 
Baghdad, Ul A mein despaired, for some time, of being able to prevail 
upon any of his captains to hazard another conflict with the enemy ; 
as they in general either declined the service altogether, or demanded 
such enormous sums for iln accomplishment, a* the state of his treasury 
rendered it impossible to furnish. When, however, both lie aud his 
ministerhad laboured, for a considerable period, under the most painful 
suspense and embarrassment, two of his commanders, Mahomined 
the son of L’l Mueyitd, and Abdullah, tlm boh ofUameld sou of 
Kohtbah, each at the head of twenty thousand men, were at last 
induced to proceed as far ns Khaunekein, about two thirds of the 
apparent distance from Baghdad to Hulwaun; where they took post 
in order to obstruct the further progress of Zfilyemnein. When 
they had continued thus stationed lor some time, to expect tho 
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approach of the enemy, an expedient was put nt practice against a. h. ta-i, 
them Uv Zidyemnein, which* without striking a single stroke on his A * p - 8t> - 
]iart T was attended with all the consequences of a complete discomfj- Tarikh, 
tore. Having selected from among the people who served with his Tcbly * 
army, twenty of the natives of BitghdM, he sent them by a circuitous 
route to gaiu the road tv inch Jed front that city to the (Micampnientof 
his adversaries; which from tlmt direction* they were instructed to 
enter separately, and at diflerent periods; mid to circulate a 
report that l, 1 Anicin had once more thrown open the gates of his 
treasury, and was at this moment distributing a gratuity of two years* 
pay to the troops who remained about his person. This report* 
being-accordingly repented in the stations about Khautiekein, by 
different individuals, who appeared to have no manner of connection 
with each other, and who possibly gave themselves out as some of 
those who had actually shared in the Khalifa liberality, produced by 
degrees the impression for which it was designed. The soldiers pro- 
cceded to express, without disguise, their dissatisfaction, that while 
they were sent to encounter the hazards and fatigues of war, the 
treasures of the state were lavished upon those who lived at home, in 
the bosom of idleness and repose. Great numbers accordingly 
avowed the design of immediately returning to Baghdad ; others 
however, from a more honorable sentiment of duty, expressed a 
determination to remain at their posts; hut while they were debating 
the point, the troops quitted the encampment in entire divisions; so 
that in a short time the whole army had withdrawn to the metropolis, 
without having performed a single act of hostility against the com¬ 
mon enemy. 

Ziilvoiniudri now led his army from llelushaun, and penetrating 
through the passes without obstruction, soon afterwards took pos¬ 
session ol Huhvaiin. From tlienee he dispatched to announce to Ul 
Muiiiti n that he had triumphantly made his egress from the de¬ 
files, and that he was now arrived on the borders of western 
Irak : but to enable him to proceed at the same time from 
two opposite points in the attack which be meditated upon Baghdad* 
he requested to be powerfully reinforced : so that while he advanced 
in person with one part of the army by the direct route of Nchenvaun, 
another division‘might approach along the Tigris upwards, by the. 
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A. H. itw. way of Ahuauz, These accounts were peculiarly gratifying to U1 
jH1 ‘ Mamun, and he proceeded to testily his satisfaction by transmitting 
Ttln' 1 t0 ^“^ jnne * 0 a ro ' >e of honor of ex traordinary magnificence ; while 
*’ with other marks of favor, which he bestowed upon Fazzd the son of 
Sohel, the minister who had directed him in his choice of the succes- 
fuJ genera!, he gave him the title of Z G Iriaussetein—regulator of the 
sword mid pen, or minister of state and war. In concurrence with 
the application of Zulyemnein, a body of twenty thousand men was 
immediately detached to join him under the warlike and experienced 
lliretbtnah. But aware that this general might object to serve 
under one whom he considered bin inferior, L T J Minimi endeavored to 
provide against such an inconvenience by directing that as soon us the 
army should have been thus reinforced it should be separated into two 
divisions ; the one lo proceed under ilarethmnh immediately towards 
Begin!Ad by the road through Neherwaun, while the other, under the 
orders of Zulyemntin, was to diverge to the left, and approach in the 
direction from Ahuauz. 

Having abandoned all hope in the exertion of his troops, since their 
disgraceful return without a battle from the gates of Huhvuun, L T IA mein 
now directed his thoughts to another quarter, He made choice of 
AI id u Italic k the son of Sahib, the Hashemite, to assemble an army in 
Syria ; and bestowing upon him the government of Damascus, he sent 
him accompanied by Hussey he the son of Ally, the Mahan ite,andten 
thousand of the troops of Baghdad, to expedite the levies from that 
province. Hastening to the execution of bis orders Abdulin tick was, 

I mu ever, seized on reaching Hakkah, by a disorder which prevented 
him from prosecuting his march ; and Hfisscync, who acted as Yum- 
teoant general of the troops, urging that the perilous crisis of their 
master's ulluire could illbrook the delay, of which this unfortunate in¬ 
disposition might prove the occasion, he yielded to his advice; ami 
dispatched into Syria to require that the in traded reinforce meats 
might immediately proceed to join him at Rakkah ; and shortly after¬ 
wards, engaged by a profusion of promises, a body of twenty iliou- 
aarid Syrians accordingly appeared to his support, in the neighborhood 
of that place. 

It happened unfortunately that strutting through the camp of the 
Syrians, one of the soldiers of Baghdad recognized a horse which h*4 
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been stolen from him many years since; and immediately claiming hh 
property, proceeded, with llic assistance of some of his follows, to eon- 
v?y it away, Hut the cries of the Syrian, in whose possession the 
horse had been discovered, bringing a number of his country men to 
Ins aid, both parties had immediate recourse to their arms, and engug- 
ed in a desperate and sanguinary affray. fh'issovuc the Malianitc, 
had been sent by the directions of Ahdulufofok to separate the com' 
bat an is, and appease the tumult; but before lie could reach the scene 
of uproar, the Syrians had cut to pieces many of their opponents, and 
compelled the remainder to fly in different directions. Misled by an 
indiscreet partiality for the men of Baghdad, the Mali unit* forgot the 
object of his instructions ; and joining the fugitives, he brought them 
to recoil upon their pursuers, who were now, in their turn, repulsed 
v i tii considerable slaughter. After such a proof, as they said, of what 
they were to expect lor their services, the Syrians were led to discuss 
the inexpediency and absurdity of their engaging themselves any 
further in Irak; and coming, among themselves, to an immediate 
resolution of returning home, that resolution was carried into effect 
w itFioui a moment’s delay,

Under these circumstances, Hueseyne thought it expedient to has¬ 
ten with bis troops back towards Baghdad, leaving AbdulmCJck still 
gi ie\ ousiy indisposed at llakkah ; and LJ| A mein had scarcely been 
well apprized of the untoward event, when the Muhamteand his fol- 
lowers re-entered the metropolis, The conduct of this chief had 
probably incurred the resentment of the Klialif; but as the whole of 
the troops hi Baghdad had collected round his person, immediately 
on his arrival, it appeared a matter of considerable hazard to proceed 
Openly against him. 11 is own apprehensions nn the subject were at 
any rate sufficiently obvious, since he retired within his own doors, 
wiihour presenting himself, as it was customary to do, to the notice 
«l his sovereign, lie received however the same evening, a message 
requiring Ids attendance; to which lie returned a positive refusal, de¬ 
claring that he should not appear at the palace, otherwise than at the 
head of the troops ; but that the next day, when they should have 
been assembled under their respective leaders, he would, with them 
attend the Khalit # pleasure, in the mean time he apprized themili* 
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tary chiefs, of what had passed, and that he had been sent for by Ut 
Ajnein for the express purpose of being put to death. They cauti¬ 
oned him, in reply, For that night, at all hazards to remain at home, and 
tb at on the m orrow they wou Id not fiul to be w i t b him. 1 1 j t he co it rse 
of the night he received a second message from Ul A mein, requesting 
his presence, as he had some matters of serious importance to com¬ 
municate. To this, with audacious insolence, llds^vne now 
replied, that being neither a minstrel nor a buffoon, any nocturnal 
communication w ith him was entirely out of the question; and that 
as he could have nothing to transact with hint but wlmt related to 
the affairs of w ar, he should therefore not attend the Khalif until ho 
had drawn the army together. 

The next day be mounted his horse, and taking post at the head of 
the bridge of the Tigris, was there joined by the troops of Baghdad 
and Irak, to the number of fifty thousand men. Of these he proceeded 
to demand how long they were to endure that this miscreant, allud¬ 
ing to 1.1 A mein, who was neither man nor woman, should continue 
to indulge in his licentious and contemptible pleasure, to the entire 
neglect of bis armies, and of every branch of his government ? To 
this it was replied, by unanimous acclamation, that U1 A mein 
should be immediately deposed from his authority; and to secure 
this object against the possibility of defeat, llusseyne hastened with¬ 
out delay* at the bead of the insurgents, to throw himself into the 
palace, where he succeeded in seizing the person of Ins insulted 
sovereign. 'I'lic unfortunate monarch was immediately dragged from 
the asylum of Ilia power;: and being hurried, with Ids head and face 
muffled up, to the palace of his mother Zohaidah, he was there laid in 
fetters, and for the present committed to the custody of a guard of 
soldiers. Tills partial revolution is on other authority, stated to have 
taken effect, on Sunday the eleventh of ltudjub, of the year one 
hundred and ninety.six.*

'Use authority of L'I Mam fin was now puhUcly proclaimed through¬ 
out Baghdad. But the mercenary soldiers proceeding to demand the 
customary gratuity on the change of government. If Asseync attempted

postulate with th&m on the unreasonableness ofthejreyjfmctatlon*, A, II. m, 
knowing his utter incapacity to fulfil them. lie reminded them, at A - D * ««. 
the same time, that the monarch to whom they hit] transferred their 
allegiance was yet absent in Khorassaun ; and that in order toes tab- Ttbty ' 
li*»H their full claim to his bounty, it was first necessary that both the 
army and the metropolis should be put in his actual possession, lie 
therefore proposed that a letter should lie addressed immediately to 
l'l Mftmtin, inviting him to the capital. This question produced 
among the troops an irreconcilable difference of opinion ; one half 
declaring with Ifussoyne for Ul MSmun, and the other for the 
immediate restoration of the degraded Ul Arnein. The contending 
parties proceeded to determine their differences by the sword; and a 
conflict ensued, which from the early part of the day to the hour of 
evening prayer, filled the streets of Baghdad with blood and slaugh¬ 
ter. Their leader falling, however, towards the close of the day* 
into the hands of his adversaries, the party of IUsseyde was ulti¬ 
mately defeated with loss, 1 his produced the immediate enlargement 
ot 1 I A mein, and the majority of the troops Hocking tlie nest day 
to his standard, publicly cancelled the allegiance which they had so 
recently sworn to LI Mimun. Husscyne, a captive in his turn, was 
now conducted in bonds to the presence ofUl A mein ; but an appre¬ 
hension, that it might occasion a Iresh mutiny among the soldiers, if 
he were condemned to suffer the punishment due to his crimes, 
seems lor the present id have ensured his pardon. Finding it how¬ 
ever, on his part, not so easy to dismiss Ids fears of that resentment 
which he had so deeply incurred, IliWyne a day or two afterwards 
embraced an opportunity of quitting Baghdad, accompanied by Ids 
particular friends ; ami taking the road through Neherwaun, made 
tier best of his way towards the camp of IMretlimah and ZAJyemmdn, 
uiili the design of throwing himself on the protection of those gen¬ 
erals, who bad not yet left flulwiuin, But l 1 Amcin receiving early 
intimation of his flight, and immediately dispatching in pursuit of 
him. the fugitive was overtaken about two Ihrsntigs from Baghdad, 

'and after some resistance, put to death ; mid his head being, as ostial, 
laid before his injured sovereign, the army soon afterwards generally 
VOL.

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returned to its duty; so that the revolt might be said, for the present 
to 1 1 ave entire!v subsided,

Apprized of these events, Zulyemnein determined to hasten the 

concerted separation with bis col leg he ; ami accordingly, quitting 

Huhvfiun at the bead of his own division of the army, he proceeded 

bv the left towards Ahuaua ; where Mahoumed the son ofYezzidthe 
* 

JMohiUebite commanded at this period on the part of Ul Atnein. 
Ik ing soon afterwards closely invested, and the governor falling in the 
honorable discharge of ids duty, tins town was compelled tu submit 
to Zftlyctrjnein, together with the whole, of llie adjoining territory ; 
through which the agents cf that general were immediately dispersed 
to ensure possession in tire name of their master. The march of 
Zulyemnein was next directed for Bassorah ; of which city Munsur 
the son of Mehedy was prefect, or lieutenant, under the authority 
of 11 A mein. Instead of defending his trust, this chief conceived it 
prudent to dispatch letters to Zulyemnein, to declare that having 
renounced Ills allegiance to Cl Amein, he thus voluntarily transfer¬ 
red it to Ul Miimun j on w hich, alter presenting ids army before the 
gates of Bassorah, Zulyemnein left Mansur in unmolested possession 
of that city, and returned towards Wans sit. A front the same period, 
similar letters reached him from Abbas the son of H&dy, and Mil deb, 
ortMutylleb, the son of Abdullah ; the former, Lieutenant of Ruihh, 
the latter of Mossule, each abjuring the authority of l'l Amein, ami 
submitting to that of Ul Maui tin. Moreover, when Zulyemnein was 
known to have arrived in the neighborhood of Waussit, the gover¬ 
nor of that place, I lesheim the son of Shoabah also prepared to aban¬ 
don his trust by withdrawing towards Klioraasaun; but being 
ashamed to exhibit such a proof of lijs pusillanimity to his people at 
large, lie desired one of his grooms to bring hint privately one of bis 
horses, The man brought him two, [jointing out, whether Iris design 
were for battle or for Right, that which in either case would best suit 
bis purpose, Ilesheiii) chose the latter, bearing honorable testimony 
t" the character of his adversary, by alleging that it was no disgrace 
to fly before Zftlyemnein. Thus abandoned to its destiny, Ztllyem-* 
nehi took possession of Waussit without resistance ; and with the 
#iiiuu facility* succeeded in making himself master of the ancient capi- 



tal of McrUtvin, From this latter city lie dispatched to announce Tils 
progress to Hhrethiuah ; oii which, decsmpragfibm Hulwaun, that 
general Jet! his troops immediately towards Baghdad* and taking post 
at NVhrrwauit, materially straitened the garrison of the metropolis in 
that direction. 

In the mean time the conduct ofUl A mein in cancelling the 
arrangements of Martin, and in destroying the instrument of succes¬ 
sion so solemnly ratified in the temple of Mekkah, had excited no 
little discontent among the in habitants of that proud city; and parti* 
cularly in Daotid the son of Eissa the Abbaside, who did not scruple 
to declare that he had been guilty of the grossest perfidy, and that 
his affairs could therefore never terminate in prosperity. In this 
state of mind, when the transient revolution in favor of Ul Mamun 
brought about at Baghdad by Ilusseync the Mahanite, was announced 
at Mckkah, the whole of the Komish, and other inhabitants of that 
city, readily acquiesced in the measure ; and to give to their opinions 
the last publicity, they proceeded to pronounce the Kbotbah in the 
name of Ul Mamfin, during the visitation of th*- pilgrims at the close 
of the year. This brings our narrative accordingly to the termination 
of the year one hundred and ninety-six. 

Under these accumulating embarrassments, Ul Amein adventured 
upon a general review of his troops; and finding that lie might still 
calculate upon the services of not less than four hundred commanders 
of some eminence, lie presented to each of them a standard; and dis¬ 
patched them under Ally the son of Husseyne, of the race of Fault- 
ina, towards Nulierwaun, to try the issue of a conflict with the troops 
ot Ilaretliinuli, Before the gates of that town, at a village called 
IluUvaun, they accordingly gave battle to Muretlimah, ami with tiieir 
usual adverse fortune, were again totally defeated ; and their general 
being made a prisoner, was conveyed to .Meni, to attest to L T l .Mantua 
Ibis further triumph of his arms. 

Notwithstanding the uniform success which had hitherto accom¬ 
panied him in his enterprizes, the troops of Zfttyemjiein engaged, 
about this period, in an audacious mutiny against the authority of 
their general; because lie, either justly or unjustly, withstood their 
clamours for money. But as one half of the army continued sudiast 
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to their alk-gEanc^Mh^rooein succeeded in dispelling the mutineers, 
and its expelling them from Ins camp in various directions. Of these 
a body of five thousand took the road towardi Baghdad, where they 
submitted to claim ihe protection of Hi A mein, and from him exper¬ 
ienced u favorable reception. Hut us the treasures of that prince were 
bvthis time pretty well exhausted, instead of those pecuniary rewards, 
rich dresses, ami other proofs of his bounty, with which they had 
flattered iheir expectations, these unprincipled mercenaries were 
compelled to rest satisfied with a fumigation of their beards over 
pans of civet; which was served up before them in great profusion, 
by the Khalits directions* a species of entertainment by which 
they were exposed to the ridicule of the inhabitants of Baghdad, 
uodcr the appeilatwr bf j uud-ul-ghauleiali, f he civtt eorpt . Having, 
however, for the space of a mouth, looked in vain for some more 
solid proofs of tire liberality of l l Amciti, they became tired of 
expectancy ; and joining the troops of Baghdad, in one of those 
bursts of reftaotory violence in which they so frequently indulged 
against their unfortunate sovereign, they withdrew themselves from 
that city; and took the first opportunity of returning to the camp of 
Zhlyemiieiu, by whom their recent outrages were, from some motive of 
expediency, suffered to pass into oblivion. The armies of li&reth- 
mah and Zulyemnein, soon after this, united in the siege of Baghdad ; 
where the unfortunate L l Amain was ultimately destined to experi¬ 
ence every species of mortifrehtion, disgrace, and injury. 

The year one hundred and ninety-seven commenced thus inauspi- 
ciously for L I Amciti. His treasures had long since tailed him ; and 
he now proceeded to supply the defect, by committing to the cruci¬ 
ble bis gold and silver plate and furniture, the glittering appendages 
of royalty; and further to enable him to renew the exercise of Ida 
bounty, and to encourage Ids troops to exert them selves in the 
defence of the last bulwarks of (Inclining greatness, tire rare and pr e - 
cions contents of his warehouses and magazines were now openly 
exposed for sale. Having adopted every precaution to strengthen 
and secure the gates of the city, both within am} without, against the 
attempts of the besiegers, he withdrew himself into the palace of his 
mother, within the citadel; of which, tire gates arc said to have bee* 
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. of iron. He disposed of his garrison at ihe samp time to guard with 

equal solicitude against the attacks of j lan-thmah, which were 
directed towards the gate of K Horassaun on one side, and against 
those of Zulyenmein, which bore upon the gate of basso nh on the 
other. These attacks appear, however; to have been confined to the 
interval between sunrise and sunset; the besieging generals retiring 
every evening to their respective encampments, i larcthmali to 
Ncherwaun, at the distance of two tarings, and Zi'dyetnneiii to the 
garden oft lie gate of An ban r; a plantation, or pleasure ground so 
called, about the distance of one I'arsang on the road to liassorali. 
When this species of attack had been carried ou lor some time, ami 
the garrison had been cntirrly t ut off from the means of subsistence* 
and siot a day passed in which the ramparts were not brought down 
tu alarm ins masses by the warlike machines of the besiegers; the 
inhabitants began to quit the city, and in considerable bodies to claim 
the protection of either general of t lie besiegers. Those who sub mi ttod 
in this way to the power of Zulycmiiom were treated with distin¬ 
guished’kindness ; while the property, of Such as delayed to surren¬ 
der was exposed to certain destruction by fire and sword. The 
spirit of dereliction spread at last to the highest order of citizens, to 
the Heads of the neighboring villages, and to the chief commanders 
of the army, not excepting the minister Fazzel; ail of whom gradually 
went over to the enemy, leaving the capital to its fate. 

By these multiplied desertions, and the numorons casualties which 
necessarily occurred in repelling the assaults of the besiegers, the gar¬ 
rison became at last so greatly reduced, that the populace proceeded to 
break open the crates of the prisons, ami to release the criminals; whose 
assistance they demanded to defend the works ot the town. All was 
now resigned to the discretion of a licentious rabble, who disposed 
of every thing at will; and to add to the calami ties which already 
seemed to hasten their destruction, they neglected to secure a supply 
of water for the interior of the city. In such appalling circumstan¬ 
ces, finding that his authority was become entirely extinct; that no 
one any lougor, either regarded his instructions, or feared his resent¬ 
ment; that the good, the learned, and the moral, nnd even the 
market people gf every description had disappeared; that the city 
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was become the prey of an unbridled banditti of tobbers, gambirr*, 
pickpockitx, and depredators, who filled it, without eon trend, with 
treason, pillage* and slaughter; in short,finding that he hud nothing 
left wherewith to purchase the precarious obedience of an unprinci¬ 
pled and lawless mob, the unhappy L>1 A mein finally shut himself up in 
the palace of his mother ; and there fortifying himself its well against 
intermit violence, as the attacks of the besiegers from without, seems 

to have awaited without further effort the crisis of his destiuv. 

■ 

I’nder such hopeless circumstances, the first to forsake his master, ■ 
and who now submitted to Zulycmnein, was Eissathe son of Mahom- 
med, another of the race of Mahan, the captain of l'i A main's guards; 
to whom had been committed the particular defence of the gates, and 
to whose regulation had indeed been consigned every thing relating 
to the general safety of the city. The defection of this confidential 
chieftain, at such a crisis, threw T1 A mein at once into the last state 
of despondence and despair; and it was perhaps not until this period 
that the defence of his capital was finally abandoned, to the fortuitous 
exertions of a lawless and ferocious banditti. The information of 
Zillyelnnein must at the same time have enabled him to form a toler¬ 
able estimate of all that passed within the town, and he was perhaps 
justified in his expectation, that it would be reduced to a speedy 
surrender. Nevertheless, while he indulged, peradventure with too 
much security, in these expectations, he was attacked in the quarter 
called the castle,* or palace of Siilah, under the gates of the city ; and 
defeated with considerable loss, by Mahommed the son of Vat fib, 
tbe new captain of 1.1 A mrin’s guards, at the bead of the undisciplined 
multitude, who combated: that day with peculiar fierceness and reso¬ 
lution. The day following, to avenge the disgrace, ZAlyemnern led 
his troops towards the.quarter called daur-urreffisitc, adjacent to which 
lie was again opposed in great force by the rabble. On this occasion 
wo arc told, that one oi the latter, clad in a coarse woollen wrapper, 
with a beggar’s wallet suspended to his neck, a cudgel in one band, 
and a wicker basket overlaid with pitch, in the other. In an attitude 
ot careless defiance, presented himself to the troops of Zulyeuuieiu* 

* Jbuier-c-SalirfEi 
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One ofliis followers, a native of Khomssaun, was directed Iiy that a. !f. urt. 
chief to meet this savage looking out-lew. The K boras satiny drew A - D|&t> - 
his bow ami Jet fly an arrow, which the rustic received in his basket janUi 
of wicker; but as it-passed through and sunk into the earth, he nim- fc! ^' 
bly flicked it up and lodged it, feather outwards, in the basket which 
lie used as his shield. This he repeated until the soldier had entirely 
exhausted his quiver. On which Ziilyemnein called to the Kborans- 
snuny to attack liivn sword in Imul; observing that there an rely emild 
be nothing to apprehend from a fair conflict with such a charlatan* 

The khorassatiny drew his sword accordingly, and approached Ida 
antagonist; when the barbarian putting his hand into his wallet, drew 
out a pebble, and fixing it in Ids cudgel as a sling, delivered it with 
sm Ji singular force and precision, as to snap the sword of the Khor- 
assauny in the middle, lie then uttered a loud cry of triumph, 
while ids adversary totally crest fallen, was compelled to withdraw : 
Ziilyemnem expressing his surprise at the strange contingencies of 
civil discord, in which the distinguished commander, and the skilful 
warrior, with all the advantages of superior arms and discipline, were 
to be equally baffled by ihe wool chid rustic, w ith his sword of lath, 
h is si ing and wicker shield, H e might have added, pn rhaps w i tb cq mt 1 
justice, in which peers and ministers of state, the pillars of royalty, 
could so far forget the noblest principles of duty, as to abandon the 
person of their liege sovereign to the precarious defence of thieves and 
outlaws. Ho this however as it may, they fought t%it day at Daur 
urrclfeik, with equal fiLTCeness and obstinacy until night pm an 
end to the conflict : and it will be sufficient to notice, once for all, 
that i larctliimih, on Iuh part, experienced, on a variety of occasions, 
from this multitudinous and stigmatized banditti, a resistance not 
less determined and persevering. 

At the commencement however, of the year one hundred and ninety x ^ 

. eight, on the very first day of the month of Mohnrriro,* the troops of a. D.flta, 
Itaghdad of whatever desert prion, both on the side off lirethm.ih and 
Ziilyemnem, were finally driven within the walls of the town. The 
place was now more closely and completely invested ; the warlikema- 
chines of the besiegers were planted more directly to heat down 
the defences ofthe gateways; and Zulyeumeiu havingeffectually cut 
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off the gnrrrison from its communication vv a ill the Tigris, the city wag 
tlius reduced to the last extremity, in these melancholy and appalling 
circumstances, 1*1 A me in sought one evening it* suspend the rccol lection 
of his sorrows, hy the charms of music; and Ibr tins purpose one of his 
women was summoned to attend him. The lady who appeared to his 
aid, took up her burbot, or lute, but tuned it to a strain so pensive, 
that the Khalil’, feeling his sorrows rather augmented than relieved, pro¬ 
ceeded to expostulate with her on a selection so ill suited to hi s state 
of mind; slip mournfully besought his forgiveness, alleging, that her.re* 
collection furnished her with nothing ejae. 1 Sc desired her once more to 
exert her skill, suit)again she struck her lute to the same affecting mea¬ 
sures, QiiwlucluLJlAmeiuimprecaLinga bitter curse on her, an don her 
melody, the maid suddenly started from her seal; in doing w hich, acci¬ 
dentally striking her foot against n favorite and costly vase of the Kha¬ 
lil's, of the value often thousand dirhems,"if Hew into ns many pieces. 
A circumstance which does not appear to have alleviated her master's 
displeasure, though it might have served to awaken his recollection. 

A protracted siege had by this time equally worn out the patience 
of LI A mein, ami exhausted the skill and resources of his multifari¬ 
ous and disorderly garrison. He therefore came to the resolution of 
Intreati ug the pro tec t ion of 1 lkrethnwh. Lor this purpose he immediately 
dispatched to apprize that general, that ho was ready to go over to him, 
provided such a design might he accomplished without the knowledge: 
of Zulvemiicin ;*Snd on Lite condition that iHircthmab would engage to 
protect him against the violence of his collogue, and to convey him in 
safely to the prcsc)icc,of l l Main flm. The proposal was gladly acceded 
to by Nurctliiuah, who sent to inform the Khalif,in reply, that he was 
perfectly disposed lo obey his orders. It was accord!ugly arranged 
that I lurethmah should approach the palace at midnight in Ids ln>at* 
accompanied by a few confidential Ibl lowers, and that LI A me in should 
conic out privately and join him. The correspondence was however 
notconducted with such secrecy as to escape the vigjLi nee ol Zul vem- 
m:in; by whom, as it did not exactly square with his views it was imme¬ 
diately determined to disconcert the design. As soon as night came, 
he took post with a considerable division of his army along the bank 
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of the Tigris, embarking tjvri hundred soldiers wdt armed, on board a, H, itwj. 

some river craft prepared for tlic purpose, with tlie necessary instmc- A - h - ltix 

tions in w hat manner to proceed. At the hour appointed, liurciiminh 

tv UU ids followers repaired to the spot agreed upon ; and Ul Amt-in in 

the disguise of-a slave, his head muffled up in a cloak, and accompanied 

by a single attendant only, hastened to the river side, and stepped into 

the bout, in which llarcthmnh sat anxiously awaiting Jiis approach. 

As soon, bo we varies the boat had gained the middle of the Tigris, it 
was surrounded, and assailed by a shower of arrows from those which 
had been armed by the directions of Zulyemneid. 11 it re tli mail ami 
his followers resolutely defended themselves for some time ; but their 
assailants having with their spears transpierced the sides of the fragile 
bark, it soon filled with water and souk beneath the stream. Such as 
could swim trainediately threw themselves into the river, and gained 
the shore - the steersman sailed llnrethmnh by the arm, and conveyed 
him Safe to bind ; and Ul Amt-in, on bis part committing himself to the 
stream, susceeded after considerable exertion, in gaining the eastern 
bank of 1 he Tigris, opposite to the city. Unfortunately, on the very 
spot where he was ascending the bank of the river, a detachment of ten 
solilfers had been stationed by ZAlyefriueiii, under an inferior officer, 
a native of Khorassalin, whose name was Ibrauhim the .son of JaufFer 
of 1 Salk It. The person of the unhappy monarch was instantly recog¬ 
nized ; and the man compassionately covering him with his cloak to 
protect him from the cold, and mounting him upon his own horse, 
immediately conveyed him to a place of safety. 

Soon afterwards, while Zulyenmeinand his followers were form i ng 
no other conclusion than that he had perished in the Tigris, Ibraiihim 
presented himself to announce to the general, that UJ A mein was 
safely lodged in his tent; describing the manner in which the unhappy 
prince hu ! fallen into his bands. At this period '/iilvcmiiuiu had 
among his domestics a slave called Korimh, ahd nicknamed Dcn- 
d a tiny, or (hutattin^ from the preposterous size of hm teeth, This 
mail, of whose quail lications he was probably not without experience, 
he now summoned to his presence, directing him to proceed without 
d^lay to lh£ rent ofl brack im f and to bring him the head of Ul A mein. 

The slave hastened, hith obsequious zeal, to the execution of this sail* 
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A. If. if®, i ixnr V mandate, and fm Oil 10 ; his wretched victim nfonfs and unprotort. 

A, n. «fs. immediately drew life sword, and approached to attack him, V l 
Titrikh Ajm iu perceived hisdesigp, and nothing tilse at hand with wlih li t<i 

Ttebry. (lcfen J | )js p mon , seized li fe holster ; and vv itil that contrived for some 
time to ward oft - the.blows of Ms executioner. But as this could not 
avail him long, lie faltered in his defence, and received a severe cut 
upon t ho head ; and his remorseless assai lant repeat ing the stroke, the 
unhappy monarch (el! upon his tuce ; on whicli the assassin ituiuedt* 
ately throwing himself upon hint, severed ids head Irony the shoulders, 
atid conveyed it with savage triumph to the presence of his master, 
In possession of this sanguinary proof of the approaching termina¬ 
tion of his labours, Zulv cm lie in invited life principal followers to a 
public audience, {.and exhibiting to their view his ghastly trophy, the 
head of the slaughtered l"l A mein, proceeded to expatiate in such 
terms as suited his own immediate purposes, on the circumstances 
which had precipitated the foil of the unhappy monarch. lie alleged, 
in short, that this proud prince, as lie thought fit to designate the victim 
ofhfe cruelty, in deciding for the protection gf'Ilarefchroatuu preference 
to his, had become the author of his own destruction. I lad his decision 
been the rejjerse, he affirmed that lie might have been still alive. But 
while the perils of the field of battle, ami the fatigues and hardships, of u 
protracted and laborious siege, \\crc to he the lot of Zb lye m n cm ,it w as. it 
seems, t he design of L'l A mein to rob Ei i ni of his well carped lame, the 
honorable reward of bis exertions : and by accompanying him to the 
presence of Ul M&miin, to transfer the whole to Hire then ah. Ziil- 

yejZiucin now gave orders that the head should he suspended in view 
of the walls of Baghdad; and Lhe features of their immolated sover¬ 
eign being early recognized by the garrison, they i turned Lately threw 
open their gates ; and surrendering the town to the besiegers, betook 
themselves w ithout further resistance to their respective and ordinary 
occupations : and 7,ulycmnein thus master of the metropolis of the 
race of Abbas, the calamities of civil discord seemed iu an Wtant to 
be appeased. 

As he suspected, however, that hfe conduct in the ileath of the 
murdered monarch, and in the subsequent exposure of his head, waa 
liable to some uifeivpresuuaiiynou the part of lllreduiudi, Zulv on- 
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n Ip ronceiged it expedient to adopt some steps to vindicate himself A. H. iswt. 
oti tins point tolTMimdn; who*had ■ expressly directed that hia ft* * < i wl ?\. 
brother should l ■ taken alive. Accordingly when the Head of Ul 
A mein was as usual dispatched to the presence of that prince, toge¬ 
ther wi th the staff and mantle of the prophet, and the seal of the 
Khehiufut, it was accompanied by a letter from Zulyemnein to the 
following effect. “ deposing in the good faith and honor of Hireth- 
** niah a confidence, which, from the unremitting hostilities, that in the 
* execution of my orders, I was compelled to prosecute against him* 

“he denied to myself, Maliommed-nl-Auuin besought by his agents 
(i the protection of that chief, w hom he accordingly prepared to join * 
o thus casting upon my integrity ait imputation winch it never 
*• deserved. In consequence of the arrangement preconcerted between 
“them, Iliirethmab, in the dead of night attended in his boat by the 
m fiver side; where the inconsiderate prince thought fit to put himself 
u into 1,'w hands. With' no other oliject than to render him those 
“ honors which were his due as the brother of my sovereign, when he 
* l should disembark from the boat into which he had eonteyed him* 

“self, 1 also, at the bead of my followers, proceeded to the bank of 
*- tbe Tigris, 0hfortunately, when they reached the middle ol the 
“ simun, their frail conveyance filled with water, and sunk lo tlio 
d bottom. 11 Ainciu swam for his life, and succeeded in gaining the 
u tile opposite hank of the river ; hut having conceived the idea, that 
“he had been betrayed, lie probably repented, when too late, of Ivav- 
“ ingbesought the protection of 1 latcthmuh, lie this us it may, 

“when he found himself safe on shore, he gave the word aloud, 

“Mtiltomuiedtta uiitnsuria —help for Muhommed: demanding the 
“ assistance of liis troops for the renewal of hostilities. On this 
“ jny followers were ordered, without drawing their swords, to secure 
“ the person of the prince. Ho persevered hone ver til resisting the 

“attempt, and perished in the ‘conflict which ensued. I he day ftd- 
“ lowing the people of Baghdad agreed to give up the town ; but as 
“they continued to eiiiertaiu some doubts as to the bite of their 
“sovereign, 1 took his head, and instructed by tlw example of many 
“ n former prince, displayed it tor their inspection. They WCrtf by 
expedient relieved from their incertitude; and together 
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|J uitfi llu* ot^t-lawed banditti employed in tin* deftnfe of the 
“town* having r-turned every fine to his avocations, idt appearance 
u of iMiiuLiitimn immediately siihsidvri. Ah for the head — -behold, it 
“ Hceompamv* tins dispatch Y‘ 

Tin* report which Hat thumb on his purt conceived it expedient to 
to his master on the miiiic subject, however comprized in 
much fewer word*. ] Si; briefly stated, lliat having proceeded accord¬ 
ing to appointment to receive L j Amein,"he had, ns lie thought 
beyond the reach of dimmer, seated liitii in his boat, and was eonduct- 
jjj l; him to his rump; when, to his utter astonishment, in the very 
middle nf the stream, the boat sunk* That, being sufficiently 
engaged in providing for liis own safety, lie sin* nothing more of tins 
unhappy prince until the following d^y, when lie recognized Iris head 
in tin- prest ijoe ol T iher. Hut <n the circumstance* which produced 
wuch a spectin le, he professed Im entire .ignorance.

find unavailing obstinacy ; but that disdaining to deliver himself up, ho 
had Pouch t the slave, U ho was thus compelled, by the necessity of self- 
defence, to put him to death. Upon which it in observed, that to 
l 1 Mainim it was long si nee known, that at the birth of his brother it 
had been predicted by the astrologers, that /tuxiniras dettwed to perish 
bt/ilu hand of a Kora nh; understood, however, to imply some indivitl- 
unl of the ceiebmiedftribe of that n.une : and such being the notion 
cutertnlived by l l .Mumuii, Ids minister Tazzcl, himself a skilful 
astrologer, in the correspondence which, in the name of his master. 
In* carried on with Hfilycmnein, omitted not to charge him, cm every 
occasion, to be particular in distinguishing among his troops the war¬ 
riors of the Kentish; whose zeal he was uniformly instructed to 
stimulate by every species of encouragement ; although Zulyemncin 
was hut little aware of the motive. When he perused, however, the 
circumstantial relation communicated in the report of that general, 
Ul Mam An found no difficulty m applying the prediction exhibited 
tn his brother's horoscojie. 
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Two uf the children oft’l MfimiVn. wlm had been formerly removed 
from llakkah to Haghditd, by VI A mein, and there continued ul this 
period confined to the imperial palace, were now condor ted by tile 
direct tone ofXulyemndin, with their mother. into khorassaiij]; toge¬ 
ther with Mutunmien, and the two sons of I’l Amdn, MOasu and 
Abdullah, with their mother, who proceeded at the name time to the 
presence ofUl Mamin. The dowager Zuhaniah was eon lined under 
restraint to her own palace* 

J\Iuhommcti it t Ameiit^fiom the eldest of his two sons, occasionally 
deiiommated A Ini Miissa, is stated to have enjoyed a distinction Co 
which no other of his race could pretend; that of being, both by 
lather and mother, descended from the illustrious stock of Abba*; 
and he is described to have been in person of a lair complex ion, tall in 
stature, and broad shouldered, with small eyes ;md a prominent nose. 
On the day of hi* death, which, in the K holuuiiaut-ul-akbbiiur, is 
recorded to have taken place in the latter part of Mohurrim,* one 
bit mired and ninety •eight, he could not have attained to his eight 
and twentieth year; nod he perished in the manner we have attempted 
to relate, after exercising a precarious sovereignly of four years and 
about six months. During the hostilities in which he was engaged 
with I'l Mamun.it is further remarked, that he espoused the daugh¬ 
ter of liissa the son oi J a niter; represented to have been a woman of 
genius, and a poetess, who employed her reuse, with sonic ability, in 
recording the virtues ot her lamented and unfortunate husband, hi 
short, this prince upjiearH to have inherited from nature a disposition 
of mind, benevolent, and liberal to a pre-eminent degree; but, 
while embarked in a contest lor life and empire, his supinciicsg in 
neglecting the duties of his exalted station, for the miserable pursuits 
of private pleasure and amusement, bespoke an imbecility of charac¬ 
ter but little calculated to secure the respect of a warlike people; and 
it is not to be wondered at, that his star should have ultimately set 
before the superior energies, mid the more tor tun ate destiny of his 
brother. 
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That brother wc arc now to recognize under the title of Ur, M a >t t-x 
B’ii.lah,* Abul Abbas Abdullah, the son of llsir&n ; to whom, whcft 
the fate of lies predecessor had become sufficiently notorious, the 
allegiance of 1 fcjauz, of both provinces of Irak, and of ! J arss, was 
transferred without further difficulty ; the inhabitants of Kliomssnun, 
though his authority, hail been long; since effectually established in 
that part of the empire, eni bn icing the occasion to renew their pledge 
of fidelity to him, in his quality of sole monarch oflssl&m. 

It appears at the some time, that as soon as it was ascertained that 
the contest had thus favorably terminated; Fazzel the sou of Sob cl 
early suggested to his master the expediency of his presence at Bagh¬ 
dad, and of transferring the seat of government to that metropolis 
1*1 Mlm&n had, however, by this time, conceived so decided a pre¬ 
dilection for Klidrassuun, that lie was not to 1 m: induced by any con¬ 
siderations of expediency to concur in such a measurei To the 
arguments which his minister urged against the manifest impolicy of 
continuing to reside at so remote an extremity dfhis dominions, [over 
which it appeared impracticable to exorcise an effectual control)!, 
otherwise than by fixing the source of authority at the centre in 
Irak) he endeavoured to reply, by observing that although the 
princes of the house of Abbas might have chosen to establish their 
abode in Irak, it was to be renugnbered that the monarchs of tlio 
race ofOmmeyah had fixed their court al the opposite extremity of 
the empire'; even at Damascus, at the very outlet of the passes and 
defiles of the lltimian territory; from whence they had found it, 
nevertheless, perfectly practicable to keep the whole world from 
cast to west, in sufficient awe of their authority. In opposition, 
therefore, to what be conceived the most obvious maxims of policy, 
Fawrol was compelled to conform to llie opinion of his sovereign ; it 
being determined that the imperial residence should continue at 
Merit; while the talents ef Znlycmnein wore considered amply com¬ 
petent to secure the submission of Baghdad, and the provinces of the 
west.* 

Marly in the ensuing year, however, a schismatic of the name of 
Nasser the son of Shebeib RehMi, having set up the afcmdar I of 
■revoltat Rakkah, during the first month of llabbeia, Zulyen.rj, ij

found it requisite to mute the circumstance tlie subject of sit immis a. fi. toft 
diat« dispatch to I'l Mutpvn. Oil which, hting invited by life master A - r> - |t!1 - 
to suggest the arruiigemetm that lie conceived advisable to adopt to Tnrikii 

order to defeat the designs of tlie insurgent, Fazzel continued to ^ et ' r - v ‘ 

intimate that his opinion was, already, sufficiently known ; and lie 
could only repeat that it behoved them to hasten into Irik without 
a moment's delay. The Khalit"still contended that the authority of 
Xiilyonnwin was in ah respects adequate to the emergency: and 
when the minister objected that while Zulyemneiii was employed in 
the extremity of jczzdrah, there was reason to apprehend' that the 
ailUirsof Irak might fell into confusion, UL Mam tin then required 
that he should discover some suitable person to assume the govern¬ 
ment of ; that province. It was under these circumstances that Fazzd 
undertook to recommend his brother llusseync, or as Jie will hereafter 
bo more frequently denominated, Hussun ; alt hough it was still too 
fresh in the rememberauce of every one at Baghdad, Lhat both he 
and his brother were only known in that city in the quality of hiun- 
Ue. scribes ; an occupation which tiny had notoriously exercised 
during the reigns of both Mehedy and llnruu, without the smallest 
pretensions to any degree of experience, or skill ill the profession of 
arms. Oi'Jhc imprudence of such a choice, 1 1 Mamim is said to 
have been sufficiently aware; but Fazzel obstinately persevering in 
Ids point, the Khalif was in this instance compelled to i’urcgo his 
opinion. Hussun Solid whs accordingly invested with the govern¬ 
ment of Irak ; instructions being at the same ttme^ouveyed to Zui- 
yemnein, on the arrival of his successor, to deliver over to him, the 
w hole of the cities, and dependencies of that province at present 
under his authority ; and lot his own part to proceed without delay 
towards Rnkkab, with the division of the army under his orders, to 
chastise the usurpation of the insurgent Nasser ,* the government of 
that quarter, iftclpdiugMossiil and the w hole of Jezzeirah, being con¬ 
ferred upon him. in the room of what it had been found expedient to 
consign to another person. On the same occasion Haiethmah was 
required to transfer to llnssun Solid the troops who had hitherto fol¬ 
lowed his standard ; and to return wi th such as were immediately 
attacked to his own person into Khorassauu. 
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a. ii. 199, On his arrival ut Baghdad, the army ami the government were both 
- 1)- — accordingly resigned to the disposal ofHussun Sohel, by Mlyeranein, 

T^rj!' antl fIiirethmah; the former proceeding towards Rukkah equally dis¬ 
satisfied w itli MHimiti, anil with Ins minister. In a similar temper of 
iniridt liaretiimah took hisdcpartlire for K Imrassmiu; both of these chiefs 
having entertained a notion, that the Klialiiwou Id scarcely l>c induced to 
deprive them ol the authority which they had established at Baghdad. 
Of the troops which, in conformity with his instructions, Ha ret tun ah 
delivered over to the discretion of the new governor of Irak, the 
immediate command had been usually exercised by a slave, or client 
ol his own, ol the name ol Abii S array a ; and to this person they 
were now left in charge, under the authority of HusshoSohd. The 
insurgent Nasser ben Shebeib having shut himself up within the for¬ 
tifications ol Rakkah, on the approach of Zulycmuein, the latter 
immediately formed the siege of that city ; exhibiting, however, no 
other indication of hostility, or of a design to effect the subjugation 
ot the place, than by the position which, in total inaction, he thus 
continued for a longtime to occupy before its gates. 

As had been in some measure foreseen, the character of Hussein 
Sober* government displayed to the inhabitants of Baghdad, both 
soldiers and others, something very foreign to what they hecn accus¬ 
tomed to admire ; neither did they attempt to conceal their surprise 
smd dissatisfaction at this appointment of H Mfim fin's, which, like 
some other recent proceedings of that prince, they ascribed to the 
improper influence exercised by the brother; to whom, they said, they 
well understood (he man ageriient of affairs had been now too generally 
resigned by his master, ° 1 


At a crisis thus verging towards confusion and disturbance, a „ 
indmdmd of the race of Ally, descended from Imnurn litany**, of 
the name of Mahommedson ol Ibrihim, and on whom they thought 
fit to confer the title of Tebauteba, was clandestinely employed at 
Kiltah m soliciting the allegiance of the people for “ U1 RnzW of the 
race id the prophetand had succeeded to a great extent in prevail- 
ln ~ Upo11 t,le '"habitants to engage privately in his views: when in 
lhc ,,muth ofJ^maudy the second * Abu Scrraya, at the head of his 
troops, entered Kulrth ; mid inviting Tehautcba "from the privacy

The person who now demands our attention under the appellation reb,T * 
rjj Abu Serraya, ftithtr nf iegtnti*, is said originally to have borne the 
name oj Serrayii the son ot' Muiusiir : and to have been a descendant 
from 1 launy, or rather more correctly, from A yauz the son of Kahtfenb, 
or Kabeissah, the Sheybaunian ; the same that in the battle of Zikaur, 
at the head of the Arabs of lleirah, so signally defeated the troops of 
Khossrou Parveiz, some lime subsequent to the conflict of Beider. 

But whatever might have been the renown of his ancestor, Abu S«r- 
rnya was himself the slave of Uarethmah 5 although in that humble 
situation, such was the esteem which he had acquired by his talents 
and fidelity, that wherever Ids master was principal in authority, he 
invariably exercised the functions of lieutenant. On the present occa¬ 
sion, when be was directed to transfer the troops of his division to 
lluasun $pheJ, Ilm-ethmah left those who served on his own immedi¬ 
ate pay, in the charge of Aim Sc rray a, as his lieutenant gene ral; while 
he proceeded himself on his journey into Khorassaup. 

Hitherto habituated to the lets arduous avocations of secret nrv. and 
totally tin practiced in the command of armies, Hussuu Sohel, accojd- 
ifiir to the notions of our author at least, possessed but few of the 
qualifications requisite fur the con trou 1 of the numerous, anil populous 
cities now so uiudv i> d I v committed to his management. Betaking 
himself therefore, however prematurely, to indulge in lbs uutund bias, 
the exercise of Ins pen, he proceeded, on the plea that their services 
were no longer required, to strike out from the list of stipendiaries, 
together with various of the troops of Baghdad, a great proportion of 
those w(v 1 had hcen consigned to his authority by llurethmah ; 
and at the head of the latter, thus itnprovidently deprived of their 
suhsi stance. Abu Serra va resenting the injury, shortly afterwards quit¬ 
ted Baghdad, and hastened to Kufali; where in the manner just related, 
he drew from obscurity the usurper Tebnuteba and his race, and to 
him, together with his discarded followers, publicly pledged his 
allegiance. 
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To oppose the tledgronf these iarargent*, its soon as he was appri^.1 
of their proceedings Hi)anm Sohel first naede choice of Zeheir the 
BOli of Moaseib, one of tho military chiefe of l»i« government; who 
R ceordm»1v aflvniiml to Kftfah at the head of ten thousand of the 
troop* of Baghdad. But AhdSerniyn issuing from the town to give him 
battle, Zeheir was defeated with considerable slaughter, a valuable 
booty heron ling the reward of the conqueror. Uc-cntering K Utah, how¬ 
ever with the captured property in his train, Al>6 Serraya was surpris¬ 
ed | JV a|1 unexpeGtsed demand, on the part of Tcbauteba, for the spoils 
of his victory, which lie was compelled to relinquish on the spot; but 
as this was species of usurpation to which the Biiccesfut adventurer 
was little disposed to submit, the wretched Tebautcba was the very 
same night taken off by a dose of poison, administered through his 
contrivance; Mahommtd the grandson 6fZc id, anther defendant from 
Imamu llfofceyne, bring chosen the follow ingday to supply his place, 
while the supreme direction of his councils was henceforward appro¬ 
priated With little ceremony to himself by Abb Scrraya, 

Subsequent to the departure ofZelieir, a fresh body of troops bad 
been dispatched by Hussun Solid, either to sustain, or to retrieve the 
miscarriage of, that commander, llut this detachment experiencing 
a similar repulse and disgrace at the gates oHmiM., a spirit of general 
revolt appeared at once to spread itself through the whole race of 
Ally; of whom a number of individuals immediHtuly starting up, an I 
entering from differ ntquarters into a correspondence with Abu Ser¬ 
ova, were by him, without difficulty, confirmed in the government of 
those places,' from which they had suem-eded in banishing the author¬ 
ity of l'l Milimm. in the mean time Abu Serraya with Mahommed 
tlie llQsseyiiitc the mstrument of his ambition, on whom he bad 
conferred the title of Amrir-wt-inGtiminwrit, took up his permanent 
abode at Kutah ; whence lie proceeded to direct th it the name of III 
Mainun should he expunged from the public orations in all the terri¬ 
tory which had submitted to his usurpation. 11 is views now extended 
to the entire subjugation of Irik ; and a chief of the insurgent family 
wm<s accOJWlimil v dispatched, with a competent force, to take possession 
oi Waussit; w bile Zejd the son oi Mussa, another of the race of 1'ati- 
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ma, proceeded towards Ba«nmh ; both of which cities appear to have 
submitted without resistance. 

In thie perplexity occasioned by the illuming progress of the insur¬ 
rection, Hussun Sohel conceived it expedient to dispatch, without 
further delay, to read HArcthmah; who, when the disturbances broke 
out, had not yet prosecuted his journey beyond Htilwaun, To the 
repeated messages of 1 lussuu, he did not however appear disposed to 
pay the smallest attention; until on reaching Hamadaun, he was over¬ 
taken by a dispatch from that chief, which threatened, unless lie 
instantly retraced his steps to Baghdad, to make such a representation 
of his conduct, both to L’l Mamim and his minister, as should enforce 
jds return, though lie were at the gates of Merit: intimating at the 
mme time, in terms which could hardly be misconceived, that the 
relation in which he stood with the ringleader of the insurgents, was 
sufficiently notorious to the world; and that it was by no means 
difficult to infer, that the proceedings of the slave had originated in 
the instructions of his master, AVitli such an accusation impending, 
11 Arethmall conceived it might be extremely hazardous to appear in 
the presence of Ul M Am flu; convinced at the same time as he well 
must have been, that under such circumstances, no means would be 
IcSt unemployed by Fuzzed to accomplish his d estruction. He sttb- 
jiiittL-d therefore with a good grace to yield to the importunities or 
llassun; and returning shortly afterwards to Bnghdhd, experienced 
from that officer, notwithstanding what had passed, a very honorable 
and outwardly cordial reception. 

Bring now placed at the head of the force destined to serve agai nst 
Abu sir ray a, Harethmah marched out of BagdAd, detaching Ally the 
son of Saaid, with the advanced guard, to expel from Waussit the 
person by whom it had been seized for the insurgent. In the mean 
time, having in vatu employed messengers to read him to a sense ot 
duty, Ilarethni'di advanced at length in person to give battle to.. Abu 
Scrraya; whom he attacked, and defeated with great slaughter, com- 
pelting him to retire for shelter to the castle of Eben Hobairah ;* and 
from thence, by a close and ardent pursuit, to continue his flight to

'Judith To tills period, many of the kindred of the House ot Abhas, and 
TvLr - v * particularly of the family of Cl Milnsur ami Mchedy, were still suf. 

fen d to reside in very opulent circumstances at K ft tali ; but on the 
recent discomfiture and return to licit place, ot Abu Seffayo, tueir 
Destiny was suddenly changed ; they were banished from their 
habitations, which, together with the whole ol their property, being 
cither destroyed, or confiscated to the use of the insurgent, they hast¬ 
ened towards the castle of Eben liohairah, where, in the camp oi 
llurethuuih, they found an asylum for their persons. 

The month of /mlkuudah was now arrived: and as the IIadjlea 
from Persian Irak and Khqrassaun, and the other provinces of the 
east were, it seems, on the approach of the season of the pilgrimage, 
necessarily to pass through the territory now occupied by the troops 
of 1 Hire thumb, they were in great numbers prevented from the prose¬ 
cution of their sacred design by the orders of that general. On the 
cither hand, Abu Scpaya on liis part did not fail to dispatch to Mek- 
kah* another of the race of Ally, descended from Imsuitn flftsseyne, 
whose name was II tissue, subsequently known by the appellation of 
Ebcn-ul-Eftess, (son of the flat-nosed) and who took his departure 
from Kftfhh during the month ofZiilkaudnh, in order to preside in the 
ceremonies of the visitation ; while about the same period Mahom- 
med the son of Sdlitnnn, hy the expulsion of the lieutenant oi the 
house of Abbas, obtained possession of Medeintih. On the evening 
of the ninth of ZHhudje, while the pilgrims without either prince or 
pontiff,wdre collected on Mount Arafaut, Ebenul Eftess, accompanied 
hy his governor, or preceptor, Dnoud the son of Milssa, arrived in the 
neighborhood of Mekkah; and having performed the duties of eve¬ 
ning service in the sanctuary of the kaaubuh, proceeded to join 
the lladjlcs, on Arafaut, where he remained until midnight. 
The following day,* he returned and was allowed to take final posses¬ 
sion of the sacred city. 

In the former part of Mohurrim, of the year two hundred, Ilfireth- 
man led hi* army to the gates of Kiifali; from which, with recruited 
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power*, Abfi Scrrnyn issued once more to five him battle, Ho was 
ni^aiij defeated; and being; pursued into the town by liis conqueror, 
lie was compelled to fly from thence towards Has so raft, taking with 
bint the pageant Mahojmmed, the adherents of the family, and the 
whole of lire troops who continued attached to his interests. On 
the banks of the DeVjclith, or Tigris, lie was attacked on lib march, 
aH d discomfited with fresh slaughter by a division of the garrison of 
Wausait, detached to intercept his retreat by Ally the son oi SELeid, 
the governor on the part of Il&rethmah. living in the last conflict 

severely wounded, and disabled from further active hostilities, Ab4 
Serrayunow bent his steps in the direction of Jozzeimh ; where, in 
the city of Rauss-ul-Eyne, be had, as he flattered himself, provided 
an abode against the contingencies of adverse fori une. He had how* 
ever no sooner entered the boundaries oi Jezzeirah, tlmn lie found 
himself furl tier opposed by a'detachment of the troops of HHusnu So- 
hel, under a commander '# the frame of Hameiil; by whom he was 
immediately secured, and together with the whole of bis followers, 
conducted in sale custody to the presence of the governor of Irak, 
At a subsequent period lie was put to death by that chiel; ami our 
author concludes his story with the remark, that, if lots been recorded, 
that no criminal was ever known to utter such violent lamentations, 
or td betray such total want of fortitude at the moment ol execution, 

as this same wretched Abu Serraya, 

When it was sufficiently ascertained that nothing further was lobe 
apprehended from ihe attempts of Abfl Serraya, Ally the son of !"acid 
received the orders of Hkrethmah to advance from Waussit, and take 
possession of Basso rah. At the period under consideration, Zeid the 
son of Mussa, and brother of I msunn Ally Huzza, from the frequent 
conflagrations with which he had laid waste the territory under lus 
authority, sureamed Zeid-ul-Naur, ZtUl the ina wrfiWy, continued m 
rule over that city; but was become, by bis vices and intolerable 
cruelties, so completely odious to the inhabitants, that the lieutenant 
of Hkrethmah no sooner appeared before their gat. S than they seized 
the person of their oppressor, and delivered him into the hands of 
that officer, by whom he was condemned to languish in the sobtu « 
of a prison. A brother of this man’s, of the name of ibrauium, had 
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h. ii. 200 . contrived ahout the same time to establish himself in Yemen,and by 
—— s,m,Jyf atrocities, to render himself equally detested ; having, by his 
M sanguinary character acquired the appellation of ibrauhim-ul-Je^^r, 
Ibratiiiiin the butcher. 

Such also is represented to have been the conduct of Hussnn-ul- 
Eftess at Mekkah, that, driven to extremity by various instances of 
oppression and insolence, either on his part or that of his officers, the 
people at last conspired to effect his destruction ; but becoming by 
some channel or oilier apprized of his danger, he contrived for the 
present to escape their vengeance. Distinguished tor his exemplary 
piety, and unblemished manners, Mu hummed, the son oflmauin Jauf- 
fer-u-f-Suudek, had tong since taken sanctuary, as lie conceived against 
the projects of ambition, at Mekkah; and to him, when they under¬ 
stood that the inhabitants would no longer submit to the arbitrary pro¬ 
ceedings of their principal, that Abu Serrayawas no longer in a condition 
to beof use to their designs, and that the house of Abbas Imd recovered 
its authority in Mb, the adherents oithe race of Ally, who served in the 
train of !Ititssun-tll-Lftm, now applied themselves; mid engaging to 
set. ure lor him the allegiance oi the people, whose resentments they had 
awakenedby their misconduct, they invited him from Ids retirement, 
mid importuned him to accept of their submission. All this he at 
first declined, alleging that no earthly consideration should ever 
prevail with him to withdrew from the service of his Cod: but 
instructed by the admonitions of their leader, the followers of I (os- 
sltii u ftcss T Uy repeated protestations? of their sincere repentance 
or their crimes and atrocities, and by a promise of embracing the 
doctrines oi hissed, at the same time that he accepted tlwiralh-iann* 
ultimately persuaded this abstinent recluse, once more to revisit the 
haunts ot men ; receiving the homage not onlv of the troops of Hus 
Sun-ubEftess, but of the inhabitants of MetL,h at large; whocongra¬ 
tulated them selves on being thus unexpectedly relieved from the 
oppressions of the usurper; who was .cons trained on his part to reside 
in privacy, although his son Ally was permitted to assume the man- 
ngmm-M ot aflalre undei i he pretended controul ,of Mahommed Jauffery 
It was while these transactions took place at Mekkah that lliranhim- 
ill expelling labank the sun of Mtositof iho nee 
,rulu Wl “ l: extruded lieutenant still continuing 
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fo liowr on the skirts of Bis province, was no sooner apprised that the 
inhabitant* were become disaflccted towards Eben-uJ-Eftess and his 
agents, than he approached (hat way, with the design of getting pos - 
session of the city, Mnhommcd the son of Jauffer hastened to give 
him battle,accompanied by the son of lIussun-ul-Eftess ; hut the men 
Of Mekkah withholding tlidr support from the race of the prophet, the 
troops of the house of Abbas prevailed; their general immediately 
entered and made him self mas ter of the sacred city, putting to the sword 
in great numbers, the adherents of the vnmjtitlshed party who had the 
misfortune to fall into la is hands. Mabommed the son of Ja offer, who 
had so unwisely exchanged his tranquil retreat for the precarious 
pursuits of ambition, contrived however to escape to Judduh. Hi* 
son, or that of Ebeii-uJ-Eftess, it is not clear which, was killed in the 
action which took plat;© on this occasion near Mekkah ; while othenj 
ol'thf* party took flight in various directions. Having placed the city 
df Mekkah in estate of sufficient security, the son ofMAma proceeded 
without further delay to Jeddah ; where he contrived without much 
difficulty to get into Ins hands the person of the fugitive Mahojnmcd 
wf.o implored his protection, and was received to mercy; tile success¬ 
ful general being satisfied to reconduct him back 10 Mekkah, where 
from the vestibule of the sanctuary (miaiii»-e-rokken-wo-tniikauin) lie 
compelled him to renounce bis short-lived authority, and in the luce 
of the public, to submit to t hat of L'l MAmihi. 

In the mean time Mahommed the son of llarnn, the brother of Ul 
Mamim, and the same that succeeded to the throne of the Khalili 
tinder the title of Mfltassem, had been dispatched by the government 
of Irak to recover Yemen ; of which we have already seen that (brail- 
hmi-uJ-Jezzaur bad recently made himself master. To oppose the 
Cii treiii e of this prince aw soon as Ilia destination was ascertained, a des¬ 
cendant of Aukkail the son of Abfitauleb, and the brother of Ally, vu 
employed by VI Jezzaur: and as Abu lsliapk, iihich was tire familar 
nppdlativeof Mutapscm, had in 'tbejbt&tdce proceeded to Mekkah 
in order to be present during tire concluding ceremonies of the pilgrim- 
nge, at the close of they ear two hundred, and with the design of continu¬ 
ing bis march into Yemen at a future opportunity, the AukkaiJite 
appeared with a considerable lurec at tire gates of that city. But 
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being furnished with the necessary military aid, Abil tshank was 
immediately sent out, by the governor of Mekkuh, to give battle to the 
intruder, who was compelled to retire with shame and loss. 

Soon utter he had brought the war with Abu Serrava to so fortunate 
a termination, HussiinSofael had allotted to Harethmah, the govern* 
incut of Damascus; which that warlike and haughty chief disdained 
however to accept at liis hands, demanding at the same time his dismis¬ 
sion for Kborassauu, in conformity to his original instructions; hut as 
the governor of Irak persisted in opposing this design, Hareihmah 
quitted Kul'nh without his concurrence, causing if to be intimated 
to him that he should seek an interview with his sovereign at the gates 
of Ilia palace; there to narrate the circumstances ofhis own story with¬ 
out the interference of subordinate authority. That ii ii were found 
expedient to remand him to Irak, it rested with the better judgment 
of their common superior, and that Ho should obey without scruple. Hut 
that at all events he conceived it far more honorable to receive his 
authority from the hands of his sovereign, than fromany such contempt¬ 
ible delegate as he considered him to be, lie further discovered ids 
intention of appearing at Merit in the pride and pomp of recent victory ; 
and at a private conference with U1 Minn tin to undeceive him with res¬ 
pect to hik, and to the character of Hussun Solid. On all these sub¬ 
jects the latter did not fail to advertise Ids brother; who hastened on 
bis part to avail himself of his influence with LI Mlmiun, to prepossess 
the mind of that prince to the disadvantage of i hircthmali; w bom ho 
did not scruple to accuse of having brought contempt on the authority 
of Ids sovereign at Baghdad, and of having employed the traitor Abd 
Serraya to bring from obscurity, and to promote with such formidable 
though transient success, the claims of the race of Fatima; since it was 
not probable that the slave should have conceived such a design, if it 
had tint been consonant to the views of his master. And lastly, (hat 
alter rejecting with disdain his brother’s appointment to the province 
of Syria, be was now "repairing to court in defiance of the express 
commands of his sovereign. 

By these and similar representations the mind of Ul Mamin was at 
last sufficiently predisposed against llarethmah ; and it was there¬ 
fore resulted to keep ham at a distance, by confirming has no mi* 
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action to the government of Damascus, to wliich that of HVjauz was 
now annexed ; and the necessary letters patent were accordingly dis¬ 
patched to meet him. Persisting however in his original design, 
Il&rethmah paid but little attention to these letters, and continued 
hi* journey to the gab* of Mcni ; w liich, to the sound of his kettle 
drums arid with ensigns displayed, he immediately entered without 
Further ceremony, proceeding in this manner, at the head of his 
followers, through the city to the patacc of 11 M&mun. Affecting 
to he surprised at the noise and tumult occasioned by his approach, 
that prince desired to he informed, whence these unauthorized 
sounds of nifUuiy music? and being acquainted by his minister, in 
la nonage but little calculated to soothe bis resentment, that they 
proceeded from the train of llarethmah, who was coming in contempt 
of his orders to pay him a visit; the monarch became thoroughly 
incensed, and forthwith directed that the insolent intruder should be 
brought before hint- The attendants proceeded accordingly, and con¬ 
ducted him with his hands bound to the presence of LI Mamuii ; who 
accosting him with an air of stem displeasure, demanded if lie really pos¬ 
sessed the audacity thus to approach his person in immediate defiance 
or his express commands, or was lie to disbelieve the evidence of Ilia 
own senses? and to render his insolence the more notorious, that ho 
should mark his unhidden entry to the capital of his sovereign, with 
nil the triumph of martial pomp? The degraded chief attempted to 
explain himself, hut in this he was prevented by the attendants ; tire 
font soldier* of the Khalifa guard being directed to beat him with 
their fists about the head and neck; and in that state, with his nose 
demolished, and his face otherwise severely battered, he w.is itnme- 
dmtelv dragged to lit* prison; where, after languishing for a few days, 
he was finally put to death, through the agency of if aziel tire sou of 
Sobel. 

While the career of Ilarethinah was thus terminated at Merit, the 
turbulent soldiery at Baghdad proceeded to the extreme of expelling 
their governor, Uu^un Sobei, from that city, who was thence driven 
to reside at Neherwauu ; where, and not before, it would apiwar, 
that the captive Abu S lt.iy a was now condcmined to sullbr iN-nh. 
1 Living vindicated his authority by this act of justice, he then 
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return**! towards Baghdad ; lint killing in his attempt to procure 
admission, he withdrew to Median, with the design of proceeding 
further towards Waussit, as he might hr const mined by circumstances, 
or the attempts of the refractory troops of his government. He dis¬ 
patched in the mean time one of bis officers, Ally the son of Hash- 
aum, to conduct, in his behalf, the affairs of Baghdad ; and this person 
having obtained from his principal a promise to satisfy a demand for 
six months pay on the part of the army, they were content for a 
short time to submit to his authority ; but a mouth being sufferer! to 
elapse without any thing to indicate a performance of this promise, 
the soldiers mutinied afresh against this substitute of their obnoxious 
commander. They were however once more appeased by an engage¬ 
ment on his part to defray their expences, until such time as lie should 
be furnished with a sufficient supply of treasure to discharge the 
w hole of their demand. 

It was formerly stated that the insurgent Zeid-uUNaur, of the race 
of Ally, after having exercised a temporary usurpation at Basso rah, 
to the entire disgust of the inhabitants, was by them delivered up to 
Ally the son of Saeid, who committed Ids person to the confinement 
of a prison. About the period of which we are now speaking, the 
the captive Zcul, however, contrived to effect his escape ; and having 
joined a brother of Ab4 Serraya, who wandered about the neighbor¬ 
hood m some sort of disguise, was encouraged, by the number of dis* 
affected men who assembled round his standard, to the design of once 
more getting possession of Basso rah. But a force being seasonably 
detached against him by Ally the son of llashnum, the lieutenant 
governor of Baghdad, the design was frustrated ; the brother of Abil 
Serraya was killed in nil action which took place oil this occasion ; 
and Zeid, becoming again a captive, was now conveyed to Baghdad, 
where he was condemned, for a short time longer, to expiate the errors 
of an hopeless ambition in the solitude of a prison. Nevertheless, 
the mutinous soldiery of that metropolis again conspiring to subvert 
the authority of their governor, broke open his prison gates, and set 
him once more at large. But instructed by recent misfortunes, he 
determined tins time forever to abandon such perilous enterprises; 
and contrived to conceal himself so effectually, from these who sought 
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him for the purpose of placing him on the throne of the Khalifa in 
opposition to III M&rofin, as to dude their most diligent inquiry, 

Thus trust™ted in their intentions with respect to Zeid-fgJ-XuUf, 
the insurgents turned thdr views upon Munsiir the son of Aldiedy, 
still residing at Baghdad as a private individual; to whom they accord¬ 
ingly" repaired with an offer ol the throne ol the Jvhelautut, undo! their 
immediate allegiance. But finding that he steadily resisted every 
importunity to accept of the sovereign power, they then made him 
the proposal of assuming the government, as the lieutenant of LI 
Aikmfln; since it was thdr fixed determination never to submit to the 
authority of [fiissun Solid in any shape. Io this Munsilr yielded 
his assent, and proceeding to the exercise of his power, gave the first 
proof of it liy repeating the K hot bah in the name of L T i Alain Cm ; after 
which ho invited Fazzel the son of Ribbeia from hi* secret abode at 
Baghdad, and conferred upon him the appointment of Yezzdr. 

Those events produced in the mind of IIussuii Solid increasing 
apprehension. And as he conceived himself not perfectly safe against 
the attempt of his adversaries at Medfieio, he removed without dday 
for greater security, from that place to Waussit* halfway to Bassoruli 
along the Tigris. In the mean time the insurgents at Caghd&d were 
no leas eager to gratify, than he was to dude their revenge, and ceased 
not their importunities to be led against him. lauher ZuLeinneui, in 
his camp before Rakkah, appears all the while to have contemplated 
these convulsions with perfect indifference, until he became apprized 
of tiie proceedings of the troops in favor ol Munsur. lie then conceived 
it expedient to dispatch, from among the troops of Khorassauu, a dis¬ 
tinguished captain of the name of Mahommedben Khaled, to concert 
with that prince some determined plan of operations; and otherwise to 
to afford him every assistance in the attack which was meditating 
against Hussmi Solid. On the appearance of this new chief at Bagh¬ 
dad, the whole of the soldiery immediately collected round his person; 
demanding that Munsur should appoint him their lieutenant gen era 1 1 
for the purpose of conducting them without dday against the odious, 
and detested Hussun. Thdr clamours had been too frequently suc¬ 
cessful to be in this instance exerted io vain, Mahommcd bcu 
gh&lcd » accordingly invested with the military command : and a 
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A. ti. 901. eonkidcrablc force soon afterwards mar fired under Iris orders towards 
A. T>, am, "Waussit. In 11 1 e neighborhood of that city they were opposed in 
Tdrikli battle by the troops of Ifussun Sohel; ami their commander being 
Tebry. severely wounded in the action, they were compelled with disgrace 
and loss to return to Baghdad, where he expired of his wounds. Hav¬ 
ing however chosen Kis&a, the son of'their deceased general, to comniand 
in the room of his father, they proceeded a second time towards 
Waussit; and were again defeated with accumulated slaughter, by 
lliimekl the son of Abdul H ante id of Tuss, employed against them at 
tile head of the troops of Huasnn Sohel. 

Irritated by repeated disgrace, discomfiture, and loss, the soldiers on 
their return this time to Baghdad, became still more violent in their 
clamours, urgingwith equal rage and impatience to be led again with¬ 
out delay to meet their obnoxious governor: whom, under the odious 
appellation of the map an suit of a magian they announced their unal¬ 
terable resolution, never more to admit into authority; whoso brother 
i'azzel they proclaimed to be equally obnoxious to their choice; and 
protesting moreover, that if he was not without further delay degraded 
from the Vi&aurut, LI Mainuri himself was to consider that from that 
day they had abjured his authority as Khalif. Having adopted these 
violent resolutions, they proceeded to demand that 1 lari hem the son of 
Hauzem might he appointed Scpah-sahiur, or lieutenant general, by 
whom they were conducted once more to the gates of Waussit; 1 laiueid 
the Tbssite being again employed to oppose him on the part ofllussim 
Sohel, while Yalieya the son of Ally the Mahatute was dispatched by 
blunsur to take possession of iMed&vin, 

Hut the sufferings of the inhabitants of Baghdad had now again 
reached that point, beyond which there was no further endurance. A 
licentious banditti had re-established its uncontrolable swav in that 
unhappy city ; the women, the slaves, the property of the inhabitants 
of every rank and description, had once more become the prey of robbers 
and outlaw's, who regarded neither the authority of Muftaflr, nor of any 
other person: and the efforts of the lew honest and tvell disposed 
individuals, w ho united to check the excesses of these unprincipled 
depredators, having failed in the application, this wretched metro- 
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polls tvn* abandoned, ibr another season, to tlie dominion of civil 
discord, anti of every species of outrage and atrocity. 

The troubles which afflicted the province of Irak were, however, 
destined at hist to reach the cars of I I M&xndn ; but the source from 
which they sprung was concealed from him, as sedulously as ever, 
hy his artful and ambitious minister. Instead of ascribing the evil 
w here it was due, to the general, and determined aversion of the people 
to the government of his brother, the \ ezzeir continued to impress his 
sovereign with a Indie*’, that it entirely originated in the projects perpe¬ 
tually renewed by the persecuted race of Ally; of whom, he asserted 
there was not a city in the empire, in which some individual had not 
started up, to vindicate the claims of his family. On the basis of such 
a representation, the Khalit', niter long deliberating on the subject, 
ultimately decided on adopting the following expedient. It was 
resolved betwixt him and his minister, that some one should be imme¬ 
diately sought of the lineage of Ally, whose piety and wisdom should 
he already acknowledged throughout the limits of Issldm; whose life 
should have been unpolluted by the vanities of human ambition; and 
whose superior claims should be universally admitted by the whole 
race. This distinguished individual when discovered, it was then 
determined to conduct into Khorassaun, to be immediately proclaimed 
successor to the throne of the Khalils, on the demise of lit Mam An ; 
to such a manlier as to convince the whole race that on the death of that 
prince, the sovereign power should descend, without failure, from the 
house of Abbas to that of Ally, An expedient by which it was hoped 
to unite the whole family in the interests ofL-l Mum mi, mid of this 
their lineal representative; and finally to appease those commotions 
with which they had so often disturbed the tranquillity of the .Uahoui- 
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In prosecution of this plan, the inquiry was set on foot without further 
delay; and the selection resting upon Ally Huzza, the eighth linaum, 
now residing at Baghdad, (and the brother as it would appear of Zekl-uU 
Nanr, though of a character perfectly the reverse) it was finally deter¬ 
mined, between the Khali land his minister, that lie should be immedi¬ 
ately brought from Irak, and declared successor to the empire on the 
death of 11 Minima; and that the latter should proceed, without delay. 
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A. l>. »»ti- them to acknowledge thelmaumut, or pontificate, in the descendants of 
Turikii Ally and Fatima; in tile hope that itieplots and conspiracies which had 
been hitherto directed against the reigning power, might be banished 
the land, ami that the disaffected might be at length permanently recoil- 
ciled to the authority of L I Mamun. 11 may perhaps appear extraor- 
tlitiarv that, when the matter became thus finally arranged, Fazzet 
conceived it no longer necessary to disguise from his master, that the 
seditious and turbulent spirit, on so many recent occasions exhibited 
by the troops of Baghdad, had in truth its origin in their rooted 
aversion to the government of his brother llussun ; neither does it 
appear less unaccountable, that such a discovery should have produced 
no sort of change in the resolutions of L’l Mum mi; unless indeed the 
plan is to be con side red altogether as a matter of political expediency, 
to answer the purposes of the moment, and to be adhered to, or aban¬ 
doned, j nst as the occasion might eventually require. 

Be tltis however as it may, Rudjii the son of Zohauk, a maternal 
uncle of 11 Marnun’s, accompanied by a confidential domestic of the 
name of Tdmauss, was dispatched to conduct Ally Huzza from Bagh¬ 
dad to Merfi; whilst L’J Mamun hastened on his part to publish through 
that city, the rights of theSheiahs, or adherents of Ally; proclaiming 
at the same time, that after himself the Khclaufut was to devolve in 
full sovereignty to A lly thesou ofMAiw; that he was to be considered in 
the immediate exereiseof the sacred functions ofthe Imaumut; and that 
it was no longer lawful to molest w ith injurious persecutions the man 
who, in himself, and in his illustrious predecessors, had already su He red 
too grievously, from the oppressive policy of the houses ofOmmeyah 
and Abbas. That, with acknowledged justice on the side of his new 
found colleguc, circumstances which he could not controul had alone 
precluded him from an immediate abdication in his favor; but as heir 
apparent, and successor to t he Khelaufut, next after himself, and to the 
entire exclusion of his own offspring, he now solemnly nominated the 
name Ally the son of Mussu, by the title of Urruzza, ofthe race of 
Mnhommed ; further demanding for him, and for his son Mahoinmcd 
lekky after him, the allegiance of the people, Togive the utmost 
apparent solidity to these arrangements, U1 Mantua on the subsequent 
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"rival of the two princes at Mere, bestowed upon Ally Rtiz** the hand A. TT. *0*. 
of his eldest daughter Omm-e-Habtib, and that of his youngest, Omni- A - D - ai7 - 
ul-Fazzel, upon the youthful Mahommed: find lastly, the black banner, TBrik)l 
and uniform of the house of Abbas, winch he stigmatized as the livery 
of Lite infernal regions, was laid aside fbr the more lively green of the 
raceofFitiam; which he recommended, as the decoration of the inmates 
of interminable bliss. In these several changes, the minister Fazzei was 
directed to circulate, to every city of the empire, letters demanding 
the concurrence of the inhabitants at large; and publicly announcing* 
that on the demise of I I Mamin, the throne of the Kbalifs was to 
descend without reserve to Ally Huzza, and after him, in succession, to 
bis son Mahommed, or such of the posterity of Ally as might be found 
most worthy of the ex a] ted charge; the reigning sovereign being, in these 
letters, represented to have merely restored to the legitimate claimant 
the unquestionable rights of the prophet’s family, from a decided con¬ 
viction of their superiority to those of his own, in whatever point 
examined. 

In obedience to the instructions conveyed to him on this occasion, 

JJussun Sob el, who still resided at Waussit, proceeded to exact from 
the troops of that dependency, an engagement to abide by the plan of 
succession thus recently established by their sovereign : and similar 
instructions being at the same time expedited, to Zblycmnein before 
Rakkah, to Mossiile, and .Jezzeirah, and to all the cities of Syria and 
Hcjauz, the agitations which had been so long kept on loot, by the ad¬ 
herents of the race of Ally and Fatima, appear to have been at once 
laid at rest, to tlie very remotest limits of tho empire. 

Previous to the arrival of his dispatches, it is however observed, 
that Hushiid Solid bad contrived to accommodate his differences with 
the refractory garrison of Baghdad, by according to a demand of six 
months gratuity; it being agreed on their part, that Munsur should 
relinquish his authority, and return to a private station, and that Eissa 
the son of Mahommed, should preside over the city as the delegate of 
Jlussun. But the treaty, by which these differences had been recon¬ 
ciled, was scarcely closed, when a most violent fermentation among 
the soldiery was afresh excited by the letters from his principal, which 
were communicated by the lieutenant of Baghdad ; calling upon the 
inhabitant to pledge themselves iu support of the new urder of sue- 
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cession f and immediately to adopt, in their standards and apparel, tin? 
green livery of the Seyeds, or race of Fatima. With the ordinary 
clamour, the troops protested that while the rights of the house of 
Abbas possessed, with them, such an indubitable preference, the 
arrangements which violated those rights should never have their 
concurrence; and the whole of the family residing at Baghdad being 
then assembled, a resolution was adopted without delay, to abjure 
the authority of U1 Miimun : and to raise to the Khclaufnt ill his 
stead, some other individual of the race of Abbas, less prodigal of the 
interests of Iris blood. With these views the malcontents hastened 
with an oiler of the imperial dignity to Mmisur the son of Mehcdy ; 
but that chief steadily declining their offer, they appeared with the 
same proposal at the gate of his brother I bran him, who was, without 
much difficulty Jed to coincide with their views ; alleging, as the 
motive of his compliance, his entire disapprobation of any measure of 
VI Miimun’s, which went to transfer from his own kindred the rights 
of the Khelaufut. On the next ensuing Friday, the troops of Bagh¬ 
dad in conjunction with the lieiini Abbas, assembled together in the 
principal mosque of the city; where, from the pulpit of the Imaitmut, 
i bran him publicly pronounced that L’l Mamun was deposed from 
his authority; and reciting the Khoibab in his own name, proceeded 
to demand for himself the allegiance of the people: ait event, which is 
here recorded to have taken place, when three days were yet unex¬ 
pired oi the month of Zilhndje, of the year two hundred and one.* 

\\ c are now, with one slight exception which will occur hereafter, 
and with considerable regret, compelled to take leave of our instructive 
guide, the Persian translator and conti nuator of the Turikh of 

which, the author of these pages has not the good fortune to possess 
mote than [lie first volume, terminating with the death of L'l Manuiu ; 
a period to which the reader is abruptly convoyed by a transit of at least 
seventeen years; and of which,, hating the single article of the nomina¬ 
tion of Mutassem to succeed to the Khelaufut, notwithstanding the 
deceitful formality of prior arrangements, the events are passed over in 
total silence. This chasm it becomes our object, as fir as possible, 
io supply from the abridged testimony of more modem authorities,

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Having assumed the functions of the Khdaufut at Baghdad, in the A, If. aah 
man ner j us t re iated, I braubim em ployed cons iderable exert ion to make A ~ li17- 
himself master of Irak; and, being triumphant in a variety of actions 
in which he was engaged with the troops of H ussun Sohel, he succeeded 
at hist in rendering his power respectable, if not formidable. These 
untoward events could not however be entirely concealed from U1 
Mamun ; and he ventured at last to interrogate his minister rather 
closely, ns to the nature of that authority which had been assumed 
by tbrauhim. The reply w hich he received from Zul-reiaussetern was 
That, to give it the most unfavorable construction that such a circum¬ 
stance could bear, the people had merely raised him to the subordi¬ 
nate government, without the smallest design upon the Khclaufut, 
or sovereign dignity. 

The power of 1 bran him hud nevertheless been too firmly established 
at Baghdad ; and the extent of the evil being thus treacherously 
concealed from his mast-r by ZuUrciausseuin, Imamu Ally Huzza 
obtained with l i Mirniun a private conference ; atwhich he disclosed 
to him in detail the nature of those occurrences, which from first to 
last hud taken place both in Irak and Hejaiu, under the odious admin¬ 
istration of llussun Solid i and having described without reserve the 
magnitude of Ibr&uhun’st usurpation, which embraced, as lie said, the 
design of contending for the sceptre of the Khalil's, be further an¬ 
nounced to Ui M&inun, ihat these dangerous facts had been withheld 
from his knowledge, by Fazzel, through the treasonable suggestions, 
and to screen the incapacity, and misconduct of his brother Hussun. 

It was therefore upon this disclosure that Tl M&mftn, in the early part 
of the year two hundred and two, suddenly proceeded for Baghdad, 

On his arrival at Sirkhess, the next town of importance between 
Merd and Neva hap dr, he contrived to l i he rate himself from the 
inauspicious influence ot'Zulreiaussetein. This chief, although lw 
had, by his skill in astrology, long since discovered that he u>as to 
lose his life between fire and water, is here accused ot presuming 
nevertheless to conceive that the arrangements of eternal destiny were 
to be eluded by the precautions of human foresight. He was how¬ 
ever, as was far from being unusual, probably left in the dark as to 
the precise circumstances which such an ambiguous prognostic was 
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designed to indicaw j until onc day, after lie had been indulging him* 
self in the luxurious lassitude of a warm bath, be was attacked by four 
assassins, who watched his exit, and instantly put him to death ; 
when it occurred without any very forced construction, that, the 
stcaui of the bath being produced l>y the combined operation of fire 
and water * he had been pretty accurately forewarned of his destiny. 
VI Mamfm did not fail to express the utmost concern and astonish¬ 
ment at the perpetration of the deed, although shrewdly' suspected of 
having authorized it hy his own instructions ; and the strictest orders 
were immediately issued for the apprehension of the murderers. They 
were accordingly secured shortly afterwards, and brought before the 
offended monarch; who demanded, with apparent indignation, the 
motives which had actuated them in the commission of this atrocious 
act of guilt ? and they presumed to admonish him in reply, as he 
feared the wrath of an avenging God, to recollect that the deed Imd 
originated in bis own express commands! they were, notwithstand¬ 
ing, consigned to the sword of the executioner, and their heads trans¬ 
mitted, In proof of the Khali i’s abhorrence of the act, to 11 usstin Solid, 

It is observed in a work of considerable respectability,, that the rid¬ 
ing ambition of Fazzel was to emulate the fame of A W Mosslcm ; 
whose services to the reigning family, lie arrogantly averred to have 
been far surpassed by ids own, A person to whom lie uttered this 
boast, having ventured to remark, that beseemed to have forgotten, 
that instead of a simple change from one brother to another, the Mer- 
ouzitc claimed the superior merit of w resting the Khciaufut, from a 
dinasty in the vigor of its power, and of transferring it entire to the 
bouse of Abbas; FazzeL replied that if he was permitted to live, ho 
would, in that respect also, endeavour to surpass the renown of Aba 
Moslem, To the operation of tlbs sentiment have accordingly been 
ascribed the measures which led t l Mamiin, as we have recently seen, 
to establish Ally Huzza in the line of succession, to the immediate 
exclusion of his own blood. 

1 1 Mamitn proceeded, however, on his march to Tiisse; where, 
during a repose o| some days afforded to the army, and either through 
the atrocious contrivance of that monarch, as was formerly noticed, or 
through the iniirimuus ui nature, Ally Huzza, perhaps very oppor- 
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fu Rely, quitted the stage oflife, in the course of the year two hundred A. H, Era* 
and three. Having acquitted himself of the last solemnities to the de« Al S1 ®' 
parted Imaum, Ul Marniln again resumed his march for Baghdad. 

In the mean time a derangement of intellect, or melancholy', having 
seized upon Hussuo Solid, his family conceived it expedient to lay 
him in fetters, and to take charge of his

same crisis the people of Baghdad, apprized of the assassination of 
Ziilrciaussetein, of the death of Ally Huzza, and of the approach of 
l"I Miimun, and evincing a disposition to return to their allegiance, 

Ibraithim the son of Mchcdy penetrated into their designs, and sea¬ 
sonably disappeared on the second day after the festival of Zillmdjc;* 
when Ul Mamijn was already arrived within a short distance of the 
metropolis, which that monarch entered shortly afterwards without 
opposition, in the commencement of the year two hundred and four. 

Tiller Zhlyemnciti, whose services were still engaged before Rakkah* 
embraced the opportunity of repairing to the presence of Ul M&indn, 
from whom he experienced a favorable and distinguished reception ; 
and he appears to have exerted his influence on this occasion to pre¬ 
vail upon the Khali f to resume the sable robes, and badges, of the 
house of Abbas. 

In the course of two hundred and five, Ziilyemuem was dispatched A JT ao3JS( 
by IT Mimfln to‘take charge of the government of Khorassaun ; by A. D, we-ai* 
which was laid the foundation of the power subsequently exercised 
in that great province by Lite 1 race of Tahcr. The year following, 

Fazzet the son of Rabbeia, here said to have lived in concealment 
ever since the death of L I Ameiii, ventured to quit his retreat ; and 
became an object of clemency and compassion with L T I Mamin. He 
did not, however, long survive his pardon, as his death is the only 
circumstance recorded under the year two hundred and seven. 

Nasser llie son of Shebcib continued to give employment to the 
troops under Abdullah Tidier, who had been left by Ins father to pro¬ 
secute tike siege of Rakkah, until the year two hundred and nine; 
when the insurgent, on terms of pardon and indemnity, ventured to 
Surrender his person to the besieger: by whom he was conveyed t«

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the presence of HI Mamun, end he became also a distinguished proof 
of the mild and clement disposition of that prince. At this period 
l T J Muinun took for Ilia consort Uuran, or Turan, the daughter of Hus- 
sun Sohcl, then residing at Femm-ul-Seliah; the nuptials being 
solemnized with indescrihahte magnificence by the father. In the 
course of two hundred and ten, the dethroned Ibrauhim the sonof M ehe- 
dy, wandering about the streets of the metropolis in the disguise of a 
woman, was apprehended by the patrol*?, and conveyed to the presence 
of l I Mamun ; who, alter exposing him in ii is disgraceful attire to the 
ridicule of the court, bad however the magnanimity to bestow upon 
him otherwise the full remission of his offences, * 

The year following is recorded as that in which U1 M&mun evinced 
a disposition favorable to that heretical doctrine, which denies to the 
Koiiiu the authority of divine revelation ; and in the course of two 
hundred and twelve he proceeded, by a severe persecution of his peo¬ 
ple, to enforce the acknowledgement, that this In ass of occasional 
eilusions, was no more than the offspring of creation, or human 
invention, lint, as if a mark of conspicuous reprobation was the 
immediate result, of an opinion alleged so impious on the part of the 
Khalif, lie found it expedient during the same year to dispatch a 
considerable force into Azerbaijan n, under Mahommed the son of 
Ilameid, the Tussite; to suppress the insurrection of Bunhek Khar- 
nmdtiiiy an infidel, or atheistical miscreant, as be is here denomi¬ 
nated, who had revived in that province the Licentious doctrines of 
the impostor Mnidik; of which, if the same that prevailed in the 
time of Robad the father of Xnoshirvaun, the prominent principle 
was that of universal equality, or at any rate, ofan equal and common 
participation in all property. After sustaining n variety of con diets 
with him, the M ah oraedan general was ultimately defeated and killed 
during the year two hundred and fourteen; whence this new impostor 
was sudd red to Continue his unbridled atrocities against the profession 
Oi Isstaiu, until a period long subsequent to tKe death of Ul Minimi,

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The two succeeding years seem to have furnished nothing of impor¬ 
tance to the record of history, since we are conveyed at once to the 
year two hundred and seventeen ; in which U1 Mam An proceeded to 
nominate his brother Mutassem, his successor to the throne of the 
Khalits ; though his own son Ahhas was now living, and survived him 
for many, years. This act of succession was made known by letters, 
circulated throughout the empire, demanding the allegiance of the 
people for Mutassem. 

It is sufficiently authenticated,* that towards the conclusion of his 
life and reign, Ul Miinun was engaged in a religious war upon tho 
territories of the Greek emperor, Theophilus, the son of Michael the 
stammerer; during which he his here said to have wrested from that 
monarch not less than fourteen places of considerable strength and 
importance. On his return from a last successful expedition, he had 
encamped by the side of a delightful stream, in the conquered terri¬ 
tory, to which the oriental writers have given indifferently the name 
Of tlezbeaun and liedbedun ; but which, from its vicinity to the city of 
Tarsus in Cilicia, and the alleged coldness of its waters, it will per¬ 
haps not Ite an overstrained conjecture to identify with the river 
Cydnus. It was in the season of the vintage, when most species of 
fruit, and particularly dates, were arrived at maturity; and the mon¬ 
arch was debating with his attendants what would afford the greatest 
relish to I he delicious stream which ran at tlteir feet, when he expressed 
Lis preference for a marmalade of dates. Before the conversation was 
at amend, the approach of some camels was announced, and LI MH- 
mun directed one of his domestics to inquire what they had brought; 
because relays of camels had been established all the way to Baghdad 
for the daily conveyance of intelligence, and of fruit, and other articles 
for the Khalit’s use. The domestic immediately returned with two 
baskets of ripe dates, which lie laid before bis sovereign ; who agree¬ 
ably surprised by the apparently felicitous coincidence, indulged 
himself to an imprudent excess, in alternately regaling upon the 
fruit, and the chilling waters of the stream. It) consequence of this 
imprudent indulgence, the Khalit’ was seized on the first day of the 
month of Budjub, of the year two hundred and eighteen, with a

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A. H. 818. violent fever; of which, on the seventeenth of the same month,* he- 
A. ih expired, at the age of forty-eight, having reigned sole monarch of 
Isslim, calculating from the death ofUl A mein, for a period of nine¬ 
teen solar years, ten months, and six days. His body was conveyed 
to the city of Tarsus, and there committed to the earth, by Mtitassem ; 
who performed the last solemn duties over the grave of Ins brother. 

Of L’l M&mnn, we are told that he w as of a swarthy complexion, 
and middling stature ; that of the Khalil's of the house of Abbas, he 
w as esteemed the most clement, modest, learned and liberal; that ho 
far surpassed them all in the attainments of science ; in the depart¬ 
ments of which, and in logic anti arithmetic, geometry and astronomy 
in particular, he bears the reputation of having expended three hun¬ 
dred thousand dmaurs,f in translating the works of the ancient phil¬ 
osophers from Syriac, or most probably from Greek, into Arabic; but it 
is observed by the author of the Tarikh giizeidah, in abatement of this 
unqualified eulogy, that his disavowal, or disbelief of the divine origin 
Of the Koran, having drawn upon him the displeasure of his creator, 
he was cut short by the hand of death, in the midst of his unhallowed 
designs to unhinge the sacred principles of isslirn; such having uni¬ 
formly been the fate of all those princes who, at whatever periods, may 
have manifested similar purposes of innovation. 

Ul Mctassem, or Miatesscm b'JNah Mahommed Abfl Ish&uk, 
the son of Harun, eighth Kind if of the house of Abbas. 

Although the destination of this prince to succeed him in the Kite- 
latitat, had been announced with sufficient publicity by L I M&mtm, 
the latter was no sooner known to have quitted the stage of life, than 
McVAssEit a ‘^position wusevmeed, by certain turbulent and factious individuals, 
B’iilah, as our author is pleased to designate them, in favor of the natural 
claims of his son Abbes; whom they accordingly prepared to elevate to 
AhUit, the throne of his father. This design was however defeated by the 
vigilance of Mutsssim, who contriving to bring the young prince to 
a conference, drew from him his pledge of allegiance; a declaration 
that he had absolutely resigned the Khekiifut to his uncle; and an 
admoni tion to his adherents to recede from the absurd and presumptu-

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ous plans which they seemed to have in agitation. At all events, Mil- a. if. at*, 
tassem proceeded shortly afterwards to Baghdad, and there, without A. i>. B33. 
obstacle, on the first ol" Ramzaun* of the year two hu udred and eighteen, Klwlaunut- 
seated himself in undisturbed possession of the sovereign authority. uI ’ J,Ull>ll “ IV 
The earliest object which, on Ills accession to power, appears to have 
employed I he attention of the new Khalif, was the reduction to their du ty 
the inhabitants of Ilamadann and Isfahan n, great numbers of whom 
had avowed the doctrines of Baubek Khorremdein; and his general 
I sliau k the son of 1 bran him the Mussau bite proceeding accordingly to 
that quarter, put to the sword near sixty thousand of the schismatics. 

In the beginning of the second Jummaudy of the year two hundred 
and twenty ,f the arch fanatic was himself attacked in Azerbayjaun, 
by I [cyder the son of Ivawass, one of the nobles of Traosoxiann, 
nod another chief of the name of Aukshein, dispatched against him 
by Mutassem ; and, after having sustained several previous conflicts, 
was ultimately defeated with great slaughter to his misguided followers. 

The same year, Mntassein was engaged in constructing the city of Ser¬ 
mon rai, hotter known by the name of Siuunerah, at a spot then called 
Kau’il, about eighty | or a hundred miles, above Bag I id ini on the Tigris, 
to which he finally transferred the seat of his government. For this 
the following reason lias been assigned by our author. The Khalif 
had been unfortunately led into a favorite plan of purchasing, and enter- 
taiimig a body of Turkish or Tartar slaves ; whose increasing numbers, 
oud licentious behaviour became so obnoxious and irksome to the 
inhabitants of Baghdad, that they at last complained to their sovereign 
of the insolence of these mercenaries: ami at once to indulge w ithout 
interruption in the prosecution of a favorite plan, and to relieve himself 
from the troublesome remonstrances of his people, Mutnsse in resolved on 
the foundation of a new metropolis, fixing on the spot on which he i in me¬ 
diately proceeded to build the city of Sauutorah; bv the side of a rivulet 
called the ivatulv, w hich probably at that place Hows into the Tigris. 

It is further said § that the mount on w hich he erected lib palace in 
the new city, was formed of' the saddle bags of Ids household cavalry,

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filled up with earth: and that this city extended in time to the distance 
ofseven Farsangs along the Tigris, from the greater to the lesser bridge. 

In the course of the year two hundred and twenty two,* having sus¬ 
tained a total and shameful defeat fromAuksheui the Khalifa general 
in Azerbayjatra, the impostor Haubek with the remnant of his followers, 
fled towards Armenia, The flight of the impostor happened to lead 
him through the neighborhood of a certain castle, of which Sohul 
the son ofSeinhaut, nn officer of the tireek empire, was governor. 
Apprized that the fugitive was encamped in the neighborhood, this chief 
hastened to visit him ; and overloading him with professions of seal and 
hospital tty, ultimately prevailed upon him to take up his abode in the 
castle. H ere he was at first royally entertained; but h is licet proceeding 
without ceremony to partake of the repast which was served upon his 
arrival, the impostor, not yet sufficiently humliied by misfortune, 
haughtily demanded if he conceived himself in any way qualified to 
eat with a person of his exalted station ? Suddenly starting upon his 
feet, Sohul affected to apologize for the error, into which he pretended 
to have been betrayed by a forgetfulness of the princely rank of his 
illustrious guest. Then calling tor a smith, he requested that his ma¬ 
jesty would be pleased to stretch out his feet; and as resistance was 
in vain, a massy pair of fetters was immediately fastened to his legs^ 
and the wretched fugitive was thus sent to meditate in a dungeon, on 
the horrors of his situation. A message was now dispatched to 
announce this fortunate seizure to Aukshein ; mid an officer of trust 
with an escort of four thousand horse, being immediately ordered by 
that general into Armenia, to convey to his encampment the wretched 
impostor and his betrayer, he had the satisfaction soon afterwards to sec 
them both conducted in safety to his presence. Having bestowed 
upon Sohul every possible mark of kindness, and acknowledgement for 
the important service rendered to his sovereign, Aukshein proceeded 
in charge of his captive towards Sau meruit, the present metropolis of 
the empire. 

On his arrival in the vicinity of Saumerah, Miitassem determined 
to give to the disgrace and discomfiture of this arc Ulan at ie» the utmost 
possible notoriety ;ujid he was accordingly conducted into the met tup o-

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Ji», riding upon an elephant, conspicuous to theriew ofthe inhabitants, a. tf. sla, 
every description of wiiom having been directed by the Khalit’ to meet -*■ 
him on bis approach. He was put to death on the day of Uis entrance 
into Simmer ah, sometime in the course of the year two hundred and 
twenty three. The historian concludes his circumscribed account 
of the impostor Baubek Khorremdein, by relating that a person, who 
had served him as executioner, being asked how many individuals 
he had cut off in the exercise of-his profession, coldly replied that 
he was only one of ten employed by the schismatic in that capacity ; 
of the number of unfortunates, who had suffered under the bands of 
his collogues, he could therefore not pretend to determine; but for 
his own part, he could acknow ledge the execution of twenty thousand 

persons. 

During the same year, the two hundred and twenty third of the 
Iluljerah, Kavssar (the Greek emperor Theopbilus, son of Michael the 
stammerer) led Ids troops to the siege of BctraU, the obscure town of 
Sozopetra in S vria so called by the orientals, and the birth place ol 
61 *tassem, according to Mr, Gibbon. The Greek prinee succeeded 
in the reduction of the place, and conveyed multitudes of the inluibi- 
tnnts into captivity. Apprized ol the irruption, ol the insolence, 
according to pur author, of the Christian monarch, Mut assent marched 
into Anatolia at the bead of a numerous and powerful army; his 
general Auksbein being detached in advance with a considerable 
body of troops. This advanced guard appears to have been attacked 
by the Const ami no poll tan, but succeeded in repulsing us assailants 
with great slaughter. The Khalif now united his troops to the divi¬ 
sion of Aulishein, and soon afterw ards appeared before Aimniah ; or 
Amorium in Phrygia, the birthplace of the father of Theopllilus, as 
we also learn from Mr. Gibbon. The city was besieged and captured, 
and thirty thousand of the followers, or subjects of Cstsar, were put 
to the swOld. bf the siege of this place, on the authority of the 
Christian Ab&{farage, we derive some further particulars, trom the 
p u of the same eloquent and interesting historian of the decline and 
fall of Roman grandeur. 

At this crisis, Mutassem was exposed to extreme danger from a form¬ 
idable conspiracy among his principal officers, from winch he however 
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A. *T. 223 . escaped by the seasonable tils closures of one of the aero m pi Secs. 
A, I). nay. Conceiving a disgust at the behaviour of A ukshei n ami Ashbaus, 
Khnljysiut- who were probably the captains of t lie Turkish mercenaries* anti who 
a likatir. been promoted to the highest dignities of the empire, the com¬ 
manders of the national force, resolved on placing Abbas the son of 
Mtinuni, on the throne of the Khalil's; and for that purpose laid wait 
for an opportunity tn assassinate Miitassem, and the two obnoxious 
foreigners. Fortunately, before the design could be carried into exe¬ 
cution, Abbas, the unhappy instrument of their intrigues, was at the 
same time seized and imprisoned, and soon afterwards perished, by a 
method somewhat singular. 11 Is guards having suffered him to gorge 
himself with an immoderate quantity of food, unexpectedly refused 
to supply him with a drop of water to allay his thirst; of which, 
accordingly, and in the utmost misery, he shortly afterwards expired. 
Not long subsequent to these events, Mutassem returned to Saiimerah. 

In the course of the succeeding year, MauzJaiir the tributary chief, 
or prince of TVhristauu, was betrayed into hostilities against the 
authority of Miitasaem by the evil counsels of Aukshein. This hitter 
bail it seems cast his aspiring views oo the government of K horassai m ; 
and ft brother ofZiilyemnein’s, of the name of lTiissun, was detached on 
the part of Abdullah Taher, to reduce the refractory chief, whose per* 
eon, after considerable difficulty and exert ion, he succeeded in securing; 
and he was, without much delay, conducted to the presence of Mu fax- 
sem. To that prince he endeavoured to palliate his conduct, by 
ascribing his recent rebellion to the artful practices of Aukshein, The 
discovery did not however rescue him from the sword of the executi¬ 
oner. Neither did the treacherous Aukshein escape the punishment 
of his malignant designs. He was immediately thrown into prison, 
and there taken off by poison, sometime iri the year two hundred and 
twenty six r his body, after an ignominious exposure of several days 
on a gibbet, being burnt to ashes by the direction of Mut&ascm, 

We are now brought to the death of Mvttassem ; which after an ill¬ 
ness of several weeks, took [dace in the former liebbeia, of the year 
two hundred and twenty -seven.* This prince has been particularly 
designated the ortonary Kludeilhh: not only because lie was the eighth 
monarch of tins dinasty, but from the following remarkable eoineU

distinguished by eight important victories; eight sons of sovereign " ■ 

princes were enrolled in his service; he was master 6f tight thousand 
male, and the same number of female slaves ; he «as the proprietor of 
titrkty thousand horses; he had eight sons, and eight daughters; he 
left in his coffere a treasure of eight millions of dinanrs* in gold, ami 
eighteen millions of dirhems f in silver: and lastly, he lived to the 
age of forty-eight, and according to some authors, enjoyed the Khe- 
laufnt for a period of eight lunar years, eight mouths, and eight days. 

| n solar reckoning We find however, that from the death of L’l Mimi'm, 
he possessed the sovereign power lor eight years, four mouths, and 
four, or five ami twenty days. 

As nn instance of the singular strength of arm of this monarch, it is 
stated, that he would hold a sheep in each hand, while bis attendant* 
flayed them alive ; and as a proof of his zeal for the glory of Isdum* 
although in other respects not scrupulously orthodox, our annalist, 
on the authority of the Tarikh gn/eidzh, has ascribed the war in 
which he was engaged with the Greek emperor of Constantinople, to 
the following circumstance. A Mabpminedan female, one of Ids sub¬ 
jects, having fallen into the hands of one oft lie Greek soldiers, (perad- 
ventute at the capture of Sozo-petra, as mentioned hy Mr, Gibbon) 
invoked, in the anguish of misfortune, the name of Mlitassem, (IVai 
MittatocMuh !} the soldier, seofling at the idea, advised her while she 
was about it, to add to her prayer that Miitassem would come to her 
relief, mounted on his pye-bald chatgcr, 1 his sarcasm being ton- 
ycyed to Mfitasscm by one of his emissaries, lie solemnly swore that 
no other object on earth should divert bis attention, until he had 
redressed the inj(tries of this insulted female. Accordingly, *1 though 
in the heart of winter, be led a powerful army immediately into the 
territories of the emperor of the east; and having signally triumphed 
over the troops <?f that prince, finally succeeded in discharging the 
obligation of his vow, by restoring to freedom the unfortunate captive, 
who was the object of it. It is further stated, that on this triumphant 
occasion, the army of Mutassem, to the number one hundred and

thirty thousand men, were mounted entirely on party coloured, or 
pye-bald horaes; thus mu I ti plying the terrors of his presence a hundred 
and thirty thousandfold, in the apprehensions of the insuIters of his 
name and nation. 

We shall lastly observe, that although a rank schismatic in his reli¬ 
gions opinions, being a violent disclaimer of the divine origin of the 
Koran, Mntassein has, by some writers, been, not withstanding extol¬ 
led as a wise and politic prince, eminent for his providence, regularity, 
and valour ; and yet It is acknowledged, that the dangerous practice, 
which he introduced of embodying the Tartar slaves, became ulti¬ 
mately, through the insolence and licentious behaviour of those 
detested mercenaries, one leading cause of detaching the Maltommedan 
people from their respect and allegiance to the authority of their law** 
fu] sovereigns, and at a period long subsequent, of sub verting the throne 
of the Klielauiiit. The office of Yezzeir to this prince was executed 
by Mahoi nm ed the son of Abduhiickk uLZeyaut — the oil merchant. 
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L TL Watiies, or Waohek U'ii-lah,* Abft Jauffer Him it, the a, If. ?>7, 

J son of MiUassem, on the day ofhis father's death, and in rrmihr- * D. ,llt - 
tnilv w itli th e arrang aments o i his will, invested his brows with the diadem kbuist^Mit* 
of the Kheiaufut; and proceeded to surpass the zeal of both father uljkllL * ur ‘ 
am! unde, in promoting the advencemenjfpfBchistn, and in persecuting' 
the advocates of orthodoxy. In consequence of this hostility to the 
faith of liis ancestors, the only event of his reign which our author has 
thought worthy of particular, or circumstantial record, is the conspir¬ 
acy set on foot at Baghdad, which had how ceased to be considered as 
the metropolis of the Khalils, in favor of Ahmed iho son of Nasser, 
son ofiUdek the Khozzaite ; whose merit as a trad it ion 1st hail obtained 
for him the most exulted respect among sincere believers of every des- l T r Wacthfk, 
crip lion. A- powerful party among the i d hahitants Inn I pledged them- Luil! ui'Yb* 
selves to support ids pretensions; and Ahmed with the chiefs of the con- Ua*. 
spirucy had fixed upon a particular night on which their drums should 
strike up, as a signal to rise against the government. The whole plan 
was however totally disconcerted by the folly and precipitation of 
some of its abettors; w ho in a fit of inebriety gave the alarm signal some 
nights previous to that which had been determined oil ; and the con¬ 
spiracy having thus prematurely exploded, the design was mere fully 
discovered to the lieutenant of Baghd&d by one of the guards oi' the 
police; who had either enrolled himself among the conspirators, or by 
some means or other become acquainted w ith their views. Ahmed 
and his principal adherents were immediately secured, and the inxt 
day conducted in irons to Sauinerab- It is further said, that being 
there conveyed to the presence 01 Wmithek, that monarch first re¬ 
quired of Ahmed to embrace the doctrines ot the schismatics; and on 
his refusal* struck oil his head with his ow n band,

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Labouring under the effects of a dropsical complaint, brought on by 
intemperance, it was prescribed to Ul Wauthck by bis physicians, to¬ 
wards the concluding period of life, that bo should seat himself in a 
hot stove, or oven, as soon after the embers should have been withdrawn, 
an it should be endurable.. The experiment is said to have been at- 
tended with singular success; but finding such unlooked-for, and 
unexpected relief, the monarch w as not to be satisfied without a fur¬ 
ther application of the remedy, w'itli a more violent degree of heat. In 
this he was obeyed ; and perceiving, when too late, that it was beyond 
his endurance, he beckoned to he taken ou t of the stove, and expired 
on the same day ; in the latter part of Zilhudje, of the year two hun¬ 
dred and thirty-two,* at the premature age of six and thirty ; and after 
exercising, according to the expression of the original, a power repug¬ 
nant to the orthodox principles of Lsslam, for the period of five years, 
seven months, and some days, Mahoinmed the son of AbcUihru U-k- 
ul-ZeyaUt, continued in the exercise of the iVixaaurut during the reign 
of this prince ; whom, notwithstanding his recent ambiguous expres¬ 
sions, our author acknowledge s to have borne the character of a just 
and equitable sovereign, universally applauded tor his liberal, and 
bountiful disposition. 

\V c must add moreover, on the testimony of another writer, that 
HI Wauthck distinguished himself in a particular manner by his 
patronage of the u n fortunate race of Ally ; of whom it is said, that, 
during the period of his governuncut, not a single person was suffered 
to remain in a state of indigence; that he surpassed in all the learning 
of bis age, and in the fiowers ofeloculion ; and that he was so skilful 
a performer in music, as to excite the admiration and envy of the 
acknowledged and most eminent masters of the profession. Lastly, 
as a proof of his humane and liberal spirit, it is recorded that the 
suburb of Uagluiud called Kirkh, having been destroyed bv lire dur¬ 
ing the reign of II Wauthck, he distributed n mil lion of dir Items. 1 f 
among the a offerers, to aid them in the reconstruction of their habita¬ 
tions : from which, and other instances of his bounty, be probably 
derived the appellative of the lesser Mainun.

Mu Iro mined 1 In' son of AbdoTmcIek the Yeszeir, with Ahmed the Klmlagsum- 
sou of Alii Dloild, and otlirrs of the principal nobility, had proposed ul akill)MLT ‘ 
on the death OfWauthek, to establish his son Mahommed on the throne 
of the K balifs; but from this design they were dissuaded by the expostu¬ 
lations o| Seyf, one of the Tartar cotmbahders ; who remonstrated 
agninst the dishonor of raising to the supreme dignity, a person after 
whom, either from hi? minority or some other defect, it was n t yet tft Votwok. 
warranted by the law, to perform the stated course of devotions; :uul, as «■**«> «■!* 
the objection met their enti re conciirrciu&, they transferred their choice ^ ° f 
on mature deliberation toJauffer the son of Mutassem, the brother of 
tllc deceased monarch; to whom they accordingly pledged theiralle- 
frkince, under the title of Mutevvukkel-ala-l'lhi; confident in God * 

Soon after bis accession. Mfttcwnkkel, in resentment of some former 
injury, put to death Mahomnmd the sou of AbdulmGlek, who had 
occupied the post of Vezzeir during the whole of the late, and the 
preceding reigti$. 

In the two hundredth and thirty-fifth of the Hidjmh, this Khalif A.tl.ttS. 
evinced his dislike of Jews and Christians by issuing a decree, that A U 
the men, of either persuasion, should distinguish themselves by wearing 
Ahezennaur, or idolatrous cord ; and that the women should wearsome 
particular mark of notoriety on rliei r drawers. Uoth religions were at 
the same time interdicted from every species of employment under 
government; and among other proofs of wanton degradation, tlicv were 
for the future forbidden the use of iron stirrups to their saddles, bein'* 
enjoined to substitute in their stead, such as were of wood. In the 
course of the sameyear, lie caused his three sons, Mfmtusser, Muattez. 
and Mheyud, to be acknowledged in rotation as heirs to the Khelautut, 
entirely disregarding the claims of his two other sons Mouth k, and 
ftlfiatcmmed. Hut to prove the vanity of human speculations, it was 
so directed hv the will of heaven, that the authority of Mfintusser and 
Mflattez should occupy but a very limited period,ami that thosiipreine 
power should never devolve to Mijteyud ; while it was on the contrary 
ordained, that the Khelauiut should remain for a series of many years

kii<iiaHunt. Such an unlimited predominance bad been established, in the favor of 
Mutcwukkel, by one of his servants of the name of Futtah the son of 
Kluikan, that towards the y&r two hundred and thirty-six, the entire 
administration ofaffai rs appears to h^ve been committed, without reserve 
or control to the management of that officer; with powers so compre¬ 
hensive indeed, that it became afterwards proverbial that in influence 
over his master, no minister was ever parallel to this said 1'uttah the 
son of Khakan ; excepting; alone JanHer of the race of Barmek, the 
unfortunate and celebrated favorite of Ha run rash id.* 

'I he malignant spirit of Mutewiikkel began now to display itself, 
in an ordinanpfe, published about this period, to prohibit his subjects 
from performing the long accustomed visitations at the tombs of Ally 
and bis children ; and the more effectually to secure the object of this 
decree, be caused the sacred repository of the ashes of Iinaum 11 us- 
seync, and the martyrs at Kerbtdy, to be levelled with the earthy 
A. II. eao. '1 he year two hundred and thirty-nine was distinguished by a fur- 
A. D.ute. (ber proof of the contempt of this Khalif for the Jews and Christians, 
unfortunately condemned to exist within the limits of his power: 
they were now forbidden to ride on horseback, nnd enjoined to content 
themselves with the more humble means of conveyance afforded by 
their moles and asses. 

An alarming earthquake which laid in ruins one half of the city of 
Dimnghaun, and extended on one side to .lurjatin and Neyshapdr, 
and ou the other to Bostaum and Kyi and Isfahaim, is recorded as 
the only remarkable event which distinguished tile year two hun¬ 
dred and forty-two £ Ou this occasion the inhabitants of a certain 
village in the district of Koumiss, south of Damaghaup, having fled 
from their crumbling habitations to the neighboring plains, are said, 
to have heard a voice from above, proclaiming in good Arabic, that 
God atone is glorious, and that we are to fly for mercy to the wor¬ 
ship ol his power, it is further mentioned, as a prodigy which distin-

many other occurrences beyond the common comae of nature, for a 
particular relation of some of which, we are referred to the Mausser- 
ul-Muiuk, or memorials of kings ; a work with w hich the author of 
these pages is entirely uqacquainted, 

For the remaining four or live years of the reign of Mfitewukkel, 
we are constrained to reconcile ourselves to the recital of some of 
those instances of folly and depravity, which will serve to place the char¬ 
acter of this prince in a more conspicuous point oTview. One of the 
amusements in which he chose to indulge himself, was togive a inte¬ 
rn (icon t entertainment, and in the moment of I heir brightest convi¬ 
viality, lo turn a In n loose among his astonished guests. Another 
was to introduce a snake into the sleeve of some unfortunate courtier 
upon whom, when bitten, it was Ins practice to amuse himself by 
making experiments with antidotes. Another notable jest, in which 
he very frequently delighted to sport with the apprehensions of his court, 
w.is to cast broken jars full of scorpions, into the midst of a cro tided 
assembly, to their infinite horror and annoyance. His destruction 
was however nibre immediately accelerated by the dispossessing of 
Seyf the Turkish, or Tartar chief, of the lands which he held in Jqb- 
bnul, or I’t-rsion Irak, and the territory of Isfehaim, in order to 
In-stow them upon his favorite minister: and perhaps not less, by his 
vexatious treatment of the son whom he had expressly nominated as 
immediate successor to his throne arid dignity ; whose name he would 
occasionally condescend to make a pun of, observing, that instead of 
Iduntusser, his title should have been M&ntuzzer; as anxiously look* 
ing forward to the period of bis father's death. On other occasions, 

Biter drenching away his intellects with intoxicating liquors, he would 
cause the same son to be plied, without intermission, with repeated 
draughts of the disgusting and impure overflowings of debauch. By 
these accumulated insults Mflntusaer was, at last, impelled to the 
u a natural, and nefarious resolution of terming a conspiracy, among tin* 

Turkish slaves, aguilist the life oi bis lather, 
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It had been accidentally mentioned in the presence of Mfttewukkul 
that h person at Bassomh was owner of a sword nVincom parable beauty 
and temper ; which the governor or'that place was immediately writ¬ 
ten to, to purchase and transmit for tile Khalil's use. It appeared oil 
inquiry, that the sword had been already disposed of, and carried into 
Yemen; w he re it was however ultimately secured by one of the film- 
lii*s agents for the sum of one thousand djrrcnis. When produced 
for the inspection of Mufewokkel, he expressed Ins highest approba¬ 
tion of the sword ; and observed to his favorite minister, that he should 
ri ly on his tidvUry to select from among the Turkish M.iuniluks, a 
ma n of true valour, to wear it lor the peculiar protection of the person 
of his sovereign, on all occasions when it should he Ins pleasure to 
scat himself in the midst of his court. While they were yet engaged 
in conversation, one oft hat body, of the name of KJftghcr, entered the 
presence chamber; mid was i in mediately pointed out by the favorite, 
as a person eminently qualified for this distinguished charge. To 
him accordingly the sword was consigned, together with a suitable 
augmentation of salary ; and it is added that 1 higher never drew it from 
the scabbard, until he employed it in the assassination of his master. 

Be this however ns if may, on what is generally represented as the 
night of Wednesday t he fourth of Shavaul,* of the year two hundred 
and forty-seven, when the measure of his follies was com pleat, and 
the destruction of Mbteivukkc! was finally determined on ; and 
while the infatuated monarch was indulging in the juice of the 
grape, the elder Buka, accompanied by Mussa the son of the 
younger Buka, with liilgtieT, and Belghur, and several more of the 
Tartar slaves suddenly made their appearance, with their swords 
drawn, making directly fur the Khalit's person. One of the attend¬ 
ants, conceiving the circumstance to lie nothing more than one of the 
ordinary pleasantries, remarked without the smallest up prehension of 
mischief, that ** as the joke of the lion and the snake had already 
f * been disposed'of, he reckoned this to he t he game of the sword 
and Miitcwukkcl was about to reply in terms of some displeasure, 
when Jitiji/ti r, and another of the conspirators rushed upon, and imme¬ 
diately dispatched bun ; ihit tab the sou of Khakaii, who had thrown

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him wlf upon the 6ody of liia master, being in that situation cut to 
pieces by the assassins. 

Such appears to have been the fate of Mutewukkel, at the ape of 
forty ’ after an imbecile reign offourtcet) years, three months, and 
about live anti twenty days ; and it is. observed, says our author, in 
the chronicle of the Mnsstaudiari, that the unhappy monarch was 
thus sacrificed, with at least the concurrence oi his unnatural son, at 
a place called Mull Uriah ; the very same spot rendered infamous on 
a former Occasion, by a similar atrocious parricide committed upon the 
person ol Jvhossrou lbirvviz, hy his son Sliuiriiyitll. 

To this period, it is obvious to remark, that for something more than 
a century, the Khelaufut had flourished with considerable vigor in 
the hands olthe house of Abbas: hut, froth the death of Mutewukk 1 
it lav ut the tlispos.il of the I'artarslaves, or guards, mid their mercen¬ 
ary and ferocious chiefs ; and thus it continued tor about four score 
and four years, im-lndui" twelve successions. At the expiration of that 
prriod, in the three tiundr-d ami thirty-fourth of the Hidjemh, we 
shull find it submerging omlcr the abeyance of the Am rift ul Ltura, 
of the race of liiiyidi; having, however. previously languished, tor 
about fight years, under the usurpation established by Y eh kuna Mii- 
kauny, one of the slaves of Murdawunje, despot of Tebristaun. This 
chief ou the assassination oi his master, t lie early protector of the sons of 
lh'ivsdi. laid contrived to subdue a considerable part of Persian Irak; 
and on the invitation of a traitor minister, ultimately forced himself 
into, and became the first invested with the dignity of Ara'eir id umra 
at Baghdad. Subject to the arhitrium of the Dcyaulrmah, or Deyle- 
milcs, the descendants of Huynh so denominated, from the province 
of their nativity, it was still suffered to exist for n further period of 
one hundred and ten years ; when, in the four hundred and Ibrtv- 
seventh of the llidjerah, to relieve himself and his peopl trom the 
multiplied oppressions to which they had been so long exposed, the 
aid ofToghrnl 11cg, by the western nations so fantastically transformed 
into Tangrolipix, was called in by the Khalit ul Kavui; though the 
measure produced but lit ie letter thin n change of oppressors. Un¬ 
der the control of the house of Seljfik it however fai ntly vegetated, 
with some transient intervals of reviving energy, until the six hun-

Ul McSTuntt K’illaii, AbH JautFer Mahoinmed, the son of 
Muteivukkel, appears to have succeeded without opposition to the 
ttnperi.il dignity laid vacant by the murder of his lather. Immedi¬ 
ately on his access iou he had conferred the \ izzaurut on Aluned the 
son of L'l liessetb ; and this minister had t iken the earliest opportu¬ 
nity to communicate to the younger Iluka, and some others of the 
Turks, an impression, that if Muntusscr should die, and the succeasi <rt 
devolve to Munttrz, not a man of those engaged in the assassin i lion 
of his lather would be suffered to live: and that if they were desirous 
Ut Me ntfs- of relieving themselves from such a state of perpetual suspense and 

**.* apprehension, it behoved them to unite their efforts to procure the

tirrhonteofAlr disherison, or exclusion from the succession of the two striplings; 

a!hiding to Muattiz and Ids brother Mucyud, Many arguments 
were not requisite to convince these bloodstained mercenaries of the 
fete which awaited them in the event of such a contingency ; and 
they accordingly employed their importunities with Muntusser, to 
secure them without delay against that vengeance to which, by their 
zeal to serve him, they had too openly exposed themselves. Con¬ 
strained by circumstances the unhappy monarch summoned the two 
princes to his presence, and apprized them of the sacrifice which he 
was compelled to require at their hands, of an immediate ahdic.itiou 
of their claim to the Khclaufut. M ilt-vud very readily consented to 
relinquish his claim ; and Muatiez, although he at first expressed 
ciinsideraMe reluctance, was ultimately prevailed upon to follow the 
example. 

Nevertheless, the guilt of a parent's blood lay with in tolerable pres¬ 
sure on the mind oi Mflutusser, although in other respects described 
to have been a prince of considerable merit. His father’s murdered 
, form is said to have appeared to hi in in a dream, and to have addressed 

him in these words—* 1 Alas Maboutmed ! unjustly and cruelly hast 
14 thou embnied thy hands in a father’s blood: but that God who is 
M witness to thy guilt, will not permit thee the enjoyment of thy ill* 
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it gotten honors boy on il the flop ting period of a few days." Haunted by A. H. 24 s, 
tlie terrors of Itis dream, lie became a prey to melancholy; and this n ' 
shortly producing a disordered frame, ho ultimately sunk, under the 
double visitation oftfisjcinper ntnl depression oi spirits, and expired 
on the liith day of the former Rehbeia,* of the year two hundred and 
fort v -eight, bet Ore lie b«d concluded the fdib month ot his miserable 
rekn: leaving, however, with the historians of a particular class, the 
character of a judicious, modest, liberal, and beneficent monarch ; 
because, peradventure, during the reign of his father, he had distin¬ 
guished himselfW the kindness and humanity otitis behaviour to the 
Seyuds, or descendants of Ally and latima.

O n the death of Muntusaer, the allegiance of the body of the people 

was secured, by the exertions uf the Turkish guards, and by the con¬ 
currence of the nobility and principal member* of the community, lor Ul mustaav**

Mtion on the part of the soldiery and tradesmen, who declared on the 
8aine a*y in favor of the sons of Mitewukkel, lint this movement 
Wi * quelled on the spot by the timely application oi' the unsparing 
steel of the elder llhka; who on the death oi his son M&pa became, 
during the first year of Mftstaftyne, more immediately attached to the 
person of his sovereign. 

Driven by the impulse of despair ami want, an insurrection was 
exfited at Ku fall during the year two hundred anti fifty, by one 01 the 
A lift vies* or Seyuds of the race of Ally, ot the name of '1 aheya son of 
(Jiiiar. This produced a variety of severe conflicts! but it was ulti¬ 
ma teW suppressed on the death of its author, who was killed by Mi. 
hotnmed the son of Abdullah Taber, the grandson of Zftl-yemnein. 

About tile saute period, the standard of independence was ex died, 
with "rearer success, in the strong province of Tebnstaun, by llussnn 
the son of Zcid ui Baukery, of a distinguished branch of the same 
slue k ; who bore the appellation of the claimant, or suitor, with jus- 
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A. IT. tlce on Ills Bide; and wTio, after supporting Ills authority in indepen- 
A. 1>. »it i- tlencu anti splendor for nineteen years, against all attempts to subdue 
Khi4au»ut- him, transferred it at Ills death to Ills brother Maltommcd; by whom it 
ui jUifi-Lur. u ;ts maintained for a further period of eighteen years ; at the expira¬ 
tion of which Me was cm oll'hy Midiommcd the sou of llaruii, one of 
the feudatories of the house of Abbas!, 

Iti the course of two hundred and fifty-one,* a dispute, with regard to 
the property of certain lands, having arisen between Wasseif and 
Bftgher, two oftheTurkishchibfs,ihcRhilif rook part with the former. 
On this Higher proceeded to represent to his friends and followers, 
that all substantial authority iVAving been usurped to themselves by 
Wasfieif, and fiuka the other favorite, (heir claims and services were 
either forgotten, or entirely Set at bought. J Ie therefore proposed to 
them, as their only alternative, to unite with him to accomplish the 
destruction of Mftstaayne, and ofboth his obnoxious ministers, and to 
place some other person on the throne of the Kind its : a proposal to 
which these mercenaries were, without much difficulty, prevailed 
upon to accede. Hut information of the conspiracy being seasonably 
conveyed to the two favorites, the promoter of the seditions design 
was immediately seized, and confined in the palace of the lyhclaufut. 
The adherents of the disaffected chief now openly threw off their 
allegiance, and proceeding to the imperial stables, pillaged them of all 
their contents. Oh this, conceiving that when Higher should be no 
longer alive as a pretext for their violent proceedings, the tumult 
would of itself subside, Wasseif determined on the bold alternative of 
putting him to immediate death. This, as it happened, produced 
however a very opposite result; for the Turkish insurgents became 
til consequence, exasperated to such a degree, that the two favorites 
were compelled to withdraw the person of their sovereign from Sau- 
nirrah, audio retire with some precipitation to 'Baghdad. 

Conceiving some remorse for the violence of their conduct, the Turk¬ 
ish mercenaries soon afterwards dispatched a deputation to solicit 
the forgiveness of MustaSyne ; but experiencing an austere reception 
from M shorn mod the son of Abdullah Taber, the governor of Bagh¬ 
dad, the deputation returned with spirits further exasperated to join 
their associates; who now resolved to depose Mustaayne, and to coa- 
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for the sovereign dignity on hi* nephew Mftattez, to whom, without 
further deliberation, they accordingly pledged their allegiance. 

A considerable tinny was then dispatched by Munttez, under the 
orders of Ids brother Mouffiek, to lay siege to Baghdad, within the 
rampafl*of which, Musta&yne prepared to defend Ids authority. But 
the complexion otdiis destiny soon assuming an appearance of debili ty 
mid decline, his ministers, together with Mahommed theTuherite the 
governor of the city, became disposed to accommodate with the times; 
and a correspondence was accordingly ripened with Mfnitliz by the 
Tahrritc; in which the latter engaged to prevail upon tffistafiYne to 
acknowledge the authority of his nephew, provided the government of 
Baghdad should be secured to its present possessor; and that no 
attempt should he di(feted against the life of the abdicated monarch. 
To-these terms Muattez readily subscribed; and a treaty, in which 
they were formally ratified, being transmitted according to desire to 
the I alu rite, that cliief proceeded,in conjunction with Wasseif and 
the younger Buka, to employ the influence of menace, or importunity, 
to prevail li poii his distressed and injured sovereign to abdicate his 
crown, ami submit to the authority of Ids rival, ! laving accomplished 
tlirir object in these points, the degraded monarch was next abridged 
of his personal freedom, and confined to the palace formerly the n si- 
denoeof llussun Sohel. Here he had, however, been suffered to 
exist no longer than a few days, when he received from M&attez, an 
nrder to proceed to Sail mem h ; which it was at the same time provided 
that he should never reach, the chamberlain of the reigning sover¬ 
eign being employed to intercept and dispatch him, while on his jour¬ 
ney to that place, 

I his event instated to have occurred in the venr two hundred and 
filly-two, when Mfrstailyne was of the age of five end thirty, and had 
possessed the Rhelautut for a period of three years mid nine months ; 
which, it correct,must confine the dateofhis death to the very com¬ 
mencement ot the year. The oJlicv of \ ezzeir to tliis prince was held 
by Ahmed the son of Sheirzttud,

iLLAir, XllJtb lives of Wjtsseifaud Buka, both of whom, on his accession to the Khe- 

ofAlSlu* fh ^ Iaufllt ' lie a PP earetl otherwise disposed to destroy. Not long after¬ 
wards, at the solicitation of the Turkish guards, the two chiefs wore 
invited to Stmmonth, and placed among the dignitaries of the court. 

In the mean time the jealousy ot Mtiattez was maliciously excited 
towards his brother Mueyud, by the representations of liissa the sou 
ol I'crghaushah one ol the ministers; who stated to his sovereign that 
there existed among the people a very powerful spirit of attachment 
for that prince, and that a strong proof of it was to he observed in the 
presents, of whatever was rate and precious, with w hie Iwttoft were 
perpetually loading him. All this producing an unfavorable change 
in the mind of M mat lex, he ventured at length to intercept, and seize 
for himself, a present of five thousand dirhems* coining from prince 
of Armenia to his brother. Of this illiberal violence, which he as¬ 
cribed to the malice of the son of Ferghanshah, Mueyud complained 
to his brother Mo.utfck; and at the same time an attempt was made 
to induce the Turkish mercenaries to cut off the hostile minister. 
Becoming however apprized of liis danger, Eissa did not fail to make 
it known to his sovereign; and the result was the immediate seizure and 
imprisonment of both the broker*. A few days afterwards Mueyud 
bound hand and foot, was caa fby the Khalil's orders into the snows of

Baulk poured on him, he miserably perished. His body was then 
brought back and laid in state, shrouded in sables ; the Kbalif protest¬ 
ing to the nobles of Ids court, that hi* unfortunate brother had expired 
by the ordinary' course of nature. 

In the course of two hundred and fifty three,f the Tartars, and the 
i rgliuunah mutinying ior their pay, Wusseif ventured to 
reprove them for their di.ord.rly .„d licemiou, beh.eim.rtm. which 
they imuiKlhtlely tm.cL.Hl nnd hewed him to pieces, with thei, Uuh 
*Abuvl li Bfc titj. 
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Jteos, The year follow in", Ft fikn, the other Turkish chief*, pored ving 
some: obvious change in tbs Khalils disposition towards him, suddenly 
withdrew towards Mosssule; but, receiving intelligence oti his wav 
that the house bold slaves ofbluattez were plundering Ills habitation, and 
his followers dispersing; on the report, be took to a small skill 1 on the 
Tigris, for the purpose of returning to Seuinerah ; and in this situation 
lie was unexpectedly fallen in w ith by Waleid, one of the .Mughreiues, 
or Lybian stipendiaries, by w hom he was immediately secured : ajid 
who soon afterwards, by orders from their sovereign, took off his head 
ami conveyed it to tlic presence. 

The Tartars, perceiving that the Khalif w as bent on their destruc¬ 
tion, hastened to unite themselves under the authority of Sal.ih, 
the son of M'aascif .one of their lute commanders; and seizing 
the persons of Ahmed the Vezzeir, and others employed in the civil 
departments of the state, immediately put them to the torture, in order 
to obtain possession of their treasure : but failing in their object, they 
proceeded directly to llic palace, and from the Khalif himself peremp¬ 
torily demanded their pay. After some demur in complying with 
their demands, Sal ah, with Maho mmed the son of Buka, and others 
of the chiefs, without further ceremony, conducted M&attez out of his 
palace, and com pel led him to stand in the sun, until hecossea ted toabdi- 
cute his authority. They then lodged hint in a prison, and dispatched 
some of their associates lo Baghdad, to brtrfg from thence Mahommed 
liie son of Wiuithelv, w T hom they proposal to raise to the Kin:Laulii.it, 
under tlic title of M uhteddy, tin hb arrival sit Sanmeruh that prince 
wus permitted to hold an interview with the abdicated monarch: anti, 
ascertaining from his own declaration that he had divested himself of 
the Sovereign power, proceeded, in compliance with the solicitations 
of the military commanders, mnl principal inhabitants, to seat himself 
on the throne of the Khalit's. The unfortunate Monties, as in the 
instance of one of his predecessors, was gorged to death a few* days 
afterwards, by suffering him to overheat himself, and then withoM- 
itig from him the means, of quenching his thirst. This event is said 
to have taken place in tli^ two hundred and fifty-fifth of the Hidjerah,* 
when M&uttcz was at ilie age of four and twenty, and had possessed 
the khukmUU, from the abdication of Alustaaync, for a period of 
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* IT. Sir*. about tlu-o^ years and seven months, We may therefore he warranted 
A [\ nun. hi fixing his death to the middle of the year.

The supreme dignity thus forcibly abdicated by his rotisin german, 
ITl Mvuteodt being, without further difficult v t vested in the person ofMuh ted dv, 
Klmlif i.f ihc that P nDC *i by a regular attendance in ins court ot justice to relieve 
huuMt «f Ablui. the necessities, and redress the injuries of his people, evinced an 
early disposition to promote by his own example, the impartial ad¬ 
ministration of the laws. 

In the mean lime, Mflssa the son of the elder Buka, who liact been 
employed by Munttes, in Tebristaun, to conduct the war against 
liussuii the son ofZoid the Baukerite, becoming apprized of the 
murder of his sovereign, hastened to return to the scene of these vio¬ 
lent proceeding*. On which Salah the son of Wasscif, to whom the 
mischief was principally ascribed, suspecting his intentions, suddenly 
withdrew from Saumeraht but on the arrival of Mftsaa, at that 
metropolis, and his submission to the authority ofMfthteddy, he was 
pursued and put to death by the agents of that chief. 

The hitter partofthe year two hundred and fifty-five was rendered 
remarkable, by the revolt at Bassorah of the Zengui, or Zengbnr slaves; 
w ho rose upon tlicir masters, and declared for Ally the son of Mahotil- 
med son of Ahmed, another of the Seyuds, or descendants of Fatima. 
Supported by the aid of these insurgents, this Ally, afterwards distin¬ 
guished by the appellation of Sfihnb-iil-Zenjc, or prince of the Zen- 
guies, contrived to extend his usurpation from Bassorah to Ainlali, 
(perhaps A mam) and a considerable part of Irek-Arab ; of which Im 
maintained himself in possession tor fourteen years from this period. 

The benevolent character of Mull teddy accorded but little with 
tL. disposition of the licentious profligates who surrounded his throne; 
ami it was not extraordinary that he should Have meditated the diesi«>n 
01 relieving himself from the seditious insolence of the Turks, 

J mure his measures were, however, ripe for execution they hecaut 
known to those mercenaries; w ho conspiring with his enemies, iho

Sons $f Mu tew nickel, proceeded, in the month of Rndjeb* of the year 
two hundred and fifty-six, to attack him in the midst of his capital. 
After an intrepid resistance, in which the virtuous monarch killed sc* 
veraJ of his assailants with his own hand, they succeeded in securing 
his person ; and having forced him to abdicate his throne in favor of 
the sons of Mutewukkd, for whom they pretended to have risen* they 
then put him to death. 

This was (be late of Muh teddy, w ho perished at the age of thirty 
nine, w ith the acknow ledged character ofa devout and pious prince: 
and after a short reign of eleven months, and a few days; during which 
he IiiitI, however, at least ns far as precept and example could prevail* 
contrived to abolish most of the corrupt and iih^nt practices too fro- 
(joi ntly authorized by tire Jvh dits his predecessors: of whom hr is SLiid 
to have adopted for his imitation the example alone of the benevo¬ 
lent Omar Ahdulazziz, and like him, to have confined his cxpencea 
to a very moderate and sparing supply from the public treasury. 

Ui Mr .\r lm m to, or Mey stemmed A la-r Ha hf A bid Abbas Ahmed, 
the son of Miitcw ukki 1, fifteenth Khalit'of the house of Abbas. 

Having, in the mamier just described, made themselves masters of 
the person an,d destiny of Midi teddy, the perfidious Tartars hastened 
to place Ahmed the sou of M utewukL I (the third of the children of 
that weak and capricious prince who arrived at the imperial dignity) 
on the throne of the Klie huifut, with the title of 11 Mitatcmmcd ala 
t Hah, which may perhaps be rendered, him in wit art God has rtipwcd 
his cvhjidtnct: that of his father Vicing indeed ofa similar import. 
O’he Hillueurc of these detested mercenaries was, however, through 
repeated treason, and insufferable insolence, now grad 11 ally declining; 
and in proportion as their power diminished, the affairs of the Jvhe- 
luiifut seemed to exhibit, io the hands of Mins ten lined, an appearance 
of system and regular tty, of which it had been long deprived. 

The attention of Muatemmed appears to have been occupied, dur¬ 
ing the year two hundred and fifty eight, in an unsuccessful attempt 
to reduce Ally Saheb L T I Zeiijc ami the revolted slaves at Bassorah ; 
in which he availed hi in self of the service of his brother US Mouffek, 
who was ho we vet compelled by the insurgents to return to Saumerah, 
#Ttb discomfiture and loss. 
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Tn the two hundred nml sixty-first of the TTidirrah, lit? made ashetV 
of establishing lilt immediate succession to die throne in (its son Jaiif- 
f.-r, with the title oi l ! MufgwcK sdn UIIhIi, delegated from Cod ; with 
revi rsion to his second son Alin Ahmed the presumptive heir, and 
the title of i’l Nausser-ud-dem-rilah—Defender of Coil’s faith. 
Neither of these princes was however destined to wield the aeptre of 
royalty. 

So far hack as the year two hundred and forty-nine,* Yakub the non 

of Luiss, the Sftfmiriab di nasty, sodenominated from his 

father LuUs the Sufinir, the eapprr umith or bfuzier, had commenced 
his career of successful revolt in the province of S* icstaun ; and in six 

yean he had made himself muster ni Khomssaun, the ... with 

hermann, and the entire province of I'arss, his title Isring publicly 
nitilh d in two hundred and fifty-five, hy the Khalil’ Mthittcz, At 
the period of which we are now speaking, having extended his con- 
tpnsts to Persian Irak, he was menacing from thence an attack on the 
remaining dominions of the Khebufut, and preparing to march against 
Baghdad, tie was however successfully opposed, and signal I y defeated, 
at an obscure place called Dieli Aukkiif some iv lie re on Ids advance 
towards Baghdad, hy the Khalil's troops, under the immediate direc¬ 
tions of his brother l‘l Mon tick, 

Uy the author of the T&rikh giUeidab we are told, that after his dis¬ 
comfit nr* on thisoecashm, YiikdliLaiss retiring into K-hontssaun, there 
hi n short time assembled another arm v; with which lie again advanced 
to try his fortune against the troops of the Khclnufut, On his march 
towards Irak, he is staled to have received from M da term sled an ud- 

. .. niter the signal proof which he hod recently experienced 

of the displeasure of heaven, to beware of further tempting the power 
o) i piai; t*» repent sit bis ambitious lollies, and return to his allegiance ; 
and that on withdrawing his army hack again into Ivhorassaim. all 
the past should be forgotten. To this, in the hardihood of saccessfuI 
usurpation, \akdb is said to have replied, that for the grandeur to 
which In had raise*I himself, he was alone indebted to bis hitherto 
invincible aim and tori u no; and that until he had humbled the pride 
and power at the Khalits, he was determined to lie a stranger to repose, 
if his efforts were crow tied with success, ii would be very well; but 
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if i t will otherwise tJeriflocl by his destiny, he should nevertheless ho 
still master of tils morsel and Harley lonf, alluding to his original hum* 
Tile condition. Ik-enjoyed not, however, an opportunity of bringing 
his alternative to the proof. I Ic died on his march of a fit of the colic : 
or according to Mr. Stevens, from Texeiri, of a pleurisy because he 
declined an application repugnant to an over refined, and obstinate 
6niso of delicacy. 

Subsequent to this, in the year two hundred audsixty-four, a further 
Attempt was made towards the suppression of Ally Sahch-ul*Zcuje and 
the revoIttTS of Btssotaby under Ahul Abbas the son of MowiTik : 
who at the head of ten thousand horse, having thrice engaged the 
rebels, succeeded at lust in giving them a total defeat in the neigh¬ 
borhood of Matissit. Soon alter he had achieved his victory, Abiil 
Abbas was joined by his father, and with him proceeded in pursuit of 
the fugitives, to the gates of AhOauz * where Ally Sihcb-tiUZetijc had 
retired tor shelter. That chief furnished them, nevertheless, with 
ample employment for the most active exertions. Tor several wars 
subsequent to this period; until in the mouth of Suffer, of the two 
hundred and seventieth of ilm llidjcmh,* he bravely perished in the 
fn-hl of battle ; and wit!) him the usurpation of the Zenguies, after it 
had occasioned, as it is further asserted, the slaughter of more than one 
hundred thousand men. 

After u silent lapse of seven years, the annalist conveys us at once 
to the year two hundred and seventy-eight, to record the death of [ ] 
AlimtlVk, the loyal and active supporter of his brother’s authority, 
which then took place at Ihighdibl. The voice of the public now 
declared his son Ahul Abbas recently mentioned, presumptive suc¬ 
cessor to tin' sovereign dignity with the tide of Ul Mftatezzcd ll'illah, 
outlie eventual demise of MAtowex the present heir apparent. 

I ii confirmation of the voice of lbs people, the Khalif MAateninicd 
in the course of the year following, nt a magnificent entertainment 
to which the whole of the principal nobility, Ulema, and ministers of 
law and justice were invited, proceeded to require from his son Mu- 
fbtvex, his public avow id of having abjured his claim to the k hchmfut; 
which wiis then solemnly transferred to bis contju Abul Abbas, 
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!a, ii. 27». Already saluted by the title of Mu ate?,zed B’ilhth. This ceremony tbft 
A b. un?, Kl^lif was not destined long to survive, being seized with aquinzy, 
Kh'ilmwsut- or inflauiation of tile throat: of which in the month of Rudjub,* of the

bailie year, he expired at the age oi iilty-one. 

Calculating from the abdication of his predecessor, Mu atom mod 
appears to have possessed the dignity of the Kludatifut, for about two 
and twenty years, and five month* ; but, according to our author, it 
\yas a distinction which he enjoyed only in name, the imperial power 
being in substance notoriously exercised, while ho lived, by his bro- 
the Mouffek, Absorbed in his pleasures, and entirely devoted to lire 
society of singers and musicians, as lie is said to have been, it was 
indeed fortunate for this monarch, that liecould command the aid of 
such a brother, to take from him the burden and anxiety of govern¬ 
ment. All we further learn of Muatcmmed is, that he withdrew die 
seat of the Khclaiifut from Saumerah, and re-established it once mpre 
at the former capital of Ihyglnlid ; although this is a change by others 
" ascribed to his successor, 

Ut.MuATF.iztD li'ii.L.iii.j' Abul Abbas Ahmed, the son.of U1 
MonAfek, sixteenth KltaUf of the houseof Abbas, 

Of this prince it is related* that in a dream, during the reign of his 
predecessor, he saw a person robed in white stretch his arm to the 
Tigris, and take up the whole of its waters i nto the palm of his hand, which 
he then closed* and that opening his hand again, the stream resumed 
its channel as before. That this mysterious personage should then 
YsD^hrMAii ^ ave addressed hurt in these words; “ AbM Abbas knowest thou nn; ?*' 
XVIill Ktalifof To which M Qatezzed replying in the negative, he proceeded to add, 
iWhoibcul'Ab- M 1 am Ally the son of Abu Tauleh ; when the Ivhelaufut devolves 
“ to thee, wilt thou he kind to ray posterity ?” And to this particu¬ 
lar circumstance has been ascribed, by historians, the extraordinary 
indulgence extended during the whole of the reign of Milatezeed to 
the family of the Seyuds ; for whom it would appear that he received, 
on the occasion, an impression of benevolence which was never after¬ 
wards obliterated. 

Another extraordinary circumstance recorded of this monarch is, 
that in the course of the year two hundred ami eighty-three, as soon

tlie gates of his pftlaefwereddfea, an apparition presented itself to 
him under various disguise* ; sometimes under the form of a venerable 
old man. with n white beard, in the habit of a monk ; at others in the 
shape of a beautiful youth, and occasionally in the character of a mer¬ 
chant or tradesman : but under every form to apprize him of the rob¬ 
beries, and other disorders committed bv his troops ; and tt would 
frequently prove very troublesome to the attendants. This extraor¬ 
dinary phenomenon long excited the curiosity of the public, and 
became the subject of general conversation ; but the nature of it was 
never discovered. It was probably a phantom dressed tip by the 
Khalif, for obvious purposes of police and good government. 

In the year two hundred and eighty-four, Miiatczzcd evincing a 
design to renew the denunciations frtim the pulpit, long since discon¬ 
tinued, on the memory of Mauweiah, tv as however dissuaded from 
micli a measure, by the sounder discretion ol'iiis minister, Obaidull dt 
the son of Suliman, 

Ju this place, our author accommodates his reader with a hriefand 
cursory account of the hectical sect of iheKemiin>ttali,or Kcrmatlu- 
ans, of whose principles ati d profession of faith he furnishes us with 
tin? following abstract, I hey alleged the I man unit of I ssmauil the sort 
of JunfliT-ul-Saiulek, from whom they are not unfrequently denomi¬ 
nated IssnnmiMans; and because they equally admitted] of several 
things proscribed by the ordinances of the law,they have been traduced 
as approximating in their principles to the atheistical doctrines of the 
Miillitulu'dah, although they professed their belief in the existence of 
good and evil spirits; the former under the name of angels leading 
them to happiness, ami the latter under that of genii, or jinn, at eter¬ 
nal hostility with them. Prayers, they maintained to consist in a 
sincere devotion to the memory of their long since beatified Imamu; 
and alms, in allotting to his representative the fifth of their property. 
On the preservation ofa secret, they conferred a species of sanctity, by 
giving to it the name of Sum or South—reffgldu s'&lwti nci fCe orsilehce; 
and to the violation of secrecy they affixed, on tUe contrary, a sort of 
stigma, by branding it with the epithet of reiuv, sound; or perhaps 
r /emma, loquacity. Ami lastly from the circumstanceof one of their 
thiets having iu the in limey of the sect applied to his letters the 
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A. M. Hfia. appellation of Mukermct, which signifies ,t vul painted with figure^ 
A- l! - they obtained the tie nominal ion of Kemuractah — the people of the 
Kftciimisi'iL- vej 1. Their origin might be traced as far back as the reign of ILirtin 
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si usi -mu or ilt | ca8 ( tQ that of Matiiun, a point on which there is some 

diversity of opinion ; since they forbore to disclose their principles, or 
Openly to make proselytes to the sect, until the year two hundred 
and eighty-six ; when, by insensible degrees, multitudes hud been 
prevailed upon to adopt the tenets of these innovating schismatics. 

in the course of the year just alluded to, they openly revolted in great 
force, under Abii Sauid orSaeid, ul t f ubauby; who put lodeath without 
mercy, such of the orthodox believers as had the misfortune total I into 
his hands. In the beginning of the first moidli of Uebbein, of the year 
l wo hundred and eighty-seven* he entered 1 lidjer, the chief townof Ua- 
hareyne ; where lie committed every species of outrage and atrocity. 
Intelligence of his proceedings being, however, at last conveyed to 
MAateztfcd, one of his generals of the name of Abbas the son of Amru, 
was dispatched by that prince with a considerable division oft he army, 
to give battle to the insurgent, Rut the troops of Baghdad were on 
this occasion defeated, and their general with seven hundred of bis 
followers became prisoners to the enemy. The life of liu: former was 
spared, but the latter were immediately put to the sword. Of this 
Abbas it is related, that discarding all hope of mercy on falling into the 
bunds of the schismatics, be had quietly resigned himself to his fate ; 
when, after a confinement of some days, lie was surprised by a visit 
from his conqueror; who intimated to him that on his engagement to 
communicate, word for word, to Muatezzed the message which lie was 
about to confide to him, he should be immediately set at large ; 
Otherwise that lie must prepare for death. The alternative required 
no great effort of deliberation; and Abbas, promised with an oath, that 
whatever he chose to communicate,should be by him rehearsed to his 
sovereign, without the suppression of the slightest circumstance, 
14 Then,” said Aim Sauid, 4t tell Muatezzed that i am a man whose abode 
*■ is in the solitudes of the desert, whose wauls are confined to a very 
“few things merely necessary ftir the support of existence; that by 
44 me his dominions have not been abridged of a single town, neither 
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**"liave I in any instance occasioned the slightest injury toUisgovcrn- 
« inciu. Let him take this assurance from me, and l call the judge of 
“all things to witness the truth of the statement, that although the 
« „ hole three of his empire were employed to crush me, 1 shall 
*• fllwa) s he victorious, ami lor this good reason—my soldiers have been 
“long inured to fatigue and danger in every shape, while his on the 
“ contrary, nursed in the bosom ol enjoyment, must sink under the 
“trial. At this moment, that they are compelled by his orders to 
« traverse the trackless wastes of these deserts, the hour of despair and 
“ defeat presses upon them; and though they should endeavour to 
“ escape by flighty the greater part must perish by my sword, Kay 
“ admit till" that in the confidence of superior numbers, they should for 
m the present forbear to retire, it will still he at my discretion by a 
“ counterfeit flight to engage them further m the desert; and on some 
“ favorable opportunity to come upon them in the night, and cut them 
“off when they least expect it. i would therefore advise him to 
“reflect, that in the hostilities with which he has thought fit topwr- 
« sue me, his armies are not likely to acquire either tame or profit; and 
“that tor the future it behoves him to recede from a design which 
“ must terminate so prejudicially to hi* own interests; to desist from 
“a contest that must prove equally unprofitable and unavailing.” 

Having upon this received his dismission, Abbas proceeded accor¬ 
dingly to Baghdad; where, without either enlargement or extenuation, 
he communicated to his master the message which he had in charge 
from the Kermathtan. And it is alleged, that not even the name of 
these schismatics was suffered to pass the lips of MAatezzed, from that 
time to the beginning of the year two hundred and eighty-nine, when 
the depredations which they dared to commit in the territory of Kiifah 
compelled him to make another exertion to check their enormities. 
On this occasion the commander, whom he employed on the service, 
succeeded in expelling the depredators ; and one ol their cliiettain* 
who became a prisoner, was conveyed to the presence of Muattezzed. 
To the interrogatories which were put to biin, with regard to the 
doctrines of Ids sect, before he proceeded to reply, this man demanded 
of the Khalif if he was aware, that he sought information on a subject 
which affected his own personal interests, inure nearly taau he scented 
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to foagme; and fhe KhaHrprofeaSing his Ignorance, he then expjulneil 
himself as follow». ** When the propliet Oflssliim, on whom he per- 
“petunl benediction, withdrew to that state ofcxisteacc which never 
11 perishes. We heard of no claim to the succession on the part of tliino 
‘* ancesfor AW*as. The people on the contrary unanimously pledged 
“ their allegiance to Aim Btikker j ami after him the Khelaufut was 
* 1 further adjudged to Omar: ami when, to calm the rising dissensi* 
“ ons, that monarch made ilie sovereign dignity elective, he appears to 
(! have allotted tothe sa ue Alihan not the slightest share in the trims* 
“action. U is therefore our belief th:at, in justice, thou shooIdst have no 
“portion in the throne of the Khalits." A reply hy which Muatez- 
z-d was so much exasperated, that he directed the wretched Ker math- 
jail to he immediately put to death under every species or torture. 

A severe indisposition by which lie was soon afterwards attacked, 
convincing Muatezaccl that his dissolution was approaching, ho con¬ 
vened the mend>crs of his court, and required them to pledge their 
allegiance to his son Ally ; on whom lie then conferred the tide of 
Y\ Muktelfy, or perhaps MAtkefFy B’illah. And in the latter part of 
the first Rebbeiu,* of the year two hundred and eighty-nine, he 
expired at the age of forty nine; when his authority bad endured lot 
a period of nine years, and about four or five months. 

Notwithstanding his acknowledged bias in fitvpr of the SevUds, 
Mhatezzed has been stigmatized as a parsimonious and avaricious 
prince; so grout a stranger to the milder weaknesses of compassion 
and humanity, and so eagerly disposed to the effusion of blond, that 
between sentence and execution, no malefactor found with him the 
smallest respite. 

To him, however, on other amhoritv+ we find ascribed an alteration 
jn the MiiliomDii'diii) knlemhir. in trahsforrtng the commencement of 
the year from the first day of For wnrdein, corresponding with the month 
of March, to the period when the su n attains i ts greatest northern altitude, 
a the summer solstice: in order, as it is alleged, to relieve his people 
from the burdensome inconvenience, under which they had hitherto 
laboured, of being required to pay their taxes before their harvests 
had been secured. 
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Another circumstance omitted by our author, but which may with A, H. 239 * 
advantage be further slip plied from the same source as we have just A. D, una, 
had occasion to refer to, is, that the power of the Suiaurmli, or child- KholiiiinLiu 
renofLeiss, having become extremely formidable in Persia, during ^^haur. 
the reign of Muntezzcd, lssmanil of the race ofSftman, or So moon, 
as a modern Persian would express it, was employed, under the nomi¬ 
nal authority of that prince, to suppress the usurpation. An object 
which was ultimately accomplished by theSamaurrian; and he received 
ill compensation the entire sovereignty oi the vast possessions recently 
occupied by the usurpers.

pledge of fidelity, and < xperienced from him in return, the most liberal ll0l,se wi 
proofs of Ins bounty, in the rieh and magnificent presents which he 
caused to be distributed oq the occasion. 

In the second year of this reign, the two hundred and ninetieth of a. H. mo, 
the 1 liiljerah, the province of Syri i was exposed to a dreadful imip. A.D.owi. 
tlon of the Keraumitnh, under their chief Vaheya the son off tegzu tali;f 
snn oiMahriyvah : and although this person wus killed In [mule iu the 
early part ol the expedition, the schismatics electing bis brother lifts- 
sevne to command in Ids room, shortly a Iter wards made themselves 
masters of the greater part of the province. With respect to this 
Hussey no we further learn, that be affected to trace Ids descent to 
Issmatfit, the adopted patron of the sect, and son ofJauffcr-uI-Siiudck, 
the sixth Imaiim ? that he baa by historians been distinguished by the 
tiilc ot Saheb-id-Shaumah ; and that the chief to whom he consigned 
the direction of Ids army Imre the title of Siheb-uI-hauJ. lie this as 
it may, the latter was dispatched by Ids superior at the head of a divi, 

•don of the invaders towards ISuulbi k, and the territory in that <j natter ; 
wtifrtr they completed tlie measure of their atrocities by a general 
massacre of the inhabitants. Intelligence of these enormities being 
however conveyed to Mukteffy, he at last assembled ids troops to tjt£ 
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number rd one hundred thousand men ; ami proceeded at their head 
towards the Syrian frontier ltv the ordinary route of A Wile. On his 
his arrival at Rakkah, a powerful division was detached in advance 
lini Ier Malioiwned the son of SdUman, who fell iu with these depre¬ 
dator?, under theirprmcipal chief the Sahcb-ul-Shuuinali above alluded 
to, L. t^ilv clciv:Lt: rl thr ni, about twelve fersangS or feature from 
Harness: and pursuin- them without respite, succeeded in securing 
tli. persons of both the leaders of the schismatics, and of three hundred 
and sixty of their principal followers, iu-ouc oi tile districts adjoining 


to the Euphrates. 

in the course of the year following, the same Zegniiah, or Sabeb-ul 
Shaumah, having efe cu d his escape in a manner which is not explain¬ 
ed, again appeared in Syria at lliu head of the Keraumttah ; apd-sig¬ 
nal ized himself afresh by every species of disorder and outrage. But, 
On the approach of a considerable force destined to act against hinv 
on the part of Muk telly, he turned aside into Babylonia, or Arabian 
Irak ; where, sit n place called Siisum, near K&dsiuh, or Kadessiah, the 
troops of the Khehuftit brought him to an action, and were defeated 
w ith great slaughter. Subsequent to this he appears to have prose¬ 
cuted his designs with impunity, until the year two hundred and ninety 
four; when throwing himself into the route of the pilgrims to Mekkah 
in the Arabian desert, he plundered the Karra un, and put twenty 
thousand ofthel l adjies to thesword. To avenge this sacrilegious insult, 
one of l lie generals ofMuktcrty, of l he name of Wrusseif, was dispatch¬ 
ed at the head of a competent force in pursuit of Zegruiali; and in the 
latter part of the second Rebbcia* of the same year, brought hiiu 
to another battle, in which after a desperate conflict, the arch Schis¬ 
matic was at last killed ; many of Ills followers fell into the handsof 
the K1 1 a l i i's t ro ops, and 11 ic rein a i nder i fo r t lie present, d i a pevsed to d i i - 
ferent quarters. 

In tire month of Zikaudah of the year two hundred and ninety fivo,f 
at the age of thirty-three, terminated the earthly career of MQk toffy \ 
when lie had possessed the throne of the Khalifa tor a period of six 
years, and between five and six months. He bore the character of 
prudent and benevolent prince*

I pon the death of Muktetiy, the alh-L’-iaticc of the people had been Khofamsut ul. 
secured, through the zeal and inllucitre of Abbas the soil ofdilSiseync, i,khb:iur ' 
one of the first dignitaries of the empire, lor Jauffer the brother of the 
deceased monarch, with the title of Mdktedder B*IUuh; hut, as this 
prince did not yet exceed Isis thirteenth \ear, it became with many 
of every class of society a subject of serious debate, how far it was 
prudent toentrustthe sovereign power to the hands of such a minor; mb'ili™ 
iiud the same reflection producing a change, either real or protended, XVlllihKiaiif 
in the counsels of Abbas himself, he sought to amend his error, by ,1iell0U# * of 

substituting M alien lined the son of Miiatemincd in his room. However, AI>bj ' L 
the object of Ins selection not happening to be then immediately in 
exishitKe, he proposed to transfer his nomination to oneortlic descend¬ 
ants of Mutewukkel, who went by the name of AbuJ llussuti; hut 
as this person was destined by (jod's providence, about the same critical 
period, to share the fate of his relative, the imperial dignity became 
*>y these casualties, at last established in the hands of Mut tedder. 

1 he year folio wing notwithstanding, the minister Abbas being, with* 
out ostensible cause, cut ofl'by I Ihsseyuc the son of 1 famdaii, sumumed 
Abu lleija, the latter entered into a conspiracy with others of the 
nobility in favor of Abdullah the son of Muattez ; whom thev accord¬ 
ingly raised to the Kiielaufut, with the title of Mhrtezzu Blllah. 

Tjie conspirators were, however, gallantly opposed by the youthful 
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A. TI. 2tw. Muktedder, and Mmifiiss Khaudem, (or Mournas flstaud, as heiselstN 
A.D.OHit. wfcoi«4ci»omiii»ted) tlic chief of the eunuchs, with such of his guards 

5SX ** COn ; inUeJ firm to thcir alfcgiauoe; and tailing into the hands of the 
Khalit's patty, they were the whole of them put to death, together 
w ith the unfortunate Abdullah, who, on the seizure oJ his person, was 
condemned to share the fate of his accomplices. 1 

Subsequent to tins period for a series of years, little is offered to 
tin. aru»tion of the reader, but the removals and re-appointments 
which perpetually recurred among the ministersof Mu ktedder; whose 
attention was otherwise entirely devoted to his pleasures. In the 
course of three hundred and nine,* Husseync the son of Munsur-ul- 
Heilauje (the cotton dresser} whom, according to our author, the 
learned have united to register in the catalogue of saints, was con¬ 
demned to death, through the influence of Warned the son of Abbas 
the \ ezzeir, and by a fetvu, or decision obtained from the Kymah, or 
sacerdotal order. 


In three hundred and eleven ,f Ahtl Tiber the son of A bit Snuid, 
who had become supreme of the Keraimitah on the death of his father! 
contrived by a lorced march from Baltateync, on the gvilph of Persia, 
at the head ul seven hundred horse, to surprise the city of Basso rah ] 
from which, after a pi tlage and massacre of seventeen days, be was suf¬ 
fered to retire w ithout the slightest molestation. The year following, 
hr a Ut> plundered and cm to pieces several of the convoys proceeding 
to Mek kali, and extended bis ravages to K fifth ; and having given to 
that c»ty a competent sample of bis enormities, he again retired with 
m accustomed celerity into Baimreyue. In three hundred and fif- 
teeu,+ having made another irruption into the territory of Kufah. and 
Wing there attacked by YiWthe son of Abi-u^u jo! one oft he most 
(stwgUished ot Mat tedder's captains, he defeated and killed tbit 
comma,uler. The reputation acquired by this victory encouraged 
U ti to l ike possession ot' Anbaiir, the ancient gnmarv of the Persian 
monardisou the Euphrates. A considerable Sensation was produced by

J* «Wd by M a ktedder to give battle to the Kcrmatbiau chid; who 
was again triumphant. 
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In the course of (lie year three hundred and sixteen, another change 
of ministers consignud the office of the vizxatmit to Ain't Allv ben 
Muklah; but the government of Muktjedder, through the wretched 
timf imprudent system of delegating his power to the discretion ol* 
of a fluctuating ministry,, to the companions of his pleasures, and 
even to his Women, had by this time declined into the utmost con¬ 
tempt. It is even recorded that, in some instances, a bondmaid of Ins 
mother’s was known to preside in the courts of justice. It is there¬ 
fore not to be wondered at, that be should have been assailed in his 
palace, by Abul Ilcijan the son of Elamd&n, and Huang, and other 
factious chiefs, who openly revolted against his authority, during the 
three hundred and seventeenth of the Hidjenth.* On tills occasion his 
old and faithful domestic Mouuiss ul Khaudem, who had been optm- 
polled to join the insurgents, contrived by some means or other to 
enter the palace before them ; and made use of the opportunity to 
convey the Khalit’, his mother and sister, and most of the individuals 
ot liis family, iu safety to a house of his own. Tim insurgent chiefs 
proceeded, however, to raise Mahpmmed the son of Miiatoazed to the 
K helauiut, With the title of IT] Jvaher B’illah. But some of the cham¬ 
berlains or porters,.and other inmates of the Khalifa household being, 
on some pretext or other, refused admission by Ba 2 ug, they took 
ofienceat his behaviour; anil two days afterwards assembling in arms, 
tn the area before the palace of Cl Kilter, with loud and tumultuous 
clamors, demanded their pay. They succeeded in getting into their 
power the persons of Bhzug and Eben llamdan, both of whom they 
immediately pnt to death: after which, hastening to the dwelling 
lip use of Mot n <s, where Mob tedder hud been secured against the 
designs of the rebels, they conveyed that prince, on their shpuldors, 
back again in triumph tot h&piduce of the Khelaufut; and there renewed 
their oaths of allegiance to him* The person of Id KAher was con¬ 
signed to a prison ; and he survived, as we shall presently see, to re¬ 
sume the imperial dignity indeed, but to terminate las days in ultimate 
disgrace and wretchedness. 

At the conclusion of this year, on the eighth day of Zillaidje.t by the 
pilgrims denominated roilzp-e- te z w einii—the day ofdeeordtiyu, Abtl 
* Ap 0, t'Ti.inii of J yLtiu.trSp A* J>. 
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T&her the chief of the Keraumitah fell suddenly upon the city of 
Mvkkah : and having plundered the place, and massacred near thirty 
thousand persons, and otherwise committed incredible enormities in 
the sacred sanctuary of Issl&m, retired again into Baharcyne, taking 
with him the Hidjcr-ul-asswad, or black rock of the Kaanbah. Nut 
long afterwards he is however said to have restored the i i idjer-ul-asswnd, 
inconsequence of an application from Abu Mahommed Abdullah, 
entitled Mehedy, the Issmauilite, king of Africa: although it is other¬ 
wise stated that this sacred relic continued in the hands of the Ker- 
aumitab, for a period of twenty years. 

In the year three hundred and nineteen, it having been intimated to 
him that the Khal if entertained some violent design against hi* person, 
Mourns* ul Khadeui suddenly quitted the metropolis without permis¬ 
sion; and hastening to Mossule, he succeeded in taking possession of 
that city and the adjoining territory, and in assembling a competent 
force; at the head of which he shortly afterwards returned towards Bagh¬ 
dad. The wretched Muk tedder drew out of'the town with a design to 
give him battle ; hut being basely abandoned by his troops, lie fell into 
the hands of a body of Meghrebms, orLvhian mercenaries; who imme¬ 
diately struck off his head, and conveyed it tn the successful rebel. 

This, at the age of thirty and after a turbulent ami inglorious 
reign, according to our author, of four and twenty years, eleven months, 
and sixteen days, appears to have been the fate of Muk tedder; the 
misfortunes of whose government have been, by some writers, prin¬ 
cipally ascribed to the perpetual, and perhaps capricious variation, 
which he caused to take place among his ministers ; the Vizzaurut 
being transferred no less than fourteen different times, while* he slum¬ 
bered, in luxury and idleness, in the palace of the K halite. It h however 
here obvious to remark, that tor the last sixty or seventy years, the 
pokier of these once formidable, and illustrious sovereigns had been 
on all sides rapidly declining; for, as wte shall hereafter have occasion 
to commemorate more nt large, by the usurpations of the sons of Leiss 
on one side, of the more permanent and celebrated house of Siimsin 
on another, and of the rapacious Keraumitah 011 a third, that exton* 
sive empire which,at one period, embraced beneath its sway the vast 
and spacious dominions of the Persian monarchy, iu the meridian of its 




jtlory, bad bythis timerocedcd within the comparativelycircumscribed A. it, ai* 
limits of Babylon in and Mesopotamia, the modern Arabian Irik, and A - im - 
Jezzerrah ; with the addition, perhaps, of a preearious interest, which ^holau unl¬ 
it still contrived to retain, in the adjoining provinces of Syria. ul ulliEiasr*

The tnil t tary c hiefeand princ i pial in habi tants of Baghdad 11 n i t i hfr,! On 

the death of the bite Khalif, to pledge tlieir allegiance to Ul Kilter, 
that prince coni, rred tin dignity of the Vkziiurtit on Abu Ally Ebeu 
Mfiklah, formerly mentioned, and that of Hlkjeb, or great chamberlain, 
upon Ally the son or 'i elleik, The malignant disposition, however, 
which he exhibited in hi tr ^tmentbf the relatives and depends nts,ftiid 
p<irticulurly ol the mother oi his predecessor, whom, notwithstanding ul K inm TS'tt* 
she laboured in the Inst stage of a dropsy, he fined in a largo sum of money, law, XtXih Kha- 
nnd committed to the charge of his collectors until it was paid, soon lhc UoU * c ^ 
furnished tr> the authors of his elevation, ample cause to regret their 
choice. But- the discontent, which was brooding in the minds of his 
ministers, becoming known to the monarch, he contrived lor the pre¬ 
sent to protract the threatening evil ; by cutting olT the chief of the 
eunuchs Mounisa ul Khnudcm, with Yelleik the chamberlain, and 
Ally, one of his sons, Eben Mnklnli the Vezaeir found means, how¬ 
ever, to escape: and by bolding, from his retreat, a correspondence 
witli the disnfleeted chiefs, continued to animate them to the design 
ofdethroning their sovereign. Accordingly, when all things indicated 
that the means of LI Killer's humiliation were complete, Sevma the 
captain of the Turkish, or Tartar guards, in conjunction with the 
other chiefs, seized the person of that prince; and by passing the sear¬ 
ing instrument across Ins eyes, forever disqualified him from resuming 
the functions of the imperial dignity. In this state, he is said to have 
continued his miserable existence to the reign of III Mfitcia B'illah, 
for n period of fifteen, or sixteen years ; during which he was regularly 
seen every Friday, with other blind mendicants, at the gates of the 
principal mosqno, soliciting the charity of the benevolent lor the man, 
who hut ns yesterday Whs their sovereign j although this day reduced 
to be their wretched supplicant, 
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A II TbewretcTicdUl Either was thus precipitated from Ins throne, at the

Having accomplished their design in the deposition of the unfoitu- 
note UJ K filler, the heads of the conspiracy, and chief citizens of ISagh- 
dad. proceeded to enlarge from imprisonment M alio tinned the son of 
M Alt tedder; whom they immediately raised to the throne of the Kha- 
Tr. tt ALiT |jf s , under the title of L I Kauzy B’illali; and however profuse, on his 
JxiUkhdif accession, in his promises oft lie justice with which he was determined 
cftbtboBje to govern, and of the favors which he was disposed to dispense to Ids 
of AbLai, people, it would appear from the sequel, that the hopes thus Inspired 
hv the lev monarch, wore by uoiucaiu intended to deceive. He con¬ 
ferred the Yizzaurut first on Eben MukUh ; but taking offence at 
the conduct of that minister, he removed him in the course of three 
hundred and twenty-four, and vested the appointment in Abdurraih- 
mrin the son of Eissa. The continuance in office of the latter, and 
of several others who succeeded, was, however, not more durable than 
that of their predecessors. 

In the three hundred and twenty-fifth of the Ilidjerah, Abu Buk- 
A. H. 326. k .entitled Ebcn Ratek, and here designated the master spring, or 

A jjj ijJJi 

' ' ‘ perhaps key stone of the power of L I Rauzy, entered into a compo¬ 

sition with Abfi Tiber the prince of the Keraumitali; by which, tor the 
annua) sum of fifty thousand dinaura* of gold from the customs of 
Baghdad, that chief engaged to offer no further molestation to the pil¬ 
grims, on their wav to Mekkuh ; and thus a method was at last diseo- 
v« red to alleviate, in some degree, the mischiefs so long entaikd 
upon lssl&m by these ferocious schismatics. 

The very next year, the \ izzalirut being restored to Eben Mflkl.di, 
and a dispute arising between that minister and Ebon iliitek, for the part 
which he was supposed to have taken in Ids former dismission, ue 
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sought to avenge the injury by inviting to Baghdad Otic of the slaves 
of Munlapwyp the son of Zehaur, prince of D lyletn, whose name 
appears 'o have been Bfibkem Mukiumy; anti who, after the assassi¬ 
nation of his benefactor, had contrived to subjugate some part of the 
tt riitory of Arabian Irak. But the treac herous correspondence being 
d ti-ctedby Eben Rfitek, and laid before the Kind if, and the presence 
of tlic usurper in Ins capital but little according with the benevolent 
views of ri Rtiuzy, he sent for Eben Mukiah, and in terms of indigna¬ 
tion, taxed him with the odious treason, which lie attempted to deny; 
but as his guilt was too clearly substantiated, he was immediately con¬ 
demned to lose his right hand: and the sentence was carried into 
execution, in spite of Ills loud and earnest in treaties, that that hand 
might be spared, which had written so many copies of the Koran. It is 
further noticed as somethingsingular, that this man should have been 
three l hues vezzeir, should have served three different K h aid's, performed 
three pilgrimages to Mi kkah, and thrice fairly copied the sacred text 
of the Korin : and lastly that he should have been three times buried. 

Notwithstanding all this, the Makaunian, in the course of the same 
vear,contrary to the known ami acknowledged intentions of El Rauzy, 
entered Baghdad; and Eben il&tek being compelled to fly tor life, the 
intruder immediately usurped the absolute administration of affaire ; 
and either received, or extorted from L 1 Itaitzy the title of Atneir-ui- 
itwrti, first g run dec, or lieutenant genera! of the empire, on this occa¬ 
sion first instituted under the government of the Khalits : and from 
th;it moment may perhaps be properly dated the mere and absolute 
pageantry, the shadow of their former splendor, which Only, this illus¬ 
trious line of princes were henceforward suffered to retain. 

Three years subsequent to this usurpation, namely,.in the former 
month of Ilebbeiu, of the year three hundred and twenty nine,* Rauzy, 
at the age of til irty-tWO) expired of a dropsical complaint; after having 
exercised a precarious authority for about six years and ten months. 
He bears with historians the character of having surpassed the major¬ 
ity of the monarch* of the house of Abbas, in accomplishments both 
natural and acquired, and particularly in the benevolent and liberal 
qualities of his heart; and he his said to have left several poetical 
peripi ata n^cs, as memorials of au elegant and cultivated mind. (Jou-

Being absent at Wmissi^at the period of Ul Itauzy's disoljution, the 
Ammr-ubumra, on intimation of that event, dispatclwd his instruct 
tions to the Ulema, Kauzics, and chiefs of the iiasliemites at jfegh-

Kuiif'nf'thc * Al,bas ’ wlloni lhe y conceived best qualified tor the arduous charge 
bowed Al>tas» ofthe imperial government. In conformity with these instructions, the 
principal inhabitants proceeded accordingly tootle liberate on the choice 
ofa successor to The vacant throne; and ultimately fixed upon Ibrauhim 
the son of MM tedder, the brother of the fate monarch, whom they 
immediately saluted Khalif with the title of Mfitckkv Utah. 

But, that tin: proud sovereignty of the Khaiits was now reduced to 
a shadow, aeon vinci,ig proof, if any were at all necessary, was exhi¬ 
bited m the conduct of the rapacious Arueir-uJ-ikmm, Biiiikem, in the 
early part of this reign. For dispatching to Baghdad a division of 
Ins followers, they seized for his use the whole of the horses.ttud camels, 
and other valuable effects ol ever)* description, hitherto deemed the 
exclusive property of the imperial family. The usurper did not, how¬ 
ever, long survive to Mci late himself on this audacious act of successful 
spoliation ; for almost at the very moment of its execution, Jr. was 
assassinated on a hunting party, by a native of Kurdestaun. On the 
death of this chief, who is otherwise favorably spoken of, for the rigor 
ot Ins police, and the strictness with which he caused the laws to be 
ex ecu ted against maluJtaore, the dignity of Ameir-ul-flmni was aspired 
to, by Abu Abdullah Uureidy, at this period governor of Bassorah; who 
fo the attainment of the object of Ins ambition, shortly afterwards np. 
proaebedBaghdid ; hut being successfully opposed in amis, by a body 

oi the tartar garrison, he was this time compelled to recede from his 
design. 

1 In year following he returned, however, and made himself master 
Ol ag iilid , and in revenge for bis former miscarriage, gave up Unit 
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wretched city to all the horrors of pillage and slaughter. MAtekkv, 
viih a hand of faithful followers, effected his escape in private to Mbssii {; 
from whence lie implored die assistance of Nasser-ud-doulidi and his 
brother, die sons of Abdullah ben Hamdaii governor of Syria* tn cheeb- 
ful compliance with his request, he was joined shortly afterwards by 
those Chieftains at the head of a numerous force; with which they pro¬ 
ceeded to re-instate him, in die possession ofhi s metropolis and authority. 
On intelligence ofthe Khalit's approach thus powerful lysujiported, the 
Kurcifiian aliaiuloiii’il Baghdad, which was immediately re-occupied 
i>v its legitimate prince, the usurper retreating towards Waussit: hut 
being closely pursued liy Nasser-nd-donlull, he was overtaken on his 
iiiurdi towards that place* in the neighborhood of Med&ein; where 
having ventured lo giv e battle to his pursuer, he was shamefully de¬ 
feated, sud driven to consult his safety by a precipitate flight* 
in the course of three hundred and thirty-one,* the dignity of Ameir 
ul uinra, notwitltstandhig the alleged odioustiesstdTiis relative, appears 
to have devolved on Touzmi, one ofthe kindred ofthe late Mukau- 
nian : but some jealousies having arisen to destroy the harmony, which 
might for a abort time have subsisted between the prince mid his min¬ 
ister, both parties had recourse to the sword; and the former having 
been defeated, was compelled in the following year to re tire to Kakkah; 
Jiom whence he now dispatched to solicit the aid of ilklishcid, prince 
or governor ol Egypt. That prince repaired shortly afterwards to Rak- 
knh, and endeavored to prevail upon M titekky to accompany him to 
his province; there to reside while a sufficient force should be assem¬ 
bling t« avenge his wrongs. The Khali£ for reasons w hich are not 
explained, declined this invitation ; eh using rather to risk the chance 
ot an aceomiuodulion with his oppressor, to whom lie accordingly ap¬ 
plied for peace, ( nnvening the heads ofthe law and religion at Bagh¬ 
dad, the perfidious 1 ouziin, iu their presence,and (hat ol the messenger 
employed by Miitekky on the occasion, took a solemn oath, that with¬ 
out the roost distant conception oftvjj, lie should hence tor ward ever 
retain for theKhalir's authority, the most sincere loyalty and submis¬ 
sion : and to that effect, having drawn up, and executed a written en¬ 
gagement in due form, it was by the same messenger immediately 
transmitted to Mutckky ; who most unadvisedly tell into the snare, 
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A. H. 533. On receipt of this insidious paper, the Khalif, in spite of the remorj- 
A ' n ~ “ >L stranccs of both Nasser ml doulali and Sevt'ud doulah, and ot Lkh- 

Biltluiur ^ci d governor of Egy pt^roceedled to w ards Bagh dud ; and bei ngmet, on 

Ins arrival at the canal ot Lissa, by 1 oiizun, he there received out war illy 
from that minister every mark of respect and duty, at the same moment 
that his agents were employed to conduct Abdullah the son of Mfik- 
trdfv to the encampment, tor the purpose of sit perseding him; bat 
uimedii tt h on the arrival ot Abdullah, the perfidious minister threw 
off the mask, seined the person of his ms happy sovereign, and, applv- 
ing the searing instrument to his eyes, forever bereaved him of sight* 
This event appears to have taken place in the three hundred mid 
thjrty -1uird ol the liidjcrtth, when Miitrkky had exercised his pre¬ 
carious authority for three years, and eleven months. He is stated 
to have survived his misfortune fora period ot five and twenty years; 
namely, to the three hundred ami fifty-eighth of the llidjerah, when 
lit •putted this hie, and was buried somewhere on the western side of 
Baghdad, In addition to its other distresses, that unfortunate city 
experienced, during the reign of Muteklcy, the affliction of a severe 
famine . and we shall Inrther remark, that contemporary with this 
ill,-feted monarch, were the princes Nasser ben Ahmed, and Ins 
sou Nuh, or Noah, the Sanumides ; and fimmfthd-ud-dollluh and his 
brothers, the DeyJcmites of the race of Buy ah. 

lTt * AIwtekfy B’sllah * Abut KausWm Abdullah, the son of 
HukteSy, twenty-second Khalit’of the house of Abbas. 

Uni ing circumvented, and deposed his sovereign in the manner above 
related, Touzfift proceeded to establish on the throne of the klmlifs, 
Ul Mcstkkfy -A Ijtlu llaji the son ot.M dktefty, the couzin german of the extruded m on- 
k ! ardl ’ witb the titlc <>f Altetekty or.Mastekefiy B’iUah. The perfidious 
W of Abl™. An,t,r ' uJ -“ n ‘ r!l was > however, not suffered long to triumph in the 
success of his iniquitous plans ; a signal, and almost immediate jurig- 
meiit would seem to have pursued him, for the violence of umdi ha 
, Wit S u «lty towards the person oJ the untortunatc Mthekky ; for 
he was smitten with blindness, and died si tort ly afterwards, in Hie 
month ol Mohurrim of the year three hundtod and ttairty-foiir.+ 

The government of Baghdad, at this period become, verv ptobabhr, 
*n appendage to the dignity of Amcir-ul-umr:., now .U-oh-d upo. 
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©nc of the military chiefs, here called the son of Sltcirzaud. This mm* 
is ter proceeding, however* to exercise his authority with every species 
of oppression aud violence, the situation ortho wretched inhabitants 
became to the last degree deplorable; and intelligence of their suffer* 
fogs being conveyed to Ahmed the son o/ B&t/ah, who had by this 
time extended his conquests to Almauz, that commander immediately 
directed his march towards Baghdad. The son of Sheinuud, and the 
" Turkish MaumjGks terrified at his approach, abandoned the city and 
fled; and Miish'ktY conceived it expedient lor a short time to follow 
their example. But Ahmed the son of Buvah having soon afterwards* 
entered Baghdad, without opposition, the Khalif* among others* hast¬ 
ened to visit him ; expressing the utmost joy and gratitude, that his 
presence should at last have relieved him from the apprehensions* 
under which he had continually lived, from the violence of the Turks. 

The son of Bityab made little difficulty in pledging his allegiance 
to Mflstekfy* ami received from him, in return, the title of Mikiz-ud- 
douhih, the giartf of the stoic, by which we are henceforward, to recog- 
Jiize him, l or a few days, tilings appeared to proceed between them 
with considerable harmony; but a misunderstanding having ulti¬ 
mately arisen, this phantom of a Khalit was, in the course of the very 
same year, seized by Muezz-ud-doukt^* and like some of his prede¬ 
cessors, condemned to lose his eye-sight; in which situation he, 
however, survived to the year three hundred and thirty-eight. 

Mfistekty had attained to the age of forty-one, before he was called 
to the now-meagre, and unsubstantial honorsofthe KheUufut; which* 
however nominal, he was not suffered to enjoy beyond tbt> circuit!- 
scribed period of sixteen mouths ; having been degraded from his 
authority* and condemned to languish in perpetual night in the 
year three hundred and thirty-four. The office of Vezzeir, which 
still subsisted, though shorn of all its splendor, was held during the 
feign tU Mustek fy, by Abu l Femth M a ho mined the son of Ally. Con¬ 
temporary with this Ktalif were Nub the son of Mmiser, or Munsilr, 
the Samauni m ; and Lmmnud-ud-doulab the Deylemite, with his 
brothers Rokken-ud-doulah, and M fiezz-ud-doulah; the latter of whom 
became, as we h&T. just seen, the author of his misfortunes and disgrace, 
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U L Mcteia Uilab* AWU Kanssem Fazzd, the son of M£ik« 
tedder, twenty* third Khalit' of the house of Abbas. 

Having confirmed, instead of alleviating the degraded state of the 
Kheloufut, by the sufferings inflicted upon the deposed Mtlstekfv, 
the Deylemitc proceeded to the further exercise of his power, by rais¬ 
ing Fazzel the son of Muk tedder to the sovereign dignity, with the title 
of Mi'iteiu UMah : providing, at the same time, that Jie should not forget 
his humiliating dependence, by the appointment of an agent, to note 
ti Wctkia tV all<! hcepa reguUmiccountof,the receipt and expenditure ofthe pageant. 
lAii.XXIUdKJia- prince. So totally indeed, according to our author, was the rep resen*. 
aU1'. J L hmtMt Vt tAt * ve hou9eof Altbas excluded from any influence in the govern¬ 
ment, during the ministry of Muezz-ud-doululi, that it was for some 
time in the contemplation of that minister, to transfer the Kht-Luifut 


altogether, to Abfil Huskuii Mnh6mmed the son of Yaheyn theZeidian- 
from an opinion, which lie appeared to have embraced, of the superior 
claims ofthe deevndaitts of A Jly: but from the execution of this design 
be was dissuaded by his W-zzcir Ahil Jautfer Mabomtned the Zem- 


mdrian: who proved to him, by the most convincing arguments, that 
such a change in the succession would be inevitably followed by the 
subversion of his own power. 

Such being the absolute nullity to which his power was reduce 1, 
It is perhaps not extraordinary that, during the comparatively protracted 
Ti igiiof Mutch, thconly circumstance which our author has conceived 
w orthy of record, is the restoration, in three hundred and thirty nim-.f

On the authority of theTarikhgtizeidah, however, it may be added that 
during the same year, the province of Uejauz, including the two sacred 
cities, was wrested by the lssimiuiliuns from the dominion of the 
house of Abbas, 

1 h rough some malignant motive, cither of jealousy or ambition, an 
army was conducted in the course of three hundred and seventy -six,* 
by Shurf-udrdoulah, to the attack oftiis brother Sutnsaum-ud-doulah, 
at Baghdad ; and the hitter imprudently relying oo the influence of 
fraternal affection, and repairing to the camp of his aggressor, found 
in imprisonment ample occasion to regret his imbecility. On his 
entrance into Baghdad shortly afterwards, Shurf-ud-doulilh evinced, 
however, for l‘l T&eia every outward proof of respect, and su lie red 
him as before to retain the trappings of imperud splendor. 

On the death of Shurf-ud-douhih in the three hundred and seventy- 
nimli of the liidjerah,* he was succeeded in the dignity of A mei re ili¬ 
um ra, by his brother Abu Nasser Feyroz kliossrou, who received 
tiie title of Beh^-ud-doulah. The year following, the avarice of this 
man being attracted by the rich efleets, of which the representative 
of the house of A Id. lib was yet allowed to retain possession, he 
solicited tnie day, on some pretext or other, permission to visit the 
jut Lace of the Khelaiifut : w here having seated himself, according to 
custom, in a chair of state, in the presence of H Taeia, and sevend 
of the Uevlctnite Commanders pressing forwards at the same time, the 
Khalif, on the supposition that it was for the purpose of kissing his 
hands, very graciously extended them towards the intruders. The 
Deylemites ii i: t diati h seit d him by the arms, and forcing him from 
bis throne, conveyed the wretched monarch to another apartment : 
while Ui-hi-mi-doulab employed the opportunity to appropriate hU 
treasure and valuables. At the same time messengers were dispatched 
to invite Ahmed the son of Isliaub, the grandson of Milk tedder, now 
residing at T.njah, or ,M<- Utah some times so denominated, to take 
possesion of the throne of his nephew, 
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n Taemis said to have occupied the throne of the Khali Ts for * 
period of seventeen years, nine months and some days; by which 
we are led to conclude that his degradation took place from the four¬ 
teenth to the twentieth or Stabauiu* of the year three hundred and 
eighty-one. It is however added, that he survived his humiliation 
for a number of years, was admitted to a considerable degree of friend¬ 
ship, and to the society of his successor, and died alter ah at the 
mature age of sixty-nine. 

Ul KADER-B’iLLAiijt AM) Abhns Ahmed the son of Ishauk, 
son of Muk tedder, twenty-fifth Khalif of the house uf Abbas. 

With the common failing of contracted minds, a predilection for 
the marvellous our annalist ushers in his very concise account of the 
long reign of Ui Kiklor, with the followingcircumstances ; which he 
proceeds to communicate on the authority of fleybut L’llah, the 
secretary of Muhuazcb-ud-doulah the Deylcmite. 

Towards the close of the preceding reign, apprehensive that Ul 
Tiieia was meditating some designs hostile to his person, the grand- 
eon of Muktedder fled for protection to Muhuzzeb-ud-doulah, who 
kept his court at that period at Teujah but whether this has any 
allusion to M'-kkah, as recently advanced, must still remain in some 
degree of uncertainty. Be this, however, as it may, Heybut Ullah 
the secretary already mentioned, repairing one day to the abode of 
the imperial fugitive, found him involved in dee]) reflection,and pro¬ 
ceeded to demand the reason, A limed informed him, without reserve* 
that the night before he had been visited, by what he conceived to he 
a very singular dream, which he then described. The city he ima¬ 
gined to be surrounded by a vast and sudden inundation ; and 
while the inhabitants we re busily employed in laying a bridge to effect 
their escape from it, and he was contemplating with astonishment the 
prodigious expanse of waters which extended on all sides of him, he 
thought he perceived, at the opposite extremity of the bridge, a per¬ 
son, w ho called to him to know, i f he was desirous of being conveyed 
safe over this tremendous inundation, HaVi rig readily replied in the affir- 
mative, he thought the stranger stretched out his hand, and drew him in 
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restored i t, The venerated marble was soon afterwards conveyed by the 
faithful Maljoimnedaits to Mekkah,a[id there fixed in its proper place. 
And it is moreover added, on the authority of another work,* that, 
although in conveying it to the country of their abode, the Keraumitah 
disabled tbrty camels iu the undertaking, the single cainc] which was 
employed on lids occasion by the Mosaic ms, to carry it back toMckkah, 
throve to an extraordinary degree under the sacred burden. 

It will be seen in a subsequent page of this work, that Muczz-ud- 
doulah dying in the course of three hundred and fifty six, he was sue* 
ceeded as Ameir-ul-umra, by his son and successor, Ezz-ud-doulab 
Uuk htiaur :wllic 1 1] does not ho we verappuar to have produced any change 
in the destiny of the hhetaufut. Be this as it may, on the thirteenth 
of the mouth ofZilkaudah, of the year three hundred and sixty three,■J* 
the shadow of authority which remained to him, was abdicated by 
bluteia, in consequence of a stroke of the palsy, in favor of his son 
Abdul Kereim. lie survived his abdication about two months. 

The reign of tins prince appears to have occupied a period of twenty 
tight s0tar,a r twenty nine lunar years, and five or six months; and 
contemporary with him were Xuhor Nouh and his son Abdulmfclek, 
the Samanides, monarchs of Bokhara; and Emmaud-ud-doutgh, his 
brothers, and nephew Ezzed-ud-douluk the sou of Kukkeii-ud-duuhih 
the Deyle mites. 

L’t. Taxi a I'li.a h+ Abu flutter Abdul Kereim, the son of Muteia, 
twenty-fourth Khalifofthe house of Abbas. 

The tlirone of the Khalifa having been abdicated by his father, in 
the manner just related, the military chiefs, and principal inhabitants 
of the metropolis appear to have submitted without debate to the au¬ 
thority of Abdul Kereim, under the title of L’l Tieia Uilali: but the 
dissensions which broke out at the very commencement of his reign, 
between Ezz-ud-doulah Uukhtiaur the Ameir-ul-umra, and the Turk* 
ish mercenaries, afforded hut a fearful prospect of the advantages of 
royalty. In the mean time, Ezz-ud-douhtb withdrawing with precipi¬ 
tation towards Watlssit, in order to solicit the aid of his cousin Ezzed- 
ud-doulah, the Khalifwas compelled to accompany the Turks in theii 
• Tin? Turikli guttiiidi, f Tit lot ol September, A. D. 074, ; Deu iubiuiUcns 
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A, h. ant pu«roit of him to the wills ofthat city; before which several conflicts 
A< i>. n?5, tool; place* terminating for the roost part to the disadvantage and 
Khoiuiiuat- defeat of BukhtHuir. 

But E t zed*ud-doulali advancing idio Arabian ln\k in the course of 
the succeeding year, to the relief of his kinsman, and the Turks flying 
towards Baghdad, on his arrival near Vl'aussit, they were immediately 
pursued, in their turn, bv the two couzins now united, Baghdad waa 
soon afterwards again subjugated to the power of the Dwlcmkes. i’l 
Tacia received, however, from the conquerors every mark of veneration 
and respect; and Kz/ed u d-d on lab, having re-established his kinsman 
in the dignity of Am ir-ul-uiiint, returned in triumph into b'nrss. 1 
From a misunderstanding which had, however, arisen with ills rela¬ 
tive, Ezied-ud-doutah i n three hundred ahdsixty six, re-appeared before 
Baghdad sit the head of his troops; and having succeeded after a tedious 
and obstinate course of hostilities, in dispossessing Exz-ud-doulnh*of 
the city, com pelted him in the fdl lowing year, three hundred and sixty 
seven, to retire into S ria. In that province Ezi-ud-doulah unfortu¬ 
nately Contrived to raise a body of troops, with which he hastened once 
tuore toward*Baghdad ; and Ins kinsman advanced to give him battle. 
He was defeated and taken prisoner in the neighbourhood i if IVkreit, 
and immediately pul to death. Kzzed-mUdouUth survived this fH*riod 
about fiveyearn—to the year three hundred and seventy-two; when he 
died, and wr;s succeeded in nit Ids powers and possessions bv Ids son. 
with the title of Siunsaum-ud-dbulah, 

At the hazard of being taxed with equal credulity, wc are here com¬ 
pelled to mention from our author, as a circumstance which licprofiin- 
ses to relate on the concurring testimony of historians, that in the course 
of the year three hundred and seventy-four,* a prodigious animal, in size 
surpassing an elephant, and of the feathered race according to Home 
writers, was observed to emerge from the Htaof (Hnmun; mi. , taking us 
station on the summit of an adjoining tumulus, to utter in distinct 
and excellent Arabic, the words « Kuddi- Ktoreb-t ” three diifcrettt 
times, directing its voice, and looking eastwards. This was repeated 
for three days successively, sntvr which it totally disappeared. The

superscribed on the back of Mahmud's angry epistle. 

Contemporary with I I Kacler were, as we hare briefly shewn, Sul- 
tanMahmftd almve mentioned, and his son Muss-loud, of Gheznin, or 
Ciliezni: Ueha-ud-douhili and ShUaim-iut-doulah the Devletnitcs) 
and the princes Nouh, or Nbb, the son of M nnsur, and Munsur and 
Abdulmfilek the sons of Nouh of Bokhara. The power of the house 
of Saman became however extinguished, in the early part of this 
rt jgn, in the death of Isam&il the son of Nouh, entitled Miintesser, 
w ho was assassinated in the* former Kdibcia of the year three hun¬ 
dred and ninety-five, as will he noticed hereafter in its proper place, 
by one of the agents ot Sultan Mahmud. 

Ci. K.aeim B'uimfr l ’ll an* Aha Jaufler Abdullah, the sou of 
Cl Kadcr, twenty-sixth khalif oi the li.use Of Abbas. 

Immediately on the death of his father the allegiance of the people 
of Baghdad was renewed w ith due solemnity to Cl K&eim. lint the 
•power of the k hoi an hit being by this tilde reduced to little better 
than the name, the substance is to be sought for in the transactions of 
those ministers, who, under die title oj Amcir-itl-umra, or whatever 
other appellation, successively usurped the entire authority of the 
state, 

Jullaul-ud-douhdi d\ing in Shahntm. of the year four hundred and 
thirty-five, his nephew Abu Kaltnjar Mcrzebaun, quitted Shirauz, 
tii - metropolis of the race of Buy ah ; and proceeding to Baghdad, was 
invested, on bis arrival in that city, in the course of the rear follow-

mg, with the dignity of Ameir-ul-umru, which lie retained to the 
period oi his death in four hundred and forty; being then succeed'd 
by his son 11 Melek-ur-raheim k hossrou Ferrous. 

L uhappily, some dissension arising between the Reiss-ur-roiissa, 
the vezzeir of l I kaeim. and Bessaussery, who held a distinguished 
rank among the Deylemites, the latter chief, in the course of lour 
hundred and forty seven, withdrew from Baghdad ; and proceeding

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A. II. 4i7. to commit every upeeies of depredation throughout the country, db- 
A p ‘ 105 v patched to demand the assistance of Mustauser the Fatimite, at this 
period prince of Egypt. The demand was readily complied with, 
JUr ‘ and the wretched metropolis of the bouse of Abbas became again the 
scene of tumultuous rage and disturbance j to that degree, that it was 
found necessary to fortify with a ditch and rampart the great mosque 
of Fakher-ud-doulidi the Dey[finite, situated in the western quarter 
of Baghdad i in order to protect the people, while at their devotions, 
tupdiist the violence of the licentious depredators, by whom the place 
was so cruelty infested. 

Such was the state of Baghdad, when it attracted the attention of 
Togbrel Beg, of the race ofSeljuk, who had about this crisis cstab- 
, 1 idled Ids authority in Kfaorassaun, and Persian Irak ; and to whom an 

alleged* invitation from LI K acini to relieve him and his people from 
the effect of these convulsions, afforded a favorable pretext for extend¬ 
ing his conquests westwards. He accordingly appeared before Bagh¬ 
dad, and encamped in irresistible force before the gate of S ham mans- 
stall, on Monday the twenty-fifth of Ramzaun, of the year lour hun¬ 
dred and forty-severnf 

The month however had closed, when some dispute occurring be. 
tween the tow n s people and the troops ofToghrel, with respect to some 
business in the market; and the inhabitants proceeding to assail the 
Soldiery' with stones, it soon increased into a seriousuBray, in which 
many were killed on both sides ; and it ended in a general pillage of the 
place by the Seljiikians. In the mean time, ascribing the tumult to 
some contrivance on the part of MclkAr-niheim, Togbrel Beg sent to 
intimate to L 1 Kkim, that it he were truly unconcerned in promoting 
the sedition, thut minister would immediately repair to him. As it 
Was thought prudent to comply with the intimation, the unfortunate 
minister no sooner entered the camp of the Seljnkian, than his person 

Was seized, and he was condemned to pass the remainder of his days in 
a prison. 

In the course of the succeeding year, Togbrel Beg became master of 
Mosafile, and the adjoining territory, which had been seized by the 
rebel Bessmmery ; but being unexpectedly summoned into Persian 
Irak in the year four hundred and fifty, to quell the revolt of his

safety to the other si do. That, his surprise being considerably aug- 
mcnted by the circumstance, he expressed a desire to learn to whom 
he was indebted for his miraculous deliverance; and received the fol¬ 
lowing reply. ** I am Ally the son of Abstauleb—the moment is at 
* l hand when thou shah be raised to the Khelaufut—it will behove 
# * thee to protect, and befriend my children, and the advocates of my 
" family." When Ahmed had proceeded thus far in his relation, the 
voi«cs of the messengers, who had been dispatched by lSehi-ud-dou- 
tah to invite him to Baghdad, were heard at the door; and he was 
Immediately dismissed to avail himself of his exalted destiny, with an 
equipment, adequate to his rank, provided by the liberality of Mu- 
h uz zeb-ud-do utab. 

On his arrival in the neighborhood of the metropolis, the Khalif elect 
was met by the regent, and at) the principal inhabitants ; and on the 
spot received their pledge of allegiance, with the title of Ul K&der 
B* ill ah. He entered Baghdad on the thirteenth of the mont h of Ham- 
zaun ;*and we might be led to imagine that his reign commenced under 
auspices the most favorable, since it is here stated, that on his entrance 
into his capital, the affairs of the Klielaufut immediately assumed an 
appearance of regularity and system ; and that the power hitherto exer¬ 
cised by the princes of the race of Buyab, was not much longer per* 
milted to retain its over-bearing and oppressive predominance. 

Under the year three hundred and eighty-three we find it, however, 
noticed, thatSekeirmh the daughter of BelitUud-doulab should have 
been espoused by L I Kldor, whose spiritual supremacy does not yet 
appear to have been acknowledged in the great province of Khoras* 
satin. The people of that province resenting that a blameless and 
uindfending Imaum should have been dethroned without a cause: and 
therefore continuing both the Khotbah, and the coinage, in the name of 
LIT aeia, until the period between the years three hundred and eighty* 
seven and eighty* nine. When, the whole country being subjugated by 
the arms ofSu l tan Mahmud Ghauzi, of (Jhczni, that monarch, in COB- 
sequence of the friendship which had been recently established 
between them, and peradventure of the imperial robe or mantle, and 
the title of Yemein-ud-doulah transmitted to him by the K ha I if,

rewarded, to a double proportion to the value of tbe presents received 
from the Fatiintte,

Recently distinguished himself by the capture ofatremperor of Con¬ 
stantinople, vanquished in a great battle by the renowned Alep 
Arslan •, as w ill be hereafter noticed. 

That fearless monarch was, however, assassinated in the very year 
following, oil his march towards Trims©* tana, by Y&agiif K6twaiil, 
the governor of a {petty fortress on the banks of the Jcylmn ; whom 
lie had condemned to die, for what he conceived to Imvc been a rash 
and unwarrantable defence of his post, Alep Arslan was succeeded 
by his soil Melek Shah, the most accomplished and illustrious of the 
face of S elj ilk. 

About two years subsequent to that period, namely, in the middle 
of Shall ami, of the four hundred and sixty-seventh of-thfc Hidjerah.J 
died the K hale i fob L’l Karim, at the age of seventy-six years, three 
months, and five days; and after having exercised the precarious func¬ 
tions of his station, now almost totally spiritualized, for the long 
interval of forty-four lunar years, eight months, and two days ; which 
added to the period of his Hither's reign, is observed to have nearly 
equaled the entire duration of the power of the house of Ommeyah, 

l 1 K acim is considered to have been a learned, prudent, and do- 
fluent prince, of distinguished virtue and liberality of spirit.

During the year tour hundred and seven ty-ni no, f die twelfth of 
Muklcddy, the city of Baghdad received a peaceful isit from Sul¬ 
tan Mdek Shaft, the glory of the rage of Scljiik ; whose deportment 
towards the illustrious representative of the house of Abbas, is tjejs- 
cribcd to have evinced the utmost respect and reverence, h) the 
month of Sulfur of the year following,*: that monarch re turned to his 
capital of Isfahan n ; from whence his daughter, who had been already 
betrothed to Mu kteddy, was by his direction® conducted to Baghdad, 
in a style of unparalleled splendor. The prinrew was received mi her 
arrival with extraordinary rejoicings : and she entered the metropolis 
accompanied by the whole court of her imperial consent, a raids t an 
illumination which eclipsed the stars, and set the firmameut in a blaze. 

This was followed, the next day, by ail entertainment of unexampled 
cost and magnificence ; of the expenditure of which in other articles,

In a desperate haute which took place 
between the par ties, the issue was favorable to the standard of Mfo. 
temhid, who returned in triumph to his metropolis ; while Weiss the 
vanquish* d rebel withdrew to the court of Sultan Toghret the SHjti* 
kian ; whom, about two years subsequent to his defeat, that is in the 
five hundred and nineteenth of the Jlid.icrah, he prevailed upon to 
undertake the reduction of Baghdad. The X bid if. however, resolutely 
prepared to repel the danger, and assembling his troops, proceeded at 
their head to oppose the invaders. Receiving intelligence of then 
departure of M nst era hid from hjs capital, his aggressors conceived it 
expedient to separate their force; Sultan Toghrei directing his march 
immediatcly lor Baghdad. while the rebellious Weiss sought to oppose 
himself to the person of his sovereign. 1t happened, providentially at 
this crisis, that Sultan Togrel should experience a severe attack of 
lever and ague, and such heavy and incessant rains came on, as to 
render the march of the SeljukHiiis totally impracticable, At tire 
same period, Weiss was endeavoring by a forced march under cover 
of the night, to surprise the camp of Mu stc rah id : but losing his way 
lie continued to wander about at the head of his troops until day light,- 
when exhausted with fatigue and exertion, ho was compelled to 
encamp on the firat plain that presented itself. To complete the 
chain of circumstances, which fortuitously concurred to liberate Mils, 
terahid, from the danger which thus niciiarcd him on nil sides, that 
monarch, who had been abandoned by the greater part of his army on 
information that Sultan Toghrei was pushing for Baghdad, chanced 
to arrive with a few followers, on the very spot where the division of 
M visa lay encamped, overwhelmed in sleep and weariness. The 
astonished rebel awoke to the mortification of being a suppliant for 
|jfe,at the mercy ol his offended sovereign; who gave, on this occasion, 
a t uniter proof of his clement spirit by pardoning the traitor, and suf¬ 
fering him to rejoin the troops of Sultan Toghrei; whom he accent*

be miay perhaps be quoted as on example for the imitation of sover¬ 
eigns far more i! lustrious. 1J e was u determined discourager of detraction 
in all its disguises. As a proof of this, it is related, that having con¬ 
signed to a prison one of his subjects who had been found guilty of 
defaming, or perhaps informing against his neighbour, he was, at the 
exp,fat,on of a reasonable interval, applied to by one of the friends of 
the delinquent for lus release, with an offer often thousand diuaurs* 
tt lie acceded to the application ; to which the Kltalif observed in an.

On the day of his father's dissolution, Mustunzy hastened to decor¬ 
ate his brows with the diadem of the Khcianfut, and signalized ins 
accession hy an extensive and liberal display of Ids bounty. 

Here it imiy he seasonable to observe, that some years antecedent 
to tin* period under consideration, namely, about the live hundred and 
sixty-third of the J Lidjerah, the Fatiuute Kind if of Egypt, Azzvd-ttd- 
dcin ruali, tom lic<| by a formidable invasion of the Femmgs or Franks, 
or Western Christians, had agreed to purchase their forbearance for n 
ransom oi one million ofdimuirs :f which some delegates from the Chris¬ 
tian army had a 1 ready en tered Jv a Item b, or Cairo to receive. This was 
however acircti instance too humiliating for the digestion of the haughty 
Moss]nns : and they nccordiugly determined, with the concurrence of 
Azzyd-ud-de'm, to apply for the assistance of Nur-iid-dcin Maluimd 
prince of Damascus and Syria, an ally of the Abbasides. In compli¬ 
ance with their application, a force of eighty thousand cavalry was 
immediately dispatched by that chief to the relief of the Egyptians, 
under the command of Assud-tul-dein Shcirkouh, The Franks, rey- 
nurd-Iike, betook themselves to a precipitate Bight on the approach 
ofthisgencral; who made his entrance into the metropolis of Kahurall 
in the loiter Hehbeia of the year five hundred and sixty tbur,£ and was 
immediately invested with the dignity ol Vczzeir. Hut as be dted-at 
tile expiration of sixty-five days, the appointment was conferred by the 
J'attniite, the last of this dinastv, upon Suiluh-ud-dein Viissuf the son

patched by the latter to Sulhih-ud-dein, requiring that the coin of the 
province should he struck, and the Khotbah repeated in the name of 
Mftstimzy, To this after same demur, and the message had been 
repeated, Sullah-ud-dem, by the advice of his principal officers, at last 
consented; and the name of Muslunzy was accordingly prodahned int 
the Khotbah, in Mohurrim of the year five hundred and sixty seven,* 
while the unfortunate Azzyd-iid-dein lay stretched on the bed of sick¬ 
ness. ]n the course of the same week he was suffered to expire uncoil- 
sekms oi the degradation ; and thus terminated the power of the 
Issmiiilkm K hall ftof Egypt, tlu-dosc-ndanb of Ally and |\itima. when, 
from the revolt of Abul Kaussem Mahommed, entitled Mehrdv, ill 
Africa and the west, about the two hundred and ninety-sixth of the 
Hidjeralqf it had subsisted for si period of two hundred and seventy 
one lunar years. The province of i-gypt, unless the empty compli¬ 
ment of the Khotbah paid to the house of Abbas, he Considered some 
abatement, now devolved in till [sovereignty toSuHah-ud-deiu; in whose 
possession, and that of Ids descendants, it Continued long afterwards.

Hearing the uproar before bis palace, Mustunzy, atready aware of the 
occasion, hostelled to one of the terraces ; and shewing himself to the 
people, told them aloud, that Key mu nr had violated his duty, that 
his propuriy was at their disposal, and his blood at that of an olfynded 
master. With their usual promptitude, the populace hastened to avail 
themselves of the intimation, and proceeded in a ( body,straight to the 
habitat ion of the obnoxious minister. The hitter contrived, however, 
to Linticipate their arrival, wild endeavored tor sometime to prevail upon 
them to forget their .views of plunder; but to little purpose. The 
multitude thronged so violently about his doors, that finding the means 
of escape in front entirely cut oil', lie was ultimately compelled to 
ret if e by a breach in the hack wall of the house, and fly towards 
Moss tile; and he perished on the way to that place. As a proof of the 
extravagance to which this man had carried his ideas of magnificence 
it is mentioned, that in the place to which he.retired on necccssary 
occasions, a chain of gold was suspended from the roof to rest his hands 
upon, and a case of the saute precious metal, charged with,musk, and 
amber, and the most expensive aromatics, always stood in the snipe 
apartment, to guard his senses against the approach of offensive 
odours. 

in tltft month of Shavaul of the year five hundred and sc vcnty-fh*c, # 
the Khalif .M listuiizv hastened, at the age of thirty nine, to the bosom 
of his creator’s mercy; having exercised the now unsubstantial powers 
of the khekwifut tor n period of nine years and eight months.

In Conformity wi th the will of bis father, Abu I Abbas Ahmed on 
the demise of Miistimzv invested himself, without opposition, with the 
cares ofgovertitnent, under the title of Ut Nausser-ud-deln-Ullah ; and 
he is said to have surpassed in theaubtilty of his genius, the liberality 
of his disposition, and the nun) emus excellencies of bis understanding; 
all which he applied, with uuremittiugassiduity, to promote mid secure 
the comfort ami happiness of his subjects of every description. He 
is further represented as the founder of a great variety of charitable 
establishments, of mosques, and lodges for the accommodation of tra¬ 
vellers, which he left ns monuments of Ids public spirit ; and lastly 
to have strenuously exerted the whole influence of his authority and 
example, to advance the prosperity of I sal inn, and to abolish tin: corrup¬ 
tions, which had in numerous instances been introduced into the svs-

tern of llis faith. 

For u period of fourteen years, in which he was perhaps permitted 
to gratify a laudable disposition to cultivate the ajisof peace, without 
the interference of foreign usurpation, we find little recorded of the 
reign of this prince, until the year five hundred and ninety ; when hav¬ 
ing conferred tlic dignity bf \ esraeir upon Miieyud-ud-dein Muhom- 
med, denominated the butcher's hoy, (Eben-e-Kussaub) he sent him 
at the head ofa considerable force to reduce Llie province of Klni/ls- 
tuiui, which h t «s brought, thus once more, under the authority of the 
Khalils ; and three years afterwards, in the five hundred and ninety- 
third of the liildjeraliffone of t IN an user's Maumliiks, of the name of 
Sunjiir, extended the authority of Ids master into the territory of

Under the year six hundred and four, an ordnance of UJ Nausser's 
is adverted to, which appears to have had lor its object the removal 
of vexatious restrictions from the commercial intercourse of his people ;

From some traces of a correspondent be tween this Khatif, and Sultan 
Shahaub-ud-d*m Ghofary, discovered among the papers of the latter 
prince on the conquest of Ghezui, by Sultan Mahommed king of 
Khaurezm, that monarch had long entertained designs of hostility 
agiinst l'l Xausser; and in the six hundred and fourteenth of the 
Hidjendu having pledged ids allegiance to AUa-ui-mnik Terinezy as 
couniLT-Khaleiiah, he prepared to carry Ills scheme of vengeance 
into further execution, by ndvancing towards Baghdad with an army 
of three hundred thousand men. To avert, if possible, the storm which 
threatened to overwhelm him, t 1 .Nairsser dispatched Shaikh Shu* 
hnu h-ud-dein SiiHu rverdy to m-goeiate some son of accommodation 
ttiHi the Khmirrzmi.m, whom he fonnd encamped in the neighbor¬ 
hood ot liiimadaun. Alter experiencing considerable difficulty anil 
di lav, the envoy was at Inst admitted to the'Sul in,'.s pavilion ; where his 
reception was as iI.wcmi raging ns primary obstacles might have taught 
hill, to expect; the K hanregmian not even deigning to return hissabi- 
i-'iiou. He proceeded, however,to discharge rite object of his mission,

to w horn be accordingly returned, shortly afterwards, to report the more 
mvmg Imlure. I he inhabitants of Hughd&d were therefore const rained

A body, of Moghuls under 
Miitiju N cyan, one pi their principal commanders, had laid siege to the 
ci ty of A rdebeil; and compelled the iuhahitan 1 s to withdraw i n to the cn*- 
tlcor'citadel, from whence they dispatched to implore the assistance of 
Must miser. It happened to be about the period of annual visitation 
to Mckkab, and the monarch immediately availed himself of the op. 
poriunity to awake, the seal of the Iladju* to take up arms against 
those ferocious infidels. By this means be succeeded in assembling 
a numerous and formidable army, which, under one or his Were h he

other similar successes, which the troops ofMfistun sef are elsewhere 
represented to haye obtained, over thedesolalore of the Fere i an empire. 

An ill ust mms monument of the magnificence of this prince was the 
college of Musiamriult; of which he laid the foundation in the month 
of it udjub, of the year six hundred and twenty live, and which was

splendid and extensive endowment established on one spot, by any 
monarch, as a mmuorhd of liberality and love of science. 

The death of Mirstunser is recorded to have taken place in the six 
hundred and fortieth of the Ilidjemb, at ihe age of fifty one,; an goiter an 
auspicious andsUccestul reign, as it his alleged, of sixteen years, two, 
or perhaps, ten months, and some days ; which latter won hi fix the pre¬ 
cise period of this event toabout the twentieth oftheforjner J mn maud y.* 
li the statements of the Tarikh guzejddi arc in any degree entitled to 
belief, Mnstunscr Had, indeed, by the blessings of Ids administration, 
rendered the territory of the Arabs the env^of heaven itself; having 
banished from the laud every vestige of distress and desolation. Hut 
to furnish something more than bare assertion, to direct the judgment 
by, it is added, that the revenues of Arabian Irak, Kh&eiatftun, and 
Khrdcstiuiri, with part of Dhmrbekir and Syria, to which this monarch 
hntl extended the waning power of the lfchefiuifut, and which, in the 
subsequent period at winch the author wrote his history, yielded to the 
treasury not more than slit Hundred Ionia uns,*J' ir abou tcightccu thou* 
and rupees, conveyed to the exchequer of M Cist miser the sum of #ix 
tfinusttml wj hundred toTfriauns ; which, at thirty rupees of two and 
six pence each, would amount to about .twenty four thousand seven 
hundred and filly pounds‘sterling; making a difference of eleven to 
one in less than a centurv.

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By a certain class of historians, 11 Mustaussem lias been estimated 
■* — f°wr and twentieth in descent from Abbas, as may be traced in 

ui-HULwr." tl "! note anj,CNlli to tW» page,;* while by others, who contend that 
Muk teddy was the grandson only of Ul KSeim, lie made the twenty 
fifth, 1 lowever this nitty be determined, it seems generally understood, 
tliat as Mftslattssem was, the last, he was also the haughtiest, imd most 
ostentatious of all the monarghs of his race. In the same degree is he 
also stated to have surpassed the whole of Ins predecessors, in the vast 
accumulation of treasure and jewels, of superb and costly furniture, 
and in the sumptuous display of imperial apparatus, in all its vatic tv. 
No less than four hundred domestics were employed in the ordinary 
Service of his pahuv, and four and twenty thousand horsemen were 
maintained at the ex pc nee of his private treasury* Such, moreover, 
wastlmfi stid ions pomp 6fJibco,mt,thttt not one of the patei itatesof the 
t T r uresTAussF.M, surro midihg regions, not the most distujguisht'd prince or noble, no 
X\ W lliliaiifl Inst rant, or tfigoiiy, however illustrious, could approach the presence of the 
^ ALul. 1 1 L t ' !Wt of tliC Khaioifijfe. Among other expedients, devised to produce 
an impress ion of awe for the sacred character of bis person, a block of 
tfiiirbJe,similar to the black stone of the sanctmm at Mekknh, waa fixed 
at the entrance of the imperial apartment, and from the arched roof 
depended apiece ofbhick satin, in the form of a long sleeve; with whir In 
in ihe same wittier as is observed with t ho veil, or covering of the sanc¬ 
tuary, the people touched their eves, while they kissed the marble :it 
the threshold. This, and much more, might perad venture he affirmed, 
ill outer to shed i!-; utmost lustre round the declining star of the Khu- 
luniut, before it finally cast its splendors into the gulph ofperemii.il 
uiglit. It is at the smne time remarked that Muataimsem, on succeeding 
to the throne of bis ancestor,exhibited sueb a singular display oi gran¬ 
deur and magnificence, that the report of it was convoyed to the rciuo* 
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test regions or the carih ; of which, the most powerful sovereigns ofthe A. IT. OtO, 
t»R«t and west, :Vnd of every degree, oil her by pronouncing the Khotbah 
in his name, or by other testimonies, hastened to offer their homage of 
allegiance to his superior autiiority. 

The office of Ver^eir becoming vacant, in the year six hundred and 


forty two, by the death of N ussoir-ud-deiii Main mimed the sou of L I 
Kaffez, who had filled the same important station tinder the reign of 
Milstuuser, it was now conferred by Mustaussem upon Abitauleb 
Miieyud-iid-dein Mahom rood, sum anted the son of the Alkeraite; who 
proved, in the issue, a principal instrument in the destruction of his 
country, and of the house of Abbas. 

In the six hundred and fiftieth of the Ilidjerali, some serious dissen¬ 
sions having broke out between the tw o adverse sects, the Sunnies and A, If. W, 
Sjieia&s, at Kerkli, one of the suburbs of Baghdad principally inhabited At iJ< l2&2 * 
hy the latter sect, Anieir Abu Bukker, the Khalit's brother, was em¬ 
ployed to take the part <if the Sonnies; which terminated in the disgrace 
and imprisonment ofa great number of the Seyuds descendants of Ally 
ami I’iitimn. The Yezzeir being disposed, from a similarity of opinions, 
to favor the vanquished sect, conceived on this account so deadly a 
resentment against his sovereign, that from this moment lie began to 


meditate on his treasonable designs ; looking forward to the first favor¬ 
able opportunity of revenge. 

The very next year H iihiuk fi Kaim- the son ol’Tuly Bahauder, and 
grandson of Jengueiz, was advancing, by his brothers orders, to sub- 
due the regions oft lie west; but as it leads to the final destruction of 
mi illustrious dinasty, die progress of t Eiis exterminator w ill demand a 
more circumstantial relation j and we shall therefore revert to the ap¬ 
parently accurate detail turn is he if by the more extensive labours of 
our author, in the Habeib-us-seyr. 

About the period in question, Mangii Kamiu, the third successor of

on his brother Hulaukh. 

That prince was accordingly furnished with instructions to reduce 
the u hole of the countries, between the Ox us and the remotest bo rders 
oi hgvpt; and in the execution of his orders he was enjoined tocou- 
Jurm without variation to the code of Jtmgueiz ; namely, to spare and 
protect those who submitted, but to pillage and put to the sword, with- 
out distinction of age or sex, all such as presumed to resist his authority. 
11n. charge was accepted on the part of I [u faukit with becoming cUeur- 
fulnesa ; and after partaking of a series of festi vities with his brother,, 
anti the Shall xadahs, and principal nobility of his court alternately, for 
the period of a mouth, he proceeded in the former Rebbeia of the year 
six hundred and fiftyono,* from tlieOurdii, or residence of the Kaauu ; 
accompanied by one filth of the army of the empire, consisting of one 
hundred amt twenty thousand horse, to the head quartern of few own 
government. J lore lie continued for some rime, completing the equip¬ 
ments lot bis expedition, until the month of Hamza mi. f when lie 
finally left tlm Moghul territory ; taking with him on this occasion a 
thousand families of Chinese artificers, skilled in the construction of 
warlike machines, and in the throwing of naphtha, and other mtUon- 
oiill ■ lu materials.

of Abbas, no longer caps Ido of sustaining the effect of perpetual alarm, 
yielded at last to the base suggestions of domestic treachery, ever 
more fatal than the most formidable aggressions of foreign hostility ; 
and consented, by the advice of the perfidious Alkeinite, to commit hi* 
person to tlie hazard of an interview with the fierce Hiilo.uk u.

in trays, before Hulauku. Surveying them with an eye of contempt

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and sewn* the Moghul immediateIv tlistrifjiito^l these articles among 
the attendants, and addressed Mustaussem in tlie following terms ; 
“the whole of thy visible property, together with that of the inhabi- 
“ tan is of Baghdad, is already at the disposal of my followers ; of that 
•‘ therefore it was needless to make an offering : what we require of 
li thee, is to indicate something with respect to tliy hidden treasures." 
The object of the conqueror could he no longer misunderstood; and 
the captive monarch pointing to the area in the court of the palace, 
there, on opening the ground, was indeed discovered what might have 
been amply sufficient to glut the utmost cravings of avarice itself; a 
tan It or covered reservoir, loaded to the brim, with cakes, or ingots of so] id 
gold, of the weight of one hundred nu skids each, or something less than 
a pound and a quarter avoirdupois ; the nieskal being estimated at a 
dram and a half.

It won Id appear that be had been 
led, from the conspicuous part which I tv had acted in facilitating the 
humiliation and destruction of the house of*Ahbas, to encourage an 
expectation that he should at least be established in thegovernment of 
Baghdad; but the Tartar monarch, observing tiiat/Aal man who betrayed 
his benefactor had, uij u stive, nothiAgtonspjrc to, immediately bestowed 
that government upon Khen Antrim ; another traitor, who, while the 
Moghuls wereengag d before the town on this occasion, found means 
to discover to Jhilaukn a hoard of grain, which was known to him as 
governor of Vcikuhiuh; which furnished a supply of fifteen days’ con¬ 
sumption to the whole army, and probably enabled them to prosecute 
the siege to a sitccesful termination. 

Such, in the six hundred and fifty sixth of the HUIJernh, as we have 
attempted to describe it, was the fate of Miisianssmu the last of the 
Khalits of the house of Abbas; in the forty seventh year of his age, and 
the seventeenth*of his reign. With his life terminated the power of 
that celebrated race of monarch 9, after it had Subsisted fora period of 
five hundred mid eight solar, or five hundred and twenty three lunar 
yours, two months, mid twenty three days. The sovereign authority 
now devolved to the Tartar princes of the blood of Jengueiz, commenc¬ 
ing with flulaukft ; to whom, in a future page, we shall further claim 
the attention of the reader, in the mean time, in default of a more eli¬ 
gible arrangement, -tfe shall proceed to describe, from the s ummary out¬ 
line of the A hnlnussut^ul-a khha Mr, the origin, advancement, and alter¬ 
nate dissolution ofthcseveral dinasties,which successivelyflourished in 
the countries betwixt the Oxus and the shores of ISgypt, dur'in- the 
ascendancy, and tur some time subsequent to the extinction, of th? 
house of Abbas,

In one of those moments of conviviality, when L'l Mum up wasi-m- 
plnycd in steeping the recol lect ion of past events, in the exhilarating 
*' >KV * ot 11,41 g*P*. Xnlyemnein, unexpectedly, entered Ids presence ; 
•ml the chief butter proceeded Uy his master's instructions, in common 
with the other guests, to circulate the goblet to that general. While 
tins was passing, a flood of tours was observed to stream from t lie eyes 
of l.'l Muraun, and ZOlycmne in ventured to impure, whut could pos- 
Riblv produce these emotions of sorrow in the bosom of a monarch, 
wtmse power w«sestablished from the eastern ,to the western limits of 
tbc earth. 1 he Klmhf made such n reply as he conceived suitable to 
the occasion; but continued so overpowered bv his emotions, that 
Zulycmtiein, not daring to urge him with further importunity, quitted 
the palace under no slight impressions of alarm. Sending for one of 
ll-e domestics Of H usseyne the Shraubtlaur, or chief butler, he engaged

Reaching the palace, however, the first 
person by whom lie was accosted from behind the hangings of the sa¬ 
loon, happened to be Tellahah the son ofTaher, who demanded if he 
had closed his dispatches for the preceding day > Having replied in 
tlw affirmative, lu-was most agreeably suprised by an order, this day, to 
announce the death of Zulvemnein ; which with feelings of consider- 
aUe satisfaction, he proceeded to obey. It is further related, that when

The death of Zfilyemnein is stated to have taken place on the ni-dit 
of that very day on which he had undertaken to discard the authority 
ot u Mamin, just one year and six months after he had assumed the 
government o!

Under the government of this chief it is related, on the authority of 
the itouzut-us-sulTii, that a fire-temple belonging to a remnant of the 
Magiati superstition, had been yet allowed to stand by the side, or in 
the vicinity, of one of the mosques in the city of Herat; which, its that 
persecuted race were regular tributaries of the government, they had 
tong been su fie red to frequent without molestation. It happened how¬ 
ever, about this period, that some indiscreet and over zealous Mahom- 
Tiiedan teacher, in one of his discourses, should have taken occasion to 
remark to his congregation, that the true faith must be at a very low 
ebb in Herat, since a temple of the worshippers of fire was still left 
standing by the side of the tabernacle of their holy religion; and not a 
Mussulman appeared of sufficient energy to lay it in ruins. These 
indiscreet expressions had the effect lie seemed to desire, in inflaming 
the dormant zeal oflm auditors. The Moslems immediately assembled 
in great multitudes, and the same night proceeded to demolish both 
the mosque and its obnoxious neighbour; and before the morning broke, 
had erected a mosque entirely new from the foundations, on the site of 
the former structures. N ext day, t he aggrieved ;m d i nsu Ited pyrolatcr# 
discovering what had passed, arid equally affected with surprise and re¬ 
sentment, made the best of their way towards Heyshapur; in order to 
apply for redress to Abdul lah Taller, who appears to have fixed the seat of 
his government in that city. Abdullah, op his part, desirous ot strictly 
investigating the grounds of their complaint, summoned to his presence 
all the oldest builders that could be found either at Herat, or in the 
surrounding territory; w ho, strange to tell, to the number of four thou¬ 
sand individuals, all agreed in attesting that, so long ns they had lived, 
the mosque had appeared exactly as it now stood; neither had there 
ever existed, on that spot, cither mosque or fire-temple of any other 
description, to the best of their belief. Upon this testimony it is pro¬ 
bable. though not expressed} that the unfortunate Magiuns were com- 
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priled to continue thcrr lesson of forbearance muter the injuries m* 
flieUd upon them by tlit-ir odious persecutors; anti the design of the 
author in relaiitig the circumstance was, possibly,.to intimate, that 
in thus totally obliterating from the minds of these worthies, the re* 
collection (if the past, providence hud wrought a fresh miracle in sup* 
port of the surpassing excellencies of Isstdm, 

Abdulla!) Ta her died in the two hundred ami thirtieth of the Iluijer.ift. 
at the ageoi forty eight, and after successfully conducting the govern* 
merit of Khomssiiuu for a period of seventeen years, He wusnjuidh- 
distinguislicd for his talents and the liberality of Ids disposition, and 
not less so for the miotic rat ion and justice of his administration, 

Ta hep the son of Abdullah, fourth oft he race of Tit her, succeeded 
to Ins hither; and was confirmed in his authority l»y a patent and 
standard conveyed to him by the KhalifL'i iVaiithek. lie died in the 
subsequent reign of Mustavne; and of him liie author furnishes no 
further memorial, 

M Alton mi;o the son of the above mentioned Tel her, and the fifth of 
this race, succeeded to his father, under the mandate and authority of 
H Mustaync : hilt being inordinately devoted tea life of pleasure, the 
circuinstance proved a very natural stimulus to the ambition of Yakub 
the son oi Luiss-uftSufaur, (the brazier or copper smith) who had by 
this time made himself master of Seapstaiui • and who determined to 
avad himself of such an opportunity, tr, extend his usurpations to the 
neighbouring provinces. 1 hat adventurer accordingly conducted his 
troops to 11 [ i ,U; from w )ien ec, I inv i ng w 11 hoj^t l much .difficult v ex pdied 
the officers and agents of the i aheiio , he directed bis march towards 
Keys hap nr. The only opposition which he appears to have experi¬ 
enced to his approach, on the part of the indolent and voluptuous 
Ma hom tiled, was tin alwurd message to demand, w hither he was pro¬ 
ceeding without the authority of the Khalil’s sign manual? Thu sou of 
Lais* placing his hand upon his sword, like many before and since, 
fou lly observed in reply, 11 this is my warrant,and this iny authority’*! 
On the return of the messenger who conveyed this reply, the ministers 
ot the sou ofl alter immediately forsook him, and dispersed to di fir rent 
quarters; and their degenerate principal folj, shortly afterwards, in to the 
hands of his more warlike and enterprising advJrsarv, This event, 
m the two hundred and fifty ninth of the llidjcrah, put a period to Lite- 
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power of die raseeofTifcer, when it had subsisted in Khorens turn, for a. if. 
aho ut four years more Allan boll'a century. A. i>. »?•>. 

The narrative proceeds next to describe the events which* through, Kholainsqu 
the operation of an inscrutable providence* transferred the sovereign 
power to the .S titan null, or Sn lit rides; tliesons of Lniss so denominated* 
from the ignolde occupation of their ancestor. On this subject, we arc 
in torn ied that Laiss, the person from whom the dinastv derived its name 
and origin, was an obscure mechanic who wrought in brass, and trout Originofih? 
his occupation called kaiss-uI-Siifaur.* This man bad three sons, Sufouriati. 
Yakub, who for some time wrought nt hia lather’s trade* and Omar, 
and Ally, Becoming tired of manual labour* Yak lib prevailed upon 
some dissolute characters Hite himself to form a bund of outlaws, with 


whom lie thenceforward proceeded to earn a subsistence by robbery* 
ami plunder on the highway: conducting himself, however. In ibis 
c areer of violence with singular moderation, ns be was never know n 
to take from any individual the U mde of his property. 

One night, in the course of bis predatory exploits, he had contrived 
to excavate n passage into the palace of Derhatn the son of Nasser; a 
descendant of ItaufHa flic son of Luisa, mid of the celebrated Nusscr 
Sey aur,vvho nl that period held the government of Seiestnim;and hav¬ 
ing made up a convenient bate of gold jand jewels, and the most costly 
stuffs, was proceeding to carry itolf, when be happened in the dark it) 
strike bis loot against something hard on the floor. Thinking it might 
be a jewel of some sort or other, a diamond perhaps, he picked, it up 
and put it to his tongue, and to his equal mortification and disappoint¬ 
ment, found it to he a tump of rock salt; for having thus tested the salt 
of the owner, bis avarice gave way to his respect fertile laws of hos. 
pliably; and throwing down Ids precious booty, lie left it behind him, 
and w ithdrew empty-handed to his habitation. The treasurer of Dec* 
ham ben Nasser repairing the next day. uccording to custom, to in* 
spect his charge, was equally surprised and alarmed at observing that 
a great part of the treasure* and other valuables had been removed; 
but oh examining the package which lav on the floor, his astonish- 
in cut was not less, to find that not a single article had been conveyed 
away. The singularity of the circumstance induced him to report it 
immediately to his master: and the kilter causing it lo be proclaimed

Resuming Is in design against Bsghd&d, Yakub Luisa was on his march A. If, 
towards that metropolis, when, in the course of the two hundred and A. D. trnMt o, 
sixty-firth of the Hidjemh, a fit of the colic terminated in death, his KlmliuiHut- 
active and eventful career. He is said to have reigned in absolute ul *ihh*ar. 
sovereignty for a period of eleven years ; ami he lias left among histo¬ 
rians, a character distinguished for sagacity of mind, for rigid and im¬ 
partial justice, and for imho it tided liberality. His numerous cavalry 
are represented, lor the greater part, to have been mounted on horses 
from his own startles, and to have been subsisted from his private treasury. 

And as a proof of the splendor of Ids equipage on particular occasions, 
a thousand men in harness, chosen from the flower of his troops, with 
maces of gold on tlivir shoulders, and the same number with maces of 
silver, are stated to have attended his. person on days of ceremony. He 
adjusted ail differences on his own personal investigation, and by the 
dictates of his own judgment; and he confided his scenes to no hiiinart 
being; to which hitler may be ascribed the success which generally 
attended him in his undertakings. His manners and mode of life were 
at the same time so simple and frugal, that a person, on some occasion 
or other, could not forbear expressing his surprise that he should pretend 
to sovereign power; when all he perceived in his tent was Confined to 
the coarse carpet on which he reclined, and the armour which he wore, 
his answer either implies that be the man nereof their leader what they 
limy, his followers will always be found ready to obey; or that their 
conduct will ever be governed by the example of their chief, 

Qmah the son of Lalss, the second of the Sufauriuh or Stifaride#, 
succeeded to the authority and fortunes ofliis brother. As an ex¬ 
pedient to consolidate liis power, he determined however on opening a 
tiegociation with the court of Miistemmed, and with suitable presents 
to appease the resentment of that monarch.

After a detention of some (lavs, Ameir Tssmauil sent his captive to 
Baghdad; where he was condemned hv Muatezzed to the confinement 
in w hich he ultimately perished, after having exercised the powers of 
royalty, for a period of nearly three ami twenty years. Omar, or as 
tie is occasionally denominated, Amru Luiss, has been stigmatized as 
an oppressive and sanguinary tyran t, ever covetous of the wealth accu¬ 
mulated by his ministers, and of all who served about his person ; ami, 
as an illustration, we art? told that he should have one day called before 
him lUahomimd the son of Dcshelr, of all other* the most distinguished 
in his confidence, and to have proceeded to tax him with some offence 
of which he alleged him guilty. A ware of his object, the minister, instead 
of wasting Ins breath in. useless assertions of innocence, began to 
protest that in all the world lie was worth no more than fifty purses of 
gold; nil of which he was, however, ready to consign to the custody 
of his treasurer, if tor the future he would engage not to suspect him 
of uncommitted crimes, “Thou hast given me a decided proof,” 
observed the tyrant, “that of all the men of this age, thou art the most 
“sagaciousdirecting his treasurer,however,to take charge oft he gold; 
though he further expressed himself highly delighted with this dis¬ 
creet sacrifice on the part of his obsequious minister. 

On intelligence of the defeat and captivity of Omar Lniss, his 
grandson, Tidier the son of Mahomnmd, the third of the SufauriaJj, 
proceeded, with the concurrence of the principal inhabitants of Sei- 
estaun, to take possession of the throne of his grandsire. In ilm two T wer, TTld 
hundred and eighty-ninth of the II ktjo rah, he successfully invaded la * t 
Fares, and established his authority over the whole of that province.

The attention of the reader w ill be now directed to the origin, and 
establishment of the rare of Sim an ; a line of princes destined to uct 
a far more conspicuous part, on the theatre of the Persian empire, 
than any of those who have hitherto claimed his notice, within the 
limits of the present chapter. 

It appears on competent authority', that while the Kbalif Ul Mb- 
mun kept Ids court at JIt*rii,a certain Assud the son of Sam an, of the 
stock of Behram Tdioubein, repaired to his presence, accompanied 
by his four sous ; and had the good fortune to be admitted to a con¬ 
siderable share of that prince’s ihvor. On the death of their father, 
tmd the departure oi Li Mainhn tor Baghdad, when the government of 
Origin or ihe Khomssnun was vested in Gliassail, or Ghessan, the son of Ebbaud, ho 
rn^ut Sinian. received it in charge from his sovereign, to be particular in promoting 
the advancement ot the sons oJ Assud ; and in conformity with these 
instructions, the subordinate government of Samarkand was then con¬ 
ferred upon Nouli, the elder of the brothers ; that of Ferghaunah was 
allotted to Aluned j tluvt otShtnish, and Osrushnah to \ ahevaj and (ho 
city ofHetat became the lot of Eleyas the fourth son of Assud. 

On the removal of G boss an to make room for the race of Taker, about 
the two hundred and (ifthofthe Hidjerahjiis successors forbore to make 
any change in the destination of the four brothers ; but Nouh the son 
of Assud dying in the time of Telhdiah the son of Taber, the govern¬ 
ment of Samarkand was committed, by that prince, to Yaheya and Ah¬ 
med, the second and third ofthe brothers. Of these, Ahmed possessed 
a distinguished reputation for h is justice and piety, and he had seven 
sons whose names were as follows : Nasser, Yakub, Yttluya, Assud, 
/w/miiiV, / sshauti or Isaac, and ffameid, To the former of these,

When, in the course of the year two hundred and sixty one, Yakub 
Laiss had availed himselfof the declining power, and degeneracy oft he 
race of Tahcr, to extend his usurpations into Khorassaun, a patent, 
or mandate for the government of Maur-un-neher, the country on the 
other side the Ox us, was dispatched by the Khalit Mil ate mined, to 
this Nasser the son of Ahmed the Samtfunian ; who eh using to fix the 
seat of his authority at Samarkand, deputed his brother Issmauil to pre¬ 
side at Bofch&ra. In the process of no very long time, some misunder¬ 
standing being, however, produced between the brothers, by the ill 
offices of malignant men, they hastened to decide their differences lint 
the field of battle. The younger brother, issmauit, was victorious, 
arid Nasser became his prisoner i hut contrary to what might have been 
expected, he experienced the most generous treatment from his con¬ 
queror, who caused him to be recondiictcd to Samarkand with every 
testimony of respect; and with the declaration, that he should continue 
to hold the government of Bokhara as bis lieutenant only, Aineir 
Nasser dvinj in the latter end of the two hundred and seventy-ninth* 
of the Iliiljcrah, TssmauU then became sole and absolute governor ot 
Maur-un-neher; and has therefore been properly considered by histor¬ 
ians as ihc first in order of the monarch* of the race ofSaman. 

Iss m a v 1 title son of Ahmed, first of the race of Silmao, when seated 
on the throne of royalty, is said to liave exhibited to the world a noble 
example of justice and moderation, Having, as we have already $een ( 
defeated and taken prisoner the usurper Omar Luisa, and sent him a fsMjrit ^ 
captive to the court of tlie Khal if Mhatezzed, he received from that JDim ., rdl ' of ** 
prince in return, witlvthe most costly and magnificent dresses of honor, BokbAra.of ib« 
a patent for the government of all the provinces lately held by the same r ‘ ltv ul 
usurper. Including Seiest&un, Khorassaun and Mazanderaun, Rey and 
Isfahann. The Khalit's dispatches were received on this occasion by 
Issm aui I. wi ill demonstrations of singular respect. He humbled himself 
as lie put on cadi separate dress of honor, in two prostrations of prayer 
in token of his gratitude, and bestowed upon the bearer of the patent, 
a donation of seven hundred thousand dinaurs/f

pounced upon, and carried off the necklace. The domcslics who 
fortunately observed the robbery, hastened to take horse end watch 
the motions of the plunderer. After some time, the kite let drop 
the necklace from his talons, and it fell, as it happened, into a 
neighboring draw-well. One of the party, who imd anxiously accom¬ 
panied the motions of the animal, descending into the well, discovered 
that it communicated, some way or other, with an inner cavern ; in 
which liis attention was immediately attracted by a number of chests 
piled together. These he found, on inspection, to he entirely filled 
with gold and jewels ; the treasure of Omar Laras, conveyed l hither by 
his kinsman, as to a place of perfect security. From this acciden¬ 
tal discovery, as if in just compensation for his scrupulous observance 
of the faith of treaties, the good Issimuiil derived a far more abundant 
supply to satisfy the demands of bis followers, than could have arisen 
from any unwarrantable contribution, which he might have imposed 
upon the defence leas inhabitant!; of Hcrki, 

Ameif Issimuiil survived Ids triumph over Omnr l.aiss, for some¬ 
thing more than seven years, during which he continued to govern 
with equal glory to himself and advantage to his people; until the 
middle of the month of SutTur, of the year two hundred and ninety-

five,* when, at the age of sixty, he withdrew to the regions of eternal 
bliss. 

Ant Mi'KITSSER, or Nasser, Ahmed, the son of Issinauil, second 
of t he Sntnanidcs, or race of Stun tin. 

This prince succeeded lo the throne of his father at Bokhara, im¬ 
mediately on i he demise of the departed monarch : and wsin confirmed 
in his royal dignitv by letters patent, and a standard, transmitted for 
tlr.it purpose by the Khalil’ Muktetfy ITlIlab- 

About five years after his accession, namely, in the three hundredth 
of the 11 idjenih, Omar the son of YakAb, the great grandson of Omar 
Lai>s, reroltd in Seiestaun ; and seized and imprisoned Munsur the 
son of Isshauk the Samauniiiu, the lieutenant of the province; mi 
which a considerable force was dispatched, bv Ameir Ahmed, under 
Husseyne the son of Ally, to restore his authority in that country. 
After sustaining a siege of nine months in the capital of Selestauo! the 
insurgent was compelled, cither by his fears, «r by extreme distress, to

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©rsenior, ofthe house of Sam an, who was So possession of the govern¬ 
ment of Samarkand, it was not. dillicult to prognosticate the degree 
of power, to which such a minor would be suftered to attain. The dis¬ 
poser of events hitd, however, ordained that this same despised stripling, 
who ultimately received the title of Ameir Saeid, the august Arneir, 
should, in the sequel, attain to the must exalted rank among the poten¬ 
tates of the earth. 

In the early part of his reign, the affairs of the government had been 
necessarily committed by Ameir Nasser, with the dignity of Vozzeir, 
to the discretion of A bit Abdullah Muliommed the son of Ahmed; and 
IsdiauU the Samaimian having, ns it was foreseen, approached Bo¬ 
khara, with designs hostile to his nephew's authority, a genera! of the 
name of Ham Ayah was selected to command the army employed to 
oppose him. Being twice defeated by this commander, and compelled 
after his hist discomfiture to fly for shelter to Samarkand, the invader 
was pursued thither by Jlamuyah; who appeals to have entered that 
metropolis without resistance. A rigid search was immediately set 
on foot in order to discover the retreat of Isshauk ; who, at hist yielding 
to his fears, delivered himself up to the mercy of the conqueror, by 
whom he was conveyed without delay to Bokhara, where he termin¬ 
ated his days in a prison. 

A slave of > ussufthe son of Abi-ul-Sauje, of the rtamedf Ffieik, hav¬ 
ing revolted against the authority of the Khalif.Miiktedder, in the 
course of tbeyear three hundred and thirteen,* and seized the city and 
territory of Rey, Ameir Nasser received that monarch's instructions to 
pr oc cee 1 aga i nst tho i n ■ s u rgen t. T he rebel Paeik was ex pel I ed from his 
usurpations,-ajvparently without difficulty; and Ameir Nasser having 
continued in that quarter for two months, left the province oil Ins de¬ 
parture, to the care of Scnijur Dowauty, already noticed in a preceii- 
ing page. 

On the authority of the Tarikh guzeidah, it is now described that 
Makun the son of hanky, perhaps Kauly, one of the feudatories of the 
princes ot the race of Rftynh, invading K horaasaun, in the three hun¬ 
dred, and twenty ninth of the Uidjcndi, Ameir Nasser dispatched 
against him, Ally one of his principal generals ; by whom that chief

While he suffered under tins affliction, lie caused an apartment 
to i.e constructed immediately before the entrance of his palace, to be 
called the house of prayer; in which, in vestments of purest white, and 
in acts of devotion to his maker, he passed the greater part of the re - 
inamdcr of Ins days; until, in the month of Rudjub of the same year,* 
he was received into the bosom of divine mercy. He died at the early 
age of eight and thirty, after a prosperous reign of thirty years, distin¬ 
guished for his clemency,liberality, beneficence, and justice, and not 
less hy the exemplary piety, and blamelessness, of his life ami manners.

But some evil disposed person having awakened a jealousy iu his mind, 
against the instrument of his ambition, Abu Ally, shortly alter this, 
withdrew into Turkcstaun, or western T’artary ; and Ibrauhiiu becom¬ 
ing unequal to the cares of royalty, Ameir Nouh embraced the oppor¬ 
tunity of returning towards Bokhara, where an accommodation was 
brought about by the nobles between the uncle and nephew. By tins 
it was arranged that Ameir Nouh should retain the sovereign author¬ 
ity, :ind that the superintend a nee of the armies should bo vested in 
I bran him. The two princes then joined, and directed the whole of 
their attention to oppose* and defeat the hostile designs of Abb Ally. 

Both united, they proved, however, unequal to a contest with that 
warlike chieftain* who altera signal victory over the two princes, again 
took possession ofUqkh m: where he now invested Mubommed the son 
of N asser, the 1 wot her of A nveir N ou h, w ith the honors of royalty. 11 nl 
still conceiving an apprehension of the hostile disposition of the no- 
b] os of Bokhara. A bn Ally left that city, and retired to Tdieghauniati ; 
while Ameir Nouh hastened, by invitation of the same nobles to 
revisit his capital; into which he was triumphantly recooducted by 
Ibrsiuhim, and bis brother Abu Jnutter, and once mure firmly re-estab¬ 
lished on the throne of his ancestors. lie determined, however, on 
this occasion, to secure himself against all further com petition on their 
part, by immediately searing the eyes of his uncle Ibruubim, ami ol 
both his brothers, Ma hummed, “and Abu J a utter. 

In the three hundred and thirty ninth ot the Uidjerah,* a correspon¬ 
dence took place which terminated intm accommodation between Ameir 
' Nouh, ami Abu Ally; Ameir Nouh condescending to forgive the past, 
and inviting his rebellious feudatory to accept the government ol Ivltor- 
nssauu.of which hewas accordiie_dv put in possesion. In three hundred 
and fortv*two, in conjunction with \\ ashmsgueir the sou ol Zebanr, 
ilic sume Abu Ally conducted a force towards Roy, in order to oppose 
the designs of Rokken-ud-doulah the Deylcniitc; buthnviug concluded 
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a treaty at peace with that prince, on his engaging to remit annually 
to the exchequer of Amcir N011I1 the sum of two hundred thousand 
d insure,* lie was, on his return i’rom the expedition, accused to Ids 
sovereign hy Waabmagueir, of having from a motive of corrupt and 
improper partiality, consented to a peace with the Dcyteinite, when 
In; had a fair opportunity of destroying his power. In consequence of 
this accusation, Abu Ally was once more exposed to the displeasure 
of AineirKouh; by whom be was immediately superseded in the 
government oi Khorassaun, which was now transferred to another 
chief of the name of Abu Sueid. Abb Aliy\ on Iris pan, wi thdrew to 
Key, and was there admitted by Itukkeii-ud-doulah, among the most 
distinguished of his followers. 

Soon after this, in the former Rrbbeia of the three hundred and 
forty-third of the Hidjctah,t and in the thirteenth year or an eventful 
and turbulent reign, Atiieir Nmtli took his departure for a better world, 
he bore also the title of AmcirHameitl,—thelaudable or well approved.

that in Ids judgment their choice should be fixed upon one of his un¬ 
cles, the principal generals and nobility had united in favor of the same 
Muttshr, whom they hud accordingly proclaimed in the room of his 
deceased brother. In consequence of his apprehensions of the resent- Muvsun, Vhh 
moot of the young monarch on this account, Alpmtekein determined 
to disobey the sum moils which he received to repair to Jink ham; ami 
aocm afterwards breaking out into open rebellion, withdrew towards 
Ubc/nin, accompanied by a body of three thousand of his own disci¬ 
plined slaves, or Mnunduks: with whose assistance betook possession, 
sword in hand, of that city ami the wlmlcofthciidjoiniiig territory. The 
government of Khorassaun was now transferred to Abul lltisseyne 
Semjiir ; but though an army was twice dispatched to chastise the de¬ 
fection of Aiputtekcin, it returned as often repelled by the skilful val¬ 
our of that successful adventurer and his followers. 

Ju the year three hundred tun) fifty three, Kbolf the son of Ahmed, 
deseendedby the mother-side from the Sulim Mali or race of Luisa, being 
compelled by the revolt of one of his principal subjects, to abandon 
the province of Seieata u n, now sought the assistance of Aincir Mu ns nr; 
and receiving from him an ample supply of' troops and treasure, was

purpose, as it might have been conceived, of giving battle ; but, before 
he could discharge an arrow in the fitpeof the .enemy, he basely turned 
his back, and withdrew to Bokhara. Having taken possession of Sa¬ 
markand, Boghra Khaim advanced without further obstacle, towards 
the metropolis of the race ot Sfciuan, which was ahandotted on his ap¬ 
proach by Ameir Non In The false L'iieik now went over to the klmnn, 
and being immediately admitted amongst the most distinguished 
members of his court, proceeded shortly afterwards under ids authority 
to preside over the territory of Ualklt, 

Thus expelled from his capital, Amcir Xonh, disguising his ex¬ 
terior, hastened across the Jcyhun, and took [>ost at a place called 
Amidsbet, perhaps the town of A mo l on that river. Here he was 
gradually joined by his troops, and found himself after some delay at 
the head of a considerable force. In the mean time, the Khaim of 
T urkestiuin, being attacked by Some malignant disorder, w hich he 
might have ascribed to the climate, suddenly adopted the re¬ 
solution of returning to Ilia native country, and died on Ins march. 

On intelligence of this unexpected event, Amcir N’ouli proceeded with 
infinite delight to repossess himself of Bukhara, and was again restored 
to the throne .of his ancestors. In the midst of the incertitude and 
despondence produced by this diversity offortune, Abu Ally ilioSem- 
jurite at last conceived the design of dispatching an agt nt to enin.it 
tor Ins past otienccs, the forgiveness of an injured sovereign; when his 
evil genius so ordered it that be should he joined bv the rebel Fkeik, 

Ids late competitor ; who had I icon compelled to fly before the troops 
of Ameir Nouh,and who now employed with Abd Ally such arguments 
as dissuaded him from his design, and prev.tiled upon him once more 
to display the standard of disloyalty. 

After some deliberation, Ameir Ndah determined in these circum¬ 
stances to dispatch to (Jheznhi. and demand tli ■ aid of Sebektckdn; 
and the application experienced from that able and warlike chieftain, 
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fiti attention most flattering to tin? hopes of the Samaunian. Sometime 
in the three hundred and eighty fourth of the liidjvrnli, ho set out from 
Glicznin, at the heat) of a powerful army; and having on his arrival at 
Bokhira demonstrated for AincirNouh every (feasible degree of zeal 
and respect, proceeded in conjunction with him, immediately in quest 
of the rt bel associates. The latter had by this tlmeseeured the support 
of Fkkher-ud-doulfih the Dev le mi to; and advancing from Herat, aided 
hy t he reinforcements received from that prince, appeared little disposed 
to avoid a bailie. In the conflict which ensued, they were however 
totally defeated by AmeirNouh, and his powerful ally; and making the 
best of their wav to Ncyshapur, continued their flight, after remaining 
there a few days only, to .1 urjauu; where they became content to Carol 
themselves in the train of Fakher-ud-donlnh. Aineir Nouh evinced 
Ids gratitude for this important Service, by bestowing upon Schektekein 
the title of Nasser-iid-doiii—defender of the faith, with every possible 
mark of favor and distinction ; while he conferred upon his sum, the 
celebrated Malnnfid, with the titleofScyf ud• dmi lnlt—sword ofthestitte, 
the supreme command of his armies, and the government of Khornss- 
nun. Having reposed hiiilself for some time at Herat, Scbcktekiffn, 
returned to Ghezntii, ami Mahmud repaired to l he sea t of bis govern - 
m en t at N eys ha pu r, ^ 

Having however com rived to raise a fresh army in Jrtrjaim, Ah it 
Ally and hiutk, who have by some authors been considered as child¬ 
ren of the same father, in the course of three hundred and eighty-five,* 
like an unforeseen calamity', appeared once more, under the walls of 
Ncyshapur; ami pouring with irresistible Airy into the camp of Sevf- 
ml-dmilali Muhmftd, compelled him to fly with considerable loss. 
But AmeirSebektekein, with all the force he could assemble, soon 
afterwards entering HJiOrassaun, to the assistance of his sou, and 
l'aeik and Ah A Ally hastening from Ncyshapur to oppose him, tire 
two armies-came to a decisive battle in the neighborhood of TQhsb; in 
which victory dec hired tor the standard of Suhektekdit, with dreadful 
slaughter to his adversaries. Abu Ally and his associate sought a 
temporary asylum in the fortress of Kohiut; from whence they were, 
inn very few days, however, compelled to withdraw, and betake 
themselves for a considerable period to a desultory and wandering life,

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At last they separated, Fic-ik directing his course towards tlic torn* 
tories of Eylek, the successor of Boghr&Khnun ofTffrkestaun, and Abfi 
A llv proceedin'? to Jurjatmiah, to implore the protection of Mumun the 
son of Mnhommcd Farigliuny, prince of that country. But before he 
could effect his escape to the residence of the chieftain whose protection 
he sought, Abu Ally was seized at Hazaurasp, and detained a prisoner 
bv Atui Abdullah, king of Khaurexnv. This drew upon the Khaur- 
eznvian the vengeance of Miirmiri, by whom lie was immediately 
attacked, taken prisoner, and put to death. Having liberated the 
fugitive, and otherwise treated him with great kindness and respect, 
Mamun nest employed his mediation with Ameir Nouli to obtain 
a pardon ibr the offence* of Abfi Ally ; in which, as far as appearances 
couhi be trusted, he prevailed. Abh Ally was invited to repair to 
Bokhara, and being induced to accede'to the invitation, was compelled 
on his arrival in that capital, to lake up his abode in a prison ; and 
information of his being at lust in safe custody, being conveyed to 
Atncir Sebektekein, at this period residing at Merit, a request was 
transmitted from that prince that the prisoner might be consigned 
over to his care. To this, if he were even so disposed, Amejr Xouh 
was not in circumstances to demur, and Aim Ally was 1 accordingly 
removed to Merit r and in the prisons of Sebcktekeiti, from which he 
never escaped, made some atonement for his disloyalty and ingratitude. 

More fortunate in his exertions, Faeik made good his retreat to the 
court of Eylek Khaun, whom, without much difficulty, lie prevailed 
upon to resume the designs of his predecessor against the territory on 
the Jcyhffn. Ameir Xouli, on his part,again solicited the aid of Scbek- 
tekein; who hastened without delay toBokMra, to oppose tlu? invaderr 
but Auieir Xoub declining to quit his capital, to partlcipato in the 
hazards of the field of battle, an incipient and unaccountable jest lousy 
fastened on the mind of Sehektekein. In his measures to counteract 
the designs of the enemy lie neglected to exert his accustomed ener¬ 
gies, nud he finally concluded a dishonorable peace; by which be 
consented that the able Ficik should be formally confirmed in the 
government of Samarkand, and that all hostilities should here termin¬ 
ate on either side, 
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guilt of disloyalty and ingratitude, evacua ted Noyshapfir, and withdrew A, H. an&, 
to Meni-ur-rud, not unfrequently called Mflrghatib, from tlie river on |J - 
which it is seated. When lie had however been permitted to enjoy Kbo,auiiut * 
bis fancied powers for about a year and seven months, AmeirMnnsfir, ul " aibl,i:iur ' 
in the middle of Sufliir, of the year three hundred and eighty-nine,* 
was suddenly divested of his precarious sovereignty, and deprived of 
sight, by the prime minister JftLeik, and Bektouzun the general of his 
armies, 

Abdulmelek the son ofNouh, ninth of the race nfS3man. Imme¬ 
diately on the dethronement of his brother, this prince was prevailed 
upon at the instance oflfleik and Bektouziln, to undertake the arduous 
responsibility of royal authority. But as the recent violence of the 
two chiefs had furnished to Seyf-ud-donlah M dnnud a favor aide op¬ 
portunity of disguising his own ambitions designs, under the mask 
of avenging the cause of an injured sovereign, that prince no longer 
hesitated to advance towards Merit Shahjahaun, the ancient capital of tniteivtrtrc

His adversaries attached, as they affected to he, to t In-stirrup of Ab- 
duhnfilek, proceeded to meet the son of Sebi kickedn, pinusin.L; him at 
the same time with overtures towards an accommodation of their dif¬ 
ferences, Mahmud appeared at first disposed to acquiesce in these 
pacific measures; but offended at some indications of disrespect exhi¬ 
bited on their part, he determined in break off the iitvgoci.itkm, and 
to commit his fortune to the decision of the a word, A dreadful battle 
ensued, which terminated in favor of Mahmfttl.

After this, it is not very surprising that the ambition of power should 
have been deeply implanted in the minds of the sons of Buy ah. Jit 
the mean time, Makati the son ot.Kauky becoming master of Tebivs- 
taun, entertained both father and sons in lusservice. It was, however, 
U«l long before Esfaur the son of Sheiruyah, revolting against the au¬ 
thority of Makan,expelled him from Ins government and assumed it to 
himself. When he had retained his power for the space of a twelve 
mouth, t lie son of «Skciriiyah was assassinated by one of the Kcrauinitah. 
or Bowautinists, and succeeded by Murdawunjc the son of2ebaur # 
the brother of W&shmagueif, But the extruded Mfikau returning t* 
recover his dominions, Xlurdawunje was, in his turn, expelled, and 
driven into Khorassaun. Ally the sou of Buyah, and his brothers, 
w ho appear to have shared the fortunes of their master, wore now dis¬ 
patched by M&kan towards Karje; while lie proceeded himself to the 
iittack of Isfahaun. A t or near that place, he defeated Muz utter the son 
Of Y akut, the governor on the part of the Khaljf Muktudder. The 
vanquished chief proceeded to Sheirau* to demand the assistance of 
lus father, w ho hastened, without delay, at the head of the troops of 
1 mss to repel the invaders. 1 lore the name ofMurdawiiiije is abruptly 
and inexplicably introduced in the original, instead of that of his 
competitor Mikan, as the chief who hud been before victorious at 
Istahuun, and as being now a second time triumphant over the gover¬ 
nor oj 1-arcs, who was compelled to withdraw from the contest; but 
passing in his retreat through Luristaun, with about two thousand 
horse, he unfortunately fell in with the sous of Buyah, whom, in 



<he dcstre of revenge. lie ventured to attack. His hopes were frus- A, If. sat. 
tntedf and he was driven for the last time from the held of battle. v Tt ~ 
Emmaud-ud-doulah Ally, the elderof the Deylcmites, accompanied by Kiiwmw«ut' 
bis brothers, now-basteued in triumph to take possession of Shirauz, 1 
which they appear to have entered without opposition, A short time 
afterwards, Murdawunje being assassinated in a bath, by his guards, or 
disciplined slaves, the government of both Farss and Irak A join became 
permanently invested in Enunaud-ud-doulah. 

Emmacd-uc-doulah Abu ! Hussun Ally, first]monarch of the 
Unities, or race of Buyah. 

In the latter part of the three hundred and twenty first of the 1 lidjemh, 
at Shiran?, thus destined to be the metropolis of his family. Ally the 
son of Bdyah, with the unanimous concurrence of the Deyhunite 
A moire, proceeded to seat himself bn the throne of royalty. The title 
of Emmaud'ud-doulah he did not receive until the three hundred and 
thirty-fourth of the Hidjerah, w hen it w as conferred upon him, at the EwMArn-uo- 
same time with those of Kokken-ud-douliih, and Muezz-ud-doubh, doulah, At,- 
on his brothers Hussun and Ahmed respectively, by the Khalif Mns- “ j J] 1 ui ^ 
trkfy. By those titles we shall, however, as they generally appear in 
history, henceforward continuc to distinguish the brothers. Soon after 
he had assumed the sovereign authority, Itokken-iid-dotilah Hussun 
was dispatched, by im brother, to take possession oflsfakaiw and Per¬ 
sian Irak: while the third brother Muetii-ud-doulah was employed to 
secure tile province of Kerman n. 

On taking possessionof Shirauz, after the defeat of Yakut, Einmaud- 
ud-doulali is described to have established his abode in the habitation 
of the fugitive; and as the treasury of Yukftt had been found quite 
empty, the soldiery were becoming extremely clamorous for their 
arrears. He was deliberating with considerable anxiety of mind, on 
the means bv which lie should contrive to extricate himself from this 

hi” 

dilemma, when casting his eyes upwards, he observed from n hole in 
the ceiling of the apartment, a hideous serpent, alternately putting out 
and drawing back its head. In some degree of dismay, he immedi¬ 
ately directed the ceiling to be broke up, in order to destroy this dan¬ 
gerous and detestable rep tile r While they were employed in carrying 
t h esc orders into execution, tin: workmen disco vered, to his in Jin itesur- 
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prise and gratification, in a particular part of die roof, a deposit hi 
treasure and jewels; to an incalculable amount ; the former of vvJiidi lie 
very cheerfully distributed to his soldiers. Not long afterwards, send- 
iiig tora toylor to cut ont some wearing apparel, l ie happened to 
desire Ins attendants to bring him a cubit staff; and the taylor, who 
was deal, misconceiving, (or hearing imperfectly what had been said) 
that the prmce bad ordered Ids cane, for the purpose of ex tor tiim 
from him some confession with respect to the property of Yakut in- 
con t me, tly cried out, that the cudgel was by no meansnccessarv/for. 
C-od was witness, there were not in his possession, of the effects of 
the late governor, more than seventeen chests. Smiling at the unyoked 
tor and agreeable discovery, which had no less excited the astonish¬ 
ment ol his attendants, Emmaud-ud-dmileh did not neglect to avail 
hmisdt, of course, of this additional instance of good ibriuue 

In thus bestowing her favors upon Emmaud-ud-doulah, fortune ap¬ 
pears indeed, to have been more than usually equitable, since he has

Ally and llusstitt, those of Em maud, 
and Jtokktn-ud-Joitlah, each of them signifying Respectively, prop, 
or pillar of the state. 

After sustaining the authority of Ameir-uI-Amra at Baghdad for a 
period of otic and twenty years, Muczz-ud-doulah died in the three 
hundred ami fifty sixth of the ilidjerah, ami was succeeded, as we have 
already noticed, in treating of Lite a Hairs of the khtkiufut, by his son 
Ezz- iid dot) lali lluk htiau r. 

ilokken-ml-douluh Abu Ally Hcssus the son of l! avail, on infor¬ 
mation of the death of his elder brother Emmaud-ud-doulnh, in the 
three hundred ami thirty-eighth of the 1 1 idjcrali; hastened immediately 
to Sliiruuz : and having resided there for about nine months, possibly 
to roufirm the authority ot his son Ezzed-Utl-douluh appointed to sue- n«kkpi*-ud-iJoij. 
c ed to the possess ions of Ithe deceased monarch, returned to Hey; the city 
which he appears to have listed upon tor the seat of his own government. 

Hence he became engaged in multiplied hostilities* intermitted by 
occasional accommodation, with the princes and generals of the race 
of Shin an, as will already have occurred to the reader in a preceding 
page. 

Hearing, towards the close of his life and reign, that his son, who had 
succeeded to the throne of Shi muz, luid led his troops against Bagh¬ 
dad to the attack of his kinsman EttShud-doolali Bukhtiaur, and taken 
him prisoner, Rok ken-ud-douiah received the intelligence with man¬ 
ifest displeasure: and. with a mind deeply aggravated, proceeded 
straight to Isfahan ii. Under such circumstances, Ez/cd-ud-doulah 
repaired to the presence'of his father, whose resentment he employed 
every species of apology to disarm; and the malady which had already

he con firmed the entire province of Paws, with Kermnuo and Aiifranz, 
and the country dependant on Baghdad. The government of i hm- 
tidatm, the region of Jebaul, with Key and Tebrcstnun, he bestowed 
upon l ather-mi-dodlah; while the territory of Isfahtum was allotted 
toa third son, Alfteyed-utWloiilab: the two latter princes were, at the 
Siime time, enjoined in no case to deviate from the authority of Ez- 
zud-ud-doulah, A short time after he had had acquitted himself of 
these arrangements, Kokken-ml-doulah, in Mohtimm Ofthe three hun- 
dred and sixty sixth of the Hidjerah ,♦ hastened to the more permanent 
a odes ot a better world ; after having exercised the powers of royalty 
iot a period of lorty years, of which, sixteen and a half during the life, 
ond twenty •seven years and a half subsequent to the death of his 
elder brother Emmaud-ud-doulal,, He is described to have been pos- 
sessed oi many henevofent qualities, and to have distinguished himself 
by considerable exertions in favor of the Seyuds, of the race of the 

prophet, jo particular, and in general of men of learning and merit of 
every class and description,

Tn the course of hisrelffn be was twice engaged in hostilities against a. H. Og. 1 
the territories of the Khrlaaftit; and the last time, having defeated A - **<8, 
his kinsman Kzss-iid-doulali Hukhtiaur, in a great battle in the neigli- KlmJnuieiitp 
borbood of Tekreit, that prince became hist prisoner, and was put to ul ‘ ,lkillMtjr ‘ 
death by his orders in the three hundred and sixty-seventh of the Hid- 
jerah, at the age of six and thirty; and after having retai rtetl the govern¬ 
ment of Baghdad and Arabian Irak, for something more than fifteen 
years. 

Having continued for some time at Moss file, in order to complete 
the reduction of the towns and castles in tlm adjoining territory, 
lv/. z-ed- 11 d -d on 1 a h returned to Jlaglulad in the course of three hundred 
end sixty eight; where he devoted a great part of his attention to res¬ 
tore to their former splendor the ni i ned cd i frees of that shattered metro¬ 
polis. He allotted to the ministers of religion, the Imaums and Mu- 
cxzms. with their respective places of worship, a regular and competent 
subsistmice; he employed ids care to remove the distresses, and provide 
tor the necessities of the indigent, the helpless, and infirm: he abolished 
the vexatious contributions levied upon the pilgrims to Mekkah ; and 
fie encouraged and rewarded, by his patronage and bounty, the labours 
of the divine, the tmditionist, the poet, the physician, and the learned 
hi every brunch of science. In short, he promoted, with a liberality 
which hud no bounds, the objects of benevolence, humanity, and litera¬ 
ture, in every shape and form. Among other memorials which he 
consigned to posterity, of his taste for magnificence and useful im¬ 
provements, our attention is particularly directed to the fabric which 
lie caused to he constructed over the sepulchre of Ally at X udjef; and 
to the dike or embankment which was erected at Ids ex pc nee to con¬ 
fine the waters of the Kurr, or Cyrus, between Armenia and Georgia ; 
tt w’ork, of w hich, according to our author, the whole world can scarcely 
furnish a parallel. 

In the three hundred and seventy-second of the lli^jerali, this be¬ 
nevolent and able prince, was attacked by an epilepsy, which hurried 
him to Ids grave cither In the latter part of the month of Rainzaun,* or 
beginning of Shavaul, at the age of forty-seven, and after a splendid 
reign often r and thirty years. In conformity with his dying instruction 
•fee was buried at X udjef,

2tkSSTr‘ ,U '° r»***Mt* were particularly enjoined in all cases to respect 
the authority of the elder. Accordingly on the death ofRokken.ud- 
doulah, a dispatch was con trey ed by Mucyed, to Ezaed-ud-dotihh, 
announcing that with his permission he should th n proceed to take 
possession of the country allotted to him by their father: nmi as this 
proposal was in all respects consonant to the liberal and benevolent 
views of Kzzed-nd'doulah, he not only complied with it, but aimers 
to have made considerable exert tons, if not sacrifices, in order to aug- 
meat the splendor of his brother’s Ipt. Tim conduct observed bv l\k 
her-ud-doulah the Other broth, r, evinced, however, a very djjfere ot 
spmt. U ithout consulting the paramount authority of Kzxt*d-nd- 
douhilt, who, if the comparative statements of his age ami ni*n a hov« 
recited, be m any degree correct, could nevmliviesa have scarcely 
cxc^dcd his fourteenth year, be proceeded without ceremony to hm/t

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the night, he completely surprised the camp of his besiegers i who were 
compelled, with disgrace and loss, to return again into Khorassaun. 

After this signal victory, Mbcyed-ud-donlah continued, in tire lull 
enjoyment of success, to exercise his power, until the three hundred 
and seventy-third of the Hidjerah, when he died, possibly at Hcv, 
alter a govern merit, should we calculate front tile death ot his lather* 
of five and thirty years. 

I'ak it er-Uu-dou la ii Al> li 1 1 Iussun Ally, the son of Rokken-ud» 
douhdi. 

At the period ofh is brother’s death. Father* ud-doulah was still re¬ 
siding at Ncyshapur, under the protection of the government of Khor- 
assuiin ; but on intelligence of that event, and on the express invitation 
of the nobles of the country, he proceeded, without hesitation, into Irik 
Ajiuti. For, on the decease of their late lord, the courtiers, or principal 
followers of Mficyed-ud-doulah, having debated as to the person whom 
they should select from the race of Hfiyah, to succeed to the sovereign 
authority, it was determined, on the recommendation of (ssmauil the 
son of Ebbund, that Eakher-ud-doxilah, as the eldest surviving prince 
of the family, should be immediately summoned from khorassaun, 
and invested with the authority of Ids predecessors. The invitation was 
accordingly conveyed to Ncyshapur, from whence Fakher-ud-doulah 
hastened without delay, to avail himself of this favorable couch rrence ; 
and beingseated withoUtappositinuon the throne ofRokken-ud-doulajht 
conferred the dignity of Yeazeir, with very extensive powers, on the 
above mentioned lsamauil, who hud so essentially promoted his recal 
and restoration. 

In thi three hundred and seventy-seventh of the Hidjerah, the same 
Yczif'ir, who is d esc d lied as a man of n mi vailed talents nod ability, was 
employed by Fakber-ud-doulah, in the reductionofTebrestutin ; widely 
bv the capture of several of its numerous strong holds, he brought, to 
all suitable purposes, under the authority pf his master. 

Having further conceived die design of extending liis power over 
llagbdkd and the western Irik, I'akln-r-ud-doulah, in the course of 
111ret! hundred and seventy-nine, proceed ’d at thu head of his troops 
towards that quarter, while liiit kinsman lJaha-ud-doulah advanced to 
oppose him, lu the territory of Ahuuuz while both armies lay en- 
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eamped in ihelMrrencc of each other, (lie position ofF*kher-u4.dbu&b 
was suddenly inundated by a flood in (he river of that, name ; and the 
circumstance being ascribed by the soldiers to some treachery, or con¬ 
trivance on Hie part o( the enemy, they shamefully betrayed the glory 
oi their sovereign, and fled from a danger which bad no existence but 
i-n their own terrified imagination*. Fakher-ud-doulak, returned with 
precipitation to lies capital of Hey, or Iliai; from whence, at sonic ?jui»- 
se^ueqt period, he appears to hare transferred bis residence to ilam- 
adaun. 

In the three hundred and eighty fifth or the Kidjerah, he was sum- 
moned to attend the Inst admonitions ofhts prudent and skilful veszeir, 
lffsnmiil Subib-Ebbswl, as lie » occasionally entitled ; who proceeded 
To tst.ite to 1 1 is sovereign, that during the period of his administration,. 
1 ms utmost exert ions had been directed to promote the welfare and 
happiness of dl classes of his people: and that the success of those 
exertions was to lie seen in the prosperity and abundance* which per¬ 
vaded every part of his dominions. His dying request therefore was, 
that the system tints successfully traced for his sovereign, might not 
be abandoned ; so that the advantages, the blessings derived from the 
approved arr.mgcmenteof a faithful minister, might continue to be felt 
in the future happiness of his masters reign, without being in any shape 
ascribed to the merit of him who was no more. Otherwise should the 
prince unfortunately neglect these prudent and disinterested counsels, 
and be governed by maxims of an opposite tendency, the source ofvo 
many beneficent results would besought for in his grave; and he could 
not but predict the most disastrous consequences to the state. Fakh- 
er-ud-douluh very readily promised to abide by the precepts of bis 
fiiithfu! ad monitor; but he had scarcely breathed his last, before he 
ungratefully seized upon all his treasures; exposed his children and 
dependents to even'specie* of injury • and in every measure of his go¬ 
vernment, betrayed the principle* and disposition of aiJ unjust and 
arbitrary tyrant. 

S ncli,at the same time, was the vencrat ionexhibired by the noble Deyle- 
mitts.towardsthcvirtucsandtalcRtsoftliisilJustriousminister,that they 

kissed the ground before the ear which conveyed his body to the prin- 
iipal mosque; and having there, for the present,suspended hi* coliiu 



"from tlio roof, they at n subsequent period removed it to Isfchaun, 
Where his remains were ultimately committed to the earth. Of the 
same fssmauil Sahib Ebbaud, it is further recorded* that in talents end 
science, genius and intelligence, he was the Pliuini x of the age in which 
he lived, in as much as in the clearness of his views and the compre¬ 
hensiveness of his mind, he was the perpetual theme and reference of 
old and young in every condition of life. Ofhis passion for literature, 
we have a conspicuous proof in the assertion, that in some ofhis expe¬ 
ditions, a train of four hundred camels was required for the conveyance 
ofhis library; and he had dually conducted the affairs of the vizzaurut, 
with splendid ability fora period of eighteen years, 

While he resided in the fortress of Tabarek or Teberck, in the three 
hundred and eighty-seventh of the Hidjcmli, he ring gorged himself 
to excess, on kubaub, or forced-meat of beef and grapes, Fakher-nd- 
denial) was attacked by a violent bowel complaint, which shortly af¬ 
terwards carried him to Ins grave, after a reign of about fourteen years. 
The property which he left behind him is stated to have been prodi¬ 
gious ; and as a criterion whereon to form some estimate of his other 
effects, we are further instructed, that the articles of his wardrobe, in 
apparel ready lor wear alone, extended to three thousand camel-loads, 
he was, as will be presently related, succeeded by his son Majid-ud- 
doulah. In the mean time, our attention must necessarily be with¬ 
drawn, to trace the proceedings of the collateral branches of the race

At the period of his reilier’&jdegth, in the three hundred and seventy 
second of tlu* I lidjerah, thin prince wtisgovernor of Kcrmauji; hut hast¬ 
ening to Shiranz on intelligence of that event, be employed some 
turn* and assiduity in rendering his authority secure in the metropolis 
of his family. That object attained, tun I all the means provided that 
wi re necessary to substantiate his power, lie led Ids troops towards 
Alnniuz, from whence he succeeded in expelling his brother Ahmed, 
In the month of llndjuh of the year three hundred and seventy lour, ho 
had completed the reduction of the city and territory of ffaaaorah j 
and, in the early part of three hundred and "seventy-six, he proceeded 
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A, fi, m against Raghd&d. From that metropolis, confiding to the force off™- 
A. d. uft» t L . rj)a i affection, bis brother Sumsfutni-ud-iloulab, the Ameir-ul-umra 
kliutauamt- 0 f ti JC K 1 h daufut, hastened to put himself in bis power ; and being im- 
ul*Bkhi»aur, met jj ate |y a prisoner was conveyed to lament bis credulity tit a 
Persian fortress. Shurf-ud-doulah then obtruded liimself iiilo the ex¬ 
ercise of bis brother’s power; which be continued to enjoy to the period 
of hts death in the three hundred and seventy-ninth of the Hidjerah.

Tiiis prince, of whom wo have already spoken, had exercised the 
authority or-Aineir-ul-u,mm at Baghdad for a period of four years sub¬ 
sequent to the death oHms father, when bis person wasseized hy Sliurl- 
ud-doulah, in the manner to which we have just adverted. But cat 
intelligence that his brother was withdrawn from the cares and troubles 

of life, lie was immediately set at large from captivity, through tlm in¬

ihili.au. lerlerence or a unify ut I urbisSi soldiers. A numerous army soon 
flocked to his standard ; and ihr alarm spreading to Baghdad, tht* third 
brother, Bnbk-ud-doulah, advanced from that metropolis to counteract 
his further designs. After some indecisive conflicts, an accommo¬ 
dation was at last brought about between the two chiefs; by which 
h was arranged that Pares and Erjaun, should be subject to the author¬ 
ity of Sumsaiim-ud-douluh, while the remainder of Khozistaun, with 
A mbian 1 r&k should con tin ue under the government of Bafifi- ud-douloh. 

Six of the sons of Ezz-ml-douluh Unkhtiatir, who were confined in 
one of the fortresses in the Persian territory, being set at liberty by 
their guards, in the course of the three hundred and eighty-third of the 
}I idjerah, immediately commenced a formidable insurrection in Furss ; 
wi ich Abu Ally the son of Ustaud Hormuz was employed by Sum- 
saum-ud-dou tali to suppress. Each of these six personages fell into the. 
hands of Abu Ally, by whom they wore conducted to the presence 
of bis sovereign; who condemned two of them to die, while the remain¬ 
ing four wore again consigned to a prison. In the mean time, tlm 
articles of the treaty with Baha-ud-doufcih having in some instance or 
other been violated, the same Abti Ally was now dispatched by Sum- 
saum-ud-doul.ih towards Baghdad; a competent force being ciuploved 
to oppose that general on the part of Bulil-ud-doulah. In the tedium* 




warfare Hindi ensued, fortune appeared; in most instances, disposed A. H, 3aT. 
to favor the standard of A bG Ally : but, at the moment when thoaft'aire Aj f>!JTiL 
of UahS-ud-doutah had been driven to the very brink of destruction, K | * o|ausa 'il* 
intelligence arrived that Ins rival brother had been put to death. For 1 
the troops in Paras, dissatisfied that their pay should have been with¬ 
held from them, for a longer period than usual, once more undertook 
to set at large the sons of EzK~ud<-ddu]ah Dukhtiaur; with whom they 
openly revolted against, and proceeded immediately to attack the per¬ 
son of Suimaum-ud-dovilah. At a village called Dudnmun, about two 
leagues, or liirsangs. from Shirans, they made him their prisoner ; and 
he was then put to death by order of Aim Nasser, the sou ofEzz-ud- 
doulitb, after a reign of nine years and eight months ; which would fix 
tills event to the month of Zilhudje, of the year three hundred and 
eigh ty-seven.*

I nder tlie Rhehnifut ofUl TAeia we have already seen, that the 
person w ho now claims our attention, succeeded to the dignity of 
Ameir-ul-timra, cm the death of his brother Sliurf-ud-douhdi, in the 
three hundred and severity-ninth df the Htdjenih; and on the present 
occasion, all obligations to Sumsamn-nd-donhh being finally dissolved 
by die fate of that prince, Abu Ally the son ofUstaud Hormuz, with Ra n veu-iioo 
others of the native chiefs and soldiers oflley lent who served under lit lasi, 
authority, went over without hesitation, and enrolled themselves in 
the service of the surviving brother, liahh-ud-doilfah. On tliis im¬ 
portant acquisition of forte, the latter drew bis army to Ahtfauz ; and 
having established his authority ttt that province, next dispatched Abd 
A lly into Fares, to q -jell the insurrection oft he sons dfBukhtiaur. With 
his ordinary success, the son ojTstaud Hormuz triumphed over the 
troops of the insurgents, compelling Abd Nasser, their lender, to fly the 
province: and intelligence of his victory being conveyed to Huha-nd- 
doulnh, that prince proceeded into Pams without further delay, and, in 
retaliation for what had been recently experienced in the fate of his 
brother, inflicted the punishment ofdeath upon till the sous of Ezz-ud^

hopeless wanderer sought to continue his flight; hut one of his own 
followers, wearied out by this irksome state of perpetual alarm, suspense, 
mid hostility, with a single stroke of his scimitar, brought him lifeless to 
the earth, and taking off his head, conveyed it i mmediately to Moutfek*

The latter having ranged the province at will, returned to the presence 
of his sovereign, and was bountifully rewarded for his services. 

These events appear to have given stability to the good fortune of 
Bidia-ud-doulah; who continued henceforward to exercise the sup reins 
power to the full fruition of his wishes, until, at Oujaun, in the latter 
J urn inanity of the four hundred and third of the Ijidjerah, be was car¬ 
ried off by an epilepsy, in the forty third year of his age, and the 20th 
of his reign, in conformity to the injunctions of hia will, be was buried 
at Nudjof, near the tomb of his fattier. 

Maj i o or MejiD'UO-ooulaii Abu Tauleb Rustum, the son of 
Fakher-ud-doulah, 

When, on the demise of his father, in the three hundred and eighty 
seventh of the H idjerah, and in ex press concurrence with thoseiM intents 
of the military chiefs of his nation, he ascended the throne of his an¬ 
cestors, this prince wasyt-ta minor; and bis mother Scyduh, a worn.in 
of singular probity ami ability, undertook the chai*ge of government 
in his behalf. The ungrateful stripling bud, however, no sooncratt&iin'd 
to the age of puberty than he set him self to oppose the prudent measures 
of this discreet and valuable parent; and, in defiance of her counsels, 
committed the office of V v22i ir to the dubious fidelity, perhaps, of Abu 
Ally. The respectable dowager equally resenting the neglect and in¬ 
gratitude of her son, privately w ithdrew to the fortress of Tubarvk,* iho 
seen of her husband’s dissolulion; bn t shortly afterwards embraced .i w 
opportunity of escaping thence at midnight towards l.oristauu. The 
governor of the latu r province, 11 udder the son of H nannyah, has¬ 
tened togive imr the most honour* hie reception; and indue time recon-

noted her at the head of a considerable force towards Rev, pave battle 
to Majid-ud-douhli who opposed him at the head of his troops, and 
ft living defeated and taken him prisoner, together with his obnoxious 
"YVzstfiry finally seated the princess Seydab in paramount possession of 
the throne oi Ir&k Ajein. The son of Htisn&vali then withdrew to his 
province* amply compensated by the marks of her bounty which she 
liberally bestowed upon him for Ids important services. 

The attention of this singular queen was now directed, by an irn» 
partial administration of justice, to diffuse prosperity and happiness 
throughout her country. She held stated and regular communications 
*\ idi her ministers, and gave replies to the embassadors of foreign princes, 
Untutored, and unassisted by any one ; with no other difference than 
in the hangings of the apartment, which, to preserve the decorum of her 
sex, she on such occasions interposed to screen her person from the 
view of the public. When she had, however, thus continued for some 
time to devote herselFto the welfare and happiness of her people, she 
at last gave wav to the impulse of materunl affection, and determined 
to overlook the past misconduct of her sou, Mujid-ud-doulah was in 
consequence permitted to re-a see nd the throne of his fat her: and as long 
as the princess Sey da It survived to influence his conduct, the country 
continued to exhibit alltlic marks ofa just and benevolent government* 
which hud distinguished he row a suspicions administration. But when 
she died, prosperity and order appear to have descended with her to 
her grave. 

In the early part of the four hundred and twentieth of the fltdjcrah, 
and in the confusion which succeeded to the dentil of the above ex¬ 
cel lent princess, Sultan .Mai)mud of Ghcznin disclosed his design of 
subjugating Irak Ajem ; and having entered Mazanderaun, ho, from 
thence, detached a part of his army to take possession of Rev, di recti ng 
Ins general to use every exertion to get the person of Majid-ud-doulah 
into Ins power alive; in which be appears to have experienced but 
little difficulty. When lie found that the troops of Mahmud had ac¬ 
tually entered his territories, Majld-ud-douiab* with what, in tho 
derangement of terror, he might conceive a stretch of singular saga¬ 
city, immediately proceeded to join them* and thus became a voluntary 
captive iu the hands of his enemies. Sultan Mahmud, on this accept¬ 
able piece of intelligence, hastened in person, without delay, to Roy ; 
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JL !f T 420 . atvci having summoned the credulous and miserable captive w his pro?* 
A-1>. loaa. gt;1 j Cei said to have held with him a conversation in the following 
S ^o*.!- ' J5truin * Ho first demanded if he hud ever perused the Shahnamdti: 

Ail ancient chronicle, or history of sovereign princes, ao cal led, for it is 
not probable that the celebrated heroic poem of that name, the work of 
lord Assy was j et circulated; and having been replied to in the af¬ 
firmative, the Sultan further demanded If he bad ever played at chess* 
and being still answered in the affirmative, he proceeded to ask if, in 
the history to which lie had referred him, there was a single example 
recorded of two monarrbs reigning in the same dominions; or whether 
on liia chess-board it had ever occurred to him to see the two kings 
planted on the same square? X'ot that I unaware of in any instance/* 
replied Alajid-ud-doulali. “Then” said Mahmud* **what insanity 
** rou|J !mve miptUetl thee, w ithout an effort, to unite IJiyself to my 
troops, and thus tamely abandon thy person,and liberty, to the dis- 
^ ere lion ola stranger '? After which, causing the imfortunate prince, 
his son, and principal adherents, to bo laid In bonds, he sent him in 
that stale to lihezniu, from whence he never returned. The authority 
of Majid-ud-doulah is stated to have subsisted under various circum¬ 
stances for about thirty years; hut as he was for the most part inor¬ 
dinately devoted to his sensual pleasures, his memory cannot be entitled 
lo any extraordinary degree of esteem. 

Sr i.ta L-N-r u-DottLA it Abu Sltuja the son of Bnha-mMoulab, on

In the four hundred and eleventh of the Hidjerah, Mushumif-ud- 
doulah revolted against the authority of his brother, and was supported 
ill his views by a great part of tbciiriny : but when hostilities had con¬ 
tinued for a period of some duration, this dispute was also destined to 
terminate in a treaty, by which it was agreed that Mushu mif-ud-dou Eali 


should administer the government of Arabian Irak as the lieutenant of 
Sultan n-ud-donhh ; and that the latter shoo Id confine his residence to 
the limits of Fares mu! Ahiiauz; it being further stipulated between the 
brothers, that neither of them should hostmv the employment of Vez- 
zeir upon then Sclilan, who was considered the principal promoter of 
their disunion. 

Sultaun-mhcloukh, nevertheless, having left TTaussIton the conclu¬ 
sion of the treaty, and withdrawn into the territory of Ahhrinz, no Sooner 
reached Tustcr, than in direct violation of his recent engagements, 
he conferred the YJzznurut upon the obnoxious Lhou Sehlan : whom 
be sent back shortly afterwards to recommence hostilities against Mii- 
shurru^ud-d&tilafr. The contest thus renewed between the brothers 
was now protracted to the year four hundred ami thirteen, when their 
dsflcTt oces were mice more accommodated by a treaty ; Irak Arab 
being finally ceded in full sovereignty to Mftshurruf-iicl-doulah, and 
Fstfasand Hermann confirmed to Sullaun-tid doulah* l B he Utter sur¬ 
vived this period for about two years ; dying nt Shirauz in the four 
hundred and fifteenth of the I Ikljcrah/ after aiurbukm reign of some¬ 
thing more than twelve years,

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When in teHigenreofhis father's death was communicated nt Baghdad, 
the dignity of Aineir-ul-Amra became vested in this prince. IIis bro¬ 
ther, Ahti MunstlrKulIaudSettouii, bavin" however assumed tile royal 
authority at Shirans, on inveterate course ofhostilitiee there upon com¬ 
menced between the rival princes; and continued until the early part of 
the year four hundred and forty seven ; w hen Abu Muusur being com¬ 
pelled to abandon his capital, the province of Farss was united to the 
territories already in possession of his more fortunate rival. But the 
celt United Tog lire I Beg arriving before Baghdad on the twenty fifth of 
Rhmz&un oft lie same year,* as was formerly noticed under the Khe- 
iauliit of VI K-ieim, Melek-ur-ralicim was shortly afterwards delivered 
up to that formidable chieftain, by whom he was condemned to ini* 
prison moot in one of his fortresses, where he ultimately died. The 
government of Mclek-ur-rabeim is alleged, however, to have subsisted 
under all circumstances, fora period of seven years. 

A nu Mu xsur FftIIaiid Settoun (column of steel] the son of Abil Ka- 
liiijar, having, on the death of his lather in four hundred and forty, as- 
sinned at Sidratiz, the sovereign authority, in addition to the war in 
which he was immediately engaged with Mtdek-u r-raheim, appears to 
have been further embarrassed by the opposition which he experienced 
to his authority, from another brother of the name of Abu Sauid K hoss- 
rou Shah; if, indeed, these were not one and the same person, of which 
there is a considerable probability, since ir is immediately observed, 
that on the death of this Khossrou Shah, Abil Muusiir became from 
that period mo re firmly established in bis power. Proceeding however, 
to put to death, at the instance of lib mother, one of the chiefs of his 
court entitled Sauheh-e-audil, who had officiated m his father's prime 
minister, the circumstance produced in J'.izzel the son of 11 ussun, oc¬ 
casionally distinguished by the appellation of Kuzzcluyah (usurper 
perhaps} a very powerful Ameir, and the friend of the deceased, a de¬ 
termination to avenge (lie injury; and hostilities having immediately 
ensued, Abu Munsiir, in the course of the year four hundred and forty 
eight, foil into the hands of the insurgent, and became u prisoner in 
a»i: uf liis own castles. The successful rebel, repaired at a subsequent 
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period to the cnmp,or court of Alep Arslan, the nephew and successor 
of Togbrel Beg, and obtained from that prince for himself, a patent for 
the government of Fares. The power of Abn Munsur, including the 
period tit which H was contested with his brother, subsisted for about 
eight years, 

Abu AllTiKev Khossbou thesonof Abu Kali njar, appears to have 
been the last of the race of O&yali, that was suffered to retain a vestige 
of the power of his ancestors. Some time after the fate of his brother* 
bad been decided, be voluntarily repaired to the court of Alep Arslan, 
who generously bestowed upon him the town of N’ubemlejaun, with 
part of the adjoining territory. There he continued to lead a life of en¬ 
viable tranquillity and peace, until, in the four hundred and eighty se¬ 
venth of the Hidjerah, lie withdrew to the mansions of eternal rest. 
Henceforward,'of this celebrated family, the name and re col lection alone 
survived to mark the page of history, after i t had flourished with con¬ 
sider splendor fora period of tilte hundred and twenty seven luiiaryoiiinj; 
calculating from Uie accession of Emmaud-ud-doulah the first monarch, 
ft the three hundred and twenty first, to the imprisonment of A hi 
Munsur Fullaud Scttouu, in the four hundred and forty eighth of the 
H idjemh. 

The name of WasTimagueir the son of Zebbaur, the brother of Mur- 
dawunjc, ami the founder of a family which, for several successions, 
enjoyed the principality of Jurjaim, orJurjoun, on the south eastern 
extremity of the Caspian, has already been introduced to the attention 
of the reader. With his accustomed brevity, our author now proceeds 
to state that this personage traced his origin to Ergbesh, who was 
prince, or governor of Gui Ian, in t he remote age of Key KUpwrpu; for 
whom, if he was not the Cyrus of the Greeks, we shall fmd some'dif¬ 
ficulty in discovering a parallel in the records of European history. 1 1 
was observed on a former occasion, that about the three hundred and 
thirty second of the Hidjerah,* the same Washmagueir appeared in 
the court of AmeirXouh, the sou of Nasser the Samatiuian, and that he 
was enabled through the assistance of that prince, in the course of the 
following year, to make himself muster of the city of Jurjauu.aini the- 
territory usually annexed to it. 
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On the death of \Tashmaguci r, in the three hundred and fifty-sixth A,H. si-vr-TK 
of the Hidjerah," he was succeeded by his eon Beisettoun; of whom A.P- 5OT 82 . 
we find nothing 1 recorded further, than that when the hand of time had 
completed the page of his destiny, about the year three hundred and u '* 4 * 

sixty-six,f his brother KftbGs, entitled Shums-ul-maula (the sun of 
sublimity) encircled his brows with the diadem of sovereign author- Bwiitwrow. 
ity; and furnished to the inhabitants of Jurjaun an auspicious pre¬ 
sage of a just and equitable reign. 

In benevolence of disposition and manners, in the graces of the un¬ 
derstanding, and elevation of mind, SiU'MS-i'L-.u a ula-ka bus, the son 
of Washmaguvir, issaid to have been distinguished Ihr beyond his con¬ 
temporaries, in his thoughts and actions as averse to the conception or SntrMs-t?i,-auirLA 
commission of alt that was base and unworthy, as he was renowned 
through t he world tor his singular eloquence, and the masrerlv compositi¬ 
ons of his pen. These were so remarkable for lliei r peculiar beau ty, as to 
have drawn from SSheb-e-Ebtaud, the accomplished vezxcir ofFakh- 
cr-ud-dotilah, an acknowledgement, that he could discriminate them 
from those of any other, by the perusal of a single line. 

I le was, however, in the course of the year three hundred and seventy 
one,$ the sixth of his government, in consequence of the assistance 
which he had afforded to lhkher-ud-doulali, compelled to abandon l is 
country to the troops of M they ed-ud-dOuloh the Dcylemite, as noticed 
In a former page, and to retire into Khorassaun. In that province, 
under every vicissitude of fortune, he continued to reside for no less a 
period than eighteen years ; during which, his native benevolence, and 
greatness of mind, never once forsook him; as was universally experi¬ 
enced by the best and most distinguished persons within the limits of 
that extensive territory, 

Tlie injury which he had experienced in the loss of his country, in 
consequence of his attachment to Fakber-ud-doulah, might have jus¬ 
tified the expectation, that when that prince was restored to power, 
on the death of hi s brother, he should have been also reinstated in the 
possession of his paternal inheritance. The services of Kahns were* 
nevertheless, cither forgotten, or totally disregarded ; and the territory 
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of Jirjann was added without ceremony by Fakher-ud-douluh, to his 
oilier dominions. The authority of Kfilms was however, on the 
death of that prince, openly proclaimed in Mazanderaun, through the 
iuOuence and exertions of Espahbed Shcheryatir, one of the native 
chiefs, who caused his name to he inserted in the Khotbah and coin¬ 
age of the country, in the three hundred ami eighty eighth of the Hid- 
jerah * Shums-ul-nmda Klbftshastened immediately from Nejishspilr 
to avail himself of this unexpected turn of fortune, ami was quietly 
established on the throne of Mmmndcraiin. His power henceforward 
daily acquired additional splendor, until, in the process of time, the 
provinces of Tcbrostnun, andGitilau, were united to his other posses¬ 
sions; his son Merrim-ht-licT being appointed to the government of the 
latter, and one of his principal followers to that of the former. 

But with all the eminent endowments of mind which be is acknow¬ 
ledged to have possessed, there were some necessary qualifications, 
in w hich this prince appears to have been very conspicuously deficient, 

11 is deportment towards his nobles and military chiefs was morose 
mid unaccommodating loan extreme degree; and his administration 
©i justice wits sanguinary beyond example. In short, he knew no 
punishment but the avenging steel of the executioner, no prison 
but the narrow chamber of the tomb. His government became, there¬ 
fore, in the sequel, intolerable both to the Ameirs of his court, mid to * 
the principal in habitants of Jfirjaun, and a conspiracy was at hist formed 
to divest him of his authority. At a period when he was encamped, 
without suspicion, in sight of the last mentioned city, tin- conspira¬ 
tors under cover of the night, suddenly surrounded his tout; but as 
tome of the principal officers persisted in opposing their designs, mid 
in defending the person of their sovereign, the rebels hastened to take 
possession at the capital; and having seised and secured it l'or them¬ 
selves, dispatched a deputation to invite Menutchehor from Guibui to 
usurp the throne of his father. In the mean time, immediacy 
abandoning all concern with human grandeur, Slmms-ul-maula, ac- 
com paint'd by a band of faithful domestics, retired towards Boatnum. 

1 eu Men I tehcher, an the invitation of the insurgents, repaired to 
Jurjami, they announced to him.on his .arrival, that if he concur, ed

however to nostrum), and there, at his father’s feet, offered to sacrifice 
hU life in avenging him on the traitors who had driven him from his 
throne. K white withstood this proof of filial affection, declaring that 
his concern with power was irrevocably at an end: that his career was 
here destined to terminate, and that his son might therefore now con¬ 
sider that the government was j uslly devolved to h tinsel f. 11 was accord¬ 
ingly, some how or other, arranged that the dethroned monarch should 
be Confined at large to the fortress of Khiassek, or perhaps Kuschek, 
there to spend his days in tlie exercise of his devotions ; and to that 
fortress he was in consequence conducted by one of the chiefs, who un¬ 
dertook (lie charge of his person. 

On his way to the place of his confinement, it is said that the mon¬ 
arch had the curiosity to demand of bis conductor, the motives which 
had actuated the recent revolt. The reply was, that perceiving his 
sanguinary executions carried beyond all bounds of reason and mo¬ 
deration, this chief and five others had combined to precipitate hint 
from a throne which he had stained with so much blood. On which 
Kabos observed, that herein he laboured under the grossest of errors, 
since for his own part he had no hesitation in ascribing his misfortunes 
to too scrupulous an aversion to the effusion of blood ; for hud he taken 
the precaution to anticipate their treasons, by putting this same chief* 
and his five accomplices, under the sword of the executioner, the sad 
reverse which he now experienced had never befallen him, A short 
lime alter the unfortunate monarch had been securely lodged in the 
fortress of Khiassck, the authors of ins disgrace, suspecting that he 
might still attempt to avenge his injuries, employed some of their em¬ 
issaries to dispatch him ; and he was accordingly compelled to receive 
from ilicir huute the cup of martyrdom,

of the powerful Sultan Mahmud of Oheznin, to w hom, by the in troduc¬ 
tion of his name and titles into the Khotbah and Sikkah of his country, 
lie pledged his obedience % and this lie sought further to confirm, by 
soli citing an alliance, which he obtained with one of the princesses 
fit t lie Sultan's family, \Y hen lie had by these means put Ids affairs m 
MF,NCTrnrn- » prospers and steady train, rbeattenthm of.Menu tchehcr was for some 
.Oil of time employed, in hringing to punishment the murderers of his father; 
the greater part of whom, by various devices, he ultimately succeeded 
in putting out of the way ; after which he cun tin util to reign, as long as 
he lived, in the full enjoyment of all his wishes. It is to be observed 
that although our author concludes bis cursory memoir of the JU mi I y 
of Wash magueir,* in the manner just su bin it ted to the reader, there are 
Other historians w ho introduce a brother* of the n.i me of Lfarah tlieson 
of Kahus. as having succeeded to the territory ofJflrjaun on the death 
of Fulluk-ul-raaula, though not suffered to retain liisauthority. VV r iiU 
these, at .ill events, ceased altogether the power of the family, after it 
liad subsisted about ninety lunar years.

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T HE concurrence of historian 9 lias allotted to Sebckteggin, orSe- 
bektokein, or Subsetagi, as he has been indifferently denominated* 
an origin of no higher distinction than that of having been enrolled 
among the slaves of Aleptekem,* Alputtekein* or again Ahistagi^ the 
first sovereign ofGheznJn; who bad himself arisen * as formerly noticed* 
tinder the power of the Sam an ides, froma state of the lowest servitude, 
first to the government of Kfcorassaun, and ultimately to sovereign 
power. SnuEKTEGfiijt was however-early distinguished beyond his 
assoc iati-s for his con sinuate prudence and extraordinary valour, and 
displayed upon his brow many auspicious prognostications of that ex- 
a!led destiny, to which he was born to attain. Accordingly* on the 
death of Afeptekcin, in the three hundred and sixtv-fifth of the Hid- 
y rab, the military chiefs, and principal inhabitants of(Jiiesmiii, or Ghez. 
nl, united in conferring upon this able chieftain, the vacant govern¬ 
ment, together with the daughter of their departed sovereign. 

Neither many instance did Sebektcggin deceive the hopes of those, 
by whom he had been thus elevated to royalty. During a reign, dis¬ 
tinguished for moderation and justice, he is equally extolled tor his 
exertions to restrain the outrages of the oppressor, and for the moat 
liberal proofs of bounty and humanity, which he exhibited to cherish 1 
and secure the attachment oi his peoph , of every class and description. 

lu the three hundred and sixty-seventh of the Hidjerah he was em¬ 
ployed in reducing the city of Host on one side, end that of Kosdaur 
on 1 he other side of his dominions; after which, he ltd ins troops into 
the territories on t|m Indus, where he exterminated vast multitudes of 
the unoffending natives, uninstructcd in the vaunted truths of Usiunt;

Subsequent to this he marched, as was formerly related, into Mawu r- 
un-neher, on the application Af Ameir Nouh the Sam-mnian, monarch 
of Bokh&ra; ami proceeding thence into Khprassaun, finally restored 
the authority of his ally, re-established tranquilli ty and good order to 
the countries of his government, and receiving from the gratitude of 
the Sahaunian for himself the title of Nasser-ud-dein* and for his son 
MiihmCd, together with the government of Khorassaun, that of Sevf- 
ud-doulah, he returned, successful in alt Ids enterprises, once more to 
his capital. 

A Ithough the death ofSebektcggin was, on a former occasion, stated 
to have taken place act Gheziim, we are now apprized, in conformity 
with other authorities, that this event occurred at Balkh, in the month 
of ShaHautiV* ofthe three hundred and eighty-seventh of the Hidienih ; 
that of his friend AmeirNouh Lav Lug taken place the preceding month 
of Hndjub. 

Before we dismiss our short memorial of the reign of Sebekfeggin, 
we cannot withhold ourselves, although at the hazard of its havin'^ 
already appeared before the public from a for abler pen, from translating 
from the first pari of Fetishtah >3 h,story, the following pleasin- ]j tt £ 
incident. n 

In the early part oflds career in the service of leptekoin, the whole 
of Ins property being comprized in (he horse on which he rode Sebek 
teggni usually passed the day in ranging the plains of NevahapQr in 
quest of game. One day,whi| ee „gagcd in this his ordinary occupation 
he unexpectedly came in view of a deer a ,fo her fawn, which were 
browsing, unconscious of harm and danger, on the extensive heath 
Scttmgspurs to his horse, Se be kteggin succeeded iu seizing the fawn and 
havrng bound its legs, m.d secured it across the pummel of his saddle 
took Ins way towards the city. Wlien he bad proceeded some distance 
on his return, happening to look behind h im, he perceived that the duut 
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©fids hanulees little captive still continued to follow,exhibiting very A. II, 3ST. 
evident marks of the most violent perturbation, and aiilietion, This Ai **■ il!t T: 
spectacle wrought so powerfully on the compassionate feelings of Sc- 
lu kteggin, that lie determined without hesitation to set his prisoner at 
large; and he accordingly restored it to the fond caresses of its dam. 

Manifestly delighted with the recovery of i ts oflkpri ng, the tender mot her 
bounded towards its native heaths ; occasionally turning back, as if to 
contemplate with gratitude, as it withdrew, the person of its compas¬ 
sionate benefactor. That very night the prophet appeared to Sebek- 
tt ggiti in a dream, and addressed him, as he imagined, in the following 
terms. “ Scbckteggin! the compassionate disposition evinced in thy 
“ behaviour this day towards a harm) ess and inoffensive animal, has been 
“ marked with approbation in the presence of the most high; in testi- 
“ mony of which, a warrant of sovereign power lias been registered in 
** thy name, in the tribunals of tha eternal God—be it thy care, in thy 
* l conduct towards thy fellow creatures, to persevere in the same huid- 
*' able demeanor—Let no opportunity escape thee to exercise the pro- 
penalties of a benevolent heart; the very essence of happiness, troth 
“ iu thy present state, ami in that which will be thy portion hereafter."

In conformity with the arrangements of his father's will, this prince 
had proceeded immediately to invest himself with the sovereign power; 
and to render Iris accession popular, by a most lavish distribution of

To this overture, on the part of Iris brother, Ameir Issmauil appears 
to have paid no other attention, than by preparing for immediate hos¬ 
tilities. Mahmud led his troops in consequence towards Glieznin, 
and was joined on his approach by his brother Nasser, and by an undo 
of the name of Naratchik or B«>h»tcliik ; Ameir Issmauil ad vancing 
towards the same quarter, from the side of Ih'dkh. While the armies 
were thus reciprocally approaching, several attempts were, however, 
made on the part of Mahmud to dissuade his brother from proceeding 
Sultan Mak- to extremities, and to prevail upon him to accede to some plan of ao 
uvd, IVih of commodation; but in vain. J le had resolved on trying the issue oflmt- 
XT . ” U rcL * 0f : ail< ^ n rins.afitT a conflict of some duration, and obstinacy, he wai 

finally defeated,and compelled toshuthtniHdfupinthecastk'ofGhcznln, 

Sultan Mali mb d lirought him at last to submit to terms ; and having 
taken from him the keys of his father’s treasury, and in every depart¬ 
ment of the government established agents under Ids own authority,, 
drew offhisarmy towards Didkli. It will he sufficient further to remark, 
that Issmauil was some time afterwards confined, with every reasonable 


comfort and indulgence of life, to a fortress in the province of J urj ami j 
w here he died at a period long subsequent to his degradation, 

SAltan Mahmud Ghauzzy, the sou of Sehekteggm, fourth of the 
monarch s of Gheznlu. 

Having succeeded, on his arrival at ftalkh from his expedition to 
secure the throne of Ids father, in purging the plains of Khorasaaua 
from the impurities of adverse taction, Sultan Mahmud received from 
the KbalifLT Kider together with a Khclant, or dress of honor, ofsin- 
gular magnificence, the titles of Yemein-ud-doulah, and Atnein-uU 
jnillut, purporting to be the right hand of (he state, and/trufeefnr or 
arbitrator of the faith of Mahommed, About the same period ho 
concluded a treaty w ith Evict Khaim the monarch of Kasbghir, who

trhom he received a daughter in marriage, a. i). t*sa. 

Mahnuid, by the v:i c to r y at I'eIshawir, on ihe etchtti o ( Mohitrrim* Fensbtah. 
of the three hundred am) ninty.second of theJHidjerah, over ifeypal 
prince of Labour and the Ptm.pufb, having made that monarch his pris¬ 
oner, together with fifteen of his sons and other relatives, and hilled 
five thousand of his followers, secured a triumphant conclusion to 
Ms/frW Indian expedition. The booty which fell into his bands was 
Very considerable; and among other articles, were sixteen jewelled 
necklaces, by ihe Hindus denominated JTa ttla, one of which alone hc- 
lungi rig to tin K;\j;ih himself, was estimated at the value of one hundred 
And eighty thousand dinaurs ; equivalent, at the lowest calculation, to 
eighty two thousand five hundred pounds sterling- Qu this occasion, 

Mahmud is represented to have extended Ids ravages to Bali tin dah or 
Batneir; and u> have < nh-rged his myal prisoner, on the promise of a 
stipulated tribute. But it being a maxim among these a bsutd idolaters, 
that the monarch wlm had twice fallen into the hands of the Moss lent s» 
was rendered unworthy of the sovereign authority ; that Ids errors, 
crimes, or misfortunes, could he no otherwise expunged than by the 
afl-powerful operation of fire; and Jeypal having become now twice a 
prisoner to the implacable adversaries of the gods-of his country, that 
prince straight# ay resigned his authority to his son A mind pa l; and 
on the burning pile offered himself a sacrifice to avert the calamities 
which might further impend, from his afflicted people. On his return 
from this expedition Mahmud either received, or assumed the title of 
Glia tizzy, or victor in the cause of the faith. 

On this occasion wc have been insensibly engaged, and perhaps un¬ 
necessarily, in extracting from Fcrishtah, more in detail than is strictly 
Consistent with our design, the narrative of Mahmud’s proceedings I 
which the reader will doubtless find already executed with far superior 
skill, by the ahler pm of colonel Scott ;f and more recently by the 
learned author of the Indian antiquities, II once tor ward the relation 
wilt, os fur as possible, be confined to the succmeter statements fur¬ 
nished in the Khoiaussut-ul-akhbaur.

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In three hundred and ninety-four, Mahmud's further designs against 
me Indian territory were suspended, by tin expedition in which he wai 
engaged against K hoi f the son of Ahmed, the prince ofSciestaun, and 
Nelrarduz; who had unfortunately suffered some proofs to transpire? 
of a disposition hostile to the interest of this powerful and haughty 
ooiujucror. Defeated in battle, the sovereign of Seiaetaun shut liini- 
stll up in the fortress of Tank, of which name we find a place on the 
lie mound. Here he was immediately invested by Mahmud, and he 
final Jy capitnla ted, throwinghitnself on the mercy of his besieger; whose 
vanity he fluttered hy the title of Sultan, with which, in the moment 
of prostration, he had saluted him ; and by winch the conqueror was 
so much gratified, that he restored to thr-suppli ml his government of 
Seiestaun, adding- to bis own name the title thus seasonably applied to 
him, by the subjugated prince. Recurring however shortly afterwards 
to hostilities, and claiming the protection of Eylek Khaim of K>vdi- 
ghar, K holt the sou ol Ahmed again excited the displeasure of Mahmud; 
and becoming once more his prisoner, was now confined to the castle 
of .Jurjiiim, where he ultimately died. 

Resuming Ids hostile designs against the princes of India, Mahmud 
in the course of three hundred ami ninety six. subdued the cities of He- 
hautiah and Multaun. Rut, while he was engaged on tins occasion in 
tlic neighborhood of tHc latter city, his father in law, Eylek Khaim, took 
advantage o! Ins ;d>senco to violate his engagements, and to invade the 
important province of XhorasSHun; of which, his lieutenant general 
S bausb, or Sebaushitekrin, was employed to take possession, w hile 
Jatlffertckcitl, another ofh is Captains, was nominated to the government 
oi Jtflkh. On iut licence of the approach of these intruders, Arslan 
1 laiizeh, who presided at Hefftt under the authority ofMahmhd, had 
abandoned that city, and hastened to GhciSnin ; from whence he dis- 
pat chert to apprize his sovereign, of the unprovoked infraction of treaty 
hy W ich he hud firm driven from his province. Sultan Mahmud quit, 
Ud Muliaun w ithout dt lay, ami with the rapidity oflightning returned 
t° hiseapita], from thence he shortly afterwards led his troops tow art!* 
Jhukh; Se ha iflfe hi, and Jimflertckem withdrawing at his approach, like- 
the iccLdest wing.-a b before the vioLuce oi tire woirJwiiul, 
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Ey Irk Khaim demanding upon this, the assistance ofK udder Khaim, a. H. to"*. 
monarch of Khoteu, that prince, at the head of fifty thousand of bis A, ft- tfWT -P' 
bravest warriors, hastened to join him; and the two tnonarchs now Khulauisutf- 
proceeded i n conjunction, to give battle to Mahmud ; who lay cn camped u 1 
with a powerful army, and it body of trained elephants, at the distance 
of about tour leagues, or fursangs from Biilkii. When the adverse hosts 
drew out in the presence of each other, and the battle had already 
commenced, Mahmud, on h is part, prostrated himself in prayer * and 
fervently besought the aid of that Omnipotent being, whose eternal 
nature is equally exempt from w ant and decay ; but when, by certain 
auspicious indications, he thought lie could discern that his vows were 
accepted, he immediately mounted his elephant, which he now 
urged straight forward against the enure oi Evlek Khaim's troops. 

The elephant seizing the standard-bearer of the enemy, instantly 
threw him into the air. and proceeded with equal fury to trample 
under foot all others who came in bis way. The soldiers of Malimfid 
became so animated by the example of their sovereign, that all at 
once assailing the adverse line, they Lore tloWn all Jurlher opposition, 
and obtained a decisive and signal victory; Eylcfc Khaim anil bis 
ally the monarch of K ho ten, escaping with the utthtost difficulty across 
the Jeyhuu. This event appears ro have taken place in the three 
hundred and ninety-seventh of the Hidjemh. 

In the course of the same year, Sultan Mahmud proceeded again at 
the head of his troops towards the territory of the Indus, in order to 
chastise the defection ofNowausah Shah; who after embracing Isslam, 
had at the same time apostatized from his religion, and rebelled against 
the authority of his sovereign. The rebel tied however at the very ru¬ 
mour of Mahtnikl’s approach ; and the latter without further trouble 
took the direction of his capital. 

In the three hundred and ninety ninth of the Hidjetah, Sultan Mah¬ 
mud appears to hove been for the fourth time engaged in hostilities 
against the native princes of India ; being on this occasion opposed by 
J’ld the son of Anundpal, who surpassed them all in the abundance of 
his wealth, and the number of bis forces- According to Ferishtah, 
he was met on the plains of Peishawir by An unit pal, at the head of a 
countless multitude assembled from all parts of liiudustaun. ior tli§ 
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a. IT, 389, space of forty (Jays the armies remained stationary in the presence of 
A **' lu ' M ’ each other without an action; the Hindus continually strengthened hy 
K-irbinjJi. j' r£ , s |j reinforcements, while Mahmud, with more than ordinary vigi¬ 
lance, covered both his flanks with intren chin cuts, lest iu the impend¬ 
ing conflict, the enemy’s wings might penetrate in those points, 
Jlis front was at the same time left open, apparently for the purpose 
of engaging ■ wi tb chi Leinharrassment, when he found his opportunity. 
TV hen be had at last determined on giving battle, Mahmud detached 
from his main body a thousand archers, with instructions to attack the 
enemy: mid thuse having for sometime hotly occupied die attention 
of the Hindus, drew them by degrees towards the encampment of the 
Moslems; who proceeded in fair mu I coin pact array to oppose die troops 
of A nurd pal, now become the a&saikmts. In spite of the circninspco 
lien of Mahmud, and in the heat of the action, a body of one thousand 
Kidikares, or Huikkcrs, hare headed and barefooted, variously and 
strangely armed j passed the intrenchments on both his flunks tend fulling 
in, with astonishing fury among tin-cavalry, proceeded wit ', rbodesmr- 
atimi of savages, and with tlu ir swords atid knives, to cut down mid 


maim both tlw horse and his rider, until, almost in the twinkling of an 
eye, between three ami four thousand men had fallen victims to the 
rage of these infuriated maniacs. Such was the impression of this des¬ 
perate effort, that Mahmud wns actually about to draw aside from hi# 
encampment, and to discontinue the conflict until the day followm-; 
when, most fortunately for the disciples oflimUhu. the elephant which 
carried Amundpal, the generalissimo of the idoJatera, taking fn d,t at 
the explosion, su\s JVrtd.uh, of the cannon and musquetry, but most 
probably at that of some rockets, suddenly recoiled from the action ■ 
and this Ijc ng perceived by the troops engaged on each side of him, the 
alarm immediately spread that the Kigali was living; 011 which the 
1 111h - fis ut once broke, and dispersed in every direction. They were

The Sultan now presented li is army before the fortress of Blielmnugli- a. il. 390, 
er. MucEerkhte or Naugracut, anciently so denominated ; and here j'- n .l . 
described to have been a strong castle erected on the summit ol a ML .i k h „„._ 
mountain, by Rajah Blieim one of the ancient monurcks of the country; 
which was used by the Hindus as a secure repository for their most 
sacred images, and by the surrounding Rajahs for their treasure and 
jewels, 11 was however at this period totally destitute ol armed de¬ 
fenders, and left entirely to the care ol the Brahmins, and other attend¬ 
ants, ministering in the worship of their idols. As might lm v c been 
expected, the minds of these unwarlike and peaceful inhabitants of a 
fortress, of which however the foundations might be said to he laid in 
the heavens, iinuiedlately gave way to the impressions of terror and 
alarm, and the enes of quarter and mercy resounded from the affrighted 
garrison to the skies. On the third day the gates of this impregnable 
retreat were.thrown open to Mahmud, tile unarmed and defoncaUss 
inhabitants falling at his feci. The victorious monarch, accompanied 
by his household, and the principal members of his court, immediately 
tillered the place, and proceeded to survey and take possession ol its 
inestimable deposit; consisting, as we are told,o1 seven hundred thou- 
nand diuaurs of,gold, 1 * in specie, of seven hundred Mmmst in gold mid 
silver plate, of two hundred Mumps in pure gold ui^wrolight, of two 
thousand Munns in unwrought silver, and oi twenty Muons in dia¬ 
monds, pearls, rubies, and coral, formed into various ornaments for the 
ju rson ; all of w hich had remained here untouched, eversince the time 
of the above mentioned Rajah Hht'im, the founder. 

On liis return to Ghezniu, Mahmud in a suite of paviljous w hich 
pitched without the city, exhibited to the multitude, which thronged 
from thence and the neighboring tow us, on tables of gold and silver, the 
spoils of llimfostaun accumulated in the recent expedition ; accom¬ 
pany big the glorious and splendid spectacle, whiqli continued for three 
days success! vvly, with a sumptuous repast, and a liberal distributem 
to the indigent, and to tl)C votaries of religion, of every class and 
description.

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During the vcnr fear hundred* Sultan Mahmud resumed his opera¬ 
tions against the Indian territory; and on his return toGheznin in the 
rourse of the same year, lie is said to hi've been followed by the most 
suppliant solicitations for peace, from the paramount sovereign of the 
Hindi! princes, probably the Rajah Amt ml pal already mentioned; who 
engaged, if his entreaties were complied with, to furnish the Sultan's 
arsenal with a supply of fifty elephants, and to remit in money ami 
precious commodities an annual tribute to the royal treasury ofGheii- 
nin. On these terms Mahmud appears to have consented to an ac¬ 
commodation ; and a (commercial intercourse is said to have been now 
opened or renewed between the subjects of the adverse powers. 

The following year, t he four hundred and first of the llrdjerah* 
Mahmud conducted his troops into the territory of Ghir, or Gbotfr; 
anti being opposed, with considerable obstinacy, by Mahommed the 
son of Sflfri, the independent prince of the country, at the head often 
thousand horse, the latter was defeated by a very ordinary stratagem; 
being enticed from fits i ntrenchments by a feigned retreat, and becoming 
the prisoner of his invader, lie eluded however the protracted miseries 
of captivity by chewing tbc signet of his ring, which had in some way 
or other been impregnated with poison for such an emergency. The 
territory of GhArvas hereupon united to the dominions already sub¬ 
jugated to the exchequer df Mahmud. 

About the period under consideration, Shah Neasaur the prince of 
Cherjistann, which although probability he against us, weare disposed 
to identify with the province of Georgia, resisting the authority of 
Mabutiid, ultimately became his prisoner. On this occasion we are 
informed, that Negthattr was the title bestowed by the people of Gher- 
jistatiti upon their sovereigns, in the same manner as those of^dyand 
Ahuun are assigned to the monarch* w ho rule over them, by the Hin¬ 
dus and Tataurs. I n the time ofNouh the son of M unsur the Samnuniati, 
the Neasaur or Gherjistaun was a person of the name of Abu Nasser ; 
who w as induced by a natural indolence of disposition, and an unbound¬ 
ed attachment to letters, and the society of learned men, to resign the 
burden of his government, from which he was himself desirous of 
being relieved, to his son Mahomiife^, When the power of Sultan 
Mahmud, however* attained its ascendancy, ooeof his agents, Aukkeby, 
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the author of the Tarikli Yemeiny, was employed to demand tln> sub- A. If. sil-a. 
mission of the prince of GUerjistaun to the autliority of his roaster; *- a i0ll ‘ A 4 * 
ami this being complied with, without apparent difficulty, the son of 
Abb Nasser, who bore the title of Shall Nessaiuy accompanied the 
agent to tender Ids submission in the presence of Mahmud; ami alter 
residing some time at the court of that monarch, w as permitted to 
return in safety to his native country. But suffering himseiftobe 
misled by the seductions of a mischievous ambition, the young man 
now suddenly evinced a disposition to he refractory, and to violate hi* 
engagements with his formidable superior : on which Altuntaush the 
liaujeb, or chamberlain, and Arshin Hauzebor Jatizeb, us the name is 
indifferently written, were dispatched by Midimud to enforce obedience. 

On the arrival of these commanders before the capital of Gherjistaun, 

Ne&saur Abu Nasser immediately threw himself on the mercy of Al¬ 
tuntaush, and was conveyed by that general tow ards Horst. Shah N es- 
fiaur had shut himself up in one of the strong holds of the country, 
hut conceived it prudent at the expiration of a very little time, also to 
capitulate, and put himself into the hands of the generals of Mahmud, 


lie was ini mod lately dispatched to Ghc-znin, to the presence-of that 
monarch, by whom after lie had experienced the discipline ofhis whip, 
he was confined for life to one oi his castles; the admits d the govern- 
mentbeing, at tin-same time, instructed tosupply him w ith every thing 
that could contribute cither to his comfort or enjoyment. Sill tan 
Mai i mild then sent for Nessaur A bit Nasser from Herat, and treating 
him with considerable kindness, purchased from him the whole of hi# 
inheritance, for a sum of money actually paid him on the spot. 

In the course of the year four hundred and five, .Mahmud w as en- 
'gaged in an expedition towards the remoter extremity ot India, border¬ 
ing on Tnrkcstiiuu, or Tartary, according to F^rishtah ; where he is said 
to have fought w ith, and defeated the sovereign oi the country, and to 
have reduced the citv of Nurdcin, of which the author dues not attempt 


to fix the position. He proceeds however to state, that in the course 
oi the same year* receiving information, that there existed a species of 
elephants to which they gave the appellation of elephants of the Mos* 
stem*, or Mussulman eh p bants, at a place called eitlu r Manila her, or 
Mahiteher*;or MayLshcr, it is impossible to determine winch, uulessie-

A. P.1QH4S. troops into the country i and having defeated and expelled the lawful 
Klmlaiumt- prince, a profligate and inveterate infidel, returned in triumph with an 
ui ukhbiiur. j nca [ ctl lablc booty to hi s metropolis ofGlicznin. 

A bit A bbas Mfrmmthe son ofManimi, princeofKhaiifezni, had mar¬ 
ried one of the daughters of Sultan Mahmftd: and being put ro death in 
ihe four hundredundsevcnthoftheHidjcrai^byBenaltekein.and a con¬ 
spiracy of ti is factious nobles, Ma'ftm&d hastened on intelligence of the 
freasoii, to avenge the injuries of his son in law* - defeated, and inflicted 
condign punishment upon Ilcnnltekein and his accomplices ; and bes¬ 
towed llit; government of the country, with the capital of Dor or Ur- 
Runjo, and the title of Kbaurezin-Shah, upon Alluntausli, one of his 
favorite and most distinguished generals. 

In the four hundred and ninth of the nidjerali, our author fixes the 
expedition to Kanouje, stated to be at the distance of three month* 
Jon rney from Chcznin; the same that was undertaken bv Sultan Muhin fid, 
according to Fmshtah,by the route of Kaghmeir; fflndthesccpiel of which 
has been given in detail by that author, as is atteady sufficiently known. 
The spoil in gold and silver, and jewels, and other precious materials, 
accumulated by Mahmud in this expedition, is said to have been of a 
magnitude to surpass the arithmetical skill of his accountants to esti¬ 
mate ; and the multitude of captives was such that though the valud 
of a slave was set at no more than ten dirhems, or about four shillings 
and seven pence English, they could find no purchaser even at that 
price. 

In the four hundred and sixteenth of the Ilidjerah, Mabroad wa* 
engaged in his last exterminating enter prize against the unfortunate 
Hindus ; llie expedition to Shmnaut.at the extremity of the peninsula 
of (jiijcrat. On this expedition, according to Peris htah, he set out 
from Gheziiln, on the tenth day of Shabaun, 0 f the year four hundred 
and fifteen,or about the I dth of October, A. D. 1094, and hearrivedat 
Multatin in the middle of the following mouth of Ramzttun,* at the 
head of a powerful army; and accompanied by thirty thousand cavalry, 
viho volunteered their services from all parts of the Asiatic continent*

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Prom Mtittaun, heappems to have prosecuted his march. skirting the 
desert to, Ajmeir, and from ihen.ee by Neherwak, the Puttun or anci¬ 
ent capital ofGujerat, to the object of hb a eat and avarice. 

Sit mount, according to our author, was the mime of a celeb rated idol, 
which was worshiped by the infidels of the country; but a couplet of 
Fereid-ud-dc in Attaur is recited a little further on, asscrLing that the 
the great idol discovered by the armies of Mahmud at Silmnatit, bore 
the appellation of Laut. We know, however, that the pilgrimage* of the 
1 i indus arc to this day principally directed to Du ark annul, the spot of 
Krishna's evanitinn, according to the Mah4hauret, to Juggauaut, and 
to Hamtmut, or HamiiAd ; the latter at the southern extremity of the 
penjnsu|a ofl ndia, nod»r from the bridge of K hma. I n the mean t i roe we 
are informed that to Sfipftnaut, the lord Siim, or Sdma, the Hindu my- 
thologisls have assigned the province of adjudging to departed souls, 
according to the doctrines of transmigration, the bodies appropriated 
for their future habitation ; nud in the belief of the llindfis, the ebb ami 
flow of the ocean is nothing more than a mark of its adoration towards 
their favorite idol. 

On the authority of the Houziit*us-suflEI he proceeds to describe* 
that the temple, or edifice which contained the image ot'Sumnaut. was 
decorated by six and thirty pillars, inlaid with precious stone* of the 
most beautiful and costly description ; that the image itself was of po¬ 
lished stone, or marble,about the height of five cubits, three above the 
flooring of the temple, and two concealed beneath it, 1 am aware that 
in these dimensions 1 have differed from the most respectable authori¬ 
ties ; but, both in the copy of the khokussut-tibakhkiur and of the 
Fvrishtah in my possession, the statement is precisely as 1 Have given 
it. At ajl events three guz, or cubits of two and twenty inches, above 
the floor, would give to the image the stature of an ordinary sized man. 

The circumstance of its being smitten on the nose by the mace of 
Mul mhd, and qf the immense treasure concealed in its belly, is already 
known. We shall here just mention that he rejected a prodigious ran¬ 
som to spare it, alleging that of two appellations, lather than the idol bro- 
ker, he c hos e to b e c all ed A/rr A m ti d M e i</o { 6 ren Ar r: a nd to r e w ard his zeal, 
tli (precious contents discovered in the hollow of the idol, surpassed 
an hundred told the sum which had been offered by the Brahmins for 
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(il'tkkbjLir! aM(J r[l ° treasi,re withdrawn from the interior of the temple, Jrom the 
the hollow oft he image perhaps, is alone estimated at the sum of twenty 
millions of jfliuaurs of gold ;* in which proportion w» are told to c.ilcu* 
lute the further spoil, which felt into iliu hands oft lie plunderers Oi this 
celebrated sanctuary. 

When he was about to quit Sum nan too his return toGheanln, Mah- 
mid desired his ministers and principal olticers to select from among 
themselves some parlieulur individual, on whom ho might confer the 
government of the recent conquests: hut it being represented to him. 
tirat, since it was not his design to revisit the country, it would lie more 
advisable to place it in the hands of a native, he proceeded to deliberate 
on the subject, withsuch oi'thc inhabitants as he permitted to approach 
Li* person. Ifv dies he was informed that among the prince* who had 
ruled the country, wlurh rin purity of origin or lustre old-scent, none 
V ere on a par with the race of Dabshebtm, or Qt^hdirinm. Of this race 
they said that there fortunately then existed a voting person, whoso 
utM.lion had been hitherto entirely devoid, i» thegarh *„,] prolb*, im. 
ot a Brahmin, to the duties of religion j and on this person, if the Sultan 
.conferred the sovereignty of that part off mjemut. they conceived til it 
i! would not he unworthily UsLowed. Other* however contended th’it 
tlie ««Hvidv«! proposed was a man of unaccommodating md B11B(i , w 
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Blast powerful states in India,and who had,moreen, never afforded A. H. 4mc. 
the slight eat demo list ration of attachment, to merit such a proof of con- D. ire^C 7, 

fideoce and regard,appeared to him rather w ide of the dictates of sober 
discretion. Then sen ding for the reel use he immediately in vested hi in 
with the government ofthe province. The descendant of Dahshcleitu 
in accepting of his tributary sovereignty, embraced the opportunity of 
representing tothcSultan hisapprehensions lest the neighboring Knjalt, 
w lio a k Item Ji oft he same lineage, was his mortal enemy, apprized oi the 
departure oi his benefactor, should direct the whale of his force to the 
destruction of his relative. Under tills persuasion, and with the know¬ 
ledge that he mu jit be left entirely unprepared for resistance, he found 
k expedient to disclose to the Sultan the nature of bis apprebensi ops ; 
in the hope tluit, in addition to the Ihvors w ith which he hud been al¬ 
ready loaded, tin in'opsol his victor km sally would be further employed 
to secure him against the hostile designs of the dreaded rival, M a li¬ 
nn' d informed him in reply,that in his expedition to so remote a region, 
he had been originally actuated by another motive than the glory and 
advancement of LiisJaiih; and that, as three years had already elapsed 
since ids departure from Gheziila, it would make no material difference 
to him, if six mouths were added to the period of his absence, lie 
proceeded accordingly to invade the territory of the obnoxious Dab- 
sheieiedan ; whom be in a very short time subdued, and delivered a 
prisoner into the hands of the pew-made sovereign, l he latter now 
stukd 10 Mahmud that, by the religion w hich he pressed, it was not 
permitted to put a sovereign prince to death ; but that w hen a rivil 
monarch tell into the power of his adversary, it was the practice to lodge 
him in ndtiik chamber, excavated under the throne oi his conqoerer, 
with no other opening to it, than was sufficient for the in t reduction of 
w 1 1 at was necessary lor the support of existence i ami in this state lie 
was condemned to romp in, until the hand of death should determine 
the survivor- 11 is power being however ns yet but too impcrluctly es¬ 
tablished to admit ol his pursuing the ordinary course, he proceedtli 
further to request ihaLbtiitan Mabm4d would take the captive prince 
w ith him to libczniu ; adding, that he relied upon the generosity of 
bis benefactor to scud him .back to Uujerik when his authority should, 
be sufficiently confirmed, and when it would Ue prudent on Ida part 
to require it. 
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Having complied with the solicitation of his tributary in every in- 
stance, Sultan Mahmud, after enduring unparalleled hardships in his 
progress through the deserts leading to Sind, which it would be unne¬ 
cessary to detail, at last succeeded in regaining his capital, in the first, 
or second ilebbeia,of the tour hundred ami eighteenth of the Hidjerah ;* 

after an absence* according to this statement, of two years and six 
months. 

Some years subsequent to this period, when he considered himself 
securely established in his power, the anchorite king of Gujerat dis¬ 
pute lied his agents, with magnificent presents to Sultan Mahmud and 
t u, mi miners of his court, and a request that his captive rival might 
be now delivered up to his disposal. Muhmhdat first exhibited some

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the covering into the unwary prince's eye; the loss of which was 
the inevitable consequence. Among the genuine Hindus it was, it 
seems, another maxim at this period, that any species of personal ble¬ 
mish was sufficient to disqualify a prinee from holding his authority; 
and the misfortune which had happened to the sovereign, being soon 
circulated through the camp, produced a sudden and violent uproar 
among the chiefs. At such a crisis, the arrival of the captive Dab- 
sheleimian was announced, and by a strange and unlooked for vicis¬ 
situde, the destinies of the two princes underwent an immediate and 
total reverse. The newly arrived Dabsheleimian was saluted king by 
the unanimous voice of the people; and the anchorite was condemned 
in his stead, to bear the bason and ewer by tlic side of his horse, to 
the darksome and wretched abode prepared for his adversary. Thus, 
says Fermhttth, unfolding another example of the decrees of an inscru¬ 
table providence, which, while it precipitates one individual from the 
splendor of a throne, rescues another from the belly of the whale. 

While Mahmud was at Ji'ilkh. some time alter his return from his 
zealous expedition to Sflmnaut, he received from the Kiialeifah Ul 
Kader, together with four standards, denoting his supremacy over the 
four great countries ofllindustaun, Khornssaun, Khau ream, and Xrim- 
rouz, a flattering letter, bestowing upon him the additional title of 
Krlnf-ud-doulah & Isslaiu—asylum of the state and of the true faith. 
These were accompanied by similar distinctions for his three sons; 
Miiss&oud being dignified with the title of Shahauh-ud-doulah and 
Jummaul-ul-millut—bright star of the state, and beauty of the faith ; 
"Yussiif, with that of Ezzed-’ttd-doulah and Mdeyed-til-millut—-arm, or 
support of the state and establjsher of the faith ; and Ameir Maliom- 
med, with that of Juilaul-ud-douhih and Jummaul-ul-millut-—glory 
of the state, ami embellishment of the faith; at the same time, pledg¬ 
ing his approbation of either of (be throe princes, on whom the father 
might think fit to devolve the succession to his throne, 

The troops of Mahmud on their return from GAjeraftt had suffered 
considerable annoyance from the natives of Mount Jchud; he deter¬ 
mined therefore, some time in the year four hundred and eighteen, to 
chastize the insolence of these unsubjugated barbarians. Once more, 
and lor the last time, he accordingly led his army towards MuJtaun. 
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l H 4 i« 2 i, TVneti lie reached that city* he gave instructions Tor the Immediate 
A< 1> i«27-3«* equipment on the river* of an armament of fourteen hundred war boats, 
t'cmlitah. tac [i furnished with three rostra, or beaks of iron ; one on the pwfov, 
andoneon each beam, socoustmcted as to pierce or demolish ativ adverse 
vessel that bright come In contact. The boats were further armed w ith 
twenty soldiers each, with hows and arrows, ami fireworks of naphtha : 
ami thus equipped, the armament was (lisp-itched along the river 
for the extermination of the Javlts t which is th£ajfrj>eH$tion here bes¬ 
towed upon the mountain tribes above alluded to. The latter, aware 
of the armament preparing against them, and having conveyed their 
wives and children to a place ofseeurity 1 , among the islands in the 1 udu*, 
thus disincumbered, lay ready with four thousand, some say eight 
thousand boats, strongly armed, to receive the attack. In the-action 
which however took place, the boats of the Jautts coming in contact with 
the iron beaks of those of Mali mid, the shock of which they wire 
unprepared to resist, were immediately pierced, and sunk to the 
bottom with all on board; such as escaped Jby swimming, In in ; put to 
the sword by the conquerors, and the whole o, their families ultimately 
fol]i 11 into the hands of their ruthless exterminators. 

In the course of the year four hundred and twenty, Sultan Mai mi iVd, 
as we have already seen, took possession ofth ■ teritoryof Rev T and tu.it 
part of the province of Irik Aj> m, from the imbecile and effeminate 
Mifjid-ud-doulah the Dev lend tv; and bestowing the government upon, 
bis son Mussaoud, returned soon afterwardato Gheznln ; where, hav¬ 
ing laboured forsometimp under a consumptive complain t, accompanied 
by a disorder in the loins, [nurz-c-xW ba sk-itl-kcina) he ultimately ex¬ 
pired, on Thursday the twenty-third of the latter Kebbeia of the lour 
hundred and twenty first of the ilidjcrah ;f the sixty-third year of his 
age, and, calculating from the surrender ofGhczmu and the captivity 
of his brother, the thirty-fourth of his reign. 

Mahumd is represented to have been possessed of some of the mo«t 
exalted and aple|d id qualities ill at con Id dignity and adoin the hiitriatt 
character : and yet his merits appear to be resolvable, tor the most part,

ties were, moreover, deplorably tarnished by an insatiable spirit of 
avarice, to which, in its most degrading complexion. He Has been stig- 
unitized as a devoted and abject slave, From tins odious stigma, Fjar- Feirdiink, 
jshtub Has However sought to vindicate Ills favorite Hero, ascribing it 
in a great measure, to the prevalence of an unjust prejudice, which 
derived its origin from the well known story of Ferdussy ; to whom, 
tor bis celebrated poem of the Shahuamah, the labour of thirty years, 
he assigned the comparatively paltry sum of sixty thousand dirhems 
only,* amounting to about five-pence half-penny the couplet; the poet 
having entt-Ttaitnd the unr*asoiuiblc expectation ofsixty thousand diu- 
aurs or pieces ofgold. Another cause to which Ire ascribes the prevailing 
prejudice, \i as no arrangement, by which, towards the closeoi hisreign, 
JjctoiiLvived to disencumber bis wealthier subjects of their superfluous 
property. That He loved gold, the author nevertheless admits, and that 
be accordingly disdained uu method by which it could be accumulated: 
but it wns inr the purpose of enabling him to prosecute his magnificent 
plans of conquest pint aggrandizement; and that there exists ample 
proof tint the n timber of wits, men of genius and learning, poets, and 
warriors, who subsisted oil his bounty, has seldom fall on to the lot oi, 
any monarch of former ages, and is as seldom likely to happen in any 
Hge to Come. All this u is to la-acknow ledged, could nnt be provided 
for, without a liberal disbursement of treasure; neither is it to be for¬ 
gotten that his ndmimi ion of men,of science Has never been quesfioutd; 
that their merits never failed to be rewarded by bis bounty ; and that 
exclusive oVorciismiud proofs ol liberality, a fi \ed si in oi lour bund red 
thousand dkltmiisf was .annually «p lied to tlm patron ige and encour¬ 
agement of learning, and tear* d m- n. 

I .ong previous to hi* death, Mahmud Had declared bis son Mahom-

To explain this, it may be necessary to remark that, 
at the commencement of his reign, on surrendering his power with the 
castle of Gheznin into the hands of Mahmud, his brother Issmauil had 
been compelled to attend him into Khorasssum ; and the Sultan had 
the curiosity to ask the captive prince one day, what sort of treatment 
he might have calculated to experience, had the issue of their contest 
been the reverse of what had happened ? with equal candour and sim¬ 
plicity of heart, Issmamt replied, that had Jbrtdlie decided in his favor, 
it was in Ids contemplation to coniine his brother within the walk of some 
castle, where he should he provided with all he might require, dtiier 
for the comfort or enjoyment of life, short of his personal liberty.

tr is further stated, that while he continued In Irak A join, Mahmud 
endeavored, by repeated importunity, to prevail upon M&ssioud to 
swear that he would not engage in hostilities against his brother, with¬ 
out producing the slightest impression ; Mussfkoud a * constantly evad¬ 
ing his importunities by the declaration, that if Mahommed would 
personally repair to the spot, and first swear to make with him, at the 
proper period, a just and impartial distribution of their father’s treasures^ 
he should have no difficulty m taking the oath required of him ; but 
situated as at present, the one at Rey, and the other at the distance of 
Ghczniu, he could nof perceive how such a partial arrangement could 
be productive of any advantage or permanent result. 

We shall finally remark, that Mahmud ia described to have been itr 
person of the middle stature, ofelegant proportions, and a freckled com- 
^lesion, and the first of his race that assumed the title of Sul tag.

succeeded to the throne of Gheznln immediately on the death of his A - u t,trM « 
father ; but his brother Mftss&oud receiving at Hamadaun, in the re- 
cervtlv acquired territory of Irak Ajem, intelligence of the event, march¬ 
ed without delay towards Khorassaun ; dispatching at the same time 
to inform Mahommed that he harboured no design upon the countries 
to which be had been nominated by slather's partial selection; that the 
territory ofJey pal, otTcbristaun, and of Irak Ajem, the honorable acqui¬ 
sitions of his own sword wereamplyaufficientfor his moderate ambition; ^ ur VM( ^ 
and a{] lie requested was that, as the elder brother, Ids numeshould be ^ 
first pronounced in the K hot bah. To this Mahommed returned an archsof bbe*. 
acrimonious reply ; ant! as soon as he hail completed his warlike equip- u ' 0 * 
menls, proceeded from Ghiziun, to Hikkenabad, sont> distance north 
of the metropolis; where he encamped on the first of llarozaun* of the 
lour hundred and twenty first of the I I idjerah. 

Havingcontinued stationary during the whole of Itamzaun, it un¬ 
fortunately happened that on the festival of the new moon ol Shavaul, 
the tiara oi the ill-fated Ala horn moil should drop from his head ina man¬ 
ner that could not be easily accounted for ; w hich being considered by 
the superstitious multitude as an omen inauspicious to the stability of 
his power, Atneir Ally Khaishawuiul, and Yussuf Scbekteggiu, with a 
iivmibt rnfihe principal courtiers Openly revolted in favor of Muss&owi; 
and on the night of the third of Shavauht surrounding the pavilion of 
Alahomnicd they immediately seized his person,- jmhI proceeded to con¬ 
fine him in the castle of Btkkcnabatk The ministers and principal 
nobility of tin* late monarch then hastened to join M&ss&oud, who had 
as it would appearin'this time advanced to lifilklt. The conspirators* 
however, experienced from him a reception on which they hud little 
calculated, i lussung Meykniil, the prime minister oft he departed Mah¬ 
mud, against whom Miissaoud had long cherished an irreconcilable 
animosity, was put to death. Ally Khui ah nwund shared the same fate; 
and Yussuf Sebekteggin was immured for lUe in a prison. Muss* 
timid shortly afterwards repaired to Gbezn'm, where he took care to 
secure himself against all further attempts on lire part of his brother

Having sticcesfully vindicated the claims of an elder brother to the 
throne ofhis father, Muss&oud consigned the office ofVezzeir to Ahmed 
the son of Hussun Mcymundi. In the four hundred and twenty second 
of the Hidjerah, he devolved the government of Irak Ajem upon Ab 4 
Sohcl Hnmriunt, delegating that of Isfahann. however, by a particular 
WuiiAonn P at cnt, to the separate super in ten dance of AUft-ud-doulah Jauffer liic 
viili nf iHe son of K&ktliah,* the maternal couzin german, of the weak and imbecile 
Gbwoifl* 0t Majid-ud-doiilah the Deylemite. Alli-ud-doiilah accordingly pro¬ 
ceeded for some time to conduct the government of that part of Irak 
Ajem, ns the lieutenant of Miissaoud; but ultimately aspiring at inde¬ 
pendence, he openly abjured tlw supremacy of that prince : and it a as 
under these circumstances that the celebrated AbQ Aliv ben Seiua 
(Avicenna) became the prime minister of A lla-ud-doulab. 

In the course of four hundred and twenty three an expedition was 
undertaken from Khnurezm.bv AltdnTaufih Ha ijeb, under the instruc¬ 
tion* of Mussaoud, to avenge the injuries which lie had sustained from 
A UjTekein the gov ere or of Samarkand. The K tiniireziimn being how¬ 
ever desperately wounded, in the territory beyond the Ox us. in an action 
which took place w it h the troops of A tly Tekeiu, the combatants appear 
to have separated by mutual consent, which was followed by an ac¬ 
commodation; and AltuuTaush shortly afterwards dying of his womnk 

was succeeded in the government of Klmuream by a son of the name of 
IVrun—or Benin, according to i-’e fishtail. That admired and estim 
ble minister Ahmed the son of Uussun Mevmuitdi also dying j,i tho 

four hundred and twenty fourth of the JJi ij ruli, ..l' the SO n of 

Ms trammed, the souof Abditssummud, beearo ■ vi zzcir to Sultan Mijsh- 
£ioud. In the menu time, as will I* particularly lUscribetl in lt s 
proper place, the race of Sulj ik having passed die river Jevhtm to 
the west ward, selected for their abode the territory dependent upon the 
cilies of Nissu and Abiwcrd ; and in a few years succeeded in intend¬ 
ing their encroachments through a considerable part of khordssiiuu.

Contrary to the representations of hieniimtfoi*, who urged the s*r- A. H. «*<*■ 
ioua expediency of checking at the outset* the usurpations qf these v 1> ~ * a l 
formidable advm,tur t rs Sultim MMoud determined in the four buo- 
dred and twenty sixth of the Hidjerab, on an expedition into India. 

Finding however on his return from this expedition in tour hundred 
and twenty eight, that they had obtained a most dangerous ascendancy* 
he perceived ample reason to regret, that he had for a moment delayed 
to oppose them. It now therefore became the object of his most 
serious attention to retrieve the fatal oversight; and fie employed 
his utmost exertions and activity to prepare for hostilities against 
diem. But in the war which ensued, after a scries of conflicts, in which 
his personal valour was conspicuously signalized, being ultimately 
defeated by those enterprising and warlike Tartars, Sultan Mussaoud 
was compelled to return with disgrace to Ills capital; where on the pre¬ 
tence of misconduct, or fejluffe ofduty in this unfortunate war, lie 
-discharged his vengeance on sonic of his most distinguished generals 
mid ministers, whom he condemned to sutler by the sword ot the exe¬ 
cutioner. After this he dispatched his son Mmlnd with a fresh arma¬ 
ment towards Bilikh ; while he hastened, in his own person, towards 
Hindustauii, accompanied by his brother the blind Mabommed* and 
the three sons of that prince, Ahmed, Abdurrailiman, ami Abdunai- 
Iwirn; proposing to pass the cold season in that country, and on the return 
of spring to resume his operatic ns against the sons ofSdjuk. In crossing 
the Indus, however, leaving his baggage and equipage on the western 
side of the river, in order to follow him at convenience, Nonshtekdn 
with a body of the imperial slaves, seized the opportunity to plunder 
the treasure, mid to raise the blind Mahommcd once more, to the dan¬ 
gerous ami precarious possession of a disputed throne. Sultnn M&ss* 
kotul fled for safety to a rebbaut, or walled enclosure, in the neighbot- 
hood; but, being immediately pursued and discovered in liis retreat, the 
ii n for tun a to monarch was conducted by his enemies to the presence 
of his brother, by whom* with aUattached to his person, he wan confined 
to the fortress of KCirri. The blind Mahommed, in the meantime, 
devolving the royal authority to his son Ahmed, the hitter repaired 
shortly afterwards to the place of the deposed MA&skoud’a confinement, 
accompanied by the sons ot Y fl8snt Sebektcggiu, and Ally K. ha is ban - 
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A. H. 4 is. of the public in the fortress of Deidy. The power of his s u eeessor. was 
A ~ D ' not however destined to experience any considerable duration. To* 
il-ahhUuir gbrel ^ au M»»Turklisb chitf, educated under the protection ofSultan 
Moudftti the son of MuBskmd, had been entrusted by that monarch 
with the government ofSriestiun ; and about this period declaring bis 
.independence, proceeded towards Ghezntn, Abdurfashid retired into 
the citadel as soon as the insurgent was known to have approached

ip, Xihnfilie becoming master, the castle made no extraordinary resistance. Ab- 
aasiitrrlin M f durrashid with all the surviving sons of Sultan .Mahmud, nine in num- 
OUcimln. bt-r, now fell into the hands ofTogbrel, by whom they were every one 
of them i tntnediatejy pn t to death, The usurper t hen ford bly espoused 
the daughter ol .MossuourJ, tmd tli«siiter ofhis benefactor: and .fssiim- 
i film he royal authority, together with the eternal execration of man. 
kind has been branded to posterity by the title of ToghreJ the traitor— 
Tog fn 1 1- Kit ufft r-Niintmmtf. 

Noushtekein llatijeb Kherkheiz, one of the principal Amdr* of 
Gheznin, who held at this period the government of that part of llin- 
dustiiun extending to the frontiers of Dehly, which had reluctantly 
submitted to the yoke of the Mahommedans, received intelligence of 
the usurpation with equal honor, and displeasure; and he determined 
w iihom delay to subdue and chastize the author of it. lie wrote, how¬ 
ever, in the first instance to Upbraid the daughter of Muasaoud, and 
the nobles oi t ihezniii, with their ignominious acquiescence in the pro* 
treed mgs of the traitor. Several of the chiefs, who still privately dor- 
ished the design of vengeance against the usurper, spurred on by the 
> st r< T r °a*bcsconveyed in the letters from Noushtekem, immediately 
formed a conspiracy to destroy the ungrateful rebel; and accordingly, 
when he had been suffered to indulge himself in his dream of sovenTbm 
power fora period of forty days, and while he was giving audience to 
bis court, seated on the throne of the warlike and victorious Mahmud, 
that public opportunity was selected by the conspirators for the ex¬ 
ecution of i heir vengeance; the odious usurper being suddenly attacks i, 
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and hewed to pieces on the spot, Tire reign of Abdurrashid appears 
to have terminated in less than a twelve month.

tegg’m, and eleventh of the monarch® of Ghe/.nin. 

Soon after the accomplishment of this deserved and signal act of 
vengeance, Noushtekcin Klmrklutuz arrived al Gheznln; and discover¬ 
ing on inquiry that there still survived in the castle, three of the race 
ofSebektcggiii.Fiirrukhzaiid, Ehraiihim, mid Shuju, the nobles concur* 
red with him in allotting the throne to the former; who was accordingly 
brought from his prison, and invested with the authority of his an¬ 
cestors. 

Early in the reign of this prince, encouraged by the revolutions 
which appeared to convulse the monarchy ofUhpznm, Arnett DiOnd, 
or David, of the raccofSe(juk t hastened towards that capital, to take 
advantage of the supposed prevailing troubles. He was, however, g.d- 
Inntly opposed in the field by Noushtekoin with the troops of Fur- 
rukhzaud ; and totally defeated with infinite loss of baggage and equip¬ 
ment, in a conflict which endured from sun rise to the close of day, mid 
iti w hich the adverse squadrons appeared to aim at nothing less than 
mutual extermination. The troops of FurrAkhzoud, with their tri¬ 
umphant general, returned with glory to the metropolis. 

This victory having produced sufficient stability to the power of 
Funuklizmid, that prince with a victorious army and idnnidable equips 
im nts, now proceeded towards the province ofKhorassaon ; while on 
tla 1 part of the house of Scljuk, K vllUnurek, one of their most distin¬ 
guished gi nerals, with a numelons force, hastened to oppose bis march. 
Another dreadful conflict ensued, which like many that preceded if, 
might cattily have surpassed tin- eloquence of the historian todeserihe ; 
but w hieli, however, again terminated, in favor of the arms of Furriikh- 
zmid: Kellisaurck, or Kallisauirek, stud Severn! others of I he Sel juEian 
eoinmonders becoming his prisoners. J ntetlk^eure of this Inst defeat 
of hk troops being conveyed to Tcheghor, sometimes called Jaulfer 
Hep, n third army was imimdiatrjy dispatched by that prince, to re¬ 
trieve these aceuraul tit d misfortunes, under the orders of his own son, 
the renowned and warlike Alep Arslan. \ ictory tiovv changed sales. 
the brave and able Koushtckcin Kherkheiz tv as defeated by that illus- 
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A. II. 4 ™. trioiii prince, mid many of the Gheznhn Atnem were destined in 
A. U. tea s. turn jo experience the evils of captivity. Having thus reestsib* 
lcmliuih. Jished the superiority of his arms, Alep Arslan appears to have for¬ 
borne the prosecution of his victorious career,, and to have returned 
in ail the pomp of triumph to the presence of his lather. In the mean 
time, to evince Ins respect for the character of his illustrious adversary, 
F u r rbk h 2 a u d d e te rm i n ed 0111 h p i mmed i ate and gratuitou s ei 1 1 a rgem en t 
of Koliisaurck, and his associates in captivity, whom ha accordingly 
dismissed with splendid Khelauts. This act of liberality produced a 
corresponding sentiment on the part of the Seljfikians, by whom the 
whole of lhe Gheznian prisoners were, in a similar manner, immedi¬ 
ately restored to liberty and their friends. 

About a twelve-month previous to his death, Furrukhzaud, who is 
di fferently represented in the Rouaut-iJssuff&,ajid the TnrikhgA ssfidab, 
by the tonner as theson of Mussaoiui, ami by the hitter as that ofAb- 
dnrrashid, was exposed to considerable danger from the treneherv of 
his slaves; who formed a conspiracy to destroy him while in his bath, 
T he assassins had succeeded in forcing their way 10 ids person, and 
were hastening to the execution of their nefarious design, when the de¬ 
fenceless monarch* by a fortunate exertion, possessed himself of one 
of their scimitars 7 with w Inch he contrived to protect himself until Ins 
attendants, becoming apprized of the danger, rushed into the apartment, 
and put the conspirators to the sword. This attempt produced such 
nu effect upon the mind of the prince, that he ever afterwards evinced 
a contemptuous indifference for the things of tins world, as in con¬ 
stant expectation of t lie period at wInch he w;ls to leave it. A iter a reign 
of si x years, he died of a cholic, or complaint in the bowels, in the very 
flower of life, and in the lour hundred and fiftieth year of the Hidj crab.

Of the two expeditions successfully conducted into Hindustan n by Kb*bu*aiit. 
Sultan llnauhim, it would be here unnecessary to enter into t he narra- 1 
live. The curious reader will doubtless find them sufficiently detailed 
in the translation of Ferishtah by colonel Scott; at all events, all that can 
be requisite to be apprized ol'orr the subject, may be seen with advan¬ 
tage from the elaborate pen of Mr. Maurice, in his more recent history 
of that harras$cd,and most in teresting country. We shall be contented 
with stating that he hears w ith historians in general, the character of 
a just and pious prince, uniformly distinguished for the most liberal 
and diffusive charity ; and that he died in the four hundred and ninety 
second of the 11 idjcrab,* al ter a protracted reign, of two and forty lunar 
years. 

MossiOVB the third, the son of Ihrauhim, eleventh of the race of 
Sebekteggin, and thirteenth of the monarch^ ofGhezntn. 

Surpassing in the benevolence of his manners and in tUe liberality of Fens Mai. 
his disposition, this prince early signalized his love of justice by abo¬ 
lishing the arbitrary contributions levied upon the people bv his prede¬ 
cessors, and by con finning to the relatives of his blood, and to the 
Amcirsot his court, the possessions allotted to them by Sdtran 1 hrauhijn: 
and he contrived to secure himself against the hostile enterprises of Muss a odd, iTtd 
the bouse of Seljnk. by marrying the princess Melied-e-Irik, (the era- andxiflih ot-the 
die of Irak) the daughter of Melek Shah, and sister of Sultan Sunjiir. ,m,lLirtlii,llt ' l ' r3r 

In the reign of Mussaoud the third, being advanced to the dignity 
of lieutenant general of Hindustaun, (to be understood in this place, 
however, and indeed for the most part where it occurs in the history 
of the Ghez uuv ides, as com prebend ing little more than the countries of 
the I’unjaiih) Haujeb Toghaletein, led a body of troops from Labour 
across the Ganges; and pushing his conquests beyond those of any 
former gen end of [sslviin, the victorious Muhin Ad alone excepted, and 
renewing the cruel scenes of pillage and desolation, extended through 
the country by that remorseless conqueror, he was suffered to return 
in triumph to the capital of his government. 

After a reign of sixteen years unmolested by untoward events, or 
by turbulence in any shape, Sultan Mftss&oud became, in the five huu- 
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ilresl and eighth of the Hidjerah, an inmate of the abodes of eternal 

rest. 

I t is affirmed on the authority of the Tarikh guzeiriuh. that on the 
death of Mfasloud, his son Ktimmiml-nd-doulah Sheirzaud ascended 
the throne of Glveztiin; hut that he was cut oflf, at the ex pi ration of a 
twelvemonth, that is to say, some time in the five hundred and ninth of 
the Hidjerah, by Ilia brother Arslan Shah; although the narrative of 
other historians has introduced the reign of the latter, without interme¬ 
diation, next after that of Mdssftoud. 

Aim. a x Sh n sou of Miissamul, twelfthofthe raceofSebekteggin, 
and fourteenth of the monarehs of Gheznin, 

It appears, at alievents that having, hv some measure of violence, 
usurped the diadem of Ghezmn, Arslan Shah proceeded to seize, and 
imprison, id l of his surviving brothers that he could lay hands on ; but 
one of these, Helmut Shah, escaping for protection to the court ofhis 
uncle, Sultan Sun jur the son of Melck Shah, who at this period presided 
over Kbomssaun, as the lieutenant of his brother Mahommed, that 
prince accompanied the illustrious exile, at the head of a powerful 
army, towards Gheznin ; defeated and expelled the usurper, and suc¬ 
ceeded in seating Behram Shall on the throne of Mahmud. Arslan 
Shah availing himself however of the return of Sultan Sunjur into 
K hofasBaun, immediately recoiled upon his brother; whom he compel¬ 
led a second time to throw him8elfb|jon the protection of bis unde. 
Every expedient was now resorted to, on the part of Arslim Shah, to 
divert that prince from espousing the cause of his brother: and among 
others. Ids mother, the Mehed-ki-Mk, formerly adverted to, was en¬ 
trusted with the sum of two hundred thousand dtnuurs* tn order to 
purchase the forbearance of Sultan Sunjur. The latter disdained how¬ 
ever all proposals to abandon the support of his nephew ; and again 
advancing towards Gheznin, within » league of that metropolis gave 
battle to Arslan Shuh wilii bis asu«lg6St||oriurt»*;theh«erhfdog again 
totally defeated, inagreat measure, through the dfotiifgnished gallantry 
of AhOI Eazzel prince of Seicsta.in, who had accompanied Sultan 
Sunjur on tins last expedition. Arslan Shah made the best of Ins w tv 
into the territory beyond the Indus, while hi, victorious antagonist 
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proceeded to take possession of Ghcznin ; and having remained at that A. H. M84S. 
place for a period of forty days, he once more committed the govern- A ‘ D ' > 
mem to Behnm Shall, anti returned into Khorassaun. ler&UUi. 

On information that the Seljukiati was attain withdrawn into his 
own province, Arslan Shah, assembling a fresh army among the troops 
of the Pu hjaub, anti of the other prov inces of Hindustani* which had 
been subjugated to the authority of the race of Sebckteggin, ad¬ 
vanced towards Gheznin, for the third time, to contend with his bro¬ 
ther, for the throne of Mahmud. Behram Shah who felt himself still 

unequal to such a contest on the strength of liis own resources, found , 
it expedient on this occasion to retire to the fortress of Bfctufeiu The 
power ofhisu nek was. however, again successfully exerted in his behalf; 
the usurper Arslan Shall was expelled for the last time from Gliezniu, 
and sought ail asylum among the Afghan tribes ; but being pursued 
by the troops of Sultan Sunjur, he was immediately taken and deli¬ 
vered up to his brother, by whom the views of an aspiring and turbulent 
ambition were now fondly terminated by the all-subduing stroke of 
death. This event is said to have taken place in the five hundred and 
twelfth oftheHidjerah, when lie had, at intervals, possessed the sover¬ 
eign power, for a period of about three years. \V e find it further stated, 
that, during the turbulent and unsettled government of Arslan Shall, 
the greater part of the city «f Gbezuin was consumed, by lightning 
from heaven. 

Sult.m Alla-utl-douinh Beh u Ail Shah the son of Mussaoud, thir¬ 
teenth of the race of Sebek teggin, and fifteenth of the luonarelis of 
Ghcznin. 

Without entering into the details of Ferishtah it will be sufficient 
for our purpose to relate, that on his permanent accession to the throne 
of his ancestors, Bell ram Shah evinced not less by his love of justice, 
and his attachment to the society of the learned, than by the splendour Bf.tttmv Sant, 
and magnificence of his actions, that be was worthy of his exalted 
destiny. To him was dedicated the first translation, from Arabic into aK 1U Kim ' 
Persian, of the kaleila Ditmna, the fables of livid pai, au Indian sage, 
originally so culled. A translation from the language of India, into 
PeblTV, the ancient idiom of the Persians, had been of old, mul with 
much labour and difficulty, executed by the enlightened Jduzurtche-

i’cu^ljt jIl the copy now translated under the patronage of Behram Shah. From 
the more abstruse and obscure stile in which it still stood, it was finally 
rendered into more familiar and intelligible Persian, rejecting the Ara¬ 
bic measures, or verso, altogether, and denominated the Anwar So- 
HEV tv—the lights of the star Canopus—in the ti me of Sultan Hdasey ne 
Miras of the house of Sc fly, by Mulla Hussey ne Wauzz the Kaushc- 
fi te. The Meklizin-ul-essraur, or magazine of mysteries, of Nizammy, 
was another work composed under the patronage of Behram Shall* 
Sultan Behram Shah is stated to have been engaged in several expe¬ 
ditious to the territory beyond the Indus, principally directed to chas¬ 
tize the refractory proceedings of Malinin med Bablim; who bad been 
constituted lieutenant general ofLlhour, under the authority of'Arslan 
Shall, and who had presumed to display, the standard of hostility against 
that of his ultimately triumphant brother. On the twenty seventh of 
Ramzaun, of the five hundred and twelfth of the llidjerah, befell how¬ 
ever into the hands of the rovai armies ; but after a short detention in 
imprisonment, bis offence was overlooked, and lie was restored to Jus 
post, oflieutenant general of the Mussulman conquest* in Hindustani!. 

Availing himself, however, of the S ft Iran's return toGheznlu, Mahom- 
med Bahliin proceeded, among the mountains of Sewaulik, to erect the 
fortress of Nagftr; where, as in an impregnable asylum, he secured his 
family and most valuable effects. Then raising a numerous force of 
Arabs, Persians, Kb ilj tun Turks and Afghans, and with their assistance, 
obtaining repeated advantages over the surrounding infidel states, he 
became by degrees so eluted with Ins good fortune, that be raised his 
views at last to the aim of independent conquest, and sovereign power. 
Thi# occasioned the second expedition of Bahrain Shalt. I u the neigh¬ 
borhood of Multnun, that monarch was again met by the ungrateful 
rebel, accompanied by his ten sons; and was opposed with ati obstinacy 
which, ill the language of the orientals, had been seldom exhibited to 
the v a u Ited ex pause of heaven, The j cat p u njshme n t of j ngratitu dc 
was, however, at lust, once more signally exemplified in the total defeat 
of Buhlim ; who, with the whole of his ten sons, plunging in the preci- 
pit utica of their flight, into a mars h-pi t, or quagmire, jt hey wete, with all 
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that accompanied them, enti rely a wallowed up, not a vestige of the lime A. II. S4S-4T, 
or his rider being ever discovered. Having thus successfully vindi- A.D. nje & g. 
cated his authority, Behram Shah, leaving the territory of the Punjaub Fcmlusb. 
to the care of Salaur Hfisseym?, returned to enjoy the fruits of his vie- 
torv, in the bosom of his capital. 

Unfortunately conceiving, towards the close of bis reign, some cir¬ 
cumstance of displeasure against Ktitbudik'iu Mahommcd Ghourv, who 
appears to have been bis son in law, the Sultan caused him to he put 
to death. On which, to avenge the injury, Seyf-ud-dcm Sflry the bro¬ 
ther of the deceased, immediately marched an army to the attack of 
Gheznin; white Behram Shall considering himseIf, it seems, unequal 
to the defence of bis copi tid, abandoned it to the invader, and withdrew 
to Kermaun ; not the well known province of that name, but a city 
standing mid-way between Gheznln and the Indian territory, in pos¬ 
session of the Afghans; who, from its si I nation among the hills,and the 
nature of the country unfavorable to the operations of cavalry, had 
made it their principal abode. 5eyf-ud-deiu entered Ghezniu with¬ 
out resistance, and relying on the tractable temper of the inhabitants, 
ventured to send back his brother Allh-ud-dein, with most of his ex¬ 
perienced commanders, and the greater part of his army, to their na¬ 
tive country, But although be continued to conduct himself with 
uniform moderation towards tile citizens, and no sort of disposition to 
oppressor ill-treat them, had been in any instance evinced on the part 
of his followers, the people of Gbtrzntn, with every outward demon¬ 
stration of attachment tot lie government ofSeyf-nd-deiri, still cherished 
a desire for the return of theirlegitimate sovereign; with whom it was 
not difficult, privately, to open a correspondence. 

Accordingly when winter set in, and the drifting snows bail com¬ 
plete! v intercepted the communication through the mountains of 
Glmur, Behram Shah at the head of a considerable body of A fg Linns, and 
Khiljies, and other uncivilized tribes of the desert, appeared in the 
neighborhood of Ghezniu; W hen there remained, however, a distance 
of not more than tw o or three farmings between him and his capital, 
Seyf-ild-dciu received intelligence of his approach ; and, confiding to 
their hollow professions of attachment, entered into consultation with 
the men of Ghezniu, whether ho should abide the issue of a conflict 
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A. If. with his adversary', or withdraw towards Gliour. The people ofGbcz- 

A. l>. liao-53, Qj|] } $te ( Jfast to their hypocritical design, and forgetful of their oblj- 
Feriilitali. Ration as honest counsellors, at the moment they were determined to 
betray him, urged the unwary prince by every consideration to give 
battle to the Shah. Seyf-ud-dein, adds Ferishtah, like Mou turn men,* 
betrayed by those whose counsels were actuated by an attachment 
to the interests of theenemy, quitted Gheznin accordingly; and at the 
head of the inhabitants, accompanied by a slender guard ofGhouri- 
nns, drew out to oppose the further advance of Sultan Itch ram. But 
before he had boon yet permitted to put forth those proofs of military 
skill and exertion, which might have been apprehended from his for¬ 
mer fame, the men of Gheznln.sewed his person, n ud perfidiously de¬ 
livered him up to his mortal enemy. 

Thus unexpectedly betrayed, Seyf-ud-dein wasnow mounted, by the 
instructions of Sul tan fit hrani, with his face blackened, on a half starved 
and disabled bullock ; and in that state he was paraded th rough the* tree ts 
of Ciliczuin, exposed to the mockery and derision of the women and 
children, and of the white-beards of the whole city; who followed in 
tlie train, to insult and u [.braid him with their abusive and opprobrious 
clamours. lie was then put to death with every species of ignominy 
HUd torture, that the most inveterate cruelty could put in practice, and 
h is head was ultimately taken offimd transmitted toSultanSunjur; white 
Scvnd iMudjid-ud-dein who liad officiated as prime minister, was ei¬ 
ther impaled, or suspended to a gibbet, 

Burning with indignation, at the horrible intelligence wltfch reached 
him of his brothers fate, Allu-ud-dem IltWyueSury determined ,ri 
immediate vengeance; and, for that pur pose marched short I v after wards 
w,th an army longi.iured to the conflicts of death, towards Gheznin- 
while Behraiu Shah, on his part, on information of bis app^rb 
sc mik'd ins troops, and proceeded from lm capital with equal r’eso 
In non and diligence, to give him battle. He dispatched, however in 
the first instance, an agent to AlH-ud dcin, to warn him of the fearful 
consequences of Ids rash, and unprofitable design ; to admonish him, 
before it was yet too late, to recede from his vindictive projects ; for 
* Advcubg is tbt tamrtbm in *i.kb Uiat princew« wilil Lia ^ 
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that the hardy warrior*, the iron-bodied elephants, which he liadpre* 
pared to crush him, were thousands itt number—Tobaware therefore, by [ 
committing his fate to a conflict so dreadful, of bringing, at one blow* 
inevitable destruction upon his whole race. By AIIA-ud dein it was 
announced to him, in reply, that the recent act ol barbarous cruelty of 
whiqh he was the author, was a manifest presage, on the contrary, of 
the impending downful of the Gbcz nuian monarchy ; that when the 
monarch of a civilized nation led his armies against the territory of a 
neighboring state, though the consequences might he oltcii destructive 
to many valuable and innocent individuals, vet, they were iteier 
compunied by those circumstances of barbarous cruelty and insult, 
which bud disgraced htscouduct towards thennfcrtunateSeyf-ud-dem. 
*» Doubt not" concluded the Ghourian, “ that providence, in its just 
« retribution, and as a conspicuous and tearful example to the world, 
* l will crown my hopes of revenge with victory. Let not Behrun Shah 
t* repose too securely on the vaunted strength ot his elephants I or 
though ire have Ids elephants, have I not my warlike, and iiivinci-, 
«ble KinTmcils'' ? adverting to two brothers of that name, the elder 
and the younger, distinguished, among the Amrirs of Alhi-ud-dein s 
army, for their martial prowess and superior strength. 

The annunciation of this reply is said, at all events, to have commu¬ 
nicated an unfavorable impression to the mind of Belir&m Sluih, al¬ 
though he contrived to conceal his uneasiness from the observation at 
his followers; and the armies continuing to approach, a buttle became 
ui length, no longer avoidable. In tin,* course oi the action, the elder, 
or greater K liemteil rushed into the con diet. With the impetuous lory 
of I lie animal lie was about to assail, mid singling out one of the Shah s 
largest and noblest elephants, buried his dagger in its bowels t the 
animal sunk down upon its assailant, and both immediately perished 
together. The younger Khormdl, more fortunate, killed his elephant, 
and escaped without injury. 

In eh yet the other elephants are stated upon tills, like a herd of oxen 
or buHaloes, to have tied terror-stricken through the field ; and A11ft- 
ud-di in llflsseyne, with his Amcit*, in a determined aiul violt lit effort 
directed towards the person of Be h rain Shah, already half subdued bv 
supersti tious terrors,gave to the (j hvznnms sdtL'iuUulcNpericJicc ol tiictt 
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a' D m* ae ' lity Snd adroitnws flt the worit of Doulut Shah the son of 

BehlwnShab * lh * lieutenant general of his father's armies, a brave and 
skillul soldier, had long since fallen in the conflict; and the wretched 
parent bereaved of heart and hand, now fled from the field of bottle, 
directing his flight towards the Indus: but unable to survive the loss 
ot his son, in addition to his other misfortunes, he became soon after¬ 
wards the vict im of his sorrows. He died, after a diversi fled reign of 

five and thirty years, in the five hundred and forty seventh of the Hid- 
jerah. 

Kiiossaou Shah the son of Belt ram Shah, fourteenth of the nee 
ot bebekteggin, and sixteenth of the monarch* of Gheznin. 

Notwithstanding the above relation it is now asserted, as given on the 
testimony of the best established history, that Behmm Shah thing at 
Cliezmn, usson M.ossrouShah was raised, by the united concurrence 
oi the nobles, to the throne of Im ancestors. But intelligence, at the 
SMmc period, successively arriving of the approach of Allfi-ud-ddn 
Humytie, thenew monarch with hiscourl and the whole of his femtlv 
immediately withdrew beyond the Indus, and fixed his residency»

sauz—the ccnlkgrator. In retaliation for the death ofSeyud Mudjid- b-* i&a-a a 
ud-dein his brother’s minister, lie caused a number of tlie Seynds of 
Gheztitn to be conducted to Feyrotizkoh, each with a bag of cart It 
suspended to his neck ; where on their arrival they were all be head off, 
and the earth of which they had been the bearers, being mixed up into 
mortar with their blood, was applied to construct the towers of the 
castle of that place. 

Reiving on the assistance of Sultan Sunjur the Seljukian, Khosurou 
Sim ii hastened, on the departure of AI Itl-itd-dein, at the head of 3 power¬ 
ful army from Labour for the purpose of recovering his capital, 

Sultan Sunjur having been, however, about this period, defeated and 
taken by the Ghozzian Turkmauns, and the latter advancing with 
considerable expedition inwards Giieziiin, Kbosmtm Shah declined a 
contest with those barbarians, and returned to Labour, TheGhozzians 
continued in possession of Ghezuln for two* years afterwards, when 
it was wrested from them by some of the Gliouriaii princes; from whom 
at the expiration of a further interval, not exactly stated, it was again 
taken by Khossrou Melek, of w hom hereafter. 

From other authorities it would however, it seems, appear that when 
Kliossrou Shah tied into the territory eastward of the Indus, from the 
dreaded vengeance of AUu-ud-dein jahansouz, the Ghonrian proceeded 
to add to hi a other conquests those of 1 Tikken, or perhaps Bikkenahad, 
Gurriiinseyr, and Kandahaur; w hich leaving to the management of his 
nephew* Sultan Gheyauth-ud-dein Mabommcd, he withdrew 1 as for¬ 
merly into G hou r. But Kliossrou Shah returning with a formidable army 
from the Punjatib, for tlic purpose of repossess ing Ji imself of Ghezn in, 
he received from AUfe-ud-deinovertures towards a treaty of peace; in 
which it was proposed that the city ami castle of Bikkenahad should 
be ceded to the G hou nan, and that the Shall should be satisfied with 
the restoration of Ids capital. These terms being peremptorily re¬ 
jected by K boss ro u, A Ilk- ud-dein is stated to have conveyed to him a 
stanza of four lines to the following effect. “ That vengeance of which 
** the foundation was kid by thy lather—hath already wrought surti-

again compelled to retire to Lahou r; where, aftcra prccarionsand turb< i - 
lent reign of seven years, he ultiinately died, in the five hundred and 
fifty-fifth* of the IJjcijerab. 

Kitosstou Melek the son of Khossron Shall fifteenth of the race 
of Sebekteggm, seventeenth and hist of the mouarehsof Gheantn. 

Succeeding to the sovereign power on the death of hi-; father at 
Labour, this prince is represented to have signally augmented tltespU-u* 
dor of that metropolis, hy several memorable proofs ofa just and bene- 
vofout spirit, I’or some time lie contrived to secure to hifl authority, the 
whole of the countries which had been subjugated eastward of the 
KnoswouWitLEir, Indus, by his predecessors, the SAltans tbrauhiin, and Bchrain Shall. 
•wart^oflXiaiu! But Shahaub-ud-dem Mahotnmed the Ghourian, the nephew of Alla- 
ud-dein, not satisfied with bis acquisition of the metropolis of his an* 
ces tors, now extended his ambitious views to bereave him of Ms re- 
remaining domioimts in Hindustaun. Having previously reduced 
Pawfaawer, the country of the Afghans, Multaun, and Sind, heat 
length appeared, iutlic five hundred and seventy sixtbof the Hidjerah,| 
under the walls of Labour. Unable to con (end with the invader in 
the field of battle, Khossron Melek withdrew into the city; but bv 
the delivery of his infant son Mele k Shah as an hostage, together with 
his best and finest elephants, into the hands of his besiege, he suc¬ 
ceeded in redeeming himself from present subjugation ; the Uhourtua 
consenting to return this time to Ghexnln short of his object. 

Four veurs afterwards however, namely, in the five hundred and 
eightieth oft he Hidj.rali.J Sfili.in Shahaub-mUeiii resumed his bos- 
tUc ih'sisus, and appeared a second time before the w dls of J^hn 1/ 

KhoSsrou k himself, as formerly, within the fortifications

(jliouriau was compelled ouee more to abandon i t; and he proceeded A. li. i ifM-B a.

to over-awe the capital of the Puiijnub, and to secure his own access 
whenever he found it convenient to resume his project. Then confiding 
the defence of the new' fortress to one of his bravest officers, lie returned 
to Ghe7.11 to, Siaulkote was in vested, immediately on the departure of 
Shahaub-ud-detn, by K hossrou MeLek assisted by a body of Coggers, 

Kali karts, or Giokvrs, but without success. 

In the nitran time convinced, liy repeated failure, that all attempts 
to reduce Labour by open force would be in vain, Shahaub-ud-dein 
determined at last on having recourse to stratagem, for the attainment 
of his cuds. For this purpose, affecting to have laid aside nil further 
views of his hostility towards Khossron Mfikk, he proceeded in the 
five hundred ami eighty second of the 11 idjerah,* to equip his hostage 
MMek Shah, now about ten years of ape, with all things suitable to 
his birth, and dismissed him to pay a visit to his father at Labour, in 
charge of certain of his officers, in whose discretion he could with con¬ 
fidence repose. These he privately instructed to excite and encourage 
iu the young prince a propensity for drinking: to employ every device 
in their pom r to retard his journey; and for that purpose to make 
as many' baits as possible during their progress. Delighted beyond 
measure at the intelligence w hich was conveyed to him, of the ap¬ 
proaching interview with Ids long absent chi Id, Khossroti Mclek in the 
contemplation of that single object, abandoned his usual circumspec¬ 
tion ; and reposing a blind confidence in the pacific and friendly views 
of the Ghourian, entirely resigned himself to a scene of mirth and Ics- 
tlvity. “ lit that throne and state/’ observes the author, quoting a 
saying of the Persians, “ there must arise confusion ami sorrow—*\vhere 
* 4 the foresight of the prince is inferior to that oi the shepherd for his 
«* dock,” Thus white the young M 61 ek Shah was prosecuting his 
journey, Shahaub-ud-dein suddenly quitted Gheznm at the head of 
twenty thousand cavalry lightly equipped, and furnished with one or

Ut Karim B’imr Utah Ahmed the son of Mahotnmed, second of 
the Issmaiiiliau Kind ilk. 

This prince was the legitimate successor to Ids father’s power: but 
towards the close of bis reign, a school master of the name of Abd 
y c 7 . zeid revolting agei nst his authority, and being joined by* multitude 
of the turbulent and disaffected, lie was defeated in buttle, and com¬ 
pelled to shut himself up in the fortress of Melifidiah, on the sea coast 
eastward of K air wan. There he was besieged by the insurgents, and 
in that situation, dying in the course of the three hundred and thirty 
fourth of the J liiljerahtf lifter a reign of twelve years, he led a will by 
which his surviving son was nominated to succeed. 

VI M uusiir-lw-khwut-l Hah Issmalil the son of 11 KiV-im, third 
of the Issmau 11 inn Khalils. 

Artfully concealing the death of his father this prince, on succeeding 
to the sovereign authority, with equal gallantry and skill attacked and 
defeated bis besiegers : and detaching some of his bravest soldiers in 
pursuit of Abu Ycjtzeid, the rebel was soon taken and brought to Ins 
presence. The punishment allotted to the unfortunate pedagogue 
was rather a singular one; ho was confined to an iron cage, with an 
ape for his companion ; and having !*een in that manner exposed for 
several days, he was ultimately consigned to the sword of the execu¬ 
tioner. 

VI Mutmir, in the three hundred and forty first oi the Hidjerah, 
quitted this abode of pride end folly at the age of thirty nine, und after 
mi-apparently successful reign of seven years.

ami became a monarch of great power and renown ; having in the pro¬ 
cess of time subjugated to his dominion many of the African provinces, 
westward of Egypt, which had hitherto successfully resisted the arms 
of his predecessors. 

On the death of K&fur Ekhshid who held the government of Egvpt, 
under the authority of the house of Abbas, the province being about 
tbc same period afflicted by a dreadful famine, If M&ezz-ud-dein 
availed himself of the opportunity to dispatch one of Ins generals of 
the name of Jauher Kbaud cm, at the head of a great army, and accom- 
panied with an abundant supply of provisions, to take possession of the 
^ i^TvtV i Countr - v ’ ^**‘ s able commander, who was not improbably an eunuch* 
iiu- KJidu. If accomplished Hie reduction of that important province some time in 
E&v iH. the three hundred and fifty seventh of the 11 idjcrah.t (w hik- the Ivindif 

Mdtein swayed the sceptre of the Abbasajdes;) and pitching his tents 
in the centre of the Egyptian metropolis, proceeded to distribute to the 
famished inhabitants the abundant stores which lie had brought for their 
relief. In the course of the same year, am! in conformity with the 
instructions of his master, he laid the foundation of a new city, de¬ 
scribed to be situated midway between Eos taut, mid Mister, and Eyne- 
us-shums, and to which, in honor of his sovereign, he gave the name of 
Kahcrah Ufiezziah; the same that under the more comipt nppi Nation of 
Cairo, and under multiplied vicissitudes, has continued to this day the 
. metropolis of the provi nee. The talents of Jauher were next cm ployed 

in the reduction of Alexandria, and finally of Syria, and even llejuux; 
each of which provinces he is said to have added to the dominions of 
the bsmauilian, gracing the Khotbah and Sikkah throughout the 
whole, with the name of L'l M de z z -ud-de i n - U llah. 

Some years afterwards, namely, in the three hundred and sixty-first 
of the H idjerah, Miiczz-ud-deiu quitted h is former residence in Africa, 
and removed to the new city of Kaherah, which he now declared the 
metropolis of his dominions i and having reigned wi th distinguished

This prince succeeded to the throne of the Egyptian Khaltfs immedi¬ 
ately on the death of his father; and it is stated as asingular circumstance, 
that nitron" those who pledged allegiance to him on the occasion, were 
his own uncle Elcyder, Abu! Femur the node of his father, and an 
uncle of his grandfather; which, it seems, occurred to no other mon- 
arch in Islam, but himself and Harfinrtishid, He proved a mild, 
benevolent.and virtuous prince; and having reigned in great prosperity 
and splendor for the space of one and twenty vetis, he died in Ratn- 
zaun of rlic three hundred and eighty sixth of the Hidjdrah,* the forty 
second of his age. 

I t Hhkcm bitnmer-rilah Abu Ally Mfxscr the non of l'l Azziz* 
sixth of the IssrsfeiiiJinn Khali ft, whs born at Cairo, and the first of 
his race who whs a native of that city. During the reign of 11 
lliibem, we arc informed that a person professing to be a descendant 
from H as hamn the son of Abdul mi-let headed an iusnrrect ion against the 
authority of the Issmauiliaiis; but failing, after repeated conflict^ 
into the hands of the ruling power, he was by the direction of l’l 
Hitkem, mounted on a ctthnel, with his legs bound, and a red capon 
bis head ; while a monkey seated behind him. kept ever and anon, sink¬ 
ing him on the neck and shoulders with hi* paws. When the people 
proceeded however at the close of the ceremony, to dismount him 
from the back of the camel, it was found that, either through shame or 
apprehension, the tin fortunate culprit was become a lifeless corpse, 

About the twelfth year of the reign of L’l Mils cm, such is described 
to have been the profound tmwpiillity which prevailed throughout 
Egypt, ihat he forbad the gut:-soft’aim to be shut at night, as had been 
previously the practice in tiines of the greatest security'; while life 
inhabitants were directed to continue their shops and warehouses open* 
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A. II. ana. ns in the day time, keeping lighted flambeaus at the head of cvety 
A. I>. loos, street ; and in these circumstances the citizens continued to croud the 
KiioiauiMii- nunrket places throughout the night*while the monarch with his courti¬ 
ers panned the streets* accessible to itiecoiiversationoi'iill whomightbe 
disposed to address him. On the authority of thcTurikh gfizcidali it is 
however stated that in every period of his government, it was the prac¬ 
tice of L'l Hikem to traverse the streets of his capital in the manner 
just described ; that on such occasions he usually appeared riding on 
nn ass, without the slightest circumstance of pomp or ceremony; profes¬ 
sing that, like Moses on mount Sinai, lie was going to perform his de¬ 
votions in the presence qf God, And finally that such was the zeal with 
w hich he exerted himself to enforce the rigid observance of tbc hnv. 
that he caused all the gardens and vineyards, in the vicinity of Cairo to 
he destroyed, when he found that the people were not to be otherwise 
restrained from the use of wine, and inebriating liquors. Another point 
which he moreover appears to have been singularly studious to accom¬ 
plish, was to check that unrestrained intercourse lie tween women, 
which lie might have conceived eminently prejudicial to female puritv, 
and domestic happiness, as conducted in the East; and for this purpose 
lie prohibited throughout Ids capital tlm making of women’s shoes, or 
buskins. 

At the same time, w hile he scrutinized with such rigid severity Hie 
irregularities of the public, he is accused of being perfectly indul¬ 
gent towards the private vices and debaucheries of j,j s OV vu family, 
and domestics, which he appears to have thought it but little ex- 
pedicut to investigate. Hence, when he had continued to conduct 
bis government in this (partner Tor about seven yearn, the inhabitants 
of fairo proceeded to dress up the effigies of a womttfi, which, with a 
paper in its hand they contrived to plant in the way of L'l Hikem, in 
his usual progress through the streets. Observing the scroll, the monarch 
hastened to seize and peruse it, and was not a Little enraged to mid 
that it contained a severe and abusive libel on himself uiuUiis prede¬ 
cessors : and in the paroxysm of his fury he gave orders (or a general 
pillage of Ids own capi tel, which terminated In the immediate destruc- 
liuu ot one half of that unfortunate city. 









Towards the conclusion ofliis reign, conccivingshowever, a suspicion 
that a libidinous intercourse was carrying on between his own sister, 
und the general of his army, UT Hitkem sought an opportunity of put- 
ring them both to death. But the general becoming apprized of his 
design, determined to avert the danger by entering into an immediate 
conspiracy against the hie of its author : which, in the course of the 
four hundred and eleventh of the ltidjerah, he carried into successful 
execution. 

According to thestatementsoflhc flonzut-up-su flu, the destruction of 
U1 Jlukem was accomplished in the following maimer. It was usual 
with him, it seems, to ride out every evening on bis ass, to make a circuit 
of the neighboring range of hills which overlooks the city oT Cairo ; 
and professing to have attained to singular skill in astrology, he had 
been frequently known to assert, that if, by a particular night which he 
iianu'd, no mischief occurred to assail him, he had precisely calculated 
that he was destined to outlive the age of four-score. On the evening 
which had been thus previously indicated, he was proceeding to take 
his usual ride, when his mother interposed with the most anxious 
in treaties that, for that night, lie would not leave his palace. For a short 
lime the prince gave way to the importunities of maternal affection ; 
but urged by ait impulse which lie could neither resist, nor account for, 
lie became afterwards impatient; and he declared to his mother, that 
if she did not permit him to prorted on his usual excursion* he was 
verily persuaded that Ills soul would immediately quit her frail enclo¬ 
sure. On this he left the palace, with the determination not unfre¬ 
quent with resolute minds, to brave his destiny. On his arrival at the 
tout of the hill, the conspirators who lay in ambush for his life, rushed 
upon, and easily dispatched him, in the sixty first year of his age, the 
twenty-fifth of his reign.

II living succeeded, with the concurrence of the distinguished classes 
of the inhabitants of UI Kaberah, to the throne of Egypt on the assas¬ 
sination of his father, L’l Zauhir availed himself of the earliest oppor¬ 
tunity, after the effectual establishment of his power* to dispatch bis 
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A. II. 4*1 «f. libidinous aunt, with her suspected pararoou?, to the abode where all 
A , things arc forgotten. 

After an apparetitiy prosperous reign of sixteen years, VI Zauhir 
died, of a dropsical complaint, at the prom at tire age of three and thirty, 
in the tour hundred and twenty seventh of the Hidjerah ;* leaving, like 
his grands ire VI Azziz, a character distinguished for every virtue tha* 
could secure for his memory the Jove and veneration of mankind. 

I l Mi'STASSErB'Ilu h Abu Temeim 5 a un theson of l l Zauhir* 
eighth of the Jssnmuiiiait Kind its, succeeded to the authority of his 
ancestors, when a minor of seven years of age. 

Of the numerous events, which must have distinguished- the unusu¬ 
ally protracted reign of this prince, there are but two which seem to 
have fixed the attention of our ahhrcviator; the first, the appearance in 
Egypt, in the four hundred and forty-sixth of the J fidjerahyf the nino 
fi Mlstawser of MGslunser, of a star of extraordinary magnitude and brilli- 

viililiuf tin* tiliu- biicv, which continued for a long turn- to diffuse its beams with sur- 
H&«f Egypt, prising btslre over the cily of Kaherah , This portended, or at all eve (it*, 

was followed, by a dreadful scarcity ; during which vast numbers of the 
inhabitants daily perished from hunger and want of food. The next 
was a tremendous earthquake which, on the twelfth day nfjRudjuh of 
the year four hundred and sixty 4 shook the city of'Kali era h, and the 
whole land of Egypt, with such singular and astonishing violence, that 
the very fish in the waters of the Nile became sensible o|' its effects. 
The mind ofMusrtanBerwasatthesatne time so powerfully wrought upon 
by the awful concussion, that, in order to allay the disquietude which 
bad seized the hearts of his subjects, he found it expedient to make a 
distribution of his property among the poor, to nri mcalcuhdrleamount. 

The death ofVI MSs turner took place in the four hundred mid eighty 
seventh§ of the Uidjerah, when lie had swayed -the sceptre of Egypt 
for a period of sixty lunar years; a duration which does not appear to 
have been allotted to the reign of any of the monarch* of lslftm, either 
before or after him. 

Mustanser bad originally vested the succession in bis eldest son 
Nezzaur, with the title of Mrhtuufa-ud-dein Vllali; but unhappily 
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feting offence at some circumstance in the conduct of that prince* he 
subsequently ordained that he should have no sort of concern with the 
Kbclaufut; which he then transferred to the younger brother 111 Mils* 
tnutiy H’ilhh Ahmed. Hence arose, on the death ot MAstanser, an 
inveterate Srhism among the Issmaui liana; one party adhering, in 
conformity with the fundamental principle of the Sect t to the original 
choice, and contending for the lmaumut of Neaaaur, for whom they 
accord!nglv claimed the allegiance of the people. Of this was the 
Celebrated 1 1 ussiin* or Hawan Sftbah : xvhilu the other party contended 
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Tj. Mostavliv B’lttAM Abel Kaussem Ahmed the son of L’l 
Mdstanscr, ninth of the Isstnauilian Khalits. 

As soon as he conceived himself insecure possession of the throne, 
the first views of’this prince were directed to obviate the claims ol his 
brother; who declining the contest, fled for the present to Alexandria. Ui. MtwTAtiiiT* 
The governor of that city, a slave of bis father's, gave him however the iXtfaafthe&faiUfe 
most distinguished reception, and immediately acknowledged him as *i 
the legitimate successor to the dominions of his family. liuta pow¬ 
erful force being employed to support the authority of Ui Mustaully, 
the governor of Alexandria was taken in battle, and put to death; and 
N e2 za ur beeomi ug al so the prisoner of the victorious party, was conveyed 
with his two sons to the metropolis, and confined by his more fortunate 

brother to the castle of Cairo, where he died. 

UI Mhstuully now continued to sway the sceptre ol Egypt without

when at the curly age of eight and twenty, he also died, alter a reign

Among the victims, and perhaps one of the earliest* 
that perished by the knives ©f these dangerous and sanguinary fanatics*

The appearance of these obnoxious strangers 
produced, however, among the haughty Mussulman inhabitants an 
agitation so violent, that they immediately wrote, with the concurrence 
of Ul Auzzed, to demand the assistance of Ntir-ud-dein Mahmud, at 
tliis time ruler of Syria and Damascus, and in close affinity with the 
Khalils of the house of Abbas, A body of eighty thousand 
horse, under Assad-ud-dcin Sheirkoh^ or Shiracott/t, was dispatched 
by that prince with all possible expedition, to the relief of the Egypt¬ 
ians; and the ['ranks, like faces lolfuir kitting places, hastily fled, on 
intelligence of the approach of the Syrian genera).

vestige of authority, The circumstance being, however, communicated 
toNur-ud-dein at Damascus, that prince ini mediately dispatched to de¬ 
mand that the K hot ball and coinage of Egy^Jt, should be graced with 
the name and titles of Mhstuuzy of the bouse of Abbas, the reigning 
Khalil 1 'of Baghdad. To this, alter some demur, and the message bad been 
again repeated by the Sultan of Damascus, Stdah-ud-dein, by the ad¬ 
vice of bis principal officer?, at last consented ; and the name of Mu$- 
tunzy was an non need, in the usual forms, from the pulpits of the 
Egyptian capital, in the mo nth, of Mohurriui of the five hundred and

Ln the mean tipic, the unfortunate U1 Auzzed lay stretched on the bed 
of sickness ; and in the course of the same week, unconscious of the 
degradation, hastened to explore the regions of a better world. And 
tints terminated the power of the Issttiiui iiinn, or Eaiiinite Khali is, alter 
it had subsisted tor about two hundred and seventy one lunar years: 
the territory pfEgypt.continuing from tlm time, fora period of some 
duration, under the authority of Salah-ud-dem, and his descendants, 

U'c cannot perhaps close this chapter to greater advantage, than by 
subjoining the author's sketch oi tiie history of 11 ussvin Sabah, the first 
Shuikh-ul Jutibul, or old man of the mountain, and of his successors ; 
w hose dominion was long established in the fortresses of Itudbaur, 
and in the Kohestattn, or momiuinoiw territory between Irak Ajein, 
and the provitiecof Khoraflttftun. 

Un this ftpbject the writer commences his narrative by informing ns, 
that KhiUtjah Nizum-ul-mulk of Tusse, at a sphseqtteiH period the 
distinguished minister of Ahp Arslan, has stated in his W essay m, or Oripfei of licit 
book of precepts, that he, and 1,1 nkkeim Umar Khcyaum, and i(ie sun Sab a a. 
profligate Hen Sabah, pursued their studies at the same time, under 
Immim Mon tick the JS’eyshapirite ; and that on breaking up from 
the seminary, whs re they received their instructions, it wits llirir prac¬ 
tice, to retire together to a private spot; in order to rehearse, and digest 
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4 . H. H20-M, the lesson* which had been last com mini i cat pd to them. Omar Khe- 
A. D, iogo-7i. j, aum wa5 n Xeyshapurinn by birth. The lather of Hussun Sabah, 
Kholnimut- ||y hy name, a man of principles notoriously flagitious, professed 
” “ ' hi (fry If lobe an A rab by extraction, of the race of Sabah the Hdmeiritc, 

or Homyarite ; although the people of Khorassaun, amt the inhabitants 
of TiVsse more particularly, represented this as a gross fabrication; 
maintaining, on the contrary, that his ancestors were nothing more 
than ordinary, or obscure peasants in the neighborhood of that city. 

He this however as it may, tlu&mn Sabah took the opportunity of 
remarking to hi* fellow students, one day, that it was the prevailing 
opinion, that certain favorite individuals among the pupils of [maum 
Mou tick, were destined to arrive at the nob I--si gradations of human 
prosperity. Of one thing at least he expressed the most perfect convir, 
tion—that if this distinguished lot was reserved for any, it was for ei¬ 
ther of them three. He then demanded what engagements they stood 
disposed to enter into, with such u propect before them ? I Its associates 
both replied that they were willing to accede to any terms, that he might 
think it convenient to suggest. On which Hussun distinctly proposed t 
on the same grounds as if they were proceeding on some commercial 
speculation, (hat so far from applying the ad vantages of his good fortune, 
to his own personal enjoyment, the successful individual should be en¬ 
gaged to share them, with scrupulous impartiality, with his two less 
fortunate associates. Anil to this effect a reciprocal agreement was 
accordingly drawn up between them, and executed on the spot. 

In the reign of Alep Arslan of the race ofSeljuk, the same Nizam- 
u 1-mu Ik, as will be seen in its proper place, was advanced to the dig¬ 
nity of the Vizza unit; and his friend 11 ukkeiinOmar, repairingiocourt, 
experienced from his old acquaintance all that could lie expected 
from a conscientious regard to the stipulations between them ; the for- 
tUBateVezZeir telling him, that in conformity to their engagement, lie 
had not tailed to consider the appointment to which lie had succeeded, as 
an advantage in which they were reciprocally entitled to share ; hut, In 
order that he might have an opportunity of bringing his merits under 
the observation of his sovereign, that it behoved him, in some shape 
or other, to enrol himself in the service of the stale: anil nothing should 
he w anting ou his part, at a proper interval, to secure his advancement 
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to stifle distinguished post of confidence and respectability. With 
abundant benedictions on his head, and every expression of applause 
for his faithlii! and honorable adherence to his engagements, Hukkeim 
Omar declined all participation in the splendid destiny of his power¬ 
ful friend; professing, that the stimuli t of hisambit ion was to be all owed, 
in some retired spot, to prosecute his philosophies! studies under the in¬ 
fluence of his protection. As there teas some reason to believe that 
these professions were sincere, the benevolent and distinguished minis¬ 
ter acquiesced in his resolution ; and assigning for his subsi (stance 
an annual pension on the revenues of Neyshapur. of twelve hundred 
meskals* of gold, dismissed him highly gratified with Ids lot. 

Hussun Sabah did not, mi the other hand, present himself to claim 
the recollection of hisearly friend, until the succeeding reign of .Mek-k 
Shah ; when he experienced from Nizam-ul-rniilk a reception not less 
cordial, than the other associates of his studies ; being distinguished 
by that minister with every proof of confidence and liberality, that he 
thought suitable to his merit, or to the claims of their long established 
friendship. The man was, however, not of a disposition to be easily 
satisfied. He embraced an opportunity of intimating to his friend, one 
day, that although he must acknowledge the extreme liberality with 
which he had treated him, yet that this was not exactly commensurate 
with the tenor of their engagements, Nizam-ul-Mulk readily as¬ 
sented to the justice of the remark ; freely adding, that lie was riot 
only entitled reciprocally to share in the dignity and lustre of office, 
but in the claims of inheritance, and every other advantage however 
derived. The minister proceeded accordingly to introduce him to the 
presence of his sovereign, and contrived moreover to give so flattering 
a description of his talents and abilities, that he was speedily admitted to 
a considerable share of the royal confidence. Hut, ihe unprincipled 
profligate no sooner found access to the conversation of the monarch, 
than lie perverted the advantage to the basest purposes of ingratitude. 
For coming to the knowledge of some trifling default, or inaccuracy^ 
in the accounts of the exchequer, of which Ids friend was at the head,

sion of tacts, and ambiguities skilfully disguised, he succeeded in 
producing a degree of conviction of the guilt of his minister, in the mind 
of that prince; although far greater deficiencies vvere to be found in 
the accounts of former ministers, in a tenth part of the period for which 
Nizam-til-mulk now demanded a scrutiny. Providence interposed, 
however, to frustrate bis base designs; for although he succeeded in 
bringing the charge under investigation, the extreme malignity of Ids 
motives, and his violation of the most sacred engagements were so ohvj. 
ous, that at the moment lie was called upon to specify the fallacious 
circumstances in Ids friend's accounts, he was so overwhelmed with 
contempt ami shame, that lie found it impossible to main am fomm, 
in the court ofMelck Shall. 


Such at any rate is the statement furnished on the relation of Nizam 
ul-mnlk himsdl: the author proceeds further to describe, that about 
the period at which he was thus compelled to withdraw from the court 
ol MUek Shah, under circumstances so dishonorable, ami which fell 
out, it would appear, in the four hundred and sixty fourth of the J [id- 
jvrnh, llussun Sabah, or Sabaukh, as it is sometimes perhaps erron- 
cdtisy written, repaired to the city of itey: where falling in with Abdul- 
lmdek the son of Attaush, who was employed in disseminating the 
doctrines of the Issmauilians, he apostatised from the sect of orthodox 
1 mail mites, to embrace the system of those odious schismatics, From 
I ley he went to Uhhmn, and there, still pursued by his apprehensions 
ol the resentment of Me let Shah and ins Vezzelr, he concealed himself 
tor some time, under the protection of a certain Reiss Abul Fazzel ■ 
possddy one of the principal magistrates. Here, in the com*e of con¬ 
versation he could not forbear observing, that with two associates of 
minds congenial with his own, and on whose fidelity fa C0lUd t L 
he conceived it would he no difficult matter to subvert the power of 
t at y ur* t alluding to Mf-lek Shah, and h'us / ow horn ntimut r The 
Reiss, who entertained, it seems, m> contemptible notions of his own 
sagacity, ascribed tli^expressionsto approaching inanity in tbdihind 
ai his guest; and took care, Under that impression, to introduce at his 
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meals, that spectra of diet which was supposed to have the effect of A. H. 4044$ 
composing, or fortifying the brain, Hussim by the strength ofliiaun- A D. uiTl-O Q. 
derstanding soon penetrated the thoughts of his protector, and quitting KbuluuMut- 
his roof, immediately sought another asylum. At a subsequent period 
when he had made himself master of the fortress of Ahnowut, Ahul 
1 ‘nzzel paid a visit to his old acquaintance, by whom he was accosted 
in these terms, ** With the proof before thine eyes bow soon, after $c- 
** curing associates worthy of my confidence, I have succeeded in my 
“ object, art fh'ou now convinced whether my brain, or thine own, was 
in a state of derangement ?” 

In the mean time, I f ussu it Sabah, about the four hundred ami seventy 
first of the 1 lidjerah,* proceeded to try his fortune among Ids fellow 
schismatics in Egypt; where he experienced from Miistanser, the Fa- 
tiniite Khali f, a very hospitable and liberal reception. When bo had, 
however, resided in that country about a year and a half, a serious 
misunderstanding arose between him and the Aineir*id-Jeyush,or lieu* 
ti nantgeneral of the forces, originating in the following circumstance. 

Mijstanser, as we have recently had occcasion to remark, had thought 
fit to exclude his eldest son Nrzzsur from his claim to the succession, 
and to transfer it to the younger brother, Ahmed; and the lieutenant 
general had, on this point, concurred with the views of his sovereign. 

But adhering to the fundamental principle of the sect, which invaria¬ 
bly asserts the predominant right of primogeniture, Hussim Sabah 
proceeded to agitate the people in fiivor of the hmiuinut of Nezzaur; 
and persisting in ids designs, in defiance of the Ameir-ul-Jeytisb, who 
now governed all things at discretion, that minister caused it to he an¬ 
nounced to him, that his residence in Egypt would for the future be 
entirely dispensed with; or might perhaps, be found extremely incon¬ 
venient to him. 

This intimation it tvas not difficult to comp re I tend ; and lie accord¬ 
ingly hastened into Syria, and from thence, leading a precarious and 
wandering life, ultimately into Persian Irak. He continued, however, 
with unremitting activity to disseminate the doctrines of the Lss maui li¬ 
ons, dispersing liisrmissarieaamqng the eaaUeaofllutlbanr, and through 
the territory of the KohestauA. But his exert ions appear to have been 
more particularly directed to gain over to his principles the garrison of

ll 'C ur being embraced by great numbers ofthe people; and when 

the period approached, at which he conceived that he might venture 
to unmask his ambitious designs, we are told that he took up Ins resi¬ 
dence in a town which lay within a convenient distance ofthe fortress, 
on which he appears to have early fixed Ins attention. Here he af¬ 
fected to devote himself, for some time, to a life of abstinence and reli- 
ligious seclusion; until indeed he saw that the greater part ofthe inha¬ 
bitants of Almowut had been brought to include themselves among 

t he jwpsely tesoflssmauiHam ; and they were pneva i led upon, one nigltt, iu 

the four hundred and eighty third ofthe Uidjemh, to introduce him 
privately into their inaccessible abode. 

The government of Almowut was, at this period, held tinder the 
authority of Melck Shah, by a certain Siddy Mehedy; but the influence 
of this officer falling into total neglect, on the introduction of Hussnn 
Sabah, the latter proposed one day to give him three thousand diriams* 
toras much ground w ith in tliefortress, as he could encompass with a bul¬ 
lock’s hide, Mehedy acceded without diffleu Ity to the proposa hand 
the artful adventurer cutting his ox-hide into narrow slips, included 
within them the entire circumference of the works; anti giving to the 
dupe ofliis artifices a draft for the money, on Reiss Mizuflbr.oneofbis 
disciples who was governor of Guirdkoh and Damaghaun, and who 
discharged it without demur, he dismissed him from the fort without 
further ceremony. 

The impregnable fortress, of which lie thus obtained possession, is 
stated to have borne, at some remote period, the name of Atah-Hm&t 
signifying, in the language of the country, “the eagles nest ;”the letters of 
which, in their numerical application, will be found to furnish the 
precise date at which lliissun Sabah became master of the place- 
1 hits, A let-1. Laum-$0. Hai-J. Alef-l. Meim-40. Wau-6. Tai-iu), 
making, when added together, the sum total of 4 s 3 .f

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Having in this maimer provided a secure retreat against the contin- A. !T, 483<&, 
policies of fortune, Hussun Sabah, either by force or favor, succeeded A ' D ~ 1<>i10 ' St 
soon afterwards in extending his authority over the whole territory of 
Kudbaur; an event which encouraged him to dispatch Hulsey tie 
Kaubtv or Kuyny, one of his principal adherents, to effect the conver¬ 
sion of the natives of the Kohcstuiiti, who were in a little time also brought 
to submit to the power of the adventurer. In the mean time one of 
the generals of Melck Shah, to whom the territory ofRiidbaur had 
been assigned in feoff, felt himself called upon to make some degree of 
exert ion for the recovery of Almowut;and having repeatedly laidwaste 
the circumjacent country, he succeeded at last in reducing the garrison 
and inhabitants to the verge of despair. Rut Hussun continued to sup¬ 
port the resol ution of h is d isc i pies, by ass u rn n oca of a i d 1 rom t he ir I m a it oi; 
alluding to Mustanser, the Issinauilian Khalil'of Egypt. 

Very opportunely for the views of Hussun Suhali, the person from w hom 
he had suffered such serious annoyance, happened to die at this crisis, 
and to relieve him for some time from his embarrassments. But, in 
the beginning of four hundred and eighty-five,* he was again consi¬ 
derably straitened by the exertions of Ameir Andantausli Haujeb,; 
another of t he generals of Mclek Shah, who was directed by his sover¬ 
eign to resume the blockade of Ahnowut. tinier these circumstan¬ 
ces, being joined by a considerable reinforcement dispatched to Ins 
assistance by Oehdsor Abfi Ally, one of his proselytes at Kaz vein, 

Hussun boldly sallied out in the night, and surprising the camp of his 
besiegers, compelled them to a precipitate flight; the fugitives com¬ 
municating no slight symptoms of disorder and dismay to the army of 
Mel> k Shah, to which they fled for protection. The views of that 
prince seemed, however, more particularly directed to the reduction of 
the Kobestaun, where HusseyneKAyny had been singularly successful 
in disseminating the principles of fanatic i sin and revolt; and a consider¬ 
able force had been accordingly sent to that quarter, under an able chief 
ofthcnanieot KuzzuJ Saurck.f On the approach of the troops of Meick

a. P, long, fortress, or east 1c of Moumenahad, which was immediately ini vested by 
Kh-I.m^ut- y^zui SiUirck. Jlist however as the place was on the point of retiuc- 
u ' lion, the report arrived that Nizam-ul-mulk, the Vezzeir, bad been as¬ 
sassinated hy one of the fanatic disciples of Hussun Sabah ; and the 
death of M£lek Shah, which followed soon after that event, produced 
an immediate dispersion of the army employed before Moumenahad. 
The affairs of the schismatics now advanced with uncoiUro tiled rapi¬ 
dity ; and the unprincipled zealots of the sect dispersing themselves 
through'the east, were enabled to plant their daggers in the bosoms of 
many of the noblest and wisest individuals, who had ventured to op¬ 
pose the progress of their detestable doctrines. The success of the 
Ionian Ilians was further promoted by the contest which ensued be¬ 
tween the Sultans Burguiaurufc, or Burguiaurug, anti Mahommed the 
from ofM&tek Shah ; during which the disci pies of Hussun Sabah were* 
permitted to reduce the fortresses of fin irdkbh, and Laumseir. 

SultanMahommedbecoming, however,on the death ofBuiguiauruk, 
solo master of his father’s dominions, Ahmnltbeson ofNizam-ul-niulk 
was employed for some time to besiege Almowut : and early in the live 
hundred and eleventh of the Hidjerab, a great force under Ataubek 
NnushttkeiiiSlieirgucir encamped in the neighborhood of that fortress 
For near twelvemonths, that chief con liiujcd to maintain with the tittups 
oHItissim Sabah, a course of iiiireLiiiiting and obstinate hostilities; but 
as success w as beginning to daw n upon the ensigns of the besiegers, the 
death of Sultan Mahommed was announced in the army of the Ataubek, 
and occasioned as formerly their immediate flight, or dispersion. 

I'nder Sultan Sunjur, who next succeeded to the throne of the race 

ofSeljuk repeated expeditions continued to lie set on foot against the 
Issmauilian chief, with similar success; hostilities being thus occasion¬ 
ally suspended, and resumed, between the advocates of the orthodox 
belief, and these stigmatized and odious zealots, for a period of consider¬ 
able duration. At length I lussun Sabah had recourse to thefnllowing 
device, in order to terrify his adversaries into forbearance. He seduced 
one of the domestics of Sultan Sunjur to lodge a knife, or dagger, in the 
floor one night, close to the Sultan’* bed, In the molding, when be 
awoke, the monarch beheld the murderous weapon with equal surprize 






and dismay, but forbore to communicate the circumstance to any body \, [|, 4M &itr. 
whatever. A few days afterwards, an agept from Hussuu Sabah nr- A. D.iow-u tt, 
rived at court with the following verbal message from his master. “ If Kholaasmt- 
u his de signs towards Sultan Suujur had not been friendly, the knife " 

41 which had been seen planted In the floor, might with eijnal facility 
‘ * have 1 iec n s lie at I led in his bosom 1 ’. T he mi n dof Sultan Sunjur w as 
so powerfully wrought upon by the message, ami the circumstance by 
which it had been preceded, that lie immediately determined to con¬ 
clude a treaty with the Schismatics, on their engaging not to construct 
any new fortresses, in addition to those already in their possession ; not 
to make any further purchases of arms, or equipments for war; and that 
they would, fur the future, desist from making proselytes to their fana¬ 
tical doctrines. Hence, the power of Hussuu Sabah might with reason 
be affirmed to derive its most important source of augmentation. 

While these events were passing, Hussey no Kayuy, one of the ablest 
and most active promoters of the schism, was privately assassinated ; 
and as the act washy many p c raons laid to the charge of Ustaud Hussey ue, 
one of the sons of Hussun Sabah, he was condemned by the impartial 
justice of his father to atone with his life for the murder; while another 
sou falling under an accusation of drunken ness, fora crime so com para- 
ti v e I y trivial, was coude m i 1 ed to su ljer a s i m i hi r e* tre m i ty of punish¬ 
ment : by these examples of severity towards his own blood, it being, 
its it is alleged, the object oil i ussun to attest to the world, that his views 
in disseminating the doctrines of J ssmauiMani, were nut influenced by 
any desire to create a splendid establishment lor his posterity, but to 
secure an imperishable reward in a future and better world. 

In the latter Rebhehi of the year five hundred and eighteen, this 
artful schismatic was Seized by his mortal illness ; during which lie ap- ^ 

pointed one of his disciples, of the name ofGuia Slflzurg Otncvd, to be 
the successor to bis power, with tbeiDchdgmr A Ini Ally, formerly men¬ 
tioned, as his minister of state t expressly charging them, at the same 
time, in matters of particular moment, in no shape to deviate from the 
counsels of Hussuu Kewrauny, another zealous votary of the sect: 
and on the twenty-sixth of the same month,* he hastened to take pos¬ 
session ofthc abode, which was doubtless prepared for his reception in 
the other world. On authority, said to he entitled to the utmost con-

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fulonco, it i&lastty alleged, that during a period of five and thirty years, in 
which he resided in the fortress of Aimowut, Hussun Sabah never once 
appeared without the 1 walls of hi® impregnable retreat, nor even on the 
terrace of his own dwelling, on more than tivo particular occasions ; his 
time being entirely devoted to the arrangements of his government, and 
to record the precepts, which he conceived calculated to promote the 
adoption of that code of Ihith, which he had undertaken to establish.

On su eceodi n£to ; the authority of 11 usstin Sabah, this person is stated 
to have persevered in all respects, in promoting the odious system estn- 
blished by h is predecessor; while he speciously professed to be noother¬ 
wise employed, than to advance the interests of the true faith, lie was 
repeatedly engaged in hostilities with theprincesof the race of Soljiik. in 
which for the most part, his arms were triumphant. The sanguinary 
zealots trained up in the principles of thcscct, now carried their system of 
assassination loan extent that became truly alarming ; many of the most 
dignified and elevated individual* perishing under the knife of those 
detestable fanatics, and among others was thcKhalif Mustcrsliid of the 
house of Abbas, as formerly noticed. After all this, and having sus¬ 
tained his power for a period of fourteen years two months and twenty 
days, Guia Ufiziirg Omeyd was suffered to expire, by n tram pi it death, 
on the twenty-sixth of the latter Juimnaudy, of the five hundred and 
thirty-second of the Hidjcrah.* 

Maihoimeo, the son of Guia BuziYrg Omeyd, third chief of the 
Issmauilians of Almowut, succeeded, in conformity to the will of 
his father, to the government of these odious fanatics; and like his 
father, by bis words and actions evinced the most determined zeal for 
the principles of the sect. Many distinguished persons also perished 
under the dagger of the assasin, during the period of his power, in 
eluding among others (he IvimlilT 1 rashid BT lluh of the house of Ab¬ 
bas. Notwithstanding these multiplied enormities he conti u ued to reign 
for a period of four and twenty years, eight months, snd eight days, 
and terminated his life in peace, on the third of the former ltebbeia 
of the five hundred anil fifty seventh of the Hidjcrah.f

This person professing to be a descendant of Mustanser the 1 H atimite, 
openly laid claim to the honors of the Iinftttmut; but as the arguments 
of the fanatics in support of such descent, appeared equally remote 
from every sentiment of reason and common sense, the author has 
avowedly withheld his pen from enlargingon the subject. 

He that however as it may, he had no sooner acceded to sovereign 
power, than his utmost steal and exertion appear to have been directed 
to subvert the whole system of I'slniiiisni, as established by its c< ifi* 
braled founder. Ants the most obviously repugnant to the precepts 
of the sacred code, if not openly e ncouraged, were suffered to pass 
with impunity, and without interdiction ; and while the most daring 
proofs of impiety and infidelity continued to he sanctioned with daily 
increasing contiimaciotisness by his own example, he proceeded at last, j| rjitrV( jvth 

in the five hundred and fifty ninth of the 1 lidjerah, to convoke at A l mo- of the chid* uf 
w nt an a ssem h 1 y of the pc i nt i pal iuhabit&mtsot Had 1>au r; for t lie p o r p ose 1 

of trot king a public avowal of his apostacy, and of his subsitution of his 
own impious opinions, for thesacred precepts oftbe Koran. Having, with 
this design, caused a mumber, or tribunal, to be erected in bis capital, 
with its fore-part towards the Keblali, or sanctuary at Mekkah, aud 
four large standards, each of a different colour, to be planted at the tour 
corners respectively, he on t lie seventeenth*©! the month of Hamza un, 
ascended this tribunal; aud from thence addressed hta followers ina strain 
oNncoberent absurdity, which our aulhor further disdains to repeat. 

After this, mixing with the assembly lie invited them without further 
scruple to violate their fast; and proceeded to set them the example, 
bv a liberal indulgence in the article of wine, and by other flagrant 
violations of the most sacred ordinances of the law ol Mahommed, 
lie impiously concluded hy announcing to his people, that the seven¬ 
teenth of Hamzaun was to be observed as a perpetual festival, by 
the name oftbe Eid-e- Key autn, or feast of the resurrection, or perhaps 
of emancipation ; and hence the bsmauilians have been ever since 
branded with the appellation of Mullauhedah—infidels and atheists.

In his zeal for the propagation of error and infidelity, and in 
hi* perseverance in asserting his claims to the Kheluufutand l man mu t, 
or temporal and spiritual supremacy, he even surpassed his predeces¬ 
sors ; ami during the protracted period of six and forty year?,in which 
lie continued to direct their destiny, the enthusiasts devoted to his 
will, shed the hlood of many a distinguished believer, ant} carried con¬ 
fusion and alarm to Home of ill e remotest corners of the earth. He was, 


however, at last taken to the abode of eternal punishment, in the six 


hundred and seventh of the I lidjcrah.f

Invested with the sovereign authority on the demise of his father, 
this prince, in spite of the peniicious example of his predecessors, ap¬ 
plied himsclt, with unremitting ardor and activity, to restore and re-es¬ 
tablish in his dominions the tong proscribed system of Isslutn, and to 
evince his abhorrence of the profligate principle* of atheism and false 
Ik lief. 1ft tili these views, his followers were prohibited, under the 
jrct.Art.-ri>- severest penalties, against the commission of any act offensive to the 
pkin, \ bin-f j„ W sof the Korun ; he re-instated through his whole territory the call 

tne thief* «l 

AUamvt, to prayer by M uc/zins.thr prescribed con raeofrupplicatioh on ordinary 
days, and the more solemn celebration of divine worship by the assem¬ 
bled community, on tridays: and lastly, in every town throughout 
Itmjbaur. hr laid the foundation of a bath for ablution, and of a mosque 
tbr the adoption of the supreme being,

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Having furnished these preliminary proofs of sincere conversion to A. IT. 
the principles of Mahommeoism, he dispatched his agents to the * ‘ l ' " 
court of the KMif LlNauseer, toSAltm Mahommedking ofKhaurrzm, 
and to other princes of I®sUm*m order to attest the purity of hisbelief; and 
these sovereigns with their ministers, persuaded of the truth ofliis pro* 
fissions, hastenctl to throw open to hint the usual channels ot intercourse, 
which had possibly been long closed against tile schismatics, 1 lit. 
oracles of the law, and the ministers of religion, proceeded also to issue 
their Fetvacs, or precepts, to verity the orthodoxy ot his principles : 
conferring upon him, at the same time, the title otJullaul-iid-dein 
Iluxsitn.WeH-M&fsulman—H ussun, theglory ofthefaith,the new (born) 
believer. Tims stimulated in his zeal, Jullaul-nd-deiii, in the pre¬ 


sence of the most distinguished lawyers and theologians, and other 
loading citizens of Kazvein, proceeded to burn the whole ol the ma¬ 
nuscripts of Hussuin Sabah, either relating to, nr explaining the doc¬ 
trines of the Issmauiliana. In addition to these multiplied testimo¬ 
nies of his unfeigned attachment to the laws of the Korin, his 
mother becoming desirous of visiting the sanctuary ol Mekkuh, he, 
after the example of oilier monarchs of Isslam, caused her to he accom¬ 
panied by a standard, of beautiful workmanship and costly materials, 
to 1>e deposited in the temple of the Kami bah ; to which, during 
her journey, a precedence was expressly assigned by the Khalil l 1 
Navisser, before those of all the other princes, transmitted for a similar 
purpose. Tliis latter circumstance is at the same time, stated to have 
given to Sultan Mabommcd the Khaurezmian,aucli mortal offence, that 
it is supposed to have been one of theprinripal causesol that irreconci I li¬ 
able animosity, which soon afterwards broke out between himand that 
Kind if. 

Jultaul-ud-deio Husstm had reigned with considerable reputation, 
for eleven vears and a half, when lie was attacked and carried to his 
grave, by a dysentery ; during the sacred mouth ol ilauizaun* ot the 
six hundred and eighteenth of the Hidjemli.

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On ills elevation to tlie authority of his predecessor*, this prince had 
only attained to the ninth year of his age; and he appears to have de¬ 
voted the dawn of youth, to the execution of great numbers of his peo¬ 
ple, whom lie caused to be put to death, on a suspicion of having ad¬ 
ministered poison to his father, instead however of emulating the 
example set before him, in the conduct of the deceased monarch, this 
ill-fated youth relapsed into the absurd and profligate system of his 
forefathers: the schismatics revived their impious and iniquitous prac¬ 
tices ; the law of glory, the institutes of the Koran so designated by 
Mahommedans, was once more abolished in RMbaur; and the nox¬ 
ious speculations of infidelity and atheism, were suffered to resume 
their sway. 

Aht-ud-tk'in hart, at all events, assumed into his own hands, and 
exercised the functions of government tor a tong scries of years, when 
he took it into his head, without surgical assistance, to open a vein in 
his arm; which he suffered to bleed with so much greater profusion 
than was consistent with either prudence or necessity, that his brain 
became seriously affected, J Icnce, when any person ventured to speak 
to him regarding the affairs of his government, in a manner that did not 
exactly correspond with his own distorted views, he immediately put 
him to death : from which it necessarily resulted, that the true state 
of his country was at length entirely withheld from Ids knowledge, 
And serious disputes arising moreover, tmvanls the close of his reign, 
between him and his son Kokken-ud-ddn, the latter, fearful of an at¬ 
tempt against his own, had recourse to the treachery of a certain 1 ltissutt 
Mazamldrauny, to take away the life of his father. 

We are further informed that, in the Rouzut-us-suffa, the matter is 
more circumstantially related in the following terms. For this same 
11 iKsun .Mazandontiiny, a M ahum rued an by religion, though far ad¬ 
vanced in years, AUft-tid-riein had, it seems, formed a species of at¬ 
tachment, of which our author alleges he should be ashamed that his 
pen should furnish the description; so that when it was ultimately 
determined tin, the man, at the in stance of Rokken-ud-dein might, with 
less scruple, have undertaken the destruction of the capricious pvoili- 
gutt‘. At any rate, one evening while Ids object, after drinking rather 
treeh , Jay asleep in ashed ot mats auu raft era adjoining to a snevp-cot,,

he embraced hi® opportunity, and possibly through the slight eitrlu- 
sure, discharged an arrow, which lodged in the throat oi the unhappy 

chief, and killed him on the spot. 

This circumstance is stated to have occurred, in the month ol Mia- 
vsml, of the six hundred and fifty third of the Hidjerah,* when AHA- 
ud-tk'm had held the government of Almowut, for a period ot live atsd 

thirty years. 

Rokken-ud-dein Hub. or Kiiun Sham the son of Alla* tid-dem, 
eighth and last of the Jssmauilian chiefs of Almowut. 

Having succeeded to authority on the murder of lus father, Rok- 
ken-ud-dein, in order to avert from himself the suspicion ol having 
been an accomplice in the foul parricide, took care, at an early period, 
to dispatch the instrument of his guilt to the silent chambers ol the 
grave. 11 i B career was, however, destined to experience but a short 
duration. 

li has been stated on a former occasion, that in Llie early part o 
the six hundred and fifty-fourth of tin* Ilidjendi, llulauku Kh.uiti 
luul crossed the Jeyhdn. On intelligence of this event, Khflr Shah 
was persuaded by the advice of YowArNftynii the Moghul governor 
of Hamadaun, to send his brother Sbabinsh&h to the presence of that 
powerful monarch. On his arrival in the camp ot the Eylo, or Aul 
Khaun, the title usually conferred by historians on the* stern ILul lLI * 
k&, Shah in-shah was directed by that prince to announce to Ids bro¬ 
ther, that he had struck the pen of oblivion through the register of his 
father's crimes, ami those of his misguided adherents; but it was 
expected that he should immediately demolish his castle, and hasten 
to make his appearance in person, in the presence of him, who bad 
manifested so conspicuous a proofed his clemency and forbearance. 
With this injunction, so far us to level parted the par pets* or liaftle- 
mettts of MerinumU /h, where he then resided, Khnr Shah evinced 
a disposition‘to comply; hut he was too powerfully rest™mod by Ins 
apprehensions, from committing Ids person to the camp of the invader. 
1„ consequence of this, Hulaukti, on the seventeenth of Mm vaul of 
tlm year just mentioned,f encamped before Meyrnuudealu of which 
he immediately commenced the siege. On the twenty tilth ui tiie 
* November, A. 1>. ft**. t The n|>rm S of A. I>. ft** 
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&atT)e month, lie mnde a general attack upon the place, which appear 
to have been successfully resisted by the garrison : but the wretched 
Iwmauilian was 90 completely vanquished by his fears, that he sent 
out his son and brother, the following day, in the most abject terms 
to supplicate lor mercy. On the twenty-ninth, he descended in per¬ 
son, from his otherwise impregnable retreat, and by an immense offer¬ 
ing, in specie and valuables, endeavored to disarm, or soften the 
resentment of the Eylekhaun, That indexible conqueror committed 
him, however, to the custody of those whose vigilance he was not likely 
to deceive: while numerous detachments of the army were employed 
to reduce and dismantle the remaining fortresses of the country . In the 
space of a short time, upwards of forty places, of various strength and 
importance, were accordingly compelled to submit to the discretion ot’ 
the Tartar tribes, and immediately levelled with thegroiind. The gar- 
ri eons of Almowut, Laumactror Laumsber, and Guirdkoh, continued 
however, to resist the authority of Uiilankti for some time longer 5 
but the two former places ultimately submitting, were, like the preced¬ 
ing captures laid in ruins, leaving the fortress of Guirdkoh to contend 
alone, against the fearful power of the conqueror. On the testimony of 
the Tnrikb giizeidah, the author here states that the castle of Almowut 
wlis erected by Mussim the son of '/.aid, or Zeid, the Fatimite print* 
of Tt*h rest mi n. in the time of the Kh&lif Mtltewukkel, [between the 
3dSd and the 2 t7th of the Midjerah;) It is, however, said to Imw stood 
fora period of four hundred and two years, which would place its 
construction some w hat later: namely in the SJad of the Hidjerali, and 
in the Kheliuiful of U1 M6st&yne. 

It will he found further related in the Rouzut-us-sufH, that when 
KhdrShab had continued to attend the presence ofHfthukd fur some 
days, he ventured to request that he might be conveyed to the court 
of Mangii Ktiami ; the third successor of Tchengueiz, and paramount 
sovereign of the Tartar race. Apparently under some degree of sur* 
prise at such an arrogant, or absurd request, Htilniiku determined not¬ 
withstanding to comply with it; and having appointed aguard ofMogh- 
Vih to attend him nu his journey, be dispatched him without delay 
for Turkestaun. The lssmauHian was scarcely across the A nitty a b, 
m Ei^btceisih uf NmemlnTj A, D, 
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or lower Oxus, before be involved himself in a squabble with bis guards* A, II. «'»4, 
the soldiers of H&llstikA, not improbably with the design of accom- A n ~ '2 ^ 
plishing bis escape: be was, how ever, at length conveyed in safety to the 
city of K&rakfim. But, instead of being permitted to proceed to the 
■presence oftlie great Kan uii, the will of that monarch was there announc¬ 
ed to him through an agent, in the following terms; that having refused 
to deliver up the fortress of Guirdkoh to the troops of his brother, 
notwithstanding his affected profession* of allegiance, it behoved him 
to return without delay to his own country; and that when he had 
atoned for bis error, by laying his castle in ruins, he might thou be 
permitted to approach the foot of the throne. The unhappy schisma¬ 
tic was accordingly conducted back again to the banksof theOxus; in 
the waters of which he was now destined to terminate hi* life and mis- 
mislbrtunes, by the hands of his guards. 

In the mean time, on the departure of Khftr Sluih for the interior of 
Tartary, Hntaukti bad proceeded to put to death every individual whom 
be could discover, of the stock of Gtiia Bit siting Ommeyd ; and by ex¬ 
tirpating every vestige of these impious schismatics, he thus finally 
relieved ihc hearts of all genuine Moss terns, and of many others but 
remotely connected with them, from the apprehensions under which 
thev had been so long condemned to labour,of the knives of these fanati¬ 
cal zealots; when, reckoning from the seizure of Aimowuh by lltissim 
Sabah,in thefour hundred and eighty third ofthe Hidjenih, their power 
had been suffered to exist, tor a period of one hundred aud seventy one 
untur years.

I N tracing the? origin of the house of Setjuk, our author, on the 
testimony of those most experienced in discriminating the truths of 
uUkiiljuT. an( j traditions of remoter aniiqui tv, proceeds toneliite, that 

Vekauk, or Dekauk, the immediate ancestor of the fain i I y, whs an A meir, 
or officer of some rank, in the service of Yeghu, or ilcghd, the monarch 
of the Turkish tribes of the Kbozzcror Khozzez plains, or steppes, 
so often mentioned in 1 he preceding pages, not less distinguished for 
bis extraordinary understanding and singular valour, tlrau for Ids mag¬ 
nificent and splendid spirit; whence he received from the general voice 
oi’the people among whom he lived, the appellation of'Temmir YiVligh 
—solid in judgment. On the death of this respectable chief, his son 
Pi’ljiik, then arrived at years of discretion, was taken into particular 
favor by the Tartar sovereign, who conferred upon him the title of B ■- 
sausliv, or leader of his armies; and who otherwise advanced him in 
rank and power to that degree, that on some occasion during a visit to 
the most sacred part of his master's palace, lie presumed to arrogate a 
superiority over the royal children, and the princesses of the Hamm. 
Such arrogance produced, accordingly, in one ofthe wives of the Ivhnii. 
gan, so much dissatisfaction, that the whole of her influence with her 
husband, was immediately exerted to destroy the credit of his favorite 
general, Setjtik, however, soon observing, that the monarch, by some 
means or other, had conceived a prejudice to his disadvantage, embraced 
an early opportunity of withdrawing, with the whole of his family and 
followers, to the territory of Samarkand. 

On bis arrival in the vicinity of JQiid, on the Seyhifat or Jaxartcs, 
his hosom becoming suddenly irradiated by the splendid truth of the 
unity of the divine being, he in a short time afterwards, together with 
all his family and dependants, Embraced hslim; and he employed him¬ 
self, with exemplary attention, to study the pages of the Korin, and the 
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institutes of that profession of faith which was propagated by the seal KManssut- 
of the prophecy. Ilia followers continued at the same time to increase ^ k J |l, ' LU Il 
in numhers and reputation, until at length his residence became the asy- 
I mu of the princes, and most distinguished inhabitants of the surrounding 
regious; so that having finally triumphed over the arms of EylekKbaun, 
he proceeded to fix his abode in the neighborhood ol Bokluira. 

With other blessings heaven had at different times made Scljitk the 
father of four sons 5 MeyUeil, Issraeil, Mils* a, and Yeghd. Of these 
the eldest, MeykMU had in the (lower of life perished by an arrow 
shot, leaving two infant children, Jj^bre 111 gg Mahommed, andTchegh- 
er I Jog Daoud; and these two grandsons, on whose education he bes¬ 
towed considerable attention, lie declared to be his heirs. 

After the death of their grandfather, the two brothers exhibited such 
distinguishi*d proofs of sagacity and intelligence, that they soon out¬ 
stripped all rivalry ; and the w ars which, with occasional intermissions 
of truce, tlu v maintained with the princes of rrausoxiatvu, extended 
the renown of their magnificence, and martial prowess, to the remotest 
limits of the East. Among other monarchs to whom the voice of fame 
had circulated the renown of the sons ol Seljuk, was S ill tan Mahmud of 
Gbeznein, who expressed his desire that one ot the illustrious trater- 
nity miizht visit his court; on which Ipsraeil the son oi Strljiik, the 
uncle of the young prince, procceded to the presence ol Mahmud* 
from whom In* experienced a distinguished and honorable re cep* 
lion. On this occasion, placing the illustrious stranger on the throne 
be side himself, Mahmud is said, in the course of conference, to have 
demanded, in the event that an emergency might arise in which he 
should require it, wliat number of cavalry they were able to send to 
his assistance ? IssraciI, who had a couple ot arrows in the quiver 
suspended to his shoulder, laid one of them before the monarch, and 
told hill) that if he transmitted that arrow to the residence of his tribe, 
his orders would be attended by one hundred thousand liorse. 1 lie 
SLilian again demanded what, if more were required? 11 this replied 
the sou ol Seljiik, placing die second arrow in the hands of Mali mud, 

•‘will bring fifty thousand more to thy support;" and the Sultan de¬ 
manding a third time what, if still more were necessary to assure his 
*atety, the Scljukian laid the quiver before him, and assured him that 
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■Khr>Tan««(- if hcaent that article of Vis equipment into Tftrfceiuaun, littlodgsarthail 
iil-aU»Himr. tvico hu ndred thousand horse would speed to his assistance. I [wo tiiis, 
"becoming suddenly jealous of the multitudinous ibire oJ the Seljiik- 
iansi, in the very midst of the festivities with which lie hud hi therto 
entertained him, he condemned his unoffending guest to imprisonment 
in the fortress of Kalinjaur; when* he continued to the day oi Ids death. 

The statement however, that Sfiltun Mahmud »u tiered the race of 
Srljiik to cross the Jeyhftd, and assigned them a place of residence in 
Khorassaun, in order to obtain possession ot their property, is denied 
on the authority of the lUrezut-us-suHk ; the tact hoi tic, as formerly 
alleged, that the two warlike brothers did if* pass the Osus until the 
subsequent reign of Mnssikoud : when they chose for their abode thf 
territory adjacent to the cities of N is*a an, I Ahiwerd. dispatching to the 
same "Mii&s&oiid assurances of their allegiance, and entire subuiksiou 

to hisauthoritv. The ip trust reestablish men toft heap for midabk siren- 

* 

gers in llieprovinceoi '-{vhorassci tin, was however consonant neither with 
’the policy nor incii nut ions oiSuHaii Miiwioud ; and heaccordingly inti¬ 
mated in n letter which he dispatched in answer to those assurances, 
that it might perhaps better suit the cirauuisuaccs of the race of S- I- 
'jfik, not replace themselves within therangeof bin pen. lit other words, 
that they would do well to remove from the territories subject to 1 1 is 
'authority. This reply determined the two duels to enter u pon imme¬ 
diate 1 hostilities with Mhsskmd ; and on the per text of providing the 
-necessary resources they proceeded without further ecrupleio invade 
the property of the unprotected inhabitants. The aimtes of Muss* 
houd were repentediy -employed to oppose tire adventurers, but wane 
compelled in almost every conflict, to yield to the superior prowess of 
the two brothers. So that in a period comparatively short, the whole of 
Khorasstiun being subjugated to Iris power, Toghrel Beg, in the begin- 
■hing of the mouth of Mohumni of the *p?plh of die 1 lidjerah,* nnd m 
the ancient city of N evshapur, the then capital of the province, publicly 
assumed the sovereign -dignity, introducing his own name and titles 
into the coinage and KI mi bah oft he country.

1<j:W ;. ri> ‘ 
affair of his hew government. I! is brother, Toheghet Beg l);.oi.d, was jgjjjjjjj 
in the mean time detached to reduce Herat, which wns consigned on 
iN subjugation by that prince* to the management of one of his uncles* 
while he proceeded in person to Meru ; where be also assumed the SuuTaN T(JcnRn 
functions of royalty, and is said to have -distinguished hi ms id I by ji KO( Mmim:irvli of 
fchdlMhtag the ihiqnitoits usages of tyranny mid injustice, Sultan ihence 
Mfrssitoud ofGheznein advanciiig* however, in the course of the same 
year towards Khorasamn with a very formidable army, the brothers 
muted their troops to oppose him, and were again victorious. 

On the death of the salue Sultan Miksnoud, "ldch toot place a* 
formerly described* in the four feuudred stud thirty third ofthe Hidjerah* 
the City of Mlktuftnd the province of Khaurezm were both united to 
the conquests of the grandsons of Seljiik ; aider which Toghrd Be£ 
conducting hU troops into the territory of Jurjatm and from thence to 
R 'v, in less than a twelve month made himself master ol the whole ot

in tlie four hundred and forty seventh* of the Huljernli, we have also 
already seen 'that Toghrel lleg proceeded to Baghdhd; where he re* 
ceived from the IChaleiiUh Ul K&cim the title of Rukken-mWlvin, Ye* 
line i it- e - Athei r-n U+nowroetieiii— p itfaroft&e i r urjaiili, on<( *tghi hand, 
y'tfu. commaurhr 6f ifn faithful, Ilk name was at the same tiino 
introduced into the KfaotWi in the very metropolis ol isslhtn. 

lu the course of four hundred and fifty threat although the circum¬ 
stance wifs formerly stated to have occurred in the four hundred and 
flttfoth df the Hidjcmh.Togbrel Beg was recalled from the prosecution 
ofhis conquests on the Euphrates, by the defection of his hah'brother, 
dbrtmhim Ninttl; who had suddenly quitted western 1 rak, and marched 
to take possession of Hamudaun. The Sejjhkian monarch proceeded 
without delay into Persian IrLk ; and being-joined, in due tune, by tug 
ncpln-w Alep Arslan, with a numerous and powerful army from Khor- 
assaun, he hastened to give battle to the insurgent; who wag soon af* 
terwurds totally defeated,-taken prisoner, andi mined lately, iwuadcath, 
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Toghre! Beg then dismissing bis warlike nephew for K hot ass min, re¬ 
turned straight to Baghdad ; where he succeeded in relieving the Kha- 
leifah LI K&cim from the usurpation of Bcmussery, and in restoring 
him to bis nominal power. 

fu the four hundred and fifty fifth of the Hidjetah, at the age of se¬ 
venty, Togbrel Beg determined to espouse the daughter of l‘l Kaeim, 
but deferred the consummation of bis union until his arrival at Itey, 
for which city he accordingly took his departure. On reaching that 
place be was, however, attacked by a violent dysentery; of which, in ibe 
mouth of Rawzaun,* he expired alter a glorious reign of six and twenty 
years, 

Sultan Efcxed-ud-dein AbAShujiaAtEn Arm. ax Mi hummed. the 
son ofTchcgher Beg, second monarch of the race of Scljuk. 

On the death of his uncle, this prince repaired into Persian Irak, and 
immediately succeeded to the whole of his dominions, now extending 
from the river Jevhiin to the Tigris, 

At the commence meat of his reign Alep Arshin was prevailed upon 
to imprison the minister of his predecessor, Abu Nassef Kendcry; 
and ultimately to put him to death, at the instance of Xiznin-ul-inulk 
Husstin the son of lsshark, the Tussitc, the celebrated Vi:/*vir of ibe 
house of Scljuk ; to whom the olliee of first minister of state was now 
committed with an almost unlimited discretion. A discretion which 
he exercised with a prudence that bus consecrated his memory to the 
ve n erat io n of s ucceet tin g ages. 

Among the most important of the event shy which the reign of AI p 
Arslan was distinguished, must not he forgotten the invasion of Ids t r- 
r Stories by the Greek emperor of Constantinople,(Homanus Diogenes 
the husband of Eudociaf) with an army estimated at three hundred 
thousand horse, and an equipment formidable in proportion, l ids 
powerful armament, which had advanced into Armenia, iheSeljiikiau 
monarch, relying upon his fcvor who dispenses alt good, is stahd to 
have opposed, mid defeated, w ith a force* which did not exceed twelve 

thousand men. Caesar, onhiscfiscomli lure, whs pursued hv Gouher ^ v- 
ein,one of the generals of his triumphant adversary, and ultimately taken 
* Sept, 1 0G3, t Vide Ci ilibun’t About t euijiirF, V u|. \ i; h, octavo 
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prisoner by a MautriWk, or military slave, by whom be was securely A, If. jtiT. 
conducted to the camp of Alep Arslan. On this subject, it is described A ~ II- 
a* a remarkable circumstance, that at % muster of lus troops, taken by

order of the Sultan previous to the battle, the person employed m re¬ 
gistering the names of the soldiers hesitated to take down that of the 
slave in question, on account of his very feeble and defective exterior; 
until Saud-ud-dcin one of the Sultan's lieutenants called out to enrol 
him, observing that perad venture the Roman emperor might be des¬ 
tined to become his captive; little suspecting that the event which he 
tilts unconsciously predicted, would actually come to pass. 

Bo this however as it may, when he was conducted by Goober A vein 
to the presence of his conqueror, the captive monarch is said to have 
prostrated himself to the earth, to have offered every apology, and in 
humble termsto have implored forgiveness for the aggressions of which 
he had been guilty. Alep Arslan is stated on the other hand, to have 
generously obliterated the record of his offences; to have demanded one 
of his daughters in marriage for his sou Melvk Arshin ; and to have 
freelv and honorably permitted him to return to his own dominions. 

A revolt set on foot by an insurgent of the nameoFJatzua, in the 
latter part of the four hundred and fifty seventh of the 11idj- rah, de¬ 
manded the presence of Alep Arslan on the confines of K liaurezm ; 
which was perhaps the true cause that diverted him from tile prose¬ 
cution of his advantages against the Greek emperor, lie proceeded 
however to attack the rebel, who opposed him at the headofthirry thous¬ 
and horse; hut who was defeated with great loss and entirely expelled 
the province, which was now conferred upon Arslan Shah, another of the j 

sons of the Scljukian. The victorious monarch proceeded, on his re¬ 
turn* to visit the shrine of Ally Huzza the eighth Imamu, at Mushhcd ; 
and continuing his journey to Unudrgnn* he there encamped on one 
of the salubrious ami agreeable spots w itli which that district abound* , 

At tliis place he summoned to his. presence from all parts of the empire, 
tin■ different governors and principal Amelia; and wl en, hi roneurrenee 
with his orders, atm mi rolls and respectable assembly of his nobles had 
been thus formed, lie caused his favorite son, Mtdck Shah, to sent him- 
■^ilfoii a throne of gold erected for the purpose ; and there called upon 
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A. H. trtl dosses or his people to’pkdgfe their allegianceto that accomplished 

A. L>. p r inre, si the immediate successor to Ins dominions. 

Kliolau^ut* Prodefcdtne to the banks of the 0*us, towards tlie clode of his reign* 
ui^klibiiur, w j th the 0 f re du C in£ the countries to the Eastward of that river, 

Yfasuf KotewahT, the fovernbr of the fortress of Herzem or Ncrzemj 
which had recently submitted to his troops, was introduced to [the 
presence of Alep Arslan ; and as the replies which he rrceimJ toi 'T- 
tain interrogatories that he eohceiVed it expedient to propose to thd 
captive chief, werestich as ill became bis situation, the monarch gnvt* 
orders that lie should be put to death; but the Kotewaul, disengaging 
himself from his guards, suddenly drew a knife fTom his boot, And 
made directly for the Sultan's person ; the attendants rushing at Hit 
same time to seize the Assassin, in this dilemma, ‘Alep Arslan called 
upon them to lorbcar, and relying upon his known and singular shift 
in archery, hied an arrow to his bow and discharged it for the person 
of hie assailant. As providence would have it, the royal shaft which 
had hitherto never erred, now Hew wide ofirs ohject, and the infuriated 
chief being thus permitted to approach the person oftheSfiitau, suc¬ 
ceeded in inflicting his mortal wound; nay further, two thousandarmed 
attendants who guarded the entrance to the imperial pavilions, dispersed 
jn dismay at the appearance of the murderer with the hlobd stained 
knife in his hand, and suffered him to pass without mnhstatiod ; al¬ 
though he was ultimately dispatched by a Ferraush, or tent pitcher, 
who killed him with a blow of his mallet. 

This renowned and warlike monarch Was born on Friflny the second 
of Mobiirrim of the fourhundrod and twenty first of the Hhljerah ;* 
had administeied the governmenlof Khorassuun with royal authority 
for two years, for his uncle Toghfcl 11 eg; and on the death of that ptffcefe 
succeeded to the whole of hispossession* from the Tigris to the Ox us, 
which he governed with absolute sway and singular ability, for a 
period of ten years. His death took place in the four hundred and 
sixty fifth of the Htdjerahf when he had attained to the age of forty 
four. It is moreover added, that hy his dauntless intrepidity, iif- 
ilekibhr justice, and liberality of disposition, he acquired tlfu'universtfl 
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Aspect apt] admiration Qf mankind. A formidable exterior der*?sd A 0- 
from nature he contrived to render morestiiking by u beard of singular V*' V >lJj . 
growth gad thickness, and by wearing a tiara of extraordinary height, 

(exhibiting from Lite apex of his coronet to the poijit of his beard, a mea¬ 
surement of two guzz, or something less than Jour feet. In short he 
is represented to have given to Ji is head and neck, as far as possible, the 
resemblance of the royal animal.whose name lie bore ; Alep Arslan 
in the Tartar language signify ing .the greet* as JvuzzuJ Arslan does t 
2 'it/ lion. The extent of his power and the splendor of his court may 
he further attested by the circumstance, that twelve hundred kings, 

4 >rince ( s, and I he sons of princes, wore known on some occasions to stand 
before his throne. 

Sultan Micjas-wl-dcin A-bftl Tut tab Mcupk sha u the son of A lop

Through the dictates of his lather’s will, and the exertions of Xizam- 
jjbpiulk the celebrated Vezzeir, this prince, notwithstanding *thc prior 
daims of bis cldiw brother, became established on l lie throne of logh- Sf,Al b 

p?i Beg; and the preference appears to have been unmet! lately saneti- of5e y iki 
oned by the authority of the K bid if LI ivtieim, who transmitted to him 
thje title of J ulhiul-ud-doi^hdi,Kesseim-e-Ameir-ul-inoaimuieiii—^ r /w- 
nj of the state, omno/t’t or perhaps, par fidpttt itig in the puutr ttf the 
evtutmunder of the faithful. 

At the .commencement of his reign lie was however compelled to 
vindicate liis rights, wilh the sword, against his uncle Kauerdor Svadr&, 
or Kiulrfd, the son of Tchcghcr Beg; who held the government of ker- 
.mtwin.mul who now openly declared against his authority. TheStiltan 
.proceeded into Irak Ajeui w ith the army of Kliorass.nln, to opppbae 
.the insurgent, and in the neighborhood ofUuirjc or Kerje, brought him 
.to a decisive battle ; which, after a dreadful conflict of three days and 
.as many nights, terminated in the defeat and captivity of K a Herd. 

.Shortly after his achievement of this important victory , the minister 
Nizam-uLuridk was urged by the principal officers of the army, with 
importunities for an advancement of their pay, accompanied with an 
.intimation that if their demands were not complied with, it might have 
a tendency not very remote, to change the destiny of the vanquished 
rebel. Nizum-uhmulk, for the present, appeased their clamours by a 
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^ H, 465-Ti, promise that in the course ofthcnight, their request shduid hr com* 
a, LI. ufftt ?». muDicattd to the Sultan, \Vlien he became however acquainted with 
Kholu^Mit- t ^ se insolent menaces, on the part of hie generals, Mfilek Shah con- 
ni akhbair. ^ VGr y n igh ti by a , d ose ofpoison, to remove his unde out of 

the way of danger. Next day, when the mercenary c hie is renewed their 
clamours with the minister, he informed then), that in consequence 
of his uncle's having made stray with himself, by means of some poi¬ 
son concealed in the signet of his ring, the Sultan was so deeply affected 
that he had not been able to find an opportunity of Saying their de¬ 
mands before him: apiece of intelligence which so effectually silenced 
them, that they ceased to trouble him further with the slightest hint oo 
the subject of their pay. 

In the four hundred and sixty seventh* of the Hidjcmh, SiiUm.m 
the son of Kiittulmesh, the sou Of tsuleil, of the nice or Seljhk, and 
the founder of the Anatolian branch of this family, was employed by 
MAIek Sbab in the reduction of Syrit^w hicli hesuccceded i n accomplish¬ 
ing to the city of Antioeh, And r in the year four hundred and seventy 
onc^hy the capture of Sti liman Khaim the sovereign of that territory, 
the government ofTranaoxiunh was united to the dominions of Melek 
Shah; who conveyed his prisoner to Isfahan n, at this period apparently 
the metropolis of the race ofSeljuk. 

During this expedition it was, that the li ire of the boat men, who plied 
on the Ox us, was discharged on the part of Srzain-nUmullc by an order 
on the collections of Antioch; and, when the Sultan mi the appeal of 
the people to his justice, against what appeared to them so gross an 
evasion of their demands, required from his minister an explanation 
of his conduct, the latter replied that his object was nothing further, 
than to make known to future generations, that his masters power ex¬ 
tended from the Onus to the O routes. The reply was flattering to the 
ambition of this illustrious monarch, and his minister contrived to sa¬ 
tisfy the demands of the watermen, by purchasing their notes for well- 
told gold, Before he quitted Tranoxianft, on the same occasion, MALck 
Sbah espoused the princess Turkan KI nil tin, daughter of Temglmoje 
Jvbauii- the son of Bog lira Khaim, monarch of lvushghar ; by whom 
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seme years afterwards, namely, on the twenty fifth of Rudjuboftlic four A. H. -tit-cfo 
hundred and seventy ninth of the Hidjefah,* lie became at the station v - p - tci7t * 9 a - 
offienjaur in Mesopotamia the father of Sultrtn Sunjur. Khuhm»wi-

Mtlek Shall is described, by the plurality of historians, to have twice 
surveyed the m hole of his vast dominions, extending from Antioch to 
the city of Gifekund, near the sources of the Seyhun, or Jaxartes ; 
comprizing about twelve degrees of latitude, and thirty four of long¬ 
itude. In the four hundred and eighty first of the Hidjerah he per* 
formed the pilgrimage to Mekkih, marking the course of his journey 
by various acts of piety and liencfieeiice; by abolishing the impositions 
usually exacted on the pilgrims ; and by constructing on the desert a 
variety of caravanserais, wi th numerous wells ami cisterns, for the 
accommodation of the weary traveller. 

While he was engaged in Ids last circuit to a distant part of his do¬ 
minions, it is further stated, that his country was menaced with all 
in v ns ion on the part ofthc cmpererofCoustautmople; who, if this circum¬ 
stance be true, must have been Alexius I. the father of Anna Comnena 
the historian. The Persian monarch hastened to oppose and chastise 
the aggression : but while the two hostile armies lay for some time 
encamped at no great distance from each other, Melck Shah, proceeding 
one day slightly attended, to take the amusement of the chase, unex¬ 
pectedly felUnw ith a patrol of the Greek emperor’s troops, and became 
their prisoner. In this dangerous dilemma lie could only charge his 
attendants to beware of paying him the slightest mark of respect; on 
the contrary to treat him exactly like one of themselves. 

II is master’s misadventure was speedily made known to Nizum-ul- 
mulk ; who proceeded, as if nothing had happened, to place a guard 
at evening over the imperial quarters, and to circulate the report that 
the Sultan was sale returned, alter Ids usual recreation. Next day ho 
repaired, however, to the cam pot* the CoustantinopoKtan, as tf ho were 
the bearer of an embassy from his court; sod lie was accordingly soon 
admitted loan audience with the Greek emperor, who condescended 
to solicit an accommodation of Lheir differences; to which the minister

treat tbc matter with entire indifference, Nizanwil-mulk re pi led 
lh ; t it was a circuniataiicc, of which, when he left the presence ot b» 
sovereign i they were not awn re, and most probably that these prisoners 
were people of no kind of note whatever. They were now ushered m 
by the emperor's directions, ami gratuitously deliver'd oyer to the 
ambassador ; by whom, while under the observation ol the 
they were addressed in terms of asperity, and sharply reprimanded lor 
their in caution and neglect of discipline. When they were, however, 
at a considerable distance on their return, Nizatn-ul mu Ik dismounted 
( rom his horse; and kissing the stirrup of Ids emancipated sovereign, 
w ith his face to the earth besought his forgiveness tor any mark ol dis¬ 
respect, with which, under the circumstances of the moment, lie h.ul 
affected to treat him, The Sultan, after loading his laithl ul and ac¬ 
complished Vrzzeir with caresses, rejoin' d his camp in safety without 
further accident, 

Subsequent to this fedicitons enlargement, hostilities were resumed 
between Mfclek Shall and the Greek emperor, who became in his l urn 
the prisoner of h is illustriousadversary; and his eyes n ■ sooner fill upon 
ids conqueror, than he recognised and briefly addressed him in these 
words : “ If thou art a king thou wilt Irctrly Ibrgivc the past; if a mer- 
“chant, sell me ; if a butcher, put uie to death.” “I am a king” replied 
the magnanimous MclckShab ; and with that i turned lately setting him 
at large, he sent him home in safety to his own dominions, But ha he 
died shortly afterwards, the countries which acknowledged the autho¬ 
rity of the Greek (the Anatolian peninsula most probably) if the author 
is entitled to credit, were transferred by the Scljuki.ui monarch to his 
kinsman, Sulhnau the son of Kuttulmcsh, the governor of Syria, There 
is at the same time a probability, that the whole of this transnoti >n 
inav refer to what took place at au earlier period, between Alep Arslan 
and the emperor Romanus Diogenes, as described by Mr, Gvbbon, 
Towards the conclusion of the reign of Mtdck Shah, some serious 
discussions having arisen between the princess lurkau Kliattm* who 



eadeatof-ed to secure the$ttecession for her son MnhvnAd, and the min¬ 
ister Niiam-ul'*mfflk, who was eqnilly strenuous in behalf ot'Sflltah 
BuTguiaurug, that ambitious female availed herself of the intercourse 
which she held with her husband, to calumniate and misrepresent the 
actions of his virtuous and faithful servant; arc using him of having 
distributed the honors and emoluments ofthe empire between his twelve 
sons; and of having thus effectually excluded the whole of the other 
nobility and members dfhis court, from the advantages to which they 
were entitled under the influence oftheir master's grandeur. These insin¬ 
uations artfully repeated,atlast produced an enti re change in the disposi¬ 
tion of the Sultan towards his Vczzeir; to whom, when his jealousy had 
been sufficiently awakened, lie sent a message to require, that if be con¬ 
sidered himself in effect his competitor Ibr the monarchy, be should 
without further evasion declare it, 13ul it not, he desired to know what 
were his views in disposing ol the different govern me ms of die empire 
among hisow n children, wit hou t consulting the pleasure of his sovereign; 
or on v hefgrounds lie presumed to exercise suth arbitrary interference 
in every department of tlu* state ? In the mean time it behoved him to 
understand, that if from that moment he scrupled to recede from his 
arrogant pretensions, the turban would be struck from his head, mid his 
iiikstnud trims for red toanother. To this Nizam-ul-mulk resolutely re¬ 
plied, thathv an irrevocable destiny his turban anil inkstand, and tbe 
throne and tiara of bis sovereign, were inseparably united ; and that 
the stability of these four things reciprocally depended one upon the 
Other. The messengers who convoyed the reply were further prevailed 
upon, by the vindictive queen, to add such other aggravating circuit*-? 
stances, as produced the last degree of irritation in the mind of the 
Sultan ; by w hom theVizzaumt was immediately transferred to Taujfe- 
ul-mtilk Aliiil Ghan&eim the Kommitc, the Diwami or steward of 
the household of Tflrkatl Kh&tfin,with instructions to commence 
without delav a rigorous investigation into the conduct of N i/.am-ul- 
mftlk. Metck Shall hail in the mean time quitted Isfahauo on his 
way to Baghdad, and the discarded minister was already in motion to 
follow; when in the month of UamZaun of the four hundred and eighty 
fifth of the ilitljcralr,* fl&t aged and princely Vczzeir w4* uior Lilly

wounded, by the knife of one of the detestable fanatics In the service, 
of flussuu Sabah, suborned to the act by Tauje-til-muLk the new 
mi mster. N'izuin-uL-inulk expired tlir ensuing day, and is here affirmed 
to have been the first who fell a victim to the atrocious system of pri¬ 
vate assassination established by the chief of Almowut. 11 is body wad 
taken back, and committed to the grave at i stall a mi ; and from some 
verses on his death bed addressed to his sovereign, ititreatiug his pro¬ 
tection Ibr liis children, he represents himself to have attained to the 
advanced age of ninety three. 

ll is further stated outlie authority of the Rnuzot-ns-suftb, that 
when eleven years of age* til is distinguished minister could recite from 
memory the whole of the Koran ; and that at a very early period of his 
life, lie had attiiined to considerable eminence in the system of Imaum 
Shafei, the founder ol the third sect. From the numerous charitable 
and benevolent establishments, which he founded and carried to a com¬ 
pletion, throughout the empire, particularly at Isfahan n, Baghdad, and 
Baas oral i, it is not surprising that his memory should have been long 
held in veneration. One noble monument, the Nizam ninth college at 
Baghdad, stood for ages a memorial ofhis liberal regard ibr science; and 
became early celebrated in an eminent degree by the lectures there de¬ 
livered by the lmaums Abu lshaek theSbir^uz jte.and Ubazanly, both 
renowned as the most distinguished doctors of the age in which they 
lived. 

But without further expatiating on the unbounded liberality, and 
magnificent spirit of this celebrated minister, we shall proceed to stale 
that in ibis his last journey, MckkSbah arrived at Baghdad onthe^fth 
ol Itumzaun ; and that, while pursuing his favorite amusement of the 
chase, he was taken ill in the field, on the third oft he succeeding month 
of Shavaul,* and compelled to return to the metropolis of the Khalifa, 
under great distress and depression of mind. At the expiration of 
eighteen days only, from the death ofNiziitn-uUmulk lie, finally, ex¬ 
changed the tappings of earthly glory, tor the silent mansions of 
the dead, 

Sultan Mvlek Shdi thus expired, after a splendid and prosperous 
jeigu of twenty years, at the early age of thirty eight. In Jiis persotf

he supported and encouraged in their pursuits, by enlarged and liberal 
salaries, i I is love of tile chacc has been already adverted to'; and it is 
but justice to add, that for every animal which bled by his oivn hand* 
he invariably gave to the poor a dinaur of gold ; and the immensity of 
his equipments may be in some measure estimated from the circum¬ 
stance that, whether stationary or on the march, his person was never 
attended by less than forty seven thousand cavalry. To him, not only 
his immediate relatives, hut many who were strangers to bis blood. Were 
indebted for their advancement to the highest gradations of -power 
ami dignity. Among the former, it has already been seen, that he con¬ 
ferred the province of Ruin, or Anatolia, upon Stilhiinn the son of Kin¬ 
tal mesh, the fouiuler of the Anatolian Set jikidcs, Sultans of Icoiiium; 
as be did that of Kerman n, on Sultan Shall the son of Kaucrd, or Kadrfl; 
and part of Syria he bestowed upon bis brother TVnnesh. Among 
the latter, he gave the kingdom of Khaiirczm to Noilshteltein, or N oush- 
ttrggin Gherjah, the founder of the Khuurczm-ShaJiies; Aleppo to Kel- 
k-iui-tubdoulali Auk sunk ur ; Moss tile to Tclicgger or Juggcrmesh ; 

Ihissnn Keyfaur to Artek ; Mardein to Auktemindr; and l ? mss to 
Rokkcn-ud-doulah Khomaurtekeiu. And the possessions thusdiklr'- 
btited, remained with these chiefs and their posterity for many gener¬ 
ations afterwards, According to Mr. Gibbon, he illustrated the sixth 
year of his reign by the adoption, into the Mahommedan chronology* 
of a new tern, called after him that of Mfclek Shah, which commenced, 
as stated bv the same eloquent historian, on the authority of Dr. Hyde, 
on the fifteenth of March, A. D. 1079 i corresponding nearly with 
the eleventh of Ramzaun, of the four hundred and seventy first w£ 
the Hidjerab, 
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SAltan Rokfcnn-ud-deii) AbiVl muzuffur Rtr Fieri a unfits, Ke*seitn- 
c-Ameir-ul-moiuneiieiu, the son of xMtlek Shah, fourth monarch of 
the race of Seljfik. 

At the period of his father's death this prince was residing at IsIh- 
hami, and appears to have heen considered the legitimate successor to 
the dominions of the house of Seijak ; hut the princess Turk an Khfitfln 
and her son Mahmud, being immediately on the spot at Baghdad, she 
availed herself of the opportunity to solicit from the Khalif Mftkteddy* 
a patent for the succession, in favor of the sain* M ahmtid, The K hali t at 
first resisted her application, but being prevailed upon hy her importuni¬ 
ties, and by the receipt of a very large sum of money , he ultimately con¬ 
ferred upo h Mahmiid Lhe title of royaILy, On whieh a force was imme- 
ditUely dispatched by the ambitious dowager for Isfuhaun, in order to 
secure the person of burginmtrhg. 

That prince, through the assistance of some of the domestics ol'Xi- 
zam-ut-mhlk, was however enabled to effect Ids escape, and to join 
his governor, or Atahek, Ameir Tukkushtekem ; who convert'd him hi 
safety to Key, and liicrc publicly seated him on the throne of his father. 
Shortly afterwards, Tilrkrm Khutfln conducted her sou into Islhfuuin, 
and with equal solemnity proceeded to encircle his brows with the di¬ 
adem of sovereign power: hut Suit ail Ihjigmaurrig nppisiarhitig to 
attempt the metropolis of his family, pi the bead of twenty thousand 
horse, an accommodation was brought to pass between hint and his 
stepmother, the dowager queent hy which, on the payment of five hun¬ 
dred thousand dimturs* from his father 1 * effects, he consented to with¬ 
draw from the siege of Isfahan n, and retire to the north wank 

Burgu burns was, however, no sooner on Ins march for Hafoadaun, 
on receipt of Ins money, than the artful dowager prevailed upon 
Ameir Jsstrtieil, his tun ter mi I uncle, on the promise of her hand, to com¬ 
mence hostilities against Ids nephew ; with whom, in the month r>f lldrfi* 
Kauu of the year tour hundred mul eighty six,f he came accordingly 
to a Well contested, and obstinate battle; lasm&eil was however de¬ 
feated, and taken prisoner by the troops of the Shiran, mid immmedi- 
atdy put to death. In the succeeding month of Shnvnul llnrguiaumg 
* Hd. at ihu Ivwvil lAUiipuiuiiwt. OctuUr, A. !>. ICOiJ, 
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ifras nevertheless compelled to quit the field by another unde, Ameir 
Tenues ti the sou of Alep Arslan; with whom being unable to contend, 
he now ret rented* as it would appear towards Isfahan it. Fortunately 
about this period the princess Torkan Kiiutun hail ceased to exist; and 
Sultan Mahmud proceeding to meet Rurguiauriig, on his arrival in the 
neighborhood, tlie two brothers entered Isfahan it together in a very 
amicable manner. Hut some of the chiefs attached to the interests of 
Sultan Mahmud, in order to evince their zeal, proceeded to arrest the 
person of Rurguiaurug, and were about to deprive him of sight, 
when Mahmud was suddenly attacked hv the.small pox, which termin¬ 
ated his existence. Uurguiaur&g was tin mediately relieved from con¬ 
straint by the conspirators, and restored to bis authority. 

Thus at leisure to attend to the a Hairs of his government, the Sir I tan 
proceeded to attest his gratitude for the services of the- father, hv con* 
lurring the dignity of the \ izzaunit upon Mueviid-uL-muik, the soil 
of b>izam-ul-mulfc. Hut Fukher-til-iniilk another sou of the cele¬ 
brated vezzeir's, arriving from Khorassaun a few da vs afterwards, 
liurguiaimig, for reasons which ore not explained, cancelled his re¬ 
cent appoint meat, and transferred it to the new-comer. Jlc then hast¬ 
ened with his army to bring to a decision his contest with Ameir 
Ten lies h; whom, after a considerable struggle, he finally defeated and 
killed. Another uncle still survived to dispute his authority ; Arslan 
Shah the son of Alep Arslan, who bad declared against him in Klior- 
nssdttii ; and he was matching to that quarter, when the insurgent 
was suddenly put to death, by a youth whom he attempted to force to 
his libidinous and detestable propensities; an event which r--nfirmed 
lVirrgui:iurug in possession of Khomssaun, without-t he hazard of a con¬ 
flict, After a short residence in that province, he consigned the go¬ 
vernment to bis brother Sunjur, and returned into Irak. 

While the Sultan was absent iit K boras*; win on this occasion, Mii- 
eyud-Lil-mfrlk, the discarded Vezzeir, had availed himself of the op¬ 
portunity, to infuse the spirit of revolt into another of the imperial line, 
of the name of Atria, who hail succeeded in assembling an army in 
Irak, and was at this period marching for Rev. Rut on reaching Saw a ft 
on his way to that metr©] K>lis r this prince was also treacherously cut off* 
by one of the fanatics of Altuowuu Muey ud-ul-iuulk now directed 
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A r it. 4B2- 1 . his course to the city of Kcnjah, the residence of Mahommed the son 
A. U. Kiw-nin, 0 f M£lek Shah ; whom he next prevailed upon to engage in hostilitia* 
Khohu*Mri- against his brother. In Shavaul of the year four hundred and ninety 
ul -aklibaur. iwo * t | ie rova i brothers were accordingly hastening to bring their dif¬ 
ferences to the decision of a battle j when the generals or principal 
Aineirs of Burguiaomg's court, offended with the conduct of Mpjid- 
ut-mQlk the tnustoufiy, or controller or auditor of the exchequer, 
because he had presumed to withhold their emoluments, sought to 
put that minister to death; and as he fled for protection to the presence, 
the exasperated chiefs pursued, and cut him to pieces before the eyes 
oftheir sovereign. A Larmed at t U i s flagrant proof of audaci ty, a nd of 

defiance to his authority, the Sultan privately withdrew from the Ko- 
hnstattn of Irak, and fled to Key ; which placed bis brother Mahom- 
med without further obstacle on the throne of Irak Ajem ; and the 
prime ministry, as might have beeu expected from the gratitude ofhis 
prince, was now lodged in the bunds of Mi'iuyuil-ul-mtilk. 

Having contrived, however, to assemble a fresh army, Sultan Hur- 
guianrug proceeded again, in the month of Itudjub,* of the four hund¬ 
red and ninety-third of the ffidjenib, to give battle to Mahormned ; 
was entirely defeated, and this time compelled to seek an asylum in 
Khimstaim, hi that province, living however joined by Am* ir Ay- 
puz, one of the slaves of Melek Shah, be was enabled, in the latter 
Jummaudy of the year four hundred and ninety-four,f a third time 
to offer battle to his brother ; and in this he proved finally successful; 
fortune with the victory putting into his hands the obnoxious Vczzeir, 
Mfleyud-ul mulk. During the period of his captivity, this minister 
is stated to have exerted himself with such address to justify his con¬ 
duct, and to disarm the resentment of the Stiltan, that the latter, from 
an excess of lenity, was at last prevailed upon to encourage him with 
the expectation of being restored to his appointments: hut when 
things were at this crisis, w hile the Sultan was reposing himself, one 
day at noon from the beat of the weather, he happened to overhear 
a conversation between his cupbearer and another attendant ; in w hich 
tin- former presumed tc observe that this same race of Seijuk appeared

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to him toposaws neither true magnanimity, nor sense of injury, since A. H. 494-sa 
the Stilton, notwithstanding lus multiplied treasons, could ye! conceive *■ D * 
the thought of again creating Mtievud-ul-mtilk the first minister of 
ids government. Not a little irritated by the remark, Burguiaurilg 11 kir * 
hastily issued from Ins tent, with his sword drawn,and having directed 
tU*? unfortunate Vezzeirto be brought before him, immediately struck 
off his head ; desiring the cupbearer to keep in mind, that on some 
occasions, the race of Seljiik could prove themselves not entirely defi¬ 
cient in spirit. 

Subsequent to this period, when two successive conflicts had fur¬ 
ther taken place between the Stiltans Buigniaurtig and MahnmmecJ, 
a treaty of peace was at last concluded between tire rival brothers; by 
which it was finally agreed, that Syria, Hi.turbtikir, Azorbayjaun, 

Mug I mm, Armenia, and Georgia, should he cm rip ri zed within Hie 
dominions of Sti I tan Mahommed; and that the remainder of the patri¬ 
mony of the house of Siljuk, consisting, probably, of eastern and wes¬ 
tern Ir&k, Furss and Khorassaun, with the whole ot the territory 
beyond the Oxus, should continue under the authority oi Llurgui- 
aurug. Tim dissensions between the family appear to have thus hap¬ 
pily terminated until the death of litirguiaurtig; which took place hi 
the four hundred and ninety-eighth of the 1 Jidjcrah,* the tweuty-firth- 
yenr of his age, and the thirteenth ol his reign, 

Sultan Ghcyauth-ud-detti Abii Shujia Mauommed, son of Melet 
Shalt, Iteaseim-e-Aiiiutt-ul-moumeneiu, fifth monarch of the race of 

Seljuk. 

Immediately on (he death of It is brother, Siifttio Mahommed laid 
claim to the entire possessions of the house of Seljtik ; although Me- 
lrk Shah the sou of Uurguibuii'ftg, had lujen early seated on the throne 
of bis father, by the two slaves Ayauz arid Scdkah, who prepared, 9ctTAW 
sword in hand, to support the rights of the young prince, tint when ^ mef ^ 
the armies were about to engage, a cloud, in the shape ot a dragon fkjjiik, 
vomiting flames, appearing above the heads of the troops oi Ayauz 
and Sedkah, they were so appalled by the phenomenon, that they 
juslaiilly sued idr pardon, and declared in. favor ot Sultan Mahommed,

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The young prince, and Ids two advisers, now fell into the Wands of th® 
Sultan, by whom they were sent, the tbnuer to a prison, the latter to 
the grave, 

Sultan Mahommeth In the former J uni m a tidy of the year four hun¬ 
dred and ninety-eight,* appeared at Baghdad; where, though the au¬ 
thority of hi a nephew had been readily pfoclauned by Must, zhjr B i Uaii, 
he, however, treated that Khalifwtth distinguished respect and honor. 
On tliis occasion, it is stated that while the Sultan continued at 
Ikghdud, Ahmed the son of Abdulinclck Attaush, a confirmed ad¬ 
vocate of the BowautinhU, or Ismleilians, who bad Jong preached 
his schismatical doctrines to the garrison of Dezhkoh, a fortress in the 
neighborhood of Isfahatm erected by Sill tan Melek Shall, availed 
himselfof the opportunity to make himself master of that stronghold, 
and to declare himself So a state of disobedience. On information of 
this contumacious act of rebellion in the very heart oi his dominions, 
Sultan Mahommed returned without delay towards his capital, ami 
immediately laid siege to the fortress of Dezhkoh. W hen the resources 
of the garrison became nearly exhausted, Ahmed Attaush conveyed 
a message to Saud-uUnuilk the Oujian, who held the office of \ ez- 
yeir to the Sultan, and who had privately embraced the doctrines of 
the Schismatics, to apprize him that the subsistancc of his followers 
being reduced almost to nothing, he should, in the course of two nt 
three days, be constrained to Capitulate with bin adversaries. The 
perfidious Vezzeir to this verbally replied, that it behoved him to 
exert his patience for a week longer, until be could find the means of 
removing ihis ting, alluding to his sovereign, out of the way. The 
Sidtan, from a .constitutional heat of temperament, had been in the 
habit of I deeding regularly once a month, and the period at which be 
usually underwent the operation now drew near. Saud-ul-mfilk then 
seized the opportunity, and with a bribe of one thousandth! mure, pre¬ 
vailed upon the surgeon to bleed his master with a poisoned lancet. 
The chamberlain oi Saud-ul-wulk becoming, however, by some 
means or other, acquainted with the design, fortunately disclosed it to 
his wL'uj slid tlm lady, as will sometimes happen, made the secret 
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known to her gallant; so that it cotild not ultimately rail to find its A. IT. 4Dfl &ti, 
way, to him whom it most materially concerned. Sultan Mahon lined A - 11 ■ 1 
upon this, feigning to be suddenly indisposed, sent for his surgeon to blniliui»in- 
peribrm the usual op©r ihem ; ami the latter had bound his arm, and 
was proceeding to touch it with the point ot" Ins lancet, when the 
royal patient fixed Ins eyes with stem severity on the countenance of 
the guilty miscreant. A tremor seized the limbs of the traitor; he 
made a lit IE and immediate confession of the truth, and was hied to 
dentil with his own lancet. The treacherous minister, with all 
attached to him, suffered the punishment due to his crimes ; and the 
garrison, apprized of what had happened, delivered up their fort with¬ 
out further resistance. T heir leader becoming a prisoner, was conducted 
into Isfahaun, riding on a camel with his hands hound, by command 
©I the Suluii; and in the course of a few days hi* was condemned to 
perish by an rgttotninous death, and his body burnt, together with 
those of all his misguided associates. 

In this place we are informed, on the authority of the Tftrikli gfizoi- 
dali, although it is not easy to reconcile it with the corresponding peri¬ 
ods of the history, that SGlum Mahommed was engaged, towards the 
conclusion of Im reign, on a distant expedition into 11 indostauti: dur¬ 
ing which he signalized his zeal for the filth, by live immolation of a 
vast multitude of unhappy and! unbelievmgl iindfts. I u the course of 
tin i X|ieditidU, an idol came into the Sultan's possession , of the enorm¬ 
ous w eight of tw o thousand maunns, about eight and twenty tons at 
the lowest computation, which the natives offered to redeem with an 
eipial weight in pearl. The Sultan rejected their offer writh disdain ; 
observing, that were he to comply, the world might justly entitle him 
M a hammed fh£ idol-merchant, for the same reason that a certain sta¬ 
tuary of the name of Azer, was called tlm idol-cutter. The image was 
accordingly conveyed nil the way to Isfahuun, where it was laid 
across the threshold at the entrance of the college which contains the 
tomb of Sultan Mnhortuned. it must, at the same time, occur to the 
reader, that nearly the same circumstance has been already related of 
So I tun Mahmud of Gbeznio. 

lit the early part of the five hundred and eleventh ofthe Ilnijcndi, 
while stretched un the bed of sickness mid debility, Sultan Malioiu- 
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H &n 'hi med declared his son MatrofUl successor to the throne of Tnghrel Beg; 
:dhV^ mid shortly after ward* closed his earthly career at the age ot thirty 
KimiauMut- seven, Jiaving reigned for about thirteen J cur ^ suistqutn o t u-1 e 
d-akkUur, Hiise Qf jlis brother, He bears with historians the character oi a pious 
and temperate prince r distinguished tor his inviolable adherence to lus 
engagements, for his rigid and indexible regard to truth, and tor the 
just and equitable principles on which he governed his people, 

Sultan Mfle&z-ud-deiD Su kJ uB, entitied Btlrhaun*-c*A meir-ul-tnpjj^ 
nioncin, the son ofMelek Shah, sixth monarch of the race otSeljnk. 

This able prince had already administered the government oi Klior- 
assflun for a period of twenty years, during the successive reigns of lus 
hr others, n.irguiauriJg and Mahomincd; ami assuming the sovereign 
authority on the death of the latter, he proceeded into Irak to vindi¬ 
cate his claims against his nephew Mahmud, who had collected an 
< army to oppose him. The younger prince being however defeated, 
withdrew towards Sfcwah ; but submitting to his destiny, and repair- 
ar< imfilie race j n ,, respectfully to the presence ol his uncle, he met with a liberal re- 
.fSeijnk, ceptipa ; and was invested with the government oi l Vrsimi Irak, vv itb 
no other apparent stipulation, than that the name of Sultan Suiijur 
should have precedence in the public prayers. 

During the five hundred ami twenty -fourth^ ot the Ifidjerali, Sul¬ 
tan Sunjur was employed in Transoxiana, to suppress the rebellion of 
Ahmed the son of S&jjpsn, governor of Samarkand. The insurgent 
sustained a siege of some duration within the drills ol that < ity , but 
ultimately submitting to the Sultan, the government was transferred 
to a slave of that monarch's. It was, however, restored to Ahmed hen 
Suiiman, after he had continued for some time in disgrace. 

In tlie year five hundred and thirty,+ the Seljukiun was involved in 
hostilities with Uchrnni Shall king oFUhejneip, who was indebted to 
him for his crown; and who yet thought fit about tins period to with¬ 
hold the tribute, which he had voluntarily incurred hy an obligation so 
essential. Sultan Sunjnr proceeding however towards Gbczuejn, at 
the head of his troops, matters were ultimately accommodated, tichnm 
Shnh submitting to make good his engagements lor the future, Tiyc 
* A iiujjcu*Lnlkjii, urpri’tiups a ray. of iln* power of the coiniiiimdiir of the faithful, 
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years afterwards,* (in 55.5) the presence of Sultan Sutijur was again 
required in Transoxiafta, liy fresh indications of hostility on the part 
of the governor of Samarkand, at this time langu ishing under a recent 
stroke of the palsy. After a siege of six months, being reduced to 
extremity, be once more delivered up the city to the Sultan ; in whose 
presence he is described to have appeared with his mouth distorted, 
and the saliva streaming down the comers, lie was now finally 
removed; though the province was bestowed upon his son Nusser 
Khaim, They were probably an inferior brunch of the Seljukiun 
family. 

About the same period, misled by the counsels of some of his nobi¬ 
lity, Sultiin Sunjur imprudently entered into a w'ur with Gur Khaim, 
the monarch of Kara Khatay, or central Tartary, who hastened to 
oppose him with all the force of his dominions. 13y a sudden and 
unaccountable defection, or dereliction of duty, on the part of the 
same nobles, the Sultan was left to precipitate himself on the ranks 
of his adversaries, with no more than three hundred followers ; and with 
fifteen of that number only, who survived the attempt, be succeeded 
in making good his retreat to the fortress of Termed, until Joined by 
others who had escaped from the field of bat tic. Turkan K h&t An, his Cen¬ 
sor t, with Taiije-ud-dem-Abnl Fumil governor ofSeies tan n, remained 
however, in the hands of the infidels, although they were some time 
afterwards released, and conducted into Kliorassauu. 

The effects of this defeat produced in the destiny of Sultan Sunjur, 
the most unfavorable reverse ; as it diminished to a serious extent that 
awe with which the world had hitherto been accustomed to con tem¬ 
plate his power. Fefeid-ud-dein-K fetch addressed the following lines 
to console him under his misfortune. 

Long has the agitated world been composed, illustrious prince, by 
the motion of thy spear ; 

For forty years has thy sword procured vengeance on thine enemies; 

Should some slight reverse befal thee, be it ascribed where due, to 
tbe mutability of fortune; 

For tbe BEING who* reigns in eternity, is alone HE that is exempt 
from chan ire.

Kholausiui- p crs | a11 I rnk ; where he was received by his nephew Silttan 

uUkUbjur. who had recently succeeded to the government, on the 

death of Mahmud j with every mark of respect and attachment. 11 re 

he aUo received letters from his tributary, Behrain Shah of Gheznein, 
announcing his successes in Ghour, and accompanied by Neikserr 
tbe Suriau ; one of the chiefs of the country who had been conducted 
to the presence of the Sultan, in order to attest these triumphs over a 
warlike people. Nevertheless, in the course of the following;year. 
All.i-ud-deiii HiSsseyne the Ghorian, with Ally Tcheiry, the latter 
educated by the immediate hounty of Sultan Sunjur,commenced hos¬ 
tilities against his authority, and threatened Khomssaun with invasion. 
Sultan Sunjur hastened to oppose their designs, defeated them in 
battle, and made prisoners both of Alla-ud-deir and his associate. 
The former he detained in custody, hut the latter he condemned to 
iplmediate execution for his ingratitude. The result of this victory 
Wits to restore to the Sultan a sroat part of his former renown, which 
was again re-echoed to the remotest limits of the earth. When he had 
however detained AUa*ud'dt j in Hilsseyne for some time a prisoner at 
his court, lie discovered in that chieftain so many engaging and bene¬ 
volent qualities, that he treated him with distinguished kindness, 
and finally sent him to preside over his u itive province of Ghour. 

In the year five hundred mid forty-eight,* Sultan Sunjur was des¬ 
tined to experience the ditest calamity tint ran fall to t!m lot of a 
sovereign prince i that by which he is thrown into the hands of his 
enemies. In a former period of his government, he hud been induced 
to admit of the settlement, in the territory of Evhottan, Tcheghauni in, 
and the neighbourhood ot'Balkb, of a colony offorty thousand Turk¬ 
man families, of that particular race which bore the appellation of 
Hush-e-Gbuzz—the swarm of the Ghuzzi; on their engaging to fur¬ 
nish for the use of his kitchen, an annual supply of four and twenty 
thousand sheep, I'nder this tenure they had, for some time, been 
tuflered to enjoy in the country a peaceable and unmolested resi* 
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dence; until, unfortunately, one of the agents of the Khaunsalaut, or 
purveyor of the kitchens, employed to demand the usual supply, con¬ 
trary to the practice of his predecessors, in selecting the animals pro¬ 
ceeded to ca\ il and dispute with the Turkmans; who, neither disposed 
to endure nor submit to his insolence, without ceremony put him to 
death, and immediately displayed the standard of insurrection. Not 
daring to apprize his sovereign of what had passed, the Khaiinsalaur 
continued tor some time to supply the Sfi I tan’s table at his own ex pence; 
but Ameir Komaiije, the governor of B&Uch, happening to visit Merit, 
at this period the residence of the court, the Khaiinsalaur disclosed 
to him the nature of the dilemma to which he had been reduced, by 
the misconduct and rapacity of his agent. On this, Komauje embraced 
the first opportunity of introducing, to the Sultan, the subject of the 
increasing strength and refractory spirit of the Ghuzzians, and con¬ 
trived to obtain for himself a patent fur the controul of that obnoxi¬ 
ous tribe. When lie returned to B&lkh, be accordingly dispatched to 
demand from the Ghuzzuns their arrears of supply, a person whom 
they immediately expelled, with every mark of contempt and insult; 
proclaiming that they were the subjects of the Sultan alone, and that 
they’acknowledged no other superior. Ameir Komauje accompanied 
by his son IMelfck-ul-Shurk, now proceeded to the neighborhood of 
the Gliuzzian settlements, equally prepared for hunting and for battle; 
notwithstanding which, he was attacked and killed by the insurgents. 
On intelligence of this act of hostility, Sultan Sunjur in concur¬ 
rence with the advice of his courtiers, hastened in person, to reduce the 
rebels to their duty; while on their part, the Lihuzzians, on his 
approach, dispatched to the camp of the S£dtan to apologize for their 
conduct, and to solicit his forgiveness ; offering in atonement for their 
offence, and for the blood of Ameir Ivomaiije, to pay a fine of one 
|iundred thousand dinaurs, accompanied by one hundred Kbatayim 
slaves. The Sultan seemed disposed to accede to these terms, and to 
return to Merd ; but his Ameirs objected, that if the Ghuzzians were 
suffered to elude the chastisement they deserved, bis empire would 
be exposed to perils and distractions, beyond his ability to obviate or 
appease. It was therefore determined to proceed in the design against 
the Ghuzziims ; but when the royal army drew near to the stations of 
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A.H. r» td-61. the insurgents* an attempt was again made on the part of the laiter to 
A. i>. naa^G. awake0 the compassion of the Sultan by the most humble intreatieft, 
Kh.ilrtUiiiit- an< j j lv WI | o 0e T to add to the amount of the former fine, one munn, or a 
ul-aklibaur. ^ ol . hll|ulrcJ we j g ht of gold, from every household Iwlougiug 

to the tribe, if he would engage to pardon their disobedience- Tha 
monarch appeared still disposed to the side of mercy i hut as ins power 
was now rapidly tending to its close, the counselsol two ol his Atneira, 
on whose judgment he principally relied, prevailed with him to force 
the rebels to u battle. The Ghus»ans, tints driven to despair, pro¬ 
ceeded, like men devoted to destruction, to combat in sidl-ileieiKv ; 
and the greater part of the SMtan’s generals, from a misunderstanding 
with his two advisers, discharging their duty with criminal negligence 
in theconflict which ensued, the insurgents, were completely triumphant* 
and the Sultan became their prisoner. Although they continued to 
treat their royal cap five for some time with every outward appearance 
of respect, the G buzz him availed themselves of their victory to attend 
him to MiTu, at tiiat period a city of great extent and opulence ; which 
they devoted for three days and as many nights, to plunder and outrage. 
After which, not yet satisfied with their booty, they proceeded to 
torture the inhabitants, in order to discover such property as had 
escaped the general pillage; and under these c ire urns lances, great 
numbers of the most distinguished and respectable believers perished, 
from the cruelties inflicted upon them by this ferocious and exasper¬ 
ated horde. 

The same enormities were extended by the Ghuzzisms through the 
g rea te r part of K h orassun n; t he unfor t u ttate S u nj u r. w ii o 11 i tin y 1 md u 11 i - 
mately confined to an iron cage, being condemned to the mockery of a 
daily exhibition on his throne, fora period of almost four years t during 
which the country was compelled to submit to every species of op¬ 
pression and outrage, All tliis titurf"the Sultan was deterred from any 
plan of escape by the consideration that his consort, the princess 
Turban Khatin, was also in the hands of his oppressors; but in the 
five hundred and fifty-first of the llidjerah,* which produced the 
death of that princess, he no longer delayed to deliberate on t lie mount* 
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tofliis deliverance, Theeare of his person had been entrusted to Arnett 
E lei a us, one of the Gbnzzian chiefs ; and this man he now prevailed 
upon to conduct him , on the pretence of hunting,, to the banks ot the 
Jeyhftn; where Araeir Ahmed Komauje the governor of Termed, 
with wiiom the plan had been preconcerted, and who had provided 
boats for the orcasion, suddenly made his appearance; and succeeded 
in carrying off the person of his sovereign, and in conveying him m 
safety to the castle of Termed. After continuing in that fortress, as 
long as it was necessary to collect a sufficient body of his adherents, 
Sflltan Sunjur proceeded to revisit his capital of Merit; but observing, 
oil his approach, the desolation which pervaded the country, and the 
deplorable distress of its inhabitants, the spectacle became too painful 
for his feelings ; ami the aged monarch, now in his seventy third year, 
sunk under the burden of hi* afflictions, on the twenty fifth of the for¬ 
mer Hub beta of the five hundred ami fifty second ol the Hidjerah ; # ufter 
reigning paramount sovereign of the Persian empire for one and lorty 
years, , 

Sultan Sunjur has been equally praised for his piety, and modesty of 
disposition, and for hts benevolence and the love of ids people : fur 
his respect for, and his encouragement of learning, and learned men, 
and for his zeal and exertions to promote the advancement ot his reli¬ 
gion : and if he failed in extending the dominions of his family by for¬ 
eign conquest, and became otherwise unfortunate in the conclusion of 
his reign, it Has by no one been ascribed to any deficiency in talents 
either for war or government ; in both of which he is universally ac- 
k now bulged to have excelled. The grandeur oft lie house of Selj ilk in 
it-, extended sense, at the same time, appears to have terminated with 
this prinde. His sisteris son, Mahmud, the son ol M a hummed 
Khaim, paternally descended from Boghra Khaim of hurkestaun, is 
stated, on the authority of the Rouziit-us-siitfa, to have succeeded to 
the sovereignty of K horassun n, on the death ofSQitan S 1 i njtur; hlit one 
ol his ministers revolting against his authority, in the sixth year of bin 
government, (A. H.&fS.) Mahmud was taken prisoner and deprived of 
■sight; after which, part of the territory of that noble province, was 
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A . If Ml.*). appropriated 1 ry the kintrs r>r K tmurezm, white the remainder con tin n »d 
A t>. in<•»•! . to the predatory and irreyular govern mimt nt the GliuiMi.

It was formerly noticed that rim* prince, nominated Hy his father to 
succeed to the entire dowinipns of the house ol'Seljuk, was ultimately 
corn pel led to confine' his pretensions to the two provinces of Persian 
Sri tan M ix . an< j Arabian Irak ; in the government of which he was confirmed by 
MCI> of Haa*- ^ Sultan Stmjiir. Ile held his authority for a period of four- 
* ' " n " m lu * teen years; and is described as a virtuous prince, elegant in his person, 
and of great mild ness of disposi t ion. He was however greatly addicted 
to women, and devoted much of his time and attention, to his dogs, 
and to the amusements of the chase. These amusements were, at the 
same time, not suffered to detach him either from the coutroul of ids 
finances, the superiu tends nee ol his daily expenditure, or the punctual 
aubsistance of his troops, 11e died at 11amadaun, which was become 
the metropolis of this branch of the family, in the mouth ot Shnvaitl 
of the five hundred and twenty filth ot the Hidjemh,* nt the age of 


seven and twenty. 

Sultan Itokkeii-iiil-deiii Toon nut., the son of Mabomioed son of 
Melik Shah, in conformity with the instructions ot his uncle, suc¬ 
ceeded, on the death of his brother Mahmud to the government ot Ir&k* 
both Persian and Arabian, lie wasbo.wever, during the whole ol his 
Suit ax- To* government, engaged in perpetual hostilities, with various success, 
oiii. jit, against his surviving brother Sultan Mussaoud ■ after sustaining a con¬ 

test with whom (or a period of throe years, he quitted'this stage of ex¬ 
istence* in Mohurrim of the five hundred and twenty ninth of the 
Hidjemh ;f leaving a character distinguished for strict and impartial 
justice, lor scrupulous abstention from all that was repugnant to the 
laws of his religion, and for fingultir valour, modesty, and humanity* 
Sultan Gheyauth-ud-dein Mussaoud, the son of Mahouuned son

Being at Baghdad sit the period of Iris brothr/a death, a part of the A. H. &2». 
A me i re of the governmen tdispatchcd without delay to in vite Mussaoud *• D ‘ m> - 
to Hamad aun, to take possession of the vacant authority; while others 
with equal activity sent toTebreiz, to demand the presence of Iris ne¬ 
phew Duoud* the son of the deceased monarch. Sultan Miissittmd, 
obtaining however, the start of the younger prince, suddenly appeared 
at 11 annul aim, and received the submission of the whole* with reluc¬ 
tance, or cordiality, just ns the parties felt affected to his interests. 

The Khalits Mustershid, and Hash id Hi Hull engaging in hostile de¬ 
signs against the authority of Sultan Miiss&oud, ivere both assassinated 
bv some of the fanatic disciples of the chief of Almowut, as forme ly 
related, in the early part of his government. The presence of the Su! Lin 
was therefore again required at Baghdad; where, he proceeded accord¬ 
ingly to place L'l Miiktetfy on the throne of the Kheiaufut. While 
he was absent from Hmimihmit on this occasion, intelligence was con- SrTTAV 
veyed to him that designs hostile to his government, were under the 
contemplation of the lieutenant of Fares ; and he found it expedient 
to detach Ids brother SdjukShuh, accompanied by’Ids Aubtrk,or go¬ 
vernor, or. preceptor, Kara, Sank nr, to restore obedience in that pro- 
vi lire. The A Ubek hud lid frever made but one march from the encamp¬ 
ment of Sultan M&bs&ou& when he bad the audacity to dispatch a 
message to that monarch; to announce that he should not advance a 
$ti p further, until the head of the ministe r, Mahommed Kliauzen, 
v ns sent to liini. This personage had rendered himself particularly 
obnoxious to the Ameire, not Jess by his imperious and haughty de¬ 
meanor, than by the sequestration of their emoluments ; and however 
his master might luwe been disposed to protect him, the demand of 
the A taluk was repeated with such determined pertinacity, that it was 
finally complied with ; and the bead of-the unfortunate Vesselr was 
given Up to his importunities. Kira Sunk ur then proceeded into Fares; 
and having reduced the metropolis of Sheiruuz, and placed it in the 
possession of Seljhk Shall, he returned to the court of Mussaoud, 

W here he died some time afterwards. 

The Sultan now transferred Iris confidence to the Atabeks F.yldc- 
kez, and Jaudeiy ; on the former of whom, with the government of 
Xebrcteuud Azerbaijan n, ho bestowed the widow oi his brother Sul- 
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ton Ttvdmd, of which marriage the Ameira Kuzzul Arslan, and Mahon* 
mod, were the issue- Atftbek Jaudely on the subsequent death of 
Seliuk Shah, was sent to preside over the province oi haras. 

' During his second visit to Baghdad, about the five hundred and 
thirty-second of the Hidjerah, Abbas the governor of Rey, undertook 
to transfer the throne of the absent monarch, to Ins brother Sul.man 
Shah; and, uniting with Ahdurraihtnan and Bfizaubab, two chiefs 
nvlio entertained similar designs in favor of Mt-lek Shah and Mahon®- 
med, the sons of Mahmud, openly declared against S ill tan M&ss&oud, 
and took possession of l&tahaun. Apprised of this dangerous coml »i u 
ation against his authority, the SAltan, in the very middle of winter, 
hastened towards Isfahaun; but being intercepted on tits arrival at 
Hutwaun, bv a tremendous fall of snow, and other seventies of the 
neason, lie was for the present constrai ned to postpone his vengeance, 
and return to Baghdad. On the return of more genial weather in the 
ensuing spring, however, the Sultan proceeded towards his object by 
the route of Tebreia, at the head of a powerful army ; So liman Shah, 
with his general Abbas, and the princes Mabommed and Mch‘k Shah, 
awaiting his approach, at a station in the neighborhood of Hamadaum 
Happily for Sultan Mftst&md, the very night preceding the day which 
had been appointed for battle, Sii liman Shah unaccountably withdrew 
towards Rey, followed by Abbas; and Abdurrai liman, and Bdzaubah 
equally surprized and alarmed, made the best of their way towards 
Isfahaun, with Mfelek Shah and Mabommed: while Sultan Mtissioud 
thus fortunately relieved from his embarrassments, hastened towards 
Rey on the footsteps of his brother. Shortly afterwards Sit liman 
ventured loan interview with his brother; and, it being thought unad¬ 
visable by the Sultan's cabinet that he should remain any longer at large, 
he was, as might have been foreseen, ini mediately consigned to impri¬ 
sonment. Abbas, Abdurraihnian, and Buzaubah, in the course of 
time, also solicited and obtained the Sultan's pardon, and hastening 
in succession to his presence, were treated with kindness and distinc¬ 
tion. But, as their breasts continued to be animated with a spirit of 
hostility towards t he S il tan's government,a considerable period was not 
(suffered to elapse before It was sufficiently demonstrated in the ingra* 
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hide of their actions ; and they were, each of them in different wavs, 
ultimately taken off by the hands of the executioner. 

Subsequent to these events, the feign of Sultan Miiss&oud proceeded 
with unclouded prosperity to the period of his death, which took place 
in sight of Hamadaun, on the night of the first of lludjub of the five 
hundred and forty seventh of the liidjerah,* the forty fifth year of his 
age, and the nineteenth of his government. He is described to have 
surpassed in liberality and benevolence of dispositions well as in the 
strength of his understanding; and to have promoted, both by his ex¬ 
ample and authority, the exercise of charity in all its forms. His 
munificence is indeed alleged to have been carried to that extent, that 
he was frequently reduced to draw upon an empty treasury; and he 
was so singularly attached to the manners, mid habits of life of religious 
mendicants, that great part of his leisure hours was devoted to an 
attendance on the victims of sorrow, and the inmates of seclusion'. 

Mogheyth-ud-deiu Meljek Shah the son of MabmAdV of Ikmu- 
djun and Ir&k Ajem. 

Raised to the throne, by whatever means, on the death of his uncle, 
tins prince appears to have immediately shut himself up against every 
kind of intercourse with the Ameire, and other officers of his govern¬ 
ment, and to have totally resigned himself to his pleasures. Attempting, 
however, to seize the person of Khausscik, one of the ministers ol the 
late Sultan, most distinguished for liis singular prudence and extra¬ 
ordinary valour, the greater part of the chiefs took offence at the de¬ 
sign, and espoused llie cause of the minister; by whose instructions, 
in the month of Sbavaul of the 547th of the Hidjerah,| llimun Jhn- 
daiir, on the pretext of an entertainment given in honor of him, pro¬ 
ceeded to invite the prince lo his house,; where, at the end of three 
days, in which he had been suffered to indulge himself in every species 
of luxury, he was sei/ed, and immediately confined to the castle of 
Hamad aim, Messengers were at the same time dispatched to Khii/- 
istauit, to invite his brother Mahotnmed to take possession ot tile go¬ 
vernment. After remaining some days immured in hi 9 prison, however, 
lie found means to e fleet his escape; and proceeding by the most 
* kirn of October, A.D, U&2. t Jaunty, A. U. 11W» 
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unfrequented ron ds into the same province ofKhAz^bnin, he there con¬ 
tinued to reside until the death of his brother, iti the live hundred .md 
fifty fifth of the Hidjerah ; when he advanced towards Ufahaun, with 
the objectof putting himself once more in possession oft he throne of 
Irak: hut be was arrested in his design by the hand of death. This 
voluptuary held his government for little more than three months, and 
hgd only attained to his thirty second year when he died. 

Sultan (i In van tb-ud-dein .Mauommed the sou of Mahmud, of I Li- 
vnadaunanJ Irak Ajem, &c, 

Sultan Mahommed, in consequence of the invitation ofth Ameirs. 
above adverted to, in thebeginningof MobuTrim oft heye? rfive bimdred 
and forty eight, repaired to lltunadatm, and immediately assumed the 
diadem of Irik. Before the expiration of the mo till conceiving, how¬ 
ever, some suspicion of the views of Aineir Khauaseik, In- caused that 
chieftain to l*c put to death, ami appropriated to limi-eli the wind-- of 
Ins treasure and effect?. As a proof or the ningimud of these articles, 
it is stated on the authority of the Tankli ghzetdah, that there were 
found in the repositories and wardrobe of thesam * Khans-? i not css 
than thirteen thousand pieces of crimson siiiu, by which we are taught 
to estimate the remainder of his property. 

W hen the fate of this personage was made known to A tithek Ey Id o 
kez, and to Nussrut-ud-dein Klinusseik the son of Auk Suukm*, the 
governor of Merauglutti, they immediatcly dechired against Suita11 \I - 
liommed; and proclaiming his uncle Suliinan the son of Mahommed, 
the son of MC-U-k Shall the great, proceeded with a powerful army to¬ 
wards Ilamadaun. Conscious of the disparity nf liis troops, and of 
the more alarming disaffection of his Ameirs, M du mimed sudl-i dy 
abandoned his power, with all its appendages of wealth and splendor, 
and fled towards bfabaun ; while Sulim,m Shah, on the other ban f, 
took possession of Ids capital w ithout resistance, and seated himself in 
triumph on the abdicated throne. Under these circumstances it was 
suggested to the new sovereign, that it would be advisable to confer the 
offices of Vezzeir, and Jiaitjeb, or minister of state and grand chain- 
Ijerkiu, on Mtizuffur-ud detti Alep Erghft, and Shmus-yd-dcin Aiuil 
Ncjeih, to the prejudice of the Ameirs Khaurczm Shah, and Fakhcr- 
ud-dem Kitu&li v ; who had hitherto enjoyed, the one the post of liau- 





jpl*, nnij the other that ofVezzeir respectively. Khaurezm Shall, one 
ol'tltp latter, bei 113 - however apprized of the proposed supersessipiit 
embraced an opportunity to persuade his sister, who was the wife of 

liman Shah, (hat the nobles had suddenly entered into 3 conspiracy 
to restore Shit an Mahommcd, ntut that very night to seize the person of 
her husband. This intelligence she naturally communicated toSnli- 
mtui; a 11 d th e pri nee, be t ng of a capacity to be im posed upon without much 
difficulty, that same night, nr comp allied by his family and the most 
confidential o( his adherents, withdrew towards M.izatideraun, The 
following day, unable to account for this ill-advised proceeding, the 
JV metrs wore thrown into the utmost consternation; and the troops 
mutinying against their leaders, hastened to gratify their propensity 
for plunder and spoliation, by appropriating to them selves all that could 
le found in thetreasury nnd stables of the fugi live Sn liman: white Sultan 
Mnhoniined, punctually advised of these unexpected events, returned 
without delay to Hamadaun, and was immediately restored to his 
authority. 

Nevertheless, some time afterwards, Sflliraao Shah had collected 
sufficient strength to issue from his retreat in Mazandemun; and, with 
the aid ol the Khalil Mukteffy, ami At.ibek EyJilekez, on the batiks of 
the Oras, to give battle to Sultan Mahommed. In this ho was finally 
defeated, mid compelled to seek for refuge at MossuJe. Shltan M*. 
bommed now conducted his army to Baghdad ■ but, in consequence of 
the revolt ofliis brother Melek Shah, was constrained to relinquish 
bis design of reducing that city. He died in Zilhudjeot the five huu- 
dred and fifty fourth of the llidjerab * in the thirty second year of his 
age, and after an unsettled and turbulent reign of seven years. He is 
also described to have been an able, wise, and learned prince, and, as 
far as his means enabled him, to have promoted die observance of the 
law, am] the- honor and welfare ol its ministers. 

Sultan MiWz-ud-deiii Suli man Sha ii,lhe son of Mahommed son 
of Melek Shah, in Fliunadauii, and Irak A Jem, &c. 

Quitting his retirement at Mossfile, Suliman hastened to Hamadaun 
in tbeformerRebbemoftheyetir five hand red and fifty five,j-aud wiili the 
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general concurrence of the Ameirs of the province, ascended the throne 
of Mk. In order to gratify the wishes of Atabek Eyldckez, he had 
consented to nominate the stcp-swi of that chieftain, Meli k Arslan, 
as his successor in the royal authority ; but, through the suggestions 
of Ezz-ud-dcin Keymaur, and Nausser-ud-tlein Auksunkur, forming 
some design against the person ol'UI Mouffek, {prohahly Mustanjef 
or Must on jid, for that was the name oft he reigning Kha! if) the intention 
became known to that Khali I"; who dispatched a message to inform 
thcAtabek that it was expedient to establish Melfk Arslan in the so¬ 
vereign authority, without further delay. Atalx-k Eyldekez was 
wrought upon, without much difficulty, to coincide in this measure* 
and proceeded to conduct his ward fromTebreiz, immediately towards 
Hamaduun. SuJinmu Shah, devoted to wine and worn mi, gave him- 
selfin the mean time but little concern about the arrangements of his 
government; and the greater part of the nobles withdrawing from his 
court in consequence, a conspiracy was formed to seize bis |xr*on ; 
which w as carried into execution, as soon as Mclck Arshin and the Ata* 
bek, were arrived in the vicinity of Hnmadaiin, towards the coneludnn 
of Kamzaun of this year.* The deposed Sii I tan was con fined to the castle 
or citadel of the metropolis, alter a short reign of six months and a 
few days ; and lie died in his prison shortly afterwards at the age of 
forty five. 

Sultan Kokken-ud-dem Auslax the son of Toghrct, in llmnadunrii 
Irak Ajem, &c. 

Immediately on his arrival at Hamadaim, this prince was confirmed 
in the sovereign authority by the concurrent voice of his several 
A mein ; and he gave to the world, according to our author, both bv the 
splendor ot his power, and the justice of his govern incut, a course of 
prosperity to which tor some time it had been a stranger. He was 
however summoned at the com men cement of his reign to oppose the 
rebellion ot Ezz-ud-dcin Keymaur the governor of IslUhuiui, and 
llussaum-ud-dein Eynauiye, or Eynauntch, governor of Rey; wh» 
had proclaimed M a ho mined the sou of Seljflk Shah, am] wcrendvuflC- 
ing tun aids llamadaun. In the neighborhood of Kazftdit (Casbin)

n>ed flying towards KMztstaun, and Kfeymour and Eymiunje towards A - D - 
Hey and .MitZiifitlpfsuti. About the same period the province of Kliolmbiur 
Azerbayjmin was menaced with an invasion from the prince of En- “^hbtur. 
jnnz, a confirmed and profligate infidel,* which the Sultnu hastened 
without delay to repel, In a dreadful battle which took place not 
far from the fortress of Rank, the advocates of Islam were deci¬ 
sively triumphant: after which SAItan Arslan repaired to Kazvein, 
and having made himself master. Sword in hand, pf a fortress erected in 
the neighborhood of that place by the Issmabilians of Almowut, he 
levelled it with the ground, 

Tovvardsthe conclusion offiVehitridredand fifty nine, f Saltan Arslan 
proceeded towards Isfahan n ; where being joined by A tahefe Zungui 
tlicpclghriiin, he conferred upon that chief the government of’Slieirauz 
and I'arss. Eynuntije was formerly stated to have fled into Mazun¬ 
derpin. J le repaired finally to the court of the king of Khuurezm ; 
and having procured ifu- assistance of that monarch, he returned in the 
five hundred and sixi v first of the Huljerah, into t*ersi m Irak, where 
lie committed great enormiti* s, particularly in the temtoriesndjoiningto 
Kazvein and Kbher: but Sultan Arslan, accompanied by tire Ataht k 
Eyldekez, hastening to chastise the inroad, Eymiunje again r tired into 
Jdazanderaun. hi the five hundred and sixty thirdf of the llitljeruh, 
however, he once more entered the province nl" Rev ; and succeeded hi 
th foaling Nussrut-ud-diin Mahommed llio soil of Evldckez, the Sul¬ 
tan’s half brother, employed against him on tins occasion. Atabek 
K; ld< kt z was then dispatched in person to repel the invader ; with 
whom lit* found it expedient, nevertheless, to conclude atomy df petite, 
by which it was stipulated, that Eymmnje should accompany the A ta¬ 
in k to the presmceofSAItiur Arslan. It was however so contrived, that 
the very night preceding the intended interview, Eynaunje should 
have been put to death in hisotvn encampment, while no one wag ever 
discovered s to whom the fiict could be ascribed. The Sultan on in¬ 
telligence of vvh.it had happened, conferred the -government of Rev*

lu the five hundred and s xtv eighth* of the I 1 idjrrah, died the mo¬ 
ther of Sultan Arslan, who had been long married to Atabek EyMtke* ; 

B tede than whom, according to our author, from tiro united testi¬ 
mony Of everv historian of the age in which she lived, w >etiier in 
sincere devotion, modesty, or zeal in promoting the happiness of her 
people, none more distinguished was ever nursed in the cradle oi the 
iUustiiousgreat* ller husband followed to the grave at the expiration 
d one mouth ; and Sultan Arslan now added the dignities vacated by 
his death, to the honors ami appointments already enjoyed by his son 
Jahauu Pehelwaun Mabommed. The Sultan was, however, so deeply 
affected by the toss of his mother, and stepfather, that he does not ap¬ 
pear at any time to have thoroughly recovered from the shock. 1 le 
died in the latter Juimmmily of the five hundred and seventy first of the 
Hidjerah,! at the age of forty three, and after a splendid reign of fifteen 
years eight months and some days. He is described to have been a 
monarch ol'singuhtr clemency, forbearance, and liberality ; hut posses¬ 
sion too elevated a mind to examine with snilicietttminutem’ssiijtfi i hi 
management of his finances, he unintentionally connived at abuses; 
for, either discrediting, or banishing from bis recollection, the crimes 
and offences of delinquents, lie suffered them to experience no change, 
or diminution in his bounty, in any shape, ft is lastly to Ins praise 
alleged, that in the very delirium of mirth and fsiivity, neither Iroot 
himself nor from bin attendants, did lie ever suffer the language of oh- 
scenityou any occasion to escape. 

Sultan Kokken-ud-dem Tog hurl the son of Arslan, last monarch 
of the Iriikian branch of theracp ofSeljuk. 

Succeeding to the sovereign authority, on the death of his father, 
* ,tTA * l l7°’ Sid tan 1‘oghrel committed the affairs of his govenmi-nt to the entire 
con trou l and discretion oi his uncle, Jahauu Tehalwauu M a hummed 
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son of Evldcltez, A1 tire commencement of his reign, he was suc¬ 
cessively employed to repel an invasion of Azerbayjauu on the part 
of the infidel prince of Enjauz, formerly noticed, and to suppress an 
insurrection in favor of his uncle Mahommil the son of Toghrel, who 
was advancing against Persian Irak. In both cases, under the direc¬ 
tion of the minister Johann Pfehel waon Ma ho turned, and his brother 
Kuzzul Arekn, his arms were triumphant. 

In a former part of his work, the author has noted from oriental wri¬ 
ters, that a conjunction of the seven planets in tu^untin s, took place at 
the period of the deluge ; such a remarkable conjunction is now stated 
to have also occurred, in the third degree of /ibra, during the five hun¬ 
dred and eighty first of the llidjerah*, the tenth year of the reign of 
Sultan Toghrel. From this rare phenomenon, the astrologers ventured 
to predict that the world was about lobe visited by a general and tre¬ 
mendous hurricane, which, in the course of the year, should not only 
sweep away, and annihilate every structure erected % the hand of man, 
hut tear up the very mountains from their foundations. In this opinion 
the philosopher An wary is said to have been more pertinacious than 
the whole of his brethren ; and the people, in many parts of the em¬ 
pire, proceeded in consequence of the a fanning reports which prevailed, 
to provide for themselves caverns in the bowels of the earth; in order to 
secure themselves, it possible, against the awful impending visitation. 
It happened, however, by God's merciful providence, that at the period 
predicted for the occurrence of this tremendous calamity, there should 
tna have arisen even as much wind, as was sufficient to enable the pea¬ 
sant to separate the chalF from his corn. Nevertheless, although in 
one respect the astrologers might have been deceived in their prognos¬ 
tications, it was in the course of this year that the irresistible ./i ng-m iz 
became the sole sovereign of the different tribes of his own nation ; 
and true it is, that before the termination of his eventful and over¬ 
whelming career, such a tempest was produced, in the moral world, by 
the exterminating fury of that dreadful scourge, as to have almast an¬ 
nihilated the powers of Asia, that stood in the way of his vengeance*

KuzruI Arslan enteredUaiiiadaon>ithoiit opposite^ i 
but returning into Azerbaijani at the expiration ofa few dap, S i ltuu 
Toghrel was permitted to repossess iiiniself of h's capital, L lie dis.il- 
feeted Aihclrsof Irik under the influence ofKuzzul Arslan, sending 
however to announce to him that they sine, rely regret! d, and were 
ashamed ol' tin ir recent disloyal proceedings, and that tin y were hast- 
ening to his presence to make him every suitable apology lor their 
misconduct, the Shi tat. altered himsdi to he flattered by these insidi¬ 
ous professions of returning duty ; and informed them in reply, t.mt 
he should meet them the following day, on the Meydaun-e-tu. bauzy, 
or gotTcourse,in chcneighborhood, anil give them an opportunity 
renewing their engagements, l neon sc tons of evil the Suit.ill pros 
cevdtd the next day accordingly, to the placeofappoiatment; and t li us 
furnished to the Auwirs an opportunity, of which they iimnediutely 
availed themselves, to carry theirtreacherousdesigns into execution, 
by seizing hts person, and conveying him to a prison in the fortress of 
Alan, or Alenjck. Ku/zul Arslan upon this again cime to 1 lamudauifi 
proposing to vest the sovereignty of Irkk in Sunjur the stju of Sulimaa 
Shah; hut an agent from Baghdad arriving at this very conjunefu re, with 
a message from the Khalif (l iNasscr) urging it ns expedient that the 
Ataliek should himself assume the sovereign power, Kuz/ul Arslan 
received the proposal with exultation; and deehrin- hitnself in pos¬ 
session of the monarchy, proceeded, without further delay, to stamp 
the coinage, and exercise, in his own name, the other functions oi 
royalty, Falher-nd-dein kutliigb, and the other Ameirs, conceiving 
however that they had claims of their own, an hundred fold supenor 
to any that lie could pretend to advance, though the uncle ol their 
degraded sovereign, were little disposed tosuhmit to this assumption of 
authority ; and they contrived accordingly, in the course ol the same 
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sliOft week, tn ptjt Ktizzul Arslan to death, and to divide the provin¬ 
ces of Irftk between themselves. 

I u the mean time, through the assistance of IlWatiin-ud-dein, Sepah- 
sahmr.and otherloynladheretite, SultanToghrel had succeeded in t tL*ct- 
in £ ,lis escape from imprisonment; and assembling a powerful body of 
troops, hastened to avenge himself on his rebellious subjects. In the 
neighborhood ofKazvetn be brought them to a battle, in which, after 
an obstinate eon flirt, the rebel chiefs met the reward or their guilt; 
and the fortune of an illustrious monarch once more resumed its pre- 
poiuh ranee. 


On the death of Atabek Mahommed, the Sultan had, it appears, mar¬ 
ried hi* widow, the mother of Ku tJ6gh Eynaunje;and this I nly, wrought 
upon by the importunities, or suggestionstif her son, had- formed, jn 
the course 'of the five hundred and eighty eighth of the Hitljerail * the 
design of destroying her royal consort, by introducing a poisonous 
inis lure into his lemonade. Sultan log lire I becoming, however, by 
some means or other apprized of her design, the traitress was justly 
condemned roswullow the draught, which she had prepared for another. 
Ivui high Eynattnje escaped with a short imprisonment, after which he 
Wins pardoned Ibr his crimes, and sf?t m l uge. 

Such however was the innate depravity, and hardened malignity of 
this man, that it prompted him, notwithstanding, to miter Into a corres¬ 
pondence with Alia-ud-dcin Tiikkesh, king of Kl.aim zm - whom he 
immediately invited to the conquest of Irak. The Khiiitrezini,.ri ae- 
cepted the invitation without difficulty, and marching into l r ;,k Wn9 
very punctually joined by the rebel; but having continued for some 
time in the territory of Rey, and reduced the fortress of Tab;,rek, he 
withdrew into his own dominions, leaving the care of the recent con- 


f] nests to one ofh is captains, of the n ltneof Tetngbauje. Silk in Toghr 1 
at the head of his troops advanced, however, in the course of the five 
hundred and eighty ninth of the Hidjerah towards Rev ; and h ivi-i^ 
recaptured Tsharek, and seized the person of Temghauje, he caused 
that commander to suffer death. 

In Mohurrim of the year following, the five hundred and ninetieth 
of the Hidjerahf Kdilfigli Eynaunje again invaded Irak uith a great 
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■may, underline authority ©f the king of Klwnrezm ; bat being op* 
posed m ar Key by Sultan Toghrel, lie was totally defeated by that 
monarch, and compelled to return with disgrace and loss towards Khau- 
rezm. The Silltan; now gave a loose to festivity, and in the aacient 
metropolis of Hey totally resigned him sc If toll is pleasures, to his propen¬ 
sities for wine anti women ; neither was he to he awakened from his 
delirium of debauch, by the reports continually repeated to him, of the 
approach of Sultan Alli-ud-detn Tukkesh, with a fresh nr my of Khflu* 
rczmmns. In these sensual excesses, to the entire neglect of his affairs 
the Sultan persisted in demoting himself, “from dusk to dawn, and from 
“dawn to dusk," until his Aineirs, wearied out and disgusted with 
the fatuity Which seemed to have chaced away the understanding of 
their sovereign, at last dispatched a message to hasten the advance 
of his enemies. The Khaurczmiaii accelerated !i is approach accord¬ 
ingly, and by forced inarches unexpectedly presentedhimtdlf in the 
outskirts of -Rev, 

Su 1 tu 11 Tog I ire I proceed ed , however, w i tl ion t d day to gi ve 1 1 i m h a n 1 e ; 
and in the latter Rebbeia of the year five hundred and ninety,* the 
two mongrel)s met on this occasion, to decide their quarrel and thr f lt to¬ 
ot Irak. N ot less from the pride and confidence of youth, than from tho 
effervescence of wine, by which lie had b«ett rendered insensible to dan¬ 
ger, rhe Sultan is said on that day, on recognixing the person of Kiit- 
lugli hynaunje, to have spurred his horse towards him, repeating these 
lines from the Shuli-tilinah ofFerdilssy. “ When the dust arose which 
“attended the march of mine enemies—when the cheeks ofmy bravest

Of the second branch of the race ofSeljilk, which was settled in 
(he government ot Kerin aim, the account which we derive from our 
outhorsball he comprized in a few brief passages; and this, without 
further preliminary, we shall proceed to submit to the indulgent reader. 

The first of this series of princes was Kawerd, or Kudru, or Kadrid, 
it is impossible to determine exactly which, the son ofTehefher Ueg;

Soxta n Sha if, the son of Kawerd, second of the Kermaun ianSeliu* 
cides, succeeded by direction of his enuzm german, on the death of his 
father, and continued in the government until the four hundred and 
seventy seventh of the llidjcrah, when he died, according to the state¬ 
ment of the Tirikh gtizeidah, after a reign often years ; from which IM ’ 

it might appear, that it required some deliberation with Melek Shah, 
before he restored to him the possessions of his father.

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CHAP. IX. 

W ITH the ordinary brevity of the original, our narrative will next 
be employed to describe the principal events that distinguished 
the government of the Khaurezru Shkhies, or manure hs of Jvhaurezm; 
whose elevation, decline, aud extinction, without further preliminary, 
it becomes our business now to examine. 

The great ancestor of the princes of this race, then, according to 
the generality of historians, is stated to have been Noushteguin, or 
Noushteketn Ghirjah, a slave of Turkish extraction, originally the pro- 
pmv of BclgSttekein; but being promoted to the office of cupbearer, 
or butler, to Melek Shah the Seljilkian, an office to which the reven¬ 
ues of the province of Khaurezm were then attached, Xoushtekeiiuas 
formerly noticed, was invested by that monarch with the government 
of the same province; which on his death was bestowed, with additional 
honors and preferments, on his eldest son Kutb-ud*dein Mahommed, 
a prince of extraordinary endowments and ability. 

KutH-ud-dein Mahommed, the son of Nuushtekoin, first of the 
Khaurezm Shfihies, or king* of Khaurezm. 

During the reign of Sultan Burgmaurug, in the four hundred and 
ninety first of the Ukljvrah, while Sultan Sunjur was yet governor of 
Khorassaun, KOtb-tid-dein Mu hummed hecame sovereign of Khau¬ 
rezm, with the title of Kliaurezm Shah; a dignity which lie sustained 
■w ith singular splendor and success, tor a period of thirty years ; conti¬ 
nuing, nevertheless, year after year, alternately with his son Atseiz,to 
attend the court of the Seljukian monarch. Hie whole period of his 
government is, indeed, represented to have Wen distinguished by an 
exemplary course of service to the monarch* of that race, against whom 
he never in any instance suffered the slightest sentiment of hostility, 
or disaffection, to enter his breast. He died m the five hundred and 

twenty first of the lAidjerah, and was a liberal patron of learning aud

these services admitted to a decree offavor with that monarch,far beyond 
Ida compeers, the jealousy of the other courtiers was at last excited t and 
t hey combined to expel hi m from the pit sence of the i r master. A t se i /., 
Atshs.IW of discovering' however the malignant designs of h is enemies* determined 
tb- Klmvr«m antidpatc them, and obtained the permission of the Sultan to w ith¬ 
draw into Khaurezm; on which occasion it is said that the monarch, 
on taking leave of his feudatory, should have observe^ t l |at vvaB a

courtiers demanding the motive of their sovereign, for thus dismissing 
him to his province, with such a conviction on his mind, Sultan Sim- 
jnr confessedi that the services of Atseiz were so great and so faithful, 
that the slightest violence on his part, was not to he justified by any 


principle of good faith or generosity. 

Not long alter he arrived in Khaurezro, Atseiz. as appears to have 
been foreseen, began to exhibit those proofs of an ambitious and refrac¬ 
tory disposition, which led to ins undisguised and final rebellion; on 
which, in the five hundred and thirty third of the llhljemh,* Sultan 
Sunjur proceeded with his troops into that province. Arse hi was, on 
this occasion, entirely defeated, and expelled the country, and his son 
F.yl k til l ugh was taken prisoner and put to death by tile Sul tan ■ by 
whom the government was now transferred to his own brother, Sub- 
man Shah; after which withou t suspicion offuturc mischief lie returned 
into Irak. On the departure of Sultan Sunjur, however, Atseiz em¬ 
braced the opportunity to re-enter khaureziiL; and Stillman, being by 
some failure or Other unprepared tor resistance, immediately evacuated 
the country to join his brother. On tlu3, Atseiz openly proclaimed bis 
independence of all foreign authority ; ami proceeded to prosecute hh 
designs against the power of the house of Seljuk, with increasing ani¬ 
mosity and inveteracy. 

In tile five hundred and thirty eighth of the llidjcraht Sultan Sunjur 
again entered Kbanrezm, where he besieged his rebellious feudatory id

*hc capital of the safiic name. M hen lie had, however, reduced it to the A. H. &SS- 49 . 
point of submission* he was prevailed upon bv the in treaties, the prayers A* P, iu:m ?. 
ol Atseiz, supported by some well-timed and costly presents, to grant KlrtluMMit- 
him terms of pardon and oblivion; and to leave liiin still in possession ulai!,bi<ir ‘ 
of liis government, in defiance of every maxim of ordinary policy* and 
prudence. Accordingly, the Sultan lied tto sooner reached ids capital 
OlMerfi, than he found ample reason to lament his ill-requited indul¬ 
gence, in the information that reached him, that the prince of lvbau- , 

rczin had openly resumed Iris former plans of disobedience and revolt. 

Under such circumstances a person of t he name of AsejbSauber, a na¬ 
tive of Termed, was employed on the part of the Sultan to reclaim him 
to a sense ol duty. Atseiz contrived to detain the agent, while he 
dispatched a couple of assassins to Merit, for the purpose of destroying 
his sovereign. The treacherous design became however known to 
Azdb, and lie privately sent to apprize the monarch of his danger. 

1 lie assassins were upon this discovered and put to death, and the 
failhiuI agent was condemned for his vigilance to perish in the .ley him. 

About four years afterwards, in the five hundred and forty-second 
of the Hidjerah, Sultan Sunjur resumed hostilities with the Khaur- 
czmian; against whom he this time commenced his operations by the 
siege ofl l azau rasp, the principal frontier town on the side of Iv boras- 
Bsun. On this occasion his hard An wan, is said to have addressed to 
the S nl tan some verses, of which the following may be the sense of the 
concluding lines. “Great monarch* be this day’s effort directed to 
“subjugate Haaaurasp; to morrow Khaurezm, with one hundredthou- 
“ sand horse, shall he thine:” this lieinga pun upon the word asp, which 
signifies a horse in the Persian, but a town in the Khaurezmiun 
dialect. llesheid Wctwaut, a friend of the K ha urea in tan’s, on the 
other hand, attached the following couplet to an arrow, anil shot it 
into the camp ot the Sultan. ** Although thine enemv* noble prince, 

‘ L (addressed to bis patron) were possessed of the valour of iinstum; 

** lie shrill not be sutiered to appropriate even an ass, from iiazaurasp,’* 

The sarcasm conveyed in these few words excited in the SeijOkian a 
very violent degree of resentment; and he declared that the unfortu¬ 
nate bard should lie cut into seven pieces, the moment he was master 
of the town, liesheid found means, however, when the Sultan’s 
troops were in possession of the place, to interest some m the members 
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of Ae court in his Favor; one of whom, at a convenient opportunity, 
ventured to intimate to his sovereign that the WLevant, a hint 
so frail and diminutive, could illsupport dissection, in toed malty ports 
as seven ; peradventure, if his highness were not particularly averse 
to it, it [flight be more convenient to divide him. into two equal and 
similar parts, This species of application had its effect with the be¬ 
nevolent Sultan, who sealed the obnoxious poet’s pardon With n smile. 

On the reduction of Lbunit rasp the SMtan proceeded to invest the 
capital; hut while he was prosecuting the siege, a devout |iersoii, of 
the name of Alm-poush, repai red to his camp, with overtures toward® 
an accommodation on the part of Atsela; and the proposals being 
a? <aiii accompanied with presents of suitable magnitude and value, it 
was finally agreed that on appearing on the bank of the Jevluin, and 
prostrating himself to the earth in the presence of his Lord paramount, 
the Ivhaim/thian should be permitted to return unmolested- with 
a general pardon for his multiplied offences.

Although this was a spe¬ 
ck* of demeanor hut ill suited to the disposition of the Sel.juki in. he 
urns, however, prevailed upon by an exeats of lenity and in tulgence 
to wink at it, and to return to Ins metropolis of More, without exhibit¬ 
ing an v priiitf of resentment j neither did any further hostilities ever 
after take place be tw m him, and this refractory and powerful vassal. 

In the fire hundred and forty-seventh of the Hidjorah, the Khutir- 
eeiiiini carried his conquests to the eastward of the Oxils ; where he 
made himself master of the city of dflud on the Seyhan, and of the 
territory of Soghnauk, or Sagunae above Otranr. When, in the 
course of the following year, Sultan Sdnjur became a Chptivc in the 
hands Of the Ghuzzkns, he repaired, howdver, into Khiww&im to a 
conference with llokken-ud dein Mahmfol, the sister’s son ot l ho 
SiiLiau ; with w hom lie continued' for A period of three mont hs, aerattg-

Sultan Sunjur on his escape from captivity, failed however to take Kiiulwu*uir 
advantage, ’ oImAMml 

In the early part of the five hundred and fifty first of the Hidjerah, 
when confined to the bed of sickness, Atseiz happened to over-hear 
one o! iiis attendants recite a passage of the K or all, adverting to the 
awful crisis of death and dissolution; which conceiving to prognosticate 
that his disorder would prove fatal, it assumed ill consequence an un¬ 
favorable and serious turn, and he died in the latter Jummuudy of the 
Siiiue year,* at the age of sixty one. He had ruled over Khauresent 
altogether,for a period of nine and twenty years; for sixteen years of 
w hich, with independent sovereignty ; and he has, at the same time, 
been equally applauded for the mildness of his disposition, the strength 
of his understanding, and his exquisite learning, 

A ve.il Arslan the son of Atseiz, third of the Khnurezm Shahies, 
assumed the sovereign authority on the death of his father; and ex¬ 
tended his dominions by a variety of conquests both in the territory Ayeil 
beyond the Ox us, and in Ivborassaun. Some i nditr.it ions ofliosti- lav, nu of 
lity on the part of his brother Sfiliman, rendered it expedient as a men- 
sure of self defence, to consign him to perpetual imprisonment, Ayeil " 1 
Arslan died on the nineteenth of the month of Rudjulr}* of the five 
hundred and sixty seventh of the Hidjcrah, after a reign of nearly se¬ 
venteen years, 

Sultan Shah the son of Ayeil Arslan, fourth of the Khuureztn 
Shahies. 

This prince, in opposition to the prior claims of TukkeshKlmnn, Ids 
elder brother, succeeded to the throne of the K Emu rez minus imincdi- SoltasSuau 
ntcly on the death of His father; the administration ofaffairs being f\ rli 01 J* 1 * 
u udertnken by Ins mother Melka K hit £m. In the mean ti rne the elder hies, 
brother, who presided in the government of JUnd on the Seyb&n at 
t he period of his father’s death, dispatched, on i n tell i gen ce of that even t, 
an agent to demand from SaltiinShnh the cession of a part of their father’s 
dominions; to which, in reply, He received a peremptory refusal, an dan 
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A. n. MTm intimatiott that till? sword alone must decide their claim*. The Sultan 
A. D. U7i fl3, 8£m „ afterwards took the field at the head of a powerful army to anti- 
KT^Unnsi.t- (.jpnt*. the designs of his brother, who immediately retired for protec- 
ui akbthiiir. tjni| hit0 Kira Khitay ; tlie adjoining Tartarian territory, at thin period 
under the government of a female. To this princess, provided throng), 
her assistance lie should be enabled to reduce Khailrezm, lukkesh 
Klrnuri engaged to remit from the revenues of that country, an annual 
proportion to a great amount; and the queen of Kira Khitiy acceding 
to his request, finally dispatched her own husband, to whom the histo¬ 
rian has assigned the name ofKenna, with h prodigious force, to put the 
fugitive prince ill possession of his father's dominions. The country 
was evacuated on their approach by Sulhin Shah, who withdrew »o 
Ntvshapir, in the neighboring province of Khoraasaun; on which, 
in the latter Kcbbeht of the five handred and sixty eighth of the Hid- 
jerah, Tukkcsh Khaun entered the capital of Khaurczm apparently 
without ns is twice. A contest, however, continued to be main¬ 

tained between the two brothers, with unabated animosity, fora very 
protract'd scries of years, Sultan Shah finding occasional support from 
the surrounding powers; until about the conclusion of his life, hav¬ 
ing succeeded in making himself master of some of the principal 
cities of Khomssaun, an accommodation was at last brought about 
with Tukkcsh Khann ; who on the death of his brother, not long after¬ 
wards, namely on the thirteenth day of Rsunzatin of the five hundred 
and eighty ninth*ofthe f 1 idje rah, became sole sovereign of the Khau- 
rcamisn dominions. 

Tl'Kkesu Kji.vl‘S the son of A veil Arslan, fifth of the Kbn tire bin

Tukkesli Khaim was proceeding for the hist time into Khorassauu, 
Tckkesh at commencement of the year five hundred nm) eighty nine, to 
Khavn. chastize the ambitious spirit of his brother, when on fiis arrival ut 
Viliof the Abhverd, he received from the governor ofSerkticss, subject to the 
s^r authority of 5Allan Skih, u dispatch with overtures of submission. On 
which Tukkcsh Khaun hastened his match; but before he could pro¬ 
cure im interview with Sultan Shalt, that prince* had withdrawn to the 
* Twenty sevmlli *>( Sefifoinlxrr, 1 tys. 
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mansions of ike dead; thus leaving the wholeofKhorassaun, a possession 
no longer disputed, to his more fortunate brother. It was the intention of 
the Khaureztnian upon this, to confer the territory of Serkhcss and Meru, 
upon hisj eldest son, Kutburf-dciu Mahoimited; from which lie suf¬ 
fered himself however, to be dissuaded by Melek Shah a younger son, 
who solicited the government of these places for himself, Sultan Ma- 
hrniimcd being invested with that of Neyshapur. This, at the expiration 
of a little time, Mahommcd also committed to the same brother, re¬ 
pairing himself to the presence of his father in Ivliaurczni. 

In the course of the five hundred and ninetieth of the llidjerah,* in 
consequence of the defeat and death otTeuighauje, Ids governor oflley, 
and of an alleged infraction of treaty on the part of Sultan Toghrei 
the Seljiikiau, Tukkesh Kliaun invaded Persian Irak ; and the greater 
part of that powerful province submitting to his authority, on the death 
of the Sultan as formerly described, he consigned the government; of 
Isfahanti. together with the control)} of all the feudatories, dependent 
upon it, to Uis ally Kutlugh Eynaunje; the city and territory of Rey 
being, however, placed under the authority of Uis third son Auuess 
Khaim, with Meytijek for his Atabek or tutor, Tukkesh Kliaun re¬ 
turned to pass the cold season in Klinutr/in ; but in the course of the 
ensuing spring, engaging in an expedition against Sqghnauk, on the 
Sevluin, the Khaim of the country advanced to oppose him; and, either 
through the treachery or cowardice of soma of his principal command¬ 
ers, gave him a total defeat, by which he was compelled to retire 
into Khan re itm, \*ub disgrace and loss. On the other hand, Naussei- 
ud-dciti Melek Shah, having delegated the government of Kliomssaun 
to his son Arslan Shah, hastened to join his father; while Sunjur Shab^ 
observing that province destitute of its presiding power, and abandoned 
to the discretion of the turbulent and disaffected, began to form designs 
subversive of the established authority, JJut, before he could carry 
those, designs into execution, intelligence of his ambition* views 
being conveyed to Tukkesh Kbaun, that monarch demanded his pre¬ 
sence in Kbaurezm, before heconld be aware that his plans had hem 
detected. On his arrival lie was immediately deprived of sight, and 
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A. U w -to. then imprisoned i but trfW a short time he was, at the solicitation of

in Ins eyes, ami failing of a cure at the metropolis of hia g6tettraien>, 
proceeded into Khorassaun, baring the province of Rey, with the au¬ 
thority of lieutenant, to the discretion of Weyajek- Encouttged by 
lib absence on this occasion, M&eyad-ud-dein, entitled Uben-ul-Kus- 
sunH (thebutcher's boy) the Vezzeirofthc KhllifU 1 Nausser, advanced 
bv direction of his sovereign with the design of seizing Irak, while Kut- 
|^h Eynauiijo, in order to defeat the enterprise, hastened lo join Me- 
vn)i‘k, and was unjustly put to death by that chief; his head being 
transmitted to Tukkcsh Khaim, with the statement that he had been 
cutoff in consequence of the discovery of some secret views of hosti¬ 
lity, which lit. had been hatching against tbe authority of ihe Khaurezm- 
hn. Tnkkesh Khaim, although he required no further proof of the 
contumacious disposition of his vassal, thought it advisable for the 
present to dissemble his resentment, and to coniine his* suspicions to 
his own breast, making the best of his way to the scene of danger. 
The Khalifa genera! died in the mean time on reaching Merftg&un: 
ami the troops of Baghdad, although they concealed the death of their 
leader, and evinced for some time a disposition at ail hazards, to give 
battle to the Khantezmian, ultimately besought his mercy, or dispersed 
in various directions. Having thus re-established hia authority with- 
„ out much difficulty, Tukkcsh Khaun appears to have directed his 

vengeance against the remains of the Khalifs general, which he caused 
to be torn from the grave, and the head to be struck oil'and conveyed 
into Kliaurezm. Then placing one of Ida grandsons in tbe government 
of Isfahan n, the Khauti^mian returned to the capital t>f bis hereditary 
dominions, 

Nausser-ud-dein Meiok Shah dying in the former Rebbeia, of the 
five hundred and ninety third of the Hidjerah,* Ids father, at the expir¬ 
ation of the customary period of mourning, deputed his other son iWa- 
hotttmed t together with Saud-ud-dcin MiUsaoud his minister, to take 
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charge of the government of Khorassaun, Towards tlic div^ of the 
year five hundred and ninety four, the annunciation of independence in 
Persian Irak, on tile part ofMeyajek, drew upon him withobt further 
delay the resentment of the Khaurezmian monarch : at whose approach 
the usurper immediately chose to fly. He fell however into the hands 
ofthe troops employed to'pursitc him, although his life was spared at 
the intercession of his brother; and his punishment remitted to a 
twelve months imprisonment, at the expiration of which he was to 
withdraw to J urn!, there to pass the remainder of ids days in exile. 
Before he returned into Khfturezm from this expedition; Titkkesh 
Khaim employed his troops to reduce the fortress of Arilangfahfti in 
the neighborhood of Kazvein, belonging to the Ismsuiliana of Al- 
mowut; which, after a siege of some mouths, thn garrison agreed to 
evacuate, on being allowed to retire to the metropolis of the sect. On 
the attainment of this object, the Khanrezmian, nftar placing the go¬ 
vernment of irfik Ajem under the authority of a fourth son, Tauje-ml- 
dciu Ally Shah, withdrew into his hereditary dominions. Thus were 
matters circumstanced when Smid-tid-dein Mussioud, the Vezzeir, 
failing by the knife of one of the Ismauilians, the resentment of the 
Khaurezminn was afresh awakened at the intelligence; and his son 
Kutbud-dvin Mahommed, subsequent monarch ofKbaurezm, received 
his instructions to proceed immediately with a competent force, to at¬ 
tack hi id demolish the whole of the castles, and other receptacles of 
these sanguinary zealots, from Tcrsheiz on the western boundary of 
Khorassauu, to the utmost limits of their country. In conformity 
with ids instructions, the Shuhzidah commenced his operations with 
the siege of Tersheiz ; during wliich his principal standard one day 
being thrown down, in a manner that no person could account for, tt 
was immediately considered as an omen that foreboded some serious 
evil; and accordingly intelligence soon afterwards reached him that his 
father was dead. 

Tukkeah Kliaun had been attacked, in the course of the five hun¬ 
dred and ninety sixth of the Hidjerah, by a quinsey, or inflammation 
in the throat; but of this, in a little time, his physicians succeeded, 
ss they thought, in effecting his cure: and he was on his march from 
KKaurezm to join in the war against the IsmauiUaus, when, on reach-

ing the station called the well of the Amfc, helper.enccd a fh*h at¬ 
tack of his complaint, which carried him to his grave at the age of fifty 
two* a tul after an even Ifni and splendid reign of eight ami t" enty years^ 

Sultan iMmkuimeu the son of Tukkesh Khaun, sistli ot the 
Khaurczin Shnhics, 

On intelligence of his fathers’* dissolution, Sultan Mahommod im¬ 
mediately abandoned the siege of Teraheiz; and hastening into Khaur- 
* zm with the celerity of lightning, he was triumphantly conducted 
into the capital, l>v the noble* and the principal Auieirs of the govern - 
jnent i by whom, on the twentieth of Shavaul of the five hundred and 
ninety sixth of 1 he Hidjenh,* he was quietly seated on the throne of 
the Khatirezm kins. 

lie tiad, however, been scarcely well settled on his throne, when 
the province of Khorassaun was wrested from him, by the Sultans 
Gheyauth-ud-dein, and Shaltaub-ud-dcin the Ghftrians. For the re- 
no very of this important province, Siiltan Muhomnied engaged in an 
ardu ou s and protracted contest with the two brothers, during which, 
in most of the actions which took place, he was victorious. On the 
subsequent death of both the adverse Sultans, lie finally subdued to 
t he ant hori ty of his exchequer, the greater part of the cou n tries of which 
they had forcibly usurped the possession. 

Towards the commencement of the six hundred and seventh of the 
Hidj era h, S u 1 tan Miduunmed had, however, not only reduced the whole 
of KSiorassaun, blit by far the greater part of the other provinces of the 
Fenian empire. The views of the k luureziniaii, his mind being now 
at rest with respect lo his conquests westward, were then directed to 
the reduction ofTurkcstauu; and ton war withG6rkhaun, the monarch 
of Kara Khilay, or black, or central Tartary. With that design he 
accordingly crossed the Ox us, and invested Hokhura; of which be soon 
alter made himself master, putting the governor who had recently 
usurped Ills authority, to the sword. He proceeded next to Samar¬ 
kand. and the governor, Sultan Otliman, hastening to meet him, and 
voluntarily enrolling himself in the list of his retainers, lie acquired 
possess ion of that city without fiirt her obstacle. Having secured these 
two important acquisitions, Sultan -Mahoiiiiued advanced without lur-

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tlicr delay, am! in great force towards the territory ofGurkhnun : by 
w horn an army not Iris form id able, under Taynkfl Terunz, llie princi¬ 
pal minister, and most distinguished general of the empire, was em¬ 
ployed to oppose the invaders. On one of the Fridays in the former 
Rebbeia, of the six hundred and seventh of the ] lidjtrali^tbe Khaurez- 
miunsandKara Khatayans catpe to a decisive battle; w Inch terminated 
in the total defeat of the latter, and in the captivity of their general. Jn 
consequence of this signal victory, the city of Oiraur submitted to 
Sultan Mahon lined; who,after taking possession, and pktcingjtiu charge 
of an officer in whose fidelity lie could confide, returned towards Sa¬ 
markand,and ultimately into Khan ream ; where he caused the captive 
general of the Kara Khatayans, who had preceded him, to be put to 
death. 

Not long after this, he received however intelligence that the city 
of Samarkand was closely invested by the Karakhatayaos, although the 
garrison, in seventy two conflicts in w hich they had been engaged 
with their besiegers, were arid to have been only once beaten. Thu 
Sultan proceeded without delay to the relief of that celebrated metro- 
tropolis; and theKarakhatnyans,receiving at the same time intelligence 
of his approach, and of the revolt of Kusldek,a prinee of the royal blood 
of Turkestaun, hastily broke up the siege, and withdrew to their own 
country. The Khaurezmian now encamped dear Samarkand ; and was 
employed in augmenting the numbers, and completing the equipments 
of his army, when the agents of K usblek presented themselves, for the 
purpose of negoemting an alliance with him ; and a treaty was with¬ 
out much difficulty concluded on the spot, by which it was agreed, 
that if the Khaiirezmiau succeeded in first subjugating the power 
of the Karakhatayan monarch, the whole of the country extending to 
Kashglmr and Khoren should be ceded to his authority; on the con¬ 
trary, that the whole of the territory westward to the Seyhiin, or river 
oFFinaukct, should belong to the Tartar S'AJtan, provided he outstripped 
his ally in the successful prosecution of the w ar. Subsequent to the 
ratification of this treaty, two battles w ere fought between Gurkhauii 
and Kushlek, in one of which the latter was victorious, in the other 
vanquished. Sid tan Mali on? raed, when ins arrangements were complete, 
next proceeded to attack the Khaim ; but, in the battle which ensued, 
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A. IT, eio-ii, throng a misunderstanding, as far as the passage is intelligible, be- 
A, P. laia-u. tween the white and blue sects (seffeid, kabud jamahgatin} and some 
Kholausnt- others of his principal generals, the army of the Sultan suffered a 
u 1 1 1 considerable check. The field being however obscured by an enorm¬ 

ous cloud of dust, it became impossible to discriminate the victors 
from the vanquished ; and both armies being at the same time struck 
with a panic, immediately fled in different directions. In these 
circumstances, the Khaureziman, attended by a few of his guards, 
found himself when he least expected it, in the camp of Ins adversary ; 
but being disguised* according to a practice which it seems he some 
times adopted, in the uniform of the enemy, his person was fortu¬ 
nately not recognised ; and thus escaping the most imminent clanger of 
captivity, lie made good ins retreat to the river of Finauket, where lie 
rejoined his troops without further accident. Shortly afterwards he 
returned into Khaurezm, in order to recruit his losses and restore the 
equipments of his army. 

In the course of the six hundred and eleventh of the Tlhljerab,* on 
suspicion of an illicit intercourse with his mother, the Sultan, in a fit 
of inebriation, put to death a cerrain religious devotee of the name of 
Mcjid-ud*dein fiagbdidy, who had settled in his dominions; but the 
next day repenting of his rashness, he endeavored to atone for the 
act by copveying to Shaikh N lidjin-ud-dem, another religious iudivi- 
dual of the time, a cup of gold, which he however declined to accept. 
The same year, (receiving intelligence of the death of Tuuju-ud-deiu 
Yeldfiz, w ho had succeeded to the govern mentofG hcznl n,on thedemise 
of ShahJth-ud-duin the Chourkin, and that oneof the slaves had seated 
himself on the throne of his master, Sultan M a hummed was seized 
with the desire of subjugating the metropolis of Sehekteggiu ; and ac¬ 
cordingly proceeded, with the necessary expedition, at the head of Iris 
troops for that quarter. He effected the reduction of Gliezuin with 
the territory dependent upon it, without much difficulty ; and in exam¬ 
ining the repository of Sultan Shahaub-ud-dein’s treasures, he found 
among the archives of the government certain. letters ad dressed to that 
prince, under the signature of the IvhalifL‘1 N ausser, w li i chau ffici cn Ely 
attested that he had been the principal, if not sole cause of the hostilities

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in which the Ghourkn hud engaged with Sfiltan Mahommed. A cir¬ 
cumstance which produced, in the Khaurezmian, no slight augmenta¬ 
tion to the displeasure with which he was already affected towards the 
representative of the house of Abbas, 

In consequence of this, in thesis hundred and fourteenth of the 
Hidjerah, having previously procured from the Imaums, or sacerdo¬ 
tal order of his government, a decree or Fetva, declaring in substance 
that the house of Abbes having, by its pernicious example, given a 
sanction to the most unlawful practices, and long since discontinued 
to advance the interests of Isl&m by the sword, or hy war against the 
infidels, it was become the duty of any prince who possessed the 
means of accomplishing it, {in order that justice might resume her 
proper seat) to restore the dignity of the Lrnaiimut to the Sevuds of 
the race of Hflsseyne, the Khaurezmian publicly pledged his aJJegi- 
attu: to Seyud AtliVul-mulk Tennedy, and commenced his march for 
Baghdad. For reasons formerly stated, he was, however/constrained 
to abandon his design. He had not yet passed through the territory 
of Irak Ajem, when the dispatches reached him from Ghayr Klmun 
the governor of Otraur, soliciting his sanction Tor the death of some 
of the subjects of JetHfiwiz, who had appeared at that city for the pur¬ 
pose, as they professed, of trade. 

The nature of the incident, which produced in its consequences 
such dreadful effects, is thus briefly explained. The public tranquil¬ 
lity, and the security of general intercourse had attained to so envia¬ 
bly pitch towards the conclusion of the reign of Sul tun MahommedL 
that the merchant, with a confidence which feared no molestation, 
and fora very moderate profit, might venture to convey his commo¬ 
dities from the remotest limits of the east, to the ex tremities of the 
west ; and every species of apparel bearing at that period the most 
advantageous prices in the extensive encampments and armies of 
Jengueiz, a certain Ahmed Khojendy, with other merchants of his 
class, availing themselves of the opportunity to enrich themselves, 
hastened to transport a large assortment of silk, and linen goods, to so 
profitable a market. They experienced from Jengueiz the kindest 
treatment, and the most liberal encouragement; and that great con¬ 
queror, when they were on tUcir return to their own country, directed 
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that the princes, hiss-ins, and his most distinguished SCVneitsJ should 
each select from among bin servants two persons, with a sufficient 
sum of money t to accompany those merchants; tor the purpose of pro¬ 
curing nn investment of the art ides which might bethought boat suited 
to the demands of his people, h'burhutidredbad fifty individuals of the 
Mahommedan religion were accordingly chosen lor the expedition, 
and furnished with a very great supply of treasure, to carry on a spe¬ 
culation which seemed to promise such extensive reciprocal advan¬ 
tages, They were further entrusted with ti message, conceived in the 
most friendly and conciliatory Language, from .lengsieiz to Sultan Ma- 
bombed, proposing that the system oljesilousy and reserve, which hud 
hitherto subsisted between them, might be exchanged for one of con¬ 
fidence and unanimity. 

When tills peaceable body of merchants reached Otraur, thev pro¬ 
ceed'd to visit Aynalj-k the governor, who bore the title of Ghayr 
Kluiim. 1 ■nrortunately, one of the party, an old iccpiairitunce of the 
governor's, presumed on the strength of former inti m u * to address 
him by his original name; ami this occasional such offence, that a 
design was immediately formed on the part of Ihgstime goverifbr to cut 
them all off. and seize their treasure. lie first however imprisoned 
the whole, dispatching an agent to represent to Sultan Mabounded, 
then in Irak, that certain spies in the *‘mptnvinem of Jengueiz Khaim 
had appeared in the territory under his jurisdiction ; and to request 
iuaiructions in what manner to proceed with them. Wit hour tfio 
slightest n flection oil the consequences which might hr- the result, 
the khaurezmian sent orders that they should be put to death; which 
with as little eompiuretion. the governor of Otraur earned into imme. 
dLte execution. Out of the liicrchunis esc,, ping, however, from thg 
\cry place ot execution, conveyed to Jcngueiz a full account oi tiiis 
atrocious proceeding; on which that monarch, witfcgreut appanuit 
moder.iiion, dispatch# 4 d ancndMSSv to den and reparation tor the injury, 
am! to request that the author of it might he delivered up to him mr 
punishment. Sultan Mahomnred imp. fl..I h\ Ins evil dostiuv. and 
W'Mba h w | rity which naateimd j,is dowmbl, caused the emba^ador 
tobe also put to death. 
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The indignation of Jcngutizon receipt of this piece of intelligence, 
it would per https he paster to imagine than describe, Anil it was on. 
tin a occasion that lie ascended the. hill in the neighborhood of his 
principal encampment, and earnestly implored the aid of the supiv■mo 
he jin?, in the prosecution of a just vengeance; vrSmti hearing a sound 
or noise, which he considered as indicative of the success of his design, 
he li’ist'-ned to carry it into execution ; and with an army as nu mel¬ 
ons ns the sands on the desert of Kbau/czm, entered on that war, on 
which he had now irrevocably determined against Sultan Mahommed, 
to whom he at the same time dispatched a final message, announcing 
ills approach. 

The Ivhaurczmimi on his part, leaving his son Rokken-ud-dein 
Ghursantchci to preside in Irak, hastened without delay to meet the 
dancer; but, on his irrival at Nevshapur, immersed, in a manner to 
which he does not hitherto appear to have been accustomed, in wine 
im id debauch, lie delayed his march for the space of a month. He 
proceeded, however, at last across the Ox us? to Bokhara; in the precincts 
of which he suffered himself to he again seduced into llie same fatal 
and unbecoming excesses, so i!l suited to th e tremendous crisis which 
was mi preaching. In these circumstances he learnt that T&keia, o r 
Tiikii.t Klunn.* one of the princes of Tiirkestaun, was in motion 
either to join liim. or to oppose the advance of the Moghfids, and that 
lie wns directing his inarch lorJiimi, on the Soy him ; and soon after¬ 
wards becoming further apurtKed that a division of the Moghul troops 
under Jtijv Khaim, tlio eldest of the four sons of Jengtiniz, was in 
ipn-sL of the Tartar chief, lie took, with a part of bis army, the same 
direction ; and being ultimately joined, atSamarkaml, hy the remainder, 
Precceded with a 11 cetenty to J und. As he? con t inuad his march, 
trom the latter place, the Khaurezmian, in a position between the elm- 
ntdsof two rivers, was rather surprized at observing the ground covered 
with the td.dtt ol a recent hnttle; from among which a wounded man 
was discovered, who informed him, that Ttikeia Khann had been 
attacked hy the troops of Jcngueia ; and that the latter, after a dread - 
fnJ slaughter of the Tartars, were now proceeding to rejoin the camp

A. D. i*i? m delay in pursuit of the Moghuls,whom, in the course of thp followin'* 
day, he came up with, anti immediately prepared to engage. Jujy 
Khaim and lib officers are said, on this occasion, to have made known 
to the Sultan, that they were not exactly authorised to give him 
battle; nevertheless, if he was determined to become the aggressor, 
that they should not decline the conflict. The Sultan, however, im¬ 
mediately aitackcd them with equal fury and impetuosity, while the 
Moghuls resisted with immoveable firmness from sunrise until night. 
Then kindling innumerable fires in their camp, to deceive their adver¬ 
saries, they retired to join the main tiody of their army under Jen- 
guciz in person; who upon this accelerated his march for the territo¬ 
ries on the O xus. 

Sultan Mahummed on the proof which be bad thus just experienced 
of the prowess and discipline of the MogbAU, gave way on the other 
hand to the most discouraging apprehensions, and retreated without 
further effort immediately to Samarkand. Here his alarms were not 
a little augmented, and his judgment entirely bewildered by a declar¬ 
ation of the astrologers, that the unfavorable aspect of the heavenly 
bodies rendered it advisable to avoid, du ring the present year, a second 
conflict with his enemies. At this period we are told, that there 
were assembled under the immediate command of the Kbaurezmiaij, 
not much lew than four hundred thousand horse; all of whom, however! 
b*> now broke up into detachments, and dispersed to the different quartern 
ofliis dominions, he himself taking the direction of Khorassaun. And 
it is here said that in crossing the ditch of Samarkand on Jiis de¬ 
parture, he should have observed to his attendants, that the armies 
which sought his destruction were in number so prodigious, that they 
could Mj that ditch by merely casting their whips into it. An expres- 
sion which effectually destroyed the confidence, and broke the spirit 
of every class of his subjects. Me transmuted at the same time in¬ 
structions to his mother Turkan Kbit An, in Khaurez «n, to convey 
the whole of his family, women and children, towards Mazanderaiin; 
which she immediately carried into execution, first casting several of 
the v oiinger princpsinto the deyh&n, and then prosecuting herj >urney 
without incumbrance towards the province assigned for her retreat*. 
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In the mean time, the fears of the Sultan daily gaining ground upon 
hinu he proceeded to deliberate with his confidential ministers on 
the measures which it might be advisable to pursue, under these accu¬ 
mulating di fficulties. By tbemore j ud icious and discreet i t was proposed 
to him, to abandon the whole of the territory eastward of the JeyltAn, 
to concentrate his armies in the most advantageous positions, and on 
that river to defend the approaches to Kliorassatin and Irik against the 
enemy. By others, however, be was advised to withdraw immedi- 
ately towards Gheznln and HindAstaun, there to secure himself 
against the designs of his adversaries; and to this latter counsel the 
Sultan immediately subscribed. But, when be had proceeded in con¬ 
currence as farasft&lkh, he was overtaken by Emmaud-ud-dein Siwjy, 
the agent of his son Rokken-ud-dein ; who prevailed upon him to 
abandon that design, and take the direction of Persian Irik. The 
gallant and intrepid Jullaul-ud-deia Aleng, or MAngberny, had on the 
former occasion, in vain made use of every argument to persuade his 
father, to abide by the more judicious plan of defending the passes of 
the JeyhAn, against the troops of Jengueiz ; and he now renewed his 
in treaties, if it was his final resolution to withdraw into Irak, that the 
bulk of the army might be left under his orders, in prosecution of the 
same plan of operations, hut without effect. 

The Sultan, on neturninginto Khorassaun on this occasion, learnt that 
the Moghuls had reduced Bokhara, which hastened his retreat to Xeysha- 
pur; during which a body of Rank u liatis, a Tatar tribe of that name that 
served in his armies, deserted his standard and wenrovprto Jenguejz. 
He arrived, however, ut NeyshapArin the month of Sulfur of the si x hun¬ 
dred and seventeenth of the Hidjerah ;* and once more by the fumes 
oi intoxication, attempted to dispel the apprehension of impending 
evil. In this situation intelligence reached him, that Hubbah Nflyan 
anti Soweidki Bahauder had crossed the A in Avail or lower Oxus, with 
a division of thirty thousand men ; on which, abandoning all further 
hope of retaining bin power, the Sultan withdrew from Neyshapftr by 
the route of Esfrayein; leaving instructions that his mother with his 
family and younger children, should secure an asylum, either in the 
fortress of Kiruadezh, or in that of Ebiaul, or Yetlaula. He found, 
however, on reaching the boundaries of Rey, that the Moghul troop* 
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toon lepsudcnton AmM; from whence ho threw himself for pretec- 
mto one oi the islands io the neighborhood. Hj, 
becoming, however,know, to the Moguls, he wasat lost compelled to 
lenitive tor Imther severity to another island , o„e of,hose dvootn, 1 
tin. islands of Ahsekud, or Abeskiin. *»■ nominated 
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hi such abundance, that ihe water is said to hove flowed in’torrents [f. eiy. 
from the gates oft lie pi i tee. A o immense booty fell into the hands of the v D 1 * 
besiegers, including, in purlieu Inr, ten millions of tneskals, or moth kata, 1 lv,Jl ‘ 

of gold, a thousand ass loads of silken poods, and jewels to a prodigious ^ 
amount; all of which, together with the unfortunate captives, they 
immediately conveyed to the camp of Jengueta, by whom, tor the 
most part, they were put to death without distinction of sex or age. 

Sultan Mahommcd did not long survive the communication of this 
afflicting intelligence ; his despair and grief were violent in the 
extreme ; and perhaps not the less so, because his misfortunes had 
been brought upon himself, by acts of repeated and unwarrantable 
perfidy, lie found, however, in death, a secure repose from his ap¬ 
prehensions, and ntv effectual rescue from the vengeance of his pursu¬ 
ers. His attendants, unable to procure « shroud tor the remains of 
their sovereign, were constrained to commit him to the grave in the 
Same dress that he w ore at the period of.dissolution ; which is hem 
stated to have taken place in one ot the months of the six hundred' 
and seventeenth of the l J idjerah, after a reign of one and twenty years.* 
he is said to have left seven suns ; of three of whom, the Sultans, 

Koklo n-mbdem, Gbeyaulh-ud-di'in, and Jullaubud-dein, theme- 
morv has been preserved by historians; and of these in their order. 

Sultan Uokken-ud-dciti Gliusu stc h £i,sou ofS&ltan Miihoimned, 

As soon as his father hud withdrawn into the islands of Aheskun, 
this prince, retired into Kcrmatm ; and having there obtained posses¬ 
sion of the treasuresof MelckZuzen, In* resolved oil an attempt to make 
him®.-'If master of Isfithaun, Hut being as resolutely oppose*I by the 
inhabitants, he was driven from brio re that city, with the loss of one Suit aw Ron- 
thousand of his followers. Then directing his march by way of Key *** tuoeis* 
towards b'eyrouzkoh, in the mountainous boundary of Mazuiideruun 
northeastward o| the before mentioned citv, he succeeded in making 
good his retreat to that lor tress. It was however no sooner known, 
that Rnkkr o-ud'diui had thrown himself into Feyrtmzkoh, than it 
was invested, and. niter a siege of six months, reduced by .the Moghuls.,, 

When conducted by his besiegers to the presence o* their general, iho

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A. H* «im?. captive Sdltnn aware that, at all events, his death was determined 
A, l». tmtD. upon, resolutely withstood every importunity, to make him bend the 
KMau^ut- knee to his conqueror; and he was, on the spot, together with all those 
ul akbbiur. w ho ^adhered to his fortunes, sacri deed to the i mplacable vengeance 
of the Jengueizians. This event appears to have taken place during 
the rix hundred and nineteenth of the Hidjerah. 

Sultan Gheyauth-ud-dein Sheik Shah, son of Sdltan Mahommed, 
hastened also on the death of his father, into Kcrmaun, which he 
appears to have held in Jigueir ; but of which the immediate govern¬ 
ment was at this period in the hands of Abut Kaussem Ziizehy, who 
opposed in arms the entrance of the SlilliiMsh, The latter was 
compelled in consequence to take up a wandering life in different 
Scitax Girev* parts of fr^k, until joined by Borak Haajeb; fl Karakliatayan by ex* 
Atitu-iiD'SEix. traction, who had long served in the armies of his father, and who 
now united himself with a considerable force to the destiny of the son. 
Thus strengthened, Sfi (tan Gheyauth-ud-dein entered Fares; and hav- . 
Ing defeated Atabek Sand the governor, and earned pillage ami 
slaughter through the province, returned again into Persian Irik. In 
the mean time, Borate Haujeb and his followers were endeavoring to 
force their way through Kermaun with the design of proceeding toward* 
the Indus, when their march was intercepted by Ab&l Kaussem the 
Zflzenian; who was, however, taken prisoner in the enter prize, and 
immediately put to death by his conqueror. Borak Haujeb now entered 
into quiet possession of Kermaun . 

On the other hand, Gheyauth-ud-dein had proceeded on his se¬ 
paration from the K&rakhatayan, in the direction of Rev, where he 
found means to establish his abode ; and there he ivas, not long after¬ 
wards, unexpectedly joined by his brother Juitau1-tid»dein, on his 
return from Hindustani). The two princes had continued to reside 
together under the same roof in considerable harmony, when unfortu¬ 
nately one day in a fit of inebriety, and for some reason not explained, 
Gheyauth-ud-dein plunged his knife into the bosom of Mclek Ntm- 
T€t, an officer of the household, and much in the confidence olJuUuul- 
ud-dein. This produced a severe expostulation on the part of that 
prince, and Gheyauth-ud-dein, a few days afterwards, lied into Khuz- 
istaun, and ultimately to Baglulkd; where he was kindly and bospita- 






blv received by the Kiwi if of the house of Abbas, (LI M fist a user). A, II, fln- 27 . 
lie quitted Baghdad, however, without apparent reason, and pro- A.D. fjgo-a o- 
ceetled towards Ahnowut; but from the latter place returning once KliniaiiiMii- 
more into Khuzistaun, he dispatched an agent to Boruk Uaujeb to 1,t ' aJlJ,l ' :iU1 ' 
demand tiis permission to repair into Kerm-uin. Tiie agent returned 
lo Gheyauth-ud-dem, after experiencing a reception favorable to his 
wishes; and With a treaty of amity which the Kara k hat ayan had agreed 
to conclude with the fugitive Sultan. Gheyautil-ud-dein proceeded 
upon this, without apprehension, intoKcrmaun; but in one of his very 
first visits, he was destined to experience considerable mortification 
from the haughty demeanor, and imperious assumptions of the Karak- 
hktayan ; who made no scruple to require that the Sul tail's mother 
should be assigned to him in wedlock. During one of the interviews 
which took place between them, the Stilt an ventured to demand of 
his host, who it was that had bestowed upon him those circumstan¬ 
ces of pomp and splendor, so ostentatiously displayed about Ins person ? 

“ That being,” replied Uorik Haujeb, “who wrested their empire 
“ from the race of Simian, and transferred it to their slaves, the sons 
“of Sebekteggin; who stripped the house ofSeljilk of its imperial 
“splendors, to bestow them also upon its slaves, the kings of Khaur- 
“ earn. 1 ’ 'I he insolence of the Kit rak ha Lay an became, however, at 
last so overbearing and undisguised, that some of his own kindred 
proceeded to represent to the Sultan, that it was impossible to place 
any reliance on the engagements of their relative ; and that if they 
were permitted, they would drag him like a slave to the presence of 
Ids master. from an extreme indolence of disposition, Gheyauth- 
ud-dein declined to concur in tile design ; and as the subject of what 
had passed was soon disclosed to the Karakhatayiin. he first of all cut 
oil his officious kinsmen, then strangled his unfortunate guest; unit 
when the mother gave a loose to her sorrow's, for the destruction of 
her son, she was also dispatched to accompany him to the other 
world. This event appears to have occurred in the six hundred and 
twenty-seventh of the Hidjar ih. 

s&ltan JuLLALrL-ut>-»ETv Muiigliemy, or Mengberav, son of Sul¬ 
tan Mahouuncd, last of the Kb amt: am-Ska by din^stv, 
voi,. it, 3 G 
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A, H. flio-w. Having witnessed the circumstances of bis father’s dissolution, in 
a. t>. mi ni. the island of' Abeskiin, Juilaul-ud-dein appears to have proceeded 
immediately into lihatirezm, which had not as yet been invaded by 
the Mogbftk. At this period a body of ninety thousand horse ot the 
Kankilly nation had occupied the heart of the province, ot whom, tm 
his arrival, a part offered to place themselves under the authority of 
the Shah Zhdah ; others, however, evinced a disposition entirely hos¬ 
tile to his views. Taking every tiling into consideration, the Sdltao 
thought it therefore advisable to avoid nil intercourse with that per¬ 
fidious tribe ; and with a remnant of his most faithful adherents, 
conceived it accordingly more prudent to retire, by the way ol'Nissa, 
JcLLAvt.ua- towards Shmtimukh. On his march befell in with, and, after an action 
»Kis, tail of continued ibr the whole of the day, finally succeeded in effect- 

l£S nf " in ’ in's bis escape, from adi vision of Moghtl troops, to the place of ^des¬ 
tination. He remained, however, at Shadmaukh not more than three 
dEiys,at the end of which lie prosecuted his retreat to the metropolis 
ofGheznin, where he contrived soon after his arrival, to assemble a 
very numerous and formidable body of troops ; and with these, in the 
spring of the year, (6l$ probably) he encamped at a station called Bar- 
auny, or Birounn, said to be one day's journey from Gbezniu, 

While he lay encamped at this station, intelligence was conveyed 
to Julian I* ud-dein, that a division of the Moghuls, under liegjek add 
Yemghdr, two oi the Jenguizian generals, was besieging the fortress 
ofWauliall, and that the garrison was reduced to the lust extremity. 
The brave prince, without hesitation, determined to relieve the place; 
and marching accordingly with all the expedition in his power, be 
came upon, and immediately attacked the Moghuls, put a thousand 
of them to the sword, dispersed the remainder, and returned in triumph 
to Barauny. Jengueif!, at this time engaged in the siege of Bamian, 
dispatched, on intelligence of the defeat, two more of his most dis¬ 
tinguished generals at the head or thirty thousand men, to give battle 
to the Khaurezmian, whom they found in his camp. A conflict im¬ 
mediate] v ensued, in which the Sultan was again victorious; the Mog¬ 
uls being cut to pieces in great numbers, and the remainder retiring 
with disgrace and loss to the presence of their sovereign. 
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Jcngueiz now determined to proceed in person to attack Jiillaul-ud- A. H. cie-'ie. 
?kin. But, a dispute on the subject of a horse having in the mean A * 111 
time arisen in the camp of the KEiatirezmian, between two of his KHoIahs» ut 
principal generals, Seyf-nd-dein Eghraiik, and Mclek. Mcraut, the 
former quitted the army without permission, and, with a great part of 
the Siiltan’s troops, went off towards the mountains of Sekrauk, 

Thus weakened, the Sultan was compelled to break up from his camp 
and retire towards Ghoznin, whither he was immediately pursued by 
the Moghul monarch. On his arrival before that capital Jengutiz, 
however, found that the Sflltan was continuing his retreat towards 
Hindhstaim ; and he therefore, on his part, determined not to slacken 
in his pursuit. Accordingly in the month of Iludjub,* of the six 
hundred anti eighteenth of the ff idjerah, at the mfiabber, or passage, 
of the Indus, lie came up with the army of Jullaul-ud-detn, which he 
formed an immediate disposition to assail ; the stream of tlie Indus 
composing the string, of which his line of battle was the how. In 
these circumstances, with the swords of the implacable Moghuls in 
his front, and an unfordable torrent in his rear, the brave Khaurezmiaii 
ii 11 ucked his pursuers with unparalleled gallantry, cutting them to 
pieces in great numbers. Disclaiming all idea of flattery, the author, 
i n deed, afescrls that dull a ul-ud-dein exhibited, on that decisive day, 
such unexampled proofs of courage and intrepidity, as might have ex¬ 
cited the admiration and envy of K6stum and Asfendiaur, the most 
renowned heroes of Persian story. But, the countless multitudes of 
the enemy continuing to press upon him from every side, he was at 
last in imminent danger of being taken ; when by n final effort, hav¬ 
ing repulsed liis assailants rn a convenient distance for the accomplish¬ 
ment of his design, he retired to the bank of the river ; and throwing 
off his armour, he plunged his horse into the rapid stream, and mira¬ 
culously effected his passage to the other aide. Continuing to ride 
along the hank of the river, be proceeded until he came to a spot 
from whence, on the opposite aide, he perceived the enemy plundering 
his ramp ; and Jenguehs was him self standing at the same time nu the 
bank, observing the actions of the princely fugitive. Jullaul-ud-deiu 
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A.>1. flifl oa now dismounted very deliberately, and taking the saddle and other 
a! n. 1221-31. furniture from his liorrsc, lie laid them, together with his own tunie 
and habiliments, in the sun to dry; then unfolding h'» mnbrella, ho 
quietly sat down to repose himself under the shade. All this passed 
under the immediate observation of Jengueiz, who could not forbear 
expressing his admiration in terms of the warmest applause. l * Like 
,l a lion invincible,” he exclaimed, " in the conflict of the field ol 
“battle; like an alligator uuterrified in the foaming stream, no father 
“could ever hoast a son like this !’ 

!u short, having thus narrowly escaped across the Indus, Jullaul- 

ud-riefn took up his abode for two days, in an adjoining forest, until 
his retreat was discovered by about fifty ot lit* troops, who once more 
attached themselves to his person ; when, causing his smalt party to 
furnish themselves with clubs, lie one uiglittell upon, ami surprised :i 
banditti of Hindus who infested the neighborhood ; and having des¬ 
troyed the greater part, was thus enabled to supply his followers with 
horses and arms, which, in swimming the river, they had been com¬ 
pelled to sacrifice. His party became now daily more numerous anti 
formidable ; and during a period of two years, in which he continued 
to the eastward or the Indus, he succeeded in making many extensive 
■itid valuable conquests in that quarter; and in repairing among the 
unfortunate natives, the losses which he had sustained by the irruption 
of the Moghuls. At the expiration of this period he formed the de- 
sign of recovering Irik Ajem : and with that object accordingly led 
his troops through Kutch and Mekrauti, to the borders of Kcrmaun, 
where he arrived in the early part of of the six hundred and twenty 
first of the Nidjerah.* He experienced at first a very hospitable re¬ 
ception from 13orak Haujeb, who was by this time in possession of 
the province ; and whose daughter, in order to secure his friendship, 
he condescended to take for his bride, the nuptials being celebrated 
in the castle of Kermaun. In the short lapse of two days, however, 
the Sflltan, proceeding to the neighboring plains, to amuse himself with 
the recreations of the chace, found that the Kiirakhatayan had re¬ 
mained behind in the city, under the pretence of a pain in his feet.

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This loti to the suspicion that his designs were hostile ; and a message A. IT, Gd s»a. 
was dispatched by the Sultan to state, that it was his resolution to a, D, i > >«.S I. 
depart, without further delay, on his expedition for the recovery of Kbolauwat- 
Irak ; but that entertaining the highest opinion of his judgment and u, aklM '’ ,ir * 
experience, lie was desirous of advising with him on the arrangements 
which might best promote the design ; and he therefore requested that 
he would forth is purpose repair for a short time to his camp, The Kirak- 
hitayan sent to inform him in reply, that the only arrangement which 
he had to recommend, was to proceed immediately towards Irak, since 
the resources of Kermaun would not subsist Iris troops any longer. 

Moreover, that if the Sfiltan made any attempt to re-enter the gates of 
Kermaun, he would find them closed against him. With this reply he 
dismissed the messenger: ami having expelled the whole of the Sul tau*s 
troops who had been admitted into the town, he immediately secured 
the gates against any violence on the part of that prince, 

With means inndecpiatc to enforce reparation for this breach of 
duty and hospitality, Jullaul-ud-deiii took the road towards Fares; 
the governor of which, Atabek Sand the son ofZengui, sending one of 
bis sons with suitable presents to conduct him toShirauz, and adding 
moreover, one of his daughters to the list of the Siillan’a wives. Jul- 
luul-ud-dcin. found it expedient with a good grace to confirm the 
Atabek in his authority ; in the mean time, directing his own atlcn- 
tion, in every possible way, to promote the welfare and happiness of 
every class ofhis followers. Subsequent to this, he led them to Tus- 
tur iu Kliuzistnun, and there established his winter quarters. From 
thence at the opening of the spring,* he proceeded towards Baghdad, 
in the hope of obtaining assistance from the Khaiif Ul Nausscr; but, 
from a resentment long cherished towards his family, a body of twenty 
thousand horse was immediately dispatched by that monarch, under 
Koushtemur, to expel the Sultan front his territories. Apprized of 
the design, Jullaul-ud-deiu determined, without hesitation, to abide 
a contlict with this commander; whom, notwithstanding the disparity 
oi three, be succeeded in defeating. He was, however, now con¬ 
strained to alter the direction of his march; and he proceeded forTeb- 
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A „ rciz, at this period wider the government of Atnbek Ouibek the son

JuUaul-ud-dein appeared bn tore Tebreiz, some 
time in the six hundred and twenty second of the lidjerah, am 
immediately laid siege to that ancient and celebrated city.t ^ h " 
operations were carrying on for the reduction of the town, the prince*. 
Melka one dav making a tour of the ramparts, happened to cast her 
eves upon Jullaul-ud-dein, with whose person she became u»ro< i- 
utelv and violently enamoured; and pretending to have been divorce 
bv her husband, contrived through the intervention of hauay E*f 
ud-dein, the Kazvinian, to espouse the object ol her new-born passmn, 

to whom the city was of course surrendered without tardier rest stance. 

\ tnhek O Uzbek CO Old not survive the intelligence, which was soon 
conveyed to him, of the perfidy and ingratitude of h libidinous wife. 

Thus master of Azerbaijani!, through the treacherous surrender ot 
its capital, Jullaul-ud-dein next engaged in hostilities with thebeor- 
Si’iansi in a second and final expedition against whom, he reduced the 
eitv of Teflis* While he still remained at that place, information 
reached him thatUorak Haujebwas on his march to invade Irak; and 
it *as on this occasion that the Sfiltan, in the short space of seven¬ 
teen davs, conducted his troops from Teflis to the frontiers of Ker- 
maun; where the hostile chief was compelled to purchase his forbear¬ 
ance by presents of the most splendid and costly description, and by 
apologies the most submissive to atone for the recent aggression. 

I'poll this the Khaurezmian repaired to Isfahann; but when he had 
continued there a few days, intelligence was conveyed to Linn of the 
ravages committed on the borders of Azerbaijani., hy a certain Hau- 
■ e h, or Badjy Ally, employed in the government of t-khlaut by Me* 
lek Asbruf, prince of Damascus; and, what was still moreagravoting, 
he further learnt, that his consort, that paragon of fidelity and purity, 
the virtuous Melka'Khktun, had withdrawn from Tebreiz to liltiilaut;

In order to avenge himself of these accumulated injuries, Jullaul- 
ud>ddn returned without delay into Azerbayjaun; but, after having 
carried [ullage and slaughter to the gates of Ekhlaut, he there learnt, 
to Im infinite mortification, that the MoghMs were advancing upon 
Irik; and he was unwillingly constrained to postpone, to another op* 
port unity, the reduction of that place, in order to make head against 
the implacable adversaries of his house. In a battle which ensued 
with the Moghuls, he was, however, defeated, and compelled to retire 
with some precipitation into Isuihaun; where he proceeded to dis¬ 
grace some of his officers, who had been remiss in their exertions in 
the recent conflict, by exposing them through the streets in the habits 
of women, while he distinguished, with commands and honors, those 
who had faithfully discharged their duty. 

In the six hundred and twenty-fifth of the Hidjerali,* instead of 
opposing an unavailing resistance to the growing ascendancy of the 
Moghuls, JulkuS-ud-dein seems to have preferred engaging in another 
invasion of the (leorgians, of whom he is stated to have put great 
numbers to the sword ; and having otherwise obtained some signal 
advantages in that province, lie proceeded in the triumph of his vic¬ 
tories, to resume the siege of Ekhlaut. Of that place, after considera¬ 
ble resistance, he at last completed the reduction, and being singular¬ 
ly irritated by the conduct of the governor, he issued orders that ids 
soldiers should be permitted, from the hour of sunrise to the forenoon s 
repast, to satiate themselves with pillage and slaughter; the survivors 
of the massacre were then spared; but he retaliated without scru¬ 
ple on the wife of llaujeb Ally, the outrage offered to his bed by that 
chieftain. 

The reduction of Ekhlaut appears to have revived in a considerable 
degree, the renown which Jullaul-ud-dein had acquired by former 
exploits ; and yet he had not quitted the vicinity of that place, when 
Information was communicated to him, that an alliance had been formed 
against him between Alla*u d *dein Key KLobaud SO Uan of Anatolia, and 
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A. n.es5the prince of Syria and Damascus; which seems to hjtve *W'<1 
A. D. iaa*J». bim, further than was consistent with his view s, m hostilities m a* 

KhvliuMHt- quarter. Advancing, however, to apticipate the dt s ’ 3 ttS 01 || 
ul-*kbtaoi. S6ltan, in the desert of Moush, to the north west ot Ekhlaut, 

undxpeetedly fell in with six thousand Syrian horse, whom he cut to 
pieces to the hist man. Tint in the battle which soon afterw ards ensued 
between him and the Sultan of Anatolis, JuUaul-ud-dei n, alcliou-h 
previously confined to his litter, having verted himself to mount 
his horse* and being yet unable, through extreme debility, to 1»W 
the ruins of his bridle, the animal on which he rode, happened in me 
heat of the action to retire a few steps backward. Ln these circum¬ 
stances his attendants unfortunately suggested that a short cessation 
from fatigue seemed absolutely necessary to revive him; and the pr nee 
*s unfortunately yielding to their advice, withdrew to a corner of the 
field of battle, followed bv the royal standard. The wings of the army, 
perceiving this movement on the part of their sovereign, too soot, con¬ 
cluded that he had unworthily abandoned the conflict; and in that 
persuasion they hastily turned their backs to the enemy, and betook 
themselves to flight; While Jullaul-ud-dcin constrained by necessity, 
,.w m «.U the best of his wav towards Ekhlant. Happily for the 


fugitives, the enemy, suspecting that all this was merely a stratagem 
devised by the Khaureztbtan to lead them into an ambuscade, 
retained their position, without engaging a step in the pursuit. 

On his return to Ekhlaut, Juilaul-ud-dem was further alarmed by 
intelligence that Jenhaughuu Nuyan had crossed the Amftyah in great 
force, and was advancing towards Persian Irftk, 1 his determined 
him to proceed without delay towards Azerbaijan, dispatching one 
of his principal generals on before him, in order to obtain more certain 
information of the enemy. The officer thus employed, after visiting 
Tcbreiz, rejoined his sovereign with the assurance, without, however, 
having taken the necessary precautions to ascertain the fact, that 
there was neither in Azerbayjaun, nor liffck, the slightest vestige nor 
intelligence of the Moghuls. Delighted beyond all bounds of pru¬ 
dence and moderation, by this deceitful report, the Sultan resigned 
himself without reserve to a course ot pleasure ; his example bring 
followed by the greater part of hia court, wkich was immediately 
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immersed in wine, and the most disgraceful excesses. Of such a 
state of things, it was not difficult to foresee the issue. Many days 
were not suffered to elapse, when, in the six hundred and twenty 
eighth of the Hidjentb,* an army of Tatars, numberless as the drops 
of a thunder shower, was afresh reported to have entered Azerbayjann, 
and to he immediately at hand. It was not without considerable 
difficulty and exertion, that the Siiltan could be awakened to a sense 
of his danger ; but, when by a plentiful ablution, he had contrived to 
remove the disgraceful effects of intoxication, instead of abiding a 
conflict with the destroyers of his family, .lultaubud-dein fled from 
the scene of alarm j Azer Khaim, the same Ameir that had apprized 
him of his situation, continuing, however, to oppose a feeble resist¬ 
ance to the enemy, who was now upon them, until hit wretched 
master should have gained a sufficient distance on his pursuers. The 
Klmim then also retreated, while the Moghuls, still conceiving that 
they were engaged with the Sultan in person, pressed on to secure 
him, with an eagerness in proportion to the splendor of the prize. 
But, being at length undeceived, they finally abandoned the pursuit, 
and hastened to the residence of his unhappy family ; when? they 
put to lire sword, without distinction, every individual whom they 
could lay hands on, either of the kindred, or clientage of the kings of 
Khauream; the sun of whose power, when it had subsisted with 
some variety of circumstance, for a period of one hundred and thirty 
seven lunar years, became thus forever extinguished under the sur¬ 
passing might of Moghul vengeance. 

With respect to the sequel, so unworthy of the outset of Jiillaul- 
ud-dein’s adventurous career, there exists among historians a consi¬ 
derable diversity of opinion ; some authors relating, that in his flight 
from the Moghuls, he entered the Kohestauo, or mountainous region 
between Azerbayjuin and the Tigris, where, while he lay asleep, a 
Kurd, in order to possess himself of his horse and habiliments, ran 
him through the body with his lance. Others again hare stated, 
that he assumed the garb of Sifylsm, and in that disguise wandered 
about the world to screen himself from the vengeance of Ms pursuers; 
nor hath any thing further been ascertained of t he destiny of this un¬ 
fortunate prince.

their sons, to some of the principal Ameirsin different quarters of their 
empire, the young princes, in the course of habit* applied to the noble- 
men thus entrusted with their breeding, the appellation of A Cubek ; 


a corruption of Atieik—preceptor or tutor : or perhaps Ataheg—lord 
father* as explained by Mr. Richardson. O f these there were, how¬ 
ever, four hrauches; of distinguished renown, whose origin aud dura¬ 
tion wc shall, in their order* endeavor to trace, to the limited extent of 
our original. 

In the five hundred and twenty-first of the Hidjerah, Emm aud-u o 
DEiT, Zunoui, the son of Auksuttgnr became, under the authority of 
Sultan Mahmud the grandson of the illustrious Melek Shah, ruler of 
he provinces of Arabian Irak ; aud extending his power, in the pro¬ 
cess of time and circumstances, to the territories dependent on Mos* 
stile and Aleppo, those of Diaurbekir and Kurdistanu were further 
superadded to the extensive and opulent domain already subject to 
his government. After rdgning, with distinguished probity* for about 
Of the Atnbeks three and twenty years, he was cut olT by a conspiracy among his 
of Mo»aiv Sy- in the five hundred and forty-fourth of the llidjerah ami 

LAir" "* Ur he bears in consequence, in the records of the country, the posthu¬ 
mous title of Atabek Slieheid —the martyred Atuhik. 

Kiir-ud-dein Mahmud, the'son of Emmaud-ud-dein Zengui, second 


of the Atabeks of Moss tile and Syria, succeeded, on the assassination 
of his father, in establishing his authority through the territory of 
Aleppo, Harness, and Hama; and accomplishing the reduction of 
Damascus, in the five hundred and forty-ninth of the llidjerdh*^ his 
power became from that period so formidable that he undertook, and 
ultimately succeeded, to subvert the authority of the Fllimite 
Klndifs in Egypt, and to substitute in the K hot bah for the name qf 
Aulzed.ud-dein, that of Mustunzy of tin? house of Abbas, m the

Tnunner already related. The government ©F that province was then 
vested, under the authority of Nur-ud-dein, in the celebrated SuHalt- 
tid-dein Yfissuf, (Saladin) the son oiNtJdjm-ud-dein Ay&b ; in whose 
family it continued long afterwards. 

The death of Nor-ud-dein took place on the eleventh of Shavaul, 
of the year five hundred and sixty-nine t* which would give to his 
reign a period of about five and twenty years. 

MelekSalah the son of N ur-ud-dein, third of the Alibeks of 
Mosside and Syria. 

The diadem of Syria devolved to this prince at the age of eleven ; 
but when he had continued to sustain it for some years, Sullah-ud- 
dein, who had received the title of MelHt Nasser, advanced from 
Egypt to form the siege of Damascus. On which the feeble MMek 
Salah abandoned his capita! to its fate, ami fled to Aleppo; where he 
died, at the age of nineteen, and after a reign of about eight years, in 
the five h u nd ret land seventy seventh of the llidjerah.f 

Sevf-UD-df.is Ciliauzai, son of Emmaud-ud-deiu Zengui, second 
of the Atabeka of M oss file and Diaurbekir, was employed to preside 
over those provinces, under the authority of his brother Nfir-ud- 
dein ; as well ns over purl of Kfirdestaun, which was annexed to his 
government. lie died in the live hundred and fifty-first of the Hid- 
jerah.f 

KL'TB-ro-DEnt Mocotin, another of the sous of Emmaud-ud- 
d'dn, and third ofthe Atabeks of Mossole and Diaurbekir, succeeded 
to his brother Seyl- ud-doin ; and retained tin* government to the period 
o! his death, in the five hundred and sixty-fifth of the Hidjerah,|j 
Seyf-c 11-dei.s Ghauzzi tlio second, tin? sou of Jviitb-ud-dein, 
fourth of the Ataheksof Mossiile and Diaurbekir, assumed the govern¬ 
ment at Moss file on the death of his father. VI hen his kinsman, 
Mclek Salah, was compelled to abandon Damascus on the approach of 
Still.ih-ud-deiu. he di-pate bed a body of troops to assist him. Under 
Ids Im ilter Miissuoud. Seyf-ud-dein died in tlie five hundred and 
seventy-si vih of the Hidjcrali, after a reign of about eleven years. 

Ezz-UD-bei jj McssAiutD the son of Iviitb-ud-rteiii, filth of the 
Atabeks of Mossulc and Diaurhcktr, succeeded to his brother in the

KliolMKdt* t he Hidjerab,* that city abated, however, the fate of Damascus, which 
uliAkbdur. ^ been previously reduced by SuUab-ud-deiii : and two years after- 
wards the same monarch having again drawn his troops out of Egy pt, 
proceeded to extend his conquests to Miufaurekein and Ekhlaut; 
but on his return homewards from this expedition, be concluded a 
treaty of peace with Ezz-ud-dem. Both these princes died in the course 
of the same year, the five hundred and eighty-ninth of the B idjerah^ 1 
Nub-OO-deix Arsuax Shah, the son of Eaz-ud-dein, sixth of 
the Atabeks of Moaauie and Diaurbekir. 

Succeeding to the authority of his father, this prince became engaged 
in a tedious and protracted warfare with Mtlek-ul-Audi! the Sultan 
of Egypt; which does not appear to have terminated until the six 
hundred and filth of the Hidjerah, when a treaty of peace was con¬ 
cluded between the parties. Arslan Shalt survived this treaty for 
about two years, when, in the course of the six hundred and seventh 
©f the Hidjerah he also died .% 

t‘l Mfclek Til Kuhcr Ezz-ud-dein Mossaoud, the son of Arslan 
Shah, eighth and last of the Atabeks of Mossule and Diaurbekir, as¬ 
sumed the government in conformity to the instructions of bin father; 
but submitting the reins of his authority to the controul of Buddur- 
ud-dein Lulh, it was not suffered to experience any very considerable 
duration. On the death of this prince, who probably did not long 
survive the loss of power, the government was entirely appropriated 
to himself, by the same Buddur-ud-detn, or Bed red in; the sequel of 
whose history will possibly be resumed at a subsequent period, among 
the events which distinguished the reign of ilulaukil Khaun, 

j/rf/y, of the Atubaks of Attrbayjaun. Among the 'fartars of Kep- 
t chunk, we arc here apprized on the authority of the Houzut-us-sufTi 
that, there formerly existed a regulation which provided, that when¬ 
ever a merchant, in one and the same lot, agreed tor the purchase ol 
forty slaves, the seller should make a deduction to the value of one 
slave in favor of the purchaser.

name was Eyldtkez ; not less remarkable for the defects of his person 
than for the virtues which beamed on his brow, 11 is purchase com¬ 
pleted, the merchant proceeded on his return to Irak, mounting his 
slaves in waggons, During the journey, it happened that Eylrivkez, 
overcome with sleep, twice fell from his waggon, being as often 
remounted by the care of his master; but falling over, a thin! time, in 
the same manner, no one took any concern about him, and he was 
abandoned to his fate. At day light, however, when he awoke, and 
perceived himself alone in the midst of the boundless solitude, he 
hastened in search of his companions; and by dint of exertion, to the 
no small surprise of hts owner, succeeded in overtaking the caravan in 
the course of the evening. 

Arrived in Irbk, the minister ofSdltan Mtlss&oud bought thirty 
nine of the slaves, for the service of Ids master, rejecting Eyldckez, the 
fortieth, on account of his cat-like,or decrepid exterior. On which the 
unhappy youth, bursting into tears, is said to have exclaimed, that 
since the Vczzeir had purchased the whole of the other slaves for his 
own sake, it behoved him to take the only one remaining, (or the love 
of God, These expressions were repeated to the minister, and deter¬ 
mined him to complete the allotment by the purchase of Eyldekez. 

The circumstance was also related to SrtJtan Mflssaoud, who placed Eti.mikszm 
the subject of it, not long afterwards, under Ameir Nasser one of bis of ,l ' p 4tabek* 
Captains, in order to be instructed in archery and horsemanship; ami 
as the young slave distinguished himself in a very short time, by bis 
address, activity, and skill, he was next enrolled in the train of one of 
the great officers of the household, who superintended the Bekawuk, 
or cupbearers ; or with more probability, the purveyor of the royal 
kitchens, since a savoury dish made up by Eyldekez of the offals, or 
such parts of a sheep as are in general rejected, proved so extremely 
agreeable to the palate of the Sill tan, that the now fortunate slave was 
taken into particular favor. From that period his prospects became 
daily more flattering to his ambition ; until, as was noticed on a for* 
uicr occasion, the Sultan fmaJly bestowed upon hint* together with 
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A. R. setw. the widow of his brother Toghrel, the government of AzerWyjaim :

Atabek Ma homMED, entitled Juftaun FeA/eiLCitoMhesonof liykle- 
kez, second of the Atabeks oi Azerbayjzun. 

Sultan Toghrel the son of Arslan, being seated at seven years of age, 
on the throne of Irak Ajem, in the five hundred and seventy first of 
the Hidjerah, through the activity and exertions of Atabek Mahom- 
med, the affairs of the monarchy, in addition to the government of 
Azerbayjaun, to which he had succeeded on the death of hie father, 
were now consigned to the entire controul of this brave and able chief¬ 
tain ; wbb became in a short time, by his talents and firmness of wind, 
equally respectable and formidable tot lie princes of the east ami west. 
He continued to direct the affairs of Irak with splendid success for 
a period of ten years : at the expiration of which, in Zilhudjc,* of the 
five hundred and eighty-first of the Hidjenib, he died, leaving tbur 
sons, whose names arc as follows: Abu Bukker, K fit 1 ugh Eynauoje, 
Meruiemun, and OUzbek Peiiknvaun. 

Atabek K u z A U l A ns lax the son of Eyldekez, third of that de¬ 
nomination in Azcrbayjauii. 

Employed, during the administration or his brother, in the govern¬ 
ment Of Azerhnyjaun, this prince hastened oil his denib, to tin: court 
of Sultan Toghrel ; and marrying Kfibtfcih KJtatitn, the widow of his 
dr (reused brother, {at least a princess of that name is mentioned as 
the mother of KfitUigh Eynauuje and Mermeraun) became iinmedi- 
atelv invested with the dignity of Ameir-u Uiunra. or lieutenant general 
of the monarchy. But differences having ultim lU !y arisen between 
him and the Sultan, which terminated in the hostilities, already tnm- 
Ktz- sieittlv adverted to under the transactions of the race of Sept, 
iui, AasLAX, kuzzid Arslan, at the express recoct inendati on of the Kbalif VI Naua- 
Illdtftiiwtucr. Ber ant | m ihe month of Shavault of the five hundred and eighty 
seventh of the Hidjerah. assumed the sovereign authority. He had, 
however, been suffered to enjoy his power hut for a very few days 
when lie was assassinated, at the instance or the nobles of Irak, by one

Atahek Abu Rukker, the son of Pehlewaun Mahommed, fourthof 
the A tnbeks of AzerbayjauD. 

Oil the assassination of his uncle, AW Bukkcr hastily withdrew 
into Azerbayjauni'And there assumed the royal authority. He was, 
however, destined to be opposed by his half brother Kutlftgh Eynaimje; 
with whom, in the course of one month only, he fought no "less than 
fom separate buttles, in each ot which he proved victorious. After 
this he retained his power against all opposition for a period of twenty 
years, dying in the six hundred and seventh of the Hidjerah * 

Atabck Muziiffur-ud-dein OuznnK, the sou of Pehlewaun Mahotn- 
roed, fifth aud last of this race, succeeded on the death of his brother : 
but in the filteenth year of his reign, the six hundred and twemy- 
sccoud oi the ilidjarah,f his country being invaded by SQStan Jullanf- 
ud-dein the Khaurezmian, Atabek Q Uzbek retired into the fortress of 
Mlanjek or AJaujek ; where, as recently observed in the story of the 
Khaurezmian, hecould not survive t lie intelligence of his wife's pferfidy.

Ihe historian has recorded that when, in the early part of the fifth 
century of the Hidjerah, a body of Turkmans, to the number of fifty 
thousand horse, were urged by the pressure of the times, and in tlm 
course ol one of those afflicting changes which have been occasionally 
permitted to visit the world, to migrate from their native country, 
and seek for a settlement in foreign lands, one of thrir chiefs, of the 
name of Selgher, with his sons and followers, made his way into 
K liorassitun ; and in the different parts of that province, proceeded to Atabei* 
exercise every species of outrage and violence, that might be expect* Sewn?*? * 
ed troru au uncivilized and necessitous banditti. But when, about the 
four hundred and thirtieth of the Hidjerah, the authority of the race 
Of Seljftk appeared to be permanently established throughout the 
Persian empire, the same Turkman chief repaired to the court of one

The city of Sbiraus!, the admired and celebrated metropolis of the 

province, being wrested from the Devlcmites, in the four hundred 
and fifty-eighth ofthe Hidjeralvt by the warlike Alep-A rat an, it con¬ 
tinued torn period of eighty five years afterwards under the authority 
of the race of Seljuk. Rut about the five hundred and forty second of 
the Hidjcrah,t Sultan Mifek Shah the son of Mahmud, having made 
himself master of the province, by the defeat and death of Atabek 
Buzajahoh, that prince retained possession lor the space of one year 
only ; when conceiving himself unequal to a contest with Atabek 
S eg her the son ofMoudiid, who had revolted against his authority, he 
chose to abandon the country; which was thus, apparently without dif¬ 
ficulty, transferred t,o the insurgent, 

Ambek Muaufl'er-nd-dein Segher, or perhaps Suksur, the sort of 
Moudud, first of the Atabek* of Fares of the race of Sdghcr. 

On the retreat of the Sdjukian Sdltan, Atabek Scgher under the 
title of Mteuffur-ud-dein, assumed the sovereign dignity at Shirauz, 
some time in tire five hundred and forty third of the Uidjemh;|| and 
biil open to every class of those who submitted to his authority, the 
avenues of beneficence and happiness. He withdrew to experience 
the reward of his virtues, in the ever blooming gardens of paradise, 
in the five hundred mid fifty seventh of the ilidjerah,§ after a felicitous 
reign of thirteen years- 

Atahek Miizuffur ud-de'm ZctiGOl, the son of Moudftd, second of 
the race of Selgher,succeeded to Ids brother, whose virtues he seemed 
studious to emulate. He died in the five hundred and seventy first of 
the Hidjemh, after a just aud beneficent reign of fourteen years, 

Atabek M uzufier- ud-dcin Tuann, the son of Zengui, third of the 
race of Selgher. 

This prince was the heir, and successor to his father’s wealth and 
power, and even surpassed his predecessors, iu the vigilance which

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be e'xcrted to "pNiiriftte and secure the tranquillity of his covemruent. 
He died in the five hundred and tiiheH -first of the Hidjerah, after a 
prosperous reign of twenty years. During the period in which lie 
Swayed the sceptre Of ShiMtiz, Atabek Kuthuddetn, a prince of the 
same tan lily governed in Irik Ajem; but, although in other respects 
unable and heneyolent monarch, engaging in an unavailing contest 
with Alahek i’uklsh. hiss power did not attain to any degree of stabi¬ 
lity. He feH, in the issue, into the hands of his relative, and was put 
to death, 

Atabdlc Mi'seiifRir^id-dHri Abfl Siutjia the son of Zengtri, 

fourth of the race of Selghcr. 

Succeeding to the sovereign power, on the death of Ills brother, 
Atnhck Sand gave distinguished proofs of the bounty, and liberality 
of his disposition; blit yielding to an unfortunate ambition, by which 
he w«s impelled to ujidertn-ke the conquest of Irik Ajurti, lie engaged 
himself in perpetual expeditions for the attainment of that object * 
anti thus exposed his defenceless capital to frequent surprise ami pil¬ 
ose, by those of his enemies Who were over on the watch for such an 
opportunity. The hist time, however, continues our author, in which, 
like the axis of a wheel, Atabck Sand presented himsclf hi various 
directions, in the prosecution of these visionarv projects of ambition, 
he, in the six hundred and fourteenth of the Hidjerah,* and in the 
neighborhood of Rev, fell in With the course Of'Siilinn Mahommcd 
the Khteurezmitin, then proceeding on Ids design against Baghdad. 
In these circumstance, although the whdte df hjs fore* 1 ditl not i'TC’ 
ceed seven hundred cavalry, ihe Afcibek resolutely assailed the army 
ol the Sultan, and first with his arrows, anditiicii wiDh scimitar untf 
mace, produced extraordinary havoc among them. Considerably sur¬ 
prised at the niBgolttr activity and prowtr^s displayed on the occasion 
by the Atithek, die Rlmirv/mi m gave-Orders that Ms archersshould 
forbear to dim at him : and thbf every exertion shntdd he made to hrkfe 
him alive, mid Without injury. Thus surrounded on carry's file,'and 
falling from hb burin*; hw adcerir.irlfS found at lust unoppnrtimity of 
seeing bis person, t«kl -be w as iiiimedintidy conveyed to the presence 
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of the Sfcltan; who proceeded to intonate him ns to the motive 
which Oiliid induce, blm to engage in a conflict no unequal. To this 
lh<- Atalick rtgUed* that tor such apparent temerity, the only apology 
which he could oiler, was his euiire ignorance that he was opposed: 
to the person of so mighty a monarch ; and he continued to plead fur¬ 
ther so eilfcclually with his conqueror, that one of the imperial pavi¬ 
lions was immediately ordered to he set apart for his accommodation ; 
with every requisite that could contribute cither to his pleasure or 
convenience. All these, the Atnbek, however, distributed among the 1 
Sultan's retinue v even before lie had set eyes upon them ; and the ad¬ 
miral ion of tin 1 Kh-aurczmiaii being further excited by an instance of 
liberality, which-other wise .appears to have had neither hounds nor ro¬ 
llout ion, A tabek Suud became thenceforward the inseparable associ¬ 
ate of his pleasures and amusements ; in which, ho indeed, as fur sur¬ 
passed by his convivial qualities, as lie had formerly done by his 
prowess iu the field of battle- In the course of a few days it was fin¬ 
ally agreed upon between the two princes, through the mediation of 
JIfiltk Zouzcn, that A tabek Suud should bestow one of his daughters 
in marriage upon Sultan Julian Uud-dein ; should engage for the ces¬ 
sion of tlie fortresses of Istakhar and Eshkowun; and for the annual 
remittance of one tbirdofthc revenues of larss to the exchequer of the 
KJttUirezmiau. 

Ou the conclusion of the treaty, A tabek Saud, accompanied by an 
escort of KHaurezmian troops, was permitted to take the road to hta 
own dominions ; but, ids son Abu llukker had become no sooner ap¬ 
prized of the misfortune, and subsequent stipulations on the part of 
his lather, than he abruptly forsook ins allegiance; and took post, with 
0 body of bis followers, at the foot of the pass of Baubeyn, to intercept 
his return. Accordingly, when A tabek Saud arrived on the spot, this 
head of his escort had just disengaged itself from the pass, when it 
was attacked and cut oil by the Shirkziatis ; while the main bode, con¬ 
ceiving that they were about to become a sacrifice to preconcerted 
treachery between father and sou, called aloud for mercy. Having 
exerted all bit* eloquence to appease their apprehensions, the Atabek 
hasti tied to present himself to Abu Bukker, who assailed his person 
w ithout the smallest hesitation ; but the elder Atabek uo sooner 
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felt the sword of the parricide, than he returned it so effectually with a, IT ."63*44, 
a stroke of his mace, that it hrought him headlong from his horse. A D. I3fl£6 0. 
The rebel was afterwards con fined to the castle of Istakhar ; while KfcolsuMut 
the father, having re-entered his capital of Shirauz without further " |,,iktlLl lur ' 
obstacle, proceeded to fulfil Ilia engagements with the Khaureztnian, 
with the most scrupulous fidelity ; and ultimately dismissed hitf amenta 
in every respect satisfied with the treatment which they experienced, 

Atabek Sand survived this untoward contingency for a period of 
some duration ; until tile six hundred and twenty-third of the llidjer- 
ah, according to certain authorities, which would assign to his reign 
an interval of two and thirty years, 

Atabek M uaufl'ur-ud-dein Asu lioxK Jtn, the son of Sami Zengui, 
filth of the race of Selgher. 

Notwithstanding the stain of rebellion, the A incur* ami principal 
citizens of SInruns unanimously concurred, on the (tenth ofliia father, 
in bestowing the sovereign authority upon Abu llukker jand he is 
said to have far surpassed the merit of all his predecessors, respecta¬ 
ble as they were, in the vigor of his government, and in his vigilance 
to provide for the welfare of his people. His zeal for the advance¬ 
ment of the faith of Muhoiumcd, and his <■ sort inns to promote the 
sneer sts of every laudable pursuit, lew men were qualified to dojustiee 
to: neither would it be easy to delineate, continues our author, hie 
singular skill in jurisprudence, in the mobilities of loirie* or in the ab¬ 
struse reuseiitugs of philosophy, Uis esteem lor the religious an J 
sincerely devout, was at the same time so conspicuous, that he did u.ot 
scruple to assign to thorn on all occasions a ti-dited preference over 
priests and lawyers, and the learned of every d< scrip non. 

The n>ce of J< ngueiz having, however, by this tune, completely 
subjugated the oriental world, Atabek A bu link ton ox hi luted a proof 
ol sagacity, andmoderationof spirit, equally coLtspicii'tus. by the early 
tv: mu rut)C is of submission, which, by cur; of ids nephews, he-tpok care 
to convey toilic court of Oukdab or Octal fy-JUit j who treated tlie de¬ 
putation with particular kindness and distinction, and retptuud a pa¬ 
tentin'Llw royal authority in i'affift, with the Lille 01 Kuihtgit Khtiun, 

The goverumr nt of Abu Bukker was distinguished h> the reduction 
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vm, where hr it •fitted to have ioqsind prodigicm* woalrti. In tlw 
mftm time, iiuktukfi Kltuun bud made himself master of Baghdad, 
and extinguished the power of tho race of Abbas; anil it became ex- 
prdipm on fife part of Abfl liukher, with other feudatories, to trans- 
mil his roftgrfctulauOEift, on an occasion which seemed to pnt the last 
seal to his vassalage. Hi* Son Saud, tlu> heir to Uis wealth and dig¬ 
nity, was accordingly dispatched on this errand to the camp of the 
Eyle, nr Aei) Khaim; and the young prince wan on Im return to 
Shiran*, after experiencing the most favorable reception from the 
UojfhAl moimrch, when intelligence readied him of hia father's death, 
w hich was, at a very short interval, followed by his own. Atttbok Alii 
Bukker lied, it seems, w ithdrawn to the abodes of eternal happiness, 
on th/e fifth of the latter Jummaudy,* of the six hundred and fifty 
eighth of the Hidjerah, after a splendid and prosperous reign of five 
mid thirty yeats; and his son Sand having been already attacked by a 
severe fit of illness on his journey from Baghdad, the information 
w hich unexpectedly reached him, of the death of his father, and of his 
ow n accession to the Sovereign pow er, produced a violent aggravation 
of Vi is disorder* and hastened him to the tomb, just twelve days after 
the former event, WHnt readers the reign of Aubek Aba li'ifckr-r 
%hi>n Sand Zenguh however, more particularly interesting to the orien¬ 
talist is, that Sitvtfi. themost elegant and classical of Persian poets, the 
admired lard end moralist of Shirans, the reform (rofhk religion, as 
lie lias been entitled, flourished under this reign, stud made the names 
-of both father and son tlicfroqurnt subject of Ida praise. 

Atabek Mb hom mbs, the son of Scud, sixth of t h ,■ race of Selgher. 

Succeeding in infancy to the throne of Shrrtvtz, in consequence of 
the premature dissolution ot Ids lather, the adm frustration of affairs 
was tin dr-fin ken in behalf if this prince by his mother Turkan, a wo- 
tnu'i of singular prudence and sagacity ; who did dot fail, by a splen¬ 
did embassy, omf by presentsTftot less splendid, to solicit and obtain 
from Hiilauku, ft decree to ratify th*- succession of her son, lint wh u 
two years had elapst-d of the nriant reign of Atsbek Malinin med, he 
perished by a fall from the ter race of lus palace; und he was succeeded by, 
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AuVltik M4PMVEI ftllA.il, thp son of Sachet Shalt, K*<mth of 

Ik* mpe of Sulgber* 

Indebted for big elevation to the exertions of thp dowighT pripce*? 
Turkuri k liuluiit bis mother in Jaw sjaiil the WJtfoW l> 1 -V tukvb Sand, 
«ud at the #umc thpt» to the rcccimmendatiop pf the poblcs of $l}ir- 
ou/, this prince proved himself, however, at an eftrly period, by aban¬ 
doning "llmriJf to the excesses of n ine ai|d inteipperappy, and to the 
soejety pf youthful profligate#, eptirejy unworthy td the throne to 
which he had succeeded. A government so contemptible wa# pot 
destined to be «f any duration. The total disregard wfcjcb !ip ei-ipced 
for the counsels of his mother-in-law, produced oil her part, notwith¬ 
standing the intimacy of their relation, a conspiracy with the Ameir# 
and lending men of the country, tq remove him from authority; a de¬ 
sign which wuh carried into execution without diijiculty. it became, 
however, expedient to represent,by an immediate deputation to IJu- 
Jauku KLauu, that the measure had been rendered indispensable, by 
the total mi worthiness and incapacity of the deposed prince, and by 
the means which he had adopted to bring disorder and ruin upon the 
affairs of the province. This, together with the C9usider.ition that 
matters had already taken their course, induced the Ryle Khaim to 
listen with fasuralde attention to the lv hat ini’* apology; at least, to 
forbear from any manifest expression ot displeasure at what had taken 
place. The authority of Mahommed Shah terminated in the short 
period of eight months. 

Atithek StUVK SuA « the son of SeTghw Shah, eighth of the race 
ol'Sidgber, on Urn deposi tion of h is brother, succeeded to the govern¬ 
ment, likewise through the influence of Turkau Khati'm, whom he 
imun diati ly married. Being, however, a Weak and inexperienced 
youth, little inured to the trials and vicissitudes ol life, although wo 
do not immediately perceive how this is to account for such early de¬ 
pravity, he was led one night* during the fumes of intoxication, to 
form the base design of destroying Ins br-nufectrcs* i which, in one of 
bis.mercenary and diabolical slaves, ho found an iustntment to CAiT >' 
into immediate execution. The followirig day, when the guilty trans¬ 
action became known to the public, two of the agents of MftUukA 
Khaim, deputed to guard his interests in the government ofSluraux, 
openly disapproved ot the deed, and were put to death iw the avow a L 
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A. It. awii. This daring outrage, on the part of the Atabek, brought upon him the 
A- » i2‘M-87. speedy vengeance of the Tartar monarch; who immediately dispatched 
Khohiuaiit- one of his generals, of the name of UltajQ, at the head of a powerful 
nl-akbWur, armv lQ c ( Ufl t' 1S€i and subvert the authority of ilie perpetrator. Sel- 
ji'tk Shah hud not the con rage to abide the storm ; but abandoning' his 
government, he withdrew on its approach towards the coast of the Ar¬ 
abian, or sea ofOinman. Thither he was, however, pursued by Clr&jft, 
by whom he was overtaken and defeated in the neighborhood of Kaii- 
zerun ; in which place becoming a prisoner, he was in the six hundred 
and sixty-second of the Hidjemh, by order of lliihmku. finally con¬ 
demned to die; being the last, in the male line, of the Atabek* of the 
race of SeJgher. 

Atabek AeysM, the daughter of Sand, soil of Atabek Ahft Bitk- 
ker, being the consort of MnngA Teymur the son of [lukmkii K liaun, 
was, by the latter monarch, invested with the government of I’arss, 
on the execution ofSdjuk Shah : and when it had been sufficiently 
ascertained, that no one of the male line of the Atahcks appeared 
worthy of the trust. She Continued to preside at Shiranw, to thedav 
ofher death, in the six hundred and eighty -Sixth of the 11 idjerah: after 
which none of the race of Selghcr ever asserted any claim to the go¬ 
vernment of this favorite domain.

At the period when Atabek Segher, or Stmkur the son of Aloud Ad, 
in the year five hundred ami forty-three,* had made himself paramount 
in r.im, on the expulsion of Mckk Shah of the race of Seljtllt, as 
Of n.rlh/ mr Was rece,ltl . v observed, be employed, umhr AM Taker the son df 
Z { IC>. .^AiC Mahomincd the I’usduian, a force to subjugate or hike possession of 
ln-ks of Laii*- Lari sift nil. But that chief hud no sooner accomplished the object of 
,uun * the expedition, than he felt himself qualified to assume the title of 

Atabek, and to declare himself mdeperuhint in the province; and in 
this hisdescemhmrs followed his example. 

Atabek Nnssmt u d-d tin IT ax ait rasp, the sou of Atm Taller, se¬ 
cond of the A (dicks of Lamtaini, as the eldest of his father’* children. 
Succeeded to his authority *, find having added to his possessions the 
territory of Siionbstann, (region of Hands), he left the whole in undis¬ 
puted sovereignty to btssoii. t

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Atahek Turn .a it, the son of II azaura<qb third of the Atabeka of 

Laris taun. 

From the jealousies which might, however, naturally subsist-between 
him and Atubuk Sand the son ofZengui, of the race of Sdghcr this 
chief was thrice attacked in his government hy tin troops ol'llutt mon¬ 
arch, and as often victorious in repelling the aggression. On the ex¬ 
pedition against Baghdad,* Alabck Tuklah accompanied the army of 
ISuktukii Khaun ; hy whose directions he was particularly attached 
to tha Tom an it, or division of'Keybuka Nuyan. But, exciting the 
suspicion of that conqueror, by some circumstance which implicated 
his conduct with respect to the unfor^pnatc -Mustatisscm, it was de¬ 
termined to put him to death. He contrived, lion ever, to protract 
his fate lor a short time, bv escaping into Larlstaun ; but being closely 
pursued by the Moghul troops, he was soon overtaken, and, not long 
afterwards atoned, with his blood for his supposed disaffection. 

Atabek Shums-ud-dein Alep Aituur, the son of Hazaurasp, Fourth 
of the Atabeks of Laristaun, became, on the death of his brother, in¬ 
vested with the vacant government, by the instruct tons of 11 fi lanky - 
and ruled with exemplary justice for a period of fifteen years. 

Atabck Vusst. v Shah, the son of Alep Arghd, fifth of the Atabeks 
of Laristaun, succeeded on the demise of Ids father ; subject to the 
authority of Abaka Khaim. Being, however, in person a constant 
attendant on the court of that monarch, the affairs of the province 
were for the moat part administered by his agents. He is said indeed 
to have performed such acceptable and important services to Abaka, 
as entitled him to a very distinguished share in his favor ; and he re* 
ceived in consequence from that prince a grant of the province of 
Khhzistaun; which, together with KohkeilQynh, the cjtyof Ferouzan, 
and Jermaudekan, was thus annexed to the territories already subor¬ 
dinate to his controul. On the death of Abaka Khaun, he continued 
his attendance in succession, upon Ahmed Khaun,and Arghiln Khaun ; 
whom he also served with distinguished and unabated zeal. Finally, 
receiving towards the decline of life, the permission of this latter mon¬ 
arch to make a jouruey into Laristaun, Atabck Yussuf w as proceeding 
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it from tticfito feu an tStjpedition toKolfoeiluyab, when Ibe otcwtft%ic€

However, while that phnee was on h,s ckath 
kd, Afrashmb, through one of Ms unde's sons, whom he employed 
for the purpose, contrived to destroy the governor of Mnhoun, and to 
st tie ti pon the government oft hat city ; hud, whente had ascertain^ 
that Arfo6n KhSun Imd absolutely ceaseiUo live, he proceededwithout 
further scruple, to nominate in Ms own hehalf,agents and officer* to 
take possession ofthe other principal towns of P^iftn Irak, llo^t 
dispatched the son ofTuklah with a cbmpetent three to extend Ms 
usurpations to Derhend of the KermhrQd ; where his troops (idling in 
wit h some ofthe Moghii l detachments, they engaged and defeat them ? 
hut, on entering the <, mi rf era of the MogMls,proceediiigtoindulgethcm» 
selves in every Sp'ecies of debauchery, and irregularity, they were in 
turn assailed hv the enemy, animated by the desire ol vengeance; who 
came upon them unexpectedly, aifd cut them fo pieces tft the uhL* 

©f their undisciplined excesses. , 

On the othpr hand,apprized of theke ambitious tmderirtKin^., Kun- 
trtviii Sfiltun, the successor of Arglfon Khaim, ’dispatched a body tn 
ten thousand hone under tftlaudii Nrtyah, to restrain and punish the 
usurpatidh ofthe At abet ; who was ulrimirtdy talccn ffttsdm-r tn tl'bfttv 
lie with that bofnm under, and conveyed to the pffcwneeoi K unjay in. 
He was, however, pard.fried through ‘thfe infdrtfewtdn *C some Ot‘Hhh 
ladies of the imperial family, and possibly from ft rocollcctidh ol the 
faithful services of Ins father. But on iris enhirgeiricttt and ret it fn info 
LariUtalto, proceeding without a cadse to put to death hislcihsmnn 
Kill, anil several other Ameirs, the gtiflt ofmhdceht blood did not 
m to pursue him j and He icconVnrtly perisheirhy the word ofthe 
av» nsjer, through the medium ol Scrkedunk Kfiynu, oncot the Ylog- 
lull gt'ncnils, in the subsequent reigh of (jhazati KUmui, about the 
bis hundred and nfrlefy-tihhrbi the liidjer.ih. 

A tabek Ntmrut-ud-dein Ahmed, the non of Alep Arglifi, seventh 

ofthe Ataotki ei Laris taun. 
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THs ^in» w,is raised to his government by command of GMzan a. H. (* 35 , 74 /?. 
Khimn ; and by the influence ofa just and virtuous administration re* A. D, le&o 133 & 
moved from his people, in a great measure, the smart of their recent JOtolwusut- 
sufferings. He died in the seven hundred and thirty-third of the Hid- ^ akhbauT * 
jeralt, after a long and prosperous reign of eight and thirty years* 

Atabek Rokken-ud-dein Ytsm Shah, the second, son of Ahmed, 
eighth of the Atabcks of Laristaun, succeeded on the death of his fa¬ 
ther ; after whom he governed, with erjuat justice and liberality, for a 
p« rind oi six years. He died in the farmer Jummaudy, of the seven 
hundred and fortieth of the Hjdjerah," 

Atabek Mfijiffrur-ud-dcin A fa a si a t'n the second, the son ofYiis- 
suf Shah, ninth and last of the Atabcks of Laris taun; of whom nothing 
. further is mentioned, than, that after exercising the functions of au¬ 
thority for a Limited period, he also passed, like bis predecessors, to 
another and unknown state of existence. "On that world which 
“sprung from nothing, and which terminates in death, it would in- 
" deed ” observes the author, “beegregious folly to build the cxpccta- 
“ tidii either of stability, or perpetuity, 1 * 

Oj the dinasrios, oi which it was proposed to include an account in 
the present chapter, there still remain four to complete the narration; 
but as the circumstantial detail, even reduced to its utmost brevity, 
would occupy the place of far more important matter, to which the 
remainder oi this volume must necessarily be devoted, the reader is 
imreatedto bo satisfied wit h the subjoi ned list of successions, m the 
several branches to which we have here adverted,

Oi these the first who aspired and established his claims, to in¬ 
dependent power, was the Boeauk Havju, formerly mentioned ;

jerah ; obtained from Oukdii, or Oct&i Ivaun, the title of Kitlilgh djuu, 

Khaun ; Sttd maintained hh authority, with distinguished reputation, 
until the twentieth of Zilkauthh, of the year six hundred and thirty- 
* Wo 't when he died, after a reign of about fourteen years, 
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Sultan Itobkeii-ud-dem K u AIJ a h ITukK, the son of Lorauk II.tu- 
was absent at the period of Ilkfather 1 * dentil, with the court of 
Qvtiiii Kami • but obtaining from ihatgreat monarch a patent tortile 
government ofKcrmuun, he returned without delay to take possession 
of Uk inheritance, and entered the capital ot the province on the 
twenty -sixth of Shabaun, oi’ the year six hundred ami thirty three ;• 
his cousin germ an li.utb-ud-de.iu MiiiioiDninl) who liftiloUimltd bin)-* 
self into the government, retiring on bis approach. Nevertheless, after 
reigning with considerable prosperity for a period ot futeen years, he 
was alter all, by the injunction of Malign Khaim, placed at the dispo¬ 
sal of the same Kutb-ud-dem, by whom lie w as put to death . 

Sfiltan Kutb-ud-dein MaiiomMSd, the sou of Khmneir Taynkti, 
assumed the government of Kermaun, tit the middle ol Sli&vaul ol the 
six hundred ami fiftieth, and reigned with great happiness to his sub¬ 
jects, until H&inz&uti of tile six hundred and fifty-filth ot the llkljcrah.f 
the period of his death. 

Although he left two sons, the government w as conferred, on the 
death of Kiitb-ud-dein, on his widow KbiUigh Turkan, whose daugh. 
ter was married to Al'iiki Khaim. "1 lie royal title was, howeicr, nomi¬ 
nally bestowed upon ilcjuiije Sultan, out* ol the soils ot tho late 
prince. But, on attaining to years of discretion, the youug Sultan 
proceeding to treat bis mother with indignity, and in one of hk carous- 
als, proposing to her to dunce before him, the insulted princess justly 
'took offence, and withdrew to the court ot Abaks. 1 he Sultan not 
a little terrified on his part, fled shortly afterwards into Hindustani 
At the expiration of ten years, followed by a considerable army raised 
fur his assistance by the princes of India, he was returning to recover 
his inheritance; when he died on the march, in the month of Zilhudjc, 
of the six hundred and seventieth ofilie llhljindi, 

Sultan Julian l-ud-dcin Sf/vuroHETMEsu, the son of Kiitb-ud- 
dein Ma hummed, solicited and obtained from Sultan Ahmed Khaim, 
a patent for the province of Kermaun, and for the removal of Kutlagh 
Turkan; and some lime in the six hundred and eighty-first of the 
Hidjerah, entered the capital and took possession of bis government. 
Kiitlugh Turkan died of grief ill Tebrem in the course ot the succeed-

position, and for her singular and extraordinary talents in every res¬ 
pect. On the access ion of Haydn K houn, who succeeded to Kunj5i- 
tu, about the six hundred and ninety-fourth of the Hidjerdfe* and who 
was married to Shah AII tun the daughter of Seyiirghetitiesli, the priu- 
eess Padshah KhStmi began with good reason to entertain apprehen¬ 
sions of a sudden am! gloomy reverse r and the widow of her brother, 
with her dependents, escaping about the same time from Keriniuin* 
soon collected a numerous force, with which she returned and laid 
si ego to the capital. In a few days Padshah Khatfln resigned herself 
to her fate, and throwing open tin'gales oft be capital to her besiegers, 
she wag by them imprisoned ; und shortly afterwards* in Shabami of 
the six hundred and ninety-fourth of lire Ilidjcrah* put to death by 
prd. r of Bsiydii Khsum; thus, by a just retribution, being compelled to 
taste of the same bitter draught whiebabe had so cruelly administered 
to her unfortunate! brother. 

S&itaft J illtsiul-ud-dein Mahommeo Shah the son of TlcjatJje Sul¬ 
tan, was invested with the government, uuder the authority of Glut z- 
an Ivlinuii* in Zilhndje of the six hundred and ninety-fourth of the 
Uidjerali: and he died in the year seven hundred and one* at the age 
of twenty-nine, in consequence of a fever contracted by debauch. 

Kiltb-ud-dcin Sh a if Ja ri auk the son of S ev u rch ^ r-n os b . hist of the 
Kara kb Savons, assumed the government on the death of Ai ah o aimed 
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a. 11. 701-ti. Sji.ah* under a grant from Glmzan Khrtun; bat on tho accession, of 
A. d. isuM'i. UlJttitQ. Sultan, iu eoiidctiucncc of some former grudge, be was de? 
Khobimut- p OSet ] from Uis authority by that monarch, Shahjahaun withdrew- 
Ul•aiiiu.mr, ^ )0H t j^ s to sjjj rau2 ^ where, though calmly resigned to his destiny, 
his merit rose superior to his fortune, and acquired for him yet some 
share of power. lie left a daughter of the mune of Khaun KiHluk, 
who bet'Aum the wifoof Ameir Mahamnved MiiauiTur, ami the mother 
of the princes Shall Shojm, Shah Mahmild, ami Sultan Ahmed, of 
Shtrauz and Farss. On the removal of Shahjahauu, in short, the pro¬ 
vince of kennaun was assigned to the Jcngucizian A amirs in succes¬ 
sion, uutil the seven hundred and forty-first of the Hidjerah; when it 
was permanently transferred to the same A wit ir Mahotmtud Munffftr^ 
Of whom immediately. 

XJd, of the race of Muzujfur. 

Gheyauth-ud-dem H&jy Khomssnuny the founder of this family, is 
stated to have been a native of Klmvauf, who, on the irruption of the 
Moghhls under Jengueiz, retired to Yezd, in the adjoining angle of 
the province of Farrs. He had three sons, Abu Bukker, Midiommed, 
and Munsih. Of the two former of these, who engaged in the service of 
Alia-ud-doubh the governor of Yezd, there remained no posterity ; 
but Munsur, who continued w ith his father, had three sons, Mahoin- 
Of (he nee of mod, Ally, and Mu sulfur ; the latter, though youngest of the brothers, 
MiiiutiW. becoming renowned beyond Ids compeers in the achievements of the 
field of battle. After long wandering, without a settlement, through 
different -parts of Irik Ajein, this warlike adventurer repaired at Iasi 
to the court of Argli tin Khaim; by whom, in consequence of his singu¬ 
lar accomplishments of person and mi nd, lie was early advanced to the 
rank of Ycssawu), or silver stick. 

On the accession of Kmijnytii, the fortune of Arm: ir Miy.uflTnr con¬ 
tinued to bo advanced, until by the tune- that Ghazan Kb atm ascended 
the throne of IIuLauku, In- was of sufficient eminence to receive from' 
that monarch the government of Uanuumb, with the distinction of 
the standard end ki ttle.drum. On the death of Ghazan Ivhauu, he 
became still further [promoted under the auspices of Uljaitu, being at, 
the same time entrusted with the protection of the roads from Aber- 
kob, Herati aud Merit, mid with the government of Moybud; 4t which 
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latter place, when tie was cot itj attendance eu the person of Ins so- a. Ti. Ttrw, 
voreign* ho now generally resided, until the period of his death, in the A-1). mum s- 
seven hundred and thirteenth of the Hidjerah. IfiofcuMut. 

He Jeft an only son, Mhbaurez-ud-dein Mahommed, who hast- ul 
encd on the dpath of his father to the presence of Uljtatd Su it.in • by 
w hom he was immediately invested with all the honors and appoint¬ 
ments of the departed Mitzuffur. He continued at court for a period 
of four years* at the expiration of which he was permitted to repair to 
his government of Mpyhud, by Sultan Abu Staid, who then filled the 
throne. In the seven hundred and nineteenth of the Hidjerah, he ap¬ 
peared however again in the court of A Liu Staid, from whom, in addi¬ 
tion to his former dignities* he now received the government of Ye 2 d, 

In the course of the same year, with not more than eight of his brav¬ 
est followers, he was engaged in a perilous conflict with the Nikudri- 
ans, a ferocious banditti who then infested the roads of Khorassaun; in 
which no less than seventy arrows were lodged in different parts of his 
amour. lie escaped, however, otherwise uninjured* after defeating the 
handitti, whose cliitjf he captured, and conveyed in a cage, together 
with the heads of several of his associates, to the camp of Ab& Staid, 
in the seven hundred and twenty-ninth* of the Hidjerah, as re¬ 
cently intimated, Auitdr Muhaurez-ud-dcm Mahommed, was united 
in wedlock to lihaun Kutluk the daughter of Shahjahaun the exiled 
chief of Kcrmaun. And in seven hundred and thirty four he again vi¬ 
sited the court of Abu Staid, being on the occasion accompanied by 
his son Shah Shurf-ud-dnin Muzuffur, and experiencing from the suc¬ 
cessor of Hul&uku the most favorable reception. I 11 the course of the 
same year he attended Abu Staid to Baghdad, and availed himself of 
the opportunity to visit the tomb of Ally at Kudjef. He returned 
shortly afterwards to Yezd, 

The turbulent and ambitions having availed themselves, on tbf 
death of Sultan Abu Staid, in the seven hundred and thirty-sixth of 
the Hidjerah,I of an opportunity to di vide the empire, the whole pro- 
vinceo!Farss was taken possession of, during.the confusion, by Ame^r 
Mhssioud Shah the son of Midmidd Shah Aynjft 5 Aracir Shaikh AM

khnlaiuituf however, met at some distance from that place by Ameir Mahonum-d, 
ul afehbijir. w hose hospitable and conciliatory demeanor, he was tor the present 
diverted from any hostile design. Hut when, after a tew days resi¬ 
dence in the neighborhood of Yezd, Ameir Abu Ishmiek had proceed - 
ed some distance on his march towards Kermatm, he suddenly re¬ 
turned towards the former place; and Ameir Muhmnmcd found him- 
sell now constrained to quit the city with the determination to give 
him battle. Before matters had, however, been earned to the last ex¬ 
tremity, an accommodation was arranged between these hostile chiefs 
through the mediation of Shaikh Ally Am ran, a celebrated Pclr, or 
Mahomineditn saint , of that age. 

In the seven hundred and fortieth of the Hidjerah, Ameir \Fahom- 
tried associated with Ameir Peir lIusseyricTchoubauny in the design 
ufreducing Slurauz. On the arrival of the invaders at Istakh&r, about 
forty miles from his capital, Affair Miissismid Shah retired towards 
Kauzcrun, whither ho was immediately pursued by Ameir Mihorn- 
med ; but the enemy entirely dispersing cm his approach, the latter 
returned without delay to rejoin Ameir llffMcyne in the siege of 
Shiran? ; which, after a defence of some duration, was ultimately per¬ 
mitted to capitulate, through the interposition of Kaucv Mcjid-ud-riem 
Isnntily, another very learned religionist of those times. Ameir 1‘eir 
HOsseyne now made his entry into $h trail z in great triumph, assign¬ 
ing to Ameir Mahommed the government of liennaun ; of which, in 
Moliurriin, of the year seven hundred and forty-one,* he accordingly 
proceeded to take possession. He was received into the capital of the 
province w ithout opposition, >l etek Khtb-tid-detit Neikromr, the go¬ 
vernor, having fled at lib approach towards Herat; but imprudently 
dispersing li is troops into separate and distant quarters, in order to 
0 fiord relief to the inhabitants, intelligence of the circumstance wJlS 
conveyed to Ncikrouz r who prevailed upon Ameir Dio ml the lie«- 
tciumt of Herat. after he had resided tor some rime under Ilia protec¬ 
tion, to assist him in the recovery of his govern me tit. The fugitive

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governor, accompanied by Ameir Uboud, at the head of a body of A. H. 

U hour inns, arrived, by stolen marches, within four tursangs of Ker- A.u iiuu- n, 
maun, be tine Ameir Mil I loin in ed was apprized of bis danger. Tile KMawsut- 
latter, destitute of troops for his defence, quitted the city in llie dead ^ 
of the night, and withdrew to a station on the frontier, until lie could 
assemble a force to make liriul against the enemy ; Neikrouz with his 
ally the lieutenant of Herat, entering Kerman u the ensuing day, and 
proceeding without molestation to re-establish the government. Hut 
Ameir Muhoinmcd, having in a short time re-assembled a sufficient 
force tor the undertaking, and being further joined by a division of 
the troops of l\nr llusaeyae, proceeded to carry tire and sword to 
the gates of the city, and as speedily reduced it a second time, ami 
restored his authority throughout the country. Soon afterwards he 
completed the subjugation of the province by the capture of the for¬ 
tress oflhmiti, or Hamm; which was, after a gull nut resistance, and 
several con Hi c ts under the walls, ultimately surrendered to his mercy 
by its then possessor Situjia-ud-tk in. This unfortunate chief exper¬ 
ienced at first a kind reception from his conqueror, but exhibiting 
some fresh proofs of hostility, he was finally put to death. 

The harmony which had for some time subsisted between Ameir 
Mahotmned, and Peir Iliisseync Tcboubnun v was destined, through 
the arts of the evil disposed, to terminate in the course of the seven 
hundred and forty second of the Ilkljorah ; but as Peir H&sseyqewas 
compelled soon afterwards, by the disaffection of so me of his principal 
followers, to withdraw to Tebreiz, to solicit the assistance of Ameir 
Peir Jlussun Kntchek, he was there basely poisoned by the hand from 
which be sought relief. Irak Ajem, with Shirauz, upon this, fell 
once more into the hands of Ameir Mussaond Shah ; who now hast¬ 
ened from Baghdad, and was quietly re-instated in the possession of his 
capital. Endeavoring, however, to redress the inhabitants against some 
excesses committed before his arrival, by A weir Yaughy Pausjty, 
that chief took offence, and availed himself of the first opportunity to 
put his superior to death. Ameir Shaikh Abu Ldiauck was enabled 
however, w ith the assistance of the people of Shirauz, to attack and 
expel the murderer, and to assume the government in his own name* 
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protect the wads in the neighborhood of the province, he-imirni to 
exhibit some symptoms of a refractory disposition, Ameir Mahanimcd 
was under the'necessity of leading his troop- agtinst them; and ho- 
in- defeated by them, in a battle which took place in the desert of 
Kfoiwin, and lbreed to retire before them towards Kerman ti, Ameir 
Abu Ishifoek, on intelligence of the disaster, and in defiance of recent 
ingagemems. proceeded to the attack cfVcad : of wideh, in com*, 
queuee of the absence of Shah Slum-ud-dein, at this period in attend- 
ante upon his father, he obtained possession. Shah Shurf-ud-dcin, 
hastened upon this to the defence of MeybM, the cradle and retreat 
ol his family* which Abu laheuck hud ako dispatched a force to seize 
upon. Shah Shitrbud-deln succeeded in antic ipatibg the design, cud 
in defutinc the'troops employed to carry it into execution. Abu Is- 
haurkitow appeared in prison before Meybud : but discovering in the 
course of a few days' hostilities, that he had inadvertently engaged 
in an ruterprizs full of danger and difficulty , he ventured to propose 
a personal interview with Shah Stmrf-ud-dem MhzufFur, at which an 
a. -com mo elation was readily agreed to on the part of the latter. AbA 
Jshtnci returned without further dehty to Yezd; where, finding that 
Sfiltan Shah Jamlttur, whom he had employed to assist the Jcrmaun- 
\ w and Oils; ban, or pet hap a Avghan tribes, had made hut adiscourag- 
jns progress in hisopemtirms against Ameir MabOtomed, he had re¬ 
course to iheuiediftTiaii of twors spc cuble and dUmtcrCsted imtivntki- 
ak of their common thi£h. to bring about another treaty of peace; tin 
til e-con elusion ofwhtchfhi once more withdrew- to Shirauz. 

The chiefs of’the two hostile tribes now claimed the protection df 
Amcir Mnliormned/whn%>fMiited to overlook their recent trrth.-gres- 
sicas, and otkeiwisc heated them with extraordinary liberality* 
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Nevertheless, renewed provocations on the part of these uh tractable 
and ferocious banditti boom led him to seek llieir entire extirpation ; 
which, by f the destruction of their leaders, he shortly afterwards ac¬ 
complished. 

In the seven hundred and forty-ninth 4 of the llidjerah, Ameir Abu 
bhauck, th rough an invasion of the territory of that prince, hy a force 
under Sultan Shah Jandanr, again violated his engagements with Aineir 
Mahommed Mhzufifur; but disgusted with these repeated instances 
of bad faith on the pari ofhis employ er, Sib I tan Shah now determined at 
once to go over to ills adversary ; among w hose most distinguished 
officers, lie 1 teen mo immediately enrolled. Two years afterwards, 
about the seven hundred ami fi I'ty-first ulThe ilitljcrtfh, Abb lshauck 
proceeded, notwithstanding, once more to form thesibgcof Yezd ; but 
alter consuming much fruitless labour and exertion before the place, 
he was this time compelled!to return to Shirauz, covered with disap¬ 
pointment. In seven h an tired an 1 1 forty-three, he appears to have 
made his final el fort for the suhjogation of Kermaun, against which he 
directed a powerful army under one of his most distinguished generals- 
Ameir Mahommcd, accompanied by bis sons ami noblest adherents, 
blistened to oppose the invaders, with whom be came to an action at 
» Place called Punjiuigushti and there, through the distinct is lied 
prowess and activity of his two sons. Shall Mbzuffur, and Shall Shu- 
jiali, he totally defeated ihc troops of his adversary. 

Ill esc repea ted a ggress i ons, A mei r Ma hom rn fid , in the earl y pa rt o f 
seven hundred and fifty-four, determined to retaliate by the final re¬ 
duction of Shirnuz ; which, after a fruitless attempt at an accommo¬ 
dation on the part of bis rival, (who declined a battle on his approach, 
nod threw liinmilf into Ilia capital) lie at length tit vested. During the 
siege, which lie prosecuted with ex trad'd i nary vigor for many months, 
he was himself attacked by a severe indisposition; but, lie experienced 
a still more grievous affliction in the Joss of Ilia eldest son, Slmh $hurfi¬ 
ll d-dein MuzufTur, who died in (lie former Juinmaudy of this year, in 
the flower Of life. ile continued, however, to Carry on bis attacks 
without remission, and without exhibiting any outward mark of sor- 
row, until the third day oi Slniviiitl.f when lie made a general assault

.a^kh^ur. time< j s described to have been the state of insensibility to which Abu 
Ishauck had reduced himself by frequent debauch, that he could not 
be immediately persuaded, that the alarm which reached his ears was 
occasioned by the presence ofliis adversary; of" hom bespoke wjih a 
contempt which evinced the blindest fatuity. He was, however, not 
suffered to be longjdubimis of the truth ; and he fled, crest tallen and 
dismayed, towards the ShouUstaun, or sandy region, on the sea coast 
of Mek ratio ;* while his triumphant rival proceeded at leisure to es¬ 
tablish his power, and to assume the royal authority in the metropolis 
of Siilirnan ; a title by w hich the fair city of Shiraia has been some- 
times dignified by the orientals. In the mean time, the extruded chief 
continued his retreat through the Shoulestaun to Kellaseff.iid, the 
white fortress, and from thence dispatched to solicit the aid of Ameu 
Shaikh Hussun the Eylekbaunian, at Baghdad, lwom that prince he 
received, accordingly, a reinforcement of ten thousand horse, with 
which, and some other troops whom he contrived to re-asaemble, ha 
now returned towards Shiran*. But Shah Shbjia.at the instance ot 
h» father, hastening to oppose him, his followers dispersed without 
coming to action ; and the unfortunate prince, thus abandoned to his 
destinv*, and accompanied by a few only of bis moat faithful friends* 
took the road towards Isfahaun. Shah ShAjia on returning to Slur- 
aitz on this occasion, was invested by bis father, with the governm ml 
of Kermaun, to which he repaired shortly afterwards. 

Leaving his sister’s son, Shah Sfilun, in the government of Shirmiz, 
Ameir MAommed Mfiruffur proceeded, in the seven hundred ami 
fifty-fifth* of the Hidjerah to invade l^k Ajem, being joined tllE 
St uion called the yellow palace, bv his son Shah Sh&jia fro n iver mum. 
At this place, Intelligence being-however, conveyed to him, that Evc- 
temfir, at the head of a division of the adherents of Abu Uhau^k, was 
advancing from tii Shoulistaun towards Shirauz, Shah Shujia was ne- 
•From wh*t fullawj. Ltiu*v, notn stlutaw-ibijr, w'j to the rocky territory norili wriiof

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cessarily dispatched to avert the danger from ttlut quarter; but oil his 
march, being joined by Shall Sultan the governor of’Shirauz, lie learnt 
(rout him that I he enemy were already in possess ion of the city, and had 
set fire to the quarter of the Murestnun. Shah Slt&jia on this intel¬ 
ligence hastened his m arc It* and, breaking unexpectedly into the town* 
cut to pieces both Eyetemurand his followers, and the whole of those 
who had joined his standard; of whom not one escaped to describe the 
unlooked tor catastrophe. 

In the mean time, A ineir Mahommcd cor. ducted his troops to the 
gates of U{ah;itin,of which he immediately formed the siege ;* but the 
defence being prot racted beyond his expectations, and his army evinc¬ 
ing, moreover, » disposition to be refractory, he was compelled tor the 
present to forego the design, and return to Shiran*, 

About two years afterwards, in the seven hundred and fiftv-seventh 
of the Uidjerah, he was, however, enabled to resume the siege; but, 
the rigor of the cold season supervening, lie consigned the prosceuti ui 
of tile enterprise, alter some months, to his nephew. Shall Sultan, 
recently mentioned, and removed to a milder climate. Shah Sultan 
exerted his utmost resources and activity, to make himself master of 
the town, and, in the course of the succeeding spring, he found himself 
in possession of his object. In these appalling circumstances, per¬ 
ceiving himself shut out from every hope of deliverance by the reduc¬ 
tion of Ids capital, A ineir Shaikh Abu Jshauk Eynjft determined tody 
for sanctuary to Montana Asacil-ud-dein, the Shaikh-ul-Islaum, or 
patriarch of the province; but as Shall SAltnn, utterly unmindful of 
the multiplied obligations under which he stood to the unfortunate 
prince for former favors, had dispersed his emissaries in every direc¬ 
tion to discover his retreat, it also occurred to the Moulana, thut they 
must ultimately come upon their object; and lie therefore did not 
scruple to acquaint Shah Sultan with the abode of Ids victim. The 
Sultan, with ungenerous zeal, immediately sent to seize the person of 
the unhappy Ameir; wlio, together with one hundred ofhis most ob¬ 
noxious adherents, was trow conveyed towards Shirauz. The guards

And, here the devoted captive 
being interrogated by Ameir .Mahomroer] as to his conduct in the death 
of a certain Ameir lladje Zoraub, add acknow ledging without reserve 
in his reply, that this person had stifle red by his orders, was immedi¬ 
ately delivered over to the sous of the same Zoraub, to atone with his 
blood for the death of their father. T he youngest of these struck off his 
head mi the spot, with a single stroke of his scimitar. This event, 
which was regretted by multitudes of people, took place in the latter 
part of the. former Jummaudy of the seven hu ndredand fifty-eighth of 
the Hidjerah,* 

in the co arse of seven hundred and fifty-nine, Ameir M a homtned pro¬ 
ceeded to Isfahan n, in order to prepare the equipments of an expedition 
w hich he had in contemplation, against the province of Azcrbayjmm: 
and was received, on Ids arrival in the neighborhood, by Shah Sultan, 
et the head of the most distinguished inhabitants, who had hastened to 

meet, an d w h o no w cotul i u; t c d h i in i n to t h c metropol i s o I’l i ak, w i 111 e vc r v 

possible demonstration of respect. Unfortunately, iirgonsequeiice ofhis 

i n defa t igab i e zea I a n d e m i» cn t person ul servi ces, part i c u la rl v i 11 c x p lori 11 - 

the retreat, and relieving him from Ids apprehensions of an euemy so 
formidable as Abu islmuck, Shah Sultan had been led to indulge expecta¬ 


tions of furor, on the part of Ameir Mahommed, whjck it mi K |n have 
heeu djificult to realize. The reception which he experienced was, 
however, equally cold and mortifying to his hopes, lie proceeded 
notwithstanding, to provide a most magnificent entertain men it, to which 
lie invited his uncle. Ou entering the banqueting room, the eyes of 
the old chief, however, no sooner felt on the costliness and splendor of 
the arrangements, than he gave a signal to bis attendants to seize on, 
and appropriate to themselves, the whole of w hut had been thus collected 
at a vast expettce to do him particular honor ; after which, mid having 
spoken to his nephew in language peculiarly acrimonious and severe, 
he abruptly quitted the apartment. Treatment apparently so numer¬

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ited and in jurious, deeply implanted in the bosom of the Sit\ tan, that A. II. ^ 
animosity, which, at the proper period, did not faii to dis play its effects, A - D - 
These ebullitions of jealousy, or ill temper, did tint, however, divert Klioljuuul- 
Ainetr M idiom mod from the object which had brought him into Irak, ul ‘ ai|l 'b«um 
With twelve thousand chosen horse, the flower of that country, of 
Lnristaun, and Pares, he advanced in due time towards-Azerbayjdun ; 

Aukhy Jouk the governor of the province, at the head of a superior 
force of thirty thousand men, at the same time hastening tooppose him. 

At a place called Meynn Guerdan, these hostile armies came to a hat- 
tie, in which, after a severe and obstinate conflict, j\meir Mahommerl 
was ultimately victorious, his two sons, Shah ShAjia and Shah Mali- 
nuid pursuing the vanquished nil the way to Nakhtchuan r where, for 
the space of three days, they celebrated their victory, by every species 
of festivity mM recreation, and then returned to rpjoin their father. 

On this orrnston, they were destined to experience from him, a treat¬ 
ment similar to that by which he bad already alienated the attachment 
of Shah Sultan ; and he completed the nicasure of their grievances by 
unjustly ascribing to Shah Valieva the whole merit of his recent vic¬ 
tory, which determined them to watch an opportunity} of revenge. 

AI the expiration of two months, during which he continued at Tub- 
reiz, he received intelligence that Suhan Aweiss the Eylekhauman 
was advancing from iJnghdftd, to recover the capital of Azerbaijanu ; 
and his astrologers having long since taught him that he was destined 
to experience some grievous calamity, from a warrior tail in stature, 
with the features and complexion of a Tartar, he all at once discovered 
in Sultan Aweiss, the object of Ilia apprehensions, and suddenly with¬ 
drew towards Ufa hail n. During his retreat, his behavior towards his 
sons became every day still more aggravating, lie would menace 
them at one time with the loss of sight, at another with death ; and on 
some occasion^, observes our author, he would condescend to address 
them in language that would disgrace the lips of a camel driver. 

Gilder these circumstances of perpetual irritation, Shah ShAjia and 
Shah Mah m i'ul, both finally determined on seizing the person oft he old 
prince; and, for that purpose entered into immediate consultation 
with their kinsman, Shah Su I ran ; who availed himself of the opjior- 
tunity to apprize them, that their &tbcr had already formed the design 
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ofsh ut ting them up in aprison.andofrais'mg Sultan A.bti \ezzeid to the 
throne of Irak, reserving to himself the command ol the armies. And 
upon this, a plan was concerted between the three malcontent princes, 
to seize and immure the person of the old monarch, immediately on 
their arrival at Isfahan n. 

Some time had, however, been suffered to elapse alter their return 
to that city, when, one night, Shah Sultan appeared unexpectedly at 
the residence of Shall Shujia, alone and on foot, and urgently intreated 
that he might be allowed to make his escape without delay; since ho. 
had that moment discovered that the whole of their designs had been 
hetraved to Ameir Mahommed ; and which, il true, it was impossible 
that they should be suffered to outlive the ensuing morrow. Shah 
Shuyia made some effort to appease his apprehensions ; hut it was 
finally resolved to set them effectually at rest, by seizing the person 
of Ameir Mahommed the very next morning. Accordingly, the three 
princes proceeded together early in the forenoon of the following day, 
to carry their design into execution. Ameir Mahommed happened at 
the moment of their approach to be .employed in reading his Koran, 
in one of the Balak hhnalis, or balconies, of the palace, Shah Mahmud 
remained at the outward gate, to occupy the attention of the servants 
of the court; Shalt Shujia, with some of the most resolute of his fol¬ 
lower?#, took post at the foot of the stair-case ; while Mftssaufer Bou- 
datehei, with six of the boldest conspirators, ascended to the presence 
of the old chief, who demanded with some surprise where they had 
been to ? They evaded the question by beginning to state that Shah 
Shujia had not the means of defraying his most necessary ex ponces; and 
Ameir Mahommed upon this, laying his hand upon his sword, with 
an air of displeasure, MQssanfer immediately threw himself upon him. 
The old monarch rose, however, and defended himself with consider¬ 
able activity and presence of mind, until overpowered by the united 
strength of the six other conspirators; who at Just succeeded in secur¬ 
ing his person, and forcing him into the interior of the palace, where 
he continued to give vent to his rage, without ceasing, and in the 
most violent language, until sunset. He was sent off the same night 
towards the castle ol Tabarck, where, ou the nineteenth of Ramzaun 
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of ihe seven hundred and sixtieth of the Ilidjerali,* he was finally 
deprived of sight by his offended kinsman Shah Sultan. 

Shah Sliujia now publicly assumed the royal authority; and repair¬ 
ing to Shiran z, from thence dispatched orders lo remove his father 
from Tabarek* to Kellaseffeid, in t lie mountains north of Nobund ejan. 
When he had, however, remained in confinement at that place for about 
two months, the Shah zkdahs became ashamed of their unnatural 
conduct ; and opening a correspondence with their insulted parent, 
sought to conciliate iiis forgiveness, by every method they could devise. 
An accommodation was (it last arranged, by which it was finally agreed 
that the old prince should return to Shiran*, and be restored to the 
royal authority; Shah Shujia engaging at the same time to take no 
step in the government, without the concurrence of his lather. Aincir 
M a hummed upon this hastened once more to Shirauz ; where he found 
every stipulation punctually adhered to by Shah Shujia. But, when 
matters had proceeded in this train for a little while, Ameir Mahom- 
mctl unfortunately suffered himself to be prevailed upon, by the sug¬ 
gestions of the evil disposed, to adopt a plan for seizing the person of 
Shall Shi)jin, and lor raising Sultan Abu Yezzeid to the royal dignity; 
while the superintendance of the armies should be transferred to Shah- 
Yaheya. Shah Sluijia receiving, however, intimation of the design, 
contrived to elude the snare, by cutting off the whole of his adversa¬ 
ries, before they bad an opportunity of carrying their plans into exe¬ 
cution. Ameir Msshommed was now banished to the Gurrumseyr, 
the country below the mountains, towards the sea coast, probably so 
called from the excessive heat of the climate. Here be fell into a state 
ol d] health, under which, w hen he had continued lo linger for some 
time, Shah Shiijia, in the expectation that he might be relieved by the 
change, directed him to be removed to the fortress of Bamw, in Ker¬ 
man u. The old monarch derived, however, but little benefit from 
the removal; and br> alhed his last at the close of the latter Rehbeia of 
the seven hundred and sixty fifth of the Hidjemh ^precisely fifty-two 
years after the death of his lather. Mis remains were conveyed to 
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A. H. llie grave iu the edifice culled the college of Muzulmh, possibly erected

S Sy 'lullauUudjdjBip Shah Shuj 1 a had, as we have seen, exercised 
tlie royal authority for some years previous to the death of his father; 
and he died on Sunday night, the twenty-second of Shabaun of the 
seven hundred and eighty-sixth of the Ilidjerah,* after a splendid, but 
turbulent reign, of five and twenty years and two months, lie is des¬ 
cribed to have surpassed his contemporaries in every virtue, and every 
accomplishment that could secure the respect mid admiration of man¬ 
kind ; but the limits of our plan have necessarily precluded our en¬ 
tering into a relation of the contest, which was long protracted between 
bun and his brother Shah -Mahmud, supported by the troops of Sultan 
A weiss the Eylekhauni-iu, monarch of Baghdad, and which ultimately 
terminated, notwithstanding, in lavoroi' Shall Siiujia. At Ids death ho 
is said, m a most eloquent letter to have recommended ids children to 
the protection of Teymur. 

Sultan Miijaidied-ud-dein Zn vNE-t; L-\uauE j>£is, the son of Shah 
SluVjia,succeeded to the throne ofShirauz ; but,liis father's recommen¬ 
dation was not suilicieut to protect him from being expelled his do¬ 
minions by Teymur; in the vortex of whose tremendous career we find 
ourselves thus insensibly engaged, in the seven hundred and eighty 
ninth of the Ilidjcrah. 

SuAlt Munsue, the son of Shah Mozuffur, and nephew 1 of Shalt 
Shujia, on the retreat of Teymur, in order to suppress the rebellion 
of Toukteioesli Khatiu of Kept chunk, in the course of the seven hun¬ 
dred and uinoiulli of the Ilidjerali, advanced from Shhshrer, and 
took possession of the government otShirauz. But, on the fourteenth 
of the former Jummaudy of the year seven hundred and ninety five,*]' 
alter exhibiting proofs of unparalleled valour, he was killed in an ob¬ 
stinate battle, in which lie dared to oppose his person to that of the 
conqueror of the oriental world. He has been celebrated by the pen 
of Ikufli't, who hailed his accession in some lines, of which l bc fol¬ 
lowing couplet is said to have been the exordium. 

“ Lo royal Munsur’s victor flag dis played,”

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The poll’s enthusiastic vision was, however, as we have just seen, A. H. 70 &. 
deplorably reversed in the sequel; and on the tenth ot Hudjub, oi the 
same year,* the whole of the race of .MibtiiH tir, (with the exception of 
Sultan Zcyne-u 1 -aubbedein and his brother, the sons of Shah Shujia 
both deprived of sight, and transported beyond the Ox us) was extin¬ 
guished in all its branches by thci xtenninating vengeance oCTe vmvx. ; 
when it had subsisted, in considerable splendor, reckoning from the 
time at which the government of Meybiid was conferred on Amcir 
Muzuffur, possibly about the seven hundred and fifth of the Uidjetah, 
for a period of about ninety years. 

IIJd o/Mf Strbtdaurianx, m Subbuzteaur. 

Respecting the origin of this race, the author proceeds to inform us 
that there lived, in the village of Hashtein dept-tided on Ualiik, in the 
western quarter of Khorassaun, a person of some distinction, ol the 
name and title of Shahaub-ud-dein FuaulfiUah, who had five sons, Qf |W ^ 
whose names were as follows ; Amein-ud-dein, Abdurrczatik, We- bt-tforhuK. 
jeiah-ud-deiti M ussioud, Nusserfillah, and Shmns-ud-dein. Of these 
tli et wo former became, hy their distinguished gallantry, of considerable 
emtnencein the favor of SOltan Abu Sac id Khod&biindah, the successor 
of Uljaytu : but, AmeirAbdurrczauk returning to his native village oi' 

Bash tetri* on the death of that monarch, in the seven hundred and 
thirty sixth of the Hidjerah, found it in a state of no small confusion 
from the following circumstance, not (infrequently repeated in the his¬ 
tory of oppression. 

An agent of the feigning government of Khorassaun had presented 
himself in the village, and demanded from two brothers, of t lie names of 
llusaira, and Hftsseyue, the sottsof llamzah, to be furnished with wine 
and women for his recreation. To the article of wine, the tvvo brothers 
appear to have made no demur; but oil that of women they requested 
not to lie importuned. The agent, or envoy, for that seems to have been 
his designation, persisted however in this demand, and proceeded to 
take some offensive liberties with the females ol the family. Enraged 
at his insolence, the brothers now drew their swords, and proclaiming, 
that though their heads mrc destined for the sit the, this was a dishonor 
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to which they could not submit, immediately sa crificed him to their.just 
vengeance. In consequence of tin? act of violence Alki-ud-dem Ma- 
hommcd,who presided over the affairs of tvhorassaun at the time, had 
dVspntehed to require the ntten dance of the brothers to answer for the 
offence ; and it was while the villagers were devising some pretext to 
elude the summons, that Ahdnrrezauk arrived among them. Having 
received from them an explanation of what had passed, lie found no 
difficulty in gaining over a party of his country men; and he proceeded 
to dismiss the messengers, in a manner which but little accorded with 
the expectations of their employer. A detachment of fifty soldiers 
was next employed by A Ik-ad-dem with still worse success; beingop- 
p03ed,end ignommio us!y expelled by Abdurreztfuk and Ids companions. 

The inhabitants of Bashtein were now i lie whole of them assembled 
by Ameir Abdurrezauk; who proceeded without reserve to explain To 
them the magnitude of the danger ill which they were engaged, and to 
assure them that the slightest remissness, or irresolution, would be fol¬ 
lowed by inevitable extermination. A nd be at the same time brought 
to their recollection, that it was a thousand times better, like brave 
men, to see their heads alUrnattlp exposed upon the stake, than like 
dastardly cowards, to be butchered without resistance. For this rea¬ 
son, together with what had been formerly expressed by the broth'-rs 
when they put the insolentenvoy to death,they received the appellation 
oi Ser-be-danran —-those whose heads are devoted to the stake: which, 
probably, became atonre the watchword, and the name of their commu¬ 
nity- But without further dilation, having in the course of a very 
short time rendered their arms extremely formidable, the insurgents 
succeeded in intercepting the Vozzeir of Khomssaun, tholately men¬ 
tioned A 11 a-nd-dein Mahommed, on his way to Aaterabad ; amt bavin- 
put him cruelly to death, they advanced to Snbbuzwaur, of which 
with the whole country in that direction, they made themselves mas- 
tens, without further difficuitv. 

Ameir Alnlurrezauk presuming, however, on this success to solicit, 
ttn union with the daughter of Alla-uiUldn, the kdy conceived, by 
some means or other, that he was actuated by licentious and un warrant- 
able designs on the person of h rson ; and, resolutely withholding her 
n^eut, immediately quitted the town Qfisubbuzwaui-, which was be- 
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come tile resilience of her suitor, ami made the best ofher way towards 
NeyshapQr. In an evil hour, AbdurrezUufc made choice of his brother 
Mnssaoud, to pursue and bring her back ; anti this chief succeeded 
accordingly, in comug up with the fugitive dame. Butin endeavoring 
to compel her to return, lie suffered his compassion 10 he so effectually 
wrought u pon by Her tears, and oilier expressions of female distress, that 
he bound himself by an oath, no further to interfere with her in any res¬ 
pect, He then ventured to return to the presence of his brother, with 
a representation that he had failed to overtake the object of hia pur¬ 
suit; which, producing some very acrimonious remarks on the part of 
Abdurrezavik, MtJssaomi immediately resented by an appeal to hia 
knife, with which he killed him on the spot. Such appears to have 
been the origin of the Serbeduumns, and such the early fate of their 
first leader. 

Atneir Wcjei all - n d- dei n Mnsstloud on thus destroying his brother, 
succeeded to his authority ; and, about seven years after his accession 
was taken and put to death by the prince of Rustuindaur; a part ot 
Maznuderaun, which he had unadvisedly engaged in an expedition to 
reduce. 

Mrihoinmcd F.vtemur assumed the government on intelligence of 
the death of Mflss&oud about the seven hundred and forty third of the 
Hidjemh; and was himself assassinated, at the instance of one of the 
Serbednnrian chiefs, about the year seven hundred and forty five. 

To him succeeded Kalii, or Kcllt'i Asfentu ace, whose authority 
was however of short duration ; being, in consequence of his arbitrary 
and sanguinary conduct, not long afterwards also put to death by his 
followers. 

Shums-ud'dcin Ftrzzr lcllaii, tike brother of their first chief, urns 
the person now chosen by the Serbedaurians to preside over I heir des¬ 
tinies ; but being entirely devoted to his pleasures, he made a volun¬ 
tary resignation of his author tty, after he had exercised it for about seven 
months. 

Khatijah Shums-nd-dein An tv received the government from his 
predecessor, some time rn the year seven hundred and forty eight. 
He was also assashiated bv Mcyder Kassaub, one of Ins own principal 
officensj in ihe seven hundred and fifty third of the Uidjerak, 
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Khaujah Yah eva succeeded by tlio choice of the Serbcdattriatwi 
and having governed them with con si tie table reputation tor a period 
of four years and eight months, was cut off through the treachery of his 
wife's brother. 

Khaujah Zehki ji-U d-dei x Koran vy succeeded, through the exer¬ 
tions ot lleytier Kassaub ; hut being a slave to his pleasures he was, 
at the expiration of forty days, removed from authority by the same 
chieftain, who now took possession for himself. 

I'cbtewmm H®v deh K assaud (the butcher) did not, however,enjoy 
his usurpation, above tour months ; being at the expiration of that pe- 
riotl, namely in the bitter Rcbbeiu of the seven hundred and sixty 
first of the Hidjeraih,* cut oiT, at the instance of his master, by a slave 
belonging to Peblewaun Hussun Damaghaunv. 

Ameir LutKtrr.LAH, the son of U'ejeiab-ud-dein Muss&oiid, suc¬ 
ceeded through the influence of the same Ilussutj Damagliauny, who 
was his preceptor, or Atabek ; on occasion of some jealousies with 
whom lie was, however, at the expiration of fifteen months, tu Rudjnb 
of the seven hundred and sixty second of the Hidjcmhf deposed and 
put to death by that chief. 

Pehlcwaun Hussun Damagbauny, upon this, possessed himself of 
the government. lie retained his authority for four years and four 
months ; until about the month of Zilkaud of the seven hundred and 
sixty sixth of the Hidjerah* when like mnst of his predecessors, he 
was assasiuated by his own followers, at the instigation of Khaitjali 
Ally Mueyud; w ho had taken advantage of his absence on a distant 
expedition, to make himself master ofSnbbiiitwaur, Khaujah Aliy 
Mceyud succeeded, and retained the government of 5 tibbilz waur to¬ 
gether with Neyslmpur, ami other parts of the adjoining extensive 
territory, under considerable vicissitude of fortune, until the seven 
hundred and eighty third of the Huljeralt ; when, the greater part of 
Khonosaun having been already subjugat- d by Teymtlr, and that con¬ 
queror being on bis advance towards Subbuzwallr, Ally Mtleyiid also 
thought proper to submit, on his arrival at Keys! lap dr. The independ¬ 
ence of the Sirbedauriam appears to have thus terminated, after it 
had subsisted lor something less than halt a century.

On the authority of former historians, it is stated, that when Feri- 
domt, the restorer of the ancient Persian monarchy, succeeded in sub¬ 
verting the power of the Arabian usurper Zofaauk, some of the race of 
the latter withdrew for safety to the mountains of Ghour, between 
Bulkli and Seiestaun; w here, having sec u red an asylum, they supported 
themselves in in dependent sovereignty, in succession, until the time 
of Mahmud of Ghezneio. At that period it was vested in a prince of 
the nameof Sottry, who fblling into the hands of Mahmud, was by him 
put to death ; but a grandson of the same Soury contriving to escape 
from the power of the Ghezaevidc, made bis way into liindfataun; where 
he fixed is is abode in one of the celebrated temples, or pagodas, of that 
country, The exile hud a son of the nameof Sautn, who. towards the 
decline of life took the resolution of returning to the land of his ances¬ 
tors : ami for that purpose embarked, with the whole of hisfatnitv, on 
board of one of the vessels employed on the coast of India, and pro¬ 
ceeded to sea. .Meeting, however, with adverse winds, and tempestu¬ 
ous weather, the vessel foundered on the voyage, and every soul on 
hoard perished, excepting Husseyne the sou of SaUQl; who, after hav¬ 
ing been tossed about on a single plank, for three days and as many 
nights, at the mercy of the winds and waves, at last fortunately reached 
the short'. Thus miraculously delivered from the perils of the ocean, 
liusscyne nuute for the lirst town that he could discover; ami at the 
entrance of a small simp laid himself down to sleep for thv night, where 
one of the pat role, or watchmen, taking him for a robber, immediately 
seised and threw him into a prison, in which he continued fora period 
of seven years. At the ex pi ration of that period, the reigning prince 
happening to die, a general enlargement of prisoners was proclaimed 
t bro »i g 1 10 u tt ho conn tty $ and the u n f r ion ded H i ssey n e w as an ■ on g otb e re 
permitted to avail himself of the indulgence. 

Once more at large, the son ofSnum now took the road towards 
Gbezneiii ; but on Ids way falling in with a baud of robbers, they were 
unfortunately so struck with his apparent bodily strength and activity, 
that they furnished him with » horse and armour, and prevailed upoa 
him to cnrol.iiimseh in their band. The very name night they were, 
however, the whole of them, surprised and taken by a detachment of 
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A. W. the troops ofSultau Ibrauhiin ofGheznin, by whom they were imme- 

A.D. LWMljn. diately bound hand and neck and conveyed to that capital; and they 
Kliolaussut- wen? on their arrival, without much ceremony, hy the Sultan cou- 
ut-aklibaur. ( | emnef j to ( jj c When the executioner approached to bind the eyes 
of llhsscvne, the hopeless u nfortunate addressed himself to heaven 
in these terms. “ Almighty being, 1 know that with thy divine nature 
“error is eternally incompatible; how comes it, nevertheless, that 
11 these men are permitted to destroy an Innocent stranger 1” The words 
made an impression on the executioner; and he found means, through 
one of the royal household, to get them repeated to Sultan lbrunhmu 
Husseyne was now ordered to the presence, ami desired by the Sultan 
to relate his history ; which having made known, as far as be thought 
convenient, he was upon this directed to take his rank, among the 
llanjrbs, or chamberlains of the palace. 

On the accession of Sultan Mnasaoud, in the four hundred and 
ninety second of the l i idjerah, the fortune of llusscy tip the son of 
Saum was so far advanced, that lie received from that monarch the 
government of Ghour, the seat of his ancestors. But his children, on 
his death, throwing off the authority ot the race of Sybcktejjiu, a series 
of inveterate hostilities ensued ; in which Alhi-ud-dt hi, the eldest of 
those children, having expelled Hehrim Shall from Ghezniu, and leav¬ 
ing his brother Seyf-ud-dein in possession of that capital, thoseevents 
were ultimately brought to pass, on his return to Feyrouzkoh, which 
have been already related in a former page, 

Alltt-ud-dein Hcs»eyke jnliiun Souz (the cordlngrator) the son of 
11 fi*seync-Eben-Suijm, most signally avenged the death of his brother, 
betrayed by the inhabitant*of Ghezniin in the manner fonnerlv related. 
But being at a subsequent period defeated by Sid tan Snujur of tho 
rare of Seljiik, in an attempt against the province of Khoraautiin, he 
became the prisoner of that monarch. He made himself, however, so 
acceptable to the Seljukian by the conviviality ofbiadisposition, and 
an ingenious piece of flattery at a convivial moment, that he was, alter 
ashort and easy captivity, Stored to the government of his country, 
lii? ni u not, however; lons^ survive his restoration,

Sultan Abu.1 Futtafa Gheyaiith-ud-dein Mahommed, the son of 
Snmn, succeeded on the death of his couzin german, for they are said 
to have been brother’s children, about the five hundred and fifty sixth 
of the Hkljerah. He made himself master of the greater part of Khar- 
assail n, by the expulsion of the Khaurezmiaus; and died, after a brig 
ami prosperous reign of three and forty years, in the five hundred and 
ninety ninth of the ilidjerah. lie was buried in tlie principal mosque 
of Merht. 

SiiltanSiiA FI At?B-UD-»RiN,lhc son of Siuim, had been already sea ted 
on the throne of Gfteznin, by his brother Gbeyauth-ud-dern, so tar 
back as the year SJJ \ and was the conqueror of Deftly «nd the north of 
India, which he placed under the authority of Kut-biuf-doin Evbek 
one oi his slaves. On the death of his brother, being in the territory 
between Tiiss and Serkbess in KltonuMun, he proceeded immedi¬ 
ately to Baudghews ; where having performed the last duties to the 
rciiKiins of the deceased monarch, lie invested himself with -ftiff author' 
ity, ami hastened to Gheznejn. With an army, which he had rh -re 
drawn together, he shortly afterwards advanced towards Kltanrezm ; 
but, being totally defeated in a battle with Sultan Mahommed, he 
was compelled to retire once more to Ghezn&n, He was, how¬ 
ever, preparing for an expedition of three years into Turkestann, 
when Some hostile indications among the natives of Kobjud, between 
tin Indus and theBehaut, drew Ills attention to that quarter; ;in d he 
was on his return from a successful inroad against those refractory 
mountaineers, when, on the third of Shabautt of the six hundred and 
second of the I fidjerah,* he was assassinated, at a place called Devbek 
or Hebeik, by one of the Fedayan, or zealots of Almowut, 

Sultan Mahmud the son of Gheyautb-ud-jtJem, on the death of his 
uncle, succeeded at Feyrouz-koh of Uhour, to the authority of his 
ancestors ; and finally included within his dominions, together with 
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Ghonr rind Gheznein, a considerable part of the territory beyond the 
Indus, and of Khorassaun, Having, however, in compliance with in¬ 
structions from Sultan Mnhommed of Kbaurezm, with whom he was 
now at peace, imprisoned Alla Shah the son of Tukkesh Khans, the 
brother of that monarch, who had sought protection at Feyrouzkoli, 
some Khorassau tries, and natives of Irak attached to the exile, scaled 
the terraces of the palace of Stilt an Mahmud, on the night of the third 
of Sulfur of the six hundred and seventh of the Ilidjerali,| uud suc¬ 
ceeded in putting hint to death, 

Subsequent to this unexpected event, Saum, the son of Shi tan Msih- 
nifu), and Atseiz the son of AJhi-ud-dciti Jalutunsouz, made some feeble 
efforts to sustain the grand cur derived from their ancestors ; but as the 
power of the family was now about to terminate, and Sultan Mahom- 
ined the Khaurczmian had by this time made himself entire master of 
the Persian empire, their exertions were unavailing: and the hand of 
destiny thus finally closed the record of the race of Ghour. 

Of an inferior branch of the family which governed in fJamiauitand 
Tokliaurestaun, and of the slaves of the same family who attained to 
sovereign power in Uindiistaun, it would be here unnecessary to insert 
the brief account of the author. Neither is it ofsollicicnt importance 
lo introduce the history of the race of Guerre t, said to claim its descent 
from Sultim Simjur the Scljukiaii; which flourished with consider¬ 
able splendour at Herat and in the neighboring countries, from the 
time of Gheyauth-ifd-dcin Muhommed, the son of Saum, to the irrup¬ 
tion of the Tchegbatayans, or Moghub of Transoxiana, under Tey- 
MCit, of whom more hereafter.

T HE origin of the Kh a ujfs, or sovereigns of the Turkish, or Tartar 

n a l i o j 1 9, w r h io h ove rs p read t h e vas t i n tc r i or con t i n en t of A s i a, has h jt, 

been, ascribed by the recorded traditions of the east, to Yapheth, or 
Jnphet, the son of Noali; whom the plurality of historians haveagrced 
to represent as a Pcygftam £>it- merutt&l, or prophet acting under the 
immediate and express inspiration of heaven, for the instruction or 
rcformatioo of erring h utna 11 itv, When, after escaping the tremendous 
catastrophe of the deluge, the ark rested on mount Jud, and the great 
patriarch, either by the direct inspiration of the divine being, or from 
the impulse of Ids own discretion, proceeded to allot to his children 
the different quarters of the earth, he assigned to Yapheth the coun¬ 
tries of the north and east ; and we are further informed that when the 
I utter was about to depart for the regions allotted to him, he requested 
that his lather would instruct him in some form of prayer, orin vocation, 
that should, whenever lie required it, procure tor his people the hies* Ori™in of the 
sing of rain. Incompliance with this request Noah imparted to his 
son, one of the mysterious names of God, inscribing it on a stone ; 
which, as on everlasting memorial, fie delivered at the same time into 
bis possession, Yapheth now proceeded with the whole of his family 
in llie north east, according to appointment, devoting himself, as is 
the manner of those who inhabit the boundless plains in, that quarter, 
to a wandering and pastoral life: and having instituted tor bis followers 
tfie most just and virtuous regulations for their conduct, never failed 
top roc u re for them, through the influence of the sacred deposit consigned 
to him by bis father, rain and moisture for their lands, whenever occa¬ 
sion made it necessary, This stone lias been denominated by the Arabs, 
tliehidjrr^iil-niaUy r—lapis rmbiifer,or rainstorm; by the Persians,Kung- 
yeddah—aids tom or stone of power ; and by the Turks, Jeddah fa ash. 

A»d i r is affirmed that the same nt< me was preserved among the Moghuls 
vul. ii, 3 x 
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ami O Uzbeks, possessing tlie same mysterious property, to the days 
of the author, in the beginning of the sixteenth century. 

I laving lived to be the father of a numerous progeny, Yupheth with¬ 
drew, in the process of time, from this transitory to a more permanent 
state of existence; leaving, according to Shurf-ud-dein tlie Yezdiatt, 
in his introduction to the 2u flu rn amah, seven sons, in the following 
ordcri I. Turk; 1L Khozzez or Khozzer; III. Scklatib; J V. Russe; 
V. Munsung or Munsiig; Vi. Tchein or Chcen; VII. Gomtuiy, by 
some nations called also, Keymaul, To these have been added four 
more by another author, making altogether eleven, of whom the fol¬ 
lowing are given as the names of Three ; VIII. Khill idje; IX. Sedsan; 
X. Ghezz. Of tlie eleventh the name is not recorded. 

On the death of Yapheth, his eldest son Turk, whom the nations 
of Tartary have further distinguished by the name of Yapheth Oghly, 
and Oghl&n, the younger Yapheth, succeeded to his tat tier’s authority ; 
and is describe! as equally brave, polished, intelligent, and discreet, 
lie fixed his abode at Selling, or Selmgaf, celebrated tor its hot and cold 
springs; first constructing his habitations of poles and straw. L'Jti- 
tnatcly be was, however, the inventor of tents; and lie instructed his 
people to fabricate for themselves short tunica, and fillets for the head, 
of the skins of Animals, In other respects he abundantly fulfilled the 
duties of a just and beneficent ruler; and he is Considered hv the Turks, 
or nations of Tartary, as the first of their monarchs, in the same manner 
as Keyomars is considered as the fust of the kings of Persia, lie had 
five sons. I. Almenjah; II. Toutug or Toumuk ; III. Tclm'ggul ; 
1 \ , Berest; baur; V. Amlauk. Of the second of these, whose name by 
latter historians, has been corrupted into Ghondug, it is stated, that one 
day while on a hunting party, letting fall a part of what lie was eating 
to the ground, which happened to be impregnated with suit, lie found, 
when he picked his morsel up again, and conveyed it to his mouth, 
the flavor so agreeable, that he & All with introduced among his coun¬ 
trymen for the first lime, the use of salt with their food. 

Of Khozzez, or Khozzer, the second son of Yapheth, it is related 
that he settled on the banks of the Altcl, or river Volga so called ; 
w here he devoted himself to the taking of foxes, ami of their skins 
taught his followers to make their clothing. In exploring the moun-

gid zone, were compelled by the intensity of the cold, to seek for 
habitations in the bowels of the earth, On the authority of the Rou¬ 
st ut-ns sulfa it is further related, that one of the wives of Set lau b dviu* 
in child birth, the new born infant was consigned to be (suckled by 
his fathers hounds ; hence when he became of age the child, like one 
of the canine species, sprung upon every man that fell in his way. 

With respect to Hiisse, the fourth of the sons of Yapheth, nothing more

In the in trod net ion to the Zuffurnamah already adverted to, it h, It 
scem.^ stated that Minisug, or as he is sometimes denominated, Men- 
senje, had a son called Ghezz, and that from him descended the Ghezz- 
iati tribes, the most ferociousand .iriousof ait the Moghul race; although, 
from a preceding statement, ivc were led to consider this individual^ 

Mr‘ son of Yaphctb, without any intermediate link in the chain. On 
the death of their common parent, however, a contest is said to have 
ansen between this Gliezz and ids dder brother Yapheth Oghlati, on 
the subject! of the Sungyeddah, of which the former had by some means 
or Other possessed himself, for, when his brother made a demand of 
the precious deposit, Gtiezz contrived to impose upon him, instead of 
the real Sungyeddah, a supposititious one, which he had himself en 
graved for the purpose: and the fraud which had been put in practice 
uponhim, being detected on the fir,t occasion on which he was required 
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]I;il>eii»-us* to invoke the heavenly powers for rain, Ynphelh Oghfan proceeded 
. se - vr ' at the head of his followers to punish the insolent imposition. In the 
course of the hostilities which ensued, Beighu the eldest sonol'Ghezz, 
was slain on the field ot hat tie ; and the animosity which hence ori¬ 
ginated, continues to subsist to this day (that on which Khondcmeir 
was writing his history) between the descendants of the two brothers. 

Fchein, or Cheen, the sixth of the sonsof Vaplieth, became aii inhabi¬ 


tant ofthat region which still retains his name ; and was distinguished 
tor s ubtilty of invention, and d iscrimi nation of j moment. To bi m are, 
of course, ascribed the arts of painting and sculpture, of weaving in 
mixed, or divers colours, am) the discovery of si Ik, from the labours of 
the silk worm. In short, lie is recorded as the inventor of nil those ad¬ 
mired productions in manufacture and art, for which the natives of 
Chi n a have ever been, and still con tinue, so deserved Jy celebrated. 11 is 
son Matchcin constructed, during the life of his father, the city to which 
he gave his own name; and which extended in the process of time 
to the countries situated between China proper, and India * This lat¬ 
ter prince introduced the practice of wearing feathers in the turban; 
and he also first discovered, and applied to use the previous drug, gen¬ 
erated under the navel of die musk antelope. 

Of Gomaury, (Corner) the seventh of the sons of Yapheth, it is al¬ 
leged that he became entirely devoted to his pleasures, but more par¬ 
ticularly to those of the cliace; and that lie fixed his abode on the spot 
subsequently occupied by the city of Baghdad, if indeed this is not 
error ol the transcriber. He had two sons. Bnlghaiir, and Bnrtmma. 
or Bertas; and it was the tatter of these two, that first brought into 
use the skins of the ermine,and the sable.

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on the death of his father, seated himself on the throne of the Turkish 
sovereigns, andntthe dose of life also devolved the succession to his 
son, Alcnjith Khaun the son of Guv hg K Ini u n, proved I ike his prede¬ 
cessors a just and beneficent prince; but the Turkish nation, elated by 
the pride of uninterrupted prosperity, dishonored his reign by forsaking 
the path of rectitude, the worship of the true God, and erring into 
the absurd systems ofidokitry and impiety. Alenjah Khaun had two 
sons, twin brothers, whose names were Tatar and Moghftl; betwixt 
whom in the zenith ofhis power he made a division of all his posses¬ 
sions. And over these respectively, on the death of their father, the 
two princes proceeded each to exercise a separate authority. 

Of the line ofTat&r, including himself, eight persons successively 
c nj oyed t he severe ign po w er, in the fo 11 ow i i > g o rd e r, L 'fa t4r Khsun, 
a* liouka.or Hongn Khaun, thesonofTatirKhaun. 3. Melinjah Khaun, 
theaonofBoukaKhnun. +. Assely,orEsselvKhaun,tliesonofMeliiijah, 
i, Atsciz Khaun, the son of Esaely Khaun, (>. OurdQ K liaun, the son of 
Atseiz Kliami. 7 , Uavdu Khaun, the son ofOurdu Khaun. Bay d si was a 
prince of exalted Spirit; but engaging in hostilities with the Moghul 
tribes he hi id the foundation of that inextinguishable animosity, which 
suhsequen tly sti bsisted between the Taty rand Moghul nations. 8 . Sou n je 
Khaun, was the hist monarch of the race of Tat&r: for the hostility 
which had been recently kindled, bet ween the collateral and rival tribes, 
was blown to such violence, during the reign of Sotinjo Khaun, as to 
ho no longer appeased by the ordinary expedients of conciliation. 

Mogliid Khaun and his descend ants, on the other band, possessed 
the sovereign authority for nine successions. 1 . Moghul Khaun, the 
sou of Alenjah Klmun. The mime is said to be agradunl corruption 
of I he term Miingawul, which signifies abject and simple-hearted. 
He hud however four sons: Kira Khaim: Anzir Khaun; Kerr Khaun; 
and Ohz Khaim. 5. Kura Khaun, the eldest of these, assumed the 
government on the ilea'llofhis father; fixing his residence at kiimko- 
1 inn. si United as liere described, in a hollow beta i-cii two [hits, imm - J 
Outauk and KurtuukA During his reign, the Moghuls are said to

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have been so totally immersed in idolatry and impicLy, that the fathers 
slew their children without merry, on perceiving the slightest indica¬ 
tion of a disposition to abstain from their vile and polluted practices. 
However, while the nation was absorbed in th csecircuum; tan ces of de¬ 
grading superstition, an infant ofsi ng alar bean ty was born to the consort 
of Kara K haun; w hie It bavin gobs Una tely refused the breast of i ts mother, 
for three days and tis many nights successively, and assuring her wrv dis¬ 
tinctly, in her dreams, that un til she embraced the belief of the onlv 
truc God, her milk should never pass his lips, she privately became a con¬ 
vert to the truth, not yet daring to make an open profession of it, through 
dread of her husband’s resentment. The child upon this i in mediate! y 
ionk to her breast. At the period under consideration it was the cus¬ 
tom of the Moghiils to defer the naming oftlieir children until they were 
a twelve mouth old; accordingly, when the infant prince bad attained 
the proper age, and a sumptuous entertainment hud been provided for 
the occasion, Kara Kliaun demanded in the presence of his assembled 
Ameirs, and the members of his court, what name lie should bestow 
upon the rovut child; the latter replied with perfect fluency of hui- 
guage “my name is Ugh flu." A point thus determined by the inter¬ 
vention of a miracle must have secured unanimous concurrence. 

Arrived at years of maturity . the young prince was married by his 
father, to one of his cousins, the daughter of Kerr Khaim ; but, in con. 
sequence of the discrepancy on tiie subject of religion, OghAz Khaim 
finding it difficult to reconcile himself to his bride, his iiiiii L . r pri> . 
rured for him, some time afterwards, i lie daughter of his second unde, 
Auzir Khaim; whom, for similar reasons, he felt himself equally dis¬ 
posed to dislike. In tins state of uscillaney, and incertitude, the youn " 
prince happened one day, on his return from hunting, to pass by tin: 
gnieofOuz Kliaun, his thin I uncle’s mansion; where lie perceived the 
daughter of the Moghiil chief, superintending the labour of her maids 
who were occupied in washing the linen of the family. The prince 
called her to him, and declared that if she would consent to abjure the 
gross impieties ot her tribe, and embrace the religion of truth he won Id 
immediately espouse, and hold her far dearer than life, 0 /any of its 
blessings. The nymph, like other bashful maidens, gently whis 
pered in reply, that when she became his wife, she trusted that she 
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should be found jii no circumstance, disobedient to /riv wilt, who was 
tin-master of her destiny. Oghilz K haun now obtained his father’s 
consent to unite himself to the object of his choice ; and an exclusive, 
and ardent attachment taking place between him and his new bride, 
the jealousy of his other wives was excited to that degree of animosity, 
that they embraced the opportunity, one day, while their husband was 
absent oh a hunting party, to apprize their father in law' of his son's 
contempt, and that of his favorite wife, for the idolatrous superstitions 
of their country, and of their private adherence to the worship of the 
true God. 

Enraged at what he now for the first-time understood, the old mon- 
arch hastened at the head of some of his followers, with the view of 
surprising the person of the prince, while unsuspectingly engaged id 
thcchace. Hut his faithful and a duet ion ate wife finding means to con¬ 
vey to him intelligence of the danger, Oghiiz khatnt was enabled to 
put himself in a posture of defence; and a conflict ensuing, which ter¬ 
minated in the death of K&ra Kliauii, his soldiers gave up the contest, 
and the crown, to his victor son. 

3. Oghuz Khauu the son of Kara Kliaun, This, by the concurrent 
testimony of historians, was a magnanimous and potent prince, for¬ 
tunate in all his designs, and obeyed in his authority, through a most 
extensive portion of the oriental world.* lint more than all, bis acti¬ 
ons received an unfading lustre from Ins belief in the dictates of eter¬ 
nal truth. In other words, lie was a monotheist, professing the pure and 
uiicorrupted faith of the patriarchs, and early progenitors of the human 
race. The extent of his dominions is, at the same time, stated to have 
been beyond the ordinary conceptions of the understanding, and he 
hears among the Turkish nations, the same venerated character as 
Ji-i us lie id among the Persians, lie was, however, at the commence¬ 
ment, compelled to sustain a long and arduous contest with his uncles, 
and other relatives ; but proving ultimately triumphant over all oppos¬ 
ition, he finally threw open to mankind the avenues to that liberal 
and unbounded beneficence, which dwelt in his bosom, lie is indeed 
described to have reduced ■ lie whole of the territor)' of the Moghuls 
and l artars to the river Ox us ; and by some it is asserted that he even 
crossed that river, and subjugated a great part of the Persian empire. 
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UabcJlMu- ITc* reigned with unrivalled splendor and prosperity, for a period of ae* 
—— venty two years; leaving at hia death,six male children, two.of whom 
attained to the sovereign power, 

loOghfii Kliaun we find ascribed many, ifnot most of the appellations 
still retained by lire principal Moghul and Tartar tribes; the enumer¬ 
ation of which, as presented by the author, it may in this place not be 
improper to introduce. I, During the period in which he was con¬ 
tending for dominion with his uncles, a body of his kindred from 
whom he had been recently separated, appeared most seasonably to 
Ins aid. To these he assigned the appellation of Eyghur; w hich in the 
preliminary to the auffumlimji, is stated to signify conjunction, and 
numial compact. JI. I n one of thegrunt battles in which he triumphed 
over hi. adversaries, a prodigious booty Fell into the hands of his fol¬

©no of his expeditions for the subjugation of nit adjoining- territory, 
Oghuz Khaun had found it expedient to prohibit that am of his sol- 
diets should under any pretext stray from their standards. It happened, 
however, that one oft he soldier's wives should be taken in labour'duf- 
ing the march, and, through the fail ure of strength and sustenance being 
unable to proceed, tier husband remained to take cure of her. When 
lie least expected it, a sheghal, or jackal, passed along the road with a 
pheasant in its mouth, and the soldier throwing his cudgel at it, the 
animal dropped its prey; with which, dressing up an excellent kabuitft, 
a dish well known in the east, he relieved the hunger of Ids wife, and 
enabled her to give nourishment to her new-born infant. The Khaim 
expressing much displeasure that any circumstance however urgent, 
should be thought of sufficient weight to authorize a disobedience of 
his commands, addressed to the husband the term Kftdhije ; which 
implies,“ woman! remain where thouart !" According to another writer 
In the court of Shah Kokh, who dedicated his work to Mirza VJftgh 
Beg, the exclamation, to w hich Oghttz Khaun gave utterance on this 
occasion, was A«/a*yV, w hich signifies, ** remain behind in hunger/' 
This in the lapse of ages became gradually corrupted into Khelidje j 
but either way, the origin of the tribe of the KludjU s, or (Jueltchies, L* 
referred to this man. 

On the informal ion of the Rouzut-ns-u ffA, tlie author proceeds to 
state, that in the course ofa few generations, the descendants ofOgh- 
t'iz Khaun diverging into four am] twenty distinct branches, some of 
these settled in Khorassaun, and the territory along the Ox us ; and 
their posterity, either through the influence of climate, or the unerring 
providence of the creator, losing in a great measure, their original east 
of features, the neighboring nations bestowed upon them the op pell a, 
tionot Turkomans ; as much as to Shy Tarktimnnhttl —Ttirk-resemb- 
ting. By Seyud JullauL-tid-dcm, an Arabian author who composed a 
1 realise precisely on this subject, which he dedicated to Miras Kskun- 
dur the son of Omar Sheikh, and grandson of Teymftr, it is however 
contended that the Turkmauns area race entirely distinct, and without 
the slightest affinity to either l urk or Moghul ; notw ithstanding this, 
it is a fact very dear I v demonstrated, in lire preliminary discourse to 
the z li ft u nut in ah of the \ ezdiun, so often re i erred to on 1 urtwr subjects, 
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Iiaht'ih.us- (hat the Tntfcmouns, or Turcomans, are indisputably descended froift 
Turk thesonofYapheth; since in the sequel of the war between TArk, 
and Glicz« the son of Mvmsug, or Messeuje, it is unequivocally as* 
serted, that from the day on which BeighCt the eon of Ghezz tell in one 
of the conflicts of that war, an inextinguishable hostility was perpetu¬ 
ated from generation to general ion between the Turks and Turkomau ns, 
and still continued to subsist to the days of the Yezdian historian. 

Having found repose from his conquests in Turkestann and the Per¬ 
sian territory, Ogliuz Khaim, on Ids return to the seat of his ancestors, 
at or near Karakorum, caused a suit of magnificent pavilions of cloth 
of gold, to be erected, in which he gave, to the nobles and distinguished 
inhabitants of all the countries subject to his authority, a most sumptu¬ 
ous and splendid feast. Of this the magnitude may lie in some degree 
estimated from the statement, that there were nine tomamis,or ninety 
thousand sheep, and nine hundred mures slaughtered for the occasion ; 
and that there was a proportionate supply of wine and Kommeiz, (a li¬ 
quor made of fermented mare’s milk) with every accompaniment that 
could serve to render this display of Tartar lest* vity, complete inallits 
circumstances. On the same occasion the monarch is said to have 
invented the SArmiA *on which to spread the eatables and drinkables 
provided forth© entertain men t; lie arranged his children and grand¬ 
children according to their stations in his court and army, and treated 
the whole, without distinction, with extraordinary mark* of kindness, 
and with unbounded libera)itv.

Ol'Oghuz Khaim it is further related, that Jits sons presenting him with 
a golden bow, and three arrows of tile same metal, which they had 
found during one of their bunting parties, the obi monarch allotted 
the bow to the three eldest, whose names were respective!*. , Kunn, 
Aey,nntlYeldu« ‘who,divided it, or the metal of which it wasqom posed, 
betwixt them in three equal shares. Trout tills circumstance they 
obtained the appellation of Bouzuk.oi Bouzuk. The arrows were as¬ 
signed to the three younger brothers, Key tig, or Guy tig, Deyauc, and 
Teagueiz, from which they became distinguished by the appellation 
ol Uujiik ; and hence the Tartar tribes have assigned to the lino of the

jauk ; the bow bearing an analogy to the sovereign power, and the 
arrows to its agents, the organs ol' its authority. He lastly ordained 
that the command of the right wing ofhis army, by the Arabs called 
Mcytntuahi ami by the Tartars licrangfutttr, should be always vested 
in the Bouziik, while that ot'the left wing, by the Arabs designated the 
Airy esse raft, and by the Tartars Jaanghaur, should in like manner in. 
variably reside in the Oujub,or younger branch ; a superiority which 
he further cou Armed by establishing the succession in the elder branch, 
mid by expressly ordaining that the Otijuk should be subject to their 
authority. 

4. Kerin, or KunnKhann, which is stated in the Tartar language to be 
synouimouswith thesun, succeeded to his father; and equally extended 
to his subjects the blessings of a just and beneficent reign. Through 
the advice ofhis father’s ministers, he was prevailed upon to make an 
equal division of the departed monarch’s moveable property between 
tils brothers and their children, assigning to each his proper rank, and 
Tumghau, or charteroF immunities: by which disinterested and prudent 
measure, a permanent and unshaken friendship was confirmed through 
every branch of the family. For the rank and pretensions of every 
individual being thus unalterably regulated, and distinctly understood, 
no circumstance could occur Lo interrupt their harmony; and hence it 
subsisted unimpaired Ibr a series of years among the descendants of 
Oghuz KIihuij, and the imperial power continued in his posterity, for 
so many generations. Kunn Khaim died after a prosperous reign of 
seventy years. 

5. Avy Khnun the-son ofOghilz Kliaun,succeeded to his brother; 
bis name being, in the Tartar language, that also of the moon ;and hence 
possibly the name of the goddess Anaitia. He emula ted the example 
ofhis predecessor, in the justice and beneficence of hisreign; which 
after it had continued For several years in great prosperity, terminated 
like that of all other earthly sovereigns, in the grave. 

6. Yeldfi i Khaun, (hesotiofOgliiu Kbaun. The name of this monarch 
signifying in the Tartar language, a star, his glory is said to have attained 
its zenith at the death ofhis father; whose throne having filled for the 
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destined period, lie also withdrew to the mansions of u»terminating* 
splendor. 

7. Mftngaly Khaim, the son of Yelduz Khaun,wa.H the heirand suc¬ 
cessor to tits father's power; which he exercised with the ssnue virtu¬ 
ous moderation, that so geneiailydiatinguisbed the reign of hisancei tors, 

. s. Tengueiz Khauu, the son of Mungaly Klraun. The ocean, we 
are also informed, is known in the idiom of the Turks by the name of 
Ttmgueiz. He succeeded to power, at at! events 011 the death of los 
father; and having supported it to a very advanced age,ultimately re¬ 
signed it to his son, and withdrew to atone in retirement for the errors 
of his past life. 

9. Aeil.or Kyle Khaun, the son ofTeugueiz Khmin, is said to have 
been the cotemporary of Tiir the soil of Tent I tin, king of Persia; who 
formed with Sounje Khan 11, the eighth of the Tatar sovereigns recently 
enumerated, an alliance hostile to his power. In elucidation ol this it 
is represented, that when a period otone thousand years had elapsed 
after the death of Ogliuz Khami, (we should rather say, from that of 
Yaphcth Ughhu, or Turk the son of Yupheld) during which his des¬ 
cendants had reigned with equal splendor and felicity, for Lit ne-with 
her usual caprice, conducted their power at length to the verge of 
decline; or to that point in the destiny of nations, beyond which they 
rise no further. At such a crisis. Tor, the son of hVridVin, the happy 
monarch of Persian story, having completed the subjugation of the* 
territory on the Oxus, and the adjoining regions of Thrkestaun, or 
western Tartar v, and formed an alliance with the Tartar monarch above 
alluded to, advanced in conjunction with him, to invadetbe possessions- 
of Eyle Khaim. In a grant battle which speedily ensued, perceiving, 
however, that in fair and open couilict their utmost exertions were uli¬ 
ft vailing, the allied inonarebs had recourse to stratagem ; and ntfecting 
to retire from the field of battle in dismay, hatted and encamped at the 
distance of two Ihrs tings, or I’ersian leagues, from the positions, which 
they m igl it have u u derstoo d to be oec u p led by t heir adv ereary. T 1 re very 
day following, they suddenly recoiled upon the army of the Mnghflls, 
snd coining upon them by surprise, obtained it most complete victory; 
which was succeeded by a slaughter so dreadful and exterminating 
that, excepting Key an the sou of Kyle Khaim, lus mother's brother's 





Son,TukLrz, aiul their respective sisters, not an individual of the whole HalwEfc-u* 
race escaped! the carnage. K ^ r ' — 

These four personages, having lain for some time concealed, among 
the bodies of their slaughtered countrymen, seized the opportunity oi* 
night, to mount their horses and fly from the scene of blood. They con¬ 
tinued theft flight without intermission until dawn of day; when, about 
that hour, they found themselves at the entrance of a steep and difficult 
defile, which led upwards iuto a valley surrounded on all sides by stu¬ 
pendous mountains.* The four illustrious fugitives, after considerable 
toil and exertion, succeeded however at last in gaining the summit 
of the pass, when they were transported with indescribable delight at 
the enchanting landscape which suddenly broke upon their view ; a 
landscape which, in its lovely enamelled meads, in the chrystal and 
delicious streams that murmured in every direction, in the multiplied 
groves which presented themselves oil every side, embellished at the 
same time bv the most beautiful and luxuriant foliage, and loaded with 
frhit of the richest flavor and of every description, and enlivened as it 
was, by tin? herds of wild animals of the e^ace, without number; which 
bronzed and gamboled in its ever verdant glades and recesses, the sister 
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poetry and painting were atari c competent to delineate, Here then, 
► 111 this sequestered Glen, known to the'Tartars by the name oflrgnah, or 
lrgiina h Koun, as much us to say Kuroter-und —they art lost, or rather, 
according to a manuscript of the Kliolai^ut-ul-akhbaur, Kummur- 
timd a ttfotigand rugged pass* they determined to fix their abode ; 
ami having intermarried with their sisters reciprocally, the two chiefs 
became the origin of a numerous progeny; the descendants of Key an 
being known to succeeding generations by the name of AVw« w r, and 
those ofTfik&z, by that of&i rdkein, or Drrfrgwm. 

U hen, m the process of time, the two tribes became from their accu- 
mn atmg numbers so multitudinous, that the valley oflrganai, Koua 
no longer afforded sufficient space to contain them, their thoughts were 
powerfully impelled to devise the means of bursting from their re- 
treat, and of repossessing themselves of the abodes of their forefathers. 

icir egress was prmei pally obstructed by an enormous range of rocks 
composed lor the greater part of iron ore. After much careful deli¬ 
beration, a was ultimately determined to put the whole mass hna a 
state of fusion ; and having for the purpose conveyed to the spot a pro. 
digtoua quantity of firewood, they proceeded to char the whole; alW 
which having prepared of the skin of the glo*,. or wild ox, nine 
hundred pairs ot bellows, they fifed the charcoal, and set the 
bellows to work. By the blast of so many simple machines, the heat 
ol the hre was at last wrought to the proper intensity, and the ore 
was perceived, in due time, streaming along the earth in'a state of com- 
pb te fusion. And thus they arc said by melting down a part of Ule 
precipice with which they were begirt, to have op cued for themselves v 
passage from Irgauah Komi. They immediately directed their course 
to the country of the Moghfls ; and having sword in hand expelled 
their ancient cuem.es the Tartars, with other adverse tribes, they s< lc - 
c ceded in establish mg themselves in the possessions of their ancestors ■ 
and the natives, who occupied the territory round the mountains of 
lgimah Kotin, soon Joining their standards, became ultimately inenr. 
{Hunted with themselves. 

Tie Viral, or original territory of the Moghik, ,b us , 

there poster,*, „ here Scribe,I ,„|1„ to»er,l, the east, fat rorLte froffl 
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any liabitabic region, and included within a circumference of eight 
months journey. Its eastern frontier is, however, said to unite with 
that ofKMtii, or northern China, its western with thatofthecountryof 
the Eygfcftrs; its northern adjoins to the territory of Kcfkeir,or Krckeir, 
mid Seling&i, and its southern boundary stretches to tile limits of Tibet* 
The natives subsisted by the cliace, and their apparel was usually coin* 
posed of the skins of wild beasts of every description. 

On the egress of the two collateral tribes from Irganah FCoun, and 
their recovery of the land of their forefathers, the sovereignty of the 
Moglni! race is said to have been vested in Yelduz Khaim, the son of 
Teymdr Tausli, who was descended in a direct line from Key an. This 
Void itas is described to have surpassed in the extent of his power, and 
in the splendor of his reign; and by the wisdom of his government 
to have secured to the OIouss (qunre eluths) or numerous tribes sub¬ 
ordinate to his sway, a state of prosperity and abundance beyond 
example, lienee it lias become an established opinion among those 
of Moghul race, that he possesses the surest claim to the Khauniet, 
or supreme authority, who can most satisfactorily trace his origin to 
Yclduz Kbatm, AfankoUety the illustrious mother of B.fiznnjur Kuan, 
who was the common ancestor of both Jengueiz and Teymur, was the 
grehd-daughter of Y eldfi/. Khaim; since, in tlieoftert cited preliminary 
to the Zufliirntumh, or history of Teymur, she is described to have 
been the daughter of Tchoubeinah, who was the daughter of Yclduz. 
Khaim. 

The same Alankoua is further described to have been a maid ofCon¬ 
go inmate beauty, and of singular modesty and virtue. “ A maid 1" 
exclaims our author in his enthusiasm on the subject, u rather she was 

a stair of the highest brilliance in the constellation of the Tartarian so- 
“ ve reigns ; the rich eat pearl in the casket of imperial magnificence." 
At the proper age she became, however, one of the wives of her cousin- 
german, Duyun, or Dublin Bey an, at this period monarch of the Mo¬ 
ghul tribes; whose residence is stated to have been, indifferently,at 
Uaun. IvaKmm, and Tough lab ; the channels of three rivers issuing 
from the mountains ofUcrgh and filer, on the banks ofwhich he might 
occasionally have taken up his abode. By her husband she had two 
sons, Bdkvda and Yckjcdu, Duy tin j Sevan died, while his wife was yet 
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mtwJtuj- * young woman f and the do wage r pr in cess de vo led b era df w i th zedo u s 
fe| ? r - assiduity to the government of hcrsubject tribes, and to the education 
of her children. In these circumstances one night, when she had in¬ 
nocently retired to her repose, she was surprised by a ray of light sud¬ 
denly shining through the window of her pavilion, and penetrating 
her mouth and throat; and her surprise was not diminished when, in 
a little time afterwards, she found; herself pregnant. Hence, the orien¬ 
tals have not scrupled to draw a triumphant comparison between her, 
and the blessed and immaculate virgin of the Christum dispensation. 

When they beenme, however, apprized of her mysterious preg¬ 
nancy, the Moghul tribes were not to be restrained from conveying 
the most scandalous imputations against the chastity of Al&nkoua ; 
and she therefore found it expedient to convoke the chiefs of the na¬ 
tion, in order to repel the accusation, and assert her innocence. Ac¬ 
cording to some authorities, and particularly to the compiler of the Jam- 
nita-ul-touaurikh, the princess averred on this occasion, that her preg¬ 
nancy had been the result of a dream, in which, for several nights suc¬ 
cessively, she imagined that she perceived a person with a dazzling torch 
in his hand, softly and silently approach her bed, and as softly with¬ 
draw ; and she added moreover, that if they entertained the slightest 
suspicion of her veracity, they might watch round her tent, and by the 

eviden c e ofthei r ow n senses con v incc themse Lves of t hie t ruth of her extra¬ 
ordinary s tory. Several of the most distinguished individuals of her tribe 
stationed themselves accordingly, for some nights round her tent to 
watch the disclosure of this singular mystery; when it is alleged, that 
they observed a light enter at the top of the pavilion, and shortly dis¬ 
appear through the same aperture. This w.ts received as indubitable 
testimony of the truth of Alahkoua's statement, and forever silenced 
the invidious remarks of her slanderers. 

In consequence of this mysterious, and very suspicious intercourse 
With the chiitlrtn of light, Alankoua became the mother of three sons 
at one birth, whose names were as follows, 1. lloukfm Kepkein, from 
whom descended the dan or tribe of Kepkein. U. llOraotikeia Saul- 
tchy, from whom the tribe of Salji'il ; and d. Iluzuujur Mfinefauk, the 
common progeni tor of the Khauns of Moghdlstaun, The descendants 
oi these three, whom the 1 urkbii nations believe to have been gene rated 



by the light, they have distinguished by the appellation of Neyrun, fud¬ 
ged!—sons of light; and they are esteemed the most exalted of the 
Moglu'il race, 

B&zttvjurKttan, the son of Alankoua, as soon as he attained to the 
oge of discretion, was raised to the throne of the Khaims with the un¬ 
animous concurrence of the heads of the nation ; a choice which he 
gloriously vindicated by the splendor of his virtues. I Le is said to have 
been the co temporary of Ain't Mosslem, the champion of the house of 
Abbas.* After a rrttjn eminently distinguished for its justice, he died, 
leaving two sons; 1, Mka, who was the eighth an ces tor of Jcngueis, 
and of his able and faithful minister Karate linur Nuyan i and g.Bukeia* 
who had a son, to whom he gave the name of Mitchein. 

Bithu, or Buga K hatiu, the son of Buxunjur, succeed, d to his father ; 
mid at his death devised the supreme authority to his sou, the next in 
Succession - 

Dutoiantn in Khattn, the son of Buka Khrtiln, proved also a distin¬ 
guished example of temperance and justice. By Ids consort McniiJoun, 
who is described as a woman of singular sagacity and talents, lie had 
nine sons ; with whom, on the death of her husband, and with tho 
courage of a lioness, she retired to a high mountain called Nonshargui, 
or N bush irk i, where she entirely devoted herself to the education of 
her children. Here, in the profess of lime, she became the mistress of 
docks of sheep and herds of cattle without number. Unhappily* 
wlile she Continued engaged in her secluded retreat and occupations, 
•iboiit seventy Hours, ur associations of Turks, each Hour consisting 
of a thousand families, and all of the tribe off Jelkieir ot the branch ut 
Dcrlegueln Moghuls, who had been recently expelled from their ha¬ 
bitations at Ival u ran, by an irruption of the Kluiiayaus, or Chinese, came 
to settle near the abode of Mcubloun. In this they met witli m> ob¬ 
struction ; but proceeding to dig up the earth, for the wild or mountain 
onions which they used for food, they were forbidden to continue the 
practice, by the agents of Men Moan, because, by the excavations thus 
formed, they rendered the ground unsafe tor the vonng princes in their 
equestrian exercises. The Jell iieirians took offence at the prohibition, 
and watching their opportunity, put the princess to death with eight 
w I m j. ihtr carH part of Eh': r 1^3till f'enuirj C Liiintmu jzra* 
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HuUib-iM- of her nine children. The ninth, who bore the name of KaydA, es« 
* f > r c»pe<l the catrastrophe; being fortunately absent at ibe tiei>.a suitor 
for the hand of bis kinswoman, the d, vughter of ills cousin german 
Matchcin. On intelligence ofthis base procedure, an agent was dis¬ 
patched, in the name of Mntchein, to demand of the chiefs of the tribe 
of Jell Lei r, immediate reparation for the injury. They positively dis¬ 
claimed any shaman the transaction, dedaringthatthebarbmous murder 
bad been perpetrated without the slightest concurrence on their part; 
and, as a proof of their sincerity, they at the same time seized, and exe¬ 
cuted seventy individuals known to have been concerned in this per- 
. fulious and ungrateful act of violence, delivering up their wives and 
families in bonds to the mercy of Kaydft; who appeased his vengeance 
bv marking their foreheads with the badge of perpetual slavery. 

Ktiyrlu Kham f the son of Dutoumnem Khaim, in consequence of 
these events, and through the support of his k ins man Mite twin, became 
the sovereign of ills tribe. During his reign he employed himself in 
forming, from one oft he principal rivers of the country, a noble canal, 
to which he gave the name of JcrattU ; and he founded on the banks of 
it several populous towns and villages, lie had three soils I, Bay* 
sungur, the lineal ancestor ofJeiiguciz and Karatcliaur. ?. Jerkiden- 
gum, from whom the nation of Taiijut, vulgw Taiigut; and 3 , i latir- 
tchein, from whom the tribe of Seyhout. The grandson of Jerkahm-tim, 
the second of these, whose name was llamiknud liie son <>i Strikm!. 
falling when a youth into thehaniUofthe kliatnyims, or northern Chin¬ 
ese, was comic inn ed by Altay, or possibly Allan Klumn. the inonarcliof 

tiiflt nation, tosuftero most miserabh andcruddeatlijlieing nailed to a log 

of wood in the form of an ass, by an iron smk-r driven through his body, 
KJiau», \}tfi son ofKaydb Ivhtiun, succeeded on tin de¬ 
mise of his father, and, after having exercised the sovereign authority 
fnrtlie destined period,withdrew to the mansionsoffuturity, devising 

thr suepewion to his son. 

Tmonmh A l,amt. the son of Baysungur, was a great and successful 
monarch, adding considerably to his hereditary dominions by Lbesuli- 
jligation of several of the neighboring countries of Mogluilstaun 
mid IWtarv. He was the husband of two w ives, by one of whom he 
bad seven sons; the other brought him two at one birth. Of these 
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twins, one was Ki.ibbuhorKubaL the third ancestor or great grand fa the? 
of Jaigtitiz ; the other was KatchAIy Bahauder, the ancestor in tlyj 
#ighth degree of Tet/tn&r. 

In this place we arc informed, on what is alleged to be the most res¬ 
pectable written authority, that one night during the life of bis father, 
while he was reposing in the arms of sleep, two remarkable dreams oc¬ 
curred to Kntchuly, of which the following circumstances are described 
in detail- First of all, be thought he saw three stars issue from the 
bosom of his brother Kabal, and successively rise and set, after ntakiug 
therrgtibrcircuit through thenaeridian ; the last of these, after shooting 
out several other stars, which reflected their separate lustre on various 
countries, disappeared in a stream of refulgence which seemed to illumi¬ 
nate the whole earth. Kathchuly now awoke ; but while his mind 
was yet engaged in tracing some sort of interpretation for his dream, 
he again fell a sleep, mid imagined that he saw seven stare issue in the 
same manner from ids own bosom; and that, alter these had successively 
disappeared,an eighth arose ofsufrpassimg magnitude, which also seemed 
to diffuse its radiance to every quarter of the globe ; and from this, like 
that in the former dream, several minor stars seemed to emanate, and 
shed the ir lustre through different regions, in thdr course through the 
heavens. In both instances, the minor stars on the setting of their 
primaries, seemed lor some time to cast an eijual lustre through, the fir- 
manciit. Katchuly, when lie awoke the second time, perceived that 
|e was break of da 1 , ; and immediately hastening to his father, proceeded 
to relate the particulars of both his dreams. 

The old prince appi'kired to experience an extraordinary degree of 
satisfaction at what he heard ; and sending for hi- other sou K;j)ttl. lie 
furnished the two brothers together, with the following, obvious in¬ 
terpretation to these singular dreams. The first, he said, indicated 
that of the descendants of Kabal tvhauu t three persons should in order 
a-' i nd tL- throne of th< ir ancestors, and that of these, the third was 
destined to subjugate the greater part of the habitable world; that he 
would ultimately divide Ids empire among his children.; and that the. 
empire st* divided would continue in their possession lung after his 
demise. The second dream he conceived to prognosticate, that of the 
race of Katehuly seven persons were successively destined to arrive 
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at great power; and that an eighth, an imated with tbcspjritof universal 
dominion, would ulso succeed in extending his conquests to the rc- 
ntbtesl corners of the globe; and finally, that the authority ot hischidren, 
would ill like manner continue long established over tunny regions of 
the oriental world. 

On this, by their&thera desire, the two brothers entered on the spot 
into a solemn engagement, by which it was mutually agreed that the 
Khauntf, or sovereign authority, should be forever established in Kabul 
K liau n and his descendants ; and l hat the suhonlinatq governments, and 
the general supcriiitcndanceofthearmiesshdu Id be permanently invested 
in lvaU-hidv, and his posterity ; and to this effect an instrument was 
immediately prepared, and finally ratified under the Aimmglia, or im¬ 
perial seal of Ton ten a It Klmim. 

Knf/bnI r oT Kabul Khaim, the son bfToumnah Khaun, in conformity 
with the arrangement above adverted to, ascended the throne of the 
Moghuls, and ultimately obtained by bis virtues the enviable title of 
Alontclmng Khaim—nouriaher, or father of bis people, lie is indeed 
described to have surpassed the whole of his oo temporaries, inclemency 
and justice, in courage and liberality, and in short, in every quality 
that could render the diameter of a monarch estimable and illustrious. 
Hence, won by the reputation of his virtues, the sovereign ofKImtai 
dispatched an embassy to solicit his friendship, and invite him to his 
court. In an evil hour, Kabul Khaun determined to comply with the 
invitation ; and having deputed the government of his hereditary do¬ 
minions to his brother Knicliuly, proceeded accordingly to thccapit d 
of iCbatai; where he experienced from Allan Khaun, the most distin¬ 
guished and honorable reception. At the grand and solemn carousal, 
which was given by the Khatiiiari monarch on his arrival, Kabal Khaim 
could not entirely divest himself of the suspicion of person id danger; 
and accordingly, every now and then, in the course of their libations he 
privately withdrew, and plunging Ins head beneath the stream nf the 
river which ran by, there disgorged the whole of what lie had been 
swallowing, and returned to renew the debauch ; much to the surprise 
of atl present, who, not aware of his expedient could not forbear to 
express their asiomsliui nt at the strength of constitution, w inch 
could bear such a quantity ol liquor w ithdut inebriation. Some clays 
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after this, however, when lie had teen less prudent in his proceedings, 
Kabul Khaim, in a state of drunkenness, entered the presence of the 
Khatavan monarch; and seizing him by the heard, applied to him every 
term of abuseand insult, ihaL he could find language to express. The 
injure excited in the mind of AI tail Kliimii a sufficient degree of re¬ 
sentment, but lie thought fit for the present to confine it to his owa 
bosom; mid iiis imprudent guest hastening, when he came to his re¬ 
collection, to express the deepest regret for what had happened, Alum 
Khaun had the magnanimity to overlook the offence; fend presenting 
him with' a rich diadem, and girdle set with gems, shortly afterwards 
dismissed the Moghul prince for his own country. But the lv hat ay an 
nobles, eager for bis destruction, proceeding on his departure to remon¬ 
strate with their Khaun, on the impolicy of suffering so formidable a 
rival, to escape the snare which might be laid to circumvent him, the 
monarch finally dispatched a messenger to solicit the return of his 
ciiest- Kabul Khaim declined the invitation : observing that he had 
left the Chinese court with full permission, and that be was not aware 
of any particular advantage that could arise from Iiis return. 

Perceiving that Iiis victim was otherwise likely to elude the toil, 
AUmi Khaun now directed a detachment of troops to pursue, and bring 
him buck by force; but when these had overtaken their object, he 
contrived to cajole them into a concurrence that he might be 
permitted to repose, for a short time, at the habitation of a friend, of 
the name of Satclviily. who resided on the road, By this friend lie was 
cautioned, as his existence depended upon it, not to put himself any 
more io the power of the Khatayan monarch ; and in order to ensure Iiis 
escape, he tendered him a horse of incomparable fl ■etness, which he 
bad in his stables, and which In* recommended that he should imme¬ 
diately mount and make the best of Ids way I o Ids tribe, Kabul Khaim 
gratefully availed himself oft be offer; aod giving his horse the reins, soon 
afterwards reached he encampment of bis followers, in perfect safety, 
Iiis pursuers were not long bphind him, and were the whole of them 
put to the sword at the recommendation of Katchiily ; and the Moghul 
chief was thus fortunately extricated from the hazards, of his imprudent 
and adventurous journey.

who delivered him into the ha mis of 


Allan Khaim ; and he was condemned by that monarch to the same 
cruet death, as had been inflicted on a former occasion on hi* kinsman 

Hacoikaud. . 

KawiUth Khaim, the son of Kabal Khaim, succeeded on the death 

ofhis father, and is described ns a man of extraordinary eourage, and 
bodily strength; the latter of which lie possessed to such a degree, that 
he broke the backs of the most powerful antagonists, with the same 
facility as lie could bend a twig, and life voice was ot that compass 
,hat he could make himself heard at a seven-fold distance. 1 te con¬ 
ducted ft successful expedition, to avenge the death of his brother aft 
the Khiiitu of Khatui, whom in a great buttle he totally defeated; alter 
which he returned in triumph to his nati ve land. 

ft ur (an, or Parian Bahaade*, the son of Kabul Khaim, succeeded 
to his brother, and equally surpassed all rivafeliip, in personal prow¬ 
ls anti military virtue; and hence his surname of Bah an dor—heroic. 
His uncle Kate huly dying while he was on the throne ot the Mogh- 
ii Is, the superintendence of % lie army was conferred by him on his 
cousin german, iUrdunitchy, or tchvi, the son of the departed chief. 
Eirdumtchei was subsequently distinguished by the title of Berios, 
and to him is ascribed the origin of the tribe of that name, Burtnu 
Uahuuder was the parent of ft numerous offspring; but of these tlie 
most renowned, tor his intrepid and martial spirit, was Iki^oukit, to 
whom, on the death of his father, the supreme authority was in conse¬ 
quence assigned. 

H' ymuka Bahatdt r, the son of Burtan, is said to have emndiled, or 
reflected additional lustre on the throne of his ancestors, when he un¬ 
ci rc led 11is brows with the <1 iadem t>f the Moghu 1 sovereigns. t^u the 
death of Eirdumtchei Be r las, leaving a progeny of nine and twenty sous. 
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the dignities anti appointments of the father were continued, hy Bey- 
aouka Bahauder, to Soghutchein, the oldest and ablest of the whole. 

On Ills return from a successful expedition against that branch of 
the Tatar nations, by Pjetis'ile la Croix called the Sou Moghuls, the 
wife of Bey sou ka Bahaudcrwas delivered, at his residence of DcyLAn 
Veldak, of a son, to whom he gave the name of Tcmi%tektn; which is 
Raid to have been that ofthe sovereign of the Sou Moghuls, who hi he had 
recently vanquished and slain. This child, the afterwards invincible 
Jexcueiz* Ilia father pronounced to be the star of the dream of Kat- 
chfily Ihihauder, which was destined to extend i fa radiance throughout 
the habitable world, liy the same mother with Temutcbiu, he had 
furthermore three sons, Jujykeasaur, tvajiim, in an other place call. ■<! 
T.iltcha, and Ountchei, elsewhere 'Utakein : and he had by a different 
wife, a fifth son, w hose name was Balltoutv. Of these four, Jiljykessailr, 
the former* was remarkable for his courage, and extraordinary stature; as 
n proof of w hi eh, or possibly* of the exquisite symmetry of his form, 
it is alleged that when he reclined on one side, a how might he passed 
beneath it, without coating in contact with lbs body. Ueysouka iki- 
hamler quitted this perishable world in the Moghul year TengArneiT, 
the five hundred and sixty second of the llidjeralt ;* and his kinsman 
Sough At chein, who possessed the principal Ooutnoul in his government, 
dy ingabout the same period, the Nevruu race nngenerously abandoned 
the children of their sovereign, and united with the tribe of Ttuijut i 
of which more hereafter. 

We have just seen that the father of Jeugtith was Bey sou ka, 
the sou of IIitrten Bnhuuder; the name of lbs mother was Ouliin Ay- 
kidqor Anita It; and lbs birth took place at ileylun Y eldnk, supposed 
to he about ten days journey north of the frontiers of China, on the 
twentieth day ofZHkaudah, of the five hundred and forty ninth of the 
J lidjer,di.t According to the statement of Shurf-ml-dcin Ally the 
Yesdian, in theZuffurnanvith, this circumstance which was destined 
to produce such memorable and dreadful events, occurred when the 
constellation libra was predominant among Lin* benv iffy bodies ; arid 
u hen the whole of the seven planets were in conjunction, the head in

A. iv 1107. of historians, however, contend that this conjunction otn« P nut ' l< 
llat»c.i- u s . 110t take place until the five hundred mid eighty first ofthe Hidjerab, 
«J»* W | I( .„ Jcngueiz became invested with the universal sovereignty of all 

the tribes of the Ncyt un race. Rut the oriental writers in general con¬ 
cur in representing that the portentous infant came into the world grasp¬ 
ing iu his hand a quantity of congealed blood; which was declared to 
indicate not only his warlike disposition, but the dread till slaughter 
of the human race, of which he was destined to he the instrument. 

At the death of his rather. Tcmutchin had only attained to the thir¬ 
teenth year of his age, when he was abandoned by the major part of 
his tribe and family, who went over to the nation of Tanjut, A t this 
period the young prince is described to have dreamt, that having a 
sword in each hand extended in opposite directions, the point of one 
seemed to touch 1 he eastern, as tliatofthe other did the western horizon. 
The followingniorniog when lie related the dream to his mother, it was 
again interpreted to denote the extraordinary power to which he was 
destined to attain ; that he should accomplish the subjugation of the 
world from east to west; and that the point of his sword would bo felt 
through all die countries extending to both horizons. 

It appears, at the same time, that while the immediate ancestors of 
Temutehin maintained their authority over the Neyrun tribes, the ge¬ 
nerality of the Moghid and Tatar nations were seldom,or never, sub ject 
to one and the same sovereign. On the contrary,as convenience might 
suggest, one or more nations would associate under the government 
of a separate and independent ruler. Hence they were engaged in 
perpetual hostilities, mutually directed to the extermination of one 
another; and hence, when bit an orphan minor on the death of his la¬ 
ther, as just related, Jenguviz was abandoned to his destiny, by those 
whom the obligations of duty and gratitude, should have bound to 
protect him, at least until lie was of age to protect himself. In consc- 
ijurnceof this ungenerous defection, the young prince was involved in a 
train of tiie most serious dilfieiilncs, and for several years exposed to

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the most imminent danger of destruction. At last, perceiving that he 
was no longer able to con tend with his adversaries, with a prospect of 
success, he tin ally determined, at the recommendation of Karatchaur 
K uvan, the son of Soughutchein, a youth not older than himself, for 
they were both minors at the death of their parents, to throw himself 
on the protection of Oung-Khaun the monarch of the Kcrueit, whose 
capital was Karakorum ; and who is described, both in point of extent 
of territory, and of the numerous population subject to his authority, 
as the most potent and formidable of the Khauns ofTurkestaun, 

With respect to the origin of this prince, and of lire nation over 
whom he governed, we find it stated, that at a period more remote, 
there reigned among the Tartar tribes, a monarch who had eight sous 
ail of a black complexion, and who on account of their colour, received 
the appellation of Kerieit, or Karaeit—black fleshed, From t h is sable 
stock then, the subjects of Gung Khaim derived their origin. With res¬ 
pect to himself, he was called originally Toghrel, but this, jls the name 
ofa lord of ill omen, he is said to have changed, possibly at his acces¬ 
sion to sovereign power, into Ouog Khanu j which latter, as well 
as litysoit/iti, borne by the father of Jcngueiz, is here alleged to signi- 
(V, the prince of a single territory. Ills father’s name was Kartchaur 
Koulu tkruk, We shall finally remark that this same Gung Klnum 
is represented, by Ports de la Croix, as the Pres ter John of Asia of the 
Nestor bin Christians, in the latter part of the twelfth century. 

A system of the closest amity had, at all events been cultivated, for 
many years, between this monarch and Hcvsouka H a ha u tier ; and Jeu- 
gneiz,* on the demise of his father, had given every proof of a disposi¬ 
tion to continue it mi impaired. That which he was, by the pressure 
of his misfortunes now to give, was perhaps not the least; and he was 
not deceived in Ids confidence. 1 lo experienced from the Khaun on ills 
arrival, the most generous attention, with every testimony of favor and 
esteem : and his followers met a reception equally benevolent and hu¬ 
mane. Jengueiz acquired, in a short time, by the superiority of his 
understanding, and by his singular talents and sagacity, as well as by Ins

consummate abilities. If* brought to a trinmphvuit issue the war, in 
wburlt that monarch was involved with hi« brother Tchanku ; be van- 
tpiisbed Tourkem, the chief of the Mekrcit, or Merkeit, with his ally 
Touktit llcijrtv; and, much about the same period, the free hundred 
a ml seventy-eighth of the Hidjeruh, at u place called Kuytcnti, he 
^ined n memorable and signal victory, over the associated tribes of 
Tniiilit, Stdjfir, Konknraut; and .b llaeir: notwithstanding the intcr- 
ventionofa dreadful snow-storm, which they are particularly described 
to have brought on, through the iuil Hence of the Sling Yeddah, or lapis 
imbriftr. 

In short, at the expiration of about eight years, in which ItC conti¬ 
nued to serve with undiminished felicity and reputation, in the court 
and armies of Oting-Khaim- the splendid advancement, arid daily in¬ 
creasing predominance of Jengueiz, at length excited the jealousv of 
Ins envious mid malignant rivals. A combination was privately formed 

to effect his destruction ; and it was for that purpose insidiously repre¬ 
sented to the Khaim, that his illustrious favorite aspired at independent 
power, or at least to obtrude himself into the succession, to the preju¬ 
dice of the princes ol his own blood, tint the man who distinguished 
himself beyond nil others, in his exertions to hasten the destruction of 
Jcngueiz, was Jamouku, the chief, or prince, of the Jaj eraut, I [ is en¬ 
deavors proved, however, lor some time unsuccessful ; until address¬ 
ing his applications to SankOUD, or Simkoum. tin- son of the Khaim, 
that prince was persuaded to associate in his hostile designs,, and 
by repeated importunity, ultimately brought bis hither to coincide. 
A particular morning was now fixed upon, by OungKImun, to attack 
the person of the obnoxious favorite, w lien lit least suspected the dan¬ 
ger to wliit'U be was exposed. Hut, the very day before tin; desi.u 
was to be carried into execution, one of the hostile chiefs happening to 
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make it the subject of a conversation with his wife, it was overheard A. II. 
bv two youths of the name of data and Keshhk. who sat without the A. D. mn- i^>- 
tent; anil who instantly flew to the camp ofJengueiz, to whom they IUWIhi* 
disclosed the circumstances of his danger, Under considerable alarm, 

Jengueis entered into consultation with his .faithful relative K'ira- 
tchaur; and it was determined on the spot to leave their tents standing, 
and to retire incited lately* under cover of the night, to a station tailed 
Krll.dtcliein; at the foot of some ofthe hills adjoining to the frontiers of 
Khutui, or northern China, there to await the iisne. 

In the course of the same night, Gang Khaim approached the cn- 
campnitnt ol'Jcugueiz at the head ofhU troops, and observing the tents 
all standing, directed his archers to ply them with their arrows; until 
it was finally discovered that their quivers were exhausted in vain, 
ami that the tents had been 'previously abandoned by their imitates, ( 

The Khaun then hastened in pursuit of Jengueix, whom he attacked 
in bis post with equal obstinacy and animosity. The Moghul prince 
continued, however, and in spile of the vast disparity of his numbers, 
m defend himself until nigh Matt, when the combat mutually censed. 

Jengueiz availed himself of the opportunity, and silently withdrew to the 
fountain hcad, or I ah eof BaIjoutah; where, at tlierccouiiuendatiuiiol'the 
prudent Karatchaur, lie proceeded to cn register, for f uture appropriate 
titles and digit itie , the wholeof his gallant associates in the latoiinequal 
conflict. Upon the twoyouths in particular, whohad soseosonably fore¬ 
warned him of Ills danger, he conferred the title of Tt r kit an ; expressly 
ordaining, that their posterity for nine generations, should be exempted 
from all questions for their offences, on the part of his sons and succes¬ 
sor*. from these descended the whole of thoTerklutnians whosub- 
aeqijtently appeared, during the power of the monnrebs of the lines of 
Jciigiirdzand Teymur, fro tlun Ivhorassanu and the territmyon the Oxus, 

From the head of the lake Baljoutah, Jertgueix removed, at a pro [ier 
opportunity, stilt nearer to the frontiers ol Khalt'd ; Inking post on the 
banks ofa certain river, supposed to bo the Kiiramu ran * the yellow river, 
according to a note in Mr. iVtia de la Croix’s history.* At a subsequent 
period lie hastened, however, with his little baud of four thousand six 
hundred warriors ol tried experience, to the station of Nawcrd; from 
* Posdiblv Ftrwuui-an: *iacc Kiouirau »miW be more property, Uie blukihtt, 
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trhefcde, for the purpose or amusing, or of lavTiig'his vigilance asleep, 
he dispatched J ns, agents to so lie it terms of peace !rom Oting Khaim. 

In the process ot tune, however, niter a serves ot hostilities," hit h tnust 
havebeen protracted under various circumstances, fbraporiodof nineor 
ten years.rind \vhich>vve,archcte briefly told, produced the utmost de¬ 
solation through the country of the K eric it, he brought the army of tin- 
Kh a un temgreat and dec i si vebatt I e , Towards t he c lose oi t lie G on ll i c t, l h c 
Ji orseofO nngKh aiinhei ng ki tied by an arrow, from the bow of K aratchahr 

Nuvan, that monarch immediately mounted another, and accompa¬ 
nied by ids sou Sankoiuti, made the best ot his way from the field ot 
battle, to the court of Tayang Khaun, the monarch of the Xay mans; by 
some of whose principal offitens, he was shortly afterwards basely put 
to death* His son escaped for the present to the country of Kushgh&r; 
to experience*however, at a subsequent period, a similar fate by the 
hand of a chief of the tribe of khilije, or Gudliteb, of the name of 
Kellidjrr Ku trull. 

Having thus finally triumphed over the armies of their sovereign, 
Jengueiz found no further difficulty in subjugating the whole nation 
of the Keracit; and he proceeded, in the five hundred and ninety ninth 
oft lie Hidjefah, being then in the forty ninth year of his age, to seal 
himself, at the station of Thamankohrah,* on the throne of the Ivhautiy ; 
and hence boldly displaying the standard of his power, multi tudea of the 
Moghul tribes submitted to his authority. This piece of in formation 
awakened the most inveterate spirit of hostility in Tayartg Ivhaun, the 
son of Eynaimju Khaun, the prince, or monarch of the Nay mans; who 
is here stated to have borne the name of Tnubku, until it was changed 
by the Khaun of Khatay, or sovereign of China, into Tayang Khaun, 
alleged to signify, son of the Khaim. At all events, he determined to 
employ the resources of a powerfu l monarchy for the immediate extir¬ 
pation of the new sovereign ; and for that purpose proceeded to as¬ 
semble a vast force, dispatching to every quarter of the land of the 
Moghuls, ro demand their eo-operation in thedesign, 

On the other hand, apprized of these formidable preparations, Jen- 
gueiz hastened to deliberate with his sons, and relatives, mid principal 
(Aiiunrs, on the means of opposin'- tin- storm. His hulf brother Hat-

measure. Jengueiz immediately subscribed to the plan ; ami m the 
middle of the latter Jumiuaudy of the six hundredth ol the Hidjerah* 
conducted hi* troops, accordingly* to **ek the Kltaun of theNaymaus, 
j n the heart of his own domi mons. The adverse monarch, who w as, at 
the same time, the father in law of Jengueiz, had however already as¬ 
sembled Ills numerous legions, and hastened to give battle to the invader. 

In the dreadful conflict which ensued, he was severely wounded ; and 
withdrawing his person to a pass in one of the neighboring mountains, 
some of his" principal generals followed, to in treat that he wonM re* 
some his station in the field. But finding him deaf to their arguments, 
they returned without him, and precipitated themselves id despair upon 
the troops of Jengueiz; among whom they‘found a speedy and honorable 
death. When night came on, Tayang, with considerable difficulty, de¬ 
scended to the foot of the pass, and succeeded in conveying himself 
to a place of safety. He died however before the conclusion ot the 
vear: his soil KousltUik escaping to the country of an undo, of the name 


ot Bdyruk. , 

In the mean time the followers ofJamoukah, who Wandered through 
thc TartarsoliUides'perpctital iy harassed by his terrors of the vengeance 
of Jengueiz, seized their unhappy lord, and delivered him up to hi* 
successful rival. For this piece of treason, and foul ingratitude, the mis¬ 
creants were, by Jengueiz, deservedly punished with death ; and for 
his malicious calumnies with Ot.ng Khaun, ami the prince hi* son, 
Jamoukah was himself immediately hacked to pieces, liu^i c\ , nts 
weresucceeded by the entire submission of all the Moghul tribes, that of 
Mtkrcitor Merkeit alone excepted, which was under the authority ot 
Touk taBelggy. Against that nation, Jengueiz now tunic*Ih s tctortoils 
arms; and, having at the very first onset pot a period to the power of 
Tonkta feeiggy, that prince and hi* son were also driven for protection 
to the court ol Biiyruk, the brother ofTavang Khaun ; while the.r con* 
queror continued his successful career into the country ot Tangueit, 
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A. H. <m. known also by the name of Kaabcin, which be reduced to .objection 

A. i>. lion. w itU his usual celerity. „ , ,

sublimity, in erica at the vernal equinox, and when the bills and plains * 
should have arrayed themselves in nature's loveliest robe, J eng lie ns 
had given directions to prepare for a Kourihui, or general diet ot the 
states of the empire, so called by the Tartars. A prodigious concourse, 
consisting pf his sons, and generals, and of the majority of the higher, 
with many of the lower classes from all parts ot the Moghul territory, 

assembled accordingly, at the appoi n|ed per io^, at the im perial re>i deuce. 

On this occasion, Jeogueiz, having caused the great white standard ot 
nine degrces(or tails) to be erected, presented himscll on a magnificent 
throne under the shadow of it, and proceeded to extend to every rank 
of his admiring subjects, the m ost liberal proofs of Ids piunilict net.. 

I Ic was saluted by an universal hurst ofacckm ationaud applause, from 
the whole of the nobility and grandees of the empire ; not an individual 
ofthe vast assembly omitting, at the same time, to oiler before the throne 
some token of allegiance, together with bis vows for the prosperity 
and happiness of the monarch. In the midst ol this tumultuous 
agitation of zeal and joy, a Moghul devotee, or enthusiast, generally 
known by the appellation of llut-tongry, but whose real name was 
Kouktchu, claimed the atk niionnf the assembly ; and addressing Lhe 
monarch on the throne, who had hitherto retained Uisoriginal name of 
Teimitchin,ex pressed himself briefly in these terms ; “ by the myster- 
** inns authority which i possess, on Tcmulehln; ou his sons, and on 
‘‘his kindred, have i bestowed the whole surface ofthe globe ; lien.ee- 
,*■ forth therefore,no longerTetnfijtchm, thy namebeJerr^Mfiz Kktim r/’ K 
The title is here expressly said to signify, Shahsh&hau—Itingol'kings ; 
and it was immediately confirmed by a general acclamation of the 
assembly. 

Amongother artifices, by which this enthusiast endeavored to impose 
upon the understanding of roan kind, he pretended to possess the secret 
ol diving into their inmost thoughts; that he had,on several occasions. 
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nccn&A to thegkicft;ftnd that bespoke from theiutiwaituntknowledge v It. floaa. 
acquired in his visits among the stars in their constellations. But, ‘ ‘ill 10 

although sufficiently aware of the g«*8iiG» of the imposition, Jen- 
giVeiz dUl not on that day conceive it expedient either to check, or 
molest the proceedings of the impostor. Some time afterwards, how¬ 
ever, the same Bftt-tbngry discovering certain symptoms ot an aspiring 
ambition, which ill became the sanctity which he profciued.and obtrud* 
jug u pon Jftjy Kcsstitir, the brother of Ji-pgucm, some inquiries of a 
ua lure beyond his proper concern, that chief, without ceremony, seized 
him bv the throat, and dashed him with such-violence against the earth, 
that ho never rose, or spoke again. It is moreover added, on the tes¬ 
timony of the Jtimmia-ul-towaurikh, that this lint, or perhaps Ibiiid- 
stongry was, by a second husband, the son ofOuliln Aykah, the widow of 
Btyffitk* liahauder, end mother of the immortal Jenguciz; that he 
had rendered himself equally insensible to the effects ol heat and cold ; 
and that'he was tints Capable of sitting naked without apparent incon¬ 
venience in t lie midst ofiee and snow; and. Finally, that be had fixed 
bis abode <m a solitary mountain called Out an kavvan, and that he 
disdained to solicit the menus of existence from any hitman being. 

On the dissolution olthe Kounttai, at which he may have promul¬ 
gated the \ oussa, or code of laws, detailed in the tith chapter of IVtis 
de In Croix’s respectable history, Jengueis hastened to curry bis designs 

into execution, against Itiiyrbuk, the brother orFayaug KIumii ; w hom 

be suddenly attacked, defeated, and killed, on the plains or hunting 
grounds of Thigh, or A high tank. Koiishliik, the nephew of the van¬ 
quished monarch, iu company with Ttwkta U ciggy* the Khaim ul the 
Mckreit, betook himself to flight on the tall of his relative. I he In- 
glti vcb were, however, pursued,and overtaken by Jcngueiz, at l-.rdcUh, 

(not the Irtish) « here Toilkta Heiggj* was killed : but Koushluk again 
contrived to escape, and claim the protection of G&tkhuuu, a mon¬ 
arch of whom more hereafter; and it was at this conjuncture that the 
prince of Kvghhr, who bore the title of Kiiiylinul, the lord of power, 
or ruling prince, impressed by the reports which cnatni.irtlly readied 
him, of tire invincible prowess and surpassing magnificence of Jengueiz, 
suddenly threw off the .ml Wily of GArkhmn ; an I h istened to join, 
and solicit an alliance with the Mpgliul monarch, who received him 
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A. H. any. with distinguished kindness, and ukiniiih-iy bestowed upon him, one 
a. J>. isi0. of his daughters iu marriage. 

Haljfilviii- The sniuiositR's M’hidi had so frequently hrokn out between the 
M}t * Khaugatts of the Moghul tribes, and the mouarchs ofKhatii, or north* 
em China,* although composed by temporary cessation, were never¬ 
theless in a state of perpetual effervescence; and now that, iu the 
oriental strain, his anttfes might be said to out-number the drops in 
rain, JenguelZ considered, perhaps, that they could not he better em¬ 
ployed than in a venging the wrongs of his country by t^aubjngatiow 
of that powerful monarchy. This enterprise he therefore determined 
to undertake without further deUy t but, he first ofall thought it expe¬ 
dient to dispatch on e of h ia oldefl t officers, oft lie wtme ofJauflTerKhauj ah, 
equally distinguished for his commanding eloquence and sagacity of 
mind, to convey to Allan, or Alt fin Khaim, which appeal# nr r^-s pe- 

I riod to have been a title generally borne by the Chinese emperors, a 

formal demand of allegiance and tribute. The Kjdltayan monarch is 
described io have received the message with equal indignation, and 
disdain. He desired that it might he made known to the arrogant 
and haughty Jeiigueiz, that the dominions over which he governed, had 
hitherto nevtr been polluted by the footsteps of a foreign adversary ; 
that it behoved him to make on estimate widely different, between the

monarch ofja powerful empire, and tlio uncivilized and undisciplined 
Moglifils, against whom his enterprises had hitherto been solely di¬ 
rected : and he admonished him to beware of drawiugupou himself, a 
train of calamities ami vengeance, of which it was impossible that he 
could form the slightest conception, liut, if in spite of every suggestion 
of prudence, he was still determined to tempt liis fate, by approaching 
the provinces under his authority, he should infallibly experience to his 
cost, w hut a numerous, and victorious soldiery was capable of achieving, 
Wlu'ii the obvious result of his embassy had been communicated, by 
.binder Khanjah, to Jcugueia, that monarch, as appears to hare been 
his practice on all extra ordinary occasions, ascended a lofty eminence; 
and there loosing the girdle from Jiia waist, and casting it round his

neck, ui the humblest terms implored the Almighty to crown'll is efforts 
with victory. He remained on the same spot, engaged in supplication 
tor several days and nights ; but descending at last to resume the func¬ 
tions of his power, and having set apart a body of troops for the 
defence of the Qurdti, or principal seat of government at Karakorum, 
he finally proceeded at the head of the main body of the army, toward* 
the KMtavan territory. Soon afterwards penetrating the frontier of 
the empire,* he subdued with surprising rapidity the country of Jour- 
aiijuf, containing, as it is said, the incredible population of seventy 
thousand toman ns, of ten thousand each (the former would make 
seven hundred millions, the latter the rather more moderate aggregate 
ofseventy millions}; and he added to his conquests by the reduction of 
many other great and flourishing cities, 

Allan Ivhaun, on intelligence of this formidable invasion, with an 
army such as, for multitude, the blue firmament with its thousand eyes, 
had hitherto never before contemplated, now advanced from the me¬ 
tropolis of Tchengdii, orTehengtu ;f (Ibr it would be difficult to give* 
from the original, the precise orthography of this and many other 
Chinese and Tartar names which occur in the history)! a '*d took post 
at the head of one of the passes of his country, lie detached, how¬ 
ever, some of his generals with a force sufficiently numerous more in 
advance j both to observe the frontiers of the province, and, as opportu¬ 
nity occurred, to harass and annoy the Moghuls,. The division thus 
employed receiving unexpected information, that Jeogueilj, after forc¬ 
ing one of the cities in the neighborhood, was at tins moment engaged 
without suspicion of danger, in dividing the Imoty, the C hi nese ge nferala 
conceived it to be one of the Opportunities , of which they had beta 
instructed! to avail themselves; and they hastened by as expeditions n 
in eve nunt as poss ibk to t a k c? 11 ic ene u ty by s u rp r i so. T hcv we re so far 
successful, os to come upon the Moghuh white they were preparing 
one of their meals : hut the evcr-nclitre Jetigueiz, mounting ins horse 
in person on the first alarm, aud directing bis soldiers to reverse their

i It Mill Ik I'uuiii!, ilia subsequent |»arl of itii work, that this city, lay sfoiK thing to the 
nunluv»H f'f ihc uiiHii.'ittii.vtiypoln of Kiiaun-btiU^h, o* Camboiu, of t’cLiiu 
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cooking utensils ami take to-their <wnrds, imrtfctlmtely assailed the 
Khaluyan troops; who gave way at the very first onset, and were ida* 
tested with extensive loss. 

In the great buttle which was soon afterwards fought between Jen* 
£iui2, and the Khatayan men arch in person, the Moghuls vvcrc as 
usual triumphant; Altan Klieiin Hying in dismay to his Capital, whi¬ 
ther lie was immediately pursued by his conqueror. In this extre¬ 
mity, the Khatnymi deliberated with ids ministers and principal generals, 
Hie names of three of whom, K milking, Dtoungshali, andTehcitigsaiig, 
unequivocally bespeak their Chinese identity, as to the measure* 
which lie should adopt to repel the clangor. Tcheingsaug declared for 
a ieiu|H>rary accommodation with the invader; ami that, if he could 
be prevailed upon to withdraw to Ills own country, means might easily, 
he devised to repair the losses, of whatever magnitude, sustained by 
the invasion. This plan met with the approbation of A1 tan Khaim l 
by whom an embassy was immediately dispatched to open a negocia- 
tioii for peace with Jcngnciz, and to make him an offer ofhis daughter 
Kehkhnr, or Kcnj&r, [the Kubcon Cutinn?, or khatiiii, of De hi Croix.) 
fur his bride. The Moghul monarch, from some motive of present 
convenience, agreed to a treaty of peace; and, accompanied by the 
Chinese princess, soon afterwards withdrew to his own territories. 
Allan Khaim is stated upon this to have consigned the government 
ofTchetigiKi, and that part of his dominions, to one of til# princes his 
sons, aided by a council of some of the most distinguished Amciis of 
the empire, anti to have retired himself to Tayming; a noble city, which 
hud been erected by his father, and which, in loftiness and ex tent, seemed 
to rival the stupendous vault of heaven. On the authority of the Jmn- 
mia-nudiidy, and of the preliminary to the zulliiruamab of the Vexilian, 
we are further informed that this was a city of forty tarings, or leagues, 
in circumference; that it was defended bv three prodigious ramparts; 
ond that it was washed on one side by a vast river, of such a breadth 
indeed, that it occupied an entire day, with the utmost exertion, in 
the vessels which navigated the stream, to cross it and return from 
one bank to the oth> r. It is, moreover, stated to have been supplied, 
in equal abundance, with all the fruits indigenous to both warm and 
cold clitliales. 
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On the removal of Altnn Kh'nun, however, to a remoter part of his 
dominions, that which ho seems to have abandoned soon became a 
prey to the most ala rating disturbances and disaffection; great numbers 
of the military cliiefe, with their followers, displaying at the same time 
the standard of insurrection and revolt, and disseminating the baneful 
influence oft heir disloyalty and treason, throughout-the whole of north* 
ern China. Thus circumstanced, the son of the Kliavm found himself 
constrained to resign the government of Tchengdi to its fate, and he 
withdrew from the surrounding convulsions, to join the person of his 
father; and intelligence of the forsaken situation of the metropolis of 
K hat id, being early conveyed toJcngueiz, l»y the agent of A bon kali the 
governor of Jurjah, supposed to be the peninsula of Corea, together 
with assurances of his muster’s allegiance and attachment, Mangd, ancf 
Somoukah, two Ameirs T or commander* oflomaims, were immediately 
appointed, at the head of a competent force, to resume on the part of 
the Moghul monarch, the conquest of the country south of the wall 
eJ China. 

Those two generals appeared in due time before Tchengdfl, of which 
they immediately formed I besiege; and it employed their exertions and 
vigilance to a protracted period, until, indeed, the resources oft hegnrrisoii 
became entirely exhausted. In this extremity, the besieged ventured 
to apprize their sovereign, in his new capital, of the situation to which' 
ihev had been reduced ; anti a numerous convoy under the direction 
of a chief of the name of IJoiIteksliikq and three other A mcirs, was dis¬ 
patched with all expedition to their relief; each of rhe soldiers and 
followers carry injf three measures, ofgttd Dv for the supply of the garrison. 
W lu'ii it reached a place (■all'll Seymng; or some such name, the con* 
voy was however intercepted by a body of the Jengucizian troops; 
who suffered the escort to pass, but took care to disencumber them of 
the invaluable supply for the garrison, of which they were in charge. 
Ju despair at the circulation of this disastrous intelligence among their 
followers, two of the Chinese commanders, K iou Keing» aniD'cheing- 
sang, destroyed themselves by poison ; the others effected life ir escape 
tu Tnymlng ; and Liu s circumstances ware followed by the mimed into 
aubujissnmof the capital, and the whole of the Khatayua termors. 
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On intelligence of tins prodigious acquisition, nn officer of the name 
of Konkii Nityan proceeded by order pf Jeoguei*, tosTchetagdft, rocon- 
vey to Karakorum the long accumulated treasures-of the Khatavan 
monarch; which, in specie beyond nil intimate ofnumber-i. nml incostlv 
effects without measure, together with the individual, w imns treasurer 
bad been formerly vested with the inestimable charge, were now trans¬ 
ported entire to the presence of Jeitguem ; by whom, with his charac¬ 
teristic liberality, the whole rvas immediately distributed on the spot, 
to his armies. The subjugation of Khatay appears to have been com¬ 
pleted in the six hundred and tenth, or eleventh of the Hidjmh ; soon 
alter which,returning from the frontier of his new conquests to his own 
capital, the Moghul monarch consigned the final settlement of the 
conquered countries, to Mnghuly (Jo yang of the tribe ofJdlmnr. 

Having enjoyed a short interval of repose, the attention of Jeiigueiz 
w;ts next employed to curry into execution the design, which lu had 
probably for some time bad in view, of extinguishing (} lti rival nmbi- 
tion of Koushluk, prince oltheNay mans, and of subjugating the kkr.ik- 
h stay an nation with whom he had taken refuge. Before lie proceeds, 
however, to record the events of this expedition, the author supplies 
us with the following curtailed account of the people who were the 
u Itimute o Lj ec C of it- A short t i me pre v i on s to the p e ri od 11 in I er co 11 - 
sitleration, the Ka rak h taynn s were governed by th e la a 1 ofa 1 ineofprince s , 
to whom, for reasons similar to those which had bestowed upon lhe 
monarchs of Northern China that of Allan Khaun, they assigned the 
general ti tleof Ghr Khaun. fbeir ancestors were indeed genuine Khfttny- 

ausofthempstdistitiguishedciass; eighty individuals of whom, togeth-r 

with their kindred and dependent*, comprising in Hie whole n 
o ns population,some time previous to the birth of Jen guciz, had emigrat¬ 
ed from their native country, and appeared on the confines of Kertceir, o r 
Crcquir,north of the pen insula of Corea; but meeting with opposition 
from the inhabitants of Kerkeir, they passed thence to the territory of 
Ey m il, w here they erec te d a con s i dera ble city, T his beca m e t h e res ort of 
the most warlike of the Tartar tribes; of whom a colony of tour thous¬ 
and families was induced not Jong afterwards, to settle in the vicinity. 

At this particular period the city of Babsaughun, called hy the 
Moghuls, Aghit or Ogkubauligh~thc city of beauty, or the beautiful 
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was governed bv * Khaim of the mceof Afrat.siab; whose weak- J. H. t£il. 
ness exposing him to the cupidity of the neighboring tribes, the (You- ; 

tiers of ills country were perpetually plundered and laid waste, and 111 scjr , 
particular, by the Kereik and Kanktily Tartars. To relieve himself 
from these repeated aggressions, the prince of Bala sail gh An determined 
to call in the assistance of the chief of the Karakhatavans, who had 
already assumed thctitleof GArkhtum; and whom he accordingly soli¬ 
cited, through Uis agent, to come ami put himself in possession of 
BalasaugiiAn,andavengchis injuries/bn the predatory ami hostile tribes. 

The Gdrkhauo did not require much solicitation ; lie hastened to B;da 
saugUAn, divested the imbecile prince of his hereditary authority, and 
transferred it to himself, with the title ol'Eylek T Ark man or, more pro¬ 
bably, TArkato. lie then directed his resources to the subjugation ot 
all the tribes that might prove hostile to his government ; alter \\ lneli, 
ho further extended his conquests by the reduction ot Kfisfiftthr a "d 
Kiio ten southwards, and, ultimately, by the submission oi several oil he 
petty princes of Mawur-uii-neher and Ferglianah, westward to the 
Ox us. It was the same monarch Who opposed, and defeated Sultan 
Sunjurof the race of Seijik, about ihe five hundred and thirty sixth 


of the Hidjcmh, as noticed on a former occasion. 

Od the death of this able monarch, bis authority appears to have 
devolved to bis widow w hose name was Gftyatig, or hfllotin, for it is 
written both ways in the same line; and she was cheerfully obeyed 
by the nation, so long as slit* continued to deport herself as a chaste 
;ind virtuous matron. But the moment she suffered herself to be led 
nwnv by her voluptuous propensities, the K&rnkhatayans did not scru¬ 
ple to cut her off, together with the associate of her pleasures; ami to 
transfer the authority and title ofG&rkhauu, to the brother of their lute 

sovcreiqii* . 

Between the second of the Gfirkhautw, and the kings of Khaumtn, 
occurred those transactions of alternate peace and war recorded in a 
former page ; and it was to hint that Koushtuk the prince of the Nay- 
matis tied for protection, on the death of his uncle liAyritk Khaim, and 
the fell ofToukta Bcggy; and the kind and hospitable reception which 
the fugitive experienced on the occasion, was succeeded by an union 
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t 11 . nia-it, with the daughter of tli c Karakhatayau. All which was but ill-requited 
. t>- V2i4-t.>, in the sequel. 

“t£<* While Jenguw* was absent on his expedition against Khat4i,KotisU 
luk availed him self of the opportunity to represent to his father in law* 
that his hereditary subjects, the Nay mans, had been left too long to wan¬ 
der, like sheep without their shepherd i and that if the proposal met 
with his approbation, the friend on whom he had conferred such lasting 
obligations, would now undertake to collect them together, and con¬ 
duct them to the service of his benefactor. The Gurkhaun too easily 
and imprudently acceded to the insidious proposal; and immediately 
dismissed the Navman, loaded with distinction and favor, to carry his 
design into execution. Kotishluk conveyed himself Without accident 
(ti the country ul his birth, and was joined, as soon as his arrival be¬ 
came known, by the whole force of the Navman tribes; ami not long 
afterwards by the prince of the Mekrdt, who embraced the ppportu- 
uity of repairing to his standard. Finding himself at the head of a 
powerful army, instead of avenging himself on tile adversaries of his 
family, Konahluk, in violation of every tie of friendship ami hospita¬ 
lity, proceeded without scruple, to plunder and lay waste the terri¬ 
tory ofhis hither tn law. And, as if determ ii u*d to ensure tlic destruc¬ 
tion of his benefactor beyond the possibility of failure, ho dispatched 
to Suit m Mahoutmcd the Khaiiteznmn, the message described m a 
former chapter; inviting 1dm toat tack the K&rakliatavan from the west¬ 
ward wlrlc he continued hostilities against him from the east - and 
stipulating, as already observed, that if the Klumrezmiao was foremost 
!“ lH * s 1 lCK cssful exert ion a to destroy the power of the common enemy, 
lie shod Id compensate himself by taking possession of Kashmir and 
hboten; on tl.c other hand, ilsuceess first dawned on the arms of the 
Nayman, Stilt an Mahommed should cede to him the whole of tUcwtwiFY 
westward of TurkeataiM, to the Soy bun or river of Finauket, 

In conformity with the plan of operations thus proposed, the Kurikha. 
tayan found hiinsdf shortly afterwards exposed to two formidable 
attacks on opposite quarters of Jus dominions. The Nav man, who pressed 

tothc *o. not aentm before his ally, was, however, defeated; after w.. 

ceedej the Utile between Gut Miami and the Khatljszmkn, already 
referred to; in w hich either wing of the Contending armies ha ving been* 
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beaten, either through the treachery or misconduct of thescp&hbud, or 
commander* of the Kakudjitmahgan, or blues, on the side of Siilt m 
Multommed, both ultimately separated without claiming the victory, 
lint, on returning to liisi capital of Bafasatighun on this occasion, the 
inhabitants tired of the yoke of the Khrakbatayans, and expecting that 
the Khaurezrmans were in close pursuit, at once shut their gates in the 
face of the G6rkhaun; and proceeded to assail his person with darts 
and stones, and every species of annoyance that the most determined 
hostility could have devised. The monarch prepared without delay to 
reduce them to their allegiance; and at the expiration of six teen days, 
succeeded in carrying 11 replace by assault, and tosignalize bis vengeance, 
immediately gave orders for a general massacre of the inhabitants. In 
consequence of this, during three days and three nights, for w hich the 
slaughter was continued, forty seven thousand of the most distinguished 
individuals in Btdasaughfln, were put to the sword. 

Such were the rircu instances of the K hat ay an monarch, when, his 
treasury being entirely emptied by the ex ponces of the war, an opu¬ 
lent courtier, apprehensive of a claim upon his own wealth, suggested 
to him the expedient of calling upon hisollic -rs, as an equivalent for 
his disbursements, to deposit the plunder, which they had amassed 
during the campaign, in the hands of the treasurer of state. To this 
unpopular measure theGiirkhauu mifortunatel v gave his assent; and it 
hastened the crisis of his destruction, Nis captains, obtaining intelli¬ 
gence of what was in agitation, alternately withdrew from court under 
various pretexts, and excited, in different quarters, a genera! spirit of 
disaffection, and revolt against his government. The Nay man prince, 
KoushJuki hastened to avail himself of the general discontent; and 
like a sudden and unexpected calamity appeared, at the head of his 
followers, within the walls of Balasaughfln, of which he became imme¬ 
diately master; the aged monarch, deprived of friends and resources* 
presenting himself, in a pasture of* dent and humble resignation, before 
the throne of his ungrateful betrayer. Affecting, however, to bo 
shocked at this public and striking proof of the inconstancy of fortune, 
Koushluk caused him, in appearance, to he treated with respect and 
tenderness ; although he seized, without ceremony * on every aitide of 
his property", whether treasure or cattle, moveable or immoveable.

A.’n. ms>. eri{ | 0 f which, and atlbe advanced age of ninety Jive lie died, after an 
HalMtbW- sieged reign of eighty two years. This appears however to be an in* 
* }r ' consistency; and probably refers to the entire du ration oftbe existence 
of this dinasty, which expired with him. 

Having thus attained the climax of his usurpations, Koushluk pro¬ 
ceeded in a short time to extend Im dominion to the countries of 
Almauligh,* Kaahgfalr, and Khotcn,t signalizing ids government by 
every species of oppression, rapacity, and violence. In his religion ho 
is described as a rank and inveterate idolater, while his cousort protes¬ 
ted the doctrines of the Messiah. J fence the malignity, with which 
they are both accused of having persecuted the advocates of the .Ua* 
hotnmedan dispensation. The memory of Koushluk was however 
rendered particularly odious, because he condemned » distinguished 
Mussulman doctor, of the name of Alla-ucl-dem Mahommed-ul-IIus- 
»eny, to he crucified at the door of his own college, for having success* 
fully Vindicated the tenets of his belief, and retorted upon the tyrant 
the ulutse with which he had presumed to treat the name oi his pro¬ 
phet: ttcircumstanee which, at the same time, might inspire some doubt 
as to the justice of that obloquy, to which the historian seem* disposed 
to consign the memory of this prince, and ins consort. 

In the mean time, his ally the prince of Mekreit, or Merkeit, ott some 
disgust, separated from the Nay man, and retired among the tribes of 
Kcptchaufc; and Jengueiz, apprized of the sudden and unexpected 
accession to power of Koushluk, hastened to adopt those measure* 
whichniiglittnosteffeetUaliybring ittoa termination. .lubbidi,or Hub- 
ball Nftyartf with several lortnmns, wus£ immediately directed to march 
westward, iu order to disconcert thedesigns oflhc successful fugitive. 
Kouslil uk was at this period employed in the territory of K ashglmr; w hich 
be however abandoned, the moment lie found that the Moghul general 
Was arrived on the frontier. Hubbub Niiyan was accordingly suffered

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to take possession of KashgMr* without the slightest resistance; and 
he caused it to be immediately proclaimed through the streets, and 
market-places, that every person should quietly adhere to the religion 
of his forefathers, without presuming to molest or interfere with that 
of his neighbours ; hut that the followers of Kouahluk were to he put 
to death wherever they were to be found. The Mahommcdaus were 
thus relieved from the persecution of their odious oppressors ; and a 
division of the Moghul troops proeecdinginpursuitofKoushluk.cut to 
pieces every living being, of the Nayman nation, that fell in their way. 
The prince escaped, however, into the mountainous region of Badukh- 
shann: lietaking himself, in the perplexity of his fears, to the deep glen, 
or pass, of Saureg-kouJ, to which there was, unfortunately for bun, no 
opposite egress. Some hunters who frequented these mountains in 
pursuit of game, were easily engaged by the Moghuls, on a promise 
that the lives of the captives should be spared, to seize and deliver up 
to them, the Naymans who were flying from their vengeance. Koushluk, 
and hia remaining followers wereaccprdiuglysurroundedby the hunters, 
and soon afterwards taken and consigned to the mercy-of their pur¬ 
suers ; by whom the head of the Nay man prince was instantly struck off, 
and conveyed to their general. 

Subsequent to these events, according to our author, Jujy,t or 
Tt:hutchv t or Tushy Jvhaun, as he is frequently denominated, the 
eldest of the sons of Jengueiz, was employed in Keptchjrk, or Kep* 
tchank, to extinguish the last surviving spark of Tartar independence,, 
ill the prince of Mekreit, Tflkcim, or Yukcina, or Tufikautr, (such is 
the uncertainty of the manuscript) the successor of Toukta Beggy* 
who had retreated into that country, on Ids separation from the prince 
of the Nay mans ; and there liis career, together with the destiny of hi* 
nation, was early decided, by the exer tious of the Moghul prince, who 
then returned to join hi* father.

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A. U. trims. Being at leisure from his conquests, and having amply satiated 1*1* 
a . p. i-jifr-ni. wogonuec on h i s ene m i es, i n t he e ast e m a nd n ort hem part of t lie A siati C 
IhWb-ifr continent, Jengueiz now finally resolved on his expedition against the 
M * r ‘ dominions of Sultan Mahotnmed of Klraurezm; from whom, in the 
murder of the defenceless merchants, and subsequently of his cm bass a- 
dors, ntUtraur, as formerly described, he had received the most wan ton ( 
and atrocious provocation. Before we conduct him, however, on 
his memorable and sanguinary career, rt may He useful to insert, from 
delu Croix’s history, a sketch of the state of Asia, at the period of tilts 
fearful irruption. 

“The Indians,” adverting'to the nations of Mindnstaun, “were go- 
T‘ vrrned by many kings, the most powerful of whom was the king of 
“ the 1 \y tans (at Dehly). The southern China, which was called 
“ Mangi, bad its particular monarch ; and the northern, that is to say 
“ Cathay, was under the Moguls, as were also both the Thrtariff, the 
41 east and north, with n great part of the west, and ofTttrq itestun, The 
** Sultan J\I the med possessed also several parts of Tia-qucstaun, and 
*’ all TransQjfaua ; besides which he was master of the best part of 
41 the empire of Persia, called by the Persians Iran ; and all the Coras- 
“ gam, all I he frontiers of India, the country of the Mrtfcs, which was 
41 called Aztrbijana, and the Persian Hircauia, otherwise called ha c 
11 Age mi, were dependent upon him. The ancient Persia called Fare, 
<l ot which Sdiira: was the capital, and several other provinces, lived 
“ under his government, In a word, the sovereigns of the ancient em- 
44 pi res of Persia, and the Afaferand Pnrt/tiain, were a I most ail become 
u subject to him, and paid him tribute. 

" Georgia and thecountriesidjacent had their own particular princes 
who were independent. As lor the great Armenia, its king paid tri* 
41 btile to the king ol £ (iri:ittt. 1 he t.aliiT A irs,tee reigned in Bagdad,

A. p. V2WW. J^anniea beings mbled, and his preparations complete, Jengueiz set 
Wabelb-u** ^ cotni tleBS myriads in (notion westward, for the territory oil the 
* jr ' banks of the Jcyjiun; b f a route wbifih, together with the period con¬ 
sumed in the march, the author has entirely omitted to determine. On 
his arrival, however, hi the neighborhood oiOtmur* on the banka of 
the Seyhun.orJaxartfis^n the forty-fourth degree of latitude, and about 
the sixiv third ofrlongitude, he consigned the siege of that place to 
his second and third sons, Tchaghatay, and Outlay; and detaching 
his eldest son, J ii j y, towards Jtind on the one hand, and AUk I^ftyan, 
towards Fiimukct, and Khojend on the other, he proceeded himself, 
accompanied by his fourth and favorite son, Tuty Jvhnujah, by the 
orientals entitled, by way ofminence, UltJgh N uyau— the great Jtmeir, 
on the way towards Bokhara. . , 

Appearing unexpectedly before the walls of Zarbouk, or Znrnuk, 
the inhabitants vent a red to shut their gates against him, with the 
generous design of defending themselves, while they had arms iii their 
hands ; but being dissuaded from their purpose, by the intervention 
and arguments of a Mahouunedan chief in the service ofJengueiz, 
whose name was Dancshimind, they ultimately forbore hostilities, and 
werradmitted to sometpecie« ofeapitointion by the Mogli&l conqueror. 
Their walls were however levelled with the ground, and their young men 
compelled to attend the army ; w Inch nmv proceeded to Xur, aciiy 
briweeii Samarkand and Bokhara, which submitted oil similar terms. 
J3 l 1 1 . hi this instance, the inhabitants were sternly admonished, for the 
future, to confine themselves to lees perilous, and humbler habits of

herds ; for that their dwellings ami all they contained, were to be im¬ 
mediately resigned to spoliation. They were not in a condition to 
resist; and all that belonged to them became, accordingly, the prey of 
the MbghAls, Jengtieiz now proceeded without obstacle to/foMriWi 
in the neighborhood of which he is here said to have encamped Jn the 
early part of the six hundred and fourteenth of the Hidjerah. In the 
summary prefixed to his reign by the author, be is however stated to 
have quitted Karakorum in the 615th, and to have reached Bokhara in 
the commencement of the 617 ill of the Hidjerah ; to this latter date 
we shall take the liberty of udhciing. 

This celebrated city, lying, according to de la Croix, in the fortieth 
degree of north latitude, arid about a day's journey north-east of the 
Ox us, is alleged to derive its name from a similar word, signifying in 
the language of the Magians, or ancient Persians, the mart, or empo¬ 
rium of the sciences ; and it is, indeed, at the period under consider¬ 
ation,' 1 described to have been the resort of science, learning, and ge¬ 
nius, from every qitarteroft tie oriental world, But, whatever its splendor 
and renown, it was now destined, like thegeni in his signet, to boon 
nil sides enclosed by the countless host of Jengueiz. Nevertheless, 
mi the very first night of its investiture, the Khaurczmian garrison, to 
the number of twenty or thirty thousand, under three of their genera Is, 
attempted to surprise the camp of the Moghuls, But as the guards 
of the besiegers, like the unslu inhering fortune of their sovereign, were 
over on the watch, the design was frustrated, and the greater part of 
those employed to carry it into execution, cut to pieces. The ensil¬ 
ing day, divesting themselves of all idea of further resistance, the prin¬ 
cipal inhabitants ot Bokhara threw open the gates, and in ail their 
classes, proceeded to implore the mercy of Jengueiz. 

Immediately mounting his horse, the Moghul monarch now entered 
the devoted city ; and approaching the principal mosque, struck with 
its. splendid appearance, demanded, if that was the palace of the Siiltaii, 
Hi mg‘answered in the negative, ami that it was, on the contrary, an 
edifice consecrated to the worship oi the supreme God, he introduced 
bims, If, nevertheless, mounted as he was. into the interior of the build¬ 
ing: and proceeded without cheeking the reins t>l his bridle, until he 
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came to the meksurali, or mote sacred part. Here lie dismounted, and 
ascending the steps of the m timber* or pulpit* there seated himsell with 
the utmost unconcern* cooly giving orders to Ills soldiers. 1 he most 
essential of these was, since the adjacent plains were entirely destitute 
Of forage of every description, that they were not to loses moment, to 
secure provender tor their horses. Tire Jlogh&ls proceeded, accord¬ 
ingly, to throw open the doors of the magazines and granaries. 
They scattered abroad the sacred sections of the Koran, from the cot- 
jY-rs i n which they were deposited, and applied them, instead of straw, 
as litter fort he ix horses ; and after this, they comp tiled the venerable 
Sheikhs, and doctors of the Jaw of Mahommed, to hold their chargers 
by tkehridle, while they proceeded to circulate the goblet, and to divert 
themselves with the barbarous strains of their Moghhl music- 

In the mean tituo, Jenguciz repaired at his leisure to the Eidghh, (the 
edifice generally erected williout the walls of Ike town for the cele¬ 
bration of the principal festivals) w here he had directed, lire w hole 
population of Bokhara to be assembled to receive Ids commands. As¬ 
cending the tribunal, lie first addressed himself in prayer ta the most 
high ; after which, having expressed himself jin terms of severe re¬ 
proach against the Sultan of Khan ream, lie thus concluded. “Men 
“ of Bokhara 1 you have been guilty of enormous crimes ; hence the 
11 wrath of God, of whose vengeance 1 am the instrument, bath employ¬ 
ed me against you. Of all the property of this city that is visible, 
“ it would he needless to require an account. That which.I demand 
“ is the unreserved, and i mined Late surrender ofall that lies concealed*” 
The opulent inhabitants hastened, in consequence, to place at the dis¬ 
cretion of their conquerors, the whole of their treasurer, and effects of 
every denomination; which were taken possession of without abate¬ 
ment, and yet without the application of the torture in any instance 
to force a discovery. But, an order having been curly issued by Jen* 
gitciz, that the adherents of the king of Kluuirezm should be entirely 
expelled the city ; and it being unhappily discovered that many per¬ 
sons of this description had found protection with the inhabitants, llie 
indignation of the vindictive monarch was awakened,, and he directed 
_ the town to he immediately set on fire. Thus, the buildings being in 
general cased or covered with wood, in the course of a single day, the* 
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noble anti celebrated city was consumed to ashes* nothing indeed es* 
caping the conflagration, hut the cathedral,-or principal mosque, and 
such of the public edifices as were constructed of burnt brick. The 
warlike youth of the town were then commanded to attack the citadel* 
whichstill heldoutfortheKhaurezminn; aad this heingalsoaflera consi¬ 
derable resistance, ultimately reduced, every individual who had borne 
arms in its defence, was pui to the sword, and the women and children 
condemned to slavery* The castle was levelled with the ground ; and 
it is said that one of the inhabitants, who had escaped into Khorassami, 
being desired to describe the events of which he had been witness, 
replied in these words : u They tame—they exfodlaUd — they bound 
•* —they massacred—and they consumed,** Than which five words, 
concludes the author, the Persian Language does not furnish terms to 
delineate more briefly, or accurately, the fate of llokhira, on its con¬ 
quest by the Moghuls. The same, or similar words, have been, how¬ 
ever, by others applied tothe subsequent rapid and ex terminating course 
of these tierce invaders, through the provinces of the Persian empire; 
to which the destruction of llokhiira was but the melancholy, and fearful 
prelude. 

Recurring to the operations of Tcheghatay and Ougtay, who had 
been charged with the reduction of Otraiir. the narrative proceeds to 
relate, that those princes no sooner appeared in his vicinity, than 
Uimeif Ivhavm, the governor, with not less than sixty thousand horse 
under his orders, conceived it prudent to confide his safety to the 
strength of his fortifications * rather ihan to the hazard of an open 
conllact in the field of battle. He provided, however, with activity and 
vigilance for the defence of the place. At the expiration of five 
months, the situation of the besieged, notwithstanding every precau¬ 
tion, verged on extremity ; and at such a crisis, they were abandoned 
by Karautchah Ilanjeh, (Cariacns of De la Croix) one of the Khaur- 
ezmian generals, who had been expressly appointed by his sovereign to 
provide for the support of Ghhnir Khaun ; but who now entered into 
a correspondence with the Moghuls, and one night quitted the city 
by the gate of the Sflfikhaunali, (the convent of the mystics perhaps) 
which he had probably betrayed to the besieger*. Hi* this as it may, 
the Moghuls poured into the town on thtf same night; Ghnejr jvhatm 
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with twenty thousand of his bravest troops retiring into the citadel. 
Nest day, having loaded him with deserved reproach for his base ingra¬ 
titude to his king, the Shahzlkdahs put the traitor Karautclmh to death i 
and driving the whole population of Otraur to tire adjoining plain* 

there butchered them without mercy. 

They now* commenced their attack upon the citadel, which was ably 
and gallantly defended by the governor ; who employed Ins numerou'- 
garrison, in bold and frequent sallies to disturb, and retard the opera¬ 
tions of the Moghuls, until the greater part had perished sword in 
band, in the honorable discharge of their duty. The siege hod been in 
this manner protracted for the spaceoi a month, not without material 
loss to the besiegers, when the latter at Iasi succeeded in pcnetiuting 
into the castle; the warlike associates of Gliaoir Khaim being reduced 
to two persons only. W ith these, however,, taking post on the terrace 
of one of the dwelling houses, he continued to defend himself, and keep 
the enemy at a distance with bricks and stones, until he saw ids two 
faithful companions lifeless by his side. 1 he Moghuls hud been cau¬ 
tioned, at all hazards, to take the obnoxious governor alive ; hence 
they forbore to assail him with their darts or arrows. But they at last 
accomplished their object by men; dint of numbers, and they seized and 
effectually secured his person, sk lliey had been directed to do. The 
citadel was immediately rafted to the ground ; and the surviving inimbi* 
tants, with the exception of the mechanics and artificers, who were 
reserved for t ra ns portatiou to the- Moghul tern lory, were all put to 
death. Teheghntijy and Ougtay then proceeded across the SeyhUm*. 
to rejoin t hr tr father's camp, which they found in the vicinity of Samar* 
kand. The governor of Otraur suffered the death to which he hail boon 
lougdi stined, hit he KoukiSerrai, a country palace not for from that city* 

It lias been already observed, that on the arrival of LheMoghuUmiies 
ou the Seyhun, Jujy Khaun was detached in the direction of JuniL or 
Jond;* a city on the borders of Tdrke&tamt, at a short distance from 
that river. In his route towards that place, his march appears to have 
kd him through the neighborhood of 5 Ugh nauk, Or Saganac; to dissuade

the inhabirants of which from unavailing hostilities, he dispatched a 
merchant of Hokhara, now in the employment of Jcngueiz, of the name 
of Hussun H&jy. This person had, however,scarcely en tcred t lie town, 
nnd before he had well explained tire object of his mission, when lie 
'was assailed by the licentious and misguided multitude, ami, to the cry 
of the tekbeir, immediately put to death. An act of such daring and 
unwarrantable violence naturally excited in the Moghul prince the ut¬ 
most indignation ; und he hastened, with the fury of an angry lion, to 
avenge the outrage, calling upon hissohliers not to relax in their exer¬ 
tions, until they wen; musters of the place. The Moghuls exerted 
themselves with more than ordinary zeal. In two days the wretched 
city was subverted to the very foundations, aud every living creature 
put to the sword. Having consigned the ruins of Suglinnuk to the 
son of 1 tussun 1 lujy, the march of Jujy was next directed to Ouzknnd, 
(situated in the latitude of forty tour) w I nch capita luted without resist- 
anco ; and thence, retrograde as* it won Id appear, to Asauslt, A sluttish, 
or Taushkent ; the inhabitants of which, making a determined and 
gallant defence, were for the greater purl cut to pieces. 

These sanguinary executions being described to Kutlug Khaim, the 
governor of Jdml, with circumstances of aggravated horror, appear to 
have deprived him of that firmness, « ith which it was necessary to brave 
the approaching* tor m, with any prospect of success; and lie pruriently 
withdrew into Klinuo vim. Oh this, tui officer of the name OfTchein- 
temQr(Gitmur of de-la-Croix) was- deputed or the part of the Moghul 
prince, to confer with tin* Jundians ; but, perceiving among the poo* 
pic, indications which menaced bis life, the agent by souk- season ah Is 
piece of address, contrived to elude the design, and returned without* 
delay to his general. On the fourth day of Sulfur of the six hundred and 
seventeenth* of the llidjcruh, Jujy presented himself, .1>c tare the town; 
of wh ich the i nhahitauts. after so run ng the gates, nrcsnki, li ke unconcern¬ 
ed spectators, to have takcntlifir seats on the imparts; and, as if they imd 
been fastened to their post* by the operation of enchantment, to have 
looked quietly on, while the Moghuls laid their bridgesacross the ditch 
fixed their ladders to the wails, and scaled the pampas ; and dt soviid- 
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ing" to the interior of the works, proceeded without the smallest mo* 
lestatioti* to open the gates to their fellowsoltliera front without. 1 Ins 
done, the population was as usual driven, like cattle lor the slaughter* 
to the Adjoining plain: and their property swept oft hy a general pillage. 
But. as they had forborne all shew of resistance, the lives ot the inha¬ 
bitant's wore in this instance spared, with the exception of two or three 
unfortunate miscreants, who had spoken with insolence to 1 eheiuto 
niiir. The government of .fund was conferred on Rhaujah Ally tlhe- 
jendwaimy; after which, Jujy also proceeded to rejoin his father. 

The reduction of Finauket, (urns it is sometimes called Tfmkdut) 
and Khojend, had been allotted to Alak, or Elak Ndyan. Ot the ior- 
iner city, which is said to lie in the forty third degree of latitude,* 
dependent on Alshnush, thegamsdn was, for the greater pur?, composed 
of Katikuly Tartars; who, with their governor Eylenku Meleltk retired 
within the if works, immediately on t lie approach of the Moghul general. 
TUev were short!v afterwards invested hy the encmv, and, for three 
days, in at i fully exerted themselves in the defence of the place ; but, at 
the expiration of that short period, requesting to capitulate, they eva¬ 
cuated the town on the fourth, and were on the spot immolated in their 
own blood. The operations ofiduk Xiiyan were next employed against 
Khojend, a well know n and respectable city on the Seyhan, in 41-9.5 
Of latitude, and w ithin seven days journey of Samarkand, on the side 
of Ferghaunah. The place was, at this period, under the government 
of Teymur Melfik ; than whom, the wide extent of the Khaurezvnian 
monarch’s dominions did not then furnish an abler, or a braver prince. 
He had, moreover, in his train one thousand warriors of established 
ten own, each of whom might lioast that he was inferior only to the 
most distinguished heroes of Persian story. With these, he is ulti¬ 
mately said to have retired into the citadel, constructed in the middle 
of the stream; from which, with indefatigable activity, and to their in¬ 
finite loss and inconvenience, he continued for a long time to harass* 
and annoy his Moghul assailants. After all. when reduced to the last 
extremity, he embarked the whole of Ins family and followers, in se¬ 
venty covered boats, on the $eyhiu, or river of Khojend ; each of which

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find been previously overlaid* in order to protect tlicm against the darts A. H. CiT-. 
and fire works of the enemy, with a com position of clay and vinegar. A * P ' 1 ~"°‘ 
lie stationed himself in one of the last oft lie vessels, and committed the Habeilwii- 
wtiole, with the fleet ness of the morning breeze, to gl ide along theatream. 

As soon as his departure became known to the Moghuls, they pur¬ 
sued, with equal perseverance and activity, along the banks of the river, 
from which they perpetually assailed him with darts, and everyfspecies of 
missile; while he repelled, with the skill of an archer who never missed 
his aim. Until, cither designedly or hy accident, his little armament 
took the ground, at a particular spot, probably on the left bank of the 
river. Here he disembarked, and continued his-retreat by land; occa¬ 
sionally halting to make head against his pursuers, while Ilia family 
and baggage, made the best of their way to a place of safety. At last* 
the whole of his escort having perished* and his family secured be¬ 
yond the reach of the euemy, he found himself entirely alone ; with 
not more than three arrows in his quiver, one of which was without 
a head. In Ups' forlorn and hopeless situation he rode on, though 
very closely pursued by three Moghul troopers ; when,observing the 
pertinacity with which they seemed to press upon him, he made a short 
turn round, and lodged his headless arrow in tins eye of one of his pur¬ 
suers. The others drew off upon this, and sti fibred him to continue his 
retre at without forth enuolcstat ion into Khiiurcim; where he ultimately 
arrived in safety. 

From Khaurezm, at a subsequent period, Teymur Melek retired 
into Persian Irak, and ultimately into Syria ; where he continued until * 
these tire ad lit 1 calamities had exhausted their violence. Impelled hy 
the desire of revisiting the hind of ids birth, he then returned to the 
neighboring province of L'crghanuah ifrom whence, nr a. proper oppor¬ 
tunity he conveyed himself to Khojend. Ik re, he learnt on inquiry 
that, having accompanied the person of Bantu, the son of Jujy Khauji* 
in his progress through that country, his son had been put in posses¬ 
sion of his property. With this son he song lit, and obtained an inter¬ 
view ; at which he demanded whether, if fortune restored his long lost 
parent, he thought lie should recognize him. The sou replied, that 
at the period of their separation, he was hut ;m iufmrtajt the breast of 
ins uuom ; but, that there still existed in the place aa individual, in the

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A. II. ci" humble condition ofu slave,to whom his features might yet he Cum- 
a. i>. i^o- bar. T||[ S s ] a ve 'mis accordingly sent. for, and he without hesitation 
tiuhril> uj- acknowledged the identity of his former lord. The circumstance of 
6ejr * his re-appearance soon circulatingthrough Tftfhestamj,TeytnurJHt:lck» 
in the hope that he might he permitted to participate in the liberality 
of that magnanimous monarch , who had hy this time succeeded to the 
throne of Jcftgucii, conceived the design of proceeding immediately to 
the presence of Oiigtny K!ian. On his journey, it was his misfortune 
to meet with Kedfcann Oghlan, one of the numerous offshoots of the 
imperial family, by whom he was directed to lie immediately marine Led ; 
and who in that state proceeded to question him, its to the various con¬ 
flicts in which he had been engaged. The brave old chief had accord¬ 
ingly commenced the recital of 1 1 is exploits, when, accident, or his 
evil genius, ushered to the spot the very Moghul in whose eye he 
had lodged the headier arrow, on his retreat from Khojend ; and, as 
Af also proceeded to interrogate him on the same subject, with a 
freedom, or insolence, to which he was little disposed to submit, 
Teymur Melck was nottole restrained from reply mg with equal haugh- 
tiness and aspenty; which awakening the displeasure of Kedkauii 
Oghlau beyond all moderation, that prince discharged an arrow 
with such force through the body of the unfortunate Khaurczuiian 
that lie instantly breathed his last. The siege of Khojend, and the ad¬ 
venturous retreated' this gallant chieftain, have Imengiven more in detail 
by the elder De-la-croix, in his history of Genghczcan ; but we have 
conceit fid it su ilincnt to adhere to the above brief narrative, derived 
from the original sttterae n t of K tio u denfelr, the author of the work now 
before us. It remains to add, that having completed the reduction of 
Khojend, f.Lik Nnyati like the other generals, proceeded towards Sa¬ 
mar kand; in the neighborhood of which, Jeuguetz had been, now lor 
sometime, encamped with the main body ofhis armies. 

The city of Samarkand, which Jenguebs was at this period proceed in¬ 
to reduce, is said, by De 1 r C roix, according to the dete r min a tion of 
l high Beg, to lie in the fortieth degree of north iatjtiuie, in the anci¬ 
ent Sogdiiina f both the territory by which it is surrounded, equally 
celebrated tor its iertility and amenity, and the river which passes un¬ 
der its w alls on the north side, being known to this day , by the name 










of Soghd. During the winter, in which he fatally resolved on tin* Re¬ 
paration nod dispersionof bis force, S Altai! Mahocfnued had left, notwith¬ 
standing, for l he tie fence of this uohle eity, a hotly of one hum!red and 
ten thousand men ; out! the multitude of its population is moreover 
described to have Wen such an to surpass the powers of calculation. 
But, in order to enable them the more vigorously to resist the Ibrmi- 
d able attack with which they were menaced, the multitudinous garrison, 
assisted by the inhabitants , added to the ordinary defences of tile town 
by a line of breastworks, a nil in trench meats, if not an entire rampart, 
with which tliev surrounded it at different points ; and the ditch fceiri* 
made to commuitirate at the extremities with the river, it could of 
course be at all times filled with water. A consideration of these cir¬ 
cumstances is said to have Operated with Jengueiz, to employ himself 
and the princes Ins sons, in the previous reduction of Bokhara, and of 
the other cities of Transoxian«, mid Tfirkcstnun, But when his mi nd 
had been set at rest by the accomplishment of these minor undertake 
ings, he no longer delayed the exec tit ion of his design against Samarkand ; 
before which he appeared, in tremendous force, in the latter part of 
Zilliudje* of the six hundred aud seventeenth of the 1 lidjerah, fixing 
his head quarters in the Kouk.or Gougscrriii, the country palace in the 
neighborhood of that city, already mentioned; where he was successively 
joined by the princes and his other generals, on the termination of the 
services on which they had been severally employed, 
j laving enjoyed a short. mid i at moles ted repose of two days, Jcngtieiz 
was suddenly,and resolutely assailed in his quarters on the third, by 
the K haurezmitui gen ends; who succeeded in cutting to pieces a great 
number of the Moghul troops, and retired in triumph into the town, 
with a multitude of prisoners. Out, oil the fourth day, Jengiieiz at 
the head of his whole army, attacked the place on all sides, with such 
irresistible impetuosity, that the garrison no longer thought it safe to 
trust themselves without the gates. On the filth night, a difference 
of opinion arose among the besieged ; part evincing a disposition to ca¬ 
pitulate, while the other, faithful to its engagements with the king of 
Khaurezm, persevered in a determination to resist to the last extremity,

A * tl ie da wnirftheensuingday, however, the Kaui\% wit lithe Shaikh- 
ul-isslauiii, or patriarch of the believers, at the head of a party ol the 
nobles, came out of the town ; and being conducted to toe presence 
of Jenguciz, implored his mercy for themselves and fellow citizens. 
The Moghul monarch assured them, sis far as their own persons were 
concerned, of perfect safety from the effects of hfcimpeilcfcng vengeance, 
and permitted.them to return into the city; of which, without further 
security.they immediately threw open one olt he gates, called the gate 
of the Xouiauzg&h—place of prayer, or mosque. The besiegers in¬ 
stantly poured into the town; and having set apart the Kanzy and 
Shaikh-ul-isslftum* and fifty thousand of their friends and dependants* 
and driven ihe remaining population according to custom, to the plains 
without the gates, betook tliemteKes to the usual scenes of pillage and 
outrage. On the day following, they proceeded to attack the citadel ; 
of wbiHi the governor, Alep Khauu, perceiving no other prospect ofreln I* 
w*ith one thousand of the bravest of the garrison, with minds prepared 
for death, nobly cut his way through the ranks of the assailants ; and t 
uii the borders of Persian Irak, ultimately .joined his master, with the 
appalling intelligence of the lost state of Tmnsoxmno. Jetiguetz be¬ 
came master of the citadel, on the same day on which Alep Khaim 
succeeded in effecting his escape from it, Nearly thirty thousand 
of the Kbauuzmtan garrison with their officers, were put to the sword ; 
thirty thousand of the citizens, and manufacturers, or morel) allies, wens 
selected by the conqueror, and divided between his sons and relative*, 
for the purpose of conveying the arts of peace and luxury among the 
uncivilized tribes of Tartury ! and, taking from the most op o lent of the 
surviving iuhabiUnts, a contribution of two hundred thousand dimmrs, 
as a ransom for their lives*he appears to have been satisfied without 
exposing them to further molestation. 

VV idle he was preparing for the siege of Samarkand, intelligence was 
conveyed to Jengueb^that Siltaii Mahommcd, with a splendid escort, 
and a mind oppressed with alarm, whs flying thro ugh K horaksnun towards 
Irak A join ; in consequence of which .Tub bah, or Hubbub X dyan, So- 
Weydai Italian dcr, and Louk.telier, or fouquer, another Moghul? chief* 
with thirty thousand horse, or three toman ns, were immediately dis* 
patched in pursuit ot the fugitive monarch. Their instructions wert> 
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to prosecute their march with the utmost celerity, and without allow¬ 
ing iht-insL'Ivt'H the smallest respite, until the inveterate foe of their 
sovereign was in their hands ; in t Lie event, however, that they should 
find l tie id sclv eg overmatched by superior force, they wore to avail them* 
selves of some advantageous position, and to transmit an immediate 
reported' their danger. In conformity with these instructions, the throe 
Moghul captains drew off towards Khorassaun, and separately crossed 
the Amiiyah, or Ox us, about the cud of the latter Rebbeia of the six 
hundred and seventeenth of the Jlidjerah ■* the two former generals, 
with their divisions, proceeding towards Herat. Being met by an agent 
with assurances of submission from A mein Melek, the prince or gover¬ 
nor of that ci ty, these two appear to have passed on, wi thont molest i ng t he 
place; but Touktcbcr, the other commander, taking the same direct inn, 
and |coining before Herat, alter hi* collegues had left it, obstinately closed 
his ears against every thing that the prince could allege in proof of his 
recent accommodation, and immediately commenced hostilities for the 
reduction of the town. Being however killed by an arrow, this noble 
city escaped tor the present, the MoghO Is hastening on I he death of their 
leader, after .lubhali and Soweydai; whom they overtook in the neigh¬ 
borhood ofZawalti a city then of moderate size, said to lie in the thirty 
sixth degree of latitude, between J leral, and Neyshapur. The Moghul 
generals hud required from the inhabitants a supply of forage ami pro¬ 
visions, and had been peremptojily refused. But, as they were in haste 
to prosecute the object oft heir march, liny were defiling from the neigh¬ 
borhood, without resenting this hostile spirit on the.part ot the town; 
when the silly inhabitants proceeding front their walls to insult them, 
with expressions of obscene and abusive ribaldry, the indignation of 
the two chiefs was roused, and they determined to chastise the insult. 
They instantly countermarched, and invested the town; and having 
made tbeiiiselve masters of it in the course of three days, they mas¬ 
sacred the whole of the inhabitants; and, that a vestige might not 
remain to indicate that the spot had ever been the residence of a hu¬ 
man being, they broke up, and consumed to ashes every article that 
they could bud cither in, or belonging to this ill fated town, 
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a. It. It IB. After this severe exairtpfc of v«nge«MeV they proceeded toXeysha- 

A.P.lttl. pu f t plared by De la Croix in the same latitude with Tusse, that of 
IfabeitHu* ib jrt v seven north: the latter city being however considerably to the north 
cast. Neyshapii r appears for the present to have escaped the criK-tl ie* 
of these barbarians ; J uhbnh NtJ van there separating from his cnlb gne, 
and directing his march for Mazandcrau n by t lit route of .foweiii J white 
£oweydai took tliat of Ttisse. where, on his arrival, he made a dreadful 
slaughter of the in habitants. From thence he proceeded into Ruii- 

dtgun, which for the delight ho experienced in its beautiful rural 
SCenerv, its meads and meandering streams, he was induced to spare. 
Uut, for this temporary departure from the ordinary courseof desolation, 
he made himself ample mi lends by the atrocities in which lie indulged, 
soon afterwards, at Jenfishaun and Fsfruein, and latterly at Dftinttghatiu ; 
on the licentious and disorderly multitude of which towns, he inflicted 
the direst calamities. Having marked hfe course through Mai an- 
derail n witli the same desolating ravages, and left a part of his division 
to besiege otic of the castles of tliat country, in which the family of 
Sultan Muluunmt rl had taken refuge, Jnhball Nttyail dlew off to the 
left into the territory of Ita i, or Key, (the tinges of scripture) situated 
jit thirty five degrees thirty five mi mites of north latitude, four days 
Journey from Neysliapiir: being Joined shortly afterwards, in the same 
territory, by bis coltegue SowevdiYr. 

At this period, the unhappy city Was rent asunder by the inveterate 
animosities prevailing between the two sects of Shuffai and Haneiiah; 
who persecuted each other with mortal and mire tenting hostility. 
Hence* on the approach oft he Moghuls, the Sim Unites hastened to join 
them, uhtrirtgthe genet Ms to destroy oue half of their native city, because 
that hall was occupied by tile rival sect. The town was accordingly 
no sooner jn possession of the invaders, than the wretched Ilaii^ifltcs 
were immediately hutchcred without merry. The opposite sect wore 
not, however, aulfcred to enjoy their triumph For many days; for the 
two general's, not unjustly, reasoning tliat little faith was lobe neposed 
hi a description of men who could devote their fellow citizens to the 
slaughter, with such umpiring malignity, without much ceremony, 
dispatched them to the same bourne with their detested rivals. 

Howeul;ii now. proceeded north ward to Kiusvciir, situated’in thirty 
seven norm, between Rat and libber; Juhbah moving westward, itv 



the direction of Hamadaun, On his arrival at Komm, said to lie in 
thirty four degrees forty five minutes north, about midway between 
Kazvein and Isl'ahaun, the latter general, still at the wicked suggestion 
of rival sectaries, here described to be Sdttnifis, caused the whole po¬ 
pulation of the place to be put to the sword, t le consented, however, 
on his arrival in the neighborhood of Hamadaun, to some species of 
accommodation, with Mejid-iid-dein the son of AUa-ud-d ou lab, of the 
nice of Ally. Hut, directing his course towards Gorzroud, and Khor- 
reimtbad, he converted tin- former into a heap of smoking ruins, and 
the Sutter, from the mansion of delight, into the abode of melancholy 
nnd woe; enclosing the inhabitants of Ntbawend on the other side in 
the very webof pain and wretchedness,andexhilming m every country 
which he found abandoned by its legitimate protectors, and ibis he dis¬ 
covered at almost every step, the same dreadful lessons of slaughter 
and desolation. At Kazvein, Soweydui, on his part, was sufficiently 
active in extending the sweep of extermination ; having put to the 
sword not much less than fifty thousand of the unresisting inhabitants. 
After which, these two wandering and unrestrained hyaenas again re¬ 
united, to pass the winter of the six hundred and eighteenth of the 
Hidjeralt, on the boundaries of Uid, 

Early in the spring, they proceeded in concertlo invade the province 
of A zerbayjaun - exhibiting the ordinary set ne« of pillage and massacre, 
at Zenjaun, Ardcbeil, and Sorout ; and from this latter place they has¬ 
tened in full career to Tcbreix, the destruction of which wag, however, 
for i ho present averted by a magnificent ransom forwarded to the Moghul 
generals by Atabek Ouzhek the governor; who conceived ft prudent, 
perhaps on any terms, to purchase their forbearance. Part of the fol¬ 
lowing winter, that of six hundred and nineteen,* they passed in can¬ 
tonments, or quarters, at Moghan, on the hanks of the Is tirr and Oras. 
but, before the season was expired, they crossed into Gfirgcstauu, or 
Georgia, where they committed deplorable havoc among the natives. 
In the course of the same year, they signalized their barbarous rage at 
Mcraiighu, llamdan, and Khoui, Selrmuss, N ikh ichunini, Hevlekauo, 
and Shamunkhy, all jo the neighborhood ol the rivers just alluded to-; 
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extending their inroads at the same time, as fur as they had an oppor¬ 
tunity* into the territory ol Sliirvaim. 

The Moghul captains began at last to direct their views to the plan, 
whiHi they had probably long since had in contemplation, of pene¬ 
trating to their native country, through the Shiivaniun Derbmid. TSe- 
iiig, however, entire strangers to the road they proceeded to remove 
the difficulty by the following expedient An intelligent agent was 
dispatched on their pari to the princeof Sliirvaim, who had shut himself 
up in one of the impregnable strong-holds of the country, to assure him 
ilmt they harboured no designs hostile to his government; arid to pro¬ 
pose that he should send to ibeircajnp some respectable person, with 
v hpm they might come to an explanation of the past, and to a solemn 
engagement tor the future. Rejoicing at a proposd, apparently so 
ninth-rate and pacific, the princeof Sbirvaun immediately deputed ten 
of his principal officers, to confer with the Moghuls, The moment 
they reached the camp of the invaders, the head of one of tiie deputies 
was struck off, mid the remainder apprized, that if they honestly pointed 
out the road which led through the pass of Derbtthd, their lives would 
bo safe; otherwise, the fate of their associate inevitably awaited them, 
intimidated by the prospect of immfajiale destruction, the men con¬ 
sented to become the guides of their betrayers ; whom they Conducted 
according 1V, without further obstacle, to Drrbund. Here aguin, tbe 
Moghuls having glutted them selves with blood and spoil, passed on¬ 
wards on their inarch into Tuikestnun ; leaving on their way, among 
the Alans, and in the territory of Onils (of the Russians) the same fear¬ 
ful memorials that ha dm ark edt lie ir progress through Khorassann and 
Irak. They had probably by this time crossed the Volga, or Attel, and 
they availed themselves of the opportunity to transmit to Jengueiz, 
who was now returned to his hereditary dominions, a narrative of 
their proceedings, Th ; s hns carried us far beyond the regular course 
of the history ; and we shall now pause to remark in the words of our 
original, that from the above rapid detail, may be formed some estimate 
of the terror impressed by the irresistible might, and impetuosity of 
the Moghul armies; say rather, of the height to which the wrath of 
an avenging God had been excited against the nations of that period 
of time; for, to the wrath of God alone could it be ascribed, that of nearly 
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one hundred potentates of no ignoble rank, who then governed in the 
fertile and populous regions ofKhorassnun and Irik, with soldiers un¬ 
numbered under their authority, and resources inexhaustible at will, 
not one was inspired to make as much as a single effort, to combat 
nnrl oppose the ferocious herd of barbarians, who thus desolated with 
impunity, ami covered with blood and massacre, a land which, in beau- 
tv and improvement might, at least, he justly said to rival the hoasted 
productions of Chinese painting, if it did not excite the envy of heaven 
itself. 

When he had allowed himself a repose of some days, after the capture 
of Samarkand, Jengueiz detached his three eldest sons, Jujy, Tchegh- 
alny t and Ougtay, to reduce the province of Khaurezm, Jurjautiiah, 
bv the Tartars called Ourgunje, was the noblest ot its cities.and, at the 
period under consideration, the metropolis of the Khaurczmian mon¬ 
archy. According to De-la-Croix, on the authority of Abu I Feda, it 
lav in the forty-second degree of north latitude, on the western side of 
the Ox us, and about six short days journey from the Caspian: and tt 
was, according to our author, the assemblage of every thing that is 
i xeellent, w bother in arts or arms, to a degree, beyond which it would 
he impossible for the imagination to form an idea. At the tremendous 
«risis, which was now approaching, the government of this superb city 
hud devolved to khcmarnkeiri, a near relative of the mother of Sultan 
Mafaommed; and the defence might have been expected to be in pro¬ 
portion to the vast, and important interests consigned to his cbnrge. 

With an army, which tike ihe awful visitations of heaven, is said to 
haw far surpassed the ordinary measure of human calculation, the three 
imperial princes, in conformity with their father’s instructions, entered 
KfiaUKttta. 'I'lie advanced, or light*troops, appeared in sight of the 
capital: and they were proceeding to drive away the cattle from under 
the very walls, when the Khan ream Ians, deceived by the apparent iu- 
sizniftcance o| their numbers, issued from the gates both horse and

foot in formidable strength, and impetuously assailed the Moghuls. 
The Litter, in order t“ lead them the more effectually into the snare, 
retired w ith all the uppt n ranees ofahirm and disomy; occasionally, how¬ 
ever, makiugftPtandsgmiiBt t heir unsus] ■ ec ling pursuers, until they drew 
them to the Baugh-e-khorrem ; a pleasure garden about a faming, ot 
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A. fj, run. league, from the suburbs- where the main body of the advanced guard 
a, p, igat. of their enemies, lay s u am b use ado for their reception. The khaur- 
ifubeifMi*- ezmians ware from every quarter immediately attacked with equal 
*^ r * fury and impetuosity They tied in their turn, and were pursued with 
dreadful slaughter into their very gates; the Moghuls entering pell- 
mell with the fugitives into the streets of the to wit, without abandon¬ 
ing the pursuit until they reached the quarter called the Tunnowcrah, 
or quarter of the bakers;* when, the sun then setting, they conceived 
it prudent to withdraw to their main body ; the loss of the Klumre/.- 
mians, from sunrise to sunset on this fatal day, being estimated not far 
short of one ii unci red thousand men. 

Two days subsequent to this event, the city was formally invested, 
©n every side, by the whole of the Moghul army ; hut, before they 
commenced the operations of the siege, the three princes invited this, 
and the neighboring towns of lilinurezm, to submit peaceably to the 
authority of Jengucix. Such proposals were, however, not destined 
to produce the slightest effect; those tu whom they were addressed, 
proceeding by every method w hich they could devise, or put in prac¬ 
tice, to harass and annoy their besiegers; who, on their part, employed 
their utmost activity and exertions, to counteract and rope! the efforts 
of the besieged. Hostilities had thus continued with mutual destine* 
t ion, and the siege been protracted for a period of considerable duration: 
to the great injury ot the city, which had been hi m my quarters ei¬ 
ther consumed or laid in ruins,.by the stones, and pots of burning 
naphtha, discharged by the Moghuls from their warlike nncliiirai, 
when the design was conceived of cutting off, qr diverting to another 
quarter, the branch, or canal of the Oxtts, which supplied the town 
with water. 1 hree thousand men were accordingly set at work to 
execute the design, when it was discovered by the khauTczinians, who 
hastened without delay, and in great force to attack the workmen i 

the whole of whom, after some resistance, they succeeded in cutting 
to pieces.

IsiU and a serious misunderstanding, about tile same lime, arising 
between the princes Jfijy and Tchogiirttay, a period of five months was 
consumed, before the Moghuls had made any material advancement 
towards the reduction of the place. This want of harmony among 
the brothers was no sooner made known to Jengueis , than he t rails* 
milled instructions that the command of the siege should be imme¬ 
diately transferred to Ougtay; and that llie two cider brothers, with 
the whole of their subordinate generals, should submit without reserve 
to the authority of that prince. The attention of Ougtay was first 
directed to bring about u reconciliation between his brothers; and 
that point accomplished, and discipline and order restored, which bad 
iMicn recently weakened by a clashing of interests and authority, lie 
hastened by a steady and well concerted plan of operations, to urge his 
arduous undertaking to a conclusion. A most sanguinary and des¬ 
tructive contest immediately ensued : and the Moghuls gradually 
working a passage through the fortifications, and successi vely beating 
1 lie khaurezojiiuis from house to house, and from street to street, found 
themselves at last, after a most memorable and gallant resistance, in 
entire possession of the ruins of this great metropolis. 1 lie surviving 
inhabitants were then driven like cuttle, according to custom, to the 
plain without l he walls; about one hundred thousand of the median- 
ics and manufacturers were set apart, and the younger men, women, 
and children,condemned to shivery ; after which, the remainder ot the 
garrison and inhabitants were consigned, in lots of four and twenty 
each, to the soldiers of the Moghul army, for slaughter ; and it is said 
that the victims thus sacrificed in cold blood to the demon of ven¬ 
geance* exceeded a hundred thousand human beings. In the h,lio- 
lanssut-ul-akhbaur it is positively slated, that the number of the sol¬ 
diers employed in this horrible butchery was one hundred thousand t 
and that of the slaughtered, two million tour hundred thousand, which 
surpasses all belief. The capture ofOurguoje took place some lime 
in the six hundred and eighteenth of the ilidjerah, and is described 
with ample detail, iu De lu Croix s history. 

Those, continues our author, who have undertaken to be the narra¬ 
tors of these tristful and sanguinary events, proceed to describe, that 
after he had detached his sons to the conquest of Khaurez m, Jcnguez 
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passed tiie spring of the year (61S) on the confines of the territory, if 
not in the vicinity, of Samarkand; having it in his contemplation to [io&- 
SCS 9 himself of, ami to demolish, the fortress of Termed, at the passage 
of the Jeyhftn, in the thirty-seventh degree of latitude. He removed 
his camp, however, to pass the summer at Nakhsheb, and there con, 
tinned until shout the autumnal quarter; when he finally drew his^ 
armies towards Termed. Confiding to the strength of their works, 
hut more particularly to the waters of the Oxus, by which they were 
surrounded, the inhabitants of this place had determined on an obsti¬ 
nate defence i and accordingly when the Moghuls approached within 
range of their missiles, they found themselves assailed by voll iesol stones, 
darts, and every species of an nova nee. Every effort ol superior force, 
skill and activity, became therefore necessary to hasten their subju* 
gat ion. In the short space often days, the town was reduced to a heap 
of ruins, its towering ramparts overthrown intp the stream of the 
Jevhfln, and every individual of the inhabitants, without distinct ion of 
Qf age, put to the sword. On this occasion it isstiid, that 
the MoghW soldiers being about to put one of their female prisoners 
to death, she assured them, that ifthey spared her life site would put 
them in possession of a pearl of inestimable value; and unhappily ac¬ 
knowledging that she had swallowed the jewel, these monsters in hu¬ 
man shape iinmediately ripped up her belly. 1 he example was in¬ 
stantly followed throughout the town; every inhabitant living, or dead, 
being cut up and mutilated in the same manner, in the expectation of 
finding some similar deposit. After this important capture, which 
secured him the passage of the Oxus, Jengueiz withdrew his army to 
the territory of Languert and Scmaunoh, where he passed the winter 
of six hundred and nineteen ; while a division of his troops was em¬ 
ployed in Badukhfthauo to compel the submission of that country, or 
to cover it with desolation incase of resistance. 

In the Spring of the year, Jengudz proceeded by tlie passage ol'Ter- 
mc-d, across the Jeyhun,directing his march for Bid kb; which,accord¬ 
ing to De la (’raix on the authority of AbolfcUa, lies in thirty six de¬ 
crees fort v one minutes north, in a most fertile plain four leaguc^dis- 
tant from the mountains, and eight only from the celebrated river just 
mentioned; being watered by the Dehafc.a tributary stream which dis- 



charges itself into that river, at the distance of about twelve leagues. 
Hence, it is sometimes said to be situated on u branch of the Jeyhtm, 
or Ox us. At this eventful period of its history, it is described to 
have been of such extent, as to contain, either within the body of the 
town, or the contiguous villages, not less than twelve hundred Ma- 
hommedan places of worship, and the same number of public baths, 
for the accommodation and recreation of the inhabitants ; and it was 
at the same time the abode of fifty thousand Scyuds and Shaikhs, pro¬ 
fessors of the law, and ministers of religion. As soon as they were 
assured of the approach of Jengueiz, the magistrates and principal in¬ 
habitants, bearing the most costly and magnificent presents, hastened 
to meet him; but, Stiltnn Jullaul-ud-dein having about lids crisis, at 
Gheenein, assembled a respectable force, with which he seemed pre¬ 
paring for some important object of hostility, hoth their presents, and 
their early oilers of submission in behalf of their trembling fellow ci¬ 
tizens, aval left them nothing. The whole population of the town, and 
district, were drowned in their own blood, by the fury of the inexora¬ 
ble Moghuls.—“The noble city,” said one of the poets, “ he laid as 
“ smooth ns the palm of.hjs hand—its spacious and lofty structures lie 
“ levelled in the dust," 

Having completed the destruction of IJidkh, the tabernacle of the 
true faith (Kehtah-ut-issl&m) as it is sometimes denominated by the 
orientals, Jengueiz, alter detaching Ilia youngest son Tilly Khaim, to 
extend the circle of desolation and havoc through the noble province of 
Khorassailn, proceeded to fonu the siege of Tan tekan ; in thirty seven 
degrees twenty five minutes north, between 1541 kh and about 

seven days journey from the former citv, and from its situation on 
the precipitous mountain of Nukrakoh, the silver mountain,esteemed 
one of the strongest places in Asia. Here, he experienced from the 
garrison, the most formidable resistance; neither could he accomplish 
the reduction of it, until the expiration of the seventh month of the 
siege; after he bad been rejoined hv Tiily Khaun from his tour of deso¬ 
lation, and by the other divisions of Juis army which he recalled to his aid. 
The fortress was however ultimately carried by assault; and, as might 
have been expected, every individual it contained put to the sword. 
Thq Moghul monarch was now on Ins march towards Gbezuem, to 
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check the deigns of Jillaial ud-demiwhich »PP«r to have green It'® 

considerable uneasiness i hot hie pragress was egcm suspended by the 
unexpected and obstinate re.Ut.nce of the strong fortress ol Hernia ,, 
situated on amo.mtetn, n, the foot of which issald to ton OOCO the 
branches ofthc Oxus; in thirty font degrees five minutes north, « >o.u 
ten days iourneyfhtm Bfflth, and eight from Gheznem. 1 his place, 
utter amest determined and sanguinary defence, was however also in 

the end, carried by storm , and every living creature both ,nan and 

beast, puttodeath. in order to gratify the vengeance ofthe Wife ol Ou„- 
tav one of whose sons had fallen during the siege. 

" Jenglieiz now prosecnled his march, without further obstacle to 
Ghezneio, and from thence to the hanks of the Indus ;* «here he de- 
feateil Julbut-ud*detn, in the manner formerly notsced in the abridge- 
metU of the Khaurezmitm history. Bafesfighfin* or rather Balu Nfiyttn, 
one of hissjcneralsy wi th iwotomaufts, was afterwards detached across the 
Indus; and that (earful instrument of his vengeance, having carried 
plunder, slaughter, and desolation, to the gates of- MM Loan am I Lahou r, 
returned at the proper period to rejoin his sovereign. 

At the ipariod already adverted to, when he had reused from the 
work of destruction and massacre at Ridkh, it will be recollected that 
Ttily Khaun was detached by his father to invade K boras savin. The 
prince led with him, on this occasion, a division of eighty thousand 
horse, here expressly stated to be just one tenth part of tbo army of 
dengueiz ; the total of which must therefore have amounted to eight 
hundred thousand fighting men. Thus formidably accompanied, Tti iy 
first presented himself under the walls of Meiil -aha bjabawi, in thirty 
seveu degrees forty minutes north; five leagues below, or to the north¬ 
ward. ofthe city of the same name on the same river, and equally 
distant, that is twelve days journey, from each ofthe four celebrated 
cities of Neyshapur, Herat, Bolkh, and Bokhara. 

The city ofMcrfi was at this time governed by Shurf-ud-deilt Mft- 
zoffnr, ocassonaily entitled Mtjeir-uUmulk ; one of the most distin¬ 
guished members of the court of Sultan Mahommed the Khaurezmian* 
with a numerous garrison of veteran so Idlers, and with abundant means

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ofdcfeTrte «nd*\i^ifitaoce. Thus prepared, the moment ttfo Moghul a, U. rnn-ao, 
prince displayed his numerous legions before (he town, Mejeir-uU A * r> ~ X _Z 
miilk , at the head of h is garrison, resolutely'sallied out, and attacked 
the invaders; of whom, in the course of less than half an hour accord* 
jn^ to some writers, he cut to pieces to the number of a thousand men. 

Not less surprised, than exasperated at an instance of daring intrepi¬ 
dity, to which he had not recently been accustomed, Tilly prepared 
to retaliate with equal fury, and more fatal effect. He pul himselfat 
the head of some of his bravest troops ; and assailing the garrison in 
the midst of their imagined triumph, instantly drove them Hack with 
equal slaughter and celerity into the gates of the town. 

According to other authorities, the son of Jengwci/, having lain be¬ 
fore Mrrii in a state of inactivity for six days, on the seventh directed 
a general attack upon the gate of the Shell reclaim, or exterior wait 
ot the city; from which a small body of the garrison had the audacity 
to sally out upon the nasalUmts. They were, however, repulsed at the 
first ousel : their adversaries continuing to press upon their defences 
until night-fall,and then resting upon their arms without drawing hack, 
until day light should enable them to renew their attack. On the 
eighth day, Mejelr-ul-muft conceiving, however, that resistance was 
no longer availing, adi iptod thesndden rcso) utionofsubmitting : and d is- 
patched jumruiiul-ud-deiii, one of the most discreet and virtuous ot 
the inhabitants, to implore the mercy of the besieger, fie received, in 
reply, every assuranceol safety and indemnity, and having provided. in 
specie and valuables, a most snperil and costly present* repaired with¬ 
out further delay to the pavilion of of tho Moghul prince. lie had 
scarcely entered, vVhen he was called upon to furnish without reserve* 
mid on the spot, a list of the most opulent of the inhabitant?; and hair* 
ing accordingly wrote down thi> names of two hundred, rive commissi¬ 
oners of the spoil proceeded into llic town, to exact their property frotrt 
the individuals thus distinguished for plunder. The Moghul troops- 
VI ere then employed Ibr four days successively, ill expelling the wretched 
inhabitants from the city ; and when that wus accomplished, and about 
four hundred artificers, and u few boys, and girls, hail been sotmpart 
for other purposes, the residue, both male and formic, old and young, 
were distributed in lofeofthreo and four hundred each, to the merciless 
soldiery ; by whom, it i* Incredible to relate,, they were all butchered

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. „ Bl{lS0 W itt, unpitvmtr, and unrelenting cruelty. On this occasion we are 
a! D.'ii W furltic , apprised, that a certain SeyudElz-ud-dem, a name el k M, 
wa. employed, with aeycral aaeietanu, (or the apace ol th.rfcn days, 
from morning till night, to take an account ol llieahm. at. lorn, « 
that, of those who helottged to the body of the city alone, eschnuvco 
the adjoining villages, the numberof those who penshed, amount, d 
to athousand thousand, and three bund red thousand, and® traction. 

lUvinjr satiated their thirst for-blood in the master eo the i»fad»- 
unte g the Uq|hU> proceeded to demolish the buildings of Mem s and 
u-hen that was effected, Tuly Kbaua consigned the government ol the 
melancholy ruins, with authority to preside over such as might yet 
venture to appear in my quarter, to a certain Zeia-ud-dem Ally, who 
had been excepted from the general slaughter of bis countrymen, fniu 
a consideration of his secluded habits, and retirement from the world : a 
M< *1, ul oft liciuinieofBarroauss being however nominated to superintend 
the revenue of lire depopulated waste. Tuly then took his departure „ 
forKeyshapur; and the remnant who bad escaped the carnage godual ly 
issuimf from the ravines, and caverns in the earth, into which they 
had conveyed themselves, had restored to the town a considerable 
population ; when a band of the savage barbarians, who had by some 
means or other remained in the rear of the Moghul army, unexpectedly 
entered the place; and, determined not to forego their share ol human 
butchery, required that every inhabitant should repair to the„ plain 
without the city, with each as much grain as he could carry in the skirL 
of his vest, for the supply of the detachment. By this cruel device, a 
further proportion of the inhabitants was deemed to perish by the swords 
of these atrocious exterminators. A little afterwards, an officer of the 
name of Yauness, who had separated from the division ofJubbah N uy- 
an. and who appears to have retained some vestige of the feelings of 
humanity, arrived among the ruins of Meruj and exerted himsell in 

some degree, to heal the wounds, which were yet bleeding from the 
barbarity of bis countrymen. In the mean time, Zcia-ud-deiti had been 
drawn towards Serkhess, by the disturbances which had been excited 
in that quarter, under Pehlewaua Abti Bukker Diwaunah ; and Bar- 
tuauss had also quitted the town, on his way to Bokhara; when, unhap- 
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pity ascribing the departure of the two chiefs, to some intelligence of a. B. ws*. 
the approach- of Julhul-iKUdein the Khsmreamion, which had com- ' 

polled them to abandon the place* a few infatuated miscreants from 
among the inhabitants* without further deliberation, struck up their 
kettle drums, and displayed the standard of revolt, Lhmnmiss, who 
was still in- tho neighborhood, though ujson this lie forbore to re-enter 
the town, vet failed not, boiorc he proceeded oil liis journey, to tut 
to pieces every living being whom be toil ml wit I tout the gates. 

The city was soon afterwards taken possession ol by Koushkein, with 
a party of the adherents of the Khaurczmian Sfiltans; and be also 
thought fit to exhibit an example of vengeance, however feeble, by 
putting to death the wretched Zeia-ud-dfiD, who bad recently returned 
from the expedition to ScrkhesSi liiit,intelligCticeol those transactions 
being soon conveyed to Jcngueiz, two Moghul commanders with fii r o 
thousand meu proceeded trcuu Nukhsheb, by order ol that monarch, 
to complete the extirpation ol the devoted Meruziaus. By those* the 
to',vn was earned on the first onset, and not much b'>s than one luui- 
dred thousand of the inhabitants added to the list ol (unuer massacres; 
smeh a population having in this short period re-assembled among the 
ruins. The slaughter over, these commanders passed on to some other 
<juafter; leaving one of their companions, Ot the name ot Aukinelck* 
properly attended, to dispatch tho unhappy few, whom hunger or want 
might compel to creep from their hiding places. This barbarian, after 
exhausting every device to complete the destruction'ot tho devoted 
inhabitants, as a last expedient, directed one of his followers to give 
the summons to prayer. Deceived by the unexpected call, the me¬ 
lancholy remnant which had shrunk from tho dreadful spectacles 
that surrounded, into the caverns and sewers beneath the-city, once 
more ventured to raise their beads ; and were in an instant doomed to 
share the hue of their slaughtered fellow citizens. In short, the des¬ 
truction wassonearlv complete,thatofthe vast populationol tii is ancient 
mid magnificent city, not more than four hundred individuals, ot every 
class and description, were left alive,. 

It appears, that at the period when Inly Kb aim was about to proceed 
towards Merit, Toghatchaur Curekart, who is by some considered us 
a younger brother of Karate b a ur NAyai), had been dispatched by Jeit-

- " r ‘ nobles of the court of Sultan Muhommeri the KhauTezmian, and most 
eminent among the natives of Rhorassatm, presided in the town ; ami 
wore hot it equally impelled by their confidence in a numerous and 
resolute garrison, ami in the resources of every kind with which the 
place was abundantly supplied, to defend it to the hist extremity. 
Thus animated, in spite of tin* previous appalling examples, they 
proceeded to plant,and arrange the various warlike machines on the 
towers and ramparts, in order to repel the assaults of the enemy. Of 
this an opportunity was not long wanting, Toghatchaur laid siege to 
thecitv ; but being killed by an arrow on the third day of the attack, the 
Moghul troops abandoned the undertaking, immediately on the death 
of their general; and separating into two distinct divisions, the one 
directed their course for Subbit a want, where they massive rdd seventy 
thousand of tiie Mussulman inhabitants, and the other lor lusso, which 
became the scene of similar enormities. 

'Fitly Khann being, however, at h isure from the desolation of Merfi, 
was no sooner apprized of the death of Tog hatch:* nr, than he determined 
on employing the force at his disposal in the reduction of Neyshapftr; 
and he iuimediately commenced his march in that direction, detaching 
a division otitis army on before, in change of the catapult® and imple¬ 
ments of siege, w hile he followed with the main body ; every indivi¬ 
dual of which, because the country in the vicinity of Xeyshapur was 
composed of solid rock, he directed for several stages, to carry with 
him a quantity of stbnos, for the supply of (lie warlike machititfs. 
Hence, whOniheMogMils in taking up (heir stations before the walls, 
deposited their burdens in enormous piles, in the view of the inhabi¬ 
tants, Mejeir-ul-mulk and Iris garrison, were not at a loss to discover 
that they were now to contend with a more formidable description of 
men, than those whom they had recently repulsed, and, that they were 
Hot like h to gei riuol them so speedily. The contemplation, of such 
a Spectacle seems, at the same time, at once to have dissipated the 
gen- roiis f'solutioi- of r s^Miicc; mice it was immediately determined 
under Uni, impress ion ofterror produced by it, to dispatch theKauzy 
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of the province, to lUc jvrr'sciicc of Tuty Kliatihi. in. ortlrr intfTCWk 
for mercy in behalf of the unhappy Neysltapiif ifafls. The Moghul 
prince was, however, inexorably deal to tlie5rsuppliciitions,dct;ihitf‘^ 
theIvauzy a prisoner in his camp. On Wednesday the t well ih oi Siff- 
fur, (A. H. til8)* in the morning hostilities commenced on both sides, 
with equal fury and uoimosily, and con tin ties! without in forintssi- ’it 
until the Friday following. Towards the close o! that day, the be¬ 
siegers had succeeded in Filling the ditch in several places; atid,com¬ 
pleting their passage across to the Khaukreiz, or iausse bray, iront 
thence eOceted a breach in the principal rampart. On Saturday 
night, the Walls swarmed with the enemy ; and the next day, pouring 
with united force, into the devoted city, the MoghfiJs proceeded to the 
usual work of pillage and blood. The garrison continued to defend 
themselves to the last, from the porticos and principal buildings. 
Mejeif-uKmOilk the governor, when resistance appeared to be no longer 
availing, attempted to conceal himscll, either in the gallery ot a mine, 
or in some excavation of the earth s but, being soon discovered aiul 
dragged to light, and making use of harsh and intemperate language 
to liis captors, he was dispatched by the most cruel and painful death 
that the spirit of vengeance could devise. 

Resistance being at an end, and the -MnfehOls entire masters of the city, 
tin- iiilud.iitaiit-1, both male and ii-in ah'. weredrivou according to custom to 
the plain without the will*; nod there, with the except ion of about tbrty 
mechanics, and most ingenious mamifiwtinvrs, who were exempted 
from the slaughter, perished tlm whole of thorn by indiscriminate but¬ 
chery. The daughter of Jengttviz* and widow ot Foghatcltaiur (lienee 
the title of Crtiretail,son in Jaw,) then entered the town ; and to avenge 
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the death of her husband, left not the vestige ol a living creature in 


the place. It was now laid under water for seven days; and the tbiiii- 
d at ions of every building thus sapped, the whole city was finally le¬ 
velled w i t 1l the earth, si ini the si to sown with barley. A w ork entitled tin: 
the history of KliOittSBOtltt, is here cited to inform ns, that it occupied 
twelve, da vs to number the bodies of those who perished at Neyshi- 
pur; and it k affirmed, that exclusive of women and children, they 
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A-TK moan. amounted 10 the horrible total of one million seven hundred and Forty 
A. n. i-iii.'i-y Sl . vl! n thousand. Tuly Khaun now returned to carry bis designs against 
11 nbrib H9- Heraut into execution, leaving a detachment of his troops to destroy 
* jr ‘ the wretched remnant, that might yet have escaped the frightful mas- 
sacre just recorded. And, should the number of those, who, on this 
end other occasions, fell a sacrifice to the indiscriminate vengeance of 
the Moghuls, appeartosurpass the boiltidsofcvertibiHty, wo have unfor¬ 
tunately to add, what is but too probable, that the whole population 
of the surrounding country might have croudcd within the wnlh of 
the principal cities, for protection against the exterminating fury ot 
their invaders ; and thus si rved to accumulate an hundred-fold the sad 
list of victims immolated by the sword of the destroyer. 

Having acquitted himself as above, in the entire desolation of Ncy- 
shapur, Tiily disclosed the design of proceeding next against the c. le- 
brated metropolis of Herat; the supposed Aria of the (Grecian bis tori- 
ima, situated in thirty lour degrees thirty minutes north,'* ami two 
leagues from a mountain sriil distinguished as the resort of MagiftA 
superstition, 1 n the requisite series of marches he arrived accordingly, 
an ! pitched his camp among the delicious lawns, and groves of Mes- 
hcrtii . From thence he dispatched an agent, of the name of ZeuMr, to 
the magistrates of this splendid city, to require that the governor, the 
Knuzy, the khateib, or public orator, and all the most distinguished 
inhabitants should repair to meet Lis standard ; “ in order iluit under 
" ihe shadow of his protection, w ho was the most powerful of earthly 
- imuuindis, they in iv lit screen themselves from the cltccts of that awful 
4i visitation which had swept oft?so many myriads of their unhappy It I- 
“ low 1 subjects," Meli k Shimis-ud-deiu the Jlirjiuiian* witlm gairisott 
not farflhort cl one hundred thousand strong, had by this time assumed the 
government of the place, on the part of Sultan Julhul -ud-dein ; and 
receiving the message with a hurst nf indignation, proceeded, with a 
violence equally unwarrantable and unavailing, to put the agent to 
death : proclaim tog aloud, that he trusted the suit would never rise on 
that day, on which he should bo compelled to submit to the impious 
and detested barbarians, 

* b it bin jiiniLee Lu crnuck, Uui the dluitlkm vf Jjfwt* u, llmmgbuut, taU«i from Dc

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When the report of this frantic and useless piece of barbarity, was 
circulated in the camp of the Moghuls, it produced an universal buzE 
of rage and resentment; and they obeyed, with the eagerness of blood 
hounds, the commands of their general to surround the city. M£lek 
ShunufUd-dein stood most gallantly to his defence; and,for the space 
of seven days, and to their heavy and mu tun I loss, I he most extraordi¬ 
nary proofs of intrepidity were exhibited on both sides ; no Jess than 
seventeen hundred JMogbtiIs of distinguished rank falling in the early 
days of t he siege- But, on the eighth day, exposing birnsetFat the head 
of his troops with more than his usualforwardness to repel the attacks 
of the besiegers, Shums-ud-dciu was transfixed by tin arrow, and ex¬ 
pired ill the heat of the conflict. This fatal misfortune was succeeded 
by one still more fatal, in the dissensions which immediately broke oul- 
in the city; the adhcmitsof J iiJlunUmbdeim and the i mined i ate depen¬ 
dants of the Jurjanian declaring their resolution not to cease from hos¬ 
tilities while a spark of Li la continued to animate their bodies, and the 
Katizies, the lawyers, and others the most distinguished and opulent 
inhabitants, evincing on their part, a disposition to capitulate. 

The salu brity and mildness of the climate, the beauty of the gardens 
and surrounding scenery, and the delightful fragrance shed on every side 
by the multiplied variety of odoriferous shrubs and (lowers, had, in the 
mean time, softened even the austere and rigid nature oi the son of Jen- 
gueiz ; and he conceived a repugnance to involve this superb, and fa¬ 
vorite city, in the destruction which hud visited the rest of Khorassauii- 
Ou that day, therefore, on which he discovered in the inhabitants a 
disposition to treat, he approached, with two hundred horse, to the 
edge of the ditch, near the gate oi l-Vyrouzabud ; and taking off his hel¬ 
met. announced aloud to the people on the works, that the person who 
spoke to them was Tuly Rhaun, the son or the king of kings ; that if 
they were w illing to accept of terms by which they might secure their 
lives, tiny would immediately cease from hostilities, and submit to his 
authority :■ and that, on engaging to be responsible to his agent*, for the 
payment of one half only of the revenues which they had furnished to 
the oilicTcra of the. king of Khaurezm, he would be their pledge for 
the clemency and generosity of his august parent. He confirmed the 
promises by the most solemn oaths, adding, that if they throw open their 
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gales wiibout further resistance, they should experience from him, m 
every respect, the most just and benevolent treatment. Alter witness¬ 
ing from the lips of the prince himself, a language so singularly moderate 
and unexpected, the ekisens immediately ceased hostilities, and aban¬ 
doned all idea of furl her resistance ; and,among the first who presented 
themselves before the Moghul, with assurances of submission, was the 
provost of the weavers, at the head of one hundred ol the trade, each 
bearing nine pieces of manufacture of the roost beautiful lahric, ami 
costly materials. After which, the principal inhabitants in their several 
classes, also came out of the town; and wore treated with a condescen¬ 
sion and humanity, perhaps beyond their hopes. The mercy of Tilly 
Khaun was however withheld from twelve thousand of those more 
immediately attached to the service of the prince of Khauream* 
whom he caused to be put to death ; this ended* the inhabitants were 
exposed to no further molestation. The government of the city was 
conferred upon Melck Abd ttukker, a Moghul officer oft he name of Men* 
gatay being appointed imperial commissioner; nil which being satis¬ 
factorily arranged, the prince do longer* delayed to join liitf father, who 
was still engaged in the arduous siege of Tank kau, of which we have 
already spoken. 

The reader of these pages, if Imply they should ever fail into the per¬ 
usal of any, may here perhaps congratulate himselt on the exemption 
ni' this admired and splendid city, from the cruel desolation which had 
laid its neighbours in the dust, AUis-1 his horrors will experience but 
a short suspension. It was destined that Iierat slut it 11 share the fate 
nf it's sister cities to the almost circumstance—should swallow the 
bluer draught- of affliction to the very dregs, 

Mi-lc.k Atm Bukker, and his collcgue ftlengatnv, had exerted them¬ 
selves with considerable zeal in promoting t!ic welfare and repose of 
the iH'oplc entrusted to their care; and the inhabitants had engaged 
with extraordinary conluleuco in re-edify jug the buildings which hath 
been injured, during the lute siege, and in resuming tire culture of 
their lands : but-a circumstance was about to occur, which drew upon 
them in its direst horrors, the common lot of Khores&uto. On thi* head 
the author has presented us with two relations, in some points materi¬ 
ally tfiffergnt from each other. The first* and that- to wlkc U the uutlioc 







oftfieTeymurian ZulTuTtraiTiahMsgiven the preference, istbe following, 
Mdlt-k Abu IJukker, and Mcngntay had continued £o exercise their au¬ 
thority but for a few days, or for some comparatively short period, when 
ru mours of u ne x p ee i ed v i c tori es. ga i n ed by Sultan J u 1 lu 11 1 - vui-d ei n t he 
Kliaureztriian, obtained circulation in Kliorassaun. Hence, it was 
rashly concluded by men of narrow comprehensions, that no longer 
aide to contend in the field of battle with hi* enterprising antagonist, 
Jcngneiz won hi withdraw into the Tartarian solitudes, with the same 
expedition and rapidity as lie had emerged from them. Tn consequence 
of such rash and absurd misconceptions, the Moghul governors and 
agents in every part of the province, were indiscriminately devoted 
to destruction rand it was under tire influence of tKe prevailing mania 
that, notwithstanding the benevolence of their administration, the 
magistrates set over them by TnJv Khnun wore put to the sword by the 
people of Herat 

But, the account to which, by the adoption of it into his laborious 
woikof the Kouzut-us-suffi, the venerated father dfour author is said 
to have given ihe stamp of truth, he submits to his reader in tile sub. 
joined particulars, ffttrfng the period in w hi c h tfilly Ivbnan vvas em- 
ployed in carrying pillage and slaughter through Khorussanu, the 
MnghAls were frustrated in every attempt to make themselves masters 
of the fortress of Kaljouss, subsequently known by the name ofNeir- 
ahtti ; and afterwards, when the departure of that prince to rejoin his 
father had been ascertained, a report being conveyed to the garrison of 
the sain® fortress that the people ofHetft hud pledged themselves to their 
ntrwinasfere farthered action of the place,ntid that they wi tv busily en* 
gaged in preparations for the siege of it, the jealousy of the Kalioussiaiu 
became alarmed; and ii was r* solved, m thneourse oftbelrdeliberations, 
that some device should he immediately put in practice to create, be¬ 
tween the Moghuls and the men of Hblffc, such a subject of animosity 
as it might be difficult, if not impossible, to reconcile, or appease, fur 
this purpose, they fixed upon a man whose mime-, or perhaps the ad- 
junct to it, was Sihebi remarkable for his daring and intrepid spirit, 
whom, with.eighty desperados of B similar texture of mind, - ihey directed 
tn proceed to Herat; where, by whatever means they found practica¬ 
ble, they were to dispatch both Mtdek Abu Bukker,aad his colleguo 
v.OL Hr 3 x 
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Mengs<tay, Having accordingly obtained ad mission into the city, under 
llie disguise of mere hauls the assassin ami Uts accomplices, iu Older 
to carry on llie deception, amused themselves for some time in travers¬ 
ing tile streets and srj uaros, in the pursuits of their pretended avocation; 
until one day, dial AM Bukker and Mengatay were riding without 
suspicion of evil at the foot of the rampart, or fortifications of the town, 
they availed themselves of"theopportunity, and pul them both to death 
with their knives and daggers, in conformity with the proverb, “ tue 
“wish is cause sufficient, 1 ’ the whole city immediately flew to arms, 
and put to the sword without exception all who had been attached to 
the murdered magistrates; after which they proceeded to vest the govern- 
ment in MMek Mit banrez-ud-dein Subbuiiwaury, and an Arab chief 
of the nameof Abdurraihinan. 

When deijgudjf became mfurmed of this sudden act ot violence,on 
the part of the people of llerftt, his indignation may he better imagined 
than described; he discharged however, the first effusions of it upon his 
son, whom he bitterly reproached as the origin of the mischief, by his 
misplaced lenity:, iu diverting from the in habitants of that turbulent 
city."the vengeance to which he had destined them. Eiltchiguday, or 
Hltehikdai Nfiyan, with a fresh body of eighty thousand horse, was 
then ordered to repair the error ; with express and positive Injunction, 
when lie should have reduced the devoted to wn, not to spare the life 
of a single human being. Eiltchigaday marched accordingly and en¬ 
camping at a convenient distance on one side of the place, allowed to 
his soldiers the interval of a month, to prepare their materials tor the 
siege. In the mean lime, he was further joined hi' reinforcements from 
di lie rent quarters, to the number of fifty thousand men. Neither were 
Mubaurea-ud-dcin and his associate, on their part, less attentive in 
their preparations to repel the ibruiulable attack which menaced them; 
exacting from tin- inhabitants, from the highest to the lowest, a so¬ 
lemn vngagem nt, to decline no sacrifice, to omit no exertion, in tho 
defence of all that could make existence valuable ; but of all things 
to beware of that lata! disunion which, on the recent occasion, had pro¬ 
duced the surrender of their independence. 

At the expiration of the stated period of a. month, Eiltchigaday pro- 
teetku to assign to his ollicers their respective stations opposite to the 
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principal gates pf Herfct, postingat (be same time on eitch face of the 
town a powerful division of thirty thousand men ; threatening the se¬ 
verest punishments to those who tailed in the discharge of their duty ; 
and holding out the noblest and most liberal encouragements to those 
who bravely and honorably acquitted themselves. The attack of the 
city was immediately commenced on four separate points. 

For six months and seven days, to which the siege was now pro¬ 
tracted, and during w hich, both the attack and defence were supported 
with infinite valour, and mutual slaughter, hut little progress appears 
to have been made to wards the reduction of the town ; until some time in 
thir latter J iiininandv ol liie six hundred and nineteenth of tile Hidj cr¬ 
ab,* when, the Moghul general having earned on his assaults without 
intermission for several days successively* although with the loss on 
each occasion of five thousand of his bravest troops, the revetemeut 
of the rampart began to be perforated in several places by the repeated 
impetus of the warlike machines; and the mines which the besiegers 
carried on under cover of their tentsf were now approaching the foun¬ 
dations of the principal towers. In these circumstances, a pvtrt of the 
wall to the extent of fifty cubits suddenly gave way, and overwelin¬ 
ing one of the tents in which the Moghuls were at work, four of 
their most distinguished officers perished under the ruins. Three tin vs 
alter wards, the garrison, reduced to the verge of despair, by the scarcity 
if not the total failure of tin- means of subsistence, became evidently 
languid in their exertions; and of tipis, on one of the Fridays of the 
month just mentioned, in the morning, Eiltchigudhy immediately avail¬ 
ed himself, to storm and take possess fori of t He tower, called the Hfoj- 
e-k huult-lier-serr, subsoq 11 eiitly tiesignated the 11 1 ovar of ushes ;' 1 and 
IVoiu theneb pouring sword in hand into tile unhappy city, his sol¬ 
diers proceeded with more than their ordinary ferocity to massacre I he 
whole of the inhabitants, without the exception of male or female 
older voting ; neither, for the space of seven days and as many nights, 
wt:rft the infuriated barbarians engaged in any other employment than 
that of pillage mid slaughter* and conflagration and ruin: during which.

JUWilMK- Uavjngaecomplish ed his bloodyerrand, Eiltchigattay Nft van withdrew 
* r,l ‘ to the territory of Heratroud ; but, lest a vestige should remain alive of 
tlm miserable inhabitants of the late flourishing metropolis, he dis¬ 
patched, on his arrival at the town of Girbah, a body of two thousand 
Moghuls back again, with orders to hasten to join the spirits of their 
slaughtered fellow citizens, such of the melancholy remnant as might 
hare ventured to creepTrom concealment. T i^e so remorseless barbarians 
returned accordingly, and to the fearful lint of slaughter, added that of 
three thousand persons more, who had tin happily re-assembled among the 
ruins of their country. Toolose this mournful detail, the historian pro¬ 
ceeds to relate, that, of the whole population of Merit, not more than six¬ 
teen individuals survived, by concealing themselves either in the drains, 
or channels, in the dome of the principal mosque, one of whom was 
MowlanaShurf-ud-dciu.the khatcib or public orator, or preacher, of the 
village of JeglnirtSHiii; and that when lEie Moghuls had finallv quitted 
this scene of (leva station and blood, one of the sixteen issued from the 
mosque, and seated himself before the slab of what bad been a confec¬ 
tioner’* shop ; where, after locking for some time wistfully round him, 
and perceivingno human being but himself, heat last ventured toexchmo 
aloud, heaven be praised a man may he permitted once more to 
“ breath in safety 1” after this, they were gradually joined by four and 
twenty oilier persons, from different places in ihe adjoining territory ; 
and for the period of fifteen years, exclusive of these forty individuals, 
not a human being was to be found in the whole extent of this uncn 
magnificent city and its dependencies. The forlorn remnant took 
np its abode beside the principal mosque ami college of Sultan Gln v- 
autli-ud-dein tbeGhourian, where they subsisted fur some time, i! is 
said, on the dried flesh of the carcases of the slain ; until, Uy exploring 
the granaries and stables, and collecting, grain by grain, a few measures 
of wheat and barley, they proceeded by such means as the v could devise, 
to cultivate a small piece of ground for its reception, and secured n 
scanty crop fur their first harvest. They elected the above-mentioned 
Shtirf-ud-dcin. to preside over their infant community; and they con- 
tinned to exist,Amdcr various difficulties and discouragements, until 
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lire period at which, an $uceeeding to his father's: power, Ougtay K&an a. H, 82G-21, 
determined to restore tlieir beloved city ; and for that purpose dis- A ~ i>- 
patched from bis court, accompanied by other respectable persons, ilabt-ib-u*- 
Ezz-ud-dein \lukitddmn, with instructions to rebuild and repeople the 
long neglected ruins of ITerikL 

Jcngueiz, either by himself or bis generals, had thus satiated his 
vengeance, in the manner which wo have briefly attempted to describe, 

□ml in the entire subversion of every thing that constituted the strength 
ajid glory of the Persian empire, when lie conceived it expedient to 
deliberate with Karatchaur and others bis ministers and principal ge¬ 
nerals. on iiis future proceedings. To the majority it appeared advisa¬ 
ble, that Iiis son Tchcgbalui should be immediately detached to the bor¬ 
ders of Met ran u, in order tu lay waste and destroy the approaches from 
iJindustaim through that province ; while prince Ougtiii should be 
employed with a similar object, to over-run the wji ole territory totlie 
Indus. Thus, in the event that Sftltan J nllaul-ud-deiti should attempt 
lu return in cither direction, lie might ti»d himself entirely destitute 
of the means of subs is taupe for bis army. The mandates of Jcngueiz 
were issued in conformity with this plan of operations ; and the two 
princes, each, with a powerful division of troops, hastened to carry it 
into execution* in the spring of the year 1/120), the Moghul monarch 
finally resolved on returning to bis native dominions ; and taking the 
same road by which be bad entered the province oflduiznein, that of 
Tokharcstaun, he proceeded to link l a im or Baknlauu, in the same 
i' m Lory, \ilmre bepaspfid the summer. In the couimeiiccmeniol\m- 
tumn,he reerossed the Jevbun and march nl to Samarkand; where lie re¬ 
mained during the winter, or cold season of d'40-91. 

The primvs I'chcgbatiii at|d Ougtiii proceeded, on the other hand, 
to complete thedesigusoftheir father's vindictive policy, with their usual 
promptitude and precision ; mid having carried pillage, and massacre, 
mid desolation, through the greater part of the eouutries exposed to 
their fury, and destroyed among oilier places, in particular, the city of 
Clhegueiii, they returned, at the termination of this predatory sweep 
hv separate routes into Transoxiana, and went into winter-quarters at 
Bokhara. The short relaxation which they now enjoyed from the 
fatigues of war was devoted to tin- field sports of hawking and hunting: 
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A, 11. fl-il 24, and they are saiJ, on this occasion, to have furnished their father at 
A. l». Samarkand, w ith a weekly supply of fifty ass-loads organic. 

liabejb.uk. At the conclusion ofthe cold season, and the opening ofthe beauties 

of spring, *Jenguciz took his final departure tor the country ofthe Mo¬ 
ghuls ; giving direction that the captive dowager, Tiirkan KMtun the 
mother of Sultan Mahomtned the khaurezmian, with the wives and 
women of that once powerful monarch, should lie conducted, in cruel 
triumph,at the head of his columns of march, while the misfortunes and 
ruin of her house were proclaimed, with every circumstance of humi¬ 
liation, through the countries so recently subject to her authority. On 
the banks of the Scv linn, both Tcheghal&i and Ougtfn rejoined the 
camp of their father; which, after passing that river, was subsequently 
removed to the plains of Daklanyausy, in the neighborhood, as it would, 
appear from De In Croix, of Tonkaut, or Finauket. 

In consequence of the jealousies which subsisted between him and 
his brother* JOjy, or Tdifitchy Khaim, after the reduction of KJmuremn* 
had marched with his division into Keptebauk Tartary, eastward of 
the \ alga. From thence lie was now summoned, to completetm his 
side, the arc ofthe grand circular hunt, (Jerkah)t which litvfuther and 
brothers, with the main body ofthe army, were gradually proceeding 
to carry on from the banks of the Sey ha n. A t Hie stat ion of OuUeir* 
where the different points, or extremities, of the enormous circle be¬ 
came united, J«ngu?iz first advanced to the slaughter of the infinite 
variety of wild auituah which had been driven together toward® the 
centre; and having killed with Ids own hands a heap of deer and an¬ 
telope, and in short of every species of game, until he became weary of 
the sanguinary amusement, lie consigned the remainder to the disposal 
ofthe staUizsidahs pf the imperial family, and of the other general*. 
W hen the whole became also satiated with this species of slighter! 
tile animals that survived were liberated to their native solitudes va¬ 
riously marked according to the fancy ofthe liberator*. 

At the termination of the imperialist, Jdjy Khaim, who hadla- 
bun red lor some time Wider displeasure, was restored to his father's

kiss. Among the vast and splendid display of presents, which he of. A D - i»«t 
lered on this occasion to the acceptance of his father, was a tot of one Habrifa-u*- 
hundred thousand valuable horses, of which twenty thousand were "** 
all of one colour, grey—(Khink). 

Jeogwdz passed the summer season* (69?) at the same station of 
Oukheir.t having there convoked an extraordinary KiirrltAi, or general 
diet of the states of his immense dominions ; at which the only trans¬ 
action noticed by our author, is tlte punishment of some Eyghflrian 
t hid*. And in the month oi ‘ZilMdje, the last of the six hundred and 
twenty first year of the Hi^erah,} after an abience (rfabout six years, 
this mighty monarch returned to li is imperial residence of Kirakorum. 

He wu however suffered to enjoy but a very short repose from the 
fatigues of this memorable expedition. During the severity of 
the same winter, reports successively came in, of the disaffection and 
rebellious designs ofSheiderkG or perhaps Sheidazkd, t he prince of Tau- 
gucit, or Neiket, otherwise called also Kashein, north-west of the 
t hinest frontier; and of his activity in assembling vast bodies of troops 
I or purposes manifestly hostile. Jengucia did not hestitate n moment 
to forsake the festivities ol his capita), and to proceed at the head of 
lies troops to anticipate the designs of his adversary ; who advanced, 
oU P® rt oppose him, with an army of not less than five hundred 
thousand fighting men. Of the dreadful battle, which, at a subsequent 
period, terminated this war, the author famishes no other description, 
fliim that, through the operation of that eternal destiny w hich in all 
things sustained t he gran d c u rofiengueix, the Tntigutiun was defeated, 

" *he 1 he greater part of his army ; that moon? the Moghuls 

1 here prevails a ludicrous persuasion, that for every hundred thousand 
killed in battle, one oi the slain will be found stand mg on his head re¬ 
versed ; and that on this occasion three of those who perished on the 
side of Slicidcrku, were found in that position. Hence it is interred 
that the number of those who fell, 011 the part of the vanquished mon¬ 
arch amounted to three hundred thousand. After this dreadful and

A. H. 622-14, sanguinary discomfiture, Shcklerku retired to the fortress of Artakta, 
A, |>, i-iiS-JJ. primps Arhakii, among the mountains bordering Ids country to the 
liftlM'ib westward, between it and the territory of the Evgliura 1 ; while Jen* 
gueiz proceeded without interruption,to extend bis destructive ravages 
ro Lhe whole of the country of Knshcin, now abandoned to his merev. 

When lie bad glutted his troops with pi Huge and slaughter, on the 
dominions of his adversary, Jen gueiz drew them westwards, in the 
direction of Jflrjnh (Jurje) and Tengnuush. The prince of the for¬ 
mer Country hastened, however, to avert the approaching storm, by 
early assurances of submission, and by a dispatch of presents suitable 
to tlm grandeur and power of hts formidable assailant. Among the 
articles which composed this splendid offering to disarm a tvntnt'of 
his vengeance, is said to Imve been atrayot pearls, of the finest water 
uud beauty ; which Jenguejz. directed to be distributed on the spot, to 
sudiofhis soldiers as had their cars perforated lor the reception of site!* 
n jewel; and it is further stated, that while the. imperial attendant* 
were carrying into execution tin- orders of their sovereign, several of 
the Moghuls, whose ears hiul not previously undergone the neues- 
sary operation, proceeded without ceremony to bore and mangle them 
with their knives and packing needles, in order to possess themselves 
Of thesepree ious ornaments. A circumstance which is possibly des¬ 
cribed to attest, at the - same time, the brutality and avarice of these 
fciocious tribes., I ben* was, however, such abundance of the article, 
that a prodigious surplus undisposed of, still remained among the trea- 
sums of JeEi^uckz. 

'rite agents ot SheirlOrtu, orShcklezki, hastened in the mean time 
from Artakiti, with proposals from their master to submit himself to 
the mercy oi Jengueiz, ami even to appear in person in Ills camp, 
at the expiration of one month, provided the .Moghul monarch would 
solemnly engage to spare his life. To’thbeugngemem, Jengueizditl not 
sernplc to pledge his faith, at the moment that be harboured the 
most deliberate design to violaie it, whenever the credulous prince 
aliouk! put himself in his power. But, the health and strength of this 
great and ferocious conqueror wore now. rapidly declining ; and tie per- 
cem d that the period was fast approaching, in which all the views of. 
earthly grandeur and umbition, must finally terminate. 
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At this solemn crisis* he called together around him his sons, and 
brothers, and the other princes of lit? blood, at the head ot* whom ap¬ 
peared hissage and faithful counsellor K&ratchaur. Having dispatched 
some preliminary admonitions, in which above all things, he strenu¬ 
ously recommended a spirit of harmony among themselves, as the firm¬ 
est basis on which to preserve unbroken the glorious inheritance which 
he was about to leave.them, he addressed lumsclfexcl usively to his three 
sons, Tcheghatai, Ougtai, and Tuly Khaun.allof whom were preseut, 
and demanded, in the event they conceived such a designation advi¬ 
sable, whom in theif opinion they thought he should nominate to suc¬ 
ceed him ? the royal brothers at once declared, that hy inclination and 
duty, they were equally disposed to submit to any arrangement, that 
might accord with their father's Sovereign pleasure. Jengueix then 
pronounced, that to the bulk of his dominions, and to the throne of the 
Khauns, he vested the succession, without alternative, in his third son 
Ougtai ; and causing an instrument to that effect to be drawn up on 
the spot, be immediately required that his other sons, and his brothers, 
should affix their signatures to it, engaging themselves, under every 
contingency, end with unfailing zeal, to be obedient to the authority of 
that prince. I he territory of furkestaun westward, with Mawur-un- 
nehtT or Transoxiana, he at the same time allotted to Tchegbatui- 
Then calling Tor the covenant between Kabal Khuun and Katckfily 
Babauder, attested underthe great scale Ho (iron ah Khauri, he deliver'd 
it into the hands ot I cheghatui ; with a solemn charge, that in confor¬ 
mity with the stipulations of that venerated engagement, he should in 
all things govern himself by the counsels of K ftratch an t N fly an, whom 
he ad monished him to consider, in every respect, his associate in wealth 
and power, and to whose guidance and discretion he now finally con- 
f igned him, 1 o a) It his, IVheghntai pledged hiinselffait h fully to con form. 

This important arrangement dispatched, Jengueiz finally required 
that his death, whenever that awful consummation which he daily 
looked for should have taken place, might as Jong as possible be kept 
a secret; and, as if he were desirous to the last that his glories should 
be steeped in blood, but ostensibly that Ins children might succeed to 
their inheritance, undisturbed by external hostility, he commanded that 
when Shciderkfi, relying on the faith of the recent treaty, should quit 
Tf«L, u. 3 z 
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A. Jf. Q21 the safeguard of liU oayluni in the mountains, nml appear in the 
U ' i ~ i ‘~ camp of the .Moghuls, lie should be instantly put to the sword, toge- 
Hjiii iii iii ther with the whole oi Ills followers. Shortly afterwards he expired ; 

but it would be difficult to coincide with our author and his muse, 
in the remark “'that tile eyes ot this tremendous conqueror wore no 
" sooner closed, than it might he torgotten that he was ever horn, 1 f al¬ 
though few will be disposed to question, that there were millions who 
lamented that he ever saw the light. 

1 lie dissolution of this fearlul instrument of the vengeance of an 
offended God, is said to have taken place on the fourth day of the 
month ol [mmzaun, ot thesis hundred and twenty fourth of the Mid- 
jerali corresponding with the reng'jzeil, or year of the mouse ; if that 
be the first of the twelve-year cycle of the Moghul Calendar, exhibited 
in Dc hi C roix's history, remarkable for being also the year of h is birth, 
and of his accession to sovereign power. He had nearly attained to 
the seventy (itch Lunar year of his age ; having lived exactly seventy 
two Solar years, six months and two and twenty days, Hud held the 
universal sovereignty of the Tartar nations, for i period of five and 
l Lu Mar years,

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*ttd the two latter, under their father's authority, preskied with dif¬ 
ferent titles, in the principal departments of the state. Jujy, the pro¬ 
genitor of the Khaunsof Keptchauk,and the Crimea, was grand hunts¬ 
man, and master of the revels. Ougt&i superintended in the depart¬ 
ment of civil affairs ; and Tilly Khaim, hence probably entitled Qu- 
Wgb ( - or Ulugh Nftvan, the great Amen , presided over, and regulated 
all things relating to the safety of the camp, and the administration of 
the armies. 

The author concludes his summary of the acts of this wonderful 
man, bv describing that Jengueiz professed himself of no particular 
religion, or mode of faith; and that he equally avoided either molesting, 
or gi ring the preference, to any one profession of belief beyond ano¬ 
ther ; on the Contrary, that he treated with respect and humanity the 
learned and the pious of all religions ; rendering this his medium to the 
favor of that Eternal King, whose nature is superior to all wants and 
imperfections, and whose beneficence surpasses measure, ns much as 
his power transcends all magnitude. To Jcngueiz are finally ascribed 
most of the laws and usages observed to the days of the author, among 
rive Moghul tribes; and, from an anecdote with respect to his sou 
Ougliii, it would appear, at the same time, that he was totally unac¬ 
quainted with all other languages than Ins own. A native of Bokh&ra, 
of the name of Mahmud Yilwaujo, held a .distinguished, ifnnta prin¬ 
cipal employment in the Vizzaurtit, or ministry, of this great monarch. 

Soon after the death of JcngtiHat, like the wild animal which volun¬ 
tarily steps into the snar£ of the hunter, the unfortunate Sheidcrfcfi 
presented himself in the camp of the Moghuls; and, in strict confor¬ 
mity with the dy ing injunctions of fheir father, was immediately cut 
to pieces, by theShttljzftchbs, together with all that accompanied him. 
They then returned to the imperial residence of K&rakorum; hi the 
neighborhood ol which, at the foot of a tree, expressly marked out for 
the purpose by himself, one day during a hunting party, they commit¬ 
ted the remains of their august and renowned parent, to the narrow 
Chamber of the grave. In a very short time, the spot winch encircled 
the tomb, was ho overgrown with trees and shrubs, planted in all pro. 
liability bv the hands of tiles - who vem rat. d the immortal spirit which 
reposed t here, us to become equally impenetrable to the winds of he;*.

Before M e resume (he legitimate course of the narrative, the rearb r 
may, perhaps, be disposed to lend his attention a little further, while 
we briefly dispatch the history of the immediate successors of this 
magnanimous monarch, in the remoter regions of the east. 

It has already been seen, that tile title to the succession was dis¬ 
tinctly decided in favor of the third son, Gugtm,* by the express and 
solemn judgment of his father ; and he appears to have proved himself 
a prince of singular talents, benevolence, ami virtue, selected by the 
goodness of providence to heal those wounds inflicted on the still 
bleeding nations, by the avenging power of his predecessor, -Never¬ 
theless, after discharging the last solemn duties to the remains of the 
departed.hero, the Sbakakdahsseparated to their respective places of 
residence, without coming to any express resolution on the subject of 
the sovereign authority,. 

Two years subsequent to this separation^ the leading branches of 
the family of Jengueia reassembled, however, from different parts of 
Moghuls tan it, in order to form a general diet of the states of Tartary, 
at tin. imperial Ounhi ot Karakorum, Among those enumerated to 
have met on this important occasion, Were B&tti, and his brothers the 
sons oUiijy Khann, from Keptchauk ; Gutakein, Baikouty, and Evl- 
tcba ( the brothers of Jengucta, from the provinces to the" eastward; 
and Kiraidiaur from Peislibahgh, on the part of TcheghatM ; OugCti, 
and Tuly Khaim, with the younger children of Jenguem, being a tread v 
on the spot. The dying instructions of that monarch, and the elevation 
oHm third son to the throne of the Moghuls, by the title of Outfit 
X4an WOre n<yw "M* the subject of serious deliberation; and that 
prince was mged by the unanimous voice of the august assembly, to 
invest himself without father delay, with the supreme and sovereign 
power. Ougtm, at first, appeared to decline the arduous task, alleging

ft period of forty days. On the forty first <lay, how ever, as soon as tlie s u 11 
had ascended his golden car in the azure vault oflieaven, the w holaof 
the Shahzkdsths with the princesses of the imperial family, and Niiyans, 
declared in a body toOugtii, their equal repugnance and inability to 
proceed, in any respect, contrary to the express ami solemn derision of 
their late venerated sovereign; and that it therefore behoved him lo waive 
these scruples more specious than solid, and to charge himself, since 
there wasnoaltejual ivc, with theseeurity and happiness of that countless 
mm ofitat ions, which ex tended© verso vast a proportion of I he habitable 
globe. Ougu\i no longer resisted, their united importunities; but nod¬ 
ding a reluctant assent, tbe 5 hah tfkdahs, in conformity with the practice 
Of the Moghftls on similar occasions, ■ tn ucJimely east loose the girdles 
from their waists ; and, Tuly Klitiun taking his brother by the right 
hand, white his uncle Ontakein supported him on the left, the >vhule 
proceeded, at tiro hour agreed upon by the astrologers, to seat him on 
the throne of Ins father, accompanying die ordinary vows and congra¬ 
tulations, with a shower of gold and jewels which they scattered upon 
his head. The prineesand Atneirs then bent their knees to the earth, 
tiinc times; after which, agreeable also to the custom of their forefa¬ 
thers, they repaired to a* pot without the imperial residence, and again 
knelt three times, with their faces towards the sun. They finally re¬ 
turned to the presence of Ongtui, to partake in the scenes of festivity 
and joy, usual on such occasions ; while the gates of the imperial trea¬ 
sury being thrown wide open by the new sovereign, a distribution 
of presents, in jewels, and specie, and costly habiliments, immediately 
took place, to an incalculable amount. 

U ben the attention of the monarch, and his court, was sufficiently 
disengaged from the dispatch of these important preliminaries, the wis¬ 
dom of Gugtai was directed to compose the disorders which had ari¬ 
sen in some of the remoter provinces of the empire. Among others 
employed to assert, and vindicate his authority, throughout the regi¬ 
ons of Tartary and the territories of the Persian empire, «vas Jermau- 
gliun N fly an ; detached, about this period, with three tomauns, or 
thirty thousand horse, into Irak and Azerbaijani), to oppose the designs 
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A. H, n>?, of Sultan Jiillatil-ud-dem. This chief, as well as others who proceeded 
. , :| * - 0,1 s * I1lfldr errands to ditlercnt quarters, at the same time, returned at 
(«■ u*. distant periods, crowned with victory, and loaded with spoil. 

In the former month of Rebbeia* of the sis hundred and twenty 
seventh ol the llrdjerab, Ougtfti, accompanied by his brothers Tehe- 
llhittii 1 and [ nly, engaged in an expedition to complete the conquest 
ol Utmaf the emperor Allan Khaun, who continued to support his 
authority at Tnyming having probably about this crisis, evinced the 
eaigiiot recovering Ins hereditary dominions to the northward. When 
Uwy had proceeded tor some marches together, T% Khaun was do- 
ached with an advanced division of two tomauns, to enter China by

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expedition. Koutfilkii, or Kouiukou Htirreby, a commander fltfhigh 
distinction in the 7SF1 1 .u 1 armies, was chosen upon this, to proceed 
with a powerful force to the reduction of the Chinese capital, and fi¬ 
lially to term in ate the authority of Allan Khaim. 

Oogtai returned shortly afterwards to the Yjhntt, nr seat of Usan¬ 
ces tors; but, his brother Tuly was seiaed with his last illness, and died 
on the march homewards, on this occasion. He was, as we have al¬ 
ready seen, the fourth son of Jenguelz, the inseparable companion ofliis 
enterprises, and his faithful counsellor under the most difficult contin¬ 
gencies of his arduous career, lie (ofteight sons; four of whom, by 
the same mother, who was t lie-daughter ofJunk& nr TehangiV, a Chris¬ 
tian prince, the brother of Oung Ivhaun. Those were Vlangfl, Kouh- 
lai, Artekbrtka, aad llCd.iukti Kliauu. The names of the others would 
be unimportant. 

In the mean time, Koutulkft, the Moghul general, appeared before 
Taymiiyg ; and was attacked, and defeated by an immense multitude 
which issued from the gales of that city. A report ofliis misfortune 
was conveyed to his sovereign without delay by the general; and a. 
reinforcement, numberless as the sands of the desart, was immediately 
dispatched to his aid. By this, KuiittilkA was enabled to resume the 
wonted superiority ol bis nation, and, having soon afterwards beaten 
the Kb at ay an armies oul of t lie field, to invest the then metropolis of 
the Chinese monarchy. Subdued by lus apprehensions, .VI tan fvhaun, 
or the prince who bore the Idle, embarked, in these circumstances of 
his capital, on the great river by which it was protected on one side; 
and for the present withdrew from the danger. But, being unceasingly 
pursuer] by the persevering and indefatigable Moghuls, hr; was at last 
shut up in one of the remoter cities of his dominions, without the pos¬ 
sibility of further escape; and there, cut olffrom all hope of deliverance 
from the rancour ofliis enemies, he took ills final resolution, flavin® 
seated one of his Konrteheis, or guards, on the throne of the Chinese 
monarchy, he deliberately cast Id rnself, together with his wives and chil¬ 
dren, into the bosom of the burning pile; in which he was immediately 
con s u in et 1 to as I lcs. A ©Co rt I i ng to ot I iers h e p u t a pe ri od to his li fe a n d 
misfortunes by hanging himself. The whole empire not long after¬ 
wards, submitted in consequence, to Koutfilkft; and prodigious riches 
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A. H. fiai-sa, became, as might be well conceived, the lot of the victorious Mogh&lf; 
A. U- I3a4-a s. an^ w hen the triumphant conclusion of the undertaking was made 
thbrib-ui- k Down to the imperial OugtiVi, he hastened to provide for the security 
of the new government, by dispatching Mali mid Yetwauje, the Bokh- 
mi an lormerly adverted to as one of the ministers of Jengueiz, with a 
code of laws and orders for its permanen t regulation. 

The complete subjugation of the Chinese monarchy, on the death of 
Allan Ivhaun, by the sons of Jengueiz, is here stated to have occurred 
in the former Jummaudy of the six hundred and thirty first of the 
Ilidjemh ;* about six years and six months after the demiseof that great 
conqueror, In the course of the same year, Ougt&i having erected for 
himself at Karakorum, a palace of extraordinary magnificence, each of 
the ShuhzSdahs, and principal A meirs proceeded to follow his example, 
by raising, contiguous to, and in the quarters round it, superb and 
lofty structures, decorated with all the skill and exquisite Workman¬ 
ship, for which the artists of Khatay and China, now assembled at the 
imperial residence, have ever been so justly celebrated. Two years 
after wards, namely, in the six hu mired and thirty third of the llidj«gh * 
his nephew But A thesouot Jujy, his own son Giiyiig, or Gay fig, with 
Manga the sou of Tuly, and Mfingaotoury, anti Puydaur, the sons of 
’1 cheghatAi, proceeded by the dircctionsof Guglii to reduce the several 
countries ot Russe, or Muscovy, Tchirkess, or Circassia, Bulghaur, 
north ot Keptchauk,and lastly of Kashghar. hi n period of a eve u years, 
during which they were employed in these widely extended operations, 
they are said to have been triumphant in every quarter; returning at 
the expiration ul that period, covered with glory to the court of Oug¬ 
tai j and it was probably during this expedition, which took place be¬ 
tween the 123btil am] the 1343d of the Christian tera, that Uatu carried 
bis ravages through Poland, and Moravia and Hungary, to the hanks 
of the Danube. 

About the same period, the six hundred and thirtv third year of the 
II idjcrtiU, an officer of the name of Afghan Aka, or Ag., of the tribe of 
Juaimi, brought up in the civil, or financial department of the army, 
and enrolled among the macebeams of the court, was appointed to 
t te government oi Khorassauu. This nobleman, soon after his arrival 
' • February, A. D. 1331. \ \, D, I'lSt. 
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in his produce, under took in one of h»V3ispatches to describe to Urs 
sovereign, some faint outline of the melancholy desolation which still 
covered the'territory of Merit. The heart of©ugtai long inured, as hahfcd 
teen, to the most dreadful scenes of havoc ami hlood, had by this time 
begun to expand to the sentiments of benevolence to which he Was 
disposed by nature. He became impressed with an earnest desire to 
restore from its ruths, that once splendid and beautiful city ; and gave 
order# that AmeirEzz-ud-dem, the provost of the weavers, who with 
live hundred ofh is trade, had been formerly transported into Tartaiy, 
on the submission of the inhabitants to Ttiiy Khaim, should immedi¬ 
ately proceed into Khorassaun ; accompanied by fifty of his fellow ex¬ 
iles-expressly chained to employ their utmost exertions in rebuilding 
their native place, arid in restoring cultivation to the surrounding soli* 
tude. A Moghftl chief of the name of Kereik wtts their associate, with 
a patent for the government of Herat, and letters addressed to the peo¬ 
ple of K horns sau u in general ; catling upon them to he ware of exhibit¬ 
ing the slightest neglect in promoting the btuiCvolcnf design. In the 
mx hundred and thirty sixth of the Hidjcrah* Kzz-ud-dein and his 
associates readied Merit, and commenced without delay, and with the 
utmost activity, the work of restoration. The exertions of patriot 
zeal, and benevolent policy, were in a short time recompensed, i Ire 
long lamented city rose again majestic among the ruins, and rapidly 
resumed the resemblance, at least, of her former stateliness*and exten¬ 
sive population. 

Mam 1 conspicuous and striking proofs are further related of thecit- 
Itrtged understanding, hen evident disposition, and extensive liberality 
of Qtigt&t * but it will be sufficient lor the design of these pages to iit- 
t rod ure the tw o follow ing inn hu ices; the first, as It refers to the extreme 
dread of thunder ascribed to* the Moghuls, in the XXlh article of tlx: 
cmie of taws, exhibited in his history, by DelnCpoix ; and tin* second, 
os it is represented, on the authority of the Honaut-us-suba, to have 
but a vliott time preceded, and in some respect perhaps? to naves hast¬ 
ened Ids? death. 

11 v a few of the MoghfiV*, the people an? strictly prohibited from sit¬ 
ting in their ponds and riverfr, -cither to bathe or even wash their linn da 
trtwi carrying water in festaU of gold or silver; and Item spreading 
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their Itnen 'when washed, on the open plains to dry, during the day 
time, whether in spring or summer} their country being subject to 
dreadful til under-storms from the commencement of the one season 
to the dose of the other, and it being the national belief that all the 
above circumstances, (either by the exhalations produced in disturbing 
the waters, or some othercause unexplained) had a tendency to increase 
the violence, ami frequency of those phenomena. Hence, as Ougtui 
sod his brother Tcheghatm, were one day on their return from a hunt¬ 
ing party, they came unexpectedly upon an unfortunate Mussulman 
while bathing himself; and IVhegbatui was proceeding to execute sum- 
mary justice, by putting hint to instant death, when moved by an in¬ 
herent sentiment of compassion, Ougtii interceded for the man, by 
stating that the day was lur spent, and thrrt he was not then at leisure to 
inquire into the fire u instances of his offeatfe. He therefore suggested 
the propriety of committing him for thaE uight, to the custody of Datm- 
eshmuud liiijeb, ooe of the grooms of his bedchamber; and! that it 
would he time enough to put the law in force against him, on the fol¬ 
lowing day. Teheghatai was prevailed upon to agree to this arrangement, 
and the man was accordingly consigned to the care of Daimcshiuinid, 
who conveyed him tolus own quarters. The same night, Ougl&i dis¬ 
patched a person in whom he could confide, to deposit a bdlesh of sil¬ 
ver* iu that part of the river, in which the man had been found bathing 
himself i while another person was employed to instruct the del in- 
quent, when he should be brought the next day for trial, to allege in 
extenuation, that being a man in indigent circumstances, utul all his 
wealth comprised in u single bWesh of silver, he was overcome by 
bw apprehensions of losing it, when he perceived himsclfsitddeiilv sur¬ 
rounded by a strange body of cavalry ; and that he therefore plunged 
into the stream where he bad hidden it. 

Next morning,in conformity with the directions ofTcheghat&i, Daun- 
eshmund conducted his prisoner to the presence of Ougtii; where, to 
tkie questions put to him, as to the motives by which he had been ac¬ 
tuated to violate the known lawsot' the empire, he made the reply in which 
hi had been previously instructed; and some of the attendants were 
ordered tat lie spot, Ui search for this obvious proof of his truth or false- 
* A i i4n oft lies Jm ofetout fti* iJlUUnp i Hie fa&| f ,h «f p,U I., i K the w. igbt «f 
eiRhl -e*kih, and tm diuubilii, «<* inelUkal or nitsluJ, ^nai to a draw m d a luilf. 
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hood. The bllesh was found, in the same place in which it had been 
deposited, and laid before the monarch. On this Ougrtui proceeded to 
declare, that he did not conceive there existed a human hem" who could 
deliberately venture to set his laws at defiance; and that this wretched 
creature, smarting under the ex cess of poverty and want, had therefore 
probably been induced to risk his litis for the preservation ofa si ogle piece 
of silver. Then directing ten more pieces to be added to the original 
Indesh, he gave the whole to the Mussulman ; and'dismissed him, w ith 
a caution to beware in future, of committing himself by a similar 
transgression. 

The next instance exhibits a similar trait ofbene vole nee, combined 
with a strong tincture of superstition. A Moghul shepherd had the 
greater parr of hi* flock destroyed, in the course ofa single night, by the 
savage depredations ofa wolf; and he ventured on the morning which 
followed, to describe to the imperial Ougtfti, thv cruel mischief by 
which he had been thus stripped of his' property. The monarch de¬ 
sired him to console himself, tor that the destroyer must soon betaken. 
It so happened that a hand of wrestlers, or all) let*'., who were travelling 
from K liorussamj to exhibit their performances at the court ofOugtni, 
should seize the wolf, and bring it with them into the presence©! - that 
monarch. Assigning to the sublets? a reward of one thousand bales h, 
Ongtai sent for the shepherd ; and tolling him, that the death of the 
wolf could avail but little to repair his losses, at the same time made 
hint a present of one thousand sheep, and si t the ferocious marauder 
at large: but some greyhounds which by ©u the watch, immediately 
tore the wolf to pieces. The Khan, appeared considerably disturbed 
by the kite rciipcu instance; am! as a sort of retaliation for blood, causing 
the dogs to be also destroyed, retired to his pavilion under extreme 
depression of mind. To. Ins courtiers he explained, that perceiving in 
IdiusiU some strong symptoms of approaching debility, and decline of 
health, he hud conceived the idea that by rescuing some li ving crea¬ 
ture from the jaws of death, heaven might in compensation be disposed 
to prolong Ids life. But, since the wolf had not been permitted toe-tcape, 
it was manifest that the propitiation was rejected, and that he must 
short!v prepare to flic, llis conjecture proved well founded- Not 
many da} s clasped before hr was confined to the bed of sic hues; and hm

succeeded in producing a temporary submission to her power, in the 
armies, and the people in general.

patched to every quarter of the empire, to summons. the different chiefs 
subordinate totlicJengqizian succession, tothogeneial Assembly which 
shi* u ns about to convene at the imperial residence. A numerous con¬ 
course, composed of the ponces, nobility, and most distinguished 
orders of natives, from every part of the vast territory between the tron- 
tiers of Syria and Kepttchauk, and the utmost limits of China, with rhe 
exception only of Haul the son of Jtijy, who was hostilo to the inter¬ 
ests of .Guy tig Khai in, accordingly met at Oordii, orOurdubaligh, the 
designation frequently given to Karakorum, as the city of the Ourdii, 
or imperial ciivainpiiicjit; where it required an equipment oft wo thousand 
tents, with a vast provision of every article of subsistanee and luxury, to 
accommodate, and entertain the variegated and splendid multitude. 

When the diet, by the presence of those who were destined to form 
it, appeared complete, the Khauos, and principal members of the im¬ 
perial family proceeded to determine, which of the individuals of the 
race of Ouglhi, they should permanently invest with the supreme 
power; and, ns it was now perceived that Kmktan, the son of that 
monarch, was incapacitated by some personal infirmity, and Ids grand¬ 
son Sheiramun by childhood, from the adequate exercise oj the func¬ 
tion* of imperialpiuthoriiy, and the dowager Ttirskvioa, as well as 
Sey nrkouk ten y\ the-widow of Tilly Khaun. wore both in favor ot the 
claims of tiny ug, the other branches of the imperial stock, and more 
piovcrfid Niivans, were without mticli difficulty brought to coincide. 
Gtivug Khaun, in the latter Rebbcia of the six hundr< iI muf forty third 
of the I lidjerah,* and at the moment imlicatcd by the astrologers, was 
accordingly seated on the throne qf the Kilims, with the customary 
formalities; his cousin german M.mgii, the son of i Lily Khaun* hold¬ 
ing him by the right, and another of the august family of Jvngueiz, 
by the left hand. This was followed by a liberal display of munifi¬ 
cence, on the part of the new sovereign, and by several days of festivity

It has been already noticed that a Kborassnunian female, hy her in¬

engaged in solemnizing the installation of Guyfig Khaim, his brother 
K out an, or Goutan, became dangerously disordered; and one of the 
dissatisfied Niiyims contrived to persuade him, that his distemper was 
the effect of witchcraft, or sorcery on the part of Fatima. The weak 
prince, on his journey homewards, dispatched a message to inform his 
brother accordingly, that the disorder under which he languished, had 
been produced by the diabolical practices of the Persian favorite; and 
expressing a confidence, that if the result was fatal to his existence, 
tlie sorceress would not be suffered to escape the punishment due to 
her crimes. Not long afterwards, the death of Kon tan was actually 
announced ; mid Teheigli&j, one of the generals, who bad acquired an 
unbounded influence in the councils of the emperor, became extremely 
urgent, that the mat ter might be made the subject of immediate, and 
serious scrutiny. A letter was npr>n this conveyed to Tfirakeina, from 
the emperor her son, requiring that Fatima might he sent to his pre¬ 
sence. T lie dowager, on various pretences, at first eluded the demand ; 
but the emperor becoming more peremptory in hi« applications, she 
was ultimately constrained to deliver up her favoriter and, as that 
princess died inthecourse of a very lew days, the investigation of die 
chargeagainst Fiiiima, was prosecuted, with unmi ligating srvnilv. 
At last, by keeping her tor several days exposed in a state of hunger 
and nakedness, and otherwise menacing her with punishments still 
more aggravated, they finally succeeded in extorting from her a cou- 
fi-ssiou oilier guilt s nod this innocent and defenceless female wmtheni- 
upon condemned to suffer immediate execution. 

It was next discovered, that some time previous to ilm arrival of 
thiyhg Khauuat Karakorum,Gunj,orOutehakein, orOatiikcin Xuv-

The Moghhl ami Tartar chiefs, who had met ut Kirntomra A - P- 
for 1 he purpose df attending the general diet, were now dismissed to H 11 «:&'"** 
ihcir respective governments ; and the agents of several of the powers, 
still suffered to exist inT&rkestaun,a*id Persia, anti other parts of Asia, 
took their leaveatthesame time, loaded with honors and rewards, while 
Others were treated with extreme disdain and indignity. Among the 
Former we find mentioned the governor of Haleb, or Aleppo, the bro¬ 
ther of the Seljukiun Sultan of Hum, or Anatolia (Key Khossrou llii} 
who received u patent of distinction, with a magnificent Khelaut, or 
dress of honor. A message of severe reproof was, on the other hand, dis¬ 
patched to the Kind if of Baghdad (Ul Mhstaussem b’lllalij, in coitse- 
t] nonce of so me complaint transmitted against him, by She) mu mil 11 , the 
son of Jermaughflii Nuyan, then employed at the head of the Moghul 
troops in Persian Irak. 

A t the period under consideration, we arc informed that Kedauk, and 
»nd Tcheighhi, the former Atabck, or preceptor, or governor of tin vfig 
Khaim, and the hitter Ameir-ul-fnnm, premier grand* e, and lieutenant 
general of his armies, were belli Christians : and, Unit by perpetually 
holding up to the admiration of their sovereign, its doctrines, these 
men at hist succeeded in lending him. to evince a decided preference in 
favor oft he religion which they professed. 1 lence,the whole influence of 
the government being ester ted to promote, and encourage the Christians, 
they flocked in great mi in hern to the court of the Khun, while their adver¬ 
saries, the disciples of the Korim,experienced the most mortifying and 
degrading depression, from the predominance of their detested rivals; 
it be! hgindeed represented, according to our author, that no Mussulman 
durst venture even to address himself to a Christian in an elevated tone 
of voice. In this crisis of their prosperity, the chHgtiansare accused of 
having obtained, through the medium of the two ministers, Kednukand 
Tt hcighai, a decree for the emasculation of every M a horn medmr, through¬ 
out the empire of Guy ug Khaim ; but one of their leading men, white 
bearing from the court of the monarch the obnoxious decree, for the 
purpose of announcing it, he mg fiercely assailed by the dogs inthestreef, 
they seized him by, and tore to pieces tile very organs, ofwliich he was 
pr< paring to bereave the adverse sect, A judgment so striking deterred

A. II, (113-44. the Christians from prosecuting their insolent designs against the Ma- 
a. l>. im«. Uommetlans; nay further, it rendered them cautious of repeating even 
iuin>ti, iu- ,j |e nam€a c f those, over whom they had so recently, and haughtily 
presumed to domineer. 

Such a statement as the above might tend us to a belief, that the 
Prosier Jolm of Asia, the problematical Christian sovereign so much 
spoken of iti the latter end of the twelfth, and beginning of the 
thirteenth century, h to be sought for in Gajftg Khrutn, the second 
of the successors of Jengueiz, and the subject of the present article ; 
who had probably acquired a pretty intimate knowledge of Christianity 
during the expeditions in which he was for several years engaged,on 
the borders ol Circassia, and the llussimi territories. The character 
has however, perhaps on better grounds, been hy others assigned to 
Otmg Klmim. the sovereign of the Kerieit*; whose brother Tchatigu 
or Jaunku, I lie lather of Scyurkottkteny Heiggv, and mitermiI grand- 
1 at her, ol Maiigu, KuMai, and Jlukmkn Kiiarss, is expressly acknow¬ 
ledged to have been a Christian. On i his point, the autharof these pages 
confesses Ins incompetence to give an opinion. He will only presume 
to remark, that the resemblance is more striking in Guyflg Kliauti tuui 
his government, than lie bus been able any when? else to discover, in 
the course ot ids researches in Persian history. 


ISotlongnltrr be had vindicated hisdaims tot ltcsuccession,and in other 
respectsfirmly established Ids authority, Uuyflg Kbaun determined on 
an excursion westward, to visit the territories on the Jew him ; and ho 
accordingly departed from Ourd&bfrligh, at the head of his army, and 
accompiiiwcd by every requisite for pleasure, or recreation, in the eon- 
eluding year of bis life. Contrary to the practice exhibited bv Ids 
tremendous progen i tor, eyery erty,and town, which lay in the direction 
ot his march, experienced on this occasion, cither from Ids treasury

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In spite of the inveterate prejudices of the Mahotnmedan writers, 
they ore constrained to acknowledge, that in the justice ot his admin* 
istration, in the paternal care jvilh which lie laboured to promote the 
wi'hhre anti prosperity ol it is people, and in his ex tens it e and universal 
benevolence, he closely imitated the illustrious example of his father, 

Mangu Klatt the so'iiofTuly Kbaun, third of the monarch* ot’Kac 
akorum and Kalurun, ot the race oi .Icogueix. 

When liie life of Huy tig Khaon thus unexpectedly terminated in 
the neighborhood of Samarkand, the febris of that stupendous power, 
which had been erected by the talents and prowess ofJengueiz. began 
to give way tu the spirit of discord ; which at this period seems to have 
more dearly manifested itself in the final separation of many of the 
princes of the imperial blood, each with different views and projects 
of ambition, to their respective governments. But of ail the princes ot 
the race of Jongueia who flourished at the same crisis, llatu or llatui, 
i ]|p S( >n ofJujy Khtnjn, the sovereign of the boundless plains on the 
Volga, anil Borystheucs, on whom the Tartars have conferred the title 
ofSieio Kbaun, surpassed in the magnificence of bis court and the gran¬ 
deur of his power, independent ol these grounds, he might neverthe¬ 
less, as the representative of the elder branch ol the family, have pro¬ 
ceeded without materially incurring the implication ol arrogance, to 
t’xercise the privilege ot which he now availed himself* to demand tu 
Kept chunk, t Imprest 1 nee of the w hole ot the Si lahztuhi Its ol the kindred ot 
Jengucist, the most powerful of the Nuyans, and other chieftains of the 
Moghul tribes; tu order to seat on the throne, that individual whom 
they conceived most worthy ot the imperial dignity. Some of the 
princes, however, violently opposed thi*u&urpaLiou of power; contend¬ 
ing that the legitimate abode of the .fengnizian authority, being at Kar¬ 
akorum, a journey to Keptehauk, was on their part as unnecessary, ns 
it was subversive of established precedent- At. the saute time, many 
thought it prudent to appear by their representatives, while others 
proceeded rnperson m a*rist at the diet thus convoked in Keptehauk, 
A muii" the latter class, in fit leaped by the counsels of his mother, 
fceyiiikouktcuy Bcjggy the dauglm-ruf Tdimigh, or JiUiukii, the bro¬ 
ther ol’OungKhiun, by religion a Christian, end a woman of singular 
liberality, uknts and virtue, was Mangu the son ofTtily Miaou; whom 
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she persuaded, however the majority of his kinsmen seemed disposed 
to the contrary, to hasten, accompanied by his brothers to the presence 
ofh is kinsman Bat A. Mangft experienced from the Klitum of Kep- 

tchfiuk the most flattering' reception, that prince affect mg' to discover in 
liis countenance the most evident indications of an exalted destiny ; 
and immediately declaring, that of all the princes of the blood of Jen- 
guciz, this young man* appeared to him the best qualified to succeed 
to the sovereign power. And, in this opinion, most of those present 
being brought to concur, Bcitft without further debate put off his tiara, 
and Ids girdle from his waist, mid on his bended knee proceeded on the 
spot to do homage to his kinsman. It was then determined, that in the 
course of the ensuing year, MfUigft should lie solemnly enthroned in 
the presence ohi general diet of the states of the empire, to lie convened, 
fort intt purpose, at the hliighyurut or imperial residence of k:\rakorurn- 
Soon after this, Bfsth dispatched hisbrotherBerkabOglrili, with Bouka 
Trymur and a great army, to conduct the Kami elect to the metropolis 
of Kal until, and to secure the general acknowledgement of his authority. 
Here, in purs nance of their plan, tiiey proceeded on their arrival to cir¬ 
culate to the different parts of the empire, letters to expedi te the meet¬ 
ing of the Kuril til, or general convention; but, as the arrangements 
for adjusting the succession were openly disapproved of by Bemtl- 
menba the son ofTcheghat&i, by Sfaelraumfln the son of KutchiVi, and 
by Batu Offl.nl the son ot tuiyhg Kliann, th y peremptorily refused to 
obey the summons; dechiring that the blood off)GgtSi was alone worthy of 
the imperial dignity ; and conveying at the same time, by their res¬ 
pective agents, to the Slein Khaim a formal protest against the as¬ 
sumption which he had exercised, in thus disposing of the sovereign 
power. These obstacles produced in the Anal determination of the 
diet, a delay of nearly four years; and Berkal. Oghfil becoming at length 
weary of.the tedious suspense, wrote to his brother, requiring further 
instructions, m what manner to proceed, in order to bring the matter 
in which he was engaged to a favorable termination. He was directed 
in reply, to seat his cousin Mangii on the throne of Jengueiz, without 
regard other to the assent or dissent of the Shazadalw; and to su ike

u(Tthe heads of those who persisted in opposing tilts measure, This A. II. 0iff, 
hastened the point to a decision. Jlungii Katin was enthroned with- A " D ‘ 1 ^*i: 
out further delay* and with the usual formalities, in the presence of lt ' Ul ’ 
those who had long since concurred in his elevation; and he gave on 
the day of his accession a strong proof of his uni versa 1 benevolence, by 
extending the effects of it, as far as possible, even to the brute creation, 
whichon that day he entirely exempted both from labour and slaughter.* 

Tbe familv ofOugtli K&gji, and the Shahts&dnhs adverse to tlie suc¬ 
cession of -Mangu, were in the mean time forming a conspiracy to sub¬ 
vert bis power; and for that purpose were clandestinely approaching 
the imperial residence, accompanied by a number of waggons secretly 
loaded with arms. An attendant of the Kami’s, in search of a stray 
camel, falling however, unexpectedly, upon the camp of tbe uialcon- 
teuts, became acquainted with the design in agitation, and hastened 
to convey the intelligence to bis sovereign, Mengasanr Nil van, one 
of tbe imperial generals, with h body of two thousand horse, was im¬ 
mediately detached to throw himself hi the way of the Shah3$dabs, 
and to as certain the truth of the report. This chieftain succeeded in 
surrounding the camp of the conspirator*, one morning, before he 
could be observed ; and sent to inform the princes that their intenti¬ 
ons had been represented at court, in such colours, that in order to 
remove the unfavorable impression, it behoved them to appear with¬ 
out delay in the presence of tbe emperor. Sbeiramun and bis associ¬ 
ates, when tliey recovered from the first moments of surprise, solemnly 
protested that their design in approaching the met mpolis, was actuated 
by the most innocent, if not the purest motives ; and with these us- 
smMiiees mounting their horses, accompanied the general without hes¬ 
itation to the presence of Man git. Alter entertaining them with 
sumptuous hospitality for a period of three days, that monarch pro¬ 
ceeded in person on tlte fourth day, to examine into the truth of the 
facts alleged against them. The guilt of the Shahzklahs was suffici¬ 
ently substantiated ; and Kcdauk, the Christian minister recently ad*

ifebiilMit. individuals concerned in leading the princes astray, suffered by the 
sword of the executioner. 

Having thus set his niiml at rest, with regard to those who were 
hostile to his authority, M align Kfiiiii now dismissed the princes Her kali 
Oghul, and UtVka Teymur, with suitable presents, and acknowledge, 
meets of their important services, to his kinsman Uitu. The govern¬ 
ment of the eastern provinces of the empire, including the conquered 
part of China, for it docs not yet appear to have been entirely subdued, 
was continued to Mahmud 'i elwauje; while the son of that minister, 
Mfasaoud Beg, was invested with the Vizzaurut of Tran sox inn a. The 
great provinces of Khonissaut), Irek Ajem, and Azerbavjaun, were 
assigned in permanence to A rgliun Khaim; who was accompanied, 
unfortunately, by Shurf-ud-dcin, a Khaurezmian scribe, or notary, of 
the mast arbitrary and unprincipled character, as commissioner to su¬ 
perintend the collections. IJy an ordinance issued under the autho¬ 
rity of MangA Kflan, a levy of four thousand balcsh bail been fixed 
on these provinces, as a composition for arrears of tribute ; and the 
Khaurezmian, immediately on his arrival, employed his son to exact 
from the inhabitants ten dinaurs, for every one, of the authorized con¬ 
tribution ; and his scheme of oppression was prosecuted with such 
unrelenting obduracy, that these noble provinces wore ogvin soon de¬ 
solated by the ordinary train of distress ami dispersion. 

1 hca mUoriU ofMattgu had, at thesame lime, not long been consolidated 
on a basis ol security, and the affairs of Ttirkestaun, of the country of the 
MoghAEs, and the territory oo the Oxus, finally terminated to his satis¬ 
faction, when, about the six hundred and fifty first of the ilidjerah, in 
consequence of some statements which reached him, through Kauay 
Shuras-ud dein theKazreimsn, relative to the usurpation* oft he schi*. 
metical zealots of Almowut, <tndto the pride and arrogance of the Kha- 
lif Mustaussem, he resolved todisparch his brother IfAlaukfi, into the 
pro- iuces of the Persian empire- This circumstance would lead us 
immedmteh within the natural limits of our design ; hut as it might 
be unsatisfactory to dismiss the history of the monarchsof Khrakonmi, 
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however brief, ill a manner so abrupt, we shall intreat the indulgence 
of the reader, to the completion of the series. 

Having sent Htllaukil to secure and extend his dominions westward, 
the views of Mangfi K&an were next directed to the final subjugation 
of China; end for tins enterprise he selected his brother iCftblii, pro¬ 
posing to follow in person at a convenient period. An embassador was 
however employed in the first instance, as on former occasions, to re¬ 
quire that the Fughfilr, or monarch of that great country, whose name 
is stated to have been Tehoukan, perhaps Tchoukang, should acknow¬ 
ledge liimscif tributary to the Moghul. Hence it would appear, that 
the Tartar conquests had not previously extended beyond the northern 
part of China. Otherwise it would be dilHcult to account for the high 
sounding and indignant reply of the monarch; in which the ambassa¬ 
dor is charged to inform his master, that the limits of the laud which 
acknowledged his authority, far transcended the measure of the ima¬ 
gination, and that the number of bis armies was only exceeded by that 
of the drops in the ocean ; that if the Moghul valued the permanence 
of his power, he would coniine himself to the territory already sub¬ 
ject to his authority, but beware of precipitating himself and his 
people, into an abyss of tribulation and sorrow, of which lie could form 
no conception. This proud message furnished fresh stimulus to the 
ambition oi'Mnngti; and, in the six hundred and fifty third^of the llid- 
jerah, he accordingly approached the Chinese frontier, at the head of 
an army of sixty toinauns, or six hundred thousand men. When he 
reached the banks of the Per&mun, probably the I'cranitiruu, or yellow 
river, he caused the unfortunate Sheirauiiiun, the grandson of Ougtai, 
and Kltaujah Oghu), and B&th, the sous of Guy fig Khaim, to be cast 
iii to that river, and drowned. On the frontiers of ulterior China, after 
evincing Ids prowess, and the superior force ofliis arms, in the subju¬ 
gation of numerous cities and places of smaller importance, his career 
was at last arrested by a for tided mountain of prodigious height anti 
circuit,and furnished, in the utmost abundance, with every requisite 
lor subsistanceand defence. 

This formidable post was immediately invested by the Moghdl armies; 
and a siege commenced Which, notwithstanding their utmost activity 
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A. H. €54 S®* and exertion, they found themselves foiled in every attoftipt to bring 
a. n* viftu-tn. l0 a successful tcrminatioiiT-wmterajul spring elapsed without either 
UuLn-ilmi- a cessation to tliejr labours, or any reasonable prosper; l of the reduction 
of their adversaries’ impregnable position: and the beats of summer, 
bringing with them a pestilential disorder, swept off the besiegers in 
alarming numbers* In these circumstances, and in the belief that it 
would enable him to escape the contagion, Manga Kian had recourse 
to frequent and protracted inebriety; but he found it in vain to con¬ 
tend, or temporise with his destiny. The contagion at last reached: 
him, and after eight days illness conveyed him to Ins grave,some time 
in the course of the six hundred and fifty fourth of the Uidjerah. 

Krm.A,or Krsui Kaak, the son ot'Tuly Khaim, fourth of the 
in on u ret is of Karakorum and Kaluran, of the race of Jengueiz. 

At the period of his brother’s death, this prince was employed in the 
northern part of China, or Kliat&i, of which he probably held the go¬ 
vernment ; and in consequence of the dissert*] oqs which now prevailed 
among the descendants of Jengueiz, did not succeed in establishing his 
K 4 , XaXN authority until some time in tlie six hundred and fifty eighth of the 
IVth of the sue- iiidjerah. On his departure for the Chinese expedition, Mangu Kami 
eww*> of ^ eu * had consigned the protection of the imperial residence of Kftnikormn 
to his second brother, Artekbouka, Hence on the demise of Mungu, 
that prince Jnid an opportunity of asserting his claim to the sovereign 
dignity ; which he determined to support by imiiicdiate host ilitiesaga just 
his elder brother K ublfti. In three great battles, which took place be¬ 
tween the rival brothers, Artekbouka was beaten in the two first, but 
victorious in the lost; and Kublit, yielding to lira adverse fortune with¬ 
drew into Kh:tlui. But, by one of those UEilookcd Jor vicissitudes so 
frequent in the events of human life, the power of Artekbouka being 
destroyed in neon test with Alghu Khanii,lhe Iclicglintuvuii monarch of 
Alinatiligli, that prince became a suppliant for the protection of the 
brother w bom he had so mortally injured; anil to whom he now mado 
a voluntary surrender of his person. The empire of KArakoruia with 
the entire of the dominions of Jengueiz, became thus ultimately and 
1 J ’ i iim iii'ii tl% vested i ii the bauds of k iihl ji; who punished his brother bv 
confining bint to a narrow enclosure, or wall of Arabian thorns inter¬ 
woven, in which lie perished at the expiration ofa twelve-month. 
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Soon after he had finally established hw power, K tibia i determined to 
resume the designs of subjugation against the Chinese territory ; of 
svlttch, afteru succession of campaigns he ultimately rendered Ititmelf 
complete master. In Kltutsd, hot fur from Tekengdii. the ancient me¬ 
tropolis of the Khaims, we find that he now proceeded to erect the ce¬ 
lebrated city called by the Moghuls Khahnbtiligh, (or Cambatu,) iho 
Pekin of the moderns, within a square, of which each face is described 
as four farsnngs, or leagues in length and moreover, that he connected 
his new metropolis, by a canal of forty days* journey in length, with 
the Zeytoun, here said to be the river which forms the boundary be¬ 
tween China and Hmdustnun. It was probably the Cfmftont or 
Tch<igtttifl,af which name there appears a river in the maps, about that 
distance, west-south-westof Pekin, l ie thus formed with that remote 
peninsula, a communication which led into the heart of Klmtii; the 
merchants of India bringing the produce of their country, in vessels 
along the canal, to the very centre of Khuunbaligli, which, in the lapse 
of a very short time, became a most populous and flourishing city. 

The death of KtihUii Ktian appears to have taken place about thesis 
hundred and ninety’third of the Ilidjerah,* when he had attained to 
tin* age of eighty three, and after a reign of five and thirty years. No 
left a progeny of’ twelve sons. 

Tzvm l*u, entitled Ouljuytu Kidiii, the grandson of KiihUii, and fifth 
of the monarchy of Karakorum, of the race of Jengudiz. 

While he was j*et in possession of health and power Kftblai had pub¬ 
licly declared bis son Jcimkeiiu, heir to the throne of.Jengueiz : but 
that prince dying before his father, the succession was settled on his 
son Teymilr, not Idas distinguished for his failings, that) for Ins !ove'Of 
justice. At the period of Ids fathers death, fey mu r was absent on 
tin; borders of western Tartary, superintending the equipment of the 
armies about to be employed against Shtthzadah Keydi ; an able and 
warlike prince, one of the grandsons of Ougtai Kigali, who had recently 
bt come extremely formidable in that quarter. The mother ofTeym nr, 
however, took charge of the government in the absence of her son ; 
and dispatched Nausser-ud-deiu Abu B uk kef, entitled, Sinuait, and 
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A. II. U34. sometimes Ikvan Kinjan,* (one of the Tour ministers of finance oflbe 
A. l>- deceased monarch, and a descendant ofSeyud Ajel of Bokhara) go- 
Hulnbui- vernor of the Chinese province of Karate hang, in the reign of MangA 
Kiian, to hasten his return to the capital. The prince proceeded with¬ 
out delay, on intelligence of this event, towards Khaunb&ligh, which 
he reached some time in the sis hundred and ninety fourth of the 
Nuljemh. He was immediately enthroned!, by the whole of the Shall- 
zMaha, and Niiyans, or principal nobility on the spot, with the title 
of OitljaytLi, or Ooljuytfl Kaaii,and gave ample display to the scenes 
Of festivity, and to the munificent liberality, usually exhibited on si¬ 
milar occasions, Among those to whom he continued tJu*dignities and 
appointments held under his gnmdfat her, hi- particularly distinguished 
the .Mahoinmediin minister Sun mu Kinjan recently adverted to, whose 
power and respectability he considerably advanced; whom in all nut¬ 
ters of revenue he directed to be implicitly obeyed • and who retained 
by his sovereign’* express instructions* thesimple designation of his 
lather and grandfather, Sctfttd AjcL The government of Kftrakorum, 
and of the patrimonial inheritance of Jengueiz,he consigned tohrs elder 
brother Kumlai t ftnd that of SHnkout, to his cousin german Abendah 
Oghfil, another oil he grandsons ofK4blM Kami. 

I he war with Shahzadah Keydft, which had gradually assumed the 
most alarming aspect, was entrusted to the management of Kou ktchfb 
the son of KouzGflrekan ; the imperial residence being at tins time, to 
all appearance, permanently transferred to the tieweitv of Khaunbatigh. 
It has been already intimated that Teymur Kuan was the slave of par- 
tieubir i.u lings ; and! it is now* recorded to his praise, tlmt all the atten¬ 
tion which he could sp ire from his intemperate indulgences, waa cn- 
tir< iy devoted to repress the iniquitous usurpations of tyrannic id vio¬ 
lence, and to en force the a cl minis! rat ion of justice. From the earliest 
period of life, In* had, however, to a degree ot fre nay, been addicted to 
wine;from which he w 3S not to he reclaimed either bv admonitions, or

anxious grand lather. Hence on the death of K&hl&i, aiJ d his conse- 

tinent accession to the sovereign power, ho became an absolute slave 
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to this his ungovernable propensity,consuming day and night without 
intermission, in the same intemperate course of indulgence; and in this, 
in defiance of the remonstrances of his best friends, lie persevered until 
a t the expiration of Six years, these gross and brutal excesses produced 
upon him their Batumi effect, an incurable paralytic disorder, under 
which he, however, languished tothetwelfthyoarofhisreign, when he 
died. During tire latter period, the government was administered by 
bis consort, assisted by the ad vice of the principal ameirs of the empire. 

Of the remaining roonarchs of Karakorum, of the race of Jengueiz, 
fourteen in number, it will be sufficient with the author, to subjoin 
the annexed list of names*

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A T the dose of the fifth chapter* the reader will have witnessed the A. H, e&fc 
final extinction of the Khelauftd, in the person of the unfortunate *■ D - 
Mustaussem ; whose possesions, with the whole of the territory west- 
ward of the O xus, then devolved to IIut.auku K h auk, the fou rth son 
ofTftly Khaun, and 1st of the Persian monarch soft he race of Jcnguciz, 

Having decided the fate of Baghdad then, in the manner which we 
have attempted to delineate in the preceding pages, Elulauku returned 
into Azerbaijan. A t Memos hah, in the latter end of Rudjub*, he 
received the submission of Budder-ud-deiti Lulu, prince ot Mossftle, at 
this period in Uis hundredth year, nod whom on that account he treated 
with particular kindness and distinction. I le was honorably dismissed 
to his principality, during the succeed log month of Shabaun. Not long 
afterwards, the envoys of HAlauku proceeded by his instructions, into 
Syria, to demand the submission of several chiefs who governed m that 
province, part of which was still subject to the authority of the Egyptian ffL , LAPKU KirAtJN ^ 
Sultans. These agents returned however to their sovereign, after an UmpenKin nwn- 

ineffectual discharge of their mission ; and m order to vindicate the arebsof tlw raw of 
claims of superior force, the F.yle Khaim immediately detamitied to Jl ‘ llESUCIi! ' 
conduct his armies into the country. During his absence, to secure 
the allegiance of the prince of MossDle, he required that MGIek Sllah 
the son of that chief, should be sent to bear him company on the expe¬ 
dition ; and on the arrival of the young chief in his camp, he married 
him to Ttirkun Khhtun, the daughter of Saltan Juliaul-ud-deiii the 
KhaurezmraU'. 

Outlie twenty second of Bamzauii.-f 1 1 ulaukn proceeded on his march 
towards Syria; but on entering the province of Diaurbekir.he detached 
the Shaliz&dah Ycshmout to attack the fortresses of Mialhiiftkein, and 
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-i, TI. o.jH. Mrmleih, while the reduction of Amida, or Hamid, fffll enti listed to 
A-1>. Melck Ssiliih, Ho ad ranted in person against Holm, or Gdessa, which 
ilulieilMa surrendered on capitulation ; but the cities of Nessebein, and l tartan, 
MJF * (Cardiff-) which had presumed to resist his power, be consigned over 
to plunder and sin ugh ter. After this, he appears to have experienced 
no obstacle until he reached Aleppo ; under the walls ot which, before 
the gate of Antioch, he now encamped, directing his generals with the 
several divisions under their orders, to occupy the approaches to the 
other gates. The operations of the siege commenced without delay ; 
and the Moghuls, having in a short time forced a passage into the city, 
through one of the gates called the Baub-ul-fi-fauk, indulged without 
con trou l in their ordinary ferocious ex cess*? s. The citadel continued 
to resisi for some days longer, but ultimately shared the fate of the town; 
the whole of tiie inhabitants, with the exception of some manufactur¬ 
ers and mechanics, being put to the sword without mercy. 

On the reduction cf Aleppo, or Haleb,Uiilaukii proceeded to the at¬ 
tack of h place in the neighborhood, to which the author has not con¬ 
ceived it expedient to assign a name,hut which ss described as possessing 
gnat strength and extent. W hen*drivcn toextremity the garrison how - 
ever, sent out to propose to the Moghul monarch, that a certain Mussul¬ 
man, of the name ofFakhor-ud-dei n Sauky, now employed about his per¬ 
son, and formerly known to’the inhabitants, might be allowed toenufer 
with them; and toaunounce that they were willing to surrender, provided 
this person would engage oil oath, that their lives and property should 
be safe. Whatever were his intentions as to the performance, the 
scruples of! I iiluuki were not of a nicety to withhold any engagement; 
and he accordingly authorised the person they had fixed upon, foac¬ 
cede, without hesitation, to whatever terms they might think proper 
to demand, hi such circumstances, it was not difficult to come to a 
conclusion ; the cond itions were formally ratified, and the garrison, re¬ 
lying upon the solemn pledge which they had received, unwarily des¬ 
cended from their posts ; when orders were issued by the inexorable 
11 filankCi, that they should be instantly cut to pieces, even to the child 
in the cradle, ami the inlant at its mother's brcist; all which being 
curried into execution, not a single individual w is suffered to escape, 
but an Aitneoiau goldsmith, who was spared in consult'ration of his 
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cxquisi te sk ill i n h is profession, Fuk hcMid-dei n, the wretched 5nstro- 
mentofthis harbarou so ml detest aide piece of treachery, was constituted 
governor of Aleppo i but having, at the expiration of a very few days, 
rendered his conduct suspicious to the Moghul,he was also condemned 
to die, and his government transferred to Zeyne-ud*deir>, a native of 
Khawauf. 

Warned by the fate of Aleppo, and of the castles in its vicinity, the 
people of Damascus hastened, through the medium of certain iJutgha- 
ritm merchants who bad settled among them, to convey, to the court 
of Hulauku, a most splendid display of presents, with offers of prompt 
submission and allegiance* Keyhouka Nbyan was immediately dis¬ 
patched, on the part of the Eyle Khaun, to take possession of the 
capital of Syria, and was received by the inhabitants with every out- 
lvard demonstration of respect. I n the mean time, intelligence reaching 
liulaukd of the death of his brother Mangfl, during the expedition into 
China, he appears to have felt it as a stroke of severe affliction, and it 
seems to have occasioned Ids sudden return into Azcrbaijaun. Key- 
bouka remained, however, at Du m esc as; where be continued to admin¬ 
ister the government with considerable success and reputation; until 
unexpectedly attacked, and made prisoner by Seyf-uddein Kodoux, 
or Todouz, the third Mnuniluk Sultan of Egypt, by whom with the 
greater part of the Moghuls who composed his garrison, he was subse¬ 
quently put to death* 

ll was formerly observed that on his arrival in Diaufbekir, Tib lank a 
detached his son Yeshmout, with a division of the army, to invest the 
important fortress of Miai’aurckein, at this period under the govern merit 
of Mel ok KatiinmiJ* Accordingly, having conducted li is troops to 
tin 1 neighborhood, the Shahzadati conveyed a message to that chief, 
inviting him to submit without resistance. In reply to his message 
he was informed by Melek Kaummil, that recent examples were too 
flagrant, to admit of the slightest reliance on the professions of it Mo¬ 
ghul; witness the treatment of the unfortunate Mustaussem, of Rok- 
ken-nd-d«in the lssiniu linn, and of many other tin happy princes; whom 
l,j$ ferocious countrymen had no sooner cajoled into tluur power by 
their insidious promises, than they basely put them to the sword with¬ 
out compunction, or otherwise made away with them, by devices still 
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S, u. fi:,Q :.a. more cruel. That for his own pari, so long as a spark of life continued 
A. D. t 0 animate his frame, he was resolved never lo abandon the ramparts 

UiMb-uv 0 f hj s fortress. From the tone of this reply, the Mogluil prince was 
*** r ' taught to prepare for the operations of an arduous siege. 

On the other hand, in encouraging his troops to a gallant defence, 
Mclek Knummil desired them to be assured that alt the wealth, of which 
be was master, was entirely at their disposal. He thanked heaven, 
that he was a stranger to the sordid and avaricious spirit which had 
led the wretched Mustausseui, instead of generously applying it to the 
preservation of his independence, to accumulate gold arul treasure for his 
own selfish gratifications. The hope of reward thus held out to them, 
and the confidence that their wants were abundantly provided for, 
united the garrison in the resolution of opposing to the attempts of the 
enemy, the most nmultil and determined resistance ; and they were, not 
long afterwards, fiercely assailed on every quarter. In modem times 
we have heard of can non-shot meeting in the air, an dlieigi^ shattered to 
pieces In the concussion; and in the course of the siege of Miafaurekein, 
the author remarks, that instances frequently occurred, in which the 
stones impelled from the adverse eatapuluc. on Maujt neik, of the be¬ 
siegers and the besieger!, were shivered by a similar concussion. 

At the expiration of the second year, to which the siege was protracted, 
the garrison became, however, so straitened, ns to he reduced at las* 
to eat their horses, and some, of stronger appetites, even to subsist on 
the carcases o I their fellow soldiers. In this extremity, Melck Kauin- 
siiii was seized by his tarnished garrison, and conducted, with his hands 
bound, and a halter about his neck, to the presence of Yesimiout; by 
w horn these wretches,, to the ntind>er of seven tv, were instantly put to 
tile sword. 1 he Moghuls shortly alter wards entered the place, anti 
proceeded to avenge themselves Ibr the tedioiunicss of the siege, by a 
gf'iicnd massacre ot the inhabitants. Melck Kaummil was, however, 
himself reserved for a more terrible and cruel retribution. He was 
conveyed to the camp of liulauku ; who caused him to Ire fed with the 
lb -li torn from his own body, until he finally expired under the hands 
of his tormentors. 

t he fortress of Mardein was nex t invested by Yeshmout; and after 
a protracted siege,either through domestic treachery, or external fraud. 
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fell also into the hands off lie Moghuls. The relation which ascribes 
its capture to the former source, represents that when the siege hail con¬ 
tinued for a period of some duration, the garrison was attacked by a 
pestilential disorder, and the son of Melek Sfteid the governor, wearied 
out by certain vexatious severities exercised towards him hy his father, 
contrived to destroy him by poison ; then entering into negociation 
with Yeshmout, he threw open the gates, and delivered up the cas¬ 
tle to that prince. The other' statement, however, alleges that Melek 
Sleid agreed to an ac coin mo elation with the Eylekhaunian Ameirs.on 
a promise that he should be invested with the Atahrkship, or govern¬ 
ment of Oiaurbekir; but giving up the fortress on the basis of this treaty, 
he was conveyed by Ycshmotlt to the camp of his father; by whom 
he was put to death, and the government of Mardein bestowed upon 
JUelck Muzufier, the unnatural son by whom he had probably been 
betrayed. 

Ruddiuvud-dein Lflltl, prince ofMossnlc, having died at a very ad¬ 
vanced age, either in the six hundred and fifty‘Seventh, or fifty ninth 
of the Ilidjerah, after a prosperous government of two and fifty years, 
the succession was confirmed by 11iilaukd to his son Mch k Salah, fbr- 
meily mentioned ; and for a short time, be evinced his gratitude by au 
unreserved submission to the authority of the Tartar monarch. But when 
this period of deceitful tranquillity was destined to close, the natural 
antipathy of his disposition could no longer be restrained; and he sud¬ 
denly withdrew into Egypt, confiding the government of Mossnlc to 
one of Ids officers,on whose attachment he con Id venture torely. From 
Biiodekdattr, or Nundkedaur, the Sultan of Egypt, he experienced a 
very friendly and hospitable reception; and in order to bring away his 
treasure and most valuable effects, an escort of one thousand horse 
was employed by that prince to reconduct him to Mossilte. The cir¬ 
cumstance of his return was early made known to 11 u lank ftwhose 
generals were immediately instructed to seize and secure with the strict¬ 
est vigilance, the different roads and passes which led from the country, 
in order to frustrate any at tempt which he might make to recoiivey hi Pl¬ 
under selfin to the dominions oft lie Sultan of Egypt. A powerful division 
underSi ndauglm N ilyan, wasdispatchedat the same time to invest Mos- 
siiie, and to leave no method unemployed to make sureof the person of the 
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4 re ^ f,lct0T >' c hitf, Thus, observes our author, while Melek Satalr, with 

t t ~ b<> ^ ie I'cediossness °f unoffending innocence, was one day socially indu%- 
w%r. iuyin the enjoyments of wine and music, his-ears were suddenly as» 
sailed by the horrible and discordant din of the Moghul horns and kettle- 
drums. He contrived however to secure the gates, and, by a season- 
able display of liberality, to animate the Kurds and i'artars in his ser¬ 
vice to defend the ramparts of hie capital ; of which the siege was itn- 
mediately commenced by the Moghul general. 

Early apprized of the danger to which itwasexposed, the S&) tan of Egypt 
directed one of his principal generals, with the troops which composed 
tus army m Syria, to proceed, without delay to tin; relief of Alouftfe. 
On Ins arrival at Seujaur, for the purpose of announcing' his approach 
to the besieged, the Egyptian commander attached a note to tin* wing 
of a pidgeon, and set it at large. It happened, however, unfortunately 
that, fatigued with the length oHts flight, the bird perched prematurely 
ou onepf the warlike machines of the besieging army; the superintend- 
officer Ol which immediately possessed himself of the note, and con¬ 
veyed it to the head quarters of his general. A tomaun of the _Mo- 
glua troops was detached without delay, to intercept there thrlratra- 
dors; and separating into three bodies, on Us entrance into the district 
ol ^imjaitr, secretly by in ambush for the enemy. Tlw moment they 
reached a certain point, the Syrian* found themselves accordingly 
atmeked unawares from several quarters at once; they continued how¬ 
ever to defend themselves for some time with considerable resolution ■ 
but, a violent gust ol wind arising, and carrying the dust mt„ ^ 

contributed lo secure tire victory to their assaikuts, by whom they 
were for tlm greater part cut lo pieces. The snccmfuLMoghuk then 
stripped the akin, and, dtqpiired in their apparel, soon ajierwards pre¬ 
sented l-lK'niselves under the walls of Musshlc; theiuhabitautaof wiiiclt, 
.tonreaddy concern,* that they were the troops of SMtan Bundkcdaur 
coming to Uteir relief, issued from their gates in joyfolemmls, re cm- 
brace their supposed deliverers. The result it were unnecessary to

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he permitted to capitulate- The Mogbftl general readily engaged to 
mediate tor liis pardon with Miihuiki'u and on the faith of such an 
engagement, in spite of multi plied experience, the credulous chief ad¬ 
ventured to quit the protection of his walls, and to surrender his per¬ 
son iuto the power of his besiegers, by whom, lit the charge of a 
competent escort, he was scut off without delay to the court of his 
sovereign. Exasperated beyond measure hy his contumacious beha¬ 
viour, I luhuikti condemned him ton punishment as horrible as it was 
unprecedented. Ho caused him to be smeared from head to foot, 
with mutton-fat. or some otln r greasy substance of ibe sort, and in 
that situation, wrapped up hi coarse cloth, and stiaitly bound with 
* cord, he was consigned to a lingering Snd miserable death ; being 
at the seine time supplied with as modi food as served to protract his 
existence as long as possible. In a few days innumerable vermin being 
engendered in ilie substance with which he had been besmeared, the 
very flesh was gnawed from Ins hones. Nevertheless, in this disgust¬ 
ing ami deplorable condition, the unhappy chief continued to languish 
for the space of a month, before Uc w as relieved from Ids miseries by 
tin- ha nd of death. II is sou, an in fan t of three years old, Wes afterwards 
cloven in twain, and the divided halves of his body, suspended outlie 
opposite banks of lIic I igrisal Mossule. 

In consequence of the services rendered muter the instructions of 
his brother Haiti, in securing lor Mangu Kuan the throne of KArakor- 
nm, BerkuhOghhl, the son of Jujv Khaim, liad presumed on ail occa¬ 
sions loarrocito a'superiority Over his cousin UCifonk&, whose haughty 
spirit he never omitted 10 mortify, when an opportunity occurred- 
1 in path ut of these insolent pretensions, 1 Itilauki, at last, openly avowed 
bis resolution no longer to submit to them; dee taring that thence¬ 
forward all tics of friendship between them, were to bo considered as 
rib* >lvt d. Of these teckmiioirn Ih-rkah Khaim became nppriacd ; 
and he as openly affirmed on his part, that the destruction of so many 
jVlahommcdan sovereign*, and the desolation of their dominions,,but, 
above all, the immolation of the Klmlif of llwghd&d, unauthorized by 
the instructions of bis superior, had long called fnt vengeance against 
1 i dhiuku ; and that at a proper opportunity, he should not fail to require

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a. II. S&S-®. cent blood. With mutual animosity thus fermentiog in their bosoms, 
A. i>. laiMMH- the,crisis of actual hostility was unreJerated by the death of Tatar 
tl.fM-ibuv Oghtt or%hlfi, a near relative of Berkah Khaun; whom, or, the se¬ 
venteenth ofStiffur of the six hundred and fifty eighth of the llidjcrah* 
on the pretest of having practiced magic, HulauLu caused to perish 
by the hand of the executioner. 

f his, in Addition to the catalogue of injuries, cither real or itnagiuarv, 
already accumulated between them, determined Berkah Klmiiiu who 
had by this time succeeded to bis brother But& outlie throne of Jiijy 
kiutim. tp decline every other-object, whether of policy or ambition, 
for that of bubbling the pride ofhis detested rival. The advanced 
guard otitis army consisting of thirty thousand horsey under Togai, per- 
haps N’pgiii, was accordingly dispatched without further delay dirou-li 
fhe countries westward of the Caspian, to invade the dominions 
ol 1 EuJauU. A period of four years seems, however, to have clasped 
before the latter, cither found himself at leisure, or conceived it expe- 
'Uenl to make any decisive movement to repel the aggression ; but in

The banditti 
at the head of the pass having considerably annoyed his troops, the lat¬ 
ter proceeded to disperse them by their archers; and having closely 
pursued them through Derburid, fell unexpectedly upon the army ot 
the Kliattn of Keptchauk, which they entirely defeated. 1 he victory 
was followed, on the parr of the lYrsomogliiiIs under I lulaukil, hy an 
unsparing and indiscriminate massacre: so that by the first of the mouth 
orSiiflW,* not a vestige was to be perceived in that quarter either of 
Toeii, or of bis army. Prosec u t i ng t lie ir ad vantage, the ad v a need divisi- 
onsof Huluuku’s troops h-don by his son Abut;a Ivhatin.andSheirJtmuii 
and Bfifili N ft van. crossed the river of Terek* or Terki, in to the territory 
the enemy. They had not proceeded to any great distance ott their 
march, before they discovered the encampment of the Khaim; which 

was found lobe entirely and unaccountably abandoned, not a soldier to 
• «■ ■ 

he seen in tiiiv direction; arid a vast booty in sheep and cattie, and 
Other property of every description dispersed among the tents, seemed 
designedly left as a lure to remove all thought of danger. 

With that total absence of circumspection which lias been so fre¬ 
quently, and deservedly, punrailed with defeat,the troops divided them¬ 
selves through the tents of the enemy; and for a day and a night became 
totally immersed in the delirium of wine and music, and in the soci¬ 
ety of the Tartar women, who had probably been also abandoned, in 
order, by the fascination* of beauty, to complete the spell. At sun rise 
of the second day, they were awakened from tins dream o I sensuality 
and indulgence- by an attack from Ibrrkah Kbaun in person, at the 
head of an innumerable force, which suddenly and at once broke upon 
them froiri different quarters. AMka Khaim anil the other generals 
made, tiotw itbstandingi a Courageous resistance to the efforts of the 
enemy, until sunset; when yielding to superior numbers, they retreated 
with precipitation to the Terek. Hie river was at this time frozen 
over; and the ice giving way under the pressure of the terrified and 
impatient multitude, which thru need together to cross to the other 
wide, the greater part of the army liote met its late, and was swallowed, 
up in the stream. 
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l itis disastrous reverse produced in the mind of Iffrlaukii, a degree 
of affliction bordering on despair, He set on toot however, through¬ 
out Iiis dominions, the most formidable preparations to retrieve and 
avenge the disgrace; which he resolved to do the moment his equip, 
incuts were in a sufficient degree of forwardness. Hut his destiny had 
otherwise ordained it. He had moved from his summer residence at 
Meraughah, in the former llebbem of six hundred and sixty three>* 
to take up his winter quarters at Tcheghaitu, when one day on quitting 
his bath, he was seized by a sudden fit of illness ; and the medicines 
prescribed lor his relief augment)og the violence of his disorder, hi* 
recovery was soon despaired of. During Ins illuess for several nights 
successively, two feaftil apparitions are said to buv* presented tliem- 
s( Ives a t the b.d side of lluhuku, and continued so to do, until be 
was forever withdrawn from the abode of mortal grandeur, when they 
a I together disappeared. The remains of the departed Monarch were, 
deposited, by hiamimsters.iiia mausoleum preparedfortheirreception ;

On the subsequent conquest offlaghdid, in prosecution ofhis p1,in s 
to facilitate the study of astronomy, Mulaiikh, at his own request, 
fnnij.dicd N usstdr-ud-di iu, with an imperial mandate authorizing hint 
to the construction of an observatory, and to proceed with all prac¬ 
ticable dispatch, in the formation of n set of tables in his favorite sci¬ 
ence. For the site of his observatory, Nusseir-Ltd-dein fixed upon 
a lofty eminence north of the Tebmiart Mmugkli; where being pro¬ 
vided with a power to command, without limitation, the assistance of 
the officers of the imperial treasury and revenue, lie succeeded in a 
short time, in bringing the fabric ton completion. As far ns we are able 
to collect Ifom the original, it is described to hove been furnished 
with some species of apparatus (perhaps on Orrery) to represent the 
celestial sphere, with the signs of the Zodiac, the con junctions, transits, 
tuul revolutions of the heavenly bodies. Through a perforation in the 
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dome, (lie rays of the sun were admitted so ns to strike upon certain 
lines Oti the pavement, in a way to indicate, in degrees and minutes, 
the altitude and declination of that luminary, dtirirtgefrcrv season, and 
marking the time and hour of the day, throughout the year. It was 
further supplied with a map of the terrestrial globe, in all its climates, 
or zones, exhibiting- the several regions of tb® habitable world. osweTf 
as a general outline of the ocean, w it li the numerous islands contained 
in its bosom; all so perspicuously arranged and delineated,according 
to our author, as at once to remove, by the clear* st demonstration, 
every doubt from the mind of the student. From an ext raordinary 
difference in the sun's altitude ami declination, at correspond mg pe¬ 
riods, between what was exhibited in the Zfyteh-t-Eyhkhuunyk Kyk- 
ktmuniao tables, now trained, arid in thus*- hitherto established, tin 
error ofsurpri sing magnitude, and to the giv.it confusion of chronology, 
was detected, in the mode formerly observed to adjust the commence¬ 
ment of the new year. Hut, before tins celebrated observatory hud 
been entirely .completed, the sun of llulauku's power had set forever. 

We find it moreover recorded, that a considerable attention was de¬ 
voted by this monarch, to the encouragement of architecture; having 
not only erected a splendid palace for his own residence, probably at 
Meraughub, but, throughout the territory of AzerbAijmin and of 
A i ran, in the peninsula ©f the Kurr am! A boras, many temples of great 
extent and magnificence dedicated to the idols of his country, also re¬ 
mained t ©attest his liberal spirit in that respect; exclusive of numerous 
works Of public utility in different parts of bis dominions. This pro¬ 
pensity is said to have increased towards the decline of life, without, 
however, in the slightest degree taxing hi* application to the more im¬ 
portant concerns of his government. Some time before be died, ho 
hud, together with the sovereign dignity as the heir to his power, as¬ 
signed to hte eldest son, Abaka Kbauu, both tbc provinces of Irak, with 
Marauder,mu, ami Ktaowgaeuri to the banks of the Ox ns. To Shah- 
x.iilnh Yes bra Out he bequeathed the government of Azerbutjhviu and 
Arrau ; arid to another favorite sou, A rite it Tomhiu, he gave that of 
1 Inmrbekjrand ltebbem. By the last of his minister*, Simms-ud-dein 
MaboromedJowemy, the government oHJaghd&d was bestowed upon 
iu> brother, lUmujah Atl-ul-uiulk, the author of the tirikh juhauu 



gusMi, ati history of the Jengmzian conquests ; by whom, from m 
heyp ofriiiiis, that celebrated city was restored to a state of cbmpara- 
tivc prosperity and splendor. Tlie same person, at the expense of 
more than ten thousand dinaurs of gold,* white governor of liagluliii, 
opened a fresh canal to i he territory of Nudjef, hy which he conducted 
a part of I la* Euphrates to the mausoleum of Ally.

and of the Amrirs of the whole empire, publicly seated on the throne 
of llfthmkii : and thus commenced ;i reign winch is acknowledged to 
have been attended with unabated, ami uniform repose and happiness 
to every class of his subjects. He conferred the dignity of Aineir-ul- 
inura, or lieutenant general of the empire, on the above mentioned 
Suujauk Buhauder, entrusting the government of Khonmaun to one 
of his brothers, the Slwdizudah Tcpshvin Oghtil; and he continued the 
post of Vczzcir to Ids father's minister, Slmms-iid-dcm, 

In the early part ofliis govern me lit, bis attention was required to op¬ 
pose the Tartars of Keptcliauk; who by the usual route of UorbWl, 
were advancing, under i heorders ofShubziUlahNouicM {perhaps Nogni) 
tin*sou oflk-rkali Khaun, to invade Azerbilijaim. Jlc consigned the 
task of repelling the invaders to his brother Yeslunmit ; to w hom he 
bud confirmed his father’s bequest of the territory in that quarter. On 
the twentieth of the month of Suflitr, of the six hundred and sixty 
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a, II. fourth of the Hidjerafr,* the enemy were attacked, ant! totally defeated

HU1M. UV in consequence of which they were possibly thrown into confusion. 

To avenge this disgrace, which was in all probability confined to the 
advanced division ol Ins army, Bcrkalt Khaim soon afterwards appeared 
in person, at the head of three hundred thousand horse ; and bearin'' 
down every obstacle until he reached the left bank of the Kurr, lie 
then* encamped; while Abaka with bis army took post on the adverse 
side of the river to dispute bis passage. At the expiratujn of some 
days, Uerkah Kliaun determined to ascend the river towards Trfiin, 
with the design of crossing by the bridged'that city ; but being seized 
on his march by a fit of the cholic, the band of death put a sudden 
period to all his projects of revenge. 11 is army embraced an early op¬ 
portunity of withdrawing from the danger, and betook themselves to

during the six hundred and sixty seventh, and sixty eighth of the 
Jltdjeridit A balm was employed in K. boras sautt: that province having 
becMi invaded (after an insidious endjassy in which MiissiVoud Ui-g. the 
, son ot Mahmud Yelwaij je, was engaged to amuse tile KylnkhnunianJ 
l;y l?oruuk, or Bcrauk Oghlan, who luul succeeded to the possessions 
os l ehcghatbi, north east of the Ox us. In a decisive battle, wbiehtook 
place in ZjJhjidjc of the six bund red and sixty eighth of the fl idjirail £ 
w ithiu five or six fnraangs of I Imt, the invader was totally defeated, 
and compelled to retire, with prcci pita Lion mid disgrace, into bis own 
dominions. 

The cloven succeeding years, since they appear tn have been barren 
ot materials for the pel) of the historian, may, perhaps be considered to 
have passed in comparative tranquillity ; the narrative bringing us at 
once to the six hundred: and seventy ninth of the lluljemh. During 
that year. Abakw Khaim employed Ids brother, Maugu ’Feymfu, to in- 
vad. ; the possessions of Seyf-ud-dcm Knlhmuu, sunnumid the H.is- 
disk, (nl atfrn) Sit I tun of Egypt. In tile month of [tudjuh,* in the 
neighborhood oflbmjs or Harness, north, oi Damascus, tke-Kgyptiua 
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gave bailie to the Persian army, and the Maumlhk Sultan was signally 
victorious; the Moghul prince with the whole of his troops being stated 
to have been entirely destroyed, either in the action, or the pursuit. 
Others, however, relate that Mangu Teym&r himself escaped the car¬ 
riage, and reached Baghdad, where Jie died a natural death before the 
termination of the year. 

At the crisis of his brother’s defeat, AbAka appears'to have been sta¬ 
tioned at Senjaur in Mesopotamia ; but considering it not immedi¬ 
ately either convenient, or advisable, to avenge the disgrace, he with¬ 
drew to Baghdad ; and in /hihudje of the same year, he r -mo ved further 
to llamadaun, where he arrived on the eighth of the month.* Here he 
is said to have contracted a habit of immoderate drinking, by which 
he veiy soon reduced himself to the most wretched state ufdebility * 
and while thus languishing under the effects of intemperance, he hap¬ 
pened one day to fall asleep in his chair; and a raven, perching itself on 
an opposite building, was not to be prevented from serenadinghim with 
Us discordant clamours. The attendan ts hastened to drive away the 
inauspicious bird ; but, it had already awakened the debilitated mon¬ 
arch. and occasioned so severe a shock to his distempered nerves, that 
he expired on the spot. 

This event took place on the twentieth oFZilhudje of the six hun¬ 
dred and seventy ninth of the Hidjerah.f when Ahaka had swayed the 
sceptre of the Persian monarchy for about sixteen years, lie left two 
sons. Arghun, and Keyklmutik, or Kuujnyttt Kbanu, each of whom, at 
subsequent periods, attained to the sovereign power. 

Among the men of genius and letters, who flourished and died dur¬ 
ing the reign of this monarch, we cannot omit to mention the name of 
Montana Julian Kud-detn ltu ray, the celebrated author of the Messuui 
sherreif. He was originally of Balkh; but front having Jong resided 
with his father, at Larimlah, in Anatolia, he obtained the appellation of 
Klim inn. Hi* grand mother U re presen terito have beena grand-daugh¬ 
ter of Sultan Mahommed the Khaurezmiait. lie was Imrn about 
the six hundred and fourth, and his death is stated to have taken place 
cm the fifth of the latter Jummatldy of the six hundred and seventy 
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A. H. 690. second of the Hidjerah.* \Te also learn, from a passage in his own 
s. P. itei. works, that the elegant and ingenious Sheikh Sandy of Sheirauz, td- 
ijabfik-i** though then far advanced in years, was on one occasion presented by his 
minister to Abukahhuun; ami his guarded com jdunent to the monarch 
is on record.

On the death ofAbaka Kliaun, it was determined by a convention 
xturuAt a °^l ,c P r ' nc 'P a t Ameirs.that Nek udaur should succeed to the authority 
Till! of the of his deceased brother, to the prejudice tsnd exclusion of the princes 
lYruxJcngu* his children ; and he accordingly assumed the sovereign dignity, on 
Sunday the thirteenth of the former Ilebbcia, of the six hundred and 
eightieth of the JJidjerah.t 

I faving previously embraced the doctrines oft he Kotin, this prince, 
on his accession, assumed the title of Sultan Ahmed, and proceeded 
to restore to the followers of the law of Mu hemmed their long lost 
predominance; compromising, however, with the physicians and astro- 
fcomcm of the Christian and Jewish persuasion, by assigning to cache 
moderate advance in cash from the imperial treasury, in lieu of the 
pensions which they had enjoyed under his predecessor*, lie conti¬ 
nued the office of Vczzcir, to Shums-ud-dein theJowciniuii; 

who united to the teal of bis sovereign, his own exertions, to promote 
the advancement of their common religion. 

Measures so hostile to the ancient prejudices of their tuition, excited 
in several of the members of the imperial ftiutlv, a most lively sensation 
oi jealousy and discontent; and particularly in ShabMdali A:g iun, thi 
son of Abika, who was in possession of tin* government of K •lorass.tuu. 

IV hen he had, how ever, de ten on hostility against the authority of 

his uncle, theShahz^dah hastened in the first instance, to secure the 
support of Togliatchaur Nil van and the bands of Kiramm t iss, 
then reputed the fiercest and most warlike m the tribes ; and 

in this, he appears to have been aueresaiuh Some fruitless attempts lid- 
low,-.|, to accommodate these differences, without proceeding to x- 
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freiiiity and those having in every instance failed, the troops of Sultan A, 
Ahmed were finally put in motion, to gain the eastern frontiers ol Azcr- 
baijaun; tv hitfe Sbab'z Adah Arghtin with all the force he could assemble, 
ftppfoached towards the same point. On the plains of Auk-khaujnli, 
he was, however, opposed and entirely defeated, on the first of Sulfur, 
of the year six hundred and eighty three,* by Ally Eynauk,at the head 
of fifteen thousand men, the advanced division of the troops of Sdlan 
Ahmed. Shahz&dah Arghfln fled with precipitation from the field oi 
battle, and threw himself into the fortress of Ko!aut,t whither he was 
so on aflerw a rds pu rst i oil by h is con q u eror. S ii I tan A h m e d now proceed - 
ed, without further obstacle, to enter tC horassaun; while Argli mi, consi¬ 
dering resistance no longer availing, resolved to hazard an interview 
with Ally Evnauk, with whom he accordingly held a conference un¬ 
der the walls ofKolaut. Jn return for this proofofhis confidence, Ally 
Evaauk accompanied the young prince into the fort, and finally pre¬ 
vailed upon him to venture, under his protection, to the camp ol Sultan 
Ahmed. After proceeding several stages, they at last came up with 
the army of the Sultan at Khojaim, where ilie Shahzldah was com¬ 
pel led to stand for Severn! hours exposed to the sun, before he was ad¬ 
mitted to the presence of Ids uncle. Having been thus sufficiently 
mortified, he was then tmffi-red to approach the Shiran, who embraced 
him with much apparent cordiality, consoling him with the expecta¬ 
tion of being restored to the government of Khoni-satm ; after which, 
in a suite of tents set apart for his accommodation, the Shahzadah 
was placed in the custody of a select guard of four thousand men, 
under the orders of Arflk the brother of Uouka, of whom more here¬ 
after, 

LJ n fort uoateTv. in these circumstances the Saltan, through an impati¬ 
ent anxiety to be h-stored to line society ofhis wile, was led to separate 
from his army; leaving instructions with Ally byinutk, by whatever 
means he found practicable, to terminate the existence ol SbahzJLlah 
Arghun. Sultan Ahmed h?d, however, no sooner quitted the army, 
than Bon. ha mid some of the other Nuyans conceived the design of sub¬ 
verting his power altogether: and with these views, after lamenting 
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the Humiliation brought upon the lineage of Jongueiz, by the Sultan’* 
apostacy from the religious system of his ancestors* ant! by his m inister's 
partial advancement of the disci pies of the KorAn, they proposed to the 
princes of the imperial family on the spot, and to the Ameireof the 
court, that llulnnjii, the young son of Arglum K Haiti), should be raised 
to the throne of Htilauku, and ihat Sultan Ahmed should bestill suf¬ 
fered to retain the subordinate dignity of king ; and they concluded 
by remarking, that the accomplishment of this plan would be most ob¬ 
viously facilitated by the immediate enlargement of Argbun, The 
measure was universally assented to \ and it was determined to carry 
the design into execution, the moment the obscurity of the approach¬ 
ing night, was sufficiently advanced to cover their proceedings, 

On Tuesday evening, accordingly, the eighteenth of the latter Reb- 
Wia,* the conspirators entered the tents of Argluln, and roused him to 
the apprehension, that the solemn hour was arrived, in which he was 
to l«t* forever separated Iroiu his family , and all that was dear to him. 
liouka took him however by the hand, and by explaining what was in 
agitation, soon removed his alarm; after which mounting their horses, 
they proceeded, with their utmost celerity to the station of Ally Ey- 
tiauk, whom they surprised asleep, on the terrace of his pavilion, 
Ameir Ally Tumgfaatebei, (clerk of the signet) one of the depend¬ 
ants of Gouka, struck off the head of the general while he still reposed 
upon ids pillow ; and amidst the alarm ami confusion which ensued, 
w hich it is not difficult to conceive, the greater part of the Sultan's 
friends and adherents were put to the sword. One of them how¬ 
ever escaped; and,overtaking his master on the road towards Ar.cr- 
H&ijaun, about four fareangs on that side of Esferlein, informed him 
of the sudden and disastrous revolution, which had occurred to his 
affiiirs. Plunged by the intelligence into a state of melancholy and 
despondence, the Sultan shaped his course for Sorauh, probably in 
Maz&nderaon, at this period the residence ofhis mother Tiity, or Kuty 
Khaidn ; his courtiers, and principal officers, with their followers, like 
his better fortune, gradually abandoning him at every stage. Shums- 
ud-ih in tin prune minister, on his arrival at Jittjercin, proceeded to¬ 
wards Isfahauu, from whence lie had it in contemplation to withdraw, 
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by way of Shirauz, into India ; but from this latter design, at a subse¬ 
quent period he receded, through motives of affection for his numerous 
dependants, whom he found it repugnant to his feelings to abandon to 
the mercy of a vindictive succession. And to these manly sentiments 
lie ultimately fella victim. 

Shalut&dah Afghftn, who had thus providentially triumphed over 
the designs of his adversaries, passed the night of his deliverance, in 
anxious watchfulness for the dawn of the succeeding day. I le then 
received the congratulations of the princes his relatives, and of the 
ameira, on the preservation of his life, and on his unlooked for restor¬ 
ation to power. In the mean time, a came) dispatch was sent off, by 
llou ka, t he head of the conspiracy, with instruct ions to the Kuraounaiiss, 
to intercept the retreat and terminate the career of Sultan A limed; while 
another message proceeded to require that the Kbustcheian, or archer 
militia, would exert themselves to destroy the followers of the forsaken 
monarch. Arghftn, in person, soon engaged in the line of pursuit. 
The Sultan, ou the other hand, on reaching Soratib, was advised by 
his mother, with the few followers who continued attached to his for¬ 
tune*, to remain where ho was; and abide with patience, the gradual 
disclosure of those events, which must yet arise from beneath the veil 
of futurity. 

For some days, the state of his affairs was concealed from the ser¬ 
vants of the dowager princess, and each individual, as' fancy might 
lead him, was suffered to indulge in conjecture; until Kamneghaury 
and Sengur Nftyan, two of the princess’s officers, one morning that 
thev attended the presence of the Sultan, according tocustnm, ventured 
to enquire how it happened, that contrary to his practice on former 
visits, he should have appeared among them unaccompanied by his 
army } The monarch replied, that having made a prisoner of his formi¬ 
dable adversary, he had conceived it prudent, as a competent safeguard, 
to leave 1 lie whole army in charge of his person ; and for his own part, 
that he hail hastened on before, to provide for the passage, ami accom¬ 
modation of his troops. One of the chiefs, who sat without the pavi¬ 
lion, exclaimed aloud upon this, that what they had heard, wsw a gross 
mis-statement of circumstances; for that Arghftn Khaim had been posi¬ 
tively raised to the supreme dignity, by a great majority of the Shall* 
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a. II. <W 3* zidihs and principal nobility, and that they were now In adfna) pur- 
\ ; _ ) J ^.i _ s „jt 0 f Sultan Ahmed, with the de tom hied purpose of putting him fo- 
rtvr . 1 dealh. It therefore the two N Avans entertained a genuine regard for 
the welfare of their country, they would not omit so tUir an opportu¬ 
nity of securing the person of the Sultan, against the possibility of es¬ 
cape. On this disclosure, the two A metes immediately quitted the 
tent, and without further ceremnuy, proceeded to cut off all communi¬ 
cation with the uitfortitnate and devoted monarch* 

Such was the state of things, when a numerous body of the Kftre- 
ourtauss forced the station of Soraub,aml filled every quarter with the 
uproar of pillage and violence ; mid at the expiration of moor three 
days, the unfortunate Sultan was sent off hand-bound, to meet his tri¬ 
umphant nephew. Agreeable to a custom prevailingomongthc Moghuls, 
on the appearance of a vanquished adversary, ArgliAn is described oh 
this occasion, as soon as the royal captive was conducted to hi-* pre¬ 
sence, to hate made use, looking at liis at tend an is, of the exclamation 
Merc tt/an expression of which, whether it was intended to convey 
irony, or contempt, or insult, or all together, t he author does not limi- 
idi us with any explanation. 1 his spoken, lie proceeded to celebrate 
his victory, by a liberal circulation of the goblet. Hut, as recent ex¬ 
ample had taught him, within his own experience, the* hazard of com¬ 
mitting to a subjugated rival, the chance of life to avenge his misfor¬ 
tunes, mul the bitter repentance of which, alone, such imprudent lenity 
was the source, he immediately delivered over ihe person of Sultan 
Ahmed, to tile disposal of the sons of KonkGrbAI; who had been put 
to death either by him,or by his authority. In retaliation for the blood 
of their father, the avenging sons proceeded accordingly, on Thursday 
the twenty sixth of the foimerJuttunaudy* of thesis hundred and eighty 
third of the Hidjeraht to tear up, like his shipwrecked hopes," the 
existence of the utilortuunto monarchy when ho hud possessed the 
sovereign authority,for a period of about three years one month and 
seven days.

li was formerly observed that the lute prime minister, Shums-ud*dein 
Mahounm d, on intt'Higcnce of the unexpected revolution in favor of 
Arghun K-haun, ivas making the best of his way towards fdahaun : 
With the ultimate design of retiring by sea into [iindflstaiio. A sud¬ 
den resolution to trust to providence, and resign hinisellioliis fate, actu¬ 
ated him. however, to abandon that design ; and he determined to mea¬ 
sure back his steps, and submit, with a good grace, to the authority of 
the new sovereign. On his journey he received from Arghun Khaim, 
by some persons of distinction, a declaration, confirmed under the 
imperial signature, that helind freely forgiven the pant; and un assur¬ 
ance of a friendly and honorable reception, if be would repair without 
further delay to the royal pretence.

Such malevolent 
insinuations did not lad to produce an impression on a mind already jea¬ 
lous os hts intiuextce; and Bouka, at the earliest private conference 
with his sovereign, embraced the opportunity of warning him against 
the absurdity of forming expectations olhonorable or faithful service, 
front the traitor, who had poisoned his beuelhctor, the just and bene* 
. volcnt Abiikat and ultimately to assure him, that the stability of his 
power essentially depended 011 the annihilation of this intriguing states¬ 
man's existence. 

These and similar arguments finally prevailed with A rgh ditto direct, 
that the illustrious minister of so many kings, (for he had, fora period 
of thirty years, enjoyed the highest and most splendid distinctions 
in 1 he slate) should he brought to answer to the atrocious charge of 
having poisoned his sovereign. A council of the Nhyans, or principal 
Atnetrs, was accordingly assembled; mid Siiums-ud-dein was brought 
before them with Unhands bound, and to the in finite regret of a whole 
people, which could not suppress the most bitter lamentations, at his 
unmerited late, bi reply to the charges of mismanagement and pecu¬ 
lation, he desired it might be understood, that lie voluntarily admitted: 
an hundred fold, all that the utmost envy and malignity of his accuser* 
could allege against him; but of the foul charge of treason against the 
life and person of bis benefactor, whether in thought* word, or deed, 
he protested Lis perfect innocence,and solemn !v d Lsavowed the slightest

knowledge. Against the premeditated purpose of his enemies, the A, H. mam.

Having itius secured himself against the competition oi rival talents,

the full exercise of his power ; and in spite ©fills prejudices, ihe author 
is in truth compelled to acknowledge, that I his uncircumciscd Turk 
was as terrihlc to his adversaries from his inflexible and undaunted 
spirit, as he was res pec table for his consummate prudence and sagacity, 
and for his rigid and impartial! admi lustration of justice. Of this lat¬ 
ter quality the following circumstance is introduced as an illustration. 

A mu ktceratlacUed to the imperial stables, anal iveofSeicHtiiun, had pre¬ 
sumed to euatch an apple from a fruit-stall in the market; and the stall- 
keeper endeavoring to wrest his property from the marauder, received 
a blow from him, of which he immediately hastened to la)’ his com¬ 
plain t before the minister. Without a moment's hesitation, Bon Undirect¬ 
ed the muleteer to be cut in two; remarking to the by slanders, that if 
offences of this sort, however trivial in their nature, were suffered logo 
unpunished, it would operate as an encouragement to crimes of greater 
magnitude, and ultimately so extenuate the bonds of civil authority, 
as to render the machine of government unmanageable ro the resources 
of human skill. The power of Houkn became, however, at lust so over¬ 
hearing and excessive, that there remained to Arghtin K Ha ore scarcely 
ought of the sovereign authority hut the name; and this producing in 
the minds ofthe nobility, and principal courtiers, the or din arv concom¬ 
itants of jealousy and envy, they commenced, for the removal aud 
destruction ofthe obnoxious minister, the usual course of intrigue- 
lint so deeply bad lie wrought himself into the confidence and friend¬ 
ship of his master, that every effort to supplant him proved in vain; and 
his enemies wvre accordingly compelled for some time longer to Iced 
Upon their own malignity.

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A. The materials For the degradation of the minister were however m- 

l iViiHr l cnsibl y maturin S» to the splepdid destiny which awaited the fortunate 
V'r*" Sa tid-ud.doiilah; a Jew, ofa Jewish family long settled at Ebher, who 
was introduced into the household of Arghun Khaim by his talents 
as a physician. This person ut an early period of his life, hud taken 
up his residence m the metropolis of Baghdad ; and freely associating 
■vuth men of all countries, Turks, as welt as Persians and Arabs, con¬ 
trived to acquire an extensive and inti mate knowledge in theirrc*- 
pec live languages. At the same time, he obtained a considerable degree 
oi insight into the state ot the revenues of that once flourishing metro¬ 
polis, and into the embezzlements and malversations by which, in everv 
direction, the government was defrauded of its rights. While he was 
himself thus employed at Baghdad, some of his nation who,had found 
means to establish themselves in the confidence of ArgbAu Khaim 
under some pretext or other, which is not very satisfactorily explained, 
prevailed upon that monarch to require his attendance at court, 

Soon after the arrival of Saud-ud-d<mbl| f the monarch was attacked 
by some complaint, which rendered the medical talents of the Jew pe¬ 
culiarly useful;and lm prescribed with singular success in allevialiiuj 
the complaint, On his .visits during iheperi^ilofcouvalcscenee, the at¬ 
tention of the man oT physic was directed to ascertain the subjects 
which seemed to contribute more strikingly to interest and amuse his 
patient; and be soon discovered that an inordinate desire to accumu¬ 
late wealth and treasure, was the rutin- propensity of Aighfin. Saiid- 
iid-doulah then availed himself of the in forma lion which he had eoJ 
lected, to furnish the monarch with some very clear and important 
details, with respect to the resources and expenditure of the difiereni 
provinces of the empire, and to those of the government of Baghdad 
m particular. In short he alleged that the minister Uouka, and his 
relatives, bad so completely monopolized every spcciesontitellrgence, 
tl ‘ at ** w “ Rext t0 au «"> possibility to form a true judgment of the stale 
of a flairs; form none of the departments under theircoutrou!, had they 
left a single item on which to determine the real balances due to the 
imperial treasury. And finally that his brother Aruk, or Aroukv, had 
indulged in so many acts of oppression a „d arbitrary violence, through¬ 
out Baghdad! and its dependencies, that justice and her concomitants 
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private happiness and impose, like the elegant embellishments of genius 
and (hearts, had totally disappeared from the country. 

In consequence of these representations, a royal mandate was at last 
issued that Saud-ud-doulah, accompanied by two MoghtHI commission¬ 
ers, should immediately repair toBflghdSd; with authority to collect the 
revenues, to investigate the conductor the former officers, to take an 
account of the actual state of the treasury, and to exert their utmost 
assiduity to prevent the recurrence of the prevailing abuses. In the 
latter part of the six hundred and eighty sixth of the Hidjcrah, Saud- 
ud-doulah and his associates proceeded accordingly to Baghdad ; but 
having in a very short time, raised a large sum of money from the ar¬ 
rears of the preceding, and from a demand in advance on the collections 
of the current year, lie thence returned without delay to the presence 
of Arghnn Khaim, whose ruling propensity he amply gratified by the 
unusual display of treasure, and other valuable property now placed 
;tt hi> disposal, 1‘ he satisfaction of the monarch was evinced, among 
other favors, by the appointment of Saud-udUdouluh, to the controul 
of the revenues of Baghdad : where, by resorting to the expedients 
which had proved so productive on the former occasion, lie a second 
time succeeded In realizing an abundant supply for flic imperial 
treasury; with which he punctually repaired to the court of Argftdu, 
now at Knukur oi Kunguraulung, ata subsequent period destined to rise 
into 11le celebrated city of SitUamiiatt. 

From the contemplation of such a mass of treasure produced in so 
short a time, Arghim Khaim was easily led lo calculate that the sums 
of which Aruk had annually defrauded thestate r out of the revenues of 
Baghdad alow, could not have been much inferior in amount; and 
hence his confidence in the just discrimination, and consummate skill 
ofSatnl-ml-doulah was raised to the highest pitch. The re|«irt which 
lie received at the same time. From Ourdukcia, one of hut Tartar CoU 
leguet, of the extensive capacity of i be Jew, mid of the astonishing ad¬ 
vantages that would be the result, if the affairs of the whole empire were 
placed under the management of a person, who twice in so short a pe¬ 
riod, iuul furnished from a single department, so considerable a supply 
to the imperial treasury, feuding additional force to his own opinion, 
the Eylekhaun issued, without further deliberation, an edict annouti-

thorny, and finance. And moreover, Unit while the Ameirs of the 
empire of whatever rank or dignity, were positively forbidden to make 
aiiy representation to the throne without his concurrence, Saud-ud- 
douhdi was himself, on the eouirary, to have free and U rep jesttoned 
access to the presence of the sovereign, whenever lie had matters lo 
communicate, without previous consultation with any one whatever. 

Suud-iul-doulah having become thus invested with such extensive 
authority, the reputation of liouka Tchi nesting rapidly declined ; and 
ills enemies, who had long been on the watch for such an opportunity, 
eagerly availed themselves of the occasion to bring to the recoili-clion 
of Arghun, the base ingratitude with which this man bad betrayed the 
confidence reposed in hint by Sultan Ahmed, bis former master ; nci- 
1 her did they omit to remark, how trifling his resources at tiiat period, 
in comparison with what he had since acquired, in his immoderate 
wealth, and in I be numerous soldiery retained to serve under his stand¬ 
ard. Hence the awe with which every branch of the imperial family 
looked up lo his opinion, and hence the imply it obedience to every 
thing which lie chose to dictate. A prudent prince,said they, would 
’hot be regardless of the proceedings of such a mao—would hasten on 
the contrary to curuil him of the means of acting ovcragnjo* with im¬ 
punity, the same lessons of treason and ingratitude. These, and other 
arguments, whieb were not wanting to awaken the jealousy of thy mon¬ 
arch, soon wrought in the mind of Arghun, an entire change to the 
prejudice of liouka; and the disgrace of the jailing minister became 
complete, when, not long afterwards, both lie and bis dependants were 
directed lo deliver over without delay, into other hands, the whole of 
the public records hitherto entrusted to them, mid to withdraw Ibrever, 
from alJ further employment in the state, 

lit order to avenge the disgrace. Bob km on his part immediately de¬ 
termined on forming a conspiracy to subvert the authority of his so¬ 
vereign : ami with that object be now dispatched a confidential message 
to Joushkaub the son of Jerinaughiin, and grandson of ilulauku, at 
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tins period residing at some place, which he had chosen for his abode, 
on the hanks of the Euphrates. The design of the message after an¬ 
nouncing the displeasure into which he bad fallen with Arghun K hatin', 
through the jealousy and intrigues of his enemies, was to communi¬ 
cate to the prince, a proposal to assert his claim to the throne of his 
graiuliatiter; and a promise, that he would, on his appearance in Azer- 
bitijaun, immediately join him with a numerous party of his adherents 
whom he had already engaged to promote the enterprise. TtieShahzadah, 
though taken by surprise, did not hesitate as to the principle by which 
he was to be governed on the occasion. He informed the messenger 
that, under present circumstances, it was impossible to place any re¬ 
liance on the statements ol' which he hud been ihe bearer; but if his 
concurrence was in any shape thought of importance to the undertaking, 
a list of the principal chiefs engaged to support ir, and a written detail 
of the plan in contemplation, would at once secure his confidence, 
and remove ait his doubts on the subject. The agent hastened bark 
lo his employer, and having obtained from hitn the written proofs re¬ 
quired, soon afterwards returned, and placed them in the hands of the 
Sli.dizaibili ; by whom he was now directed to apprize Ins master, that 
ott a certain night, lie, theShuhziukih, would ht in the camp of Arghuti; 
and that it was expected that Boukaand ills party would lie ready in 
arms, to support him, in the ultimate execution of the design against 
the life and authority of their imperial adversary. 

hi the mean rime, nothing was further from the intention of Jonsh- 
kaiih ihnn any measure of hostility against the person or government 
of Iris kinsman ; on the contrary he was deliberating on the speediest 
means of making him acquainted with the designs of his degraded min¬ 
ister. At last lie determined to be liimselftiie bearer of his intelligence; 
ami having provided against reaching I he ramp, on the night fixed upon 
for the appearance of the conspirators, tic hastened, the following morn¬ 
ing, to the presence of Arghun Khaim, to whom be made a full disclo¬ 
sure of the plan in agitation to subvert his authority. Arghun refused 
at first, to give credit to the information ; hut the paper con In in ing the 
list of Honka's accomplices, together witli their written engagement, 
being shewn tohimjris doubtagavc way tohis indignation, and a strong 
division was scut olF without delay, to attack the quarters of Bouka,and 
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U. «tm w>. to In ing him in bonds to the foot of the throne. The rebel however ol>- 
D, igisti in> r a ] nt;( | some intimation of his danger, and contrived for the present to 
* , **e'!r W *" C8Ca l >e to ^ 5e cam P of Oiiljai Kbaton (probnhly Ouljaitu); where he 
had the effrontery to demand an investigation of bis conduct. His 
guilt w«sestablished on the dearest proofs ; and the Shahzldah whom 
he had endeavored to seduce into rebellion, at the same time that he 
was his accuser, consented to become bis executioner, and struck off 
Ins head with his own hand. 

For a period of two years subsequent to this event, in spite of the 
antipathies of an adverse religion, the author is compelled to acknow¬ 
ledge, that Saud-iuJ-doulidi the fortunate Israelite, continued to direct 
the machine of government with a success, which raised the empire to 
a pitch ofalmost unexampled prosperity amt splendor. And, although 
Jie is reproached with having distributed every employment of the 
state, between his brothers ami relatives, yet, at the conclusion of the 
period to which we have nil tided, with n treasure of one thousand to- 

.. . or ten millions ofdinaurs of gold * in the imperial exchequer, 

such was the moderation and uniform integrity of their deportment, 
that not a single complaint n| violence, or injustice inane shape, was 
heard against them from any part of this wide extended monarchy. In 
the mean time, the proofs of his sovereign's bounty descended upon this 
highly favored minister in rapid succession, and every returning day 
brought with it some fresh accumulation of dignity and honor; until 
the familiarity with which he was permitted to approach the person of 
his master, made him at last forget in I of ids place, and of the respect 
which was due to the majesty of the throne. Hence on one occasion, 
while engaged ut dice w ith the monarch, in making a throw, lie inad¬ 
vertently stretched out his leg from beneath his robe; and one of the 
Tartar nobles coming in at the instant, proceeded to upbraid him, in bitter 
o.uiis, w illi the grossucss oi the indecorum, and with the contnrnaci- 
ous insolence with which he presumed to comport himself, under the 
accumulated favors of an indulgent sovereign. Saud-ud-doidah en¬ 
deavored to apologize, by explaining that a sudden pain in his knees 
hail been the cause of an inattention so apparently disrespectful : and 
that he conceived it would be a mark of folly, if even in this instance, 
he had refused to obey the commands ol so just and con side rate a monarch.

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His exorbitant power had, however, by this time become extreme!/ 
obnoxious to the courtiers and principal Ameirs ; 'all of whom now 
united in a combination to destroy him, with Toughan Nityan, a pow¬ 
erful noble whose pride had been, in some point or other, more parti¬ 
cularly offended. But the design was carefully concealed, until mat¬ 
ters should be perfectly ripe for its execution. In li is progress to gran¬ 
deur, the minister had, it seems, at first outwardlf evinced a disposition 
to favor, if not to associate in the doctrines of Mabommedism ; and 
this spirit it was that, pe rati venture, dictated the letters dispatched in 
Ramzaun of the year six hundred and eighty eight* to Baghdad, pro¬ 
viding for the protection and accommodation of the pilgrims to Mekknh, 
Hut, when he became thoroughly intoxicated with his good fortune, his 
pride and arrogance .it last exceeded even that of the impious race of 
Audit atK ' both lie and his profligate relatives, and the miscreants of 
his nation, proceeded without scruple, to insult and deride the sacred 
principles of Islam. 

Ju short, the impiety of Saud*ud-doubh was at last carried to such 
a pitch, that, whenever an opportunity occurred, he employed every 
argument to inculcate in to h is master, that the divine mission of his illus¬ 
trious ancestor Jengueiz having descended to him by a just inheritance, 
he possessed through the goodness of heaven, all the means that were 
requisite, not only for the consolidation of a mighty monarchy, but, 
whenever he thought proper, for establishing, like the prophet of the 
Arabs, a pew system of religion of his own, on the abrogation of every 
previous codeof faith, l hat had bithertosubsisted in the world. Argil tut 
k liiiun, whose avaricious disposition had confirmed him the adversary 
of every Mussulman, derived from these arguments fresh pretences for 
their persecution, and humiliation : and a mandate was now issued, 
ordaining that fori lie future, none who professed the religion of the Kor¬ 
an, should OP any consideration he employed in the collection* ; nay, 
furthermore, they were rigorously excluded, by the same mandate, from 
holding any intercourse whatever with the imperial residence. To 
complete the climax of his impieties, the minister brought bis mis¬ 
guided sovereign finally to resolve on polluting the sacred sanctuary

In the very zenith of his power, these alleged malignant designs were 
lio we ver, suddenly suspended by the hand of destiny. Ilissovereign 
was seized with a dangerous illness, which was soon found to resist 
the powers of medicine ; and the minister began totremhleat that ven¬ 
geance which he had, justly to apprehend from an enraged nobility. 
It was in vain that he had recourse to various expedients to disarm 
the resentment of bis enemies, and to recover his popularity. The 
dissolution of his master was finally ascertained to be at hand; and he 
sought by privately dispatching into Khornssaun, to invite Shah ?. id a It 
Giiazan, afterwards emperor, to repair with all possihlc expedition to the 
imperial residence, in order to shield himself u rider the protection of i hat 
prince against the swords of the exasperated Aincirs, II is intentions 
could not however escape the vigilance of the powerful party combined 
against him. A conference was immediately field at the quarters of 
loghatchaur, one of the most distinguished Noyaus, where it waste* 
solved,, in the first instance, to destroy or make away with the prin¬ 
cipal adherents of Saiid-ud-douhih ; and ibis was carried into immediate 
execution, i hoy then secured the person of the minister ; ami after 
he had been suffered to languish for several days, in a state of the 
most agonizing 'uspeuse and apprehension, in the custody of Toghau 
fhaitr, they ultimately put a period to his existence, t 
Arghuii ivhaun did not long survive the tale of his minister. Jfe died, 
at his gardens in the territory of Arran, on Tuesday the third oft I id far¬ 
mer Kebjkmof the six hundred and ninetieth of the Hidjerah ;* to the 
great relief of every friend oflsl&m, and to the equal mortification of 
all that wore hostile to the law of M a hummed, El is reign, appears to- 

have occupied a period of about six years and six months. He left 
four sons, Ghazan Khaim, Beisstiteymur, OupitA Sultan, and K hat ah 
Oghul; of whom the first and third at succeeding periods, attained Lt* 
the sovereign power.

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The decided part which this monarch took against the religions A. if. ew. 
system, which prevailed throughout bis dominions, might justify the A. D.jsoi. 
apprehension that his character wouId be iinSavorably delineated ; and Hibeij* u. 
yet his memory appears to have escaped that obloquy to which it was 
exposed from the violence of Mahomraedan prejudice. 

Among the learned co temporaries of Arghun Kbaun we cannot omit 
to mention the name of Nasser- ud-dein Abdullah Beizauvy; the author 
of the Nizaum-ul-towaurikb, a chronicle frequently referred to by ori¬ 
ental w riters, w ho died in the six hundred and ninety second of the 
ii idjerah.

Through the culpable negligence of transcribers, the name of this 
monarch has been indifferently committed to record in the manner 
above per fixed i but it having been observed, by Mirza l high Beg in 
his history of the four tribes, that the word Keykhautu must origin- 
idly have been written Tcbevgliautuu, whkh beam in the Moghul dia- moiurdi*. 
left the positive signification of aitonixfur, (der laqjeb mulauz,) the 
author whom we have chosen for our guide has assigned the preference 
to the former method.* 

r m!er Ids brother’s authority, Keykhauth appears to have held the 
gOVcrnmeiitofRum,orwe*temAnatoha;andou thedeaUioftliathrothcr, 
in the manner just related, the whole of the principal Ann ire now con¬ 
curred in deputing Algnzzy Gilrckaun one of their number, to apprize 
imii of the recent event; to announce to him his accession to the sover¬ 
eign power: audio request his Immediate presence at the residence of 
the imperial authority, at this period permanently established either 
at Tebreiz, or some of the towns in the neighborhood. They had 
however scarcely dispatched theiragetit, when a difference of opinion 
arose among the same Aaveirs, with respect to the succession iti which 
they had so recently concurred; Tog hate buur, and another chief, openly 
declaring for Biidft OghuL, the son of Teraghai, the son of llulauktt, to 
whom, in his retreat at Baghdad, a letter wits accordingly written, with

On tire Other hand, when the death of his brother u as announced to hitu 
by the person deputed for the purpose, Keyklmiui hastened without 
delay towards Azerbaijaun ; many of the nobility proceeding at the 
same time as far as Alalauk, towards the source of the A boras, Aras, 
or A raxes, to meet, and congratulate him on his elevation. A nd on Sun¬ 
day the twenty fourth of ltudjiib of the six hundred and ninetieth of 
the Uidjerali/jn the presence of a general diet of the states of the em¬ 
pire, he publicly ascended with the usual solemnities, the throne of 
Hhlauku; some of tbe A meirs submitting to his authority with unaf* 
feu ted Zealand cordiality, while others were constrained to acknow¬ 
ledge his power, with an exterior ofsut is faction which but ill accorded 
with their private feelings. 

When some days had been devoted without interruption to the 
ordinary festivities of the occasion, Kevkhautu did not fail to summons 
the disaffected A mcirs to answer for their conduct : andToghntchanr 
and Kenjekbaul in particular, were Condemned to atone under the 
the bastinado, for. their declared predilection in favor of another; after 
which they were exempted from.further punishment, and received to 
pardon, through the mediation of some of the Moghul chiefs in the 
interest of the new sovereign, 'flic presence of Key khan being soon 
afterwards required to quell some disturbances in Anatolia, lie was 
compelled, on the fourth of the succeeding month of R.amiaun,f to 
make the best of his way to that province, 11 i* secret enemies among 
the Amri rs, and t he Shnhzada Ins his relatives, immediately took ad van tape 
of his absence to excite commotions against his government; hut re¬ 
turning unexpectedly, and in triumph, into Azerbiiijaun, in the latter 
Juraroaudy of the six hundred and ninety first of the Uidjerah4 he 
ably vindicated his power, restored submission to his authority, and, 
with a moderation rarely exhibited by the victor, bestowed upu, h; 
vanquished adversaries the most liberal proofs of kindness and i ■; 1- 
gence. He now conferred the dignity of Ameir-uMtnra, or

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of Zdbudjeof the sauie year,* with the title of Suddurjahaun, he con¬ 
signed the office of Vezzeir, or minister of civil affair*, toSudder-ud- 
•lein Ahmed, the Zenjautmn. 

The testimony of historians is uniform in bestowing upon Keykhau- 
tun, the character oi the moat liberal and munificent of the race of Hul- 
aukd ; a disposition which he carried indeed to such excess, that in 
the course of a very limited period, he contrived to dissipate, among 
the Sbthaadahs and Amehs of his court, the whole of the treasures 
accumulated by his predecessors. A general enlargement of prisoners 
in the enrlvpart of his reign,and his uniform attention to the repose and 
happiness of his people, bespoke the mildness and philanthropy of his 
hem; and his repugnance to the effusion of human blood was so great, 
that the whole period of his authority did not furnish asingle example 
<if iIil- punishment of death. With all these amiable qualities the Eyl- 
khauniuu monarch was, nevertheless, so wretchedly enslaved to hi* 
sensual and irregular indulgences, and particularly to an inordinate 
passion for women, that,in order to gratify Lids latter, he seized with¬ 
out scruple, and with unblushing effrontery, on the wives and daugh¬ 
ter* oft he subjects of Ids power, from the highest Amcirio the meanest 
peasant, and of every tribe and complexion. Hut, these repeated vi¬ 
olations of the most sacred rights of society terminated, as they justly 
should have done, in lbs ultimate destruction. 

In the mean time, our attention will he devoted to the recital of 
Foine interesting particulars in the ad ministration of his Vezzeir, 
Khtflij all S ml durj;i lnum Ahmed ; who derived his original from a family 
which had long exercised the office of Kauzy, at Zetijauu, and who 
commenced liU career in the service of Toghatchaur Nhyan. Having 
succeeded to the prime ministry, through the sole preference of Keyk- 
hautu, he received from his sovereign every mark of distinct ton in his 
power to bestow ; and if a disposition equally bountiful end liberal with 
his own, could justify the choice, the monarch had no reason to regret 
the preference. But, very shortly after his accession to power, the 
Vezzeir proceeded to exclude the Auieirs of the empire from all inter¬ 
ference in the councils of-government, and without communicating 
•n ith them In any shape, to r* . uhle athisown entire discretion every do-

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part moot of the state. Hence a combination was formed among the 
principal inhabitants of Tebreiz to represent toKeykhautu, the decay 
amlrnitt into which his armies and military equipments had fallen 
through the blind presumption of the minister, who had arbitrarily un¬ 
dertaken, on hts own private decisions, to dispose of the resources of 
the empire. Koykhautu did not hesitate to ascribe the remonstrance 
to <hi ignoble motive of jealousy, and in this belief immediately issued a 
fresh decree, by which the entire authority of the monarchy, front the 
banks of the Ox us to the confides of Egypt, was vested without con¬ 
trol! I in the hands of Suddur-jahaun ; whom he further empowered to 
proceed against his accusers to any extremity that he might conceive 
commensurate with his injuries. Availing himself of these extraordi¬ 
nary powers the minister hastened to lay his adversaries in bonds ; but 
when they bad in some degree atoned, by the indignities to which they 
were thus exposed, for their malevolent attack, lie took, at the expir¬ 
ation ot a few days, compassion on their sufferings, and freely forgave 
them all. 

The boundless and indiscriminate liberality of the monarch, com¬ 
bined with a magnificence not less prodigal on the part of his minister, 
bad soon exhausted the treasury, of every description of specie i and a 
destructive disease among the cattle throughout the empire, producing 
at the same time, additional demands an the benevolence of Keykhantfe* 
the \ ezzeir found himself at a loss for the means ofs up plying even the 
necessary expellees of the imperial household, lit these circumstan¬ 
ces, a variety of plans were discussed in order to remove the difficulty ; 
and among others, Ezz-ud-deiit M uzuffer, an officer of the revenue, of 
great acuteness and ability in his department,* and who was possibly 
not over scrupulous about the means so that the ends wore accom¬ 
plished, proposed in the room of specie to introduces paper exchange, 
similar to what had been long since established in China, and the terri¬ 
tories of the Kaauns, or Tartar sovereigns ; and thus, by substituting 
a medium fort lie objects of trade and commercial intercourse, ultimate¬ 
ly to transfer into the imperial treasury, the whole of the gold am] silver 
of the country, and without the slightest prejudice to the interests of

monarch V. A debt of five hundred tomsuns^Gr five millions oidinaurs,'* 
of which the treasury presented no probable source of liquidation, uufi 
the daily exigencies of the government for which he must iuttispeiisubly 
provide-, urged thevezzeirtoattend to the novel suggest lionoi M&zutfer; 
and he accords ugly proceeded, in conjunction with Pul laud l ciiingsang* 
the minister of the court of China and Tartiiry, to communicate to Ids 
sovereign this alleged absurd, and impracticable plan. 

Kcvkhautu was easily led to concur in a measure which promised 

r » 

to supply such abundant resources for his prodigality; and au edict 
was immediately issued, under bis authority* from iheuceniorward 
sirictly prohibiting throughout Ids dominions the use of the precious 
metals either as the medium of trade, oriu any species ofmanutheture, 
further than wn* * xpressly required for the personal service ot the 
monarch. Goldsmiths and embroiderers were proscribed their on * 
ploy men is; antlas a substitution for specie, it was directed ihatsjji/np,^" 
or banking houses, should be forthwith established in every city and 
principal town, throughout the several provinces of Azerkiyjaun, Ara¬ 
bian and Persian Irik, Dianrbektr, Khuzistaim, Fans* and Khorass- 
aun^omprisiugtheextentofthe Persian empire,at ibis period* Agents 
were, at the same time, .appointed to carry the decree inm execution, 
in every district ; and it was furthermore ordained, that when they en¬ 
gaged on any expedition, voyage, or journey in trade, the governors,ol 
provinces, and all perchaiits should supply themselves,in lieu oi cash, 
with Tchuo, or bank notes ; and, as mi indemnity for their loss of em¬ 
ployment, as well as to prevent them from having recourse to their res. 
pectivc professions, it was finally announced that ull goldsmiths, Ser- 
nufs, or money e hungers, an cl embroiderers, or manufacturers in gold and 
silver, would be paid a certainannual stipendin notes* it the established 
banks. 

In consequence of tilts singular arrange meat, a tchio-khaunali, or 
hanking house, was iinmedi ate ly erected, at a considerable cxpeuce p in 
every principal town throughout the empire. But in order to enable 
us to form some competent judgment on the subject, the author pro* 
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ceeds to Mate that the Tcfttio wag an oblong square piece of paper, con- 
t lining a short inscription in Khatiian, or Chinese characters, ntul ex¬ 
hibiting on each side the Mubommedan confession of faith, asserting 
that there is no God but God, and that Muliomined is the messenger 
of God! with the terms Eircntehei and itoutchei. titles which seem 
to have been bestowed by the Kuans of Khatai, upon the Persian mon¬ 
arch?. 1 n the middle of the note was described a circle, within which 
was expressed the value, from one half to ten dirhems,* together with 
the declaration, that in tile year six hundred and ninety three, his im¬ 
perial majesty had instituted that species of bank paper, for the cur¬ 
rency of his dominions ; which, on pain of the most serious punish- 
mcim.to themselves, their wives, and their children, his liege subjects 
were thence-forward to make use of in all the transactions of life. 

The promulgation of this decree appears to have occasioned the most 
extensive alarm among all descriptions ofpenple, but more immediately 
in the ntetropolisofTebreiz; where us objects were carried into actual 
execution, in the moo til ofZilkaudahoflhesix hundred and ninety third 
of the Midjerah * For two oi three days, the shopkeepers and retail 
dealers endeavored through compulsion, togtvc currency to these notes, 
in the ordinary transactions of the market, But at the expiration of 
that short period, many of the more opulent in habitants, apprehensive 
of the serious injury which they were likely to sustain in their pro¬ 
perty, could no longer tolerate what they conceived to be so grievous 
an imposition, and fled the town ■ while others, at the same time that 
through terror of the displeasure of government, they continued to 
keep open the doors of their simp, nevertheless carefully secreted 
every article of clothing and subdsUmce, The general and domestic 
inconvenience, which was the immediate result, produced the most 

violent agitation r and thewholerenMuningpopubition of Tebrela uni ted, 

with loud clamours, to com plain oft lie obnoxious measure; and to exe¬ 
crate the author of it, Efci-tid-dein Muzuftci-, who fell, according to 
some historians, an immediate sacrifice in the rage of the disorderly' 
Multitude. The passage oft be Kstravauns from one province to another 
now ceased, and every species oftrade, and commercial intercourse was 
totally at an end.

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Xu such circumstances of alarm ami emharassrrient, it net strange 
tlmt the vc 2 zeir should have united with the Aineirs ol the court, hi 
representing to Kcvkhautu that the hank- note system appeared fraught 
with ruin to bis people, util) extinction to the revenues oi the slater 
mid that if it were suffered to continue in force, but for a very few days 
longer, the result might prove most calami tous, if riot fatal to his tor- 
Ludc and govern incut- Neither did it require any great exertion nt rea¬ 
soning, to prevail upon the monarch to listen to this appeal; ami ho 
consented without hesitation to rescind the decree, which seemed to 
threaten such inauspicious consequences. 1 hose ol the inhabitants 
who had abandoned the city i id medlately returned to their dwellings, 
and the country was soon restored toils former state oi prosperity and 
abundance. 

The manner in which, in defiance of every principle of justice and 
decorum, Keykhauiu dared to force to his licentious propensities the 
wives and daughters of every class of his subjects, and more particularly 
those of the Mahoininedana, lias already been intimated. ! t is therefore 
not surprising that, smarting under the recollect ion ofauch gross and ac¬ 
cumulated injuries, they should at last have i m tied inn spirit of determin¬ 
ed hostility against bis government, and should have looked with anxi¬ 
ous expectation, for the tlevelopcmentot some favorable crisis to relieve 
themselves from the cruel insults, to which they were perpetually ex¬ 
posed. The intemperate excesses of ihe monarch did not keep them 
long in suspense. One even lug at A lah tank, for sum e conceived offence 
in a fit of drunken ill humour, lie directed Aval K fily, one of his officers, 
to inflict several blow s upon his kinsman, BaiduOghul, the grandson of 
Huluukti. Next morning, w hen he was recovered from the effects of 
his debauch, the monarch evinced the utmost regret for what had pas¬ 
sed ; und in order to make the most ample reparation in I us power lor 
the insult, he immediately assembled his whole court, and taking live 
diadem from his own brows to place it on thoseol his offended kinsman, 
proceeded i n tbei r presence to offer every apology for bis conduct, f I ic 
haughty Moghul, though deeply incensed, conceived it however at 
that moment, unseasonable to exhibit nm. symptoms ol dissatislactioti, 
ami he accordingly consented to pass the day in mirth and conviviality, 
as if all were buried in oblivion. 
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A. if. wa.94, The discontented Ameit*, who were privately on the watch for their 
A, U- tan-t :>&■ opportunity, and no sooner discovered the secret displeasure which was 
Mabrib-tu- brooding in ihcmhid of Baidu, than they obtained an interview with

that prince; and, on his promise to advance from Baghdad in the course of 
the ensuing year, they readily entered into an engagement to join his 
standard, against the tyrant by whom he had been insulted. The 
Shahzadifhs, who were not associated in the conspiracy, had quitted the 
court, and retired to their estates in the provinces; but in the middle 
of winter receiving intelligence of the designs in agitation, they trans¬ 
mitted to Keykhautftn, without the smallest delay, a full disclosure of 
what they had learnt, together with the names of all concerned in the com¬ 
bination, Three of the leaders of the conspiracy were immediately 
seized and imprisoned, by Keykhautfl ; but Tpghatchaur Kftynn, the 
(fermenting principle of the mischief, being unaccountably left at large, 
omitted not to avail himself of the circumstance to dispatch an express 
to Baghdad, urging the immediate departure for AzerbJiijatm.of Biidfr, 
as he tendered his hopes of realising their just expectations of success. 
In compliance with this request Baida instantly put his troops in mo¬ 
tion for Persian I rak. 

Keykhauth, who was at this period at bis residence in the district of 
Arran in the peninsula of the Kiirr and Gras, hastened on intelligence 
of the hostile approach ofh is kinsman, toTebreiz ; from whence hedis- 
patched an advanced guard of five thousand men, under Nem»uk,or 
Teynaiik, or some such name, to cheek the march oft lie insurgents, 
Aukbouka, and the traitor Togbatchaur, followed shortly afterwards 
with two tomauns, or divisions often thousandeach ; and cm the third of 
the former Jummaudy, of the six hundred and ninety fourth of the 
Hidjerah,* the monarch in person, at the head of the main body of the 
army, proceeded in the same direction. Tht advanced guard under 
Teynauk was soon engaged with the light Iroopsof the enemy, although 
the issue is not explained; hut when they had marched together in 
concert for two days, Toghatehaur, on the morning of the third, pro¬ 
ceeded with his division in advance, without advising with I its collogue; 
although, when required to account for his behaviour, lie asigrted as 
his reason, the scarcity of forage andwater. Which for the present allayed

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tfrc suspicions that had been awakened against him, Con tinning how¬ 
ever his separate march on the fourth day, Aukbouka became again 
Jealous of his intentions ; anil in more peremptory terms, sent to demand 
an explanation of his conduct, so diametrically at variance with the sys¬ 
tem of military arrangement established hv their superiors. Togh- 
BtcUaur now boldly threw off the mask; and announced i it reply, that 
hitherto, indeed, ns Ameir-ul-umnt. or lieutenant-general of the em¬ 
pire underthe authority of Keykliautu, his obedience was due to Auk- 
boukn; but circumstances being now materially altered, by the trans¬ 
fer of that important charge to hi in self, under tile more recent author¬ 
ity of Baiditt- Kh.mri. he must be excused if he considered himself no 
lunger subject to the orders of any other person. Such a communi¬ 
cation was not calculated to diminish the apprehensions of Aukbouka; 
and the troops of his division, like a torrent overflowing its banks, 
proceeding in crouds to join the standard of the revoiter. In* found it 
expedient, with the few who continued firm to their allegiance, to seek 
the presence of his master. 

Win u apprised of the unfavorable train, into which his affairs had 
been thrown by this unexpected desertion, Keykhautu expressed a 
desire to withdraw, immediately into thecon fines pf the Anatoli an pen¬ 
insula ; but, to some of his courtiers, whose prudence and fidelity were 
perhaps equally questionable, such a step appeared inexpedient, and 
he was prevailed upon to proceed, on the contrary, towards Kl>her, 
a little to the southward of Sultauuiah. At such a crisis,. Tuw.ukkel 
Jsuyao, who had been but recently sent with a numerous body of 
troops, into GiJtjostauu, or Georgia,.suddenly re-appeared ; and being 
joined by the disaffected Aineirs, who had contrived to make theires* 
Ciipe from imprisonment at Tcbivi;:, all together, spurred on by. theinost 
determined and inveterate hostility, pushed tor the caiupoi Keykhautu. 
The unfortunate monarch was soon afterwards seined, and deli v. red 
up into the hands of his rebellious nobility; by whom, on .Thurs¬ 
day the sixth of the hitter J ummaudy,.of the six hundred aud ninety 
fourth of the lJidjefah* lie was finally put to death, when lie had ex¬ 
ercised the sovereign authority for the exact period ut three years and 
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nine months* He left three sons, Ulafreng, IranshUi, an J J ungpullaud, 
neither of whom ever attained to the imperial power , 

BiiDt Khaun, the son of Teraghii, sixth of the Persian monarchs 

of the race of Jengueiz. 

The destiny of Keykhautfi having been determined in the man iigt 
just recorded, by the swords of a rebellious aristocracy, Togiiatehaur, 
with most of the Ameiisof the empire, hastened without fu it her de¬ 
lay to join the standard of Bitidft ; whom, before the dose of the month 
of Jummaudy, in the neighborhood of HamaUmm, they seated on the 
throne of Uiilauku. The festivities incident to his inauguration being 
also at an end, the new sovereign proceeded to regulate the more im¬ 
portant concerns of the monarchy. To Toghatchaur, who had been 
so conspicuously instrumental to his elevation, he confirmed the dig¬ 
nity of Ameir-ul-dmm, to which he further annexed the government of 
Duiurhekir, aiul Hum* Suddur Jahaun was removed from the Viz. 
*anrut, which was bestowed upon Jiimmaul-ud-dein Dusljei’dauny ; 
the superseded minister being nevertheless, appointed to preserve o“- 
tier and tranquillity, in the provinces of Diaurbekir and Jtfun, as the 
lieutenant of Toehntchaur. The tomauna of Irik Ajem were consigned 
toTiihmbu, and Keojek, or KentchekbaJ, was nominated to the super- 
intendancc of Shiibaiigauruii. Of the ministers of tin: late monarch, 
Ankhouka, and Taynju were both put to death ; others were received 
to pardon, and in particular A vat Km ly, the officer who,at the instance of 
his master, hud at ruck the prince nt AlaUiult; smd whom, in consequence 
of his bold and manly reply, when taxed with an offence for which he 
was no further responsible, than as having without scruple, obeyed 
the commands of his then sovereign, the new monarch Very honorably 
enrolled in the establishment more immediately attached to his person. 

Baidu was, however, scarcely well seated on his throne, when he dis¬ 
covered that lie w as to com hat for it, with u more formidable rival, in 
the person ofShahzMah Olilzuit, the son of Argbftn Khaun, who ac¬ 
companied by A meir Noroui (d hauzzy, soon afterwards entered Azer- 
bi'nj aim ; to whose lortune he was constrained to vivid, and ultimately'* 
brim-lull to swallow to the dregs, the bitter draught so recently ad¬ 
ministered to the tmhuptn Ivey kimutu. The reign of Baidu did not 
extend beyond the short per tod of live months ; but the circumstances

Q f his fall will be more particularly detailed under the history of bis A. B. m. 
victorious competitor, which next demands our attention, ^ 

Su LT a s Ma h m r i> , or sometimes Mahommed Ghazan Kha trx, H l |"'^ 
the son of Arghun Khaim .seventh of the Persian monarch® of the race 
of Jengueiz. 

From the singular complacency with which the Mussulman writer* 
appear to dwell upon his memory, we arc induced to recur, with our 
author, to the earliest events ol the life ol this prince. 

Uis birth ia stated to have taken place at SAltandowein in the de¬ 
pendency of Asterabad, and province of Mazandctatm, on Friday the G(Ul ^ KHJWJf 
twenty ninth of the hitter Rebbeia, of the six hundred and seventieth vildmfthePenio- 
of the iltdjerali.* The particular year is indeed omitted in the ma- jtngiuxians. 
nuscript; but :i> he is represented to have been in the tenth year of 
his age, at the death of his grandfather Abhkft, we have ventured to 
supply the omission. 

On the death of ^blika, at whose court lie had received lira education 
from the age of three years, lie hastened to join his full ter, Arghfln 
Khaun ; on whose subsequent triumph over Sultan A Inna I, and ele¬ 
vation to the sovereign dignity, in the six hundred and eighty third of 
the HidjemH, he was invested with the government of Kliorassaun. 

And in that province, some years afterwards, ii fell to the lot of the 
young prince to contend against ilic valour and expenmee ot ,7/iteir 
Naroitx, the inveterate foe of infidels in general, and of the Moghuls ill 
particular. This warlike chieftain was the sou of Arghiin Aga, who, 
under different monarch* of the race of Jengbeia, had exercised the 
functions of government, in some or other of the provinces of the 
1’orsinn empire, for a period of nine and thirty years. Aineir N oronz 
bad earlv embraced the tenets of Isal&jn, and, on all occasions, had 
evinced the most ardent zeal in its interests, and advancement. In 
Zilhudjeofthe sits hundred and eighty seventh of the Uidjerah,-f soott 
after Aighftn Khaun had found it expedient to make an example of 
his minister Bouka Tcfcingsang, Norouz, who was connected by Hie 
strongest tics of friendship with that minister, withdrew in discontent 
to his winter quarters at Dofrahjerd ; and there entered into a conspir¬ 
acy with tiic Shnhaadah Kcushour, his sister’s husband, and some of

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the Ameirs of Khorassaun, against the provincial government of Gh&- 
zan Khaim. On the eighth of the former Rebbeta of the year six hun¬ 
dred and eighty eight,* he unexpectedly surrounded Llrat prince in 
his camp at RcHhcfrud ; but by sonic chance or other, suffered him to 
escape into his native province of Mazanderatm. On his arrival in that 
eountry,Glm£an immediately seized the person of his brother llulaujtt, 
in whose support Norouz had declared himself to have taken arms, 
and sent him in safe custody to his father’s presence; after which, hav¬ 
ing rr-aaaemUetl bis sent tiered troops, lie returned to make head against 
the insurgents. On the fifteenth of the latter Rebbeh,f in the terri¬ 
tory ot Ruudegauii, a battle ensued between the adverse parties, in 
which Norouz was signally victorious ; acquiring at the same time an 
immense booty, and exalting the fame of his exploits to the highist 
pitch of glory. 

For part of the ensuing winter ,\ SliahzidaSi Gh&ron remained inac¬ 
tive at Kallious, another dependency of Asterabad ; but after a repose of 
forty days, during which he had been joined by a powerful rein force meat 
dispatched to his aid by his lather, tinder Hindu,and Touzviu Niivaii, 
he marched without further delay, to try the issue of another conflict 
w ith Norouz. The latter advanced to meet him from the side of Ran- 
drgaun ; but discovering, on his arrival at Jermoghaun, that his force 
was inadequate to the hazard of a contest with the Shnhsadait* with any 
reasonable prospect of success, he took the sudden resol n lion of retir¬ 
ing across the JeyliUD, into western Tartary. lie was pursued to the 
gates of Herat, by Ghaznn Khaun; who returned however, alter con¬ 
tinuing some lime on the plains of Hazaurjereib, with a considerable 
booty, to pass the remainder of the winter at N'eyshapilr. The spring 
x h t d> >d and eighty nine,§ the young prince enjoyed among tire 
delicious meads ol Risudcgiuin ; and in the succeeding summer, he re¬ 
moved to Torim (bordering on tEie Kobestaun), from whence he dis¬ 
missed itiitlu Oglu'll, with the greater part of the reinforcements from 
Iraknnd Azcrlnujaun, Towards the close of the summer, he proceeded 
to a station in the neighborhood of Serkhess, called Sbersebeil, and 
there encamped. 
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White he remained in his encampment at this place, reports were A. H. flat, 
continually conveyed to him of the hostile designs of Ivevdft Kliaun; A D - ,2Qa ‘ 
whom, on his retreat into Tartest nun, Norous Beg had never ceased 
to importune with represen tat ions of the facility, with which he might 
achieve the conquest of Khorassaun* I Its solicitations at lust pre* 
vailetl t and that monarch confiding the execution of the design to his 
son inlaw, Arek lemur, the latter, some time in the fclyuth of the Hid* 
jerah, crossed the A rauy ah, or lower Ox us, accompanied by Nor- 
oti r ., at the bead of thirty thousand veteran cavalry, Shahziidah 
Ghazaii and the Ameirs under Ins orders, conceived that this was a 
force against w inch they were not possessed of the means of resistance i 
nud they accordingly evacuated the province, retreating with their 
utmost celerity all the way to Seranaun, on the borders of Persian 
Irak and MftXdtuleruun. Having pursued them as liir as Jour, the 
troops of Arektemur and Norouz extended their ravages through great 
part of Kfiorassaun, acquitting themselves, with sufficient activity 
ami effect, in the cruel work of pillage and slaughter. But, in every 
district through which they passed in their return, the oppressed in¬ 
habitants, whenever it could be undertaken with advantage, by night 
and by day, failed not to hurras* their invaders with incessant attacks; 
so that bv the time they reached ihuulgheiss, they discovered that 
they bad lost, in a manner tbr which they could not account, very 
liule short of five thousand horse. Such a circumstance awakened 
some suspicious in the mind of Arektemur; and he gave a proof of the 
direction in which they tended, by condemning his auxiliary Norouz 
to the discipline of the cane, or perhaps of the bastinado. 

hi the mean lime, intelligence was announced of the death of Argil tin 
Kbaun, and of the accession of Keykliauiti; events which were made 
known toGhazan (hiring his abode at Semnaun. M hence,after exhi¬ 
biting the usual proofs of sorrow on the demise of Ids father, the young 
prince proccededat first towards Damawend, possibly l)amagbaun,retir- 
iutr ultimately toSulumdowein,the place of his nativity. At that place, 
he was not Jong afterwards joined by the Sbahaidah Amber tc he i, with 
the A metre Touldai, or Tiilad^i, and Kcnjekbaul, dispatched by Kcy- 
kbautft, at the head of a chosen detachment of troops to his support.

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intention ol visiting Jehreiz; to order as he alleged, to bring the state 
of I £ borassautt, under the more serious consideration of K ey k haul u. But 
the presence of his nephew heinu deemed by that monarch, a circum- 
s(jm-e likely to nfli'cl the trunqiiiUlty of his government, he employed 
some of his nobles to dissuade the Shahz&dah from li is design; and to pru- 
vaii upon liim to take the opposite direction, that of the province in 
which he was so deeply concerned. Ghmzan remained however in 
Mazandercuiu, in which province hr new continued until the close of 
six hundred and ninety three.f Tlieu it was that he transferred his 
quarters to Neyshapiir, where he finally come to*an accommodation 
with his late formidable adversary Anieir SToroiur. 

it would appear that having accompanied Arektomur to the hanks 
of the A mu i ah, on Ids return from the predatory expedition into Khor- 
assitiiu, and having already experienced some proof of the treatment 
to which he might bo in future further exposed, Aroeir Norouz availed 
himself of the earliest opportunity to separate from the Tchegli at Liana t 
and very shortly afterwards, at the suggestion of his wife, that he dis_ 
patched two of his followers to solicit, or propose u reconciliation with 
Phalui&dah Giiizan, The prince met the overture with unfeigned sa¬ 
tisfaction; Immediately concluding that tile IrMiMp of this able and 
warlike chieftain must essentially contribute to promote the advance¬ 
ment of Ills own fortune, and of' those views which he probable had 
already in contemplation. A treaty was arranged between the par- 
lies without much difficulty ; and although it wm in the depth nf win¬ 
ter, G lift* an proceeded without delay, through Serkhess and Meril, to 
Shabreghaim ; in the neighborhood of which place* he came to a con¬ 
ference with Norouz, at which it wan reciprocally agreed to bury all past 
animosities in oblivion, and to cultivate lor the future, the most sincere 
and lasting friendship. The ShahzLdah bestowed the most liberal 
proofs of his esteem and kindness, upon his new ally, accompanied by 
whom he,shortly after this, set oil'on his return for Silltandoweiu.

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While be was on bis march to Sultandowein on this occasion, at 
the commencement of the six hundred and ninety fourth ot the Hid- 
jerah,* repeated advices were communicated toGb£tzan, ol the death of 
]ve> khiultf), and of the elevation ot fluidiiOpbul, or OghIii,#s already 
related i events which were calculated to agitate his mind in no ordi- 
nary decree. Accordi ugly on h is arrival at Sul taudowein, he proceeded 
to deliberate with his office^ on the measures which he should pur¬ 
sue, in order to vindicate Ids own claim to the throne ofhis ancestors, 
and to subvert the power of the usurper. Having expressed bis con¬ 
fidence that the period was not remote, at which they should see the 
prince of their se lection elevated to the splendor ofa throne, and the 
power of the usurper with his conglomerated Ameirs, dispelled with 
the c louds that obscure the views of infidelity, Norouz embraced life 
opportunity to intimate to his associates, that there was one step which, 
beyond all others, would promote and facilitate the object <>i their 
ambition—This was, that the Sliahzadah should engage, at a proper 
period, to profess iiis belief m the doctrines of the last of the prophets, 
A proposal to which Chilian appears to have subscribed, without hes¬ 
itation ; and lie soon afterwards commenced his march for Azerbaijan n. 

On his arrival utTchrann, or TJtrorm, then a dependency of the an¬ 
cient city of Key, the Shahziuhh, at the instance of Noronz, who was 
now become his principal ad riser, disp itched a deputation to the court 
of KaidA, with a message importing, that as it was I he first instance in 
which the Ktiro jit nobility hud presumed to offer violence to the il¬ 
lustrious blood of Jengueii, he trusted that tint in ividuuls engaged iu 
the death of Key khautii, would he convey d to his camp without delay; 
in order that, after a solemn and impartial investigation, those chiefs 
who should he Ibuml guilty of having betrayed their unhappy sover¬ 
eign, might suffer the punishment due to their crimes, the deputies 
of Ghazuii Khann found the court ol Baidfi, at llushtrud, near Alcr- 
aughah; and when they had explained the object of their visit, the 
monarch did not pretend to deny'that ibr certain reasons, which it were 
superfluous to detail. Keykhautu had stiff'ivd death ; but. as the mem¬ 
bers of the imperial family, and th‘ Ameirs ot the empire li ul since 
united to acknowledge the authority b another sovereign, in himself, it 
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appeared advisable that the Shalizudah should retrace h is steps towards 
Kliorassaun, without exposing himself' to any furl her inconvenience, 
O Kazan lv I }«um received this reply at Kunguratdung, (the future Siil- 
tauniah) and hastened without further delay towards Husbhud—the 
eight rivers, 

lhiidh on the other hand, on intelligence of the approach of his adver¬ 
sary, advanced with equal resolution to meet him ? and on Thursday 
the fifth of Rudjub of the six hundred and ninety fourth of the IIid- 
jerali,* in the neighborhood of Korbansheirah, and on the banks of the 
river which runs by the village of Shcirgueirun, the hostile armies 
came in view of each other, Before, however, the martial instruments 
had yet sounded “ to battle,'’ the left wing of Bfiidct, under Townkkd 
Nflyan and another chief, being assailed by Amcir kiitlug Shalt, with 
part of the right wing of Gfitzari Klmun, Towukkel basely fled, and 
abandoned his collcgue; who was killed an llie spot with nearly two 
hundred of his bravest cavalry, This circumstance produced a strong 
suspicion of treachery in the mind of Ilaidfi, mid lie immediately stia. 
pended hostilities { dispatching his A khtalchei, grand equerry, or mas. 
ter of the horse, to propnse an accommodation to the Shah zadah : re¬ 
minding him at the same time of the tics of friendship that formerly 
subsisted between them, and assuring him that he felt not the slightest 
repugnance to his possessing his foil proportion of wealth and grandeur; 

'Hie Shuhziiduh appeared equally disposed to compromise the'un¬ 
fortunate differences that had arisen to disturb the empire ; and it was 
immediately arranged that the two princes should have a private coit- 
fttiencc,atwhirch, withdntthu intervention of any third person whatever, 
they might freely disclose to each other their respective views and 
sentiments. On the day following, BAiddi Khaun and Shahzadah Glut- 
zan, each accompanied by a slight escort, accordingly proceeded to 
the place of conference, at some distance front either army : and there 
embracing, with mutual professions, of respect and esteem, the Shah/Ci- 
dah declared w ithout reserve, that Ins wishes extended to no other ob¬ 
ject, than to that of being put in possession of the governments of Paras, 
Kermann, and Irak, on the same terms as they had been formerly 
held by his father. io tins arrangement Baidu -appeared to accede.

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* w |th checrfulneasandsmcerity fandhavirfgagrecd to meet asecondtnnc 
the day following, in order ro ratify these com mod ati on, at a magnificent 
entertainment, the princes separated, again expressing their mutua 
regard and satisfaction. BSidfi and his Ameirs were, nevertheless, at 
the same moment, digesting a plan to cutoff the Sliahz&dah during the 
conviviality of the intended repast: which, from some indications or 
other, fortunately did not escape the observation of the young prince, 
and he took his measures accordingly. That very night, the tenth of 
lUidjttb * leaving Araeir Norottz and Boukitem&r to receive the pa¬ 
tent for the governments to w hich he laid claim, anil further to ascer¬ 
tain the views of the hostile Ameirs, lie privately withdrew himself 
towards 

When he considered his person secure from danger, he dispatched 
Arek or ArkitemiVr,one ofhis principal officers, however, to explain 
to Baidu Kluiun the reasons ofhis sodden departure, and to assure 
him, that w ith respect to himselt lie could not harbour the sligutest 
suspicion of evil*; but, that discovering in the demeanor ofhis courtiers 
certain symptoms, which too clearly indicated a design to counteract 
the views of their superiors, lie had found it expedient, without appriz¬ 
ing him of his intentions, to remove to a place of safety. He conceived, 
notwithstanding, that the engagements contracted between them were 
of h nature not to be violated, and that it behoved him without demur 
to transmit by Narouz Beg, whom he hud left behind bun for the pur¬ 
pose, the necessary letters patent investing him with the governments 
enjoyed by bis father; thus guarding against the mutual inconvenience 
which must be the issue of an infraction of the treaty on either side, 
•Baidfi continued to conduct himself with ati appearance ot moderation, 
and! immediately gave orders that Jummaut-ud-deih, the lieutenant 
of Fares, should deliver over that province to the agents of Cih&zau 
Khauit. But w hile he still endeavored to temporize, and procrastinate 
with Notouz, that able chieftain availed himself ot the opportunity to 
bring overToghutchanr, to form with him a secret engagement to sub¬ 
vert tlie authority of Buidd, and to establish that oi the Shahzildnb. 
This point successfully arranged, N or on z presented himself one day 
to Baida, and, with a duplicity not unsuitable to hts character, very 
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deliberately swore to him, that if the monarch would permit him l« 
depart his camp without further delay, he would engage to deliver 
Ghfizan, bound hand and foot, into the custody of his officers. B&idft 
inconsiderately fell into the snare; and on the fifteenth of liudjub,* 
both Norouz and Boukitemur received permission to return to their 
master; whom on the twenty seventh of the same montli.t they joined 
in perfect security at Feyrouzkub. All that had passed in their con¬ 
ferences with his uncle was punctually reported to the nephew; and 
to his infinite mortification, Baidu was soon afterwards apprized in a 
dispatch from Norouz himself, that he had been completely out-w itted. 

On the fourth of the month of Shabaun4 in performance of his en¬ 
gagement with Ameir Norouz, and in the presence of a certain eminent 
doctor of the name of Shaikh Sudder-ud-deiu lbrauhim, Ghazan ICbaun 
proceeded to make his public profession of Issluin ; and not much less 
than one hundred thousand of his nation a re re presented to have followed 
his example, on the same day. 

Shortly after tins, the agent w ho had been ilispauimd on his part, to 
receive the investiture of the government of Shirans, returned to in¬ 
form the SUahzaduh, that the lieutenant of l'arss had refused both to 
resign his trust, and to pay any attention tot he orders conveyed to him. 
This rekindling his resentment with no slight degree of violence, Ght- 
zan gave immediate orders to prepare afresh, for an expedition into 
Azerbaijani!. In the meantime, Sudder Jabaun Ahmed the Zenjauu- 
inn, who had been nominated as already seen, to take charge of the 
affairs of the province of Rum, suddenly quitted the road to that pro¬ 
vince; and striking through Guilan, on the seventh of the month of 
ShavaubJ succeeded in joining the army oftbe Shahzadah, stilt at Fey¬ 
rouzkoh. -He was received with distinguished favor; and at Ins ear¬ 
liest opportunity, having previously stipulated w ith the prince, that he 
should on hia part, when lie had triumphed over his adversaries.engage 
to the utmost of his power, to confirm and stabilitale the interests of 
the true faith, to restore the charitable endowments instituted by the 
monarch* of former times, and to relinquish the property of those who 
should fall in battle, to such as possessed the claims of legitimate in¬ 
heritance, pledged himself to conduct Norouz, by a wav through Cui- 
• Way audi, 1295, tJuus Huh, J June ITttu *Aujpi,! ISlJi, 
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Ian, tliat should render him absolute master of the destiny of Baidi. k, II.mm. 

To these several stipulations, the Shahz&dah subscribed without the ‘ - - 

smallest reserve; and on Friday the fifteenth ofShavaul of the six bun- 
dred and ninety fourth of the Hidjerah,* finally advanced on the direct 
route towards Azerbiijaun. While Amelr Korotiz proceeded the same 
time, by forced marches, and through extraordinary difficulties of coun¬ 
try through Gmhin, by a road which brought him, by midnight of a 
certain date, to a station from whence, in two days journey he could 
reach the camp of B&dfi. From this station he conveyed intelligence 
nf his approach to Toglmtchttur. and the other chiefs engaged m the 
conspiracy; who were no sooner apprized ol his arrival, than, like hi^ 
better fortune, they abandoned the standard oi their sovereign, and 
hastened to join that of Norouz. 

The defection of these chiefs determined BiVtdfl, on the fifteenth ot 
tlie mouth of 7 Jllsaudah,t to break up the camp which he had formed 
on the Seffeidrud, or white river; and to retire with considerable pre- 
ci |>i tut ion, bv the route of Qpjaun and Marend, towards Georgia ; 

w h i le Now u s, after di 9 pitc hin^to announce the event to theShahzadah, 

hastened with his utmost celerity in pursuit of the fugitive. On the 
cod fines o f Nek htc h ft a u h, the unfortunate monarch was overtaken and 
secured, hy the advanced guard of Norouz's division, and he was con¬ 
veyed w ithout delay to that general at Tebreiz.

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profession of Yalta ; further signifying hi* pleasure that the dis¬ 
ciples of the book, or advocate* of divine revelation, adverting to the 
different sect* of jew* and Christians, already tributary to hi* exche¬ 
quer* should on no pretence be persecuted w i tli exactions or im positions, 
beyond what was expressly authorized by the strict letter of the Jaw. 

Mere then properly commences the reign of Gxi AZA s Kit ads. 1 o 
leave, however, nothing unperformed, that could in any shape contri¬ 
bute to secure rise stability of his power, he proceeded shortly after¬ 
wards, to Karabaugh of Aran, in the peninsula of the Kurr and Aborts ; 
where, in conformity with the practice of his predecessors, having 
summoned a Kuriltai, or grand convention ot the Aineirs ot the empire, 
Me received on his throne, a written pledge of fealty and allegiance, 
from the princes of Ins blood, and from the whole of the Khaims and 
Niiymis there assembled; closing the ceremony with a sumptuous 
entertainment, splendid in proportion to the exalted rank of the donor. 
Among other circumstances, with which the new monarch conceived 
it of import atice to distinguish the commencement of Uisreign, he caus¬ 
ed the Atlttmghau, or imperial si-al of state, to be altered from u quad¬ 
rangular, to an oval shape, considered the most auspicious, a* it is 
the most elegant Of all forms ; and oil this, he at the same time di¬ 
rected to be engraved, the confession of faith, Liwiliaiih,&c» lie further 
ordered that all letters and state papers should, for the future, invari¬ 
ably open with the sentence, &’ ismii-tauh-urrath >u un*urruheiin —-in 
the name of God the most merciful, most beneficent: and be timiilv 
made it known to all under hi* authority, that every decree, pension, 
or grant, formerly enacted or established in favor of the disciples of the 
Kor&n, should be held, to all intents and purposes, in undiminished 
force. The dignity of Amcir-ul-unm, with the superintend mice of 
his armies, he conferred upon Norouz, and the Vizzaurut, or civil ad¬ 
lib uist ration, was assigned to tlie veteran statesman, Su IdLLf.jahiitin. 

In the first year of the reign of iiliazan Khaim, intelligence from 
Kborassaun -m non need that a powerful army from western Thrkestaun 
had crossed the Ox us. under Oujiii the son of Berauk,or lierr.ie KUauri; 
whom the military chiefs of the province declared their inability to re¬ 
sist. unless their an x tons ex pcctai ions of powtrlu I support were speed¬ 
ily iuiuHed. Conceiving that this aggression could be effectually 
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repelled by no other arm than that of thecxperieneeda&d warlike No- A. If. ms. 
r0UZ| Ghu/im fvhaun immediately dispatched that abb chief, at the ‘ 
head of a numerous force, lo relieve the province from the outrages oi li 
invasion. The Tcheghatuyan Tartars, on information of the approach 
of Nofpuz* put themselves in immediate retreat; being dreadfully har¬ 
assed, and ultimately driven across the A mil yah with infinite loss and 
disgrace, by that general. Norouz then returned in triumph to the 
presence of his sovereign, who accumulated upon him fresh houorsarul 
rewards. On the other hand, Suddur Jahaun, who fell under some 
suspicion of cm be 22 lenient in the revenue, was about the same period 
degraded from the Yizzaurut, and his office transferred to Jummaul* 
ud-dciti Dustjcrdauny, 

A powerful party among the Moghul Shahzudahs and Arneirs, who 
continued secretly hostile to the recent re-exaltation ot the influence 
of Issluin, was forming in the mean time against Norouz. whose des¬ 
truction they solemnly engaged to produce, by exciting against him ihe 
indignation of his sovereign: and thus once more to convert the sacred 
edifices, devoted to the pure sites of Mahommedan worship, into the 
temples of Christian superstition* and the unhallowed dens oi a more 
detestable idolatry, lint, before their plans could he brought to ma¬ 
turity,-the safety of the empire again required, m Khorasssuu, the ser¬ 
vices of Norouz ; two of the Ameirs who had conspired to destroy him, 
facing unsuspectingly ordered by Gliuzan Ivliaun, to accompany him into 
that province. 11 was therefore now determined among the conspira¬ 
tors, instead of looking forward to a contingency which might never 
occur, that their two associates who were proceeding with Norouz, 
should, at a certain fixed period, on reaching the borders of Khoras- 
saun, put that chieftain to death ; while two of their accomplices, Alls- 
trymfir, and Arslan, should in Azerbhijauu put a period to the exis- 
tenec of Glii*4«. Before they arrived in Khorassaun, however, Beis- 
souka, and Boul&i, the two chiefs who attended Norouz, in the ex¬ 
pectation that lie would gladly associate in their,design, conceived it 
expedient hy a confidential messenger, lo communicate what was in 
agitation, toShabzidah Tagbtchu. The Shahzhdah a fleeted to concur: 
but privately dispatched to acquaint Norouz with ail that had been 
discovered to him, of the plot laid for Uisdestruf-tioiJ. 
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Thus seasonably apprised of his danger, Xorouz, on the night ap* 
pointed for the execution of the design* secretly withdrew from his 
camp; placing the whole of Ids troops at a convenient distance, in am¬ 
buscade. Hence, when at midnight, tteissouka and lion laj, armed and 
accoutred at all points, entered the camp of Norouz, and found it thus 
entirely and unaccountably abandoned, their suspicions were immedi¬ 
ately alarmed; and they addressed themselves without delay to escape 
by flight. In this they were also frustrated; for the veteran Ameir, sud¬ 
denly rushing from his ambush, entirely intercepted their retreat, and 
they were with the whole of tlieir folluwers,eithercut to pieces or taken 
prisoners. Boulai and Beissouka, or Souka,as he is indifferently de¬ 
nominated, who had fallen alive into the hands of their exasperated 
CO I leg ue, were both put to death the follow mg day; while dispatches 
were transmitted without lossof time to communicate toUhizan Khan a 
the objects of the conspiracy. 

Conceiving that the design against Norouz was in the course of ex¬ 
ecution in Khoraseaun, Ausleyrndr and Arslan, with a formidable body 
of insurgents whom they had raised in Azerbaijaun, were proceeding 
to attack the person of Ghszan Khaun; while that prince, already aware 
of their object, with equal eagerness ami resolution advanced to oppose 
them. In the neighborhood of Beylekaun, at no great distance from 
the banks of the A boras, he gave them battle; and Austevmiir, with 
some of the bravest of the insurgents having fallen in the action, the 
remainder betook themselves to flight. They were, however, closely 
pursued, and for the greater part overtaken at different stages, and ul¬ 
timately put to death ; not less than five princes of the blood of Jcn- 
gueiz, and seven and thirty A meirs of the most distinguished order, per¬ 
ishing by the sword of the executioner, within the period of one mouth. 
Theseeveuts were followed by extraordinary rejoteingsamongalI classes 
of Mahommedans ; it being generally understood that ifthenulhors 
of the insurrection had been triumphant, Uslum would have been again 
exposed to the most serious evils.

aome reason to conceive that Atneir Norouz had been, «£- 
one wav or other, chiefly instrumental to lus recent supersession, tic 
determined to make it the object of bis unceasing study* to bringnbont 
Urn humiliation of that distinguished commander. In tlie spring ot 
the year,* while Gluvzan kept bis court at Hamadaun, he accordingly 
availed himself of the opportunity, to fix upon Noroue. the suspicion 

that hewas carrying on a traitorous correspondence with the Sultan of 

Effvut, for the express purpose of destroying his own sovereign. In 
order to support the foul charge with adequate proof, he proceeded to 
forge some letters, as having passed between Norouz and the Egyptian 
prince; and during the conviviality of an entertainment, contrived to 
convey them into some part of the dress of a person of the name ot 
Kavssar who occasionally travelled between Persia and Egypt, and ot 
j ladiv Ueg, the brother of Sorou.. The charge against ins general 
was now brought to the notice of Ghfezan Khaim, in so determined n 
shape, that it could not prudently be with livid from investigation ; an 
Kavsaar, and Urnijv Hog being summoned to the presence ot the mon¬ 
arch, the alleged correspondence was immediately discovered, where 
it had been perfidiously disposed of, upon their persons. 1 he Egyptian 
traveller was beaten to death with clubs, upon thespot; and tladjy Heg. 
together with all die family of Norou*. whose residence in Irak had 
placed them within the reach of their enemies, were all condemns o 
Lish by various methods of execution. The Amcirs llouiitm and

each, were at the same time, ordered to march immediately into Kh«>r- 
assaun; with instructions not to return, until they had accomplished 
thedestruction of Norouz, A further division ot the army under Amur 
Kutluk Shah proceeded in the same direction, shortly afterwards, to 

secure the attainment of this object. 

Inlellirenee of there revere red fatal oxarepics of his master s veil- 
eesnee, was communicated to Norouz at NeysbapUr; -here he pro. 

'ceded re consult with his principal followers, as tn the measures 
which, under such staring circumstances ofdenpr. .1 would be ntt, 
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\ isuble to pursue; declaring, at the same time, ids own opinion in favor 
ofretiring to Herat, to demand the protection of Melek Fakher-sd* 
dcin Guerret, orKirret, the independent prince of that place, who was 
married to his niece, and on whose good (kith and honor, he had other 
reasons for reposing his utmost confidence. Others, alleged on this 
occasion to have reasoned with greater prude nee, observed that tire Mo¬ 
ghuls’ surest bulwark was'to he found in the unlimited range of the 
plains ; and that it behoved their general to beware of cooping himself 
up within the walls of 1 lerat, or of placing too greet a reliance on the 
doubtful attachment of its prince. Norour adhered, however, to his 
own judgment ; and the greater part of his Ameirs, finding their coun¬ 
sels disregarded, with the whole of their followers, shortly afterwards 
abandoned lum to Ins destiny. With four hundred men, who continued 
still resolved to abide the issue of bis fate, Norfluz flow hastened to 
Herit, where he was received with every testimony of satisfaction by 
Mi'dck Father- ud-dein; who lodged him and his followers, for their 
greater convenience and security, hi the castle of Eklu mu r-ltd-dein- 
A fewtlayg afterwards. A mm Kfitluk Shall with his army encamped 
uinter i he walls of Herat ; and immediately commenced the most vi* 
go tons operations for the reduction ofthe place. 

Jti:tying on the strength of the works, and oil the numbers anti bra¬ 
very of the Ghourian garrison, l>v which they were defended, Ameir 
Xorouz, one day in private con vernation with the associates of Ids des¬ 
tiny, could not forbear congratulating himself on the felicity with 
which he had chosen an asylum; and ex pressing hts assured conviction, 
that all the efforts of Kutlnk Shah to make himself master of it, must 
terminate in disgrace and defeat. To this, one of his friends ventured 
to remark in reply, that for his own pan his apprehensions did not in 
truth, proceed so much from thceffortsof KutlukShah without, as from 
the dubious fidelity of the Gbouriaiis within the walls. Me was there¬ 
fore of opinion, that tiie person of Melek Faklier-mbdein should he 
i mined iately secured, and con mi i tied lo safe custody; that Ameir Sor- 
oua should himself without delay undertake the defence ofllie city: 
and that iv hen he should have relieved himself from external danger, 
Ly compelling his adversaries to withdraw from the siege, it would 
be still in hb power to make amend' for Lhisacl of temporary violence. 
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by restoring his relative to authority. Wi th a magnanimity worthy r.f a 
better fate, Ameir Norouz renounced without hesitation, a plan bv 
which he should incur so foul a charge of ingratitude, ami breach of 
hospitality. The conversation was,however, unfortunately overheard 
bv a SeieMitunian chief, who listened without the-pavilion, and who 
installtlv communicated the subject of it to Mdefc Fukher-iitl-dein r 
and a resolution was adopted by that chief, on the advice of his ameirs, 
to secure the person of Xoronz without delay, and to deliver him up 
to the mercy of his enemies. . 

Such a resolution taken, Mfclek Fuk her-ud-dein repaired to the re* 
sidcnccOf Norottz; and with an apparent solicitude for his safety, pro¬ 
posed that he should detach Ms best and most faithful soldiers to de¬ 
fend the principal gates of the town ; on the pretext, that in a garrison 
composed of so many different nations, some conspiracy might cveo- 
tiudl v be formed to betray them to the besiegers. Ascribing the pro¬ 
posal to the most friendly motives, and without the slightest suspicion 
of its perfidious tendency, Norouz immediately sent off the whole of 
bis followers, a very few only excepted, to lifts different gate*; and was 
thus left to the protection of not more than three or four attendants. 
In such a situation, Fakher-iid-di-in employed four of his captains, 
with a division of (•hourians, to seize his unsuspecting giiest. 

Norotic happened at the moment to be on the ramparts of the cita¬ 
del, amusing himself with Ids how and arrows ; which ns opportunity 
offered, and they exposed themselves to his view, he discharged at the 
besiegers. Just as he w r a$ stooping down to rectify some delect in his 
bow string, the Gbourians suddenly made the ir appearance, each hear¬ 
ing in his hand the door of an apartment, taken off the hinges; on 
which the gallant chief demanded, without however exhibiting any 
concern, the object of this visit. Tiinj-tul-deiu Ycldflz, one of the cap¬ 
tains replied, that they were sent by Fakher-iut-dein, with the mater¬ 
ials which he saw ill their hands, to construct a breast work, in order 
to protect him from the darts and other missiles of the enemy. Xorouz 
observed, that it was all very well, and again applied himself to the 
re-adjustment of his Now. Yelduz then advanced and struck him an 
unexpected blow on the temple with his macc ; while the Gbouri ms 
under bis command rushed on, and succeeded in securing the unfor* 
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tunntc Ameif without further difficulty. lie was now conducted* with 
his hand* houiid t ami a bruiawl and battered visage, to the presence of 
Mclek Fakher-uchdehi, who was just approaching the gate oi the ci¬ 
tadel, at the head of two hundred horse. 

The catastrophe may be easily foreseen. The unhappy Mormiz, with 
liis followers, was conveyed straight to the camp of Krttluk Shah; who, 
in the usual course of summary justice, ivith his own hand instantly 
struck off liis head. It was finally transmitted to the presence of his 
trovert h.*:t; by whose directions it was suspended to a gibbet, as an 
example to the disaffected, and furnishing another striking proof of 
the inconstancy of fbrtune, ami ol the instability oi hu in an greatness. 
The death of this aide chieftain is stated to have taken place on the 
twenty second of Sliuvuul, of the six hundred and ninety sixth of the 
ilidjeralv.* 

A disorderly and restless banditti had been permitted, under the 
appellation of Nikoudrians, some time sifter the accession of Ghtean 
Khan u, to settle in different parts of Persian Irik ; but as they could not 
be*restrained from indulging in their natural habits of a predatory life, 
which were Continually breaking out into some act or other of rubbery 
and violence upon the public, the monarch was at last compelled to 
exact from them a formal engagement, that it for the luture they should, 
in any shape, lie found guilty of the enormities of which Ilia subjects 
were perpetually complaining against them, their lives and property 
were to be considered as forfeited to the state. In consequence of this 
arrangement, on the occurrence of any theft or robbery on the highway, 
the tna gist rates invariably seized, upon the Nikomlr inns, and rendered 
them immediately responsible for the offence. But, as it might some 
times happen that they should suffer when innocent, they became 
at hist weary of perpetual persecution i suddenly quitted the pro¬ 
vince without the sanction ol the sovereign authority ; and, passing 
through tile Kohcstaun, made the best of their way to iler&t, where 
they claimed the projection of the same Melek F iUier-ml detu, re¬ 
cently id verted to. From that chief they experienced a favorable re¬ 
ception ; and he readily consented to furnish them With hoisi-s and arms, 
and a warrant, moreover, under ids authority to exercise their profession 
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of plunder and violence, along the frontiers of Khorassaun; in wliich 
they soon after engaged, to the infinite loss and annoyance ot the un- : 
fortunate i nimbi tan ts exposed to their barbarous incursions. 

Driven to extremity by the unceasing depredations ol this banditt,, 
tlie natives of Khorassaun no longer deferred to carry their demands ft >r 
redress to the presence of Glmzan Kha'nn ; and that monarch determined 
to make the chastisement of their oppressors the object of his imme¬ 
diate, and most serious attention. In the course of the six hundred 
and ninety seventh of the Hidjerah, his brother Jluiukh Oghul, the 
fmme who on his accession to the throne obtained the appellations o 
Oitlj&ilQ Sbban, end Sultan Mahommcd Khodabundah, then residing 
[a Mazaiuleraun, was accordingly nominated to conduct a powetlul 
expedition, to-a vc-age the wrongs of Khdrassaun. Ry his instructions, 
he was in the first instance to demand from MclekFukher-ud-dcin, an 
immediate and unconditional surrender of the Nikoudrians under ius 
protection ; and in case of the slightest demur on the pan ot that 
prince, he was without further preliminary to lay siege to Herat. Hut 
when be bad accomplished the reduction of that place, I» was to pro¬ 
ceed to the ultimate object of the enterprise ; the total extirpation o. 
the depredators who had excited such displeasure, without leaving a 
vestige of their hated race to create further mischief to the world. 

O.i bis arrival at Nevshapf.r, Oulyuifi accordingly dispatched an

But, when these had continued for some nine an 
accommodation was brought about, through th* intervention of huik i 
Sh'diHub-ud-dcio Jnomyt the inhabitant, of llcr.it. as a ransom trqm 
tlu further calamities that might ensue, eonscniing 10 pay to the Mo¬ 
ghul prince, the sum of one hundred thousand Kobcity, or kopeiky 
dinuuia * OtiljfiUu appears then to have withdrawn to bis own pro¬ 
vince, without any further exertion.

697-08. la the coarse of the same year, having formed some imperfect views 
A, D- I 20 B- 1 W. on the sovereignty, through the absurd end wicked Riurgf 'Lions of an 
jjiibcib uv jin post or who pretended to dive into the events ot futurity, and who 
"*' r * presumed to foretel, that within the period of forty days he should 
ascend the throne of Persia, Shakz&dak Taltchu, or Tayuju, became 
obnoxious to his imperial relative; and his design being seasonably 
betrayed, he was, together with the Ameirs attached to him, asid the 
wretched wizard who bgd imposed upon him, w ithout ceremony con¬ 
demned to sutler by the hand of the executioner. 

In the latter Jurainmidy of the year six hundred and ninety eight,f a 
party of the Ameirsofthe cour(, headed by Kbtb-ud-dcin and Mucyen- 
ud-dein Khoriissaunv, seized a favorable opportunity of bringing be¬ 
fore their sovereign a charge of malversation, and corrupt prac tines against 
tho minister Suddurjabuun ; which terminated in the arrest of that able 
statesman, on the seventeenth of Rudjub. On the nineteenth bis con¬ 
duct was investigated, and he was condemned to die; and two days 
after wards, | one of his hands he in z held by Ameir Soutiii, and the 
other by Pehlewauu Melek the Glmuriuii, he was, ill pursuance of his 
sentence, cut through the middle bv Kutluk Shall Niivan. Ilis hro- 
ther Kutb-e-jahaun, whom they could accuse of no other offence but 
that of consanguinity with the unibrltmatv \ ezzoir, suffered by a si¬ 
milar death at Tebreiz, exactly a month afterwards. At the dose of 
the same year, on his departure from Tehrciz for Qujaun, and on Ins way 
to pass the winter at Baghdad, Ulvizau Ivhatui conferred the VizzuuniL 
conjointly, with the entire run trend of affairs during his absence, on 
two very eminent literary characters, Khaujuh R<shtd-ud-dido Fazzd- 
ullah, or Fadlatlah, the author of the T&rikhUhitzauny, and Jaumnm* 
ul-towaurikh, audSaud-ud dein Sawjy; the former apt ally distinguish¬ 
ed Ibr hi sat tain men is in philosophy ami physic, and by Ids reputation as 
a writer of oriental history, and the latter not less celebrated tor Ins skill 
in theology and arilluuclic. 

Shortly afterwards, as if the heavenly bodies were jealous of this 
mark of a sovereign's predilection for the favorites of science, there oc¬ 
curred a conjunction of the malignant planets Mara and Saturn,* in

cl it i lad) were dried tip to a degree equally alarming and unprecedented. 

A dreadful famine and pestilence ensued, the latter, which attacked 
,he human frame in a peculiar manner * being described to have swept 
away from the city of Shirnuz alone, not less than fifty thousand per¬ 
sons. He fore lie had yet recovered from the contemplation oi these 
grievous afflictions, intelligence was brought to Uhtean Kliaun, that 
tour thousand of the troops of Mekk Nausscr, Siltan ot Egypt, the 
brother of Seyf-ud-ddin Kullawnn surnamed the basilisk, had suddenly 
broke into the territory of .Mardein, and Rauss-u1-eym\ both tributary 
to the Persian monarch; and after committing the most cruel ravages, 
huJ succeeded in carrying off into slavery, vast numbers of the defence¬ 
less women and children of bis Mussulman subjects. 

This dHrju^ insult awakened ill the mind ot Giiazaii, a toll measure 
of indignation ; and he left Tebreifc on the nineteenth o| Sutfnr of the 
six hundred and ninety-ninth of the Hidjerah* with ninety thousand 
ho rat', and sis months' provisions, for the invasion ot byrm. < >n his ar¬ 
rival u Nisaehein, he was entertained with singular and sumptuous 
hospitality by Xi.d } iH-ud-dviu, the tributary StYllan of Mardeiu, From 
Di.Hiivb' kir lie proceeded without obstacle to Aleppo ; the reduction of 
which he however thought it convenient to postpone, until In should

TIlC monarch was pleased to signify his acceptance; and Hip example 
of Tchobaun was immediately followed by every commander m the 
■irmv As this chief is destined to occupy a distinguished place in tue

On Wednesday the twenty -seventh of the latter Rebbm,^ t,,e

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a, if, <m Aleppo, about ninety miles from live former, and one hundred and fil- 
A, p. moo- teen f rom t | ie latter, Melik Nausser adventured to give battle to the 
Htbab-ui- Persian monarch \ in which, after a conflict of some duration and ob- 
"•*' stiuacy, the Egyptian was defeated with great loss; the Sultan retreat¬ 
ing with so much precipitation, that when he reached his capital of 
Cairo, a distance however of five hundred miles, he found that not 
more than seven of his followers had been able to keep up with him. 
(rluizan Khaim remained for two days at Harness, for the purpose of 
distributing the spoils of the victory •, after which he proceeded towards 
Damascus. 

Advertised of his approach, the principal Inhabitants of this latter 
city hastened, with suitable presents, to greet the Persian monarch on 
his arrival, and were received by him with extraordinary kind mass and 
condescension. After he had given them every assurance of bis pro¬ 
tection, the monarch, further lo dispel their apprcin unions and confirm 
their hopes, bestowed the civil government of Damascus upon Auteir 
keptchauk : an officer n Ito had recently abandoned the cause ol'Melek 
Nausser to secure an asylum with the Persian. The inhabitants were 
m greatly rejuiced ut si circumstance, w hich they appear to have con¬ 
sidered so much to their advantage, that they agreed without difficulty 
lo a contribution ol one hundred toman us * and two commissioners 
accordingly proceeded into the town on the part of tiki/an Khaun, 
to receive the money. 

Certain events had now occurred to produce an alteration in the 
plans of the Persian monarch ; and he conceived Ids views would be 
perfectly answered, if lie committed toKutluk Shah Noyau ibe aiegs 
t>f the citadel of Damascus, which still held out for the Sultan of 
Eg v pt. He bestowed the government of Emesa, Tentbol i s, or Tripolv, 
Akkah, Salaumiah, and Miikerrut-ul-Eyaim, comprising wind was 
denominated the middle Syria (Shautn-c-wassety) on Tfdiaclok ; and 
those of Haleb, or Aleppo, Hama, Eytietauh, JubbuUut-Semauk,and

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On ihe dopm-Ufre of id* sovereign, Kttlrtk Shah commenced his 
operations lor the reduction of the castle ol Damascus, 1 ol which lie 
was encouraged in the expectation of a speedy accomplishment, by 
the assurances of a very skilful engineer who had the direction ol his 
military machines, mid who had engaged to open a passage into Lins 
place, with the stones ofh is eatapu Urn only. The governor of the cas¬ 
tle, on the other hand was no stranger to the singular skill of the engi¬ 
neer ; and offering the reward of one thousand din aura to any persuu 
who should bring him Ids head, one of Ida followers, a man of desper¬ 
ate courage, undertook to gratify him, or perish in the attempt. Ac¬ 
cordingly quiting the ensile in disguise, he found ail opportunity, while 
the engineer was absent about evening prayer, to enter his quarters 
unobserved, and conceal himself. As might be apprehended, the un¬ 
fortunate man no sootier set foot within his door, on his return, than 
the assassin rushed from his concealment,, and killed him on the spot. 

Thru strikingotHiis bead, witli that in one brand, and hh knife in toother, 

hr sallied from the house ; and with the rapidity of lightning, regained 
die citadel, where he laid his bloody trophy before the governor. 
This incident produced in the operations of the siege, a suspension 
fatal to the final refill; and the traitor Keptcliauk, about the same 
time, effecting an accommodation with the Egyptians, and suffering 
the garrison to pass ontofthc citadel both day and night, without either 
interrupt ion or discovery on his part, the Moghul troops were hourly 
surprised and cut oil'; and their horses led away in groat numbers, 
without the possibility of guarding against the danger.

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AM ihcsccirvmnslsiiictia taken into consultation, Kutluk Sluih con- 
ceiwd it at Iqat expedient (c> abandon the siege ; and lie shortly after¬ 
wards accordingly withdrew from before Damascus, taking with hi ill 
the greater part of the principal inhabitants of the town, hi crossing 
the Euphrates on this occasion, bis troops in great numbers perished in 
Use river; anil it was not without considerable difficulty, fatigue, und 
hardship, that heat last contrived to rejoin the camp of his sovereign, 
in hie territory of Moss Ale, as nearly as we can judge, on the fifth of 
Kutljub, of the year six hundred und ninety-nine.* The Persian

He re passed the Tigris on his return towards 
litlwb-ui" AzerhftijauD, on the first ofShabaun,* and on the fifteenth of the site- 
S *' M ' seeding month of Itmaz0itn,f he reached, Meraughah ; where he re¬ 
mained until Xilhudje, some time in which he proceeded to the metro¬ 
polis of Tebreiz.J 

Although the design of completing the subjugation of Damascus, 
and the Syrian territory is said, sleep inf or waking, to have been the 
inseparable companion of his thoughts, Ghazan Khaim does not ap¬ 
pear to have resumed the undertaking, for the whole of the year next 
succeeding. But on the first of Mohtirrim of the seven hundred and 
first of ill*'’ lii4]crah,§ lie set out on his second expedition across the 
Euphrates. Finding, however, on his arrival at Aleppo, that llicSiil- 
tan of Egypt had signified his resolution rmt to take the lii-M that 
season, he subscribed to the opinion of his Ameirs, although (he rea¬ 
son appears not very solid, io measure back his steps; and In* had ac¬ 
cordingly tciurued to Oiijonn, on the fourth of Kamzaun of the same 
year*! | without the performance of a single action Worthy of his renown. 
Merc an attempt was made on the part of some of his courtiers, while 
the monarch was engaged in the conviviality of an entertainment, 
to impeach the integrity of the two associated ministers, Kltuujnli 
Reshtd-lid-dein, and Sainl-int-deiii Siiwjy. The attempt recoiled how¬ 
ever on its authors, some of whom sufferer! death lor their mulem i tv. 
It appears that on the tenth day of Itudjnh of the year seven hun¬ 
dred and one,** although we have not been able to trace our authority 
tor the tact, a new mra under the denomination of the Kfmtrniuit, was 
established under the directions of Shntm-ud-dein Kaushv, 

In Mohurrim, of the seven hundred and second of the Jlidjerali.ff 
the Persian monarch‘quitted Oujaiin mi his third expedition intoSy- 
tia. On this occasion he had, however, previously dispatched Kanzy 
Nusseir-ud-deia of Tebreiz, and Kauzy Kutb-ud-dein of Mos?6te, on 
an embassy to Midek Nausser, the Sultan of Egypt. The object of 
their mission was, in substance, to explain that if the name of their 
master was exhibited on the coinage, and pronounced in the public

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prayers, anJ the Egyptian consented to the paymenrof a stipulated i 
tribute, his country would be redeemed from the ravages of a resist- ' 
less army ; if not, that his people would be visited by the same tear¬ 
ful train of calami ties, as had been inflicted on the Khaurezmians, by 
tlie invincible hosts of Jenguei*. The ambassadors on their arri val m 
the court of Mylek Nausser, did not fail to acquit themselves of their 
trust with due diligence and precision; that prince informing them, 
however, that he should transmit by some persons in hisown particu¬ 
lar confidence, the requisite reply to the demands oi their sovereign. 
In the mean time the Kauzies were dismissed, loaded with presents, 
and distinguished by all the liberal proofs of attention, that could he 
expected front the most civilized ami polished government. 

In his camp near Htdlahon the Euphrates, the ambassadors described 
to Gh&zan Khauti the occurrences of their journey; and not long alter- 
uards, the agents of Mvlek Xausser also arrived with a letter from 
their sovereign, which they* delivered to the Persian monarch. i he 
letter was written in characters of gold ; a mark of respect which, ns 
far as can he understood from the original, in this place rather obscure, 
seems to have been omitted on the part of the Persian. It stated, 
however, that with regard to the coinage, the Sultan conceived it was 
a point that could he adjusted without great difficulty, hy inserting 
the name of the Persian monarch on the one side, and n [tuning on the 
other, after, or under the creed of their common religion, the name of 
the Sultan of Egypt. Rut, with respect to the other demand it was 
sufficient toobserve, that the continual wars in which theSfiUan was 
engaged, with the enemies of the faith, and in detciieeot the legitimate 
possessions of the disciples of the Korin, left little to supply the arro¬ 
gant, and insatiable exactions of foreign tribute. 1 n short, that the re¬ 
venues ol his country were entirely absorbed by the exigencies oi the 
state. 

When he had perused the letter, Ghazaii Khaun demanded oi the 
ambassadors of Egypt to describe the contents of a chest, carefully 
locked up and sealed, w Inch they had also conveyed t© bis presence from 
their master. On this head they professed their entire ignoranc e ; al¬ 
leging that it was a secret, which it had not been thought proper to 
con fide to their discretion. The attendants were then directed to open 
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this chest, when a disclosure <&hi hi ted'itself but little calculated to 
appease the an pry passions ; a complete assortment of every implement 
at that period ill use for the purposes of human destruction. The am¬ 
bassadors were, however, very sumptuously entertained,although they 
were immediately ordered to II am ad a un, there to reside until the 
Persian should have returned from lusexpedilion. He then proceeded 
to cross the Euphrates, 

Taking the route of GbU&Oni&h, a tow n which had risen under the 
auspices of his own reign, lie repaired to visit the mausoleum of Ally 
at Nudjef; after which he continued his march upwards, along the Eu¬ 
phrates, to An ah, which he reached on the twelfth of Uudjub. 4 Dis¬ 
patching his heavy baggage from thence to MossfiLe, the Persian mon¬ 
arch on the twenty eighth of the same month,f displayed his stan¬ 
dard in sight of the fortress of iluhvbali. still ascending the Euphrates. 
Here the two ministers, Khaujah Keshid-ml dein, and Snud-ud-deiu, 
were both employed in an attempt to prevail upon Aineir Auiutn-ud- 
dein the governor of I he place, to submit tot lie authority of their master. 
That officer, however, after furnishing a supply of grain for the army, 
and shoes for their horses, eluded Lhe invitation to surrender; on the 
plea, that being the key of Syria on that quarter, he could not then so 
shamefully bciray his trust, as to deliver tip such important points as 
the town and citadel of It ah e ball : hutas soon as the Persian monarch 
should have made himself master of the interior of the province, that 
lt>- would not he found remiss in opening his gates to the conqueror. 

Qi&san, lor the present, conceived it expedient to subscribe to these . 
precarious stipulations ; and on the sixth of Shabaun.J without com¬ 
mitting tho reputation of his arms by any act of hostility against the 
place, withdrew from before Rahebah, on bis march towards Aleppo. 
When he had however continued for a short time with hisarmv, in the 
territory between llahebah and Aleppo, entirely occupied with his 
pleasures and amusements, the monarch consigned to the abilities of 
Kutlftk Shah Xu van, Ameir Tehobaun, Teynauk Dabauder, and his 
other generals, the prosecution of the Syrian war ; while he returned in 
person, by the route of Serijaur and Mossyle, towards his hereditary 
dominions. In the mean time Melek Nausser, at the head ofaformi- 
• March i,t, 13W, t Mweh a?Ut. ; MarchSAth. 
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dable army bad hastened,with equal secrecy and dispatch, to the neigh¬ 
borhood of'Damascus ; where he attentively watched the proceedings, 
and awaited the approach of the Perso-moghfl! troops. 

Not having discovered the slightest vestige of ail enemy’s force on 
his march from the Euphrates, Khtluk Shall advanced straight to Ha¬ 
rness, which he immediately invested; but while he was engaged before 
that place, hearing that Melek Nniisstr was not yet arrived at Damas¬ 
cus, a report manifestly circulated to deceive him, and that the inhabi¬ 
tants were collecting their property for the purpose of withdrawing 
into Egypt, an avidity to possess himself of this supposed booty, and 
to glut himself with the blood of the proprietors, determined him to 
suspend the siege of Harness. And with these views, he hastened by 
forced marches towards Damascus. Oil the second day ot Itamzaun,* 
ascending arising ground on his arrival at the channel ot the Mcrj-c- 
xall’er, and casting his eyes to the plain beyond it, he beheld a spectacle 
to excite his utmost astonishment-—at) innumerable host which seemed 
to extend to every part of the horizon within his view, I ids proved to 
ho Ihe armv of the Sultan of Egypt: which equally unconscious of the 
approach of an enemy « Uh himself, was employed in pitching its tents, 
and otherwise establishing its quarters for (lie day. 1. ruler the first im¬ 
pulse of surprise anil terror, Kttihik Shah conceived that nothingsboi t 
of instant rstreyt could save him from destruction ; but from this he 
was dissuaded by the more deliberate prudence, and presence of mind 
of Ameir Tchnbaan : who urged, on the contrary, t lie necessity of an 
immediate, and resolute attack upon the enemy. In conformity with 
this nobler alternative, Aineir Tchobaun, and Teyhauk llabauder T with 
the hulk of the army, defiled directly towards the plain; while KuilCik, 
nitii two tomauns, or divisions often thousand, took post in reserve, 
on the hill which over-looked it. 

(>ii the other hand, Melek Nansser had not delayed to prepare his 
troops lor battle, the moment he became apprized ot his ritual ion , 
ond a conflict of surpassing obstinacy immediately ensued, in which 
Ameir Tchobaull, and Teynauk iJahauder, with the troops under their 
orders, nignalixed tlmnst Ives by efforts Of unexampled intrepidity* 
The L ft tiijr of the Siilnm of Egypt, thrown into complete confusion 
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A. ft. 702 . by the impetuous onset of these gallant commanders had been com* 
a. I>. I3ea. polled to give way ; but the Egyptian monarch directing a body ot 
Haijfib uv t( . n thousand horse to make an attack upon the left of his adversaries, 
Mjr * Ay dank Togateymur, an officer of the highest distinct ion among the 

troops of Gh&zan Khaim, suddenly abandoned bis post, and the whole 
army immediately fell into irretrievable disorder. All the exertions 
ofTchobaun to rally them proved in vain, and they finally fled in the 
inmost dismay, and in every direction; the Egyptians pursuing with 
all the eager ferocity of wolves after a dock of sheep. Teynauk Ba- 
hauder, and a number of the most distinguished Amelia, perished in 
this disgraceful rout; but Ameir Tchobauo, alter unparalleled exer- 
tions to save the fugitives, succeeded in joining the reserve under 
Kutluk Shah, on the eminence in the rear of the field of battle; where 
they passed the night under the utmost anxiety and perturbation of 
mind. 

When the day broke, they perceived that they were completely sur¬ 
rounded, by a countless multitude of the troops of Metek Nausser; 
whose attack they prepared however to resist, with the firmness of ve¬ 
teran soldiers. But, to avoid the hazard of a direct assault upon u body 
of brave and skilful soldiers, under such circumstances of despair, the 
Sultan of Egypt caused his army to present, toward* one oftheir flanks, 
au opening tor their retreat. Kfitluk N by an and liis associates in dan¬ 
ger, did not disdain the advantage ; but immediately descending the 
hill, commenced their perilous inarch, again closely followed by the 
Egyptians. The Moghuls had not long prosecuted their retreat, when 
they found it unexpectedly interrupted by a deep morass, occasioned 
by the overflowings of the Mt-rj-e-salfer, the river recently adverted 
to; and here the greater part of the fugitives, equally exhausted with 
fatigue, and embarrassed by the weight oftheir arms, miserably perished 
in the mud and day. The number of those who perished by the 
sword on this occasion, is not recorded; but ten thousand of the Mo¬ 
ghuls, with ten thousand horses, fell alive into the hands of the Egyp¬ 
tians, together with arms and defensive armour in vast abundance. 
Not yet contented with .the fruits of his victory, .Melek Nausser di¬ 
rected the governor of Damascus to continue the pursuit, without in¬ 
termission, to Hahtbah on the Euphrates; so that the unfortunate 
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Moghuls found no termination to their disasters, until dri ven completely a. H. w. 
ncross that river ; when the Egyptians at length ceased to molest them, _—__ 
On the nineteenth of Ranuuun,* the generals who su rvived this IU- 
tut discomfiture, rejoined the camp of Ghizait Klmmt; and on the 
following day, that monarch conceived it prudent to proceed on hia 
return towards Oujaun, which he appears to have reached on the tenth 
of Zilkaudahf. At that place, he now instituted a formal investiga¬ 
tion into the conduct of tile commanders in the recent unfortunate ex¬ 
pedition ; and the result was, that Kutlck Nftvan, and his associates 
in defeat, were each of them, in proportion to the degree of culpability, 
condemned to the discipline of the cudgel, or perhaps the bastinado ; 
and alt were tor a certain time banished the court, and the presence 
of their sovereign, Amuir luhobaun himselt, although his conspk u- 
ous gallantry and exertions were duly acknowledged, wax yet compel- 
ted to suffer three strokes of the club ; but martin! justice having had 
its course, he was immediately afterwards received to the distinguished 
favor of bis muster. In Mohurrim of the seven hundred and third of 
the 1 lidjtrah, the monarch transferred his abode from Oujuun to the 
metropolis of Tebreiz; where, for a period of-six weeks or two months, 
he was now permitted to re-sign himself to the enjoyments of domestic 


repose. 

Again on the nineteenth of the former Rebbeia + GliAzan Miami

A. !L m proselytes; and be undertook on the strength of bis reputed sanctity, 
A- kwh- to announce to the Shallztuiah his speedy accession to sovereign power. 

Ijui.nil-m- J 5 nt t t| ia t no means might be om ttted in order to secure the accomplish- 
Stjr ‘ ment of his prediction, he disdained not to employ about the court, 
one of the disciples of his imposture, to pervert and corrupt the ser¬ 
vants of the monarch; and to engage them in secret, in favor of the 
claims of Ulaffreng. To such m, from factious motives, he found dis¬ 
posed to encourage his plans, the emissary represented that a superna¬ 
tural being, forty cubits in stature, and fi ve in the breath of his shoul¬ 
ders, and whose body was as strong ami immoveable as the mountain 
on its base, was in communication w ith his master; and bad disclosed 
to liiin, that the saints, or elect of tiod, hail determined to raise the 
Shnhzudab Ulaffreng to the sovereign authority, and would exalt his 
glory to the skies, (the Pleiades). 

The delirious fabrication being, however, at length communicated to 
the ministerSaud-iul-dein, it was by him instantly made known to his 
sovereign ; and measures were adopted without delay, to secure the dis¬ 
affected at Tebreiz. In the space often days, U lafiVeug, with IVir 
Yakub, and the other leaders of the conspiracy, were brought in safe 
custody to the camp of Ghizon ; who proceeded in person to investigate 
l be circumstances of this treasonable imposture. It required, perhaps, 
no great force of evidence to establish tin- guilt of the conspirators. 
The wretched Yakfib was cast head long from the summit of a rock, 
and dashed to pieces. Ills disciples suffered by the sword of I he ex¬ 
ecutioner : ami the misguided Ulaffreng, although indulged with a res¬ 
pite or some days, was however ultimately condemned to share the fate 

of his accomplices. 

The discomfiture of his troops by the Egyptians had implanted in 
tlie breast of the Persian monarch, a sensation of [min and uneasiness 
from which he was destined never to recover. While lie remained at 
Jowherserrld, lie was attacked by a serious indisposition ami confined 
to his bed ; and such a variety of unfavorable and dangerous symptoms 
soon made their appearance in his disorder, as utterly to dispel every 
hope of his restoration. The power of medicine, the in vocation 3 of 
prayer, and the distributions of charity proved equally unavailing. In 
the spring of the year he attempted, however, to remove towards his

through 1 he aggravation of his complaint and extreme debility, to take : 
to his litter, he was in that manner conveyed to the neighborhood oi " 'J' yr u * 
Kazveiu. There he quietly resigned himself to await the stroke ot 
death, which he was now sensible to be at no (jreat distance, lie as¬ 
sembled round bis couch, his ministers, and the nobles cd lus court; 
proceeded to arrange the last concerns of earthly grandeur, expressly 
devising the succession to the throne, to his brother, Sultan Midiom* 
ined Khodabuodah; and, on Suitday the fifteenth of Shavaul oi tliu 
seven hundred and third of the lUdjemh * this distinguished monarch 
breathed his last; continuing, observes our author, to assert and repeat 
],j s unaltered belief in the inseparate unity oi his creator, long utter 
every other faculty had failed him; until Utcand recollection hud entirely 
faded away in the cold embrace of death, His body was conveyed by 
tfa \ moire oft he empire, to Hie metropolis of Tebreiz: where it was, 
with the usual solemnities, committed to the grave in the superb mau¬ 
soleum erected by himself, either in one of the vallies adjomingto that 
fjvori to id tv, or in a quarter of the town called the Sfunutt-c- I ebreiz. 

I: is Ut the same time observed that, of the Moghul princes, he was the 
first that mi fibred the plsceof his sepulture to be known by the world, 
t ulcii luted from his public inauguration, on the twenty ninth of 
Zilhudje of tlm six hundred and ninety fourth of the Hidjerah, the 
rcfenol Lh,< monarch compri/es a period of eight solar years, six months 
;uid two days ; and, although its glory was considerably tabbed to- 
w-uds the conclusion, bv the disastrous issue of the campaign m Syria, 
vet, independent of the fore* of M ihoinmedati prejudice in favor ot so 
7 ,-alons and ardeufra proselyte, it was not on reason able that the short¬ 
ness 0 f its duration should have been the subject of smeen regret 
throughout the Persian empire. His sacred love oi justice, nnd his 
paternal solicitude for the happiness of bis people, as a king, has ran- 
tfared his memory deservedly respected— venerated; and Ins iimtounh-d 
vouregc in the field, his mildness of disposition and lability in pri¬ 
vate life, secured for him the love and adiui ration of man k md. f 1 e was 
possessed of uncommon understanding and sagacity of mind, and had 
made considerable advances in every branch of literature and the set-

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Alices, as studied in the east, He spoke a variety of languagesin great 
perfection, and was singularly well informed in the law sand genealogical 
history of the sovereigns and founders of the Moghul tribes; insomuch 
that his minister, the learned and ingenious Reshid-ud-deiu Eazzel- 
ullali, while composing the Jaumtuia Reshidy i or Towaurikh t is stated to 
have derived great part of his knowledge on that subject, and on the 
history of the Moghuls, from the relation of his accomplished master. 
He was a zealous Sliiali, and as such did not fail to distinguish the 
Scyuds, descendants of Ally and Fautima, by many favors, by many 
conspicuous proofs of his bounty . On the very day of his accession 
he directed that a canal should he cut front the Euphrates to the se¬ 
pulchre of Ally at Nudjef; and by similar communications with tlut 
same beneficent river, lie brought the arid plains ofkerbela into a state 
of nourishing cn Itivation. 

Hut lest posterity might he disposed to suspect that the talents, the 
liberality, and the other virtues ofGhftzim Khaun, should have been 
in any degree exaggerated in the above eulogium,Our author has en¬ 
tered, under twenty distinct heads, into a very elaborate statement on 
the subject; in which is introduced in detail, the code of regulation* 
established by tins illustrious monarch, bath for bis own domestic 
©economy, ami for the different departments of his government in ge¬ 
neral. St is, indeed, sufficiently instructive and original to form a 
chapter of itself; but as these pages have been already distended liir 
beyond what was proposed at their com men cement, ibe subject baa 
been indispensably omitted. Inn ay at the same time be interesting 
to remark, that when the monarch who framed, or at least patronized 
these regulations, was snatched from the hopes of his people by the 
hand ofdeath, he had not yet attained to the age of thirty four. Neither, 
before we dismiss the subject entirely, will it he superfluous to add 
that, exclusive of the splendid mausoleum atTehreiz already adverted 
to, the dome of which is described to have been eighteen cubits,* or 
about three and thirty feet in diameter, illuminated by eighty lumps 
of gold and silver, with its spacious and magnificent appendages, con¬ 
sisting of the cathedral mosque, a college for the instruction of youth,

hospital, ami sumptuous baths, the city of Oujaiiu was almost entirely -- 

rebuilt by the bounty of this celebrated monarch ; and scarcely a part Ha ^ , ' U4 ' 
of the empire but exhibited some useful monument of his liberal and 
patriotic spirit. And, lastly, it is recorded that for the lofty walls with 
which it was once surrounded, the city of Shirmiz was in a great mea¬ 
sure indebted to the princely munificence of GUbzun lihaun.

O l f LJA ITL T So lt a k , on titled, Su lt a kMa jiomm edK hod a on 
da«, theson of Arghftn Khaun, eighth of the Persian monarch 
of the race of Jengueiz, 

At the period of his brother's death, OuljaiUl was absent in his go¬ 
vernment of Khorassatm, to which he had been some time since ap¬ 
pointed by the late monarch; but when he became apprized of the event 
which had so early called him to the succession, lie hastened towards 
Tebreiz; not, however, before he had secured himself against the me* 
dilated hostility of some of the ShahzS dabs, and of Herkedauk Xuyau 
one of the principal A mein? in particular, by putting them to death. He 
reached the metropolis of Azerbaijani], on the fifth of Zilhudje]* where, 
at the age of three and twenty, he ascended without opposition, the 
throne of Ifulmiku ; and commenced a reign of uncommon splendor, 
by giving effect to every measure that could tend in any shape to pro¬ 
mote the prosperity of Isskmi, and to close against his people every 
avenue of oppression and violence, He continued the Vjzzaiimt m 
Iteshid-ud-dcui FazzebuUah, and Saud-ud-rfoin Siwjy, the ministers 
Of his predecessor ; and he is here recorded as the first monarch of the 
raceofJengueiz, who publicly embraced the tenets of the Shiahs, which 
he testified hy directing the names of the twelve I mail ms to be struck 
on the coinage of the realm, and invoked in the performance of divine 
worship iu the mosques. The funds bequeathed for the support of 
charitable endowments (anhanf) throughout the empire, hail possibly 
by this time become of considerable magnitude, and importance; and 
one of the first objects of the new monarch's attention, was to place 
them under the management of talents and integrity ; and he selected 
for Ids purpose Guya Ilaha-ud-dein \ skiih, whom he strictly charged 
to beware that every bequest was lioiiesily secured, aud scrupulously

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appropriated, In exact conformity to the design of the testator, as ex- 
pressed in the letter of his will. This was, perhaps, strictly speaking, 
the office of the Suddur-ul-sudd6r, or grand almoner. 

In she spring of the seven hundred and fourth of the Ilidjerah, Onl- 
jiitii, at Kunkilraulnng, laid the foundations ot the city oi Sultauuiah i 
and, having omitted neither labour nor expense, to render it a beauti¬ 
ful and splendid residence, as well as a place ot strength and si t m ity, 
he constituted it, when completed, the metropolis ot the Persian 
monarchy. 

lint, in order to retain the narrative within its regular course, it will 
be necessary to proceed with the progressive detail of events; and among 
th u first of these, we find recorded the impeachment of Saud-ud-dein 
Mu hom mod Sawjy, one of the ministers, on a charge of embezzlement 
in the revenue, to an enormous amount, (.$00Tomauns, or five millions 
ofdinaurs ;) lor which, on full conviction before the monarch ill person, 
hr was with several of his accomplices, in the month ofSJiavauf of 
the present year * put to death at Melitiul, one of the dependencies of 
Uagbdkd. In concurrence with the suffracea of the principal member* 
of his court, whomOuljiUtfl condescended to consult on the occasion, 
his place was supplied by lauje-ud-dein Jilauny.t' 

The eighth of Zilkaudsh of the same year* gave birth, according to 
the Tfirikh-guzeldah, to Siiltan Abu Skeid lhihauder Khauti, the tu¬ 
tu ^ hope of live ih reran jnoirarchy. 

Equally desirous with his brother to effect the subjugation of Syria 
mid Egypt, the thonghtaof OuJjMtd were early directed to prosecute 
til#* designs iu that quarter ; but, reflecting on the impolicy of leading 
bis armies on any distant enterprise, while the provinces of Guilin, at 
the very threshold of his capital, continued independent of Ida power, 
(and, indeed, notwitha tan ding their proximity, liad never yet submitted 
to any of the successors of Htilati kft) he conceived it expedient to hold 
a consultation with his nobles, on the propriety of a previous expedi- 
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tinn sgaimt that ttroflgand almost inaccessible territory. If was how* 
ever, resolved as a preliminary, that an agent should be dispatched In 
require the ruling princes to acknowledge the authority of the Persian 
monarch. It’they obeyed, nothing further was necessary; it' other¬ 
wise, it would then be advisable to proceed to coercion. 

At the period under considfehttiori, thecountry appears to have been 
under the Separate dominion of several independent chiefs ; among 
whom, however, a cert Sin Ameir Demtnatijc, is described to have 
maintained the greatest degree of splendor. To him therefore O si l- 
jtiitu determined on dispatching the first invitation j and he seems to 
have acquiesced without h demur. Me immediately accompanied the 
agent cm ployed to demand his submission, with every suitable pre¬ 
sent, to the camp of Oul.Kiitu, by whom he was ree, iv.ul with every 
murk of attention and kindness.

Tin* Sultan took 
offence twlm uttmit horded departure; and having assembled his troops, 
gave orders, shortly afterwards that both provinces should he imme¬ 
diately attacked in three different directions ; Ameir Tchobaun pro¬ 
ceeding against Ivc.skcr. from the northward hv the routrof Ardebeil; 
while Ameir Ruling Shah advanced towards l’oumen, llcsht, ami Toll¬ 
man or K oilman, by Riudkhaul, and two otiicr enmmiinhrs from, the 
southeast, through itustumdaur, and the mountainous de files in that 
quarter. 

About seven days subsequent to the march of his generals, Oul.jiUril 
proceeded from Ins capital directly towards Lube)an : and was joined* 
without any it it favorable contingency, before he reached that place, by 
Ameir Tehobaun from Keskcr. Hut, although apprized witli honest

The fugitives who escaped, commit- 
ideated to tin mam body, under KutlAg Xh van, the panic by wind, 
they were themselves affected ;pud the whole immediately lied, m the 
utmost consternation. Th««cnerd disdained, however, toaccomp.my 
thdBin Lheirdisgracefulflight; and maintaininghisgrpmid with unsha¬ 
ken firmness,.til transfixed at last by ann arrow, he expired at Ins post. 

TiictroopsofAmeirDemmauje alter possessing themselves ot a consi- 
itcnbk: booty, retired within their native recesses, contented with their 
victory, without court in- further triumphs. 

The division which approach*! the southern extremity or Gudim, 
through Uustunubur, was met in a peace!ul manner oa reaching the 
frontiers, by Ameir Hindu Shalt, who governed in tlmt quarter ; and 
«bo accompanied the imperial generals, with equ#l reading and 
submission, to the camp oi their apvereigiw Oulj&itA, at the head ol 
his troops, shortly slier wards entered the territory o! Lahejan; the ruler 
of that part of Guilin submitting also to his authority, without resist¬ 
ance, W hile lie was, however, celebrating the lestival of the tent h ol 
'/ illiudjej* in the town of that name on the coast ol the Caspian, inti l- 
ii^nce unexpectedly reached him of the defeat ami death of Kiting 
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A, H. Toe-12, Shah; a disaster which appears to have affected him with the deepest 
A. D. UviiT-tg. duress. A body of three thousand horse under the Ameirs Sheikh 
Uab«ib tt*- Behloul, and Aba Bukker, was immediately dispatched to avenge the 
Hjr ‘ disgrace. These were soon followed by other troops in considerable 
force, under two other able commanders. After indefatigable exertion, 
and some severe conflicts, the generals of OuljAitG succeeded at last, 
in $ ubj ugat i ng\v i th considerable slaughter, the possessors ofthis di ihcu It 
country ; and having; pillaged Kesht, Foil men, and Ton lent, three of the 
principal towns, returned victorious to rejoin their master. The whole 
of the independent chiefs of Guilati now submitted to become tribu¬ 
tary; {part of the tribute consisting of a stipulated number ofasadoads 
of silk,) and OnljaitG withdrew towards Sultauniali; having inflicted 
the discipline of the cane upon the son of OtIGgSbah, for his miscon¬ 
duct during the expedition, anti conferred the dignities of the father 
upon Ameir Tehohaim, who was thus created lieutenant general of the 
empire. 

From this period to the seven hundred and twelfth of the Hidjerah. 
the attention ofOulj&itG appears to have heen principally devoted to 
the general improvement of his dominions, in which he constructed 
several large and flourishing cities ; and among others, those ofSidtan- 
abad Joijmaul in Kilrdestaun, at th.* foot of mount Heiactoun, and 
Ou 1 jaitu - SuItanabad in Moghaun, either on e he KGrr or Araxcs, nro 
stated to have been indebted for their origin to him. From the TGrikli 
guzeitlah we learn, that about the year seven hundred and ten * ! lam- 
dallah Miistouffy, the author of that work, received from the imperial 
ministry, an appointment over the Toman ns, perhaps collections, of 
ivii/icin, Either, /Cenjaun, and farm in , from wlionce, pc radventure, 
his appellation ot Mustoufly, winch implies auditor, or inspector, of 
revenue account^ * 

In the course of the year seven hundred nml twelve, the governors 
ot Damascus and Aleppo, both Aijieira of the highest distinction in the 
court of Mclek Nausser, Sultan of Egypt, terrified at the severity, and 
suspicious ol the designs of their master, presented themselves to Oul- 
jaiLu. in the neighborhoodnfSGUauniuh, accompanied by five hundred 
t iVidiors ; and were most graciously and hospitably received. The

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defection of these chiefs, supported by the most earnest solicitations A.II.iotC. 
on their part, revived in the bosom of the Perakn monarch, those plans A< D ' l;m - 
of subjugation in Syria, which had only Sain dormant for disclosure at 
a proper opportunity, For the accomplishment of this favorite object, 
the most extensive preparations were immediately set on foot, through 
the medium of all the ministers and generals of the empire land equip¬ 
ments upon a scale ofextraordinary magnitude were expedited through 
every department of the monarchy* 

Among these we find enumerated, fifteen hundred suits of mail, of 
European fabric; twohundred and sixty chargers, gorgeously caparis¬ 
oned, and their saddles enriched, with jewids for the imperial equipage; 
and two thousand five hundred camels, for the conveyance of the im¬ 
perial furniture and baggage. Ninety baiistce, or machines of war for 
distant annoyance ; eleven thousand arrows of steel; one hundred pots, 
for discharging fire works, and naphtha; one hundred ass-loads of ket¬ 
tle drums, and one hundred embroidered standards, A corps of three 
hundred sappers atu! miners, with an extensive apparatus of all things 
necessary for the attack of fortified places, was also formed to accom¬ 
pany the expedition, 

J laving assembled the army lit Mossnle, he marched from thence, 
by the ordinary route of Senjaur, on the last day oi Kurijub, of theyear 
already men tinned ,* and, alter crossinglbc Euphrates, he appeared on 
Friday thcjsix.lli of Ramzann,* under the walls of the Syrian Rahebah; 
with the siege of which jt was immediately determined lo open the 
r uopaign. At the period under conside rat ion, it was esteemed a place 
of great strength and importance ; being defended by twelve spacious 
and loft v towers, or bastions, and by a ditch of thirty cubits deep, and 
half as m my wide, the foundations of the mm part in general, can- 
stmett’dof stone; and UadJiir-iul-dein MAssn, the govern or, by nation a 
Ivurd, bad under his command a numerous and veteran garrison, with 
ample stores of even description, w le-thor for subsistnice or defence. 

Thus provided, ll.utilur-inJUikin early evinced bis determination to 
jn.ike a formidable and resolute resistance; and the moment the armies 
of Irak, and Asierbtijaun appeared in view, proceeded to put in practice 
all the methods which he could devise, to disturb and retard their 
w Thiriittb afNefember, t Fourth <?f Jamiarjp (313 4 
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A:H,:i203, operation's. The besiegers, on their part, were not less active in ad- 
A. D. sals, vanning their works; their exertions being more immediately directed 
HabeiU w*- to fill the ditch. But, when that object had been accomplished, and 
the miners had carried a gallery so far through the rampart, as to lie 
within hearing of the garrison behind it; while the soldiers hy laying 
in vast quantities of fascines were completing the passage of the ditch, 
the besieged became at last dismayed hy the boldness and pertinacity 
of their assailants, and indicated a disposition to surrender; which, 
through the mediation of Kauzy Nudjm-iid-deiu, anti the address of 
Rcahitl ud-tlein the Vczzcir, the Sultan finally permitted them to do, 
on terms of equal advantage to either party. Alter iht* capitulation 
of Rahebah, Ouljaitti appears, however, to have declined the further 
prosecution of his design against Syria ; since, on the twenty fourth of 
Raiuzatm,* we find him taking measures to reemss the Euphrates, on 
liis return into Azerbiiijailn, which lie iminedjatHy carried into effect. 
Ami he arrived in the ordinary series of marches, and without any par¬ 
ticular accident, at his capital ot Sultauniah, before the conclusion of 
the year. 

In the course of the ensuing year, Abu Stieid, w ho had not yet at¬ 
tained to bis ninth year, was created by his father, governor of'Khor- 
asHaun, under the tutelage, of Atneir Sounje ; being accompanied ro 
his government by a numerous and splendid retinue, consisting of i fie 
sous ot most of the principal nobility of the empire. The voting 
prince, on his arrival in his province, experienced from all classes of 
the in habitants, as well as from some of the border chiefs, evert 1 proof 
tij satisfaction, that could lie tendered by a people overjoyed at the pros¬ 
pect of a mild ami benevolent administration. 

L’nder these circumstances, and in consequence ef some serious mis- 
11 infers tan ding which had arisen between the Tc I icg hats in n princes, Kc- 
peik Kb&un, and .Shalizad.di IScvssour, the latter conceive J it expedi¬ 
ent to secure a retreat across tire Amflyab, in some favorite recess of 
the province ol Ivliorassiiun. f or that purpose, he dispatched a con¬ 
fidential agent to communicate his situation to Gulj&lift, juwl to solicit 
it retreat under hrs protection. I he agent was favorably recei ved, and 
tin answer through him iruiismitted, that the Shabziiduh w as author- 
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zed to take up his abode in any part of Khorassaun that might he most 
agreeable to himself j on which, ileyssoufjorlcnsoursshe is occasi* 
on ally denominated, soon afterwards hastened across the Ox us, and 
fixed Ids residence on the plain of Kawus, in the neighborhood of 
Baudgheiss. 

The remaining part of the reign of Kliodabutulah does not appear 
to have furnished any evcitf sufficiently remarkable for the record of 
history, since the author now passes, at once, to the period of his death, 
in the seven hundred and sixteenth of the Hidjerah. Towards the close 
of the year, ahouta fortnight after his return to Sultauniah from a hunting 
party. He became indisposed; and his disorder assuming a very serious 
appearance, all the powers of medicine were called into exertion by 
his physicians, to give him relief; and they were at first successful. 
Hut, unfortunately, conceiving that his complaint was entirely remov¬ 
ed, the Saltan ventured to make use of his baths, and imprudently 
indulged in some species of diet unsuitable to his state of health. 1 he 
result wnsadangerous relapse; from which, neither the skill of his phy¬ 
sicians, nor the aid of medicine, any longer availed to recover hint. 
Relinquishing then every hope of the recovery of their sovereign, the 
principal Ameirs of the court now dispatched into Khorassaun ; tosm- 
naimce to Abit S&eid, the circumstances* of his father’s danger, and 
to urge the necessity of his immediate presence at Sultauuiah, in order 
to secure the throne of bis ancestors, while his royal parent was yet 
alive. Before that object could, however, be attaitied, the dy ing mon- 
arch breathed his last, on tire evening of the first of Shavaul,* being 
that of the festival at the conclusion ot the fust oi liamssaun, in the 
thirty sixth vear of his age, ami after a prosperous reign of twelve years, 
five months'and ten days. He was committed to the grave, with the 
usual solemnities, in the mausoleum erected by himself adjoining to 
the principal mosque of Sul tan dial), opposite, or near to the gate of 
Alburx. 

This monarch hr.s been also greatly eulogized for his extensive pa¬ 
tronage of letters and literary men; since, exclusive ol other liberal 
establishments for the advancement of knowledge, and the cultivation 
of the sciences, supported by his bounty in different parts of the empire,

Uiibeib-n*- person, whether in peaceful quarters, or in the held. If, indeed, any 
credit be due to the testimony of his cotemporary, the author of the 
Tarikbguzetdah, OuJjiUtu, from the unclouded prosperity and beiicvo- 
lence of his reign, is to be classed in the most distinguished rank among 
the princes of of the race of Jengueiz. The splendor of that family in 
Ivan, is, indeed, considered u nder him to haveattained i is zenith ; and, i n 
short, he is represented to have been a just, prudent, magnanimous, 
and accomplished prince, equally respected abroad, from the terror of 
his arms, and beloved by his people for the paternal mildness of his 
government. 

The building of SCdtauninh by this monarch bus been already nd- 
verted to. It is here described to have formed an exact square of five 
hundred cubits, with a gate in each face, and defended in the whole, 
by sixteen towers. The ramparts were constructed of hewn stone, 
and they were of such a width as to admit of four horsemen riding 
abreast with out inconvenience. This must, doubtless, refer to the castle; 
for the city of Sul taunt ah must have greatly surpassed the narrow li¬ 
mits of a square of three hundred yards. Within that square was 
however included the mausoleum erected for his grave, of which the 
dome is descrihuil to have been sixty cubits in diameter, and one hun¬ 
dred and twenty, or just double, in height; together with the principal 
mosque, an edifice oj very finished workmanship, also erected bv him, 
witii its several appt n luges, consisting of refectory, hails for reading, 
and college; 'with an establishment ot sixteen lecturers or professors, 
and accommodation and uvaintt nance tor two hundred students. 

Among the writers, who flourished under the reign of Ouljiitii, we 
shnli oniy mention Abb $ Human Fakhcr-ud-riein Uaoud, of Bioauket, 
or Fitmuket, m the banks ofthe Sey bin, the author of the Kouzut id- 
Juhauh the paradise ot the understanding ; better known to the ori¬ 
ent ds by the title ot the iarikli llinmikety, or chronicle of the histo¬ 
rian of BinaukeU*

When accounts reached him, about the conclusion ol the year seven 
hundred and sixteen, of the demise or His father, the young Sftltan, 
at this period in the twelfth year oi his age, was in Mazanderatin* 

Prom thence, after deferring his journey long enough to he joined by 
AineirSomvje, his Atabek, or governor, from Khorassaun, he now has¬ 
tened towards Irak ; and, on liis arrival in the ueigborhood, was con¬ 
ducted into Sukauniah,by Aincir 1 chobauti,ut the head oi the nobility < 
and principal inhabitants of that metropolis. After the customary 
period had been devoted to discharge the duties of filial affection, and Sultan Abu 
respect for the memory of his father, a general assembly was convened Saeid. iXihof 
on the plain of Sultamiiah ; in the presence of which, on the first of 
Saffurof the six hundred and seventeenth of the 1l i dj erah ,* A mei r 1 cho- 
baiin supporting him on the right hand, and Amcir Sounje on the left, 
he was, with universal applause publicly seated outlie throne of llu- 

laukiV. 

Being vet in his minority, the Sultan appears to have deputed the 
supreme authority of the state to AmeirTchobatm; continuing, howe¬ 
ver, the office ofVeawir toKhanjah Resliid-ml-dein, and KhAujab Ally 
Shah in conjunction, as formerly. The government of Diaurbekir was 
M the same time conferred on iAmeirTe&rijem, and that of Roum, or 
tln.t part of Anatolia annexed to (lie persian empire, on Teymur Taush, 
the son of the regent Tehobaon, 

The intcllectuyi powers, and singular prudence of the Vt zzeir, Rcs- 
hid-ud-dein Fazzebulhdi, have already in some degree clajpmd tlic at¬ 
tention of Lite reader; more particularly, aw the author of a much res¬ 
pected oriental chronicle, entitled the Jauromia-ul-fowaurikh Kcnhidy. 

He had conducted his ministry with distinguished reputation, through 
the latter part of the reign of Lrh&zan Khauii, and the w hole ot that of 
Khodabumlall, or Ouljattfl, in whose favOr he held a mure conspicuous 
share than iu that, even, of his royal broth-r. A ml. he * V mn to have 
rendered himself equally worthy of his high destiny, by the uniform 
justice of Ids demeanor towards all classes of society, and by his faotm- 
tUiii encouragement of learning and science, in al! its vutnrjev,;ol which

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he left numerous and extensive proofs in different parts of AzerbiU 

jaurt nnd Irik. 

Khaujah Ally Shah the Jilaunitin, his associate in the ministry, her! 
it seems, towards the conclusion of the reign of Ouljiiitu. arrogated to 
himsLlf rather more importen.ee in his station, than his collegue was 
disposed to submit to; and of this the latter embraced an opportunity 
of complaining to his master. He requested at the same lime, that if, 
as he conceived himself warranted in the expectation, he was to be 
considered the superior in his office. Ally Shah might also be made to 
Obey him in every other circumstance ; on the contrary, if he was him¬ 
self to be considered in any reaped subordinate in the Yizzaurut to 
his coll eg ue, he must intreat to be employed in some other department 
o! the state. Nevertheless, if Ally Shah could be brought to accede 
to either of the following propositions, ho would, for hi* own part, still 
continue toad in conjunction with him. First, that Ally Shull sir mid 
undertake the entire present management of the department of fin¬ 
ance, while Khaujah Reshid-ud-deiu should be alone responsible 
for tho accounts of preceding years. Secondly, that all affairs con¬ 
nected with the office of l\zzfir should be vested in the discretion of 
Khaujah Reshid alone, sons to be exclusively accountable to the so¬ 
vereign. Or thirdly, that the whole of the provinces of the empire 
should be arranged under two equal and senate departments; one 
consigned to each Vgzzeir independently, and each of these retrained 
respectively from interfering with the department of the other. To 
alt these, Ouljidtu appears to have objected, alleging that both his min¬ 
isters, however in different respects, were equally worthy of Ins con¬ 
fidence; the one from his wisdom matured by the experience of age, 
and the other with unrivalled talents, in the prime and vigour of life. 
He therefore signified his pleasure that they should continue to offici¬ 
ate in conjunction; the elder exhibiting a reasonable indulgence to the 
limited experience of his collogue, and the younger yielding due de¬ 
ference to the niumrer age of his senior. 

Compelled to acquiesce in the decision of their sovereign, thus ex¬ 
plained to them, the two Vezzeirs proceeded as formerly to transact 
the civil affairs of the government, in conjunction. But, on theacces- 
fion of A buSaeid, the animosities of the rival statesmen again brokeout; 




commercing, however, on the part of the younger, In an >MM> J-* 
ful attempt to impeach the integrity of his colh*ue, on a charge ot 
rmbcazUnuent, a*coreupt appropriation of the revenue. On the oth£r ■ 
hand, with the propensity, augur author seems disposed to think, na¬ 
tural to men ofthot clasSi tome officers ol revenue proposed to Kiiauj ih 
Heshid, to insinuate themselves into the confidence of Ally Shah, iu> 
order to discover some grounds to establish against him a charge, si¬ 
milar to that Which he had attempted to bring forward against his rival. 

With this proposal, Kbaujab Res hid, whose temper was equally mild 
aiul easy in the extreme,refused to concur : offering at the same time 
if it proceeded from any injury ou the part oi i.is collogue, louse his 
influence with him to redrew them. Disappointed in thetr views on 
Reshid, these men are said to have applied themselves next to the 
other Vezzcir; in whom they found on instrument better framed tur 
their purpose, and with whom they immediately united in collecting 
proofs of guilt, against his innocent and unsuspecting associate. ( or- 
ropted uMhe same time by the gold or Ally Shah, the personal min¬ 
isters of \bh SJkeid succeeded in influencing their master to thfe pre¬ 
judice of Kbaujah Heshid ;and the young monarch, towards the close 
of the month of Rudjub * w as at b*t prevailed upon to remove this 
aide and virtuous statesman from all Ids employments; not with staud- 
f, ]rr the express opinion to the contrary of lus Atabek, Ann irSounjc. 

The laiter then labouring under severe indisposition, and dying on the 
twentieth ofZUkaudab of the seven hundred and seventeenth ot the 
11 idle rah, t ^ Malioul, where lie was with his imperial pupil, on the 
, 11V ,o pass the winter at Baghdad, was by these circumstances, per- 
adventure, prevented from exerting that influence, which might other- 
have been sufficient to protect the unfortunate \ - zzcir from the 
malignant designs of bis enemies. At the opening ofihe spring, Abd

<c ^ r * turn to court, to resume his employments. Khaujah lies bid, for some 

time, continued to resist his importunities, on the plea of advanced 
age, and declining life ; of the treatment which he had experienced, 
as singularly unmerited, as his fortune had been unprecedented. 
That he had, however, thirteen sons, by their talents and experience, 
abundantly qualified to supply bis place ; and he trusted that while on 
his part, he devoted the remains of life to secure a pardon for the errors 
of Humanity, the agents of Ids master's authority would draw the pen 
of oblivion through the record of his oflendings ; would dispense with 
the further services of one now bent to the earth under the weight of 
years, and infirmity : and that they would finally forget that there was 
ativ longer such a man in existence. Nevertheless, Ameir Tehobauu 
becoming still more importunate in his solicitations, and the habitual 
love of power possibly adding its influence. Res hid at last reluctantly 
yielded to Ilia wishes. 

Hut, when intelligence of what was in agitation was conveyed to Ally 
Shah, and the party who had conspired to the min of the aged V ezzeir, 
they became to a very considerable degree alarmed ; and they baste nod 
without delay to adopt those measures that appeared best calculated 
to avert the danger. The most effectual was by a very considerable 
sum of money to prevail upon Abu Ibikkur Aga, the oracle pf Ameir 
Tchobau it’s opinions, to prejudice the mind of his pupil against Ivhau- 
jah Res hid ; and Ameir Tchobuun, although in other respects irre* 
proacliable, being a man of great simplicity and flexibility of mind, 
easily wrought upon, by such as had any interest in practicing on Ids 
credulity, little difficulty was experienced to persuade him, that llmm- 
him, one of the sons of the Vezzeir, who was the Sherbet-dan r, or chief 
butler of the late OuljaUi, had been induced at the suggestion of his 
father, to poison his master; and that this was the true cause of the 
premature death of that respectable monarch. The atrocious charge 
was immediately com ill unicated to Abu S&eid, by Ameir Tdiobaun ; 
and the accusation being confirmed by the testimony of several bf the 
Atneirs oitlie court, w ho had been suborned for that purpose, tlm learned 
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ami aprh-1iti«mUwwa» c^domnoAwUhoui^nirtWe to die. _ Ha*- £ «-«•■ 
ing first struck off, kulbrv bis eyes, the head of his son Ibmulunu the ^ 
executioner addressed himself totlie further distha^ of his office, upon J 

i he Unhappy father; who desired him, when he should have iu dieted 
the stroke of death, to inform Ally Shah on the part of his suffering 
collogue, that haring sought the life, and brought about the condemn- 
atioa’ofan innocent man, the unerring hand of justice, would most 
assured) v, at some period or other, avenge the injury ; and tiiat it tinre 
existed any shadeof difference between hisown destiny, and that which 
was reserved lor his persecutor, it would appear iu this circumstance 
alone; that white the tombrfhim who now suffered innocently, would 
continue a memorial to distant ages, that of the other would not be 
suffered to stand for many days, before it would be demolished bj die 
just mce of an indignant people. It will however he seen in the sequel, 
that this prediction was not justified by the event. The executioner 
then clove his victim in twain, without giving himself much concern 
as to the subject of his guilt or innocence; the It ebb la-res he idy a 
neighboring town dependent on, and possibly erected bv the sufferer, 
was given up to pillage; and the entire property of the family ^med 
a, a forfeiture to the imperial treasury. The death rfltoliid-ud.de.n

a. n. lain. was that of providing for the entertainment, on different occasions, of 
liahcib us- t ji e Tcheghatayan Sb&lizadah himself, which finally brought upon ill is 
* tjr ' tyrannical proconsular the universal execration of the people. And 
hence, the two chiefs who were conspiring to ruin him, might ob¬ 
scurely intimate that as the care ofentertanling them might at no dis¬ 
tant period be transferred to other hands, it behoved them while the 
means were in their power, at least to make sure of Yeasawul. 

For this an opportunity was not long wanting. Ameir Ycssawul 
with the produce of his arbitrary exactions, consisting of a variety of 
gold and silver furniture, of horses of the choicest Arabian breed, and 
slaves of the greatest beauty, with two thousand sheep, three hundred 
asses, or perhaps mules with articles for the table, and sundry dried skins 
of wine, (bortchios) had set out for the residence of t fie Tcheghatayan ; 
but coming first to the station selected for the abode of his followers 
by A meir Bek tub, he there halted to refresh and regale himself. W bile 
thus employed without suspicion of evil, he was however surprised by 
the report ofotte of his at tendants, that the retainers of Ameir Bektfib 
had made prisoners ofa part of his people, and were too evidently ap¬ 
proaching to offer violence to himself, Ycssawul instantly mounting 
Ills horse, made the best of his way towards Irak ; and he had not pro¬ 
ceeded to the distance of half a league, before ShaliK&duh Beysaour en¬ 
ured liis camp, and plundered it of all its contents, Yessawul found 
his retreat cut off in the neighborhood pf damn, by a detachment of 
fifty horse, under Mubaurek Shah Oujanny, a chief who had borne 
him a grudge of long duration. Here he was compelled to combat for 
existence, mid having with him uo more than thirty horse against fifty, 
he was soon killed. 

As soon as they became known at Sutfcmniah, Ameir Eyss ku thigh 
was dispatched by Abu Saeid to compose the disorders in Khorassaim ; 
but, when that chieftain reached the borders of the province, he was 
mu by Ameir Bektiihwith a message from SlializSkdah Beyssour, an¬ 
nouncing that having without the slightest provocation, formed a de- 
against the lilt oi the Shah/adah, \ c&sawul had been unavoidably 
destroyed, in hb attempt to carry it into execution, Contrary to all 
reasonable expectation, Kutligb proceeded tu treat the agent of the 
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usurper with distinguished kindness, and finally dismissed him wrth the 
declaration, that the Ameirs of Khorassaun were henceforward bound 
to yield obedience to the authority of Shahzadah Bevssour; from whom 
a paper was shortly afterwards received, in which he professed to ac¬ 
knowledge the supremacy ofAbflSleid, and with which, in the simpli¬ 
city natural to the Mofttfils, Kutlugh returned satisfied to Snltauniah. 
He died some time after this, on his way to fvirabaugh, whither he 
was proceeding by order of Ids sovereign. 

The successful termination of his conference with Eyss KuttAgh 
completely established Anieir Bektfibin the favor of Shahzidah Beys* 
sour, who fur nisi »ed him with the last proof of Ills confidence, by plac¬ 
ing him, with one thousand of his bravest followers well equipped and 
armed, in charge of Buudgheiss ; the SHahzAdafc withdrawing in his 
own person into Gurrumseyr, whither he had already dispatched his 
family, in order to provide against the contingenries of ad verse fortune. 
When he had reached his destination, and had enjoyed a short in¬ 
terval of repose, he there finally determined on hostilities against the 
authority of Abfl Sieid ; and with that detenu mattem he now entered 
Seiestaun, the lieutenant of which, Xausser-ud-ibfm, he had by letter 
prev hired v invited to submit to his power* Terrified at his approach, 
Naiisger-ud-dein at first prepared to transmit to him a moiety of the 
revenue of his province, by way of Peiahkesh, in acknowledgement ot 
submission : but discovering, in the interim, that Teymur, the chief 
of the N’ikoudrians, bad resolved to oppose the pretensions of the Tche- 
ghaiavan, and that Ghcyautb-ud-dein prince of Herat, had also dis¬ 
dained to listen to any proposal*frbm him, the governor bf Sciestaun, 
on further reflection, proceeded to put the agents of the Shahzadah to 
death, and at the same time conveyed to him a message of defiance* In 
consequence of this, Bevssour proceeded on his part to over-run and 
plunder the frontiers of the province, putting great numbers of the in¬ 
habitants to the sword without mercy* Turning then upon tbc Ni- 
koudristn?, he defeated hud killed their chief, theTeymfir just menti¬ 
oned; after which his attention became exclusively directed towards 
the accomplishment of his more important enterprise, the subjugation 
of Khorassrmm 
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Very punctually informed of the design, the prince of Iterht dis- 
patched to apprise some of the Ameirs ol Abb Sue id’s troops, then 
stationed at Ruudegnn, of what was in agitation. To this however 
they paid no attention ; ascribing the message to a disposition on the 
part of the Tuzeik, or Persian, as they chose to denominate Gheyauth- 
ud-dein in contempt, to produce among them an alam s of which they 
disdained to be thought capable. They could not be persuaded that 
the Tcheghatayan would ever presume to oppose the power of their 
master! neither did they conceive it probable, were he ever so well dis¬ 
posed to make the attempt) that lie would with the force which lie 
could command, dare to set his fiice towards Kiiorassanu, with any 
hostile design, Having nevertheless, assembled the whole of bis fol¬ 
lowers, and confiding the place which he had chosen for the residence 
ofhis family, tf) the protection of his son Jouky, orTchougtii, Beyssour 
proceeded, in the middle of the latter Jummaudy of the seven hundred 
and eighteenthijf theHidjera|>, # on his way into Khorassatin, On iii* 
arrival at Tchcsht, he was joined by Ameir Bektfib; and tlicother chiefs, 
whom he had left at Baudgheiss, and he now resolved to push without 
delay for Mazanderiutn ; but not before he had made one other attempt 
to persuade Melek Gheyauth ud.dein of Herat, to submit to his AUthoriy; 
which was finally repelled with disdain. 

Thus totally disappointed in his views on Hei&t, Rcvssour, In the 
month of Radjust hastened with his utmos t ex perlitioti towards Itaui lo¬ 
gon ; where he completely succeeded in surprising the generals of Alitk 
SiVeid, in their dream of security, and in making himself master of all 
their equipment*, together with a vast multitude of sheep, and cattle 
ot every description. Ameir Bek tub then advanced on the one hand 
to Damaghaun, while the Shsbzftdah proceeded, without suffering hia 
attention to bn diverted to any other object, until he found himsoli in 
the heart ot Mazandcraun. He there committed deplomble devasta¬ 
tion, making captives of nearly ten thousand of the Scyuds,and most 
distinguished inhabitants of the province. 

His career was, however, now drawing to its conclusion. When he 
had continued bis violent proceedings in Muzatuleraiinforsotuo months, 
ir was at last announced to hint, that the troops of Abu S.Wid were

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advancing in great force to expel him, under Ameir Husseyne Cure- A. it. 
kan, sometimes denominated Ameir 11 tisseyue Buzurg, the soil of ' 
Aukbouka Jellaeir. Beyssour immediately withdrew from the pro- Ui " 

vinee, although it was in the middle of winter,* making the best of 
his way to Neyshapur. Into that city lie sent a thousand of his sol¬ 
diers, in order to raise a heavy contribution on the inhabitants ; but 
when these agents of violence had exhausted every expedient of com¬ 
pulsion to extort their property from the citizens, and before they had 
yet been able to secure the fruits of their iniquitous proceedings, the 
report which they received, that Ameir Husseyne was suddenly ap¬ 
proaching in eager pursuit, compelled them, not only to abandon their 
prey, but their very helmets and turbans, and to shift for themselves by 
a precipitate flight. Beyssour next appeared in the neighborhood of 
Mvislt-hed, and the mausoleum of Ally Ruzza ; and there receiving in¬ 
telligence that Gheyautb-ud*dein Guerrct, the prince ot Herat, bad 
taken advantage of his absence, to employ a detachment of Ghourians 
in the plunder of llaudgheiss, by which Ameir Bek tub and liis follow¬ 
ers were stripped of the whole of their property, the circumstance af¬ 
fected him with equal rage and distraction ot mind. Hence, when 
Seyud Buddur-ud-deiii, the chief, with the other Seyuds, residents of 
Mish-hed attended to visit him, with such presents as on the spurof 
the occasion they had been able to provide, the i rheglmtayan, after 
com polling them to stand in his presence, for the whole ot the inter*si 
between the hours of meridian and afternoon prayer, sullenly refused 
to reply to their salutation, or to notice them in any shape, 1 he gen tie 
Sbtibzidah, as he is here called in irony, then sternly told them that 
his soldiers must be supplied with provisions and forage,and bis hitch- 
ens with good mutton for the table. Buddur-ud-dein assured him 
tha t his wishes would be cheerfully complied with i and requested that 
some of his followers might be permitted to accompany them into the 
town, in order to collect all (bat was required for the supply of both 
lijmself and his army, A detachment ol three hundred men procu dui 
accordingly, in company with the Seyuds, to take chargcot this supply , 
which was determined at li* t* hundred sheep, three liuodi rd ass-loiids of 
flow'd, and live hundred of barley; together with such other articles a* 
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th<* troops might mchre immediately in want of. Uuddur-iid-dein 
conducted the detachment in to the city, and having lodged tliem se¬ 
curely enough iu it pavtieular quarter, that very night caused the 
whole of'them to he put to death, together with many others of the 
Bevssmijkuis who had, for vt variety oi purposes, at the seme time on- 
tcred the place. With the horses and arms of tliorc whom he had thus 
destroyed, Buddur-ud-dein then made up a eery suitable present, with 
which, on his arrival in the neighborhood, he hastened loan interview 
with Ameir llnsseyne Gurekan ; by whom he was received with dis¬ 
tinguished kindness. 

On the other hand, passing to then ei gfphorbood of Jaunt, Beyasotir sent 
to demand the attendance ofSjiabaub-ud-deinlssiii&i il, who presided in 
tkiat town, in order to extort a supply of some kiud or other fordiis 
followers, and received a very peremptory refusal; the chief taking 
post in a Koushek, Kiosk, or country house in the vicinity, atnj re¬ 
pelling with his arrows the approach of those who came to repeat 
the messages of the Tcheghatayan. In the mean time, the exhausted 
state of his cattle had compelled Ameir Hussey lie to suspend ids pur¬ 
suit for some days, iu the luxuriant pasturageaflordpdamong the mea¬ 
dows of liaudegan; a delay, of which IScyssour and llek tub availed I hem- 
selves to ravage the territory of Her&t; which city they at lust pro¬ 
ceeded to invest in form, expecting that they should yet succeed in 
terrifying G he van rh-ud-dein Guerret, into a restoration of the property 
plundered at Bauiigheiss. Every device to obtain that object, whe¬ 
ther by negodialiori or hostility, proving however fruitless ; and the 
reports of Ameir Husseyue’s approach becoming every hour more 
frequent and storming, the ShahJtadah saw no other alternative than 
that of retiring once more into Gnrrtimseyr, probably the country so 
called between Hermann and the sea coast. Ameir Husseyne" ap¬ 
peared before llerlt, towards the close of the year seven hundred and 
nineteen, and having by every mark of favor and regard, evinced his 
approbation of the conduct of Gheyauth-ud-dein, proceeded without 
delay, in conjunction with that chief, in pursuit of the Beyssouriaiis : 
of whom having cut olF a considerable number, he returned for the 
present, without prosecuting Uh advantage, to Herat. 
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In the course of the following year, KepeikKhann the son el Dewa

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At the period when he detached Amcir Ilftsseync to oppose ami 
quell the usurpation of Shahzkjah Beyssour, Abu Saeid, to whom it 
becomes now necessary to return, was residing at Karabaugh, in the 
pen insula of the Kurr and A raxes ; and not long after the departure of 
that chief, lie proceeded in person in the same direction, to support 
him in case of need, in his operations for the re-establishment of his 
authority in Khorassaun, He had, however, prosecuted his march no 
further than Beylekan, when he was compelled to suspend this object, 
by intelligence which reached him that the Khaim of the Ouzbeks, 
or of the Keptchauk Tartars, though this is the first instance in which 
we find them so designated, had issued from the plains on the Volga, 
and entered Georgia ; where he had defeated and cut to pieces, the of¬ 
ficers charged with the defence of that quarter. The fugitives who 
had escaped, overlook the Sultan at this crisis ; and he conceived it 
expedient to return without delay, with the troops about his person, 
which hid not exceed two thousand horse, to make head against the in¬ 
vader; and disposing oft hese, on the right hank of the Ku rr, in a s trui t, and 
perhaps extended line, irom point to point, in order to conceal f the dis¬ 
parity ol numbers from the enemy, lie encamped to watch their mo¬ 
tions. The Ouzbeks on the opposite side of the river, employed them¬ 
selves, us the mean time, in overrunning every district of the adjoining 
territory, and in driving oil'the inhabitants into captivity. But Ameix 
Tcbobaan arming shortly afterwards, also front Bey let a ti, with a re- 
i n for cement of two tomuunato join his master* they conceived it pru¬ 
dent to vn thdraw ; while Tchobaun immediately crossed the Kiirr.and 
pursued them with great slaughter,as far as it was thought convenient. 
Alter wlncli lie returned, with a considerable number of prisoners, to 
rejoin the camp of his sovereign; who conceived it no more than just 
to acknowledge the important service performed on this occasion^ by 
loading bis general with additional honors and rewards. 

Arneir Tchobaun proceeding, however, to demand that certain of 
the chiefs, whom lie had rescued from captivity during his successful 
I-ursun of the Ouzbeks, should be brought Loan account for their con¬ 
duct r«» Georgia, on the recent irruption ; and the son of Alynauk with 
some of Jus associated avails, having suffered the discipline of the dub, 
while others were degraded from rank for their behaviour, the tire urn- 
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stance became the source of the most dangerous discontent against that 
distinguished commander; and ii was determined toscize the earliest 
opportunity of revenge. 

Abii Slieid, not long afterwards, returned toShltaun iah; while Tcho- 
baun inarched again into Georgia* directing Ids course towards a 
station here called Koukteheh Tengueiz, and kavingpait of his equip¬ 
ments, possihTy his family, in charge of his son Hussun. His enemies 
conceiving this tobe the opportunity for which they had been for some 
time on the watch, hastened dike wolves in quest of theirprey, in search 
of Tchobiuin. The latter was timely apprized of the design ; but un¬ 
able to give entire credit to his information, he employed two of bis 
followers to ascertain the truth : and these two persons falling into the 
hands of the malcontents, were immediately put to death, hi the 
mean time, to prepare for the worst, Tchobaim secretly abandoned 
thecantontoCnts, in which he had been previously stationed, and re¬ 
moved to join his son ; while the adverse A mei incoming at midnight, 
iu the expectation of surprising his quarters, and finding their victim 
flown, were compelled to console themselves with plundering the 
station ; after which they proceeded further in quest of Tehobaun, 
That chief no longer declined to meet them; but, alter opposing them for 
some time with verv unequal numbers, and with his usual gallantry and 
resolution, he found himself, at last, constrained to fly. He succeeded 
however, with some difficulty in conveying himsdf, in company with 
his son 1 luasun, to Tehreiz; where he experienced all the consolations 
of friendship and gratitude from Ally Shah the \ czzeir, who accom¬ 
panied him soon afterwards, on his way to the presence ot Abi Sictd. 

A mandate from the Sultan, purporting to authorize the death of 
Amcir Tehobaun, having, in the mean time, been fabricated, and ex¬ 
hibited to the people as they advanced; by the factions Ameira, the cir¬ 
cumstance when it became known to him, did not fail to produce 
sonieshmni ngsuspioioiis in that genera I j arid lie v. n, accordingly, prose¬ 
cuting hisjourney to Sultaumah under considerable hesitation and dis- 
quietudeofmiud. But the Vezzetr Ally Shall, hastening to court betbre 
him, and ascertaining that Iris favor with Abu Staid was rather increas¬ 
ing, than on the decline, the minister dispatched without delay to re¬ 
move hi* apprehensions, and quicken his approach to the metropolis. 
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Tchobatmwas thus encouraged to enter the presence of bis master with 
unruffled confidence; and he proceeded to communicate without re¬ 
serve, all that be bad seen and heard with respect to the insurgents. 

On the other hand, Ameir Eirentchcin, or perhaps Terentcheid, who 
was father to one of the Sultan s wives, at the head ot the Arucirs ot 
the adverse party, having drawn together a very superior force from 
various quarters of Azerbaijann, had now crossed the Scffcid*nid, or 
white river; and there taking post, prepared for battle. The Sultan, 
with Ameir Tchobann, also advanced from SMtauniah in the same di¬ 
rection ; equally disposed to vindicate the authority of his government, 
and to protect the person of his general. In the mean time, repeated 
messages were conveyed by bis daughter, to alarm the mind ot Eiren- 
tchein against the probable con sequences of bis rebellious conduct; and 
to urge bint to come loan accommodation,in the hope of being restored 
to the favor of her imperial consort, Eirentcheiii dispatched a mes¬ 
sage to inform his daughter in reply, that if her representations were to 
beat all relied on, and thcSiUtau were serious in his amicable profes¬ 
sions, it was expected that on the following day be would cause a 
white standard to be displayed, in that part of the field where he fought 
in person. And this was agreed to without a demur on the part of Abu 
Sieid. 

But, the next day, when this standard was displayed according 
to promise, a persuasion ran through the ranks of the insurgents, that 
tlic troops of the Sultan were either averse to, or dreaded a conflict 
with them : and deriving additional confidence from such a belief, they 
hastened to cnmmcuce the action, with all the arrogance to which it iiad 
given birth. The resolution with which their adversaries advanced' 
to repel the attack, might however have tended in some measure to 
dissipate the illusion; but, the Sultan having directed the head of Ameir 
Sheikh Ally, the suit of Ei rent chela, to be struck off, and affixed to 
the point of a spear, proclaiming, at the same time, that such would 
be the fate of every rebel to the cause of bis sovereign, the i i id i "-nation 
of the father was so inflamed by the spectacle, that rushing into the 
battle with impetuous fury, and accompanied bv bis wife the princess 
Kinjesbk, be produced such extraordinary hr.vac among the Abu 

Sieidians, as threatened to terminate in the most fatal result. At this

themselves individually, and at once, on the front of the enemy. . 
strong wind arising at the samo time, and carrying the dust in wry 
clouds directly into the faces of the insurgents, fumished an advantage 
which left the victory no longer doubtful. Many ot the tv e c uc .h 
rnei their fate in the field of battle; others, among whom was the ge¬ 
neral Eirentchein, fell alive into the hands of the im penal party; and 
being conveyed to Sultaimmh, were there suspended to gibbets, an 
fires tedng kindled beneath them, they were in that manner tortured

The old chief was however, no sooner apprized of the 
dangerous and disloyal designs of Ids son, than he disclosed to the 
Sftltsn so mqdi of (he intelligence that had readied him, as he thought 
necessary, mid directed his march with a body of troops for the Ana¬ 
tolian frontier, Rut the approach of his father being announced to 
Teytnfir Taush, he suddenly abandoned his ambitious views, and Imu- 
toned without delay to cast hi mself upon his mercy. Tchobnuii, after 
putting the mischievous advisers of rebellion to ihe sword, returned 
into Azerbaijan a, and there delivered his disloyal son, hound, into dm 
hands of his sovereign, From a regard to the unshaken attachment, 
of the father, Abu Sfieid bestowed his pardon upon the rebel, and im¬ 
mediately employe) l him, moreover, to command in Kermoun. 

O) the seven hundred and twenty third of the Hidj era h, the greater 
part appears to have been consumed it) the prosecution of some very 
odious and vexations claims kid by Ameir Tchobaun, to various lands 
and other hereditaments in Irak Ajem; having been persuaded, fiv 
persons otherwise interested in the question, to consider himself the 
only legitimate surviving heir of Nun* Khalit fin, princess of Kilrdis- 
taun, represented to have been married to his father, Melek Lin Liu u dvr 
the son of louduit Nil van. Without, however, harassing the reader 
with the detail, it will he sufficient to note, that these claims were 
tonndpd on a variety ol ICabaulalt, title deeds, or charters, either gen¬ 
uine or fictitious, placed in the hands of Tchobami, by individuals who 
had objects in contemplation, to the attainment of which he was thus 
to he made instrumental. By the intemperate and ill judged avidity 
with which he was led to engage in these views, and by the apprehen¬ 
sions excited to a great extent, by this litigation of property on the. 
representation of every insidious informer, Tchobaun rendered himself 
at last the object of universal ill-will, if not of execration. With an at¬ 
tention to the tranquillity of the subject, which reflects honor on his 
memory, Ally Shah the Venteir interfered to remonstrate with Tcho- 
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baun,on line rapacious propensity .which seemed to have taken posses- v. M. T 2 - 1 . 
sion of him; and having consigned to his agents, on the part of the A L * Jt ~ 
Sultan, certain districts in Anatolia, in exchange for what he conceived 
himself entitled to, as the heirofNuuz Khautun, together with twenty 
thousand dimura from his own private purse, he finally prevailed upon 
him to forego these vexatious proceedings, and to imprecate upon him- 
iclf the most serious curse, if ever he attempted to revive them. 

The respectable Tuuje-ud-dein Ally Shah did not long survive this 
popular ami benevolent exertion of his influence, lie was attacked 
Vy a cbm plaint which equally baffled the skill of medicine, and the 
solicitude of his sovereign for his recovery ; and he expired at Oujaun, 
m the seven hundred anil twenty fourth of the Uidjernh, not less re¬ 
gretted by that sovereign, than lamented by his fellow subject*. Ilis 
remains were conveyed to 1 cbreiz, and deposited in the contiguity ol 
a mosque which had been erected by himself in that city. Of till the 
ministers of the race of liubukft, he is recorded as the only one, who 
escaped ii violent death t as a statesman oi consummate talent-, mid 
extensive resources ot jiimd, his lame could not have been soon for¬ 
gotten; mid he left in different parts of Azerbhijaun and Irik, notwili- 
standing the prediction of his coadjutor recently adverted to, endow¬ 
ments of charity,.and structures devoted to the purposes til religion*, 
of a sufficient magnitude lung to preserve his memory from oblivion, 

Abd Sucid was very honorably disposed, through* sense of gratitude, 
to place the VizzatiruUn the hands of one of the surviving sons of the 
deceased minister ; but the two brolhera quarrelling, and mutually 
charging each other with corrupt mid fraudulent practices, in the course 
of their employment under their father's ministry, the whole of the pro¬ 
perty accumulated In him, during a life of zealous service to the state, 
wasffimllv confiscated; and instead of succeeding to the highest dig¬ 
nities in the empire, the wretched brothers were both condemned to 
ex ist in obscurity ami indigence., 

The vacant appointment was, upon this, conferred by the Sul tan,- 
upon Ifrkken.ud-dein Sacin, the son of Zcim-ubmulk Mahommcd ^ 
the Utter Of whom bad held the office of Kau*y to the armies, either 
of Sultan Mahommcd the Khaurezmkn himself, or ot some other or. 
the last of 1 hut family. Ever since he hud attained to years ot discro 
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a. 11. tioit, ftokken-ud-tloiu hnd served among the retainers attached fo the 

a. i> person of Araeir Tchobaun, who had promoted and encouraged his 

JUbeilt-ui* (jarly merit ; and through whose influence lie found himself now raised 
to the first civil dignity of the state. 

One of the daughters of Aroeir Tchobann, whose name was Bagh¬ 
dad Khaunin, is described to have been a woman of exquisite beauty 
and attractions ; whose cheek surpassed the damask rose in bloom 
and freshness, and the brilliance of whose charming features eclipsed, 
the lustre of the moon and stars, This masterpiece of nature's work¬ 
manship bad been married, in the seven hundred and twenty third of 
the Ilidjerab, to Ameir Sheikh Hussun, the son of Aim ir Husseyne 
Ciurekan, recently noticed : but, ^omc time in the seven hundred and 
twenty fifth ofthe Eiidjeroh, it unfortunately happened that the voung 
Silltnn, thi n in his twentieth yi w rir,should iiavc seen and become most viu- 
I rally.enamoured of th is be w itching female, to such a degree, ns it is said, 
astnlmvebeeu equally subdued in reason and in patience. I tia hcrestut* d 
to have been an article in the code of Jdigiteia, that when the sover¬ 
eign evinced a predilection I dr the wife of any one of his good sub¬ 
jects, whatever his rank or dignity in the state, the husband was ex¬ 
pected immediately to divorce and send her to the imperial haruni : 
mid Abu Syeid, in one oi the paroxysms of the delirium to which 
he was a prey, w as induced to communicate, by a confident nd person 
to Ameir Tchobaun, some hints of ids attachment for his daughter, 
and of his expectation that it should be gratified without delay. The 
reply which this haughty and powerful chieftain transmitted on thu 
occasion, wag, however, dictated by a jealousy of bin honor, and 
a senliment ol indignation, but little consonant with the views of.the 
Multan; although the latter found it expedient for the present not to 
disclose his disappointment, whatever unfavorable impressions die 
unaccommodating demeanor of Tchobaun had left upon his mind. 

These untoward circumstances appear to have occurred at Qujaiiu 
about tlie close ol the summer oi seven hundred and twenty five; and 
as the winter drew near, Ameir I ehobaun, conceiving that by a separ¬ 
ation iroin its object, the Saltan might be able in some degree to ex¬ 
tinguish his an warrantable passion, availed himself of the opportunity 
to remove his daughter and sou in law, to KirubaUgh, in the peniusu- 




1-a of the K&rr ami Ora®; while Abfi Siiesd, with whatever reluetancct 
proceeded to pa*® the winter at Baghdad, But instead of diminishing, 
this cons trained separation contributed to augment and confirm beyond 
controul, the delirium by which his faculties were by this time com¬ 
pletely subdued. 

At a conjuncture thus critical, S&ein the ^'cKztrir, who had received 
on hi®advancement, or soon, afterwards, the title of Nussret-ud-detn, 
found means to discover the change which Eiad taken place in Siil- 
t:iu*s disposition towards Tchobaun ; and he availed himself without 
remorse of the occasion to detail to his master, in terms which wer« 
calculated to soothe hisdiaappoiated feelings, every circumstance that 
was offensive, in the conduct of his early benefactor, and of hisdepen- 
dcuts and relatives. And lie finished the delineation by bringing to 
the Sultan’s recollection, that every dirhem of the revcnrics ofthe em¬ 
pire was entire l v at the discretion of this oi er grown subject; through 
w huse exorbitant usurpation of authority, neither minister, nor Anieir, 
u ur noble of an v class, possessed any longer the slightest influence in 
the stale. These malevolent suggestions on the part of his Vezzeir, 

did not fail io sink deep into tl.find ofthe young monarch ; and in 

addition to tin- distaste alreadyottiasioned on the subject of Baghdad 
Khan t uii,cumplelel v li I It'd l he measure of bis aversion to AmeirT-dio- 
baun, 

Perceiving that A bit S.'tdd bad, for several days, dec I lord giving* an- 
difiiec to In- pen pie. Tcluibauii, in private ventured to express ids 
surprise that uuy thing should be sulNeient to produce irt the breast of 
a monarch, w hose power extended to the greater part of the habitable 
world, such serious disquietude, as that which appeared to have taken 
possession of him. The Sultan told him in reply, that having lodged 
in lus hands the entire authority of his government, he expected, as 
the least return, that bis conduct would be so regulated ss to secure 
the repose of his master, from every species of interruption ; yet, in 
truth, that the time was Jong since gone by, in which he had been 
allowed to pass his days as he could wish; and lie finally expressed 
himself, in some respect dissatisfied with the conduct ol Ins sou Da- 
mashk Khaujah, who at this period superintended the Shltan's bouse* 
hold. Tchobaun quitted the pavilion of bis master under considerable 
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perturbation of mind; and immediately send!ng for Datuaslik, after 
describing what had just passed between them, proceeded to urge in 
strong terms, the necessity of fmdi ^charging the duties of bis employ- 
meat, with such u nr emitting zeal and attention, that 'lie merit of his 
services with the Sultan might operate on an emergent occasion, to alle¬ 
viate the sense of a father's errors ; but to beware that no intemperate, or 
illregut&ied proceedings oo his part should bring a father’s life into jeo¬ 
pardy. Damashk protested, in reply, that every faculty of bis mind 
bad been uniformly devoted to obey, and even to anticipate, the very 
slightest intimation of the SiiUan’s pleasure ; an object to which lie 
had long since sacrificed every gratification of Uisotvn. Nevertheless, 
he could not forbear to acknowledge that be had tor some time per¬ 
ceived a very obvious change in the behaviour of their sovereign ; and 
that lie could ascribe it to no other cause than the malignity of Sic in 
the Vezzelf. 

Having made this discovery, Ameir Teholuiun conceived the expe¬ 
dient of withdrawing biittself for some lime, from the Sultan's presence; 
and, in order to secure a convenient opportunity of destroying him, 
contrived that the Vezzeir should accompany him. Accordingly at 
the return of spring, on the pretext that his appearance was immedi¬ 
ately necessary for the preservation of tranquillity in Khorassaun, lie 
proceeded to that quarter, attended by the Y'czzeir, and many other 
distinguished persons, whom ho chose to select on the occasion.; Dam- 
ashk Khiiujah being left, as before, in the superintend since of the SdU 
tan's household. The young monarch quitted Baghdad, about the 
same period, on Ids way, to Siiltauniah. 

Tcbobaiin received,in fact, intelligence on bis arrival in*Khornssaun; 
thatTermnsbirin Khmin, the sixteenth of the Tdieghatayati monarchs, 
was encamped in the territory of Kabul, with the manifest design of 
invading his province. Tdiohaun immediately dispatched his son 
Hussuti. who.will hereafter he better known to the reader, under the 
appellation of Sheikh liussuu Kolchak (the lesser), with a division of 
the army under his orders, to oppose the execution of this design, 
apprized of the movement, Terraasherin* on his part, advanced a nu¬ 
merous body of his troops, to give battle to the sou ofTctahaun ; 
end a very obstinate conflict shortly afterwards ensued in the neigh- 
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borl i o od n f C1 j czn el n, i n w 1 1 i e1 1 1 he Tell o "It a toyan s were fi n a 11 y de fea ted; 
Amcir Ifussun, when lie had secured his victory, hastening to Ghez- 
iu5ht, which lie immediately consigned to pillage and slaughter. Among 
the excesses committed by the soldiery on this occasion, not the least 
offensive was their violation of the mausoleum of Siltan Mahmud •. 
where they destroyed the library, barbarously trampling under foot 
the Venerated pages oft he Koran, and the other precious manuscripts. 
Having thus signalized his vengeance, Hussun rejoined In* hither in 
khorassaun, some time before the conclusion of the year seven, hun¬ 
dred and twenty six. 

En the meantime, not withstanding his fatherVprudcnt admonitions, 
Damnslih Kbaujnh proceeded to exhibit, in the exercise ot hjs iunc¬ 
tions about the person of the Sultan, such an immoderate loveol power, 
and so totally usurped the authority of government, that there remained 
at Just to his sovereign nothing but the mime. E'his odious usurpa¬ 
tion, the young Siiltan found so far to surpass hi* forbearance, that it 
is not surprising he should have made it in private the subject of com¬ 
plaint to those more intimately in his confidence. One of these, re¬ 
joicing in the opportunity of giving expression to the feelings of pri¬ 
vate malignity, directly disclosed to the prince, that an unwarrantable 
intercourse had for some time subsisted, between this imperious mayor 
of thti palace, and one ofliie widows of the late Ouljaitii. Abu SAeid 
desired, upon this, tlial when the lover should next venture to visit 
Ins mistress, whose abode was within the castle of Sultauniuh, the 
'circumstance should tie immediately made known to him. Or this 
an opportunity was not long wanting. Impeded by the violence of 
an over-ruling passion, D.uiuslik Khiujah was discovered to have en¬ 
tered the forbidden precincts; and A bit SiieiJ, punctually in formed ol 
the sacrilegious intrusion, give orders that he should he instantly put 
to death. Such, however, was the habitual awe of bis power with 
which all were i in pressed, that not one man was found hold enough to 
carry the orders into execution. It happened just at this crisis, that the 
heads of several Kurdi, who had been executed for outrages on the high 
roads, should be brought to tlic presence of the SMtan ; and it very 
seasonable occurred to him, that these should be proclaimed as the

" )f ‘ for Damashk was no sooner apprized of the appalling report, than hi* 
presence of mind forsook him. He immediately quitted the castle ; 
and, accompanied by no more than ten persons, abandoned himself to 
Ids fears, of which he neither knew the cause nor the object. Two of 
the Shi tan's domestics, Messer K haujahand Aga Lulu, were employed 
to pursue, and soon afterwards overtook the fugitive, although he was 
mounted on the fleetest horse in the stables of the race of HiiUuku ; 
for his pursuers no sooner drew near, than, in spite of the efforts of his 
rider to spur him on, the animal stood stock still, and immoveable as 
the horse, or knight, on a chess board ; and to complete his misfortune* 
when, on finding that he must combat for existence, he endeavored to 
draw his sword, the blade by a similar fatality was not to be disengaged 
from the scabbard. Thus deprived both of the means of self defence, 
and further flight, he was overtaken by Messer Khaujah; who was 
about to dispatch him without further ceremony, when his companion 
nailed out to him to forbear, since D awash k was not of a consideration 
so humble, as to be destroyed without the express and final commands 
of their sovereign. Messer hastened accordingly to the prest-D ce of 
the Sultan ; from whom lie received a signet to be conveyed to, Aga 
Lulu, as his warrant for execution, am) the existence of the devoted 
captive was terminated without further demur. This event is stated 
to have occurred op the sixth of Shay an l of the seven hundred ami 
twenty se venth of the j ] idjerali.* The vast property of the mi fortu ¬ 
nate chief was given up to bn pillaged by the multitude; and many nn 
individual, the most wretched mendicant in the streets of Sultauniah 
in the morning, found himself by the eveni ng of the same day, in a state 
of comparative opulence from his share Ui the treasures accumulated 
by the son of Tchobaun. 

Having vindicated ins supremacy by tli isscvcreexertion of his power, 
Abu Site id proceeded to dispatch instructions to the genera Is in Khor* 
ass nun, charging them to employ their utmost zeal and diligence, to 
tbe extirpation of Tchobaun and his adherents in that quarter ; 
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mandate-; to a similar effect were expedited at the same time to every a. 11. 7C7. 
other province of the empire, in order that not a vestige of this once A ‘ D ' 1 ' 1 - 7 - 
fuvorite and powerful family, might he suffered to remain on earth. 

The Sultan, shortly afterwards, repaired in person to Kazvein, where 
he had directed his troops to assemble with all possible expedition. 

The agent employed to convey the Sultan's instructions into Kho- 
msseaun, "found Ameir Tchohaun with the army of the province at 
liaudgheiss ; here said to be a dependency of Hon'd, as in other places 
w e are told of theTehrami of ftey t aud the Meraughah ofTebreiz. The 
Sultan’s orders were communicated in private to the Ameirs, to whom 
they had been addressed ; but, as it appeared on deliberation that an 
open attempt against the person and authority of Tchohaun, was at 
present impracticable, they proceeded immediately together to the pa¬ 
vilion of that chief, and apprized him, without reserve, of all that they 
had been required to execute ; totally disclaiming, at the same time* 
all concurrence in the death of his son. VI iicn the conference broke 
up, at w hich he hud received this afflicting and alarming disclosure, 
his eldest eon-Htissue represented to Tchohaun that it would he equally 
absurd and preposterous to calculate henceforward* on any measures 
of conciliation with the Sultan; ami that it was not Joss dangerous 
tli,mi imprudent, to place any reliance on the professions of the Ameirs, 

1’Iuj i, i nn of" proceeding winch lie should therefore propose was, imme¬ 
diately to dispatch t hose of thlsgene rate whose attachment to Abu Siaeid 
■was snflhrietitly notorious; and to demand the assistance of the t die— 
gli.it&vaii Sultans, for die final subjugation of, and the establishment 
of the authority of ihe family in, Kliorassaun. These objects accom- 
plishcd, it would not be difficult to contend with the power of Abu 
Staid, when he should approach the province; and ultimately to avenge 
in the centre of Irak the injuries with which be seemed disposed to 
overwhelm them. 

Too confident in the multitude of his troops, and in the energies of

Flic \ vzz'Ar was, t tin- 
it)f ‘ derstriick at the suddenness of bis condemnation i but perceiving that 
there was lit lie room for expostulation, he contented himself with de- 
siriiiE the executioner to direct his blow so as to sever him exactly 
through the middle. Then fixing his eye sMfastly upon Tobc*aun, 
he observed to him—"let this spectacle remove thy confidence in the 
i' stability of worldly power ; by the sword hast thou attained it, and 

11 by the sword shall it he terminated. 

Amcir Tchobaun now directed Ins march without further delay tor 
Persian Irik, at the head of seventy thousand horse, which at this pe¬ 
riod served under his standard ; having first exacted, from the generals 
who accompanied him, a solemn oath to be faithful to Im interests. 
This oath, on his arriving at Semnaun, he conceived it however expe- 
dient that they should repeat in the presence ot Sheikh Rokken-ud- 
dein AUa-ud-doulah, whom he prevailed upon, at the same time, to 
repair to the presence or Abu SjUUW for the purpose of mediating an 
accommodation ; stipulating for no other terms than that the individu¬ 
als concerned in the death of his son might tie delivered into his hands. 
The Sheikh undertook his friendly office with cheerfulness, and he 
proceeded with all convenient dispatch to the camp of the young mon¬ 
arch ; by w hom he was received with all the respect to which the re¬ 
puted sanctity of his character appears to have entitled him. His 
arguments to promote an accommodation with Tchobaun, proved how¬ 
ever totally unavailing, both the Sfiltan anti his courtiers continuing 
unshaken in their resolution to proceed to extremities. The Sheikh 
returned therefore toco mimra mate to AmeirTcbobnun tlm unsuccessful 
n sult of the conference; neither did he now forbear to caution him, 
at bis peril, to draw hit sword, whatever his injuries, against the au¬ 
thority of liia sovereign. 

The pride of Tchobaun had, however, not yet sustained any con¬ 
tingency to make him recede in the slightest degree from his purpose ; 
and he continued accordingly to advance, until he came to the station 
of Kouha, or lbrau luma bad, within one day's march of the array ol the 
SulUn, But here he experienced a fearful presage of w hat he teas to 
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expect from the constrained attachment of the A meins, in the defection a, n. *27. 
efMahommod Beg Tchitchek, the maternal uncle of AMSleiJ: who, i 
notwithstanding the solemn engagement so recently repeated, went «•*£“- 
over, with other cbiefc.nnd thirty thousand horse, to join the bultan. 

This appalling circumstance at once opened his eyes to the dangers 
which threatened him, an,I banished all confidence in the Arnetts wku 
vet remained apparently attached to his standard i and he drew oiT, 
without forth, r dairy through the desert, on his return towards Ivbo- 
rassmn Tile whole of the subordinate chiefs with their followers 
immediately dispersed in different directions t and Tdiobaitn, haring 
previously dismissed his consort, Sauty, or Settky Beg, to avail hcrselt 
of the protection of her imperial brother, condoned bis retreat with¬ 
out hatting, to the banks of the Mdrghatib, or river of Mem: it icing 
at rust his intention to retire across the Onus, to claim die protection 
of the Tchcghntayan monarch.

denied him, he prepared himself with becoming resolution to meet his 
futc. lie requested, however, that when the stroke of death should 
have been inflicted upon him, his last wishes might be attended tom 
three points. The first was, that his head might not be severed from 
the body; but that one of his fingers, which was remarkable for having 
two ends, might be taken olT, and transmitted in its stead, as a proof 
that his career had been forever closed. The second was, that his son 
Jullao Khaim a child of great beauty and promise, the offspring oft lie 
princess Dulcndy, another of the sisters of the Sultan recently menti¬ 
oned, might not be put to death, but sent to his uncle in ir.ik. The 
l;ist was, that Ids body might lie conveyed to Medeinah, to be depos¬ 
ited in the sepulchre which had been there long since erected by him 
for Its reception. A It this Ghcyauth-ud-dein faithfully engaged to ful¬ 
fil, when he finally directed the executioner to dispatch him. 

Ln Mohurrim of the seven hundred and twenty eighth of the II id- 
jerah,* the requisite proof of Tchobami's execution was received at the 
head quarters of the imperial army. In the winter of the same year, 
Gheyauth-ud-dein, on his way to claim from Abu S&eUI the reward of 
hi»perfidy,became apprized that Baghdad Khautun had been placed 
in the royal haram ; and had already established a very powerful influ¬ 
ence over the mind of her imperial paramour, which she was not very 
likely to exert to the advantage of her father's murderer. Hence con¬ 
ceiving some alarm, he unaccountably dispatched one of his attend¬ 
ant* buck again into Khorassauu, with orders to put to death the in¬ 
nocent Jullio Khaim, which were very punctually executed. Ghey- 
auth-ud-ddti then continued his journey to court, which he found at 
this period at Kurabaugh of Arran, lu consequence of the recent ex¬ 
altation of Baghdad Khautun, his reception was not the most flatter¬ 
ing to his hopes. He was in fact, placed under some kind of restraint, 
until the bodies of Ameir Tchphaun and Jullko Khaim, which he had 
bee a directed to send for to Herat, arrived at Oujauu, The smn of

forty thousand dinaurs was Hum added by the Sfiltan, to furnish cano- 
pies, or path* of suitable magnificence for the coffins of the departed 
chief and h is murdered son ;and they were by his orders both committed i n 
particular charge to the pilgrims proceeding toMekkah; with ir»tnic- 
uom to convey them finally to Mcdeiimli for sepulture, in conformity 
with the dying request offehobaun. The remains of that chief, and 
hbchild were accordingly conducted by the Hadjics through the whole 
routine of the pilgrimage, and ultimately consigned to the grave, by 
the side of Imsium U ussuri at Medeinah ; it being considered a vio¬ 
lation of that respect which was due to the memory of the prophet, to 
open any graves in the sanctuary of Ms mosque, in, or near which, 
Ichobaun had caused his mausoleum to be erected. 

Amcir Ichobaun is described to have been a man of great integrity 
ami firmness of mind ; to have devoted himself with uniform zeal to 
the exercise of the duties of his religion: and to have left, on the roads 
to Syria and Egypt such memorials of his magnificent spirit, as to have 
obliterated, in ;i great degree, the fume of the most splendid and cele¬ 
brated structures of the ancient Persian empire, lie is lastly said to 
have conducted to the sacred city ofMekkah an abundant supply of 
water, which from a depart changed the neighbor hood of the place to 
a scene of flourishing cultivation. 

lo leave nothing unrecorded of n person who has engrossed so ex¬ 
tensive a share in the subject of these pages, the author proceeds to de- 
Ihei. in brief, an account ol his nine sous and their descendants. The 
oldest of these was Amcir Jhissim recently spoken of, who had also 
three sons, Tuulesh, liadjy Beg, and Ghoiijc Husseyne, Tallies], had 
< uioycd, for some time, under the au thority of AlmSiieirl, the govern¬ 
ment of Isfiilmun and Fares ; and at the period of Amcir fchobaun’s 
disastrous return into Kliorassaun, accompanied his lather into the 
province oifAlaaanderaun; from whence they proceeded together Into 
Khaurezm, to claim the protection of Kutlugli Teymur, the governor 
of the province under the authority of the Khaim of the Ouzbeks. Ily 
(lieassistance of that officer, they were enabled to prosecute their jour- 
nev 10 the court of ids sovereign, by whom they were immediately ad¬ 
vanced to some of the most distinguished employments under his go¬ 
vernment. Being .ultimately dispatched with unarmy to reduce Tchir- 
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A. II. T20. hcss.or Circassia, AfioeirHussiin received in the course of the service, 
a. u. a wound in his shoulder of which he died. His son Taulesh expired 
littlniij-iii- by a natural death, about the same period. Of the two other sons, 
* eJr * Hadjy Beg was poisoned by his cousin german. Sheikh Hussiui Kou- 
tchek; and Ghotijc Husseyne perished also bya violent death, through 
the direction of SulimaU Khauu of the race of Ycshmowut the son of 
f ] L’daukii, as will be seen hereafter. 

The second son of Tchobaun was Teymur T&ush j the ambitious 
governor of Rfl me formerly adverted to, as having aspired at indepen¬ 
dent power. When intelligence reached him of his father's disgrace 
and death, he happened to be at Sivatiss, in the same province ; and 
having immediately shut himself up in one of the strong holds of the 
country, he might perhaps conceive that, for some time at least, his 
person would be sufficiently secure from danger; hut on a more dc li¬ 
berate view of circumstances, he collected his property, which is re- 
presented jis enormous, and sought an asylum with Melek Nausscr, 
Sflitan of Egypt* Here, by a liberal distribution of his wealth, he 
acquired among the higher classes of the natives, such distinguished 
popularity, that his protector, after treating him for some time with 
great kindness and attention, became at last jealous lest his growing 
influence might endanger his own authority; and lie embraced an early 
opportunity to put him to death. His head was transmitted to Abd 
Sa.-id; by whom it was received, while in summer quarters at Oujaun, 
in Shavflul of the seven hundred and twenty eighth of the llkijerah.* 
Teymur Tftusli left four sons, of whom Attic ir Slieikli 1 loss up Rou¬ 
te lick, and Melek Ashruf, will be sufficiently distinguished in the suc¬ 
ceeding pages. 

The fate of the third son, Damiudifc Khaujuh, has been already des¬ 
cribed. lie left four daughters, one of whom, Oilshaud Khautfln, 
celebrated by the muse of Ktiaujab Su liman Suwjy, became at a sub¬ 
sequent period the wife of Abu Sac id. 

The fourth son of Tchobaun was Aineir Mahmud, who presided in 
Gurjcstaiin ; and who was taken and put to death by the Abusueidum 
generals, in the same year that proved fatal to the father, lie left se¬ 
veral children, all of whom perished cither by poison or the sword, 
through the animosity of their relative Sheikh Ilussun Route kick.

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These four sons were by the same mother with Baghdad K him tun. 

I lie fitUi sod was Julian Miami recently noticed to have been per¬ 
fidiously put to death by Qheyautb-ud-dein, prince of IJer&t. 

The sixth was Seyfirgbaun, or Seyiiraga, whose mother was the 
princess Sauty or Sauky Beg, the daughter of Outjairt, and sister of 
Abu S&eid. 

The seventh, eighth, and ninth, wereScyngu Shaud, Yaughy Baus* 
$ety, or Pans tv, and Xorouz, all three by one mother; and they will 
separately be brought under the attention of the reader in a futu repage. 

Resuming the narrative, we are informed that notwithstanding the 
deadly aversion winch lie entertained for the rest of the family, his 
passion for Baghdad Khan urn continued to rule, with u ml i minis hed 
and uneontroutable violence in the bosom of the Sultan; and he at 
last employed the intervention of one of his Kauzies, of the name of 
Muhanret Shah, by whatever arguments lie thought most advisable, 
to prevail upon Shaikh IJussun the Kylokhavmiaii, to accede to his 
wishes, and consent to a separation from his wife* Conscious of his 
inability to contend with despotic authority, and of the personal danger 
to he apprehended from resistance, the envied husband submitted to 
part with her w ho wan the delight and pride of his existence. A t the 
expiration of the prescribed period, the Sultan proceeded to espouse 
the repudiated beauty, and she became at once the partner of his bed 
and throne ; and the influence which she obtained, in consequence, in 
the administration of the govern incut, restored, in some degree, the 
fortunes of the family of Tchobatin. 

Bag hdad K haute a appears, at nil events, to have retained her power 
over the Sflltaii's affections unimpaired, until the seven hundred and 
thirty second ot the Uidjenih; when he was persuaded by the sugges¬ 
tions of private malevolence into a belief, that she continued to hold a 
clandestine intercourse with her former husband. In the first moments 
ol irritation, orders were issued that the unfort iinate A inch* Mussun 
should he immediately put tn.death; although he was preserved for a 
tn ore ex al led destiny, t h rough the i nterccssion of Ins mother, who was the 
monarch’s aunt, lie was, however, imprisoned in the fortress of 
tvaukli, and the suspected Khautun banished from all correspondence 
with her imperial consort. lluf, some lime alter wards, discovering 
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A. If. *32-3(5. that she had been basely traduced by hfcr calumniators, the Sultan rea- 
A. 1). tored her to his favor, and the government of Hume, or Anatolia, was 

Hitbcib'U*- conferred on the injured Aineir Hussun. 

The circumstances attending the administration of Gheyattth-ud- 
dein M<d iomim.nl, the son of the late Yczzeir fteshid-ud-dein Fuzzel- 
ullah; the conspiracy set on foot by N'aurein Tqghiii the sou of Kcy- 
bouka Nuyan, and other powerful Arneirs, in order to destroy the 
minister, with Baghdad Kbautun, and eventually the Stilt an himself, 
had it not been defeated principally through the personal vigilance and 
energy of the monarch; together with other less important matters 
which occupy the remaining periods of the reign of Abu Siieid, would, 
in interest, scarcely compensate the labour of detail. We shall there¬ 
fore, with little regret, and without further taxing the indulgence of 
the reader, pass on at once to the seven hundred and thirty sixth os the 
Hidjcrah, 

About the close of the summer of that year, which had been remark¬ 
able for the excessive heal of the season, reports conveyed to* 1 him of 
ihe approach towards that frontier, of the armies of Keptcliauk, neces¬ 
sarily drew the attention of the Stilton to the banks of the Kurr; and 
be was accordingly on his march in that direction, when bis health 
became suddenly and seriously affected. At the expiration of a fort¬ 
night, the complaint appearing, however, to give way to the efforts of 
medical skill, he ventured, like his lather, to make a premature use of 
bis bath, which produced a violent rekpsc of his disorder. Some of 
bis physicians conceiving a suspicion that be bed Wn poisoned, pro¬ 
ceeded to prescribesudi remedies us the case seemed to reipiire. Ever y 
application proved, however, tin successful. The young Sultan was 
seized, in spite of ail their skill, with the agonies of dissolution, and 
expired on the thirteenth of the latter lU-bbcia of the seven hundred 
and thirty sixth of the Hidjcrah,* in the neighborhood ofly&rabausdt; 
at the age of thirty years and six months, and after having wielded‘tin* 
sceptre of Hulun kb, with considerable glory, for u period of eighteen 
years seven mouths and sixteen days. 

According to some statement in the preliminary to the Zu flura'nmab, 
it would appear that towards the concluding pm fed of bis life, Abb 
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Saeid had transferred his affections to DiJshaud Khautfin, the daugh. 
ter of Damashk Khaujah, whom, with the usual facility, he proceeded 
to enrol among his wives; an.] on this, finding her influence declining, 
that Baghdad Khautfin in a fit of revenge and Jealousy, dared to admin¬ 
ister poison to her royal husband, which was, therefore, considered the 
actual cause of hi a premature death. It is, nevertheless, equally stran-e 

and unaccountable that nli historiansshauldso blindly agree in represent¬ 
ing both Baghdad, Khautiln and Dlls baud, as the wives of Abu S&eii 
at the same time; although it could not have escaped them, that a 
connection by marriage with the aunt and the niece together, is strictly 
proscribed by the laws of the Korin; and that Abft Site id was an or¬ 
thodox Mussulman, does not appear to be at all questioned. In this 
view it would seem more consistent with probability, that the Sultan 
should have first dissolved Ins union with Baghdad Khmitun by re¬ 
gularly putting her away, and then only to have espoused her niece; 
id! which is, possibly, noticed by the author, in order, by evincing the 
impracticability of executing such a design, to remove from that prin¬ 
cess the foul und horrible stigma of having destroyed her husband; 

The remains of the Sul tan were conveyed to the metropolis ofSiir- 
tauniah, and deposited, with the usuaisolemnities, in a structure erected 
for the purpose by himself in the outskirts of that place. 

Among the most respectable of the contemporaries of Abu Sieid, 
we cannot omit to mention the celebrated Sheikh Sefy^ud-ttem Arde- 
" AeiVy,- the ancestor of the Sefiuides or imperial race of Se fry, extin¬ 
guished by ?widjr Shall, in the former part of the eighteenth century. 

By tiie sanctity of his character, and the unblemished purity, and be¬ 
nevolence of his life and manners, be had contrived toestablish, amidst 
the distraction# which pervaded his country, so powerful an influence 
over the minds of men, that the very Tartars, with all their ferocity 
and disregard to the dictates of humanity, are said to have yielded an 
extraordinary deference to his commands. He was the ancestor in the 
sixth degree, of Shah bssmaeil Scfly the first, the founder of the mon¬ 
archy in this family. 

Another who flourished during the reign of Abu Saeid, was Ham- 
dullah ut M Aston fly, the son of A hi Hukker, the Kazvmiao, author of' 
the Tfirikh guzeidah and Nuzzehet-ul-kuIIoub, [recreations for the 
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heart),both highly esteemed performances in the east. He was a clerk 
or secretary, in the offices of the learned Vezzeir Rvshid-ud-deitt Fazzel- 
iillah, and his son Gheyauth-iid-dein Mahommcd ; to the latter of 
whom, he inscribed his work, the Tarikh gtizeidah, which is brought 
down to the seven ! itt mired and twenty ninth of the llidjerah; and 
which,.considering the sources from whence he had an opportunity of 
deriving his information, would seem entitled to a more than ordinary 
degree of our confidence, were it possible to conceive an Asiatic of 
that age capable of delivering to posterity a faithful and impartial re¬ 
view of events. His brother, Fokbcr-ud-dein Futtah-uHah, was not 
less distinguished for his genius and learning. 

It is. lastly, not to be forgotten that the year, in which the glories 
of the race of Jongueiz in Ivan expired with Abu Sitid, (for the fleet¬ 
ing pageants subsequently exhibited on the throne, are scarcely worth 
the record ofJbistory) gave birth to the invincible Teymur ; an event 
which took place at Kesh, sometimes denominated the green city, or 
the city of verdure, between Samarkand and Nakhsheb, on the twenty 
fifth of the month ofShabaun ;* about the period at which our third 
Edward was preparing for his glorious expedition into France. 

Muczz-ud-dein Arp a Khaun, tenth of the Persian niouarchs of 
the race of Jengueiz. 

This prince was a descendant from Artekbouka, one of the sons of 
Tuly Khaim, and previous to his elevation bore the name of Arpa Ka- 
wun. In consequence of the declaration of the late Sultan, that there 
remained no person of the line of Hulauk d qualified to sustain Ihefuncti- 
onsofthe imperial dignity ,and that the im porta n t trust therefore ncccssar 
ily devolved to Arpa K aw u rc, a message was dispatched by Gheyauth-ud- 
detn the Vezzeir, as soon as the Sultan was perceived to be in the ago¬ 
nies of death, to invite that prince from the private residence of his 
fiimi ly, to take possesion of the splendor ofa throne. The new mono rc h 
reached the imperial encampment, on the day subsequent to that on 
which his predecessor had expired; and was immediately seated in so¬ 
vereign power, with the usual Moghul formalities. 

in addressing the Amcirsof the empire the day after His accession, 
Arpa Kbaun is described to have stated to them, that lie was not, like

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the Sultans hts predecessors, a man devoted to the sensual enjoyments A. \l m. 
ofltfe; that instead of a tiara and girdle, ofgold and gems, a cap of felt, A ’ D - la3r, ‘ 
and belt of woollen, would best accord with his simple habits: ami that, 
for a mild and moderate government on his part, he should expect a ,<Jb 
reciprocal harmony and conformity to law, on the part of his armies. 

He then confirmed to the several Amin, and officers of state, the dig¬ 
nities whiclt they had held under the authority of Abu Sack!; and the 
ensuing Friday, he revived jfomtbem by acclamation the title of Muezz- 
iid-dein-wa-ud-dunnia—the monarch who reflects lustre upon his re¬ 
ligion, and upon the age in which he lives. And in truth without 
Exaggeration, observes the author, the robe of imperiaUuthoritv would 
have derived no ordinary splendor from his person and character, were 
it not that when he became invested with it, the fortune of the empire 
was already in astateof rapid decline; and that an adverse destiny denied 
to o just and benevolent prince that opportunity for the display of his 
virtues, which they eminently deserved. 

Notwithstanding all that might be intended to be conveyed by this 
remark, Arpa Khaim was scarcely well seated on his throne, before he 
conceived a suspicion that until those who possessed the confidence of 
his predecessor were removed , his own power would nc verac<juire perma¬ 
nent stability; and his earliest attention was accordingly directed to re¬ 
lieve hi inself from li is apprehensions on this head. The firstwliofella vie- 
timto thisiuspidous policy, was rheprincessBaghdad Khautuii ■ whom 
lie condemned to die on the charge of bating poisoned her husband, 
and of encouraging the designs of the Khaun of the O Uzbeks, who 
had about this period entered Shirvaun. She was accordingly dis¬ 
patched in her bath, by KHaujah LuiO,one of theeunuebsof the SerM, 
or women's palace, towards the end of the latter Rebhoia.* Arpa 
Khaun then proceeded to the midst of winter, across the Kurr togive 
battle ip t!ie Ouzbck monarch, whom he totally defeated; alter which 
returning in triumph to Elia capital, lie espoused the princess Sag ty 
orSauky Beg, the widow of Amcii 'I’chobaun, and sister of the late 
Shi tan. 

While he was yet solemnizing his nuptials with this lady, on the 
suspicion of having concealed otic of the descendants of iiklaukk as a

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cover for future revolt, he seized end executed A me Jr Mahmud Shah 
Aynju; and Towukkel Kdtlugh, of the line oi'Ouglai Kftan, with two 
most promising youths his children, was condemned to suffer the same 
fate. Ameir Musshoud, and Ahii Ishauck, the sons of Amcir Mah- 
mfid Shah, contrived however to escape from Tebreiz ; the former to 
Rume, where he claimed the protection of Ameir Sheikh llussun the 
Ey Ik ban man, and the latter into Dintirbekir, to Ameir Ally Baidu Shah, 
who had declared himself hostile to the government of Arpa Khaun. 
On the other hand, Ameir Eyss Kutlug, and S&ltan Shalt the son of 
Neikrouz, with some other chiefs who bad been imprisoned under the 
authority of Abfl Saeid, now found themselves by some means or Other 
at large, and attached themselves to the service of the new sovereign ; 
but an habitual turbulence of disposition did not admit of their for¬ 
bearing to encourage the spirit of revolt and sedition, which was at this 
period bursting forth in every quarter of the empire. In the mean 
time, DiEshnud Khan tun also, who was pregnant by the late Sultan, 
fled to Ally Baidu Shah in Oiaurbckir; while Khan jab Lulft hastened 
to apprize him, on the part of lus sister lladjy Khautun, the mother 
of Abu Saeid,of the hostile designs of Arpa Khaim, although sin* had but 
recently concurred in his elevation. All which, united with the ani- 

•f 

mosity derived from his ancestor, who was engaged during the reign of 
the emperor Kuhlai, in perpetual hostilities with Aitekhouka, who 
held a similar relation of ancestry to the new monarch, at last confirmed 
Ally Baidu Shah in his design of raising Mitssa Khaun the grandson 
of Baidu Khaun, to the throne, in opposition to the established author- 
ity of Arpa Khaun. 

Confiding in the strength of his armies to support the claims which 
he had thus determined to assert, Ameir Ally jl&idu Shall finally ad¬ 
vanced in considerable force from Uiaurbcktr towards Azerbaijann ; 
while Arpa Khaun, reposing in the counsels ami experience of his min¬ 
ister, Gheyauth-ud-detn Mahommed, hastened with equal resolution 
to vindicate the rights of established authority, and to oppose his ad¬ 
versaries in the field of battle. During the reciprocal approach of the 
armies, Gheyauth-nd-dein received, by a deputation from the chiefs of 
the adverse party, a proposal to compromise the dispute, by confer¬ 
ring upon AUy Baidu Shah, the dignity of Amcir-ut-umra, or captain 
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general of the empire*; which was however rejected with haughty dis¬ 
dain, by the Vezzeir. A t the same crisis the expedient was suggested, 
by Arpa Khaun, of cutting otT such of the commanders in his train, 
as he had reason to suspect of favoring lire interests of the enemy; in 
which, with a magnanimity deserving of a better fate, the minister also 
refused to concur, alleging that he considered their existence or non¬ 
existence, their attachment or hostility, as equally unimportant in the 
scale. 

On Wednesday the nineteenth of Ramzautj,*in the neighborhood 
of a station called Tchegbtft, the adverse armies came to battle; but 
Eysskd thigh, and Sultan Shah Neikrouz, deserting the standard of Arpa 
Khaun in the heat of the-act ion, and going over to the enemy, victory 
finally declared for Miissa Khaun, and the Ameirswho supported his 
claims. The vanquished monarch and his minister fled in different 
directions ; but being closely pursued, the minister was taken at Mer- 
aughali, and immediately conveyed to the presence of Ally Rltdu Shah, 
who treated him with respect and compassion, and seemed, otherwise 
disposed to spare bin life; but the associated Aincirs uniting to urge 
his indispensable destruction, that just, learned, and accomplished 
statesman was condemned, on the twenty third of the same month of 
Rainzaujuf to perish by the sword of the executioner. Arpa Khaun 
was, a tew days afterwards, also seized in the territory ofSenjatiss, and 
brought to Oujaun; where by the direction of Alussa Khaun, or his 
party, he was delivered over to the sons of A meir MabrafidShab Avn- 
ju, who did not fail to retaliate upon him with rigid severity, the 
death of their father. Arpa Khaun was thus cut ofi‘, on the third of 
Shavaui of the seven hundred and thirty sixth of the Hidjerah,f idler 
a short and turbulent reign of five months and thirteen days. 

Moss a K jiaun, the son of Ally Khaun, and grandson of Baidu 
Khaun, eleventh of the Persian monarch* of the race Jengueiz. 

Having terminated the career ol Arpa Khaun, in the manner just 
related, Ameir Ally liAidil Shah proceeded without further obstacle, 
to place Mftssa Khaun on the throne of Hfilankfl. Ifc conferred the 
office of Vezzeir on Avieir Hadjy the son of Tauj-ud-dem the Shir- 
vauuian; reserving, however, to hunseIt, the unlimited exercise of the

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a, H. ?3«. sovereign power* Cot,as this conduct evinced a disposition to exclude 
a. U. the great Amcirs of the empire from the influence to which they pre* 
fi tnr 11 t€nded ‘ n t ^ 1G management of affairs, they became very early disgusted 
with his administration, and withdrew from all public employment; 
resolved, at the same time, to avail themselves of the first convenient 
Miss t Kuai’N, °PP° rtunit . v t0 dec,are ag^mst, ami punish this inordinate ambition of 
Xltliofdie Pm«>- The usurpation of Ally Baidu Shah, and the predominance of 

,rtuyi!i >iiius. his tribe, that ot O warrant, did not experience a much bet ter reception 

in the more distant provinces. Atneir Hcdjy Toghai suddenly quitted 
Diaurbekir, and withdrew into Anatolia ; where he joined Sheikh 
Hussun the Eylkhaunian, who was, it is to be recollected, the uncle's 
son of Abb Sasid, and whom he finally prevailed upon to oppose the 
authority ofMdssa Khaun, and his more ambitious minister. 

In order Id give to his proceedings the colour of justice, Amcir 
Sheikh Hussun conceived it expedient to invest Mahommed Khaun, 
a descendant in the third or fourth degree from Mangu Teymur, the 
son ot liulauktt, with the royal authority : and having resolved with* 
out further delay on an attempt to take possession of the Persian eui- 
pire, soon afterwards approached the frontiers of Azerbaijan n. On 
the other hand, Ally Baidu Shah, with Mussa Khaun the instrument 
of his ambition, hastened to oppose the invasion; and on the fourteenth 
ofZilhudjc,* at the station of Nosheher* a dependency ou A blank, 
the rival powers prepared to bring their claims to a decision. Before, 
however, he committed his fortunes to the uncertain issue of a batile, 
Ally Baidfl Shah, whose thoughts appeared directed to obtain his ob¬ 
ject rather by stratagem than open force, conveyed a message to Araeir 
Sheikh Hussun,intimating that, as the two monarch* were engaged in 
a parlicuLir quarrel of their own, he saw no absolute necessity that 
their ministers, who were but remotely concerned, should be person* 
ally their associates in the blood about to be drawn. What he there, 
fore proposed was, that both he and Sheikh Hussun should remain 
quiet spectators, apart from the conflict, while the principals in the 
dispute, decided their claims before them ; and that, when the victory 
was determined, they should both submit to the conqueror.

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Acceding to the proposal, Sheikh Hussun with two thousand of A. fl. m 
the best soldiers, drew off accordingly, and took post on a neighbor- *• l> - 
ins; eminence which overlooked the field of battle* Rut the residue 11 w ** 

of the armies were no sooner engaged, than, either alarmed at a move¬ 
ment, the object of which it had, possibly, not been thought expedient 
to explain to him, or through some other apprehension of personal dan¬ 
ger, Mahummed Khiuin suddenly abandoned the field to his adver¬ 
sary t and Ally Rah In Shah, unmindful of the fantastic changes with 
which a capricious fortune is frequently disposed to surprise her vo¬ 
taries, conceiving that the victory was no longer doubtful, descended 
from the eminence,on which he had taken post according to agree¬ 
ment; and pitching his tents on the banks of the river which intersected 
the adjoining plain, proceeded without further concern or precaution 
to enjoy the luxitrv of the refreshing stream* A.meir -Sneiklt IfusstJit 
determined without hesitation to avail himself of the advantage thus 
incautiously thrown in his way ; and rushing, sword in hand, among 
the troops so culpably exposed to destruction, easily succeeded in cut¬ 
ting them to pieces* Intelligence of the disaster was soon com mu n- 
icated to MAesa, who now fled in Lis turn, after having sustained Ids 
precarious authority for about two months and nine days ; while Ma- 
Lomumii Khaun hastened back to reap the fruits of a victory to which 
lie had so ill contributed. 

Mahommfo Kit a ijn, the son of Youlkutlfigh, the son oi Anbar- 
tchei, the son of Mangft Teymfir, son of Uubuku Kim mi, twelfth of 
the Persian monarch® of the race of Jengueia. 

Ameir Ally Baidu Shah having perished in the confusion, and Mds- 
sa Khaun having disappeared in consequence of the recent conflict, 

Ameir Sheikh Hussun proceeded to seat Mahomiucd Khaim on the 
throne of UolatikA, at Oujavm ; and among his arrangements to pro- 
vide for the security of the government, lie determined to restore to ^ 

favor and employment, the yet surviving branches of the family of 0| tbe P*tv» 
Ghevautb-ud-dein the late minister; and to retaliate in some degree, jvu g u«i»ii., 
the injury which lm had sustained from Abu Saeid, in the compul¬ 
sory separation from his wife, he availed himself of the earliest opportu¬ 
nity, alter the establishment ofhis power, to console htmse! f i n t lie cm h ra¬ 
tes of Dilshaud Khautun, the su rviv i ug w idow of dint monarch. H u t, 
while he was yet engaged in the festivities attending the celebration 
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ofliis nuptials, the turbulent spirit of the nobles was already at work 
to contrive the means of his degradation ; and many of them, the most 
distinguished in rank and reputation, immediately betook themselves 
with that view, to the remoter provinces of the empire, in order to en¬ 
courage the plans of hostility and disaffection. 

Of these, Ameir Ally Jauffer directed his course for Khorassuuu ; 
where, on his arrival, he experienced no great difficulty in persuad¬ 
ing Ally, the son of Ameir Ally Kottrtchei, (the archer) and the other 
officers in authority, that the provinces of Irak and Azerbaijani! might 
be wrested from the Eylekhauman, with the utmost facility. Having 
been brought to concur in this belief, and having provided themselves 
with a proper pageant, the third now on foot at the same time, to cover 
their designs, in the person of Togba Teymur KUaun. a descendant iu 
the sixth degree from Jiijy Kessaur the brother of Jenguet2, whom 
they invested with the sovereign dignity, the Ameirs of Kborassauti 
proceeded with a powerful army towards Azerbaijani* ; and in Shabauu 
of the seven hundred and thirty seventh of the Hidjerah,* they appeared 
.before Shllauniah, having made themselves roaster of the whole of the 
surrounding territory. 

Apprized of their designs, Ameir Sheikh IJussun on the other hand, 
made the best of his way from Ttbrciz, into the peninsula of Arran ; 
where he formed an alliance with the princess Sauky, or Saitty Beg, in 
behalf other infant son Seyur Aga, now scarcely two years old. After 
which lie prepared with the accession ofsupport tints acquired to his 
cause, to chastise the enormities which the Khorassaunians were com¬ 
mit ling iu Aaerbaijaun. In the mean time these had also been joined 
by tlie fugitive Mussa Khaim, aud they now proceeded in conjunc¬ 
tion, in quest of the Kykkh&umai); whom they found ready to oppose 
them on the banks of the Guerrah-toud. In the middle of the mouth 
of Zilkauduh of the year seven hundred and thirty seven,* the ad¬ 
verse armies came to a battle; but Tog ha Teymur Khaim, with a de¬ 
generacy unworthy of his warlike extraction, quitting the field before 
the troops were yet fairly engaged, and retiring towards Khorussaun, 
his associate Miissa Khaun was left to com hat alone against the supe¬ 
rior skill of AmeirHussuu; until the slaughter of great numbers of his

followers, and of the OivAlraut clans in particular, compelled him aka 
to consult hie safety In flight, many of the Ameii« throwing themselves 
for protection into one of the fortresses in the neighborhood. Not long 
afterwards, Mdasa Khaim was taken among the defiles of Hnzatirah* 
and pul to death on the tenth of Zilhudje ;* the day of the feast of sa¬ 
crifice among the pilgrims at Mekkah. This was followed by the en¬ 
tire dispersion of.the Arne ir$ of the party, and of the fugitives who had 
taken shelter in the fortress just alluded to. 

On reaching the vicinity or llostaum, Togha Trymhr Khaun was 
joined hv Argh tin Shah, one of the sons of Ameir N orotiz Glia tizzy, 
who had prudently declined engaging with the Khorassainiian chieft 
in the recent expedition ; and at tlmt place, on the same day that a as 
dcBiined.for the execution gfilftssa Kb ami, the tenth ofjEUhudje, To- 


gh a Teymur, on some ground less suspicion, caused Ameir Sheikh Ally, 
one of the most distinguished leaders of the expedition, to lie perfidir 
on sly put to death; so that at one and the same period, relieved from 
the hostility of two of the most formidable of his adversaries, the Evle- 
khummu, for the nominal sovereign appears to have been used me-rely 
as the stalking horse of his ambition, found himself ill almost un¬ 
disputed possession, of the whole of, Azerbaijani! and Irak. 1 lie \ iz* 
zaurut was now conferred by him on Shuuis-ud-deifi Aekkareia^ the 


nephew and son in law of Gheyautb-iid-deiri Mahoffltnfed the Resin* 
dian ; and early in the year seven hundred and thirty eight, the power 


of the Ej lekhrtuiiiaii was further confirmed by the death ol the A mens 
Mahmud EyasktitlOg(i, and Kerenje, two of the most inveterate agi¬ 
tato rs of these turbulent scenes; who were both killed in the disguise 


of S4t>ism, in which they had hoped Ibr feme time to elude the ven¬ 
geance of their enemies. 

That same year, however, in the person of Sheikh Hussuit the son 
rtf Teymur Titush. to whom authors have in general assigned the ap- 
pdlaRon of Sheikh IIitMiin Knutchck, (m order to distinguish him 
from hisrival, who is called Sheikh llussnn Cfizupg—tbgjgrenter) pro- 
diiecd an adversary to the power of the Eyleklmuman, for more for* 
midahle than any thing to which it Imd hitherto bee nop posed. Tlmchiaf, 
on the retreat of bis father into Egypt, in the manner formerly noticed, 
foul contrived to secure himself iu some piutot tint Anatolian province, 
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m d, abort m period at Which the narrati ve is now wired, like the 
rest of his contemporaries, yielded to the spirit of ambition wb.ch 
scemetl to exmmd itself in every bosom. Conceiving atao that Ins 
pi,ins would be hss invidiously carried on in the name of another,.anil 
discovering in a slave of Turkish extraction of the name ol Ksrajery, 

3 very striking resemblance to his father, Teymur Taush, he i turned!- 
atelv nrravetlhim in splendid attire, and circulated the report, that that 
distinguished chieftain was yet alive, and had r ecemly been restored to 
his family; and in order to obtain the more implicit belief tor the as¬ 
sertion, he prevailed upon his own mother to cohobit with the impostor, 
and in every respect con descended to treat him as if he considered him 

in the revered and actual relation of a father. 

W h e n 11 1 c rumo u r b ec a me pub lie in A zerb ?i i j u u n a nd I rik, the O w a i r - 
ant A ns firs, and many of the principal officers of the army, who had 
never been thoroughly reconciled to the&ulbority of Sheikh Mussim the 
Eylekiiauuian, suddenly quitted his standard, and went over to that 
of die grandson ofTchobauii; and the hitter, having by this time com¬ 
pleted the necessary warlike equipments, in great perfection and abun¬ 
dance, no longer delayed to advance towards Azerbaijan), at the h ail 
of a numerous and formiliable army. I he I'.ylekhaUnian, uccompa* 
niedby Mabomraed Khaun, hastened to meet the invader % and on the 
twentieth of Zilhmlje oft he year seven hundred and thirty eight,* in 
the neighborhood: of AI at auk, the hostile armies arrived in the presence 
of each other. White the troops were preparing for battle. Sheikh 
llus&un tiie Tebobauniaii, who is described as possessing an iii\ert“ 
tion singularly fertile in expedients, put in practice the following de¬ 
vice, in order to awaken a mutual jealousy among the generals of the 
cn c my. Lie c aus ed a I a rge fi re to be in ade at som e d i sta nee apn rt f rom 
tin- field of battle, to impress his adversaries with the belief that it was 
a preconcerted signs!, exhibited in ronsequence ot the understanding 
which he had established with some of the chiefs in their camp; and 
in feet, the action had no sooner commenced, than Hussey lie the son 
of Mahmud, the Tchobaunian, wept directly over to the side ol his 
cousin german. in consequence of this dejection, at a moment so cri¬ 
tical, the suspicions of tin 1 Erick h an Titan became seriously altmncd 
nnd he Ued without futther effort, towards Tebrcta ; while Mahomint'd 
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Khaun. falling into the hands ofihe Tchobauniati, was immediately cut A. II. 73ft. 
off in the bloom of youth, alter he had enjoyed his circumscribed A * D - l3aa 
and precarious authority, for a period something short of two years. 

Sheikh Hussun Tchobauoy and his adherents, now proceeded to 
exercise without remorse, every species of oppression and violence 
throughout the provinces of Irik and Azerbaijani!; but, the pretended 
TeviuAr Taush, considering that so long as Sheikh Hussun was in ex¬ 
istence, he would be permitted to derive but unsubstantial advantage 
frnm the character which had been imposed upon him, watched au 
opportunity, and plunged his poniard into the side of his adopted son. 

The blow'tell si tort, however, ol’its intended effect; and Sheikh Hussun 
withdrawing immediately into Georgia, there united himself to the 
party of the princess Sauky Keg, the widow of his grandfat her, nnd her 
son Seydfghaun, or Seyuraglm, alter candidly disclosing the secret of 
the recent imposture. The false Teymur Taush proceeded in themeati 
time towards Tebreiz, where being entirely defeated in a battle with 
Sheikh II ussiiu the Eylekhaunian, he thence lied with the shattered 
remains of his army towards Haghdad. 

The princess Savtv or Sakky Beg, daughter of Ouljaitii Sftltan 
KJiodabundah, thirteenth of the Persian monarchs of the raceofJeu- 


gueiz. 

On experience that hrs plan of aggrandizement did no! succeed under 
the auspices of an impostov lather, having withdrawn into Georgia, as 
we have just seen. Sheikh Hussun Tchobaimy next made choice of 
Sauky Beg, the sister of Ah it Sleid, to fill the throne of lluhtuku ; and 
that princess was accordingly inaugurated, with the usual solemnities, 
find her name inserted in the Khothah and coinage of the monarchy, Saprt Heo, 
about the commencement of the seven hundred and thirty ninth of the 
Hidjemh.* He then returned into Azerbaijani!, accompanied by this .i an< 1 
new pageant, in order once more to combat the power of the Eyle. 
khauuiim; who had however quitted Tt-breiz lor Suitauuiuh, and who 
retired further to Kazvein, on intelligence of the approach of his ene¬ 
mies. Sauky Beg and Iter general were thus allowed to possess them- 
selves of Sultan mail, and of die entire province of Azerhkijatin, without 
opposition. Having entrusted the civil administration of the country 
to Uokken-\ut-dciii the Res Indian, and Gheyauth-ud-dem Ally Shaky

consequence of which, Sauky Bn; and Sheikh llussnn Tchobntiny 
withdrew again towards Aran, ami the Eylekhauniiiu returned to Sill* 

tauniah. 

Reposing, however, but little confidence in the stability of such an 
arrangement, the EyUk him man, not long after his return to Sultaim- 
isth, dispatched his own At abet or prceeptor, Taush Teymur, on a mis¬ 
sion into Mfl&mdcrann j to invite Togha Teymur Khauti, who had es¬ 
tablished his authority over that province, and some putt of lvhoTiWSaun, 
t 0 come and take possession of the throne and capital of Abu Sac id. 
In compliance with this invitation, Toglm Teymur hastened towurda 
Sukauni ah, accompanied by A rgbun Shah the son of Norouz, and his 
other tnitiisiers; and on Ids arrival at Saw ah. some time in the month 
of Riuljub,* was joined bv Ameir Sheikh Hussun the Eytekhaunian. 
from whom be received every necessary proof of zeal and submission. 
liut.ToghaTevmur being with the other Ameirs ofkborussaun, entirely 
governed bv the councils of Alla-ud-dein Mahomtoed the Vezzeir, 
and that minister, sltboug lube authority of his master could as yet have 
been hut very imperfectly, if at all, established in the country, pro¬ 
ceeding to scrutinize, with a vexatious minuteness, into the tenures 
by which the semal'f hieftains held their possessions, without sparing 
those which had been annexed, even from the time of Gli&xun Khaim, 
to the family of Ameir Sheikh ilussusi, the latter repented of the alii* 
mice thus hasti ly formed ; although he clearly perceived that there was 
at present no alternative: hut torbearanee. 

Apprized of these occurrences, Sheikh Husaun the.Tchobatmfeji 
accompanied by the princess Sauky Bag, again quitted Arran, and pro* 
eeeiled into Azerbaijani). W Idle ou his march, on this occasion, some 
of the Owairairt Moghuls who had secured Kumjeiy the pretended 
Teymdr Taush, brought him to the camp of the Tchobau iiian, where 
hv order of the pageant queen lie was instantly put to death. In the 
tneun time, the invention of Sheikh liussun was oi work to contrive 
aotnc schetne. by which Ire might effectuahy disconcert the measures 
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and Break up the army of Togha Teymftr and the Eylekhaunian i and 
ho at last determined on the following. He sent a deputation to 
the camp of hiaadversarics, ostensibly, to propose afresh negotiations 
for peace? hut in private to intimate toTogliaTeymur, that if he would 
unite in a design which was in contemplation to ties troy the Eyle- 
khaumau, lie would on his part engage that the prioress Satikv Beg 
should become his wife, and farther evince Ills attachment by the most 
important and loyal services. With this proposal the credulous Mo¬ 
ghul immediately closed ; am) alter some further interchange of com¬ 
munication, finally transmitted to his artful correspondent a paper in 
his own hand writing, expressly inviting the Tctabnunian Amclrs to 
co-operate with cordial zeal, in the extermination of the Eylekhaun- 
iaus : in order, ns he stated, that the government or the Tartar tribes 
wight he once more united, and the world effectually relieved front those 
distractions to which it had been so long n prey. 

Delighted with the success of the artifice. Sheikh lltisiun the Tcho- 
hnunistn, accompanied by a few ol his principal officers, hastened in 
the middle of the night, to the out skirts of the enemy's encampment * 
and requesting that one of the Eylekhaunian leaders would attend to 
him. proceeded to ex plain that however the Sheikh his opponent had 
associated himself with one who under the mask of friendship, could 
harbour a design so perfidious against his person, as that which lie was 
a hoi it to disclose, lie fur his own part, disdained to he an accomplice 
in llii' base collusion, and should regret to see his most determined 
enemy become a victim to such perfidy. Then putting the paper which 
he had received from Togha Teymftr, into the hands of the officer who 
had presented himself at his approach, he returned to his own quarters. 
The Eylekbauman received this paper with some degree of astonish¬ 
ment; and sending for one of the chiefs in the particular confidence of 
Tog ha Teymur K bavin, accommodated him with a perusal of the per¬ 
fidious scroll, which appeared to throw him into considerable confu¬ 
sion. lie hastened however to disclose to his master, without if l iy, 
the mortifying result of his ill-advised intercourse with the crafty Tcho- 
bauIlian. Tdglia Teymftr, no less surprised at the effrontery ol the 
deception which had been practiced upon lum, than alarmed at the 
probable consequences of the dev elopement, withdrew, in the course 
of the same night, towards Kliorassaun ; white, thus abandoned to his 
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own resources, the Eylekhaunian retired to Alntauk, in tlie neighbor¬ 
hood ol’ which he fixed bis abode, until something should occur to 
incite liim to further enterprize. 

J a h a usTeymo, t lie son lof Ulaffreug. the son of Kcvkliautu, four¬ 
teenth, and Sulim an K hauk, descended from Ycsi uncut the son of 
Huhuikii, fifteenth of the Persian monarch s of the race of Jengumz, 
His alliance with Togha Teymftr Kliaun having terminated thus in* 
auspiciously, Sheikh Iftisstiu the Eylekhaunian didiiut, however, con¬ 
tinue loug inactive, before his invention was employed todiscover some 
fresh instrument wherewith to mask the designs of his own ambition. 
His choice at last fixed on Jahaun Tcvrn&r, the sou of Sliahziidah L’l- 
affreng son of Key khautii, whom lie accordingly raised to the sovereign 
authority; and proceeding with hhninto Arabian Irik, he succeeded 
in a short time in subjugating the whole of that territory, with the metro¬ 
polis of Baghdad, and ultimately with Diaiirbckir and the country along 
the Tigris upwards. In the latter part of the year seven hundred mui 
thirty nine,* Sheikh Hnssun Tchohauny, discovering also that the ma¬ 
chine of the Persian monarchy was not likely to proceed with suffici¬ 
ent energy op regularity , under tire direction of a delicate and tender- 
hearted female, thought fit, with liltleregurd to lief inclinations, to trans¬ 
fer the sovereign power, together with die person of the princess S&uky 
Beg, to Siilimau Khaim, one of the descendants nf Yeshniout the son 
©t 11 u haiku, whom helium sealed on the tottering throne of Iriu; after 
which, fixing his headquarters, or principal residence,at Qujaun, lie 
found, by the month pf .Sliavaul of the year seven hundred ami forty,f 
that his authority was supported by a numerous and well a flee Led body 
of soldiers. 

In the mean time, after securing liis acquisitions in western Irak, 
Sheikh liussuo the Eylekhauniim, with Jabaun Teymur, the feeble 
monarch of his creation, had quilted Baghdad, and was advancing with 
determined hostility towards Azerb4ijaun ; hut being early opposed 
by Suli man Khaim, and his general, Sheikh Hussun the Tehobauiibut, 
he was defeated in battle with considerable loss, in the concluding 
daj s ot Zallmdje ot the same year, lu consequence of this defeat, the 
kvlekbaiiiiian w r as compelled to return to Baghdad, in circumstances 
of disgrace and humiliation ; while Ilussun Tcfcobauny conducted hit

army to triumph to Tcfans. He there nominated Ameir Seyfitgliatm, 
or Seyfir Aga, the son of Sauky llug by Ameir Tchobaun, under the 
tutelage of his brother MtUk AshruftXie son ofTeymfir Taufth, to the 
government of Persian Mk ; Ameir Peir Husseync the eon of Sheikh 
Mull mud lIjc Tchobaun ian 1 ; whq had, among others, exhibited distin¬ 
guished proofs of intrepidity and martial spirit, in the recent battle, 
was at the same time invested with the government of Fares. 

Having, on the other hand, effected his retreat to Baghdad, Sheikh 
IIussiiii the E vlekhatmian, who had lost two of his principal generals, 
Ameir MahotnmedEysskutl&gh, and Arnetr MusSauf.r Eynauk, in the 
Inie battle, proceeded without eeremonv to dejmsc from Ids til-assorted 
honors, the passive ami unimportant .Tahauii Teynu’ir, on the plea of in¬ 
capacity ; then collecting afresh an army of Arabs and Tartars he ad¬ 
vanced, in the spring of the seven hundred and forty first of the Ifid- 
jerah, # once more towards AzerhAijutit). In Zillmdje of the same 
ycar.t while SfUimao Khaun and the Ameirs of his party were as. 
seinblitig at Oujaufc to resist this new invasion, it happened that, on 
some suspicion of intended violence on the part of his nephew Sheikh 
Muss ini, Ameir Yaughy the son of Tchobaun, should have adopted 
the sudden resolution of withdrawing from the army of Si'ditnaii ; and 
in his flight driving before him to tae number of six thousand horses, 
which lie hud taken from the grounds where they had been Ieft .it pus. 
tore, Ids course tiiiexpeetedly led him through the vicinity of the spot, 
where the EylekTinnnjan lay encamped. Observing the enormous 
cloud of dust occasioned by the motion of such a number of horses, 
and conceiving that they wore about to be attacked by an immense 
force of tiie enemy, the troops of Irak were immediately struck with a 
panic ; and made the best or tlielr way home again, without halting 
to undeceive themselves, To complete the series of fortunate 
events which appeared to favor the aggrandizement of this power¬ 
ful familv, the troops of Togha Teymur Khaun which menaced the 
invasion of Irik about tlUSsuiiie period, in an opposite direction, un¬ 
der liis brother, Sheik Ally K'ovun, were attacked and defeated by Me- 
|, I; Ashruf the son of Teymur l atish, employed against them under 
the authority of the Tdiohauniiin. Sheikh Ally Kfiwun was kilted 
some time afterwards, in an expedition against the Seibcdaurions; and

Subsequent to the disclosure of the above for run ate train of circim 
stances, the Tchohnuiiinn,accompanied by Stillman Khaim, conducted 
an army in the direction oJ'Diaurbekir, committing dreadful ravages ill 
Ids course, particularly in the territory of Moush; where he is described 
to have burnt and destroyed the habitations and the harvests of the de¬ 
fenceless natives, without the exception of either Malujnunedan or 
ip fide l. Oh ids arrival at Mardein, of which the governor submitted 
to his authority, be detached a division of the army, under his cousin 
gentian, i lailjy Beg the son of 1 Inssun Tchobauny, towards Baghdad. 
Here the tide of fortune appears to have turned against him, The di¬ 
vision under Iladjy Beg was entirely defeated by Ameir Hussuu the 
EylekhauhtaOi assisted by Ameir Ally Jenifer, and Kara Utisstin, and 
other chiefs of his party. Rejoined at Mardi in by the fugitives ivho 
escaped from this disaster, the Tcholm tin ian now directed his march 
northward across the Euphrates into Rjume, where he unworthily sig¬ 
nalized Ids vengeance by the total destruction of every town in lh.it 
province, which bad the slightest connection with the party ol his rival; 
and having levied an enormous contribution in specie upon the opu¬ 
lentin habitants of Ejrzerum, lie then withdrew into Asserbaijauu, to take 
up ills residence sitTcbreiz. 

His attention was henceforward principally devoted to the super. 
in tendance of several public buildings, of which he had bud the foun¬ 
dation at that city, and in particular, of a college, and Convent for 
religious Mahonuttedmut, of great extent and magnificence, of w hich 
he lived to sec tlm early completion. Having, however, dispatched 
another army into Uume, under the personal direction of Su liman 
Khaun, assisted by Ameir Yakub Shall; and the expedition terminat¬ 
ing in defeat aud disgrace, the Tchobauuian conceived a suspicion of 
some treachery,or misconduct on the part of Yakub Shall, and*imme¬ 
diately threw him into prison. It would appear, that an adulterous 
in texc curse hid ior some time subsisted betweeq this chief and Ezzetuifc* 
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IcfcytJic wife of Ameir Sheikh Husstin; and the lady, apprehending that 
her paramour had been imprisoned: iu consequence of the discovery 
of the intrigue, immediately determined on the destruction other hus¬ 
band, She prevailed upon three other women of the haratu to assist 
in the atrocious design ; which was successfully carried into execution, 
on the night of the twenty seventh of Rudjub of the seven hundred and 
forty fourth of the Hidjetah* in a way which singularly evinced the 
malignity of female revenge.f 

Having thus accomplished her perfidious design, this abandoned 
profligate, next morning privately fled the palace with her accompli¬ 
ces, and found means to conceal herself in one of the citv baths ; and 
the dread of Sheikh llussun's severity deterring every one from ap¬ 
proaching the apartments of the women, without particular permis¬ 
sion, his death continued for two days unknown. On the third day, 
however, the officers of his train becoming impatient, a female attend¬ 
ant was employed to enquire why their chief had remained for so many 
days invisible? The maid on entering the apartments, found the life¬ 
less body of the Tclioba uni an, alone, the haraut hav ing been abandoned 
by all the women ; and the circumstance was immediately announced 
to the Airteirs. Alter considerable search, the traitress and her ac¬ 
complices were discovered and secured: and by an ignominious death 
made some atonement, however inadequate, for l he enormity oft he crime. 

The disordered fabric of the Persian government was now destined, 
in great part, to devolve to the rigid sway of Mf,lek Ashhuf the sou 
of Teymur T.uish ; a ntan whose tyrannical and Sanguinary disposition 
is described to have made him equally feared and detested by friends 
and enemies. With his brother Sheikh ilussun he had lived on terms, 
alternately, of friendship and hostility; and at the commencement of 
the year seven hundred and forty three, being employed with si body of 
troops In the siege of Sliirauz, he thought lit to abandon his designs 
in that quarter; and returning suddenly to SulUtinUh. lie there en¬ 
tered in to engagements of close amity with his uncle Yaiighy Baussety, 
or Pan sty, the son of Tebobautt; with whom lie shortly afterwards 
retired to Baghdad, where they experienced from Sheikh ilussun tins 
EyU khauninn, every proof of kindness and respect,

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From thence, however, they were soon compelled to remove by the 
characteristic address of Sheikh Has sun the Tehobaunian, who had 

not then suffered through the treachery or his wife; and who found 
means through the intervention of one of the principal citizens, to 
persuade the Evict hi uni an, that Lite two chiefs had repaired to Bagh¬ 
dadi n reality with the concurrence of their relative, ami in order to seize 
an opportunity of making away with his rival. The insidious repre¬ 
sentation found immediate credit with the Eyiekhauman; and he was 
concerting measures to secure the persons of the suspected refugees, 
when they became apprized of their danger, and very seasonably made 
their escape, Having through a thousand difficulties conveyed them¬ 
selves to Ebher, south-east of S hi tan ni ah, they there learnt that Rui- 
inelck the son of Eysskiitligh, with a numerous and splendid retinue, 
was encamped in the neighborhood, and they immediately determined 
on an attempt to surprise him. With the handful of desperate adven¬ 
turers by whom they were attended, they accordingly attacked the en¬ 
campment in the dead of night; and having killed the chief, and posses¬ 
sed themselves of a very considerable booty, they made the best of 
their way to Iisl'ahaan. At that place, by raising heavy contributions 
from the opulent inhabitants of the country, they were enabled to levy 
a numerous body of troops, with which they proceeded towards Shir- 
auz, at this period in possession of Sheikh Abu Ishauck EjnjtJ : but 
when they had advanced w ithin one stage of that city, the death of 
Ameir Sheikh Jlussun the Tcbobaunia.it, os recently described, was 
announced to them ; and on this, they returned with their utmost ce¬ 
lerity into Azerbkijauii, 

It wou ld appear that having, for reasons unexplained, put to death 
Ghouje H ussey ne, the sou of the elder llussun Tchobauny, soon after 
theasflaaination of AmeirSheikh Uuasun Kotitehek, Shlimun Rhutm 
suddenly withdrew towards Karabaugh, conferring the office of the Vix- 
zaumton Hadjy Han&ati, amJTchobaun Akhtatchei,(tbe grand equer¬ 
ry, or master of the horse), lie proceeded then to the enlargement of 
‘Yakub Shah, his college in the unsuccessful expedition into Rume ; 
but possessing, already, resources and influence far beyond the other 
Ameirgot the empire, that chief very early presumed to usurp an over¬ 
bearing predominance over the authority of his su perior. Ileiice, find¬ 
ing his power reduced to a c\pher, Suliman Kliauu dispatched w ith- 
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out delay to solicit the support of Meiek Asliruf and Ameir Yaughy; 
and this was tlie communication which suspended the design against 
Shirans, and hastened their return into Ir&k and Azerbaijauu. They 
reached Sultaunhh on the first day of the new year,* prosecuting their 
march shortly afterwords, for Tehreiz. 

Tending these circumstances, AraeirSeyurghaun, or SeyAr Agft,for 
t!ie name is thus indiscriminately exhibited, who had heen confined 
in the castle of K&rahcMaur, in Hume, by the direction of his nephew 
the late Sheikh Hussuu Tchobnuny, contrived to cutoff the governor 
oft he place; and havingequ ipped himself, and those whojoined him, from 
the stores which that fortress furnished in vast abundance, was also 
approaching Tebreiz. On intelligence of his design, the A me ire Yau- 
ghy attd Mefok Ashrufhastened to meet, and to render all the testimo¬ 
nies of respect and zeal that they conceived to he due to their illustri¬ 
ous relative. From Mamouviah, where the first interview took place, 
they conducted the prince to Ko u fetch eh peyker, a summer palace 
erected by Ameir Tchobaup ; where they remained for a period of 
two months, totally engaged in a course of festivities and amusements, 
which did not, however, prevent the party from becoming every day 
more formidable in reputation and strength. 

After flattering himself with the expectation that the elder A metre, 
whom he had invited to his support, would have readily submitted to 
his authority, Suliman Khaun was considerably mortified to discover 
that his interest formed so trivial a part of their consideration ; and 
he withdrew, on the first opportunity, into Diaurbckir, his minister 
Hudjy l famzub, with t > hey an th- u d- de i n Mahommed Ally Shahv, 
and Emmaud-tid-dein Serauy, quitting him to join Melefe Asliruf 
Nevertheless, in the hope that he should he able to engage the party 
in hostilities among themselves, Emmaud-nd-dein, one of these, ven¬ 
tured to adopt the following expedient. Having left bis tents and 
equipage all standing, he suddenly presented himself to Aineir 
ScyurgUaun, and Y attghy Pansty, and announced to them that Melek 
Asliruf, who was encamped at the distance of a league or two, was 
secretly arming his troops, with the design of attacking them by sur¬ 
prise. The two chiefs upon this, proceeded without delay to prepare 
their followers lo repel the perfidious attempt; while Melek Asliruf 
On his part, alarmed about midnight by a counter-re port, that his kins- 
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A. U. :4'j, men were in motion to circumvent him, stood also to his defence. At 
a. u. ih-n. return of day, .Melek Ashrufsent to demand the occasion of all t ii i * 

ilibuU-ui- a i anil ant i uproctr, since, with the Persian empire yet to conquer, it 
appeared rather premature to dispute about the division. lie was ac¬ 
quainted in reply with the nature of the intelligence communicated 
by Emmaud-ud-dein; to which having solemnly averred that there ex¬ 
isted not the slightest foundation, he further demanded that the incen- 
diary should be immediately conveyed to his presence, as the surest 
means of restoring that harmony which he hud so maliciously endea¬ 
voured to destroy. Emmaud-ud-dein was accordingly conducted to 
the camp of Melek Asliruf, by whom he was immediately put to death., 
The three chiefs then proceeded together to Tebrcis. 

This coalition was, however, not destined to he of any stability or 
duration. Por the inhabitants of Tcbreiz exhibiting for the Anieiri 
Sey&rghouu and Yaughy Pausfcy, as the immediate issue of Ameir 
Tchobaun, far more distinguished marks of respect, than they seamed 
disposed to yield to Melek Ashruf, w ho was only the grandson of tbut 
illustrious chief, the jealousy of the nephew was excited ; and lie re¬ 
moved in displeasure froniTebndz to a place called Sehetid. IV hen he had, 
for some time, continued to reside at this place, he either received, or 
affected to have received, intelligence that his relatives were at last seri¬ 
ously engaged i n a design toattaek hi m, on apart icu larnight. On which he 
ajrmCd ia earnest, and nccompa n ied by oneofh is 8U rvi v ingbrothc rs marc h- 
edstraiglit forTebreiz. Learning, however, on his approach that the ob¬ 
jects of bis vengeance had decamped in the night for Khoui, he pro¬ 
ceeded without delay in pursuit of them; and having arrested their 
retreat on the plain of Aauabad, he there brought them to battle, am) 
in a conflict of considerable obstinacy, entirely defeated them. 

His superiority being completely established by the defeat and flight 
of the Ameirs Seyhrghaun, and Yaughy, Melek Asliruf took up hie 
quarters for the present, at a station called Titeil; where he thought 
b^ofUiePeL^ lt to bestow the sovereign dignity, now extenuated into a 

ifngueiraa*. mere shadow, on a prince of the name of Noushitrauo, allied to the 
monarch of Keptchauk, on whom lie conferred at the same time the 
title of 11 Audul—the just. Soon after this he extended his power 
throughout the territory of Arran, and the whole of Azerbaijani!; but 
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of the individual wliombe thus nominally raised to the royal authority, 
and who uiay he considered as the last of the IVrsi an rootiarchs of tile 
race of Jcngueiz, little further appears to have reached poster!tv. 

1 laving effected their escape front tile late battle to a Station called 
Banin, the Amcirs Yatighy Bausscty and Seyurghaan, qn the other 
hand, dispatched two persons from thence, to sue for an accommoda¬ 
tion with their nephew ; who expressed himself, on his part, extremely 
well disposed to accede to their wishes, at the same time that he urged 
the necessity of their presence on the spot, to share with him in the 
fatigues of government, Seydrghann could not prevail with himself 
to repose any confidence in these professions ; hut retiring into Diar- 
bekir, was there ultimately destroyed bv Sheikh llusmin the Evlc- 
k hau niaii. While A me it Yaugiiy, venturing to commit his destiny to 
the discretion of Mclck Ashruf, was shortly afterwards made away with, 
by means that wore never disclosed. 

Melek Ashruf now conceived himself at liberty to indulge, without 
restraint, in his violent and cruel propensities. In the seven hundred 
mid forty sixth of the Hidjerab, he seized his brother Melek Nasser, and 
confined him to an iron page; and in the year following, in addition to 
the miseries already inflicted upon her by the iron hand of Ashruf, 
the city of Tebreiz was visited by a dreadful pestilence; which ban¬ 
ished from that place, and from the greater part of Azerbaijan n, all who 
possessed the means of securing a tolerable reception In other countries, 
beyond the reach of the oppressor. 

In the spring of seven hundred and forty eight,* at the head of a 
powerful army, the tyrant proceeded to invade the territories, in Ara¬ 
bian Irak, under the authority of Sheikh Hiwiitt the Eylekhaunian, 
and laid siege to the metropolis of Baghdad; his antagonist being un* 
able to keep the field agai ust him. Finding, however, after some time, 
that the enterprise was accompanied with difficulties which he was 
not prepared to surmount, or, according to others, being seized with 
alarming apprehensions in another quarter, Ashruf determined to raise 
the siege; and in consequence of such determination, soon afterwards 
withdrew into Azerbaijani!. 

Three years after wards, namely, in the seven hundred and fifty first 
of the Hidjeralut he marched with fifty thousaud horse to invest Isfa. 
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A, H. 751-52. bauu; which lie foudtl, however, so vigorously protected against bis 
A. i>. i3jQ-jI. courts, by the courage and circumspection of the'Ameirs NQtljm-ud- 
ll iluib-u^ dein, and Kbanjah JVfahmnd, who commanded on the part of Amcir 
Abii I&hauck AynjG, that after a siege of fifteen days, ho consented to 
a treaty .of peace : the lsfaliaunjans agreeing on their part, to include 
the name of the pageant Noushirvann in the Khotbah, to pay down 
tlie sum of two thousand clinaurs of gold, (a sum of no great magnitude 
for such a city) and to send out what was equivalent to one hundred 
thousand more, the produce of their most esteemed manufactories. Sa¬ 
tisfied with tli esc concessions, Mdck Ashniff returned into Azerbaijan n, 
Jle is now said to have abandoned all further views of conquest, and 
to have transferred hisabodeto the town of Rebheia Reshidy; whither, 
aftereausing it to be surrounded by a ditch and rampart, be directed the 
whole of the inhabitants of Tebreiz and the neighborhood, excepting 
perhaps such as were attached to the religious establishments, to he 
removed ; and the new town soon exhibited, in consequence, n popu¬ 
lation which in multitude, far surpassed the hounds of credibility. 

I he murders and confiscations of which this tyrant bad been guilty 
towards all classes of the people, not excepting even his own nearest 
relatives, had, however, been carried to an extent so grievous and op¬ 
pressive, that his mind became at la^t the abode of the most gloomy 
apprehensions. The light was excluded from the apartment which 
lie usually inhabited. The most extraordinary ftfccuut ions wereadop ted 
with respect to what lie eat and drank* Sheep and poultry were kil¬ 
led in his own presence, and the water brought for his use was 
]mured into china .jars under his own inspection ; and five thousand 
guards selected for Lhe purpose were perpetually on duty in his palace. 
Last of all, an iron chain hung round with bells, to which he gave the 
name of the chain of justice, was suspended to the entrance of Ids 
chamber of state*, in order that by putting the bells in motion, such as 
sought redress ol injury might make their complaints ii Mined lately 
known to him. Conceiving perhaps at lhe same time, that his appre¬ 
hensions migh t be m sojne measure alleviated by the soft endearments 
of beauty, he, in the course of the seven hundred and fifty second of 
the I fidjerah,* espoused the daughter of the prince of Mardein; but 
alter sole i mi mug his nuptials with extraordinary magnificence, ho con-

A representation of the accumulated crime* and oppressions of the 
tyrant was, at length, conveyed to Jauny Beg Khaun of Keptchauk, 
through the medium oftlie Kauzy ofBerdya : and that monarch, in the 
course oftlie seven hundred am! fifty seventh of the Hidjerah * was on 
h is march towards Azerbaijan n. Having ascertained the truth of this 
intelligence, Me let Ashruf, after a seclusion of several Years, issued 
from the gates of his favorite abode, and formed an encampment at the 
station of Shabbeghuuzan; his treasure, and jewels, and the most va- 
1 liable of his effects, having been previously conven ed, by a train of 
one thousand camels, ami four hundred mules, towards Oitjaun. Hut, 
finding that Jauny Beg was much nearer at hand, than his information 
had led him to expect, his tears increased upon him to a degree uf per¬ 
turbation ; and charging two of fits confidential domestics, Khan f ib 
Jmtu, and Shukker Khauzen, to conduct the women and lug treasures, 
by the pass of Mezeid, to the well, or reservoir, of Khaujali Rea bid, 
he proceeded himself in the direction of Oujaun ; the domestics being 
instructed to remain in their retreat, until they should hear that he was 
triumphant over his enemies, in which case they were to return to 
r l ebrdz. Otherwise, they were to make the best of their way towards 
Khowi, nonh-efcst of the lake of Van. Having thus far provided for 
the security of all thatuva* moat valuable, Ashruf pitched hi* camp by 
the side of the Mehraiiroinl; detaching A nkliy Jouk, and other Ameirs, 
w ith the main body of Ins troops, and abundantly supplied with anus 
and treasure, towards Oujaun. After this, with two thousand of his 
household troops and domestics, he took post apart from danger on 
a range of hills, somewhere in the vicinity, to await the issue of the 
impending contest. 

Until convinced, by the evidence of their own senses, of the over¬ 
whelming force led on byJauny Reg, and of the impracticability of such 
an attempt, the generals of Ashruf had, on first assembling at On- 
jatin, formed a plan of surrounding the O Uzbeks. But they no sooner 
viewed the formidable array, and vast multitudes the invaders, t baft 
all their bolder plans gave way to the despair of effectual resistance ; 
and they immediately dispersed in every possible direction, Melek 
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Ashruf, on the hills w here he had taken post, was soon apprized oft Ins 
prelude to the consummation of his destiny, 11* returned immech- 

Ulv to Shubbeghauzau; and having rested there for one ntfht. he 
continued his retreat towards the pass, within which he had directed 
hi* domestics with their sacred charge, to await his instructions. In 
themean time be was forsaken by the wboteof Ins attendants, two keorg- 
Uu .laves excepted, with whom he reached the spot where he expected 
to find his family. Bet on intelligence of the fatal reverse m their 
master's fortune, the men, to whom he had consigned the precious de¬ 
posit of all that remained valuable to him. proceeded to pillage his ef¬ 
fects, and to set the women at large. The cruel disclosure that thus 
awaited him at the well of Reshid could not contribute to revive hi* 
hopes - and lie finally directed his trembling steps towards kliowi, for¬ 
merly mentioned. On the way to that place, he ventured to solicit 
a fetv hours 1 repose at the residence of a certain Sheikh Mabommed 
Balektchei, perhaps Baikhy, who received him with every outward 
demonstration of respect and kindness ; but who, at the same moment, 
dispatched a message to the Ktiaun of Keplchauk, to acquaint him with 

the retreat of his unhappy guest. 

The person of Ashruf was immediately secured by an officer employed 
for the purpose by the O Uzbek monarch, and he was now conducted 
a prisoner to Tcbreiz ; where, from the terraces of their houses, the 
inhabitants cast ashes on his bead, and otherwise treated him with 
every mark of indignation and insult, in return for tins multiplied op¬ 
pressions which he had accumulated upon them. The ensuing day 
he was conveyed to Onjaun, to the presence of Jauny lJeg Khaun ; 
IVhose first and only question on his approach was, “ wherefore lie had 
11 desolated the noble countries placed at Ins discretion by the indul¬ 
gence of a capricious fortune }" To which he replied, that the evils 
ascribed to him bad been perpetrated without ids concurrence, by the 
agents of bis government. Jnuuy Beg then quitted (Jujaun, ftml en¬ 
camped on the banks of the Husbtroud; where lie caused the wretched 
Ashruf shortly afterwards, to atone with bis blood, for the crimes 
committed either Uy himself, or under the sanction of lifa authority. 
His bead was conveyed to Tcbreiz, and suspended to the raven mosque 
m ibat city, Jauny Beg followed at his convenience, and enter- 
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Ing at the head often thousand troops, took up his abode in the palace A. II. 7 &R. 
of the successors of Huinuku, in the same metropolis. Having then Ar lx 1a&7 ‘ 
vested the government of the conquered countries in his son lierdy Uabtib-n*. 

At ST 

Beg Kbaun, he finally returned towards the Volga j taking with him ' 
the greater part of the treasures, together with a son and daughter, of 
the tyrant Ashrnf, 

These concluding events appear to have taken place during the seven 
hundred and fifty eighth of the llidjerah, under which we have accord¬ 
ingly ventured to class them. 

Not long after his return into Keptcbank, Jaiiny Beg Khatin reppsed 
from aJJ his cares in the chamber of death; and this event requiring 
the presence of lierdy Beg tosecurc the throne of his ancestors,the pro¬ 
vince of Azerbaijann was imutediatvlv abandoned to its fate. An 
opportunity thus occurred of which Aulthy Jouk, the child'recently 
adverted to, did not neglect to avail himself; and lie accordingly hast¬ 
ened, with tlie assistance of the relatives of Mek-k Ashrtif and the 
friends of the family, to take possession of Tebreiz. Of that city, and 
of the territory of Azerbaijani! depending upon it, he appears to have 
made himself master without difficulty; after which, committing the 
subordinate adoiin is trail on of the government to the discretion of Em¬ 
ma utL-ud-dein M.dimlid the Ivi rinaimi-jn, and Abu Bukkcrthe son 
of Ally the J ilium ran, he kindled afresh the devouring (lames of op- 
prtssion and violence, and restored, in aU its iniquitous fonnsatid prac¬ 
tices, the hated system of the tyrant Ashrtif. 

Sultan Aw kiss, the sou of Arne ir Sheik hllussu it Eiizurg, second of 
the Eylekliauniuns. 

After having, for many years, maintained himself in independent 
power, over Baghdad, and the territory adjoining to the Tigris, Sheikh 
IJimun the Eylkhaouian, not unfrequently entitled Sheikh Nussuti 
timmrg—the greater, appears to have died a natural death sonic time 

in the course of the seven I.. and fifty seventh of the Jlidjerah; on Sultan Aw kiss, 

w hich the chit?is at Lacked to his government concurred in bestowing the ll,} H,r lljC L - J ’ 
diadem and authority of tiic father, on Sultan A weiss, his eldest son by 
Uilshaud Khautun, the daughter of Teymur Taush, and sister of his 
inveterate rival Sheikh llusstm Tohobuuiiv. This prince tlien stic- 
l. etkrd to his iatlicr’s government in tludjub of the year sewn hundred 
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A. H. 7 &&- 0 O. and fifty scv^n ;*aud he proved, according to our author, without exag- 
A 11 ' U57 ** e ‘ geratfon of language, ajust and humane sovereign, the father of his peo¬ 
ple, and the liberal encourager of genius and learning in every shape. 
Aided by the fame oi his virtues, he experienced therefore but little 
difficulty in reducing to his authority, in a very short space of time, 
the whole of Irak Ajem, with Azerbaijann. and Arran ; and in reco¬ 
vering, at least, the western provinces of the Persian empire, from that 
abject state of misery to which they bad fallen, under the flagitious 
tyranny of its recen t oppressors, 

I n the spring of the seven hundred and fifty ninth of the Ilidjerab, 
lvhcn it was well ascertained that JJerdy Urg Khaim had returned into 
Kept chan k T and that Aukhy Jouk had made himself master of A zer- 
baijaim on Ids departure, Sultan Aweiss quitted his capital of Bagh¬ 
dad, at the head of a numerous and formidable army, and directed his 
march for lebreiz. In some part of the intervening mountainous fron¬ 
tier, he was resolutely opposed by Aukby Jouk ; and a conflict of two 
days ensued between the hostile chiefs, on the former off which nei¬ 
ther pre tended to claim the victory : but, on the second day, the Sul- 
inti succeeded in driving Ids adversary from the field of bat tie. Aukhy 
Jouk retired towards Tebrtiz closely followed by Ids conqueror; to 
whom on his approach, he abandoned that metre "ml is, without resis¬ 
tance, continuing his own retreat towards Nakhtchiiaun, Sfiltan Aw 
ciss entered Tebreiz shortly afterwards, and took up his quarters in the 
palace of the Reshidian family; where he received the submission of 


the Ameirs of the party of Ashrufi These lie treated, at first, w ith 
distinguished kindness ; but at the expiration of a few days conceiving 
some suspicion of treachery, he condemned not less than forty seven of 
them, during the sacred month of Rarazaun * to perish by the sword 
oiThe executioner, A remnant escaped, however, to join Auk by 
Jouk, with whom they next proceeded from Nakhtchiiaun toKarnhau-h. 

Not long after this, Ameir Ally ReUttin was detached by Sufom 
A weiss, to crush the designs of the enemy. 1) ut, in consequence of 
*oroe secret discontent which he harboured against his employer this 
commander either through treachery or criminal mi S «mduct, suffered 
hunseit to be defeated : nd the Sul tan was compelled, by theconstemati- 
011 which followed among ins troops, to abandon Azerbaijani!, and return 
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to Baghd&d. Hence, AukltyJonk found himself in a situation to repos- 
sess himself once more, of that devoted proviitce, aud to resume at Id* 
sure liis plan* of oppression and violence. 

1.. the spring of seven hundred and siJty,* he was, however, mailed 
troin another quarter, and finally driven from Tebreiz, by Miibaurez> 
ud dem Mahommed of the race of Muzuffur, with the army of H|,jr- 
flU *- He now separated from the associates of Ilia turbulent designs 
and took sanctuary with a certain devotee of the name of Snddur-ud- 
ddn Kebaun, whom he had adopted as his spiritual father. Some time 
afterwards, Saltan A weiss recovered Azerbaijan n t on the retreat of the 
Shirauzian; and prevailed upon him, by a promise of indulgent and li¬ 
beral treatment, to quit his asylum, and repair to the presence. But, 
when he had cont i lined for sometime to enjoy r he advantages of theSfil- 
*?* humane protection, he could not bewithheld fromeutcrir."afresh 
ttiih Ally Peiltun, and Jullaul-ud-dem the Kazyinian, into a conspir- 
aey to subvert the government of his protector ; and the design bein- 
discovered to the Sultan, by the Sheikh Siiddur-iid-deiu recently aJ ! 
lutkd to. Auk by Jouk and his accomplices were immediatelycon¬ 
demned to die for their ingratitude. 

To omit the recital of -some events of little moment, which distin¬ 
guished the intervening period, the narrative maybe suilercd to pass 
without much injury to the subject, to the seven hundred and sixty- 
fifth of the Hidjerali;t when Khaujah Merjan, who conducted the 
government of Baghdad, as the lieutenant of SiUtan A weiss, ventured 
to exalt the standard of rebellion against the authority of his superior. 
The Saltan marched without delay to chastise the disobedience of hi* 
refractory vassal, who appeared at first disposed to hazard a con diet 
in the field ; but the banners of liis master no sooner met bis view, 
than he conceived himself abundantly fortunate to make good his 
retreat, behind the walk of Baghdad, after destroying the bridge of 
the Tigris .$ The day following, however, calculating oti the distin¬ 
guished moderation and clemency of his offended sovereign, he threw 
open the gales, and dispatched the whole of the principal and most res-

ations, by pardoning the offences of this audacious and ungrateful rebel. 

Having devoted a period of eleven months to a variety of amuse- 
menta at Baghdad, Sultan A vveiss conferred the government of that place 
on Sultan Shall his treasurer, and proceeded towards Mossule ; which 
he succfcitod in wresting from the possession of the brother of Ikhrara 
Klumhdi the Turkman. From Module, he continued his inarch up¬ 
wards to the plains of Moush, where lie gave batik to the same Belt¬ 
ran Khaujah, who is described as the uncle of the afterwards cele¬ 
brated Kara Y&ssuf; and having carried pillage and desolation through 
all the possessions of tha tribe, that of the K'lrakuynbV, or black wea¬ 
thers. he returned by the route of Klrakelelsbia, or the black churches, 
to the metropolis of Tebrciat. 

While the Sultan was absent at Baghdad on this occasion, Meli k 
Kaivtts the son ol Keykobaud, prince ol Slur vault, whose descendants 
retained a considerable share of distinction even to the days in which 
the author composed bis history,* embraced the opportunity to make 
two successive incursion* into the territory of Karabnugh ; from whence 
he transported the greater part of the pnpu la l ion into lm own country. 
On bis return into Azerbaijann,I the Sultan*, on intelligence of these 
repeated acts of agression, resolved to employ his minister 13 eh rain 
Hog, with other distinguished chiefs, to chastise the insolence of the 


aggressor, and finally to reduce Shirvami. The troops of Sul tan A wens 
entered the ptovmqe accordingly in great force, Melek Kawtis retiring 
betore them into, or within the range of, the strong holds of his coun¬ 
try. \\ In n the invading generals had continued, however, for a period 
oi min. months, to harass his dominions in every direction, without 
evincing in any shapen disposition to withdraw, the prince ofShirvauii, 
considering that if lie did not contrive by a seasonable submission, to 
avert the mischief, Ids country must be finally ruined, adopted the 
hazardous resolu tion of deliver. ng hi* person inU> lhe hailds of Behram 

«eg; by whom he was immediately conveyed in tetters to the pre¬ 
sence^ h«s sovereign. After an imprisonment of three months, his 
confidence m the liberality ot bis adversary, was justified by a restora- 
l,0n 10 llle S° vemmMt of I* ^tive and hereditary dominion.

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From this period to the seven hundred and scventv first of the Hi 1 
.Kml., the only events recorded by the historian, are the dfcdtitf'w 
Kaussrm the brother of Sultan Awtm, of Sultan Shah Khizeri the 
fovernor offiaghdM, who was iwcceetfed by Khmijuh Marfan* ami of 
the Saltan s favorite minion, Relir.un Shalt; for the latter of whom he 

appears to have exhibited some mi precede n ted demonstrations of -rief 
and mourning. ° 

During the year seven hundred and seventy one, nearly three him 
dred thousand persons are stated to have perished, either in or about 
Tebrejz > c>fa dreadful pestilential disorder ; and in the course of the th\ 
lowing year, Ameir Wully, who, on the assassination ofTogha Tev- 
mur Khaim, had possessed liimsdfof the territory of JutfauDadioim,^ 
to the south-east angle of the Caspian, discovering some designs hostile 
to the suit 1 tori tv of Sul tan Aiveiss, the hitter proceeded in force to- 
wards that quarter. In an obstinate conflict which took place in the 
territory uf Rev, Ameir Wully was totally defeated by the Eylkhimn- 
iau; who pursued his routed troops without intermission, and with 
great slaughter* all the way to Semnaun. At that place the Sultan 
relinquished the pursuit, and, having conferred the government or Key 
upon IvutlugShah, returned into Azerbaijani, Two years afterwards, 
on the departure of K thing Shah tor Isfhhaan, the same government 
w as vested in Aadet Aga, of whom much will occur in the subsequent 
pages; but ofvvhom, for the present, it will be sufficient to state, that 
lie was the same person referred to, by the historians of these times, 
under the design* tt n of Suurck Aadet; that he commenced his ca¬ 
reer as superintendent of the arsenal; after which, becoming enrol led 
in the train ofS&Hman Begum, the foster mother of Sii I tan A wdss, 
he gradually attained to the most important governments under the 
E\ Ikhaunian monarchy. 

During the seven hundred ami seventy third of the Hidjcrah, Is men¬ 
tioned the death of Ameir Zaulied, the brother ofSukmi Aweits; who 
fell from the terrace of the palace of Oujaun, In a fit of intoxication, and 
was kilted on the spot. In the course of the same year, Ameir Wully 
appeared before the gates of Siwah, which he attacked and carried by 
assault. Mubatirek Shah the governor, after concealing hims>11 for 
some days, finally secured the protection of the conqueror, by present- 
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ing him with Bis daughter, a maid of singular beamy and attractions. 
TLieJurjauninnwirhdrews1 1 or11 yuftertrardsto b i row n province. Melik 
Kftwus dying in the course of the year seven hundred and seventy three, 
the country of Sbirvaun was bestowed on his sou Hosliung; who bad 
accepted of some employment under the authority of Sultan A weiss. 

The government of Baghdad was consigned to Khaujah Serour, on 
the death of Khaujah Merjan, towards the conclusion of the seven 
hundred and seventv fifth of the lliiljt rah : and in seven hundred 
and seventy six, that part of the city which lay along the Tigris, being 
overwhelmed by an extraordinary inundation of ihe river, neaT forty 
t h o u s an<1 o f the i n hah i t a n ts pe ri sli ed a m on g t h e r u i ns, K h aujah Ser- 
our is said to have been so deeply affected hy t his unforeseen calamity, 
as to have died of grief; on which his government was transferred to 
IVejeiab-ud'dein Ismiieil, the son of Nejeib-ud-dein the Vezieir. 

Towards the end of the latter Rebbeia of the same year, the 77f>ih of 
the Hidjerah,* Sultan Aweiss was attacked by a severe and dangerous 
disorder, from which Itc never recovered. According to the relation 
offlauffez Abrii, he had been apprized of the period of his-death for 
three months previous to the attack which produced it; and lie hud in 
consequence, made every arrangement preparatory to the awful crisis, 
even to Ids shroud and coffin. The symptoms of his approaching dis¬ 
solution became,at last, sufficiently visible to all, and the Amcirsand 
officers oflih court assembled round the pillow of their amiable sover¬ 
eign, to receive Ids dying instructions. The Sultan expressed a desire 
that the succession to the supreme power, should be considered to have 
devolved to his son liilsseyue, and the government of Baghdad and 
western Irik to Sheikh Husruii; hut, as the hitter was.the elder brother* 
he left them to decide, whether he would submit to such mi arrange¬ 
ment, The courtiers considering this a sufficient warrant for their 
proceedings, hastened to secure the person of Hussun, whom they 
immediately threw into imprison mem. The Sultan breathed his last, 
on the night of the second of the latter Ju mm nudy and the devoted 
llussun was the same night, dispatched to accompany the spirit of his 
father,

ficicnt to ensure a prosperous and splendid reign, the new monarch sEYSK,UUof

Early Ini the spring of the seven hundred and seventy seventh ot tire 
Ilidjerab, Sultan Ilfcscyne conducted a force against the possessions 
of Behram Khaujah, mid Kura Mahommed, the Turkmans ; who had 
by this lime established themselves at Arjts, or Arjish, and in the 
territory adjoining, north westward, to the lake ot Van, Having wit¬ 
nessed the successive reduction of many of their castles, the Turk¬ 
man chiefs, finally submitted to a treaty, under which they engaged, 
by way of tribute, to furnish the Sultan with an annual supply of 
t wenty thousand sheep. In the course of the same year he was, how- 
t ver defeated with great loss, at Jormaukhan, by Shah Shiijja, the son of 
M ahum liied of the race of MAzufinr, Urn Shiraiman, and compelled to 
fly to Baghdad, lint when lie had continued, for a period of about 
three months, to enjoy the frui ts of his victory at I, ebreiz,Shull ShOjia 
being recalled toShirauz, to oppose the hostile designs ot Iris brother 
Yaheya, Sultan 11usseyne hastened to avail himself of the opportu¬ 
nity to regain his capital. 

Subsequent to this, for some time at least, the Siiltan appears to have 
resigned himself to Ins pleasures ; and removing from Tehreiz to Oo- 
jaun, he fixed his permanent residence at the latter place, inviting 
A a de I Aga from Suttauniah to take upon himself the entire manage¬ 
ment of the government; and this the latter accordingly proceeded to 
exercise with unlimited con trout. 

Such a delegation of authority proved, however, as had been exper¬ 
ienced on a variety of former occasions, the source of senoua discon¬ 
tent among the Amcirs ; and a combination was soon concerted among 
them to ruin the minister. In order to assist in the execution o! their 
design, they undertook to recal from Syria, whither he had been ban- 
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A. H. rsivsa. idhedl for life by the Sultan, a certain Kauzy Sheikh Ally; and soon 
A- D ii 57 tt.no. n ft eT the return of this person, they proceeded in the course of some 
jjakitm*' public discussion of affairs, to declare to A add Aga, that although they 
had hitherto acquiesced without remonstrance in the authority which 
he had been chosen to exercise, they were now come ton resolution 
no longer to submit to it. The Aga replied, with apparent unconcern, 
that they were perfectly at discretion to judge for themselves; and 
immediately quitting the assembly repaired to his own mansion, and 
from thence, without giving them time to deliberate on their further 
plans, made the best of his wpy to Sultauniab. The factious chiefs 
repented, when too late, that they had suffered an adversary so dan¬ 
gerous to escape the toils : and they emplovcd aa agent to endeavor, 
by every concession in their power to make, to prevail upon him Lu 
return. The minister was, however, not to be imposed upon by pro¬ 
fessions so insidious, and continued his journey without remission, 
until be reached the plain under the walls of SuUauniah. Soon after 
he had thus escaped from his enemies, he gave protection to Shall 
Idunsor, who had fled from Shirans to avoid the resentment of his bro¬ 
ther Shah Shujia; and he obtained the government of Hama^auo fqr 
the fugitive. 

Sultan IIusscvno, tinder considerable alarm with respect tn the ul¬ 
timate views of his Ameirs, on the flight of Amici Aga* availed him¬ 
self of the pretence of a ride to the country, to «ithdraw as suddenly 
from OujflUD, anti to hasten with all the celerity of which lie was ca¬ 
pable, to Tebretz ; where he immediately prepared to. defend himselfc 
bv barricading the streets and entrances into tin* town. On the elope¬ 
ment of theSkltan, the seditious nobles threw offall further, rest mint ; 
and liavi'ng distributed the contents of the treasury am) arsenals among 
their followers, proceeded straight for Baghdad, 1 n the mean time, i 11 - 
ti lligctice of their movements was early conveyed by the Sultan to 
Aadcl Aga, and they were pursued by that minister, accompanied by 
Shnh Munsur the Shiraiizian, without delay, at the head of five thous¬ 
and horse. They were overtaken by the advanced guard of ihcse 
troops under Shah Munsur, at the station of AUunkoiw ; and part of 
them having dispersed for safety, the remainder claimed the protection 
of Muns&r, who unguardedly promised them their lives. Kauzy

Sheikh Aliy and others of the disaffected Amcirs, who had thus v .K* A H m 
rendered themselves, were now conducted to the camp of Aadel A f A, l>. mia-sa. 
who immediately hastened in charge of them towards Tebreiz. Whei,Tl*beibuv 
he reached Mcraugiiah, on the way to that metropolis, in consequence je - vr * 
of a letter from the Sultan written in letters of gold with his own hand, 
the minister, however, in spite of the most serious remonstrances on 
the part of 5 bah Munsiir, who had pledged himself for their personal 
safety, directed the whole of the prisoners to he put to death ■ with 
the exception of the factious Kauzv, who contrived to redeem hi insult 
from i he sword of the executioner, at the ex pence of one hundred to- 
lnauns.* Shah Munsiir immediately withdrew to namadaim, highly 
offended at the disregard with which his intercession in behalf of the 
rebellious Ameira, bad been thus treated ; while Aadel Aga continu' d 
his march to Tebreix, where additional favors awaited him from the 
gratitude of his sovereign. 

On the death of Ivhaujah Scrour, Ameir farmed, the son of the Vez- 
zeir Zekkareia, had, as formerly noticed, succeeded to theigovernment 
of Baghdad. Having, however, by his indiscriminate advancement 
of individuals of low birth and vicious morals, given considerable of* 
fence to Shalizadith Sheikh Ally the son of Sultan A weiss, who re¬ 
sided there at this period in a private capacity, Ameir Istu&eil was 
unexpectedly, attacked on his way to the principal mosque. One Friday 
in the TtiSd of the Ilidjeralt, and assassinated, by the man who bore 
hisqiiivcrt and his unde, in endeavoring to assist him against the mur¬ 
derer, shared his fate. The assassin ami his accomplices hastened 
immediately to the presence of the Shahzbdah to announce w hat had 
passed; without,however, obtaining credit for their information, until 
they had returned for the head of the fallen chief, which was then sus¬ 
pended to the end of abeam ill the walls of his own palace. On this 
subject, it is described as a remarkable circumstance, that while he 
was one day superintending the progress of the building, a carpenter 
was about to ciit off the end, of ibis very beam, because it projected 
through the wall; when Ismleil himself interposed with the observation

When these proceedings became known at Tebreiz, SAllan Ilusscvne 
yielded with a good grace to confer the government of Baghdad upon 
his brother ; assuring him in the letters which accompanied the patent 
of investiture, that he colt Id not entertain the slightest objection to his 
assuming the authority which had thus incidentally fallen to him ; tic 
should only recommend it as a measure of expedience, t hut sonic irobU'. 
man of muk and talents might he retained about his person, in order 
to superintend the discipline of the soldiery,.and watch over the peace 
and tranquillity of the people at large ; and fur this object, any per¬ 
son of that class whom he thought fit to name, should be immediately 
directed to attend liis orders. The agent employed to convey these 
dispatches, returnrd to his master highly gratified with (he reception 
which he had experienced from the Stodizadah { although the Litter 
proceeded to exercise his own discretion, in Ids choice of the officers 
of his government; bestowing the charge of the Vizzaurut upon Abdul- 
rm'lck Thmghatchci, and raising the murderers of A meir tsunami 10 the 
most distinguished appointments under his authority. 

Finding, however, on experience, that his affairs derived hut little 
advancement from the exertions of such men ns these. Sheikh All vat 
hist directed his views towards L’eir Ally Buudek, the governor of 
Shush ter on the part of Shah Shiijia the Shimuzian ; who had for¬ 
merly served among his stipendiaries, and whom he now invited to 
Baghdad. 1 eir Ally gladly accepted the invitation, and was uivested 
) e i?- a I i on his arrival, with the uucoiitroulcd admini.[ration 
ol'ihe government ; and he succeeded in a short time, in reducing the 
whole of Arabian Irak under the authority of his employer. 

Hus was mi extension of power, that did not exactly square with 
the views ol Sujtan Iltisseync and his minister; and, accordingly, as 
soon as lie had assembled and equipped u sufficient force for the* expe¬ 
dition, that prince proceeded, in the spring of the seven hundred and 
eighty second of the ilidjerah,* towards Baghdad. Sbahaftdah Sheikh 
ALh.and his minister abandoned the place, at his approach, without 
resistance, and retired to Shush ter, the capital of Khflzistaun; whi- 
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rtter, had the intreaties ofAadel Agtiavailed, they would havebotr Mm . ^ h. 
mediately pursued by the undivided force of the Tebriaans totVir a. t>. iaw t it, 
entire extermination. But, the habits of debauchery to which theSfcV 'Htfwtb-iu- 
Ian was become now deplorably devoted, irresistibly attracted hint to * fT ' 
Baghdadi while Aadel Aga, with a part only of the army, proceeded, 
under considerable dissatisfaction of mind, towards Shushter. There 
in a short time, he concluded a treaty with the enemy; o:tiy stipulating, 
that the Shahssftdab should for the future confine himself to the terri¬ 
tory of Sluts liter, and the province of Khftaistaiin, without interfering 
any more with the government of Baghdad, Aadel Aga rejoined Sultan 
Husscyne on the tenth of Zilhmige ;* but perceiving in the monarch 
no disposition to abandon bis effeminate courses, he left him ibr the 
last time ; and with the troops ot bis own government, returned to 
Sultauuiah, where be proceeded to exercise without restraint, all the 
powers of independent authority. 

Not long afterwards, the principal inhabitants of Baghdad, with a 
remittance of four hundred tomaiins in specie, conveyed to Sbalizadah 
Sheikh Ally, and his minister at Slid sitter, an invitation to return and 
resume bis authority among them. This, they did not conceive them- 
selves under anv engagement lo decline ; and they accordingly advanced 
without further delay into Arabian Irak. The effeminate Sultan lids- 
scyne contented himself with dispatching two of bis generals, Mah¬ 
mud Duwauty.andOmar Keptehauky, to oppose the design; but these 
commanders being defeated with great slaughter,and taken prisoners, 
by Pair Ally Uaudek, the Sultan quitted Baghdad on intelligence of 
the disaster, with a precipitation which partook of all the circumstances 
of a disgrace! u l flight. Making, however, the best of Ins way towards 
Tebreiz, lie ultimately contrived to rcaeh that place in safety, alter 
experiencing a thousand difficulties, ami being reduced to practice a 
thousand shifts and expedients. 

About the period at which Sultan Husscyne returned to Tebreiz, in 
tliL^se circumstances ot defeat and distress, Aadel Aga was imploded 
in recovering some of the castles in the territory of Hey, which had 
been taken possession of by Atrveir Wully ; who had by this lime ex¬ 
tended his authority from Juijaud into Mazanderauo westwards. D)s- 
regarding all con side rut ions of personal Kazan r,, in order to conedi* 
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A. (L Wt. ate, and pethapa restore to himself the confideUGo of Aadtd Aga, the 
A. I), ma. Suilmi did not hesitate to detach to his support the greater part of the 
frUbnU-u** troops of bis province; thus resigning the protection of himself and 
ir - T ' iiis capital, to a very slender and in-competent force. Such was his situ¬ 

ation, when in the early part of the seven hundred and eighty' fourth of 
the Hidjerah, Itis brother Sultan Ahmed, sufficiently celebrated under 
the title of Sultan Ahmed Jullaeir, than whom in audacity of mind, 
according to our author, this earth has seldom produced the equal, 
carried aw ay by an unprincipled ambition of power, suddenly quitted 
Tebretaand took the road to Ardebeil, which he held injagueir, or feu, 
dal subjection tinder the authority Qfli is brother. 1’rom Ardobeil, in spite 
of every solicitation on the part of Sultan Hthg&eync to return, lie pro¬ 
ceeded towards Mogltaun, and from thence into the peninsula of Aran, 
between the Cvrus and A raxes, where he succeeded in assembling a 
body of troops ; and at the head of these he now retraced his steps in¬ 
wards the metropolis of Azerbaijani). On the fifteenth of Sulfur of the 
seven hundred and eighty fourth of the HUJjerah,* he entered that me¬ 
tropolis by surprise; and although the unhappy Sultan contrived to 

conceal himself in the first moments of alarm, he was however early 

¥ 

discovered, and the same night condemned to die, through the merci¬ 
less rigour of an unfeeling brother. 

This prince appears to have enjoyed his precarious sovereignty for 
a period of eight years- five mouths, and two and twenty days ; but, if 
the representation of some historians be true, that, notwithstanding Ins 
acknowledged singular endowments, he was not only immoderately 
addicted to his pleasures, but guilty of actions equally inconsistent 
w ith the dignity of a monarch, and unworthy of his character as a man, 
bis fate could not have been either long,or extensively lamented. 

Sultan Aujied Jullaeir, and Sultan Bayeszi d, last of the Eyi.- 

KHAUS* IAS’S. 

It is here repeated that Sultan Ahmed the son of A weiss, was a prince 
Set/FA* AitMtv not 1<fS6 distinguished lor his singular audacity, than for hi* Bangui* 
Jullaeir, ten of nary and turbulent spirit, the gloominess of his mind, and the unre- 
Ibr EJ i^iiniiin,. ft n ting cruelty and injustice of his disposition. With these qualities, 
he is however allowed to have possessed from nature some very con¬ 
siderable endowments, and in particular he Is described to have been

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*h unrivalled proficient in music. But without entering furtheiVnto a. h. mt. 
the discussion of these points, which cannot at preset be very mat-. a.D, '36*- 
Hill, the author proceeds to state, that however he hail stained the palace 
ofTebrci* with the blood of one brother, there yet remained another 
in Sultan Ttayez7.it!, who with some difficulty contrived to effect his 
escape to Siiltauniah, to dispute his claims to the sovereign power. 

At that place Sultan Uayczzid was received with distinction and re¬ 
gard by A add Aga, who declared in support ofhis authority; which 
be immediately prepared to assert with all the force ofhis government. 

A add Aga was accordingly soon on his march towards Tehrciz, having 
first, on some jealousy or other, found it expedient to confine the per- * 
son of Shah Munsurthe S htrauziau, to the fortress ol'Kerrantii. h c _ 
ing however deserted on his arrival at the town ofMiaunah, by Vnughy 
Baussetv the son of Ally Aviiaub, and AUG. S&eid the son of Deher 
Mdek, these two dm is conveyed intelligence of his approach and 
that of Bayezzid, to Sultan Ahmed ; and the latter, whose power was 
as yet but imperfectly established, Very gladly availed himself of this 
early information, to abandon Tebreiz; which was, shortly afterwards 
entered without resistance, by A add Aga and his royal associate. Con¬ 
signing the government of Tebreiz to Abbas Aga and Mussaufer JTnii- 
datebei, A add Aga continued his march to Martini : from whence he 
detached two ofhis captains, Mahmud Dowauty, and Kara Bostaiun, 
towards the A raxes, or liras, with orders to establish themselves on 
that river, and to setae and fortify the bridge of Zcta-ubmdlk, A If 
which was accomplished without difficulty. 

In the mean time, Sultan Abmed contrived to open a secret corres¬ 
pondence with these two commanders, as well as with Abbas and Mils* 
sank r, who bad been left in charge oi'Tebreiz : and he dually succeeded 
in persuading them, that the services which they rendered to another 
were justly due to himself alone. This change of disposition on the 
part of bis followers, was by sonic means or other intimated to A ad el 
Aga, and be conceived it prudent to return without delay to Suttsun- 
iah ; while Sultan Ahmed, on intelligence of his retreat, dispatched 
Hamzah, one of bis generals, accompanied by Yaughy Bausscty, and 
ALA Suckl recently mentioned, towards Tebreiz, These chiefs, on ap¬ 
proaching the neighborhood of that city, and observing from afar the 
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column of troops under Mussattferand Abbas, who were marching to 
join Sultan Ahmed, mutually expressed an apprehension, that if Abbas 
and his collogue, who were both of the same national stock with the 
SLilian, that of Jultieir, were once admitted to a familiar intercourse 
with the prince, the result must necessarily prove, an acquisition of 
influence over his councils, far superior to any thing to which they could 
pretend. It was therefore determined at once to set their minds at 
rest on this point, before the objects of their jealousy were suffered 
to proceed any further; and the uvo chiefs were accordingly put to 
death, at the conference which necessarily took place, and before they 
had yet opened their lips in explanation of their design*. The heads 
of the two commanders were conveyed to Sultan Ahmed; who thought 
fit, since the act was past redemption, and however privately he dis¬ 
approved of it, for the present to dissemble his resentment. He soon 
afterwards re-entered Tebretz, and for some time devoted his attention 
to regulate the government, and to conciliate the minds of the people. 

lie had not, however, been long thus laudably engaged, when sud¬ 
denly interrupted in hi* pursuits, by reports repeatedly announced of 
the approach of SUahzadah Sheik It Ally, and I’eir Ally iJaudck; who 
had been drawn into Azerbaijann by the insidious representations of 
A ad el Aga. The Sultan hastened to oppose, and to give them battle; 
which he was enabled to do, on the banks of the hufi-roud, or seven 
rivers ; but, his left wing being thrown into confusion by the unex¬ 
pected desertion of Omar the Ktptcbaukian, who went over to the 
enemy, he was totally defeated, and compelled to retire by the route of 
Khowy, to Nakhtcbuaim. Here, however, at the tomb of Peir Mu- 
hoinmcd Nakhtchftaimy, be had an interview with Kara Muhomuied 
the Turkman, whose aid he earnestly solicited to obtain vengeance on 
his enemies. 

The Tfuk man chief expressed bis readiness-to embark in his quarrel; 
stipulating, however, that the Sultan should on his pari engage, first, 
that his troops, when the enemy were brought to action, should remain 
inactive spectators, at n place which at the proper period would be 
pointed out to them, and so continue until with his ow n followers the 
Turkman should have decided the victory ; and secondly, that in the 
event of success,he should relinquish all claim to share in the booty. 
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Whatever it might prove, To Imth these stipulate SiUan Ah mc d t i. nm. 
suhsciibed without difficulty. On which, with rii ailiirc» which *• !*• imu-ua. 
evinced considerable skill in tlie art of war, the Turkman proceeded hi ILbdii-uv 
tbnn a body of five thousand men, draw n together for the occasion, 
into separate Kushnns, or battalions oft hr ee hundred cadi; and sub¬ 
dividing each Kushfin into sections of thirty men, lie further directed 
that these should advance to gall the enemy with their arrows, in dis¬ 
tinct parties of ten ; alternately retiring and relieved by the succeed¬ 
ing parties in rotation, until the issue of the contest should be deter¬ 
mined. I n this disposition Kara Mahommed gave battle to theShah- 
zfiduh Sheikh Ally, and Petr Ally Baudck; both of whom fidliii^ f u 
the course of the action, the Turkmans obtained a signal victory, and 
returned to their stations, with an immense booty. Sultan Ahmed 
again repossessed himself of Teh re in; and in derision of hi* attempts to 
subvert bis authority, transmitted the head of Peir Ally, to Am Jed Aga 
at Sl’iltan 11 tuli. 

Shortly afterwards, however, Aadel Aga was again on his march for 
Tcbrciz ; hut some mutual proposals towards an accommodation inter¬ 
vening, the Sultan had been induced lodispateji two of his officers to 


hold a con Terrence with Ins adversaries, and by the mysteries of their 
common faith, to con linn the basis of a treaty of peace. Nevertheless, 
while he was expecting the return ufhis agents, the Siiltan was sud¬ 
denly apprized that Aadel Aga was at hand ; and becoming alarmed at 
intelligence which lie was not prepared to receive, another flight to 
Xakhu'hu&un, Mogli&un,aiul A rail, was found unavoidable,and his last 
alternative was an application to H os hung prince of Shir van n. In 
the mean time, Aadel Aga took up his quarters at Oujautt, where the 
A ineirs of the province in general submitted to iiim, amt were received 
w i th equal kindness and distinction, Such was the situation of affairs, 
when through the mediation of Ameif lloshung, a treaty was at last 
concluded between the hostile chiefs; by which it was finally arranged 
that Azerb£djaun should be ceded in foil sovereignty to Sultan Vlimed: 
Irik A jem toSMtan Ilayezzid; ami that Aadel Agn should be associated 
with Sultan Ahmed, in the possession of Arabian Irak. 

Returning to Shltauniah upon this arrangement, an application was 

conveyed to Aadel Aga from the principal inhabitants of Baghdad,

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soliciting that a person in ti is confidence migh tot lend them to that city ; 
and engaging that they would undertake to secure the whole of it, in his 
behalf *In consequence of this, Tiirsoun, a couziit german of his own, 
Of established character ami reputation in arms, was selected hy Aadel 
to accompany the persons who had promoted (lie application 
into Arabitfit Iritis, and, with Kowaum-ud-dein Alcnjeky as his deputy, 
to assume the government of Baghdad. On his arrival, AbduUnttefc 
Tflmghatchei, who was in the temporary exercise of authority, attended 
by the party concerned in the assassination of Amclr Ism&eii, pro¬ 
ceeded to visit the new governor; arid, with all who accompanied him, 
was immediately put to death, A treasure of two thousand tomatitis 
found in his dwelling, became the prey of an indigent and rapacious 
multitude; and the whole city being upon this abandoned to sedition 
and outrage, the money which had been collected for Aadel Aga dis¬ 
appeared in the universal uproar that ensued. 

Intelligence of these di Borders and usurpations being, however, early 
conveyed to Sultan Ahmed, now at Tehreiz, he hastened without de¬ 
lay to put an end to them. On the march, he was joined by Shall 
Mnnsfir the Shirauziao, who had contrived to effect his escape from 
KerrautLi ; and TCtrsoun, having fled from Baghdad, in the direction of 
Vakouhiab, on the approach of the Sultan, he was immediately pur¬ 
sued and overtaken, and a few days afterwards perished, together with 
his deputy, by the sword of the executioner. 

Having passed the winter at Baghdad, Sultan Alim&tT r* turned in 
the spring of seven hundred and eighty five,* into Azerbaijan ; leav¬ 
ing Shah Mansur the Shirauziun, whom he never saw again, well es¬ 
tablished tit the countries on thcTigris, and the metropolis of Baghdad 
under the separate government of Khaujah Valieva the Semitauntan. 
in the neighborhood of MeraugVuh, he was now opposed in battle hy 
the troops of Aadel Aga ; whom he appears to have defeated with con¬ 
s' lerablc slaughter, Aadel Aga retiring upon this to his government 
of Siiltauniah, I he Sultan proceeded to thijiiuu; anil advancing shortly 
after wards with accelerated speed in pursuit olthe A^a, that chief with¬ 
drew at his approach ; and entrusting the defence of his capital to one 
in whose fidelity lie thought he could rely, made the best or lus way 
to Hamadaun. Krom that place he immediately dispatched to solicit 
the assistance of Shah Sliujia prince of Shirauz, 
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Shah Shu jia embraced with avidity the opportunity thus p ^.med, H. 
of extending his power into Azerbaijani! ; and conducting his tT«ips A l> umar 
immediately to the station of Oukauri, he was there joined by SftUau H*Mh'iw- 
fayezzid andAadel Aga, whom he accompanied shortly alter wants ***** 
j1 to Hamadaun* At that place the age ti ts of Si t tan Ahmed now ak* 
presented themselves, to demand an interview with the prince of Shi r- 
auz ; at which they declared on the part of their master > that so tar as 
related to Sultan Bayezzid his hereditary superior, he was not in the 
slightest degree disposed to withhold from him, ids just share of power; 
and that he would very cheerfully subscribe to any arrangement winch 
Shah Shuji a might think it equitable to dictate on that head, lint, with 
respect to A add, that he was a refractory aiidrebcllious vassal, who had 
insidiously availed lumseIf of the Shah’s protection ; and he trusted 
that he would neither be encouraged in his audacity, nor enabled to ex¬ 
ecute bis unprincipled designs of usurpation. I laving already conceived 
the design of discarding A adel Aga, and of obtaining possession ofSdJ- 
tatiniah for himself, in the name of Suit an Bayezzid, Shah Slmjia pro¬ 
ceeded to disclose these views with little reserve to the agents of Sill tan 
Ahmed; and the plan was finally resolved on between them. The first 
indication of some such secret arrangement, was an order from Shah 

Shuijhit that the Tebrimn Ameirs iji the service of Sultan Bayezzid, 4 

should discontinue their visits to A ad el Aga. 

Sultan Ahmed now withdrew to Teh rein while Ida brother Bay* 
czzid, accompanied by Ihrauliim Shah, and Abduthcreim, two of the 
officers of Shah Shujia, to whom lie had engaged to assign the entire 
administration of his government, took the road to SMtauiiiaii; theShir- 
iiuzian, on his part, confiding to this engagement,proceeditigtoShtlsh- 
tcr, the capital of Khdzistatin, anciently Susn. On their arrival at 
SliItauniah, nevertheless, Omar Keptchaiiky, and Mftbommed Jem- 
sheid, two principal commanders in the.service oi Sultan Bayezzid, 
proceeded to dispute both the policy and expediency of committing 
either town or citadel, to the discretion of SJiah Shujhi's officers ; and 
the result was, that these officers were designedly lodged in a con¬ 
fined and sequestered part of the city, while the Sultan and his court 
took possession of the citadel, without further attending to their si¬ 
tuation in the slightest degree. Hrnro, reduced to extremity lbr ih* 
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IVhen he had, however, continued ill the exercise of his authority 
for a period of fifteen days, Sultan Bayezzid, most unexpectedly, lin'd 
apparently without provocation, put to death Omar the Keptchaukian, 
. one oi Ins most distinguished captains : and this act of capricious cru¬ 
elty filling (lie rest of his officers with suspicion and alarm, they all 

immediately dcd C0Urt ' And, intelligence of his brother’s folly 

being soon conveyed to SOItaii Ahmed, that prince repaired without 
delay to Sultautuah; mid having obtained possession of the citadel hy 
capitulation, he immediately placed it in a respectable state of defence 
and established his son Keybouga, a child of two, or perhaps of* lei! 
ytsMaoW. in the government, under the tutelage of Tcliobarm Kour- 
tcbei, possibly Jus chief engineer. After which consigning the terri¬ 
torial management to Sheikh Muliinud Jumlaur, the Sultan returned

In these circumstances rumour widely circulated the intelligence 
that the irresistible Teymu* was on his march towards Irik and\zer-’

withdrew through Syria into Egypt. The Sultan of Egypt, \ 
Feridje, treated them for some time, with friendly hospitality; hut u 
mately threw them into prison, with the design of conveying them i, 
chains to the presence of the Tcheghatlian conqueror. Hut while ]. 
was preparing to carry his design into execution, it was fortunately 
ascertained that death l>;ul terminated the fearful career ofTeymOr; and 
tlie two chieis were immediately set at large, and permitted to make 
the best of their way, SOI tun Ahmed into Arabian Irak, and Kura 
Yfissuf into Azerbaijani), respectively. Sul [an Ahmed contrived with¬ 
out much difficulty to repossess himself of Irak, and Kiira Vdssiif was 
equally successful in reducing Azerb&tjaun. But, the Turkman chief 
having occasion to be absent on an ex pedition to the borders of west* 
ent Anatolia, his ally, Sultan Ahmed the partner ofliis exile, and the 
associate of his misfortunes, indirect violation of his engagements, 
availed himself of the advantage, to enter Azerbaijani), and take pos¬ 
session of Tebreiz. This perfidious breach of contract was not Ion -' 
without its punishment. Kara Yfissufreturned from his expedition’ 
and at the distance of two farsangs, or about eight miles from Tebreiz, 
on Friday the twenty fifth of the latter llebbeta, of the 8] 5th of the 
Ilidjeruh,* gave battle to his faithless ally. In this Sultan Ahmed was 
totally defeated; and endeavoring to conceal himself within the city, 
he was the same night discovered and put to death by his indignant 
conqueror, after having held a precarious authority, for seven and twen¬ 
ty years four months and ten days. Willi him terminated the power 
of the family of Jullkeir, which commenced, as we have already seen, 
with Ameir Hussun the Eylkhaunum, the sou in law of AmetrTcho- 
batm YehU'iz so often mentioned in the preceding pages. 
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ts of the reign of Sultan Ahmed JutlAoir, have 
lid pate il, in order to hasten to the more important 
,y bf ftym&r ; which will be presented to the rea¬ 
gent volume—if it be permitted to the author of these 
for the continuation of life and health, to prosecute his 
termination. 
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
